The  ftuptiak  were 

celebrated  with  great  folemnity 

the   firft  day  of  the  year,  in  vihich  Honor ius 

Was  declared  cooful  for  the  eleventh  time,  and 

Vol,  IVt  B  Conjiantiui 
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Cmfiantius  for  the  fecond.  Some  months  after 
this  Honortus  entered  Rome  in  triumph  with 
Attains  the  uliirper  in  his  train,  whom^  after 
he  had  fufficiently  expofed  to  the  view  of  his  ido-  , 
lizing  admirers^  and  ordered  the  fingers  of  his 
right-hand  to  be  cut-off,  he  banifhed  into  the 
Liparee  iflands :  and  now  having  nothing  to  ap- 

Erehendfrom  his  enemies  abroad,  he  applied 
imfelf  to  enaft  wholfom  laws,  and  redrefs  the 
wants  of  his  people.  . 

2.  About  this  time  Aurelius  of  Carthage  had 
a  letter  from  the  pope,  complaining  of  the  neg- 
ligence they  ufed  in  the  choice  of  their  bifhops 
in  Africa^  where  perfons  involved  in  fecular  af- 
feirs  were  hurried  to^  the  epifcopal  chair,  and  o- 
thers  confiimmate  in  fhidies  and  the  fervice  of 
the  church  over-looked,  of  which  the  governors 
of  the  country  had  given  fcandalous  inftances, 
perhaps  partly  true  and  partly  falfe :  for  which 
reafon  he  judged  it  expedient  to  have  his  letters 
with  the  governor*s  complaints  notified  to  all 
the  churches.     This  letter  bears  date  the  lafl 
year,  his  anfwers  to  the  letters  of  the  Carthage 
and  Milevh  councifs,  and  to  the  five  bifhops, 
are  dated  this  year  the  27th  of  January.    The 
preface  of  his  letter  to  the  Carthaginian  bifhops 
rons  thus:  Innocent  Xo  Aurelius^zxid,  all  the  holy 
biftiops  prefent  in  the  council  of  the  Cartbagu 
nian  church,  my  mofl  beloved  teothers  in  the 
Lord  greeting :  in  the  fearch  of  thofe  things 
which  become  priefls,  and  efpecially  a  jufl  and 
catholic  council  to  treat  of  with  all  fblicitude, 
you  have  maintained  the  examples  of  ancient 
tradition,   and  mindful  of  dhurch-difcipline^ 

have 
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lia^e  the  right  way  ftrengthcrted  the  vigour  of 
your  religion,  no  lefe  now  in  confiilting  than 
before  in  pronouncing,  as  having  approved   of 
referring  the  judgment  of  the  caufe  in  haftd  to 
us,  knowing  what  is  due  to  the  apoftolic  fee  t 
for  aH  of  us  who  are  in  this   ftation  difire  to 
follow  the  apoftle,  from  whom  the  epifcopacy 
itfelf  and  the  whole  authority  of  the  name  is 
derived.     Following  him,  we  have  learned  as 
well  to  condemn  what  is  ill,  as  approve  what  is 
laudable :  and  this  eipecially,  that  keeping  the 
inftitutions  of  your  fathers  by  your  prieftly  of- 
fice, you  did  not  allow  thofe  things  to  be  trarn-^ 
jpfed  upon  which  they  decreed  not  by  a  human 
but  divine  "fen tence,  that  whatever  was  afted  in 
diftant  and  remote  provinces,  fliould  not  havci 
a  final  deterioiination  fill  fuch  time  as  it  came 
to  the  knowledge  of  this  fee,  that  by  that  au- 
thority every  juft  fen  tence  might  be  confirmed; 
from  whence  other  churches  may  take  their  wa-» 
ters  as  from  the  original  fountain,  fromwhencd 
other  waters  ipring  forth,  as  fo  many  pure  rivu- 
lets from  a  pure  head  throughout  the  different 
regions  of  the  whole  world.    After  this  preface, 
the  pope  proceeds  to  eftablifli,  in  a  few  words, 
the  catholic  dodtrine  of  grace,  condemning  P^- 
iagiuSy  CeleftiuSy  &c.  feparating  them  from  the 
church,  to  which  the  biflhops  might  re-admit 
them  upon  the  retmiftation  of  their  errors.  His 
letter  to  tlie  fathers  of  MV^-y/i  has  die  famecbii- 
tents.     That  to  the  five  bifliops  tells  them,  Aat 
he  could  not  be  pofitively  certain,  whether  there 
w«fe  any  Pelagians  2^  Rome  I  nor  could  refolveJ 
any  thing  concerning  the  a^fts  i^m^  lay-men 

B  2  brought 
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brought  him,  wherein  it  was  pretended  that 
Pelagius  was  abfolved,  of  which  he  doubted 
very  much,  and  that  fo  much  the  more,  be- 
caufe  if  he  had  been  juftified,  he  would  not 
have  tailed  to  have  made  his  judges  notify  it  to 
him,  or  have  come  himfelf  to  be  abfolved :  that 
the  book  which  paffes  for  Pclagiush  contained 
blalphemies  again  ft  the  grace  of  God,  which 
ought  to  be  rejected  by  the  whole  world. 

3,  Soon  after  this  letter,  ^viz.  the  12th  of 
March y  the  pope  departed  this  life.  SS.AuJiin^ 
P'rofper  and  other  fathers  beftow  on .  him  the 
charafter  of  a  perfon  equal  to  his  dignity.  He 
waseledted  in  the  fpiritof  love  and  charity  by 
univerlal  fuffrages  ;  he  was  an  adlive,  judicious 
and  learned  prelate,  poffcffed  of  a  world  of  good 
talents,  which  he  put  out  to  the  beft  ufe,  /.  e. 
for  the  fervice  of  God,  and  of  the  Church 
which  he  enriched  with  .precious  gifts  of  gold 
and  filver,  and  the  more  valuable  prefents  of 
excellent  writings  and  edifying  examples.  He 
affifted  fuffering  innocence  in  the  perfon  of  S. 
Chryfojiom^  reftrained  the  infolence  oi Heretics^ 
quafhed  the  monfters  Origenifrhy  Prifcillianifm 
and  Pelagianifmy  and  having  arrived,  fays  Pagi^ 
at  the  higheft  pitch  of  glory,  was  fnatched  from 
hence  to  heaven,  left  after  that  divine  and  im- 
mortal deed  of  condemning  the  Pelagians^  he 
ihould  aft  any  thing  mortal.  Zofimus^  z  Greek 
by  birth,  fucceeded  him  the  iSth  of  March. 

4.  In  Sicily,  Eajier-day  was  celebrated  on 
the  25th  of  March  by  miflake,  which  was  found 
put,  and  the  tme  account  reftified  by  a  miracle. 
There  ftood  araongft  the  mountains  and  woods 
:    ^      .  of 
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of  Sicily  a  little  village  called  Meltina^  that  ha^ 
a  fmall  church  very  poorly  built,  but  furnifhed 
with  a  baptifmal  font  that  every  year,   exaftly 
at  the  hour  of  Pajchal  Baptijm  at  night,  be- 
came of  itfelf  full  of  water,  without  any  pipe, 
or  conduit,  or  any  water  near  it :  and  as  fbon  as 
the  baptifms  were  over  the  water  run  away  of  it- 
felf as  it  came.  But  this  year  the  2^t\\qiMarcb^ 
after  reading  the  leflbns,  &c.  they  in  vain  ex- 
pedled  the  water  as  ufual,  lb  that  the  Catechu-' 
mens  returned  home  without  baptifm.     But  the 
2 2d  oi  jiprily  which  was  the  right  day  for  Eaf- 
ter^  the  font  grew  full  of  water  as  ufually.  Faf^ 
cbafinus^  Bp.oi Lylii^eumy  related  this  miracle  2  6 
years   after  it  happened.     Celejiius  hearing  of 
Zofitnush  promotion  came  to  Rome ;  this  i/if- 
refiarchy  after  being  condemned  at  Carthage  in 
412,  turned  out  of  Ephefus  laft  year,  and  this 
condemned  at  Rome  by  pope  Innocent ^  at  An^ 
tioch  and  C  P.  by  Theodotus  and  Atticus  with 
their  council,  thoughtof  profecuting  his  appeal 
which  had  now  five  years  lain  dormant,  in  or- 
der to  which,  he  appeared  before  the  pope,  and 
prefented  him  a  litde  book,  containing  thepro- 
feflion  of  his  faith,  wherein  he  gave  a  tedious 
lift  of  thofe  articles  for  which  he  was  never  cal- 
led in  queft  ion,  fuch  as  the  Trinity,  Refurrefti- 
on,  &c.  but  when  he  came  to  the  matter  in 
hand,  he  flurred  it  off  in  the  main,  only  thus 
far  he  openly  avowed  :   We  confefe  that  child- 
ren fhould  be  baptifed  for  the  remiflion  of  their 
fins,  according  to  the  rule   of   the  univerfal 
church  and  the  authority  of  the  golpel,  becaufe 
pur  Lord  has  declared,  that  the  kingdom  of  bea- 
B  3  ven 
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ven  cannot  be  given  but  to  the  baptifed  ,  .  •  .but 
by  what  we  have  iaid  of  infant-baptifin  for  the 
remifSon  of  fins,  we  do  not  intend  thereby  to 
eftablifli  the  doftrine  of  fin  being  transfufed  by 
our  parents  i  which  is  far  fronia  catholic  fenfe: 
becauie  fin  is  hot  born  with  man  which  is  af* 
terwards  pracSifed  by  man,  becaufe  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  nature  but  of  the  will.  — : — This  is  the 
jfaith  which*  we  have  learned  in  the  catholic 
church,  and  have  always  held  hitherto  s  and 
which  we  believe  we  mav  Hkewife  hold  for  the; 
future.  But  if  there  are  any  queftions  not  be- 
longing to  faith,  I  do  not  pretend  to  decide 
^hem,  as  if  I  was  the  author  of  an  opinion : 
but  I  prefent  what  I  have  drawn  from  the  fpurce 
of  the  prophets  and  apoflles,  to  be  approved  by 
your  apoftolate  ;  that  if  as  a  man  I  fhoul4 
fall  into  any  error  out  of  ignorance,  I  maybe 
corrcifted  by  your  determination. 

5.  Zofimus  was  then  taken  up  with  affairs  of 
greater  importance;  however^  not  to  keep  the 
bifhopsof  y^/V^  in  fufpenfe,  he  fixed  the  day 
and  place  forjudging  Celejiius ;  the  latter  was  S. 
Ckmenf^  church,  which  the  pope  appointed, 
that  he  might  be  moved  by  the  martyr's  exam- 
ple to  proceed  with  a  more  fervent  fpirit  of  re- 
ligion in  this  matter.  There  were  feveral  bi- 
Ihopsof  different  countries  prefent,  befides  the 
Jtoman  clergy,  fome  of  whom  feemed  to  enter 
into  Celejiius^s  opinions,  and  the  pope  himfelf 
gave  broad  figns,  that  he  looked  upon  this  pxo- 
feflion  of  faith  as  a  catholic  one.  Celejiius 
maintained  this  opinion  in  favour  of  himfelf,  by 
frequently  declaring  by  word  of  mouth  the  fin- 
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ccrity  of  his  intentions,  that  be  condemned  all 
that  had  been  objeded  againft  him^  according 
to  the  judgnient  of  pope  Innocent^  promifing  to 
condemn  whatever  the  holy  fee  (hould  condemn. 
Being  afked  about  Heros  and  Lazarus^s  ItXtoss 
agaJnft  him,  he  replied^  that  he  had  on)y  juft 
flightly  feen  Lazarus^  and  that  jHVr^i  had  don* 
him  fctisfadion  for  the  ill  opinion  he  had  enter- 
tained of  him.  Thefe  anfwers,  as  /pecious  afi 
they  were,  did  not  determine  the  pope  to.reftore 
him  immediately  to  communion,  but  in  his  let- 
ters to  the  African  bifliops  he  prefixed  the  fpace 
of  two  months  for  thofe  who  accufed  him  to  ap-^ 
pear,©'^.  and  invalidated  theteftimoniesof  JH>- 
ros  and  Lazarus y  as  peribns  convidled  of  many 
wrong  proceedings.  ^ 

6.  After  he  had  dilpatched  this  letter,  he  re- 
ceived from  Praylus  Bp.  of  J^rufalem  a  re- 
commendatory one  for  Pelagius,  who  at  the 
iame  time  fent  a  letter  of  confeffion  of  faith 
dire<fled  to  pope  Innocent ^  whom  he  thought 
ftill  alive.  In  his  letter  he  fays,  that  his  adver- 
faries  traduced  him  in  two  points  ;  (i.)  of  de- 
nying infant-baptifm,  and  promifing  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  without  it  3  and  (2.)  of  put- 
ting fiich  trufl:  in  free-will,  as  to  deny  the  neeef^ 
fity  of  grace  :  that  as  to  the  firfl  point,  it  wa« 
an  unheard  of  piece  of  blaj^hemy,  dire<ftly  op- 
pofite  to  the  fcripture,  John  3,  -y.  5.  Who  is 
there,  lays  he,  fo  impious  as  to  deny  any  child 
the  common  redemption  of  mankind,  and  hin- 
der him  from  being  born  to  a  certain  perpetual 
life,  who  is  only  born  to  an  uncertain  one :  as 
iQ  thcfbcojftd  point,  continues,  he,  we  have  an 
.    B  4  entire 
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piitire  free-will  of  finning,  or  not  finnipg,  which 
in  all  good  wprks  is  conftantly  helped  by  th? 
divine  affiftanc?  ....  this  free-will  we  hold  to 
refide  in  all  perfons  in  general,  in  Chrijiians^ 
yews  and  Gentiles :  and  in  all  of  them  equally 
by  nature,  but  in  Chrifiians  alone  it  is  affifted 

by  divine  grace, His  confeffion  of  faith 

confifted  of  two  articles  lefs  than  Celefiius^s^  for 
•he  omitted  the  1 8th  and  19th,  where  the  other 
denied  original  fin^  but  the  firfl:  17  and  the  laft 
10  are  word  for  word  the  feme  in  both  of 
them,  Pelagius  concludes  with  thefe  words. 
This  is  the  faitli,  moft  bleffed  father,  which  we 
have  learned  in  the  f  hurch,  and  which  we  al- 
ways have  held  and  do  now  hold,  in  which  if 
any  thing  is  put  down  leis  properly,  or  without 
due  circumlpedtion^  we  defire  it  may  be  mpnded 
by  you,  who  hold  the  fee  and  faith  of  Peter:  but 
if  this  our  confeffion  is  approved  by  the  judgr 
ment  of  your  apoflolate,  then  he  that  (hall  think 
of  calumniating  me  will  prove  himfelf  ignorant, 
malevoipus,  or  no  Catholic^  but  never  me  to  be 
an  heretic.  Thefe  writings,  expreffing  divine 
grace  and  an  entire  lubmiffion  to  the  churchy 
dazzled  not  only  the  pope's  affiftants  but  him- 
felf ^  they  wept  for  joy  to  hear  the  purity  of  his 
faith,  and  were  ftruck  with  admiration,  to 
think  one  of  his  chara<5ler  fliould  be  fb  foully 
jiiperfed.  This  rncreafed  the  pope's  indignation 
againjfl:  Heros  and  Lazarus ;  and  Patroclus  of 
ArleSy  Heros  s  competitor,  and  CeleJiiuSy  pro- 
bably adding  fuel  to  the  fire,  he  writ  a  fe- 
cond  letter  to  Aurelius^  Sfr.  in  flrohger  terms 
than  the  firfl,  where  after  a  fhort  account  of 

'    '  what 
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what  I  have  already  mentioned  in  this  number, 
he  thus  proceeds. 

7,  lobfervetco,  that  this  Pelagius  is  defam- 
ed  by  Heros  and  Lazarush  letters.  But  is  it 
poffible,  my  dear  brethren,  that  you  have  not 
at  leaft  heard  by  common  fame,  vihzt  ftorms 
and  v^hirl-winds  there  have  been  in  the  church  ? 
that  you  are  ignorant  of  their  lives  and  con- 
demnation  ?  But  tho*  the  apoftolic  fee  has  fe- 
parated  them  from  all  communion  by  a  parti- 
cular fentence,  yet  take  a  flight  account  of  them 
from  this  letter.  Lazarus  has  of  a  long  time 
made  a  cuftom  of  accufing  innocence  ;  and  in 
fcveral  cpuncils  has  been  found  a  calumniator  a- 
gainft  our  holy  brother  Bricius  Bp.  of  Tours^ 
and  as  iiich  was  condemned  by  Proculus  of 
Marfeilles  \n  thQ  council  oi  Turin.  Yet  this 
6me  Proculus  feveral  years  after  ordained  him 
Bp.  ofAiXy  and  when  the  affli<5led  city  oppofed 
themfelves,  he  rufhed  into  the  epifcopal  fee  al- 
moft  fiillied  with  the  blood  of  the  innocent ; 
and. maintained  a  fhadow  of  prieilhood  wbilft 
the  image  of  empire  remained  iti  the  tyrant  his 
protedor,  after  whofe  death  he  left  his  fee  and 
condemned  himfelf  by  his  own  ceffion.  Things 
of  the  like  nature  are  verified  in  Heros ,  the 
feme  tyrant  patron  of  his  murders,  the  feme 
imprifonment  of  the  priefls  who  refilled  him, 
the  feme  confternation  of  all  the  city,  and  the 
feme  repentance  which  made  him  renounce  his 
biftioprick.  It  would  be  ftrange,  if  thefe  two, 
who  have  attempted  fuch  things  againft  their 
brothers  and  bifhops,  and  raifed  fiich  tempefts  in 
|hc  church,  fhould  not  by  falfe  letters  flrike  at  a 
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lay-man  aiming  at  virtue  by  a  long  i^vice  of 
God.  It  does  not  become  epifcopal  authority,  and 
your  prudence  in  particular,  to  depend  upon  the 
writings  of  idle  tale-bearers.  He  continues  Pela-- 
^us  and  Celejiius^s  defcnccfromHeros^LazaruSjf 
yames  and  Tima/ius\'  not  abetting  their  accu- 
iations  by  confronting  their  adverfaries  at  Rome. 
8,  Before  we  proceed  further,  perhaps  it  will 
be  thought  neceflary  to  illuftratc  and  explain 
fome  paffagcs  of  the  laft  four  numbers,  concern-, 
ing  Zojmusj  Cekjiius  and  Peiagius.  We  fhall 
begin  with  the  former,  whofe  conduft  here 
feems  liable  to  exceptions  upon  many  accounts; 
and  firft,  forjudging  the  caufc  over  again  ot 
two  fraudulent  deceitful  perfons,  who  had  been 
condemned  in  five  pvovinccSjCartbage,  Antiochy 
C.  P.  Numidia^  and  at  Rome  by  his  predeceflbr 
of  bleffed  memory :  fecondly,  for  not  only  hear^ 
ing,  but  favouring  them,  notwithflanding  that 
Celeftius'%  vvritings  openly  denied  original  fin  ; 
thirdly,  for  taxing  with  levity  the  holieft  bU 
(hops  of  the  church,  Aurelius^  Auftin^  Alypi^ 
tiSy  (^c.  and  fourthly,  for  branding  thofe  noly 
bifhops  Heros  and  Lazarus  with  the  epithets 
of  turbulent,  detradting,  &c.  — = — •  As  to  the 
firft  ps^rt,  I  think  no  body  can  juftly  blame  the 
mildne&  of  his  proceedings :  it  was  at  all  times 
efteemed  lawful  for  the  bifhops  of  Rome  to  re- 
peal the  a<fls  at  leaft  of  provincial  and  national 
councils;  and  tho' his  predecefibr  had  con  firm « 
ed  them  by  condemning  thefe  two  enemies  of 
grace,  it  was  ftill  with  this  claufe  (as  he  declares 
in  his  letter  to  the  bifhops  of  the  Milevis  coun- 
cil) that  upon  their  retracing  and  coademning 
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their  errors  they  ftiould  be  admitted :  fo  that 
confidering  the  appearance  of  their  prefent  good 
difpofitions,  and  the  commendatory  letter  of  the 
Bp.  of  yerufalemj  &c.  he  could  not  well  re- 

fiife  them  a  hearing. As  to  the  fecond,  S. 

Aufiin  iays,  that  Cekfiius^t  down  his  error  of 
original  fin  as  a  doubtful  point,  which  he  de- 
clared he  fubmitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  apo- 
ftolic  fee  to  ratify  or  alter  ;  on  which  account 
the  pope  willing  to  fet  right  by  gentle  methods 
a  perfon  of  ib  fliarp  a  wit,  had  regard  not  to 
the  falfe  opinion  which  he  declared  he  was 
willing  to  retraft,  but  to  the  apparent  humble 
difpofition  of  his  mind.  This.diipofition  alfo 
appeared  in  Fela^mh  confeflion,  wherein  was 
no  manifefl  error,  nor  anyexpreflion  that  could 
not  bear  a  catholic  fcnfe.  The  lame  perhaps 
may  be  faid  of  Celejiius ;  but  this  being  what  no 
one  has  hitherto  taken  notice  of,  1  ihall  lay  no 
great  ftrefe  upon  a  conjedture  drawn  only  from 
the  following  remarks :  firft,  Celejiius  (istn.^.) 
only  in  terms  denied  fin  to  be  born  with  man 
which  is  afterwards  pradiibd  by  man,  which 
in  rigour  of  exprcffion  imports  no  more,  than 
that  adtual  fin  was  not  born  with  us,  or  that  e- 
vil  wajB  not  ib  rooted  in  our  nature  that  it  ex- 
erted itfelf  independent  of  fi^ee-will,  as  the  Afij- 
nicbees  pretended:  fecondly,  his  confeflion  ex- 
preflfed  the  obligation  of  baptifing  children  for 
the  rcmiffion  of  their  fins,  which  muft  be  un- 
derftood  of  their  original  ones:  thirdly,  it  was 
the  pradice  of  the  Pelagians  to  ufe  ambiguous 
tercps,  which  might  look  two  ways  at  once,  fo 
that  it  ishighly  probable  thatO/^i^/y^fnamed  this 
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article  fo  as  to  make  the  pope  on  one  fide  believe 
he  held  original  fin  which  he  confirmed  by  ex- 
plicating his  own  meaning;  and  on  the  other  fide 
perfuade  thofe  he  had  perverted,  or  went  about 
to  pervert,  that  he  had  in  this  confeflion  denied  o- 
riginalfin,  and  had  the  pope's  approbation  for  it. 
In  which  Pelagius  copied  after  him,  for  in  his 
confeflion,  n.  6.  where  he  aflferts   unbaptifed 
children  are  born  to  an  uncertain  life,  he  told 
thofe  that  afked  him  concerning  their  ftate  after 
.  death :  I  know  where  they  do  not  go,  but  do 
not  know  where  they  do  go.    As  for  Heros  and 
i^/2J^r^/i,  their  charaders  were  very  doubtful;  i* 
is  probable  the  pope  gave  his  from  the  informa- 
tions of  Pacroclus  a  wicked  ambitious  prelate  of 
Aries,  who  forged  a  great  part  of  their  hiftory, 
and  heightened  the  circumftances  that  might 
tend  to  their  difadvantage ;  that  the  African  fa- 
thers finding  them  zealous  champions  in  the 
caufe  of  God,  might  overlook  fome  of  their 
faults ;  by  them  they  are  ftiled  holybifliops,  and 
S.  Pro/per  in  his  chronicle,  at  the  year  412,  calls 
Heros  a  difciple  of  S.  Martin,  a  holy  peribn 
driven  out  of  the  city  by  the  people,  tho'  inno- 
cent and  not  obnoxious  to  any  accufetion.     As 
much  as  I  can  gather  from   both  parties,  the 
matter  ftands  thus. 

9.  They  feem  to  be  both  of  them  foreigners 
to  Gaul,  tho'  a  long  time  educated  there  under 
S.  Martin,  as  is  evident  in  regard  of  Heros,  and 
likely  in  refped:  of  Lazarus.  The  laft  of  thefe 
accuied  S.Brice.  Bp.  of  Tours  in  the  coqncil 
of  Turin,  who  at  that  time  led  a  life  very  liable 
to  exceptions;  but  whether  the  acculation  was  in 
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a  matter  of  fmall  importance,  or  not  fufficient- 
\y  proved,  ProculusBp.  oi Marfeilles^  who  pre-* 
fided  with  the  other  bifhops,  di,d  not  judge  it 
neceflary  to  depofe  S.  Brice.  Some  years  after 
the  fee  of  Aix  being  vacant,  Proculus  ccnfti- 
tuted  Lazarus  the  Bp.  there ;  he  met  with  a 
party  that  oppofed  him,  but  they  who  were  for 
him  carried  it,  and  perhaps  with  feme  blood- 
shed in  the  fcuffle,  backed  by  the  authority  of 
Confiantine^  at  firft  an  uliirper,  but  afterwards 
acknowledged  by  Honorius  for  a  lawful  prince. 
Heros  too  was  put  in  poffeffion  of  the  bifhop- 
rick  of  Arks^  not  without  fome  oppofition. 
Thus  they  continued  till  411  (or  4 12)  when 
Conjiantius  taking  Arles^  removed  all  perfons, 
that  Ihewed  the  leaft  friendship  to  Conjiantine ; 
and  Heros  having,  out*  of  a  motive  of  compaf- 
lion,  ordained  him  prieft,  he  fell  under  Con^ 
ftantius's  di^leafure,  who  hunted  him  from 
Arles^  and  procured  his  friend  Patroclus  to  be 
made  bifhop  in  his  place.  Lazarus  w^s  invol- 
ved in  the  J&me  misfortune.  This  is  the  beft  ac- 
count I  can  give  of  them. 

10.  Their  adverfary  Patroclus  was  hot  only 
in  Con/iantius  the  emperor's  brother-in-law's 
good  graces,,  but  had  alfo  prepoflefTed  the 
pope  (o  far  in  his  favour,  as  to  order  that  all  the 
Gallich\(hops  that  travelled  to  Rome^  or  elfe- 
where  out  of  Gauly  fliould  take  with  them f or m^ 
ed  letters  from  Patroclus  the  Bp.  of  Aries,  or  not 
be  received;  he  declared  him  the  metropolitan 
of  the  provinces  of  Vienna,  and  the  firft  and 
fecond  Narbon^  as  well  for  ordaining  bifliops  as 
for  deciding  caufes,  unlefs,.  fays  the  pope,  the 
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importance  of  them  demands  our  cognizance  of 
it.  He  grounded  all  thefe  privileges  of  the 
church  of  Arks  on  the  miffion  of  S,  Trophimus^ 
who  was  fent  thither  by  the  holy  fee  for  the  firft 
bifhop,  and  was  the  firft  iburcc  of  the  faith  in 
GauL  Some  time  after  this,  Urfus  zndTuentius 
being  ordained  without  the  participation  of  Pa- 
troclus^  Zofmus  writ  a  circular  letter  to  the  bi- 
{hoi^^oi  Africay  Gaul  and  Spain^  rcktiflgthis 
and  other  faults  in  their  ordination  and  lives,  de- 
claring them  deprived  of  all  ecclefiaftic  dignity 
and  communion.  Notwithftanding  thefe  grants 
to  the  church  of  Arks,  Proculus  Bp.  of  Marjeil- 
ks  ordained  the  biftiops  of  the  fecond  province 
of  Narbon^  Hikiry  Bp.  of  Narbon  ordained 
thofe  of  the  firft  province  of  Narbon,  and  *S//w- 
plicius  of  Vienna,  thofe  of  the  province  of  ^z- 
enna.  The  pope  declared  all  thefe  ordinations 
irregular,  adjudging  the  right  cA  ordaining  in 
thefe  three  provinces  to  the  fee  rf^r/^rx,  found- 
ed by  S.  Trophimus.  Whether  Hilary  and  Sim^ 
plicius  fiibmitted  to  this  determination  is  uncer- 
tain;  but  as  for  Proculus  he  went  on  maintain- 
ing, as  he  thought,  the  prerogatives  of  his 
church.         ' 

1 1.  S.AuJlin  underftanding,  that  in  S.  Pau- 
linus  of  Nola's  diocefe  there  were  abundance  of 
Pelagians,  who  refined  fo  far  upon  their  mas- 
ter, as  lb  allow  children  in  the  won4b  the  ufe  of 
free-will,  he  writ  to  this  holy  biftiop  the  method 
of  confiiting  them.  This  charity  was  very  ne- 
ceflary  in  regard  of  S.  Pautirms,  who  fet  out 
too  late  in  his  theological  ftudiestomake  a  fufii- 
cient  progrefe  j  bcfiiks  this,,  he  let  him  into  Pe^ 
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lagius*s  charafler.  whom  the  j&int  loved  as  afer- 
Vant  of  God,  little  lii^fting  him  guilty  of  fuch 
pernicious  dodirine.  The  Pelagians  of  Nola 
thought  they  fufficiently  proved  the  free- will  of 
infants  in  the  womb,  from  S.John  Baptiji's^ 
leaping  there  at  our  Saviour's  approach.  Which 
chimerical  notion  S.  Aujiin  reftited  in  a  letter  to 
a  man  of  quality,  called  Dardantis.  About 
the  fame  time  he  and  Alypius  writ  to  Juliana^ 
to  giveher  warning  of  the  errors  againfl  grace 
contained  in  a  letter  to  her  daughter  Demeirias^ 
and  to  defire  her  to  let  him  know  who  was  the 
author  of  it,  tho'  he  did  not  doubt  but  it  was  , 
Pelagius.  Another  letter  of  his  was  to  Bonu 
face  count  di Africa^  who  defired  to  know  the 
difference  between  Arianifm  and  Donatifm^  in  , ' 
performing  of  which,  he  took  occafion  to  ex- 
pofe  the  madnels  of  great  numbers  of  the  Dona^ 
tift  feft,  who  not  only  made  away  with  them- 
felves  in  times  of  the  fevererperfecutions  of  the 
Heathens^  and  the  nailder  ones  at  pre'fent,  but 
often  out  of  a  frolick,  or  a  caprice  of  vanity, 
without  any  provocation  at  all.  This  Boniface 
making  afterwards  fo  confiderable  a  figure  in 
our  hiftory,  I  fhatl  in  fhort  fay  fomething  of 
him. 

12*  He  was  a  perlbn  extremely  wejl  verfed  in 
military  knowledge,  one  of  the  greatefl  foldiers 
of  his  age,  whom  Procopius  calls  the  lafl  of  the 
Romans.  He  had  fuch  conduft,  courage,  and 
fuccefs  in  his  expeditions,  th^t  with  a  handful 
of  men  he  had  made  head  againft  the  numerous 
troops  of  the  Goths  in  Gaul^  and  vanquifhed-, 
ab&Barbariansivit  Africa.    He  was  devoid  of 
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avarice  apd  other  qualities  that  often  poifon  the 
minds  of  perfons  in  power,  was  a  flridl  obferver 
of  juftice,  and  poffeffed  the  military  virtues  in 
fuch  a  degree,  as  to  be  formidable  as  well  to  the 
enemies  of  God  as  the  enemies  of  the  empire. 
S.-^^i^/Vs  con veriation  influenced  him  witn  a 
defire  ofquitting  the  world;  but  \i^2SiA.  AlypiuSy 
confidering  how  neceflary  he  was  for  the  church 
and  ftate,  diffuaded  him  from  a  monaftic  life, 
and  prefcribed  him  rules  of  living  chaftly  in  the 
worldnow  his  wife  was  dead,  and  of  being  at  once 
a  Roman  and  a  ChrJJiian  Hero,  He  did  not 
anfwer.  to  thefe  holy  bifhops  hopes  ;  for  fom6 
years  hence  he  loft  himfelf  by  incontinence, 
gave  a  deadly  blow  to  the  Roman  empire, 
and  was  excommunicated  by  S.  Aujiin.  This 
'  faint,  befides  the  labours  of  this  year  already 
mentioned,  explicated  the  gofpel  and  epiftle  of 
S.  John^  and  preached  feveral  fermons  againft 
the  Pelagians. 

13.  It  was  by  his  perfiiafions,  that  Orojius 
compofed  his  hiftory  of  the  world  from  th6 
creation  down  totheprefentyear,  to  take  off  the 
fcandalous  reflection  the  Heathens  had  caft  upon 
the  Chrijiian  religion,  as  if  it  was  the  fource  and 
occafion  of  all  the  public  calamities  that  had 
happened  ever  fince ;  and  this  he  did  eflfedtual- 
ly,  by  defcribing  the  plagues,  wars,  famines, 
earthquakes,  tragical  events,  &c.  that  were  more 
frequent  and  dreadful  before  the  coming  of  our 
Saviour  than  after.  He  began  his  work  lafl  yeaf" 
and  finifhed  it  this:  it  is  divided  into  feven 
books,  in  a  concifc  clear  ilile,  much  praifcd  by 
S.  Aujiin  and  pope  Gelafius^  and  were  it  not 
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for  chronological  faults,  would  be  a  voy  valua- 
ble performance.  S.  Aufiin  at  the  iame  time 
writ  a  lefe  cxtenfive  hiftory,  which  only  com-* 
prifed  the  aftions  of  Pelagius. 

1 4.  The  African  bifhops  having  received  Z(h 
Jimus's  letter  in  favour  of  Cekfiius^  as  many  met 
together  as  they  well  could  in  a  council  at  Car-^ 
tbagdy  where  Aurelius  prefided,  and  defired  the 
pope  to  leave  things  mjiatu  quo  till  fuch  time  as 
he  was  fully  informed  of  all  that  concern.     And 
in  the  month  of  November  they  met  there  to  the 
number  of  214,  fending  a  iecond  letter  to  the 
pope  declaring  the  rcfult  of  their  council  was, 
that  pope  Innocent's  condemnation  of  Pelagius 
and  Cekjiius  fhould  fubfift,    till  iiich  time  as 
they  clearly  acknowledged  that  the  grace  of  God 
ailifls  us,  not  only  in  our  knowledge,  but  ia 
our  performance  of  juflice,  infbmuch  that  with- 
out it,  we  can  neither  have,   think,   fey  nor 
do  any  thing  appertaining*  to  trae  piety,  &c. 
that  they  ient  him  a  detail  oi  Pelagius  and  Cf- 
kjlius\  (hufBings  and  chicanes,  by  which  he 
might  fee,  that  he  was  too  hafty  in  believing 
Cekjiius.    Marcellinus  fubdeacon  of  Carthage^ 
who  was  the  bearer  of  this  letter,  took  another 
from  Paulinus  the  deacon,  who  had  accufed 
Celeftius  in  4 12.    He  was  cited  by  the  pope  the 
2d  oi November^  to  appear  at  Rome  and  anfwer 
to  Celejiius'^  appeal  5   but  Paulinus  anfwercd, 
that  Celejiius  had  now  thefe  five  years  dropped 
his  appeal;;  that  this  was  no  longer  now  Jiis 
particular  a£Fair,  but  that  of  the  whgle  church, 
and   that  Celejiius  was  fufficientlf  convifted, 
Vol.  IV.  C  fince 
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fince  h^  rdfufed,  tho'  pteiTed  by  the  pope  to  k, 
to  condemn  the  articles  he  had  objected  againft 
him  in  412.

!•  VO  5 IMVS  the  2  ift  of  March  writ  the 
^  following  ahfwer.  Altho*  the  tradition 
rf  the  fathers  has  given  fuch  authority  to  the  a- 
poftolic  fee,  that  no  one  prefixmesto  caJI  its  de^ 
termination  in  qucftion  ...  for  canonical  anti- 
^ity  by  univerlal  confent,  and  by  the  exprefi 
propfiife  of  Chrifi  our  God,  conferfcd  oa  this 
apoftle  (^ Peter)  the  power  of  binding  and 
teoihing  the  fentenccs  of  others,  and  cbnferred 
the  lame  power  on  thofe  who  inherit  hfe  fee . . . 
the* fuch  is  our  authority,  that  no  one  candiA 
pute  or  reform  out  fentence :  yet  we  have^a^d 
nothing  without  communicating  it  to  you  ;  — 
but  youf  ktter  is  penned  . .  .  as  if  we  had  given 
an  entire  credit  to  every  word  CeleJUtis  feid  :  but 
thofe  things  which  require  a  long  exanain  are  ne- 
v&c  haftijy  difculfed,  nor  any  fentence  pnMioun- 
ced  v^ithout  mature  deliberation,  that  is  to 
be  judged  in  the  higheft  tribunal ;  therefore  let 
)W)ur  fraternity  know,  we  have  left  all  things 
ih  the  feme  fbteas  when  we  writ. 

2.  At  length  the  pope  rcfolved  to  examine^ 
CekJIiUsh  cafe  to  the  bottom,  who  could  never 
yet  be  brought  to  condemn  the  articles  objedted 
againft  him  by  Paulims.  For  this  end  a  nu- 
merous council  was  called  at  Rome^  where  Cf- 
kjiius  was  fumimoned  to  appear  j  but  the  here- 
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fiaiich  hot  to  ftandthi  trial  flipped  out  of  town. 
Pelagius*^  iommenfaries  on  S.  Paul  were  read 
there,  and  every  point  being  exarhined  concern* 
ing  him  and  CeUftinsy  they  were  both  foleitthly 
condemned,  with  their  dodtine  maintainirtg  a 
place  of  reft  diftinft  from  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven for  unbaptifcd  children.  The  pope  writ  a 
circular  letter  of  this?  condemnation  to  all  the  bi- 
ihops  dE  Africa^  ^&P*>  ^^  ^^A  Jerufalem, 
C.  P.  and,  in  a  word,  to  all  the  churches  in  the 
world,  who  fubftA'ibcd  to  it  according  to  the 
pope's  order.  This  epiftle  is  now  loft,  except 
two  fragmctf^ts,  one  of  which  S.  Aufiin  menti- 
ons in  his  letter  to  Opfatus^  and  the  other  is 
preferved  by  8.  Projper  in  thefe  words :  there  is 
no  time  in  which  we  do  not  ftand  in  need  of. 
God's  affiftano6,  in  all  our  aftions,  thoughts 
and  motiofts  j  we  muft  expe<2  all  fk)m  liis  af* 
fifting  hand;  and  not  from  the  force  of  Mature. 
This  council  was  held  the  15th  of  Aprily  to 
whidi  the  Roman  clergy  fubfcribcd,  and  Sixtus 
the  prieft  in  particular  fignalifed  himfelf  before 
a  multitude  of  pec^le,  in  pi^cMiouncing  anatha- 
ma  to  fhefe  herefies,  to  filence  the  felfe  farne  the 
Pelagians  had  fpread  abroad,  that  he  was  united 
with  them  m  friendiflbip  and  faith.  This  Six f  us 
was  tiMdt  pope  14  years  afterwards.  The  bi- 
fliops  throughout  the  whole  world,  as  I  have 
iaidali^ady^  fubJ^ribed  to  their  condemnation,  , 
excc^  iJ^,  the  chief  oi  whom  was  Julian  of 
Ec/ana.  ~  .        ..  ^  ' 

3 •  •  Hevms  fon  to^  Memorius  Bp.  of  Ca'pua\  a 
prdaee  of  great  piety,  and  an  iniirmte  friend  of 
S.Au/im\    His  naother  was  a  virthcus  lady, 
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called   "Juliana.    From  fiich  parents  Julian 
iprung ;  he  was  born  in  Apulia^  bapti&d  in  his 
infancy,  ordained  ledtor,  and,  being  veryyoung, 
married  a  lady  of  quality  called  la^  for  whom 
and  the  bridegroom  his  relation,  S.  Paulinus  of 
Nola  compo^  an  epithalamium.  It  is  thought 
his  wife  died  not  long  after,  for  in  408  or  409 
he  was  made  deacon  :  and  pope  Innocent  created 
him  bifliop  of  £r/tf;z^7,  now  called  Friento  16 
miles  S.E.  of  Benevento.    He  was  inftradted 
in  hisherefy  by  P^/^^/W  bimfelf  at  jR^/w^,  with- 
out declaring  himfelf  during  1^0^  Innocent'^ 
life;  but  now,  refiifing  to  fubfcribe,  made  a  pro- 
feffion  of  faith  much  like  Ceiejiius%  brought  • 
again  ft  the  pope  his  own  argunpients  againft  the 
African  bifliops,  and  talked  of  appealing  to  a 
general  council.     Zqfmus  upon  this  condemned 
Julian  and  his  accomplices;  this  made  him 
write  to  the  pope  another   letter  wherein  he 
feemingly  condemned  fome  oiCeleJliui%  errors, 
\yhich  he  afterwards  obftinately  maintained. 
Before  this  letter  came  to  the  pope,  it  was  j^read 
about  all  Italy ^  and  magnified  by  the  Pelagians 
as  a  noble  performance.   Honorius  the  emperor, 
feconded  the  pope,  putting  out  againft  their  he- 
refy  an   edidt  of  April  the  30th,  which  or- 
dered, that  Pelagius  ^iid  Celefiius  fhould  be 
driven  out  of  Rome^  (i.  e.  if  they  were  there) 
that  their  followers  fhould  be  denounced  to  the 
raagiflrates,  and  the  guilty  fent  into  banifh- 
ment. 

4.  .Mcantjime  above  200  African  bifliops  were 
met  in  a  council  at  Carthage  the  firft  of  May^ 
condemned  Pelagianifm  in  nine  articles,  or  eight 
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atkaft^  reflated  the  manner  of  dividing  dio- 
ceics  betwixt  ancient  catholic  bifhops^  and  thoie 
newly  convo-tcd  from  Dbnatifmy  pcraiitted  vir- 
gins under  25  years  of  age  in  certain  ca&s  to 
receive  the  £icred  veil^  and  forbid  priefts  appeals 
beyond  iea»  which  kft  part  occafioned  many 
d^pules,  as  (hall  be  (hewn  in  its  proper  place. 
S.jiujiiny  whom  S.  Projper  calls  the  foul  of  this 
council,  or  thefe  councils,  v^ras  at  Carthage^ 
when  he  received  a  letter  out  of  Palejltne  from 
Piniariy  Melania  and  Albina^  the  contents  of 
which  were,  that  upon  their  preffing  Pelagius 
to  renounce  his  errors,  he  (aid  in  their  prefence : 
anathema  to  him,  who  thinks  or  fays,  that  the 
grace  of  God,  by  which  Cirtfi  came  into  the 
world  to£ive  finners,  is  not  neceflary  not  only  e- 
very  hour  and  every  minute,  but  alio  in  all  our  ac- 
tions ...  or  that  children  do  not  receive  baptifm  for 
the  remiffion  of  their  fins,  &c.  at  which  confeffion  , 
they  were  overjoyed,  but  for  greater  fecurity  fent 
him  this  account  to  have  his  judgment  upon  it; 
and  the  £iint,  tho'  he  had  more  bufinefs  upon 
his  hands  than  ordinary,  yet  finding  the  meuen- 
ger  in  hafte  to  return,  he  would  not  let  him  go 
without  an  anfwer. 

5.  This  anfwer  made  up  two  books:  thefirft 
was  of  the  grace  of  J.  C.  and  the  fecond  ofo^ 
riginal  fin.  In  the  firft  he  fliews,  that  Pela^ 
gius  held  a  damnable  doflrine  under  ambiguous 
terms  s  which  plainly  appears  in  feme  of  his 
writings,  where  he  owns  our  power  of  doing, 
&ying  or  thinking  any  good  comes  ft^om  God, 
but  that  our  good  thoughts,  words  or  actions 
from  our&lves  s  io  that  by  grace  he  means  that 
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natural  powpr  canferrcd  upon  us  in  the  creiulijn^ 
and  fomctimcs  the  uifl;ru<^iofl$  of  theJitw  and 
divine  revelations,  by  which  we  mr  taught  to 
look  beyond  the  prcfent  fetirfin^iQiW  of  $hisUfe| 
and  diicover  the  artifice^  of  o«r  grawi  eoemythe 
devil:  thatP^%w  add?d  befides,  that  grace, 
even  the  firft  grace  wa$  given  in  neprd  (rfrtiui 
naeritsi,  that  our  own  will  begin3  the  WQr^c  oC 
falvation^.and  that  grace  oply  perfei3:sMridJ^c-» 
compliihes  what  is  already  begun :  and  again, 
that  this,  grace  is  not  abfolutdyneceffary,  but 
only  convenient  to  do  good  the  more  e»iUyi    Att 
thefepaflagesthe  faint  eytrafted  from  Pcl^ux'% 
works,  irgm  which  it  is  plain,  the  bcfefiarcfa 
never  owned  the  neceffity  of  a  fupernatural  ^tco 
in  regard  pf  the  aifts  of  the  wiU :  and  bccaufe 
he  had  turned  fome  of  S.  ^/ij^^^'s  expreflions 
to  his  advantage,  S.  Auftin  brought  feveral  fcM*-» 
thai  paiTages  from  this  great  doctor  ctf  the  churchy 
*  that  maintained  very  forcibly  the  ncceffity  of  di- 
vine grace.  ~-^—  In  his  kcooA  book  of  original 
fitly  be  fhews  that  Pelagius  had  clearly  enough, 
tbo*  not  fo  openly  as  CelefiiuSj  denied. ordinal 
fin  in  his  book  offree-^wilh  that  this  was:  not 
a  bare  queilion  of  curioiity,  as  the  enemies  to 
grace  would  fain  have  the  world  to  believe,  but 
]^ch  an  important  point  of  faith,  that  on  .  it 
depended  the  affirmation  or  denial  of  Cbrift\ 
bemg  the  Mediator  of  aU  mankind;  for  if  any 
one  isfaved  independently  of  his  grace,  then  he 
cannot  be  his  Mediator. 

6.  Some  time  after  this,  ^.Au/iin  was  obliged 

to  take  a  journey  to  Mauritania  concerning 

.  fonae  a&irs  of  the  church,  with  wbickhe  and 
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fome  odier  bUhops  wete  co»miffioned  from  the 
pojpe.  Being  at  Cefareu^  tiie  capital  city  of  the 
province  (now  Algier^  according  to  Ttllemont^ 
and  Tenef!;^  accordii^  to  Fkury)  he  hqard  that 
Emeritus  the  D&nat^  bifliopof  theplace,  who 
had  been  £ich  a  f(xward  4>ok«(haan  ft;r  his  party 
in  the  famous  conference,  was juft  ^riyed.  The 
catholic  bi^iops  went  to  meet  him,  and,  they  fa* 
luting  one  another,  $.Aufiin  told  him^  it  wai 
not  civil  to  leave  him  la  ^q  ffawt,  and  invited 
him  into  thechorch.  His  laccepting  this  gf&r 
without  any  difficulty,  gaye  the  C^/^&oiEK'i  hopes 
^t  he  wouki  embrace  their  oommunic^i.  S; 
j^9^in  pi^eached  a  fermon  ijipon  the  unity .  of  the 
church,  reqewed  the  iM-omifes  made  of  receiving 
\hc  Dtmatijis  fov  biihops,  and  particularly  of 
Deuterius  of  Cejarea'^  r6adiiie&  to  comply.  T wa 
days.after  another  conference  was  hekl,  and  & 
At^in  would  ^in  have  had  him  fpeak  what 
he  had  to  &y  againfl  tbeadls  of  the  famous  con^ 
&rence^  or  give  his  reafbns  for  not  acquiefcing ; 
but  Emeritus  refolved  not  to  anfwer  to  this 
point,  notvfkhflanding  theperfuafionsofhisown 
relations.  At  that  time  S.AuJiin  broke  an  iU 
cuftom  of  inam^morial  piefcription  there.  This 
was  an  antniveriary  fkirmifh,  wherein  the  nearef^ 
friends  and  rektions,  as  well  as  others,  divided 
them&Ives  inco  two  parties,  beat,  wounded,  and 
often  kilted  one  another.  S.  ^i^i;i  declaimed 
againft  this  cuflom  with  all  the  force  of  his  do^ 
quetic^  and  perceiving  his  auditory  wonder&l^ 
ly  taken  with  his  diicourie,  he  purfued  his  point 
ft)  far^  titt^  htt  drew  tears  froo^  tliem  all,  and 
C  4  gained 
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gained  upon  them  to  aboli(h  !this  abuie  entire^ 
fy,  into  which  wc  do  not  find  that  they  ever  re- 
lapied. 

7.  He  was  ftillat  Cefarea^  when  a  Bp.  called 
Murejfiis  and  a  monk  named  Renatus  (hewed 
him  fome  letters  of  the  Bp;  Optatus  concerning 
the  origin  of  the  ibul,  and  defired  hisfentiment 
upon  tliis  fiibjed.  The  feint  therefore  writ  to 
Optatus^  owning  that  he  never  durft  undertake 
to  iblve  this  difficult  queftion ;  that  he  had  writ 
to  S.  yeronij  who  likewife  declined  fb  hard  a 
tafk  ;  but  whatever  he  held  about  that,  he  muft 
be  furc  to  hold  it  (b,  as  to  allow  of  original  fin 
againft  the  Pelagians  who  were  now  condemn- 
ed by  the  whole  world,  as  appears  by  the  aAs  of 
condemnation,  which  he  tnen  ient  him.  Re* 
turning  to  Hippo^  he  anfwered  a  lay-man  call- 
ed Mercator^  who  out  of  his  ecal  had  writ  a- 
gainft  the  Pelagians  z  book,  which  he  defired 
S.  Aufiin  to  examine.  In  the  end  of  this  an- 
fwerne  touches  upon  a  curious  qucfl:ion  propo- 
fed  by  MercatoTy  whether  all  perfons  (hould  die 
and  rife  again  for  the  univcrfiJ  judgment,  or 
thatlbme  ihould  be  found  alive  then  and  judg* 
ed,  each  opinion  being  grounded  upon  the  dif« 
fcrent  texts  i  TbeJTaf.  4.  v.  7  and  15,  and  i 
Cor.  15.  u  36  ana  ^i ;  but  waved  giving  his  de- 
terminate opinion  of  it,  defiring  Mercator^  that 
if  he  could  think,  read,  or  hear  any  fiitis&ctory 
folution  he  would  fend  it  him.  He  writ  to  Cf- 
Ufiine^  afterwards  pope,  a  letter  of  fiiendfliip, 
and  two  to  Sixtusy  afterwards  pope.  The  firft 
wasafiiort  congratulatory  to  him  forrefifiing  ib 
vigoroufly  the  Pelagians  j  the  fecond^jjvas  a  ve- 
ry 
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ly  long  one,  wherein  he  defines  him  to  inftm^ 
thoie  ^t  are  ftartled  at  any  of  their  objeAions ; 
explicates  the  harniony  between' grace  and  fiee^ 
wills  ihewsthat  our  merits  proceed  from  grace; 
and  that  when  God  crowns  them  he  crowns  his 
own  gifts ;  expofes  the  abfurdity  of  the  Pela^ 
gians  anfwers,  (who,  allowing  infant-baptifm  for 
the  remiflion  of  fins,  pietend  tfaefefins  remittee^ 
are  not  the  childrens  fins^  bat  the  fins  of  ibrne 
of  the  faithful  in  the  church)  by  the  prac-' 
tice  of  the  church  in  exorcifing  and  blowing 
out  the  devil  from  thefe  children:  which  adtioii 
would  no  doubt  be  an  impoftare,  if  the  chil- 
dren were  not  under  the  dominion  of  the  de?il; 
:  8.  His  next  work  was  his  firft  book  ^  ffiaf^ 
riage  and  concupijcence^  in£:ribed  to  count  t^a^ 
krius.  'This  nobleman  was  a  pattern  •  of  corh^ 
jogal  virtues,  and  one  who,:  by  realba  of  his 
ardent  defire  of  perfeding  his  mind^  ilole  many 
hours  from  fleep  to  read  the  works  of  great 
men,  and  of  S.  Aufiin  in  particular.  He  was 
very  zealous  too  for  the  catboltcfkithj  and  by  his 
porfuafions  prevented  the  emperor  from  giiant- 
mg  the  Pelagians  a  revifion  of  their  caufe.  Th^ 
thought  however  to  alienate  his  afiedtions  from 
S.  Aufiin^  by  giving  out,  that  in  fuftaining  cxi- 
ginal  fin  1^  condemned  marriage.  Valerius 
did  not  lie  open  to  their  attacks,  he  was  armed 
againfl  their  weak  efforts,  and  writ  three  letters 
to  S.  Aufiin^  which  occafioned  this  book :  where* 
in  S.  Aujiin  (hews,  that  thelawfulnefs  of  mar* 
riage  does  not  interfere  with  the  dodrineof  ori* 
ginal  fin,  from  whence  concupiicence  takes  its  ri^, 
which,  tho'  no  fin  in  itfdf^  inclines  our  appe- 
tites 
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titeft  that  way»  tfaitt  the  inftiditkm  and  fttttf  cl 
in^uriage  were  cabulated  for  the  good  of  ieveral 
per/bits ;  and  ky$  down  mks  concerning  the  du-% 
tie$  and  obli^tiona  thereunto  appettaining.  (fe 
writ  to  6p.  jS/iiiicus^  who  defiiced  him  Do  refute 
one  Aptius^  a  fticklor  Fch:  reviving  Judaifm^Jid 
blending  the  cerenoonies  of  the  kw  with  the 
Ught  of  the  goi^l ;  wiwrh  he  did^  and  over  and 
ahc^^  made  it  ippcftr,  that,  the  Pthpans.  did 
by  inference  \jtidaife  in  ibme  dofbrinal  points^ 
At  the  &me  ttnie.atthe  requdi  of  a  fi^iend  he 
penned  a  learned  di£our&  againft  the  jdrians.  i 
..  9«  S.y&omwAB&f  toudied  with  the  fervice 
tbi^  boly  bi(hop;had  done  the  choncb^  ei|)eciaUy 
in  engaging  the  Pelagians^  that  he  writ  to  him : 
tho*  I  always  honored/ your  virtue,  and  loved 
y^C.  inhabiting  in  your  heart,  yet  now,  if 
pollible,  i$  added  anew  plenitude  qi  love  to  oitf 
former  . . .  itiibmuch  that  we  canned  pa&  an 
hmt  without  mentioning  your  nilmfu  • .  \  Main-» 
tain  therefore^  diligendy  the  reputation  you  have, 
^^fvedly  ajcquii^  throughout  the  whole  worhL 
The  Catbotics  x^^pGGt  and  admire  you  a$  the  re« 
.fiorer  .of  the  ancient  faith,  and  what  is  ilili 
more  glorious  for  you,  the  heietics  deteft  yoa^ 
&Ch  S.  Jerom  v^s  no  lefi  the  ok^d:  of  melt 
hatreds  and  tho'  they  had  mi0ed  tmir  ftroke  In 
anally  killing  him>  they  wiihed  him  dead* 
Pfhgius  was  now  turned  out  oiPakftine^  C.  Pi 
and  AntUch^  nor  have  we  after  this  any  fur<4 
thei?  news  of  him :  but  ilill  Amanus  his  fecreta^ 
ry,  who  had  certainly  the  art  of  ranging  his 
pwn  and  others  thoughts  into  an  harmonious  or-» 
der^  and  fttting  them  off  with  a  beautiful  co^ 
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koflng)  publHhixi  a  book  agsishft.S.  i^nwiy  fiik 
bi(hiog  up  his  mailer's  fentimeots  wijliaeatcx« 
pcefficms^  but  foch  as  made. his  Ua^hrmy  afH 
poar  more  bare£iced  than  hitherto  ^  had  done* 
Thifi  jinianus  was  a  deacon  of  Celehd  ia  Cam^ 
famuy  where  he  prt)bably  writ  bis  book,  for  it 
eamc  to  &  Aufitri^  hands  before .  it.  came  to  S« 
^erom't.  He  likewife  tranflated  15  bmilia  of 
S«  Cbryfiftanij  which  he  now  and  then  wrefts  to 
^Pelagian  &nfe*  Si.Cyril o£ ^iexandria  (as 
well  as  the  other  'tafiern .  biihops)  refiiied  the 
JP^kigpms  pro&dion^  and  this  ymr,  being  ooot 
vinoed  of  S.  CbryfojhmC^  innocence,  placed  his 
riame  in  the.  Sptycs^j  from  which  time  the  pope 
gave  him  communicatory  letters. 
^  10;  Severus  SulficiuSy  whom  we  have  juft 
mentioned,  v$l.^.p.  271.  g^ve  in  too  much  to 
the  P^^^Vx/f  fdbeme,  and  talked  inits  cfefenoc) 
bot,  finding  his  em)r,  he  repented  and  condema^ 
ed  him&lf  to  perpetual  iilenoe  in  the  inonafterjf 
cSMarmmtier^  where  he  ended  his  days.  He 
was  born  about  3  53  at  ^gen  in  Aquitain  of  an 
illuftrious  opulent  family^  and  applied  himfitf 
early  to  the  bar,  which  was  then  the  qomcnoii 
road  to  preferment^  ^  He  married  a  kdy  of  a 
cctfiiiilar  &mily,  who ibon  left  him  a  young  wiU 
doawr  widb  a  laige  acceffion  of  wealth,  a( 
which  time  he.went  a  great  kngdi  in  the  plca-^ 
fires  of  fiefh  and  blood,  fi^om  which  God  wa« 
pleaicd  to  deliver  him  about  the  year  3^2«Thci| 
lierenouncedtheriiii^ir^/^r/effrf,  i.e.  prober* 
bly  the  office  of  masiffarate,  and  oflfeied  up  all 
that  he  prised  moft  dear  at  the  loot  of  theara&» 
His  £ither^  who  was  enga^in  thebuiine&aiid 
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kuny  of  the  world,  was  ofiended  at  hisibn^s 
fetirement,  and  difinherited  him ;  but  his  wife's 
fortune  was  more  than  fufficient  to  maintain 
him  according  to  his  defire.  He  propoied  once 
to  retire  with  his  dear  friend  and  companion  in 
the  woiid  S.  Paulinus  of  Noluy  but  not  ven- 
turing upon  £>  rieorous  a  ilate  of  life,  he  with* 
drew  into  a  pnvate  recefi  wit|i  his  iervants ; 
whom  he  treated  with  that  afiability,  humility 
and  edification,  that  they  ieemed  fo  nuny  religi- 
ous, and  hishouie  a  monaftery  and  refuge  for  die 
poor,  who  always  found  there  a  kind  reception, 
whilft  he  only  allowed  himfelf  a  litde  ccrner  pf 
it  S.  Paulinus  admiring  this  deportment,  iaid, 
I  look  upon  you  as  one  free  among  the  dead^ 
fince  you  cannot  but  allow^  that  it  demands 
greater  fliength  to  pofleis  goods  without,  adher- 
ing to  them,  than  it  is  to  quite  rid  one  hands 
of  them,  to  contemn  what  one  has,  than  not 
to  ha^e  what  we  ought  to  contemn. 
*  II.  Suhicius  anfwered  Paulinus'^  letters, and 
thele  two  iriends  maintained  a  conibmt  correl- 
jpondence.  They  were  both  per&cuted  by  ill 
tongues;  Bsto Paulinus^  we  luve mentioned  it 
already,  and  Sulpicius  brought  his  upon  him 
by  reprehending  ibme  not<M:ious  abuies  and  by 
praifing  S.  Martin^  whole  rigcurous  life  was  a  ia-* 
tire  upon  the  difTolute  ones  of  ibme  foft  pampered 
prelates.  He  had  along  time  a  ftrong defire  of 
yifiting  this  wondrous  man,  and  had:  at  laft 
the  happineis  to  hear  him  diicourfe  of  things 
divine,  to  feed  at  the  lame  table^  to  enter  into 
his  heart  and  learn  ibme  of  thecircumflances  of 
his  life,  tho^  the  greateft  part  he  had  from  his 
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dlfciples,  andwashimielfeye-witnefsof  many; 
from  hence  he  iumiibed  him&lf  with  materials 
for  S.  Martinis  life,  which  he  writ  fomc  time 
before  this  holy  bi(hop's  death  ;  and  afterwarda 
fome  letters  upon  his  death.  Sulpicius  being 
madeprieft,  beiides  others  works  of  piety,  built 
ieveral  churches,  for  which  Paulinus  fcnt  him 
27  difierent  inicriptions  in  verie  to  take  his 
choice.  There  was  one  of  them  which  his  mo- 
defty  no  doubt  would  not  fufier  him  to  make 
uie  of,  which  begins  thus  : 

Sulpicius'  virtues  raised  this  facred  dome^ 
Such  lofty  works  even  bumbk  faints  become  : 
But  bands  divine  have  framed  the  builder* s 

breaji. 
The  vital  temple  where  Godjlands  expreJPd. 

His  next  works  were  a  (hort  compendious  hifto- 
ry  of  the  Jews  and  the  Church  frcm  the  crea- 
tion down  to  the  year  400;  three  dialogues  be- 
twixt Gallus  zfiA  Pofthumian^  his  letters  to 
Pautinus^YiV^  fifter  Claudia^  &c.  The  ftileof  his 
hiftory  is  at  once  fhortand  clear,  the  terms  pure 
and  the  ilile  eafy :  but  in  that  part  which  con- 
cems  the  church,  he  pafies  ibme  principal  ^£ts 
over  very  flightly,  gives  into  the  fentiments  of 
the  Millenaries^  takes  Nero  for  Anti-chrifty  and 
thefons  of  men  fpoke  of  Gen.t.  v.  2.  lor  an- 
gels. But  his  firft  dialogue  is  worked  up  virith  * 
much  art  and  exadtne^.  Sulpicius  died  proba- 
bly about  2  years  hence. 

12.  This  year  S.  Amator  Bp.  ofAuxerre  di- 
ed.   Having  a  revelation  that  Germanus  was  to 
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fiicceedhim,  he  alked  leav?  of  j^i/tfi^ j  the  pre-? 
fed  of  Gaul  iotMfure  him,  as  my  author  ex-^ 
preffes  it*  ThkGermanus  was  born  at  Auxtrre 
in  380.    His  parents  were  Rujiicus  and  Gtr^ 
manilla  of  the  flower  of  the  nobility ;  who 
gave  him  an  education  fuitable  to  his  birth.  Af- 
ter having  paffcd  his  fchpols  in  Gaul,  he  went 
to  Rome  to  ftu4y  the  law,  and  was  advocate  at 
the  pr^fed:  of  the  Pretorium's  tribunal.    Then 
he  married  one  equal  to  himfelf  called  Eujia-- 
chia,  and  was  made  duke,  i.  e.  had  a  com- 
mand of  fome  troops  in  his  own  country.     As 
hunting  was  his  favorite  diverfioil,  he  ufed  to 
hang  up  the  heads  of  the  beafts  he  killed  ttpoti 
a  pear-tree  in  the  middle  of  the  city.     S.-/f* 
mator  often  reprehended  him  for  thisadtiori  as  a 
relick  of  P^^^;^  fuperftition,  and  at  kft  tak- 
ing advantage  of  Germanus's  obfencCy  cut  the 
tree  down  :  at  which  Germanus  highly  pro- 
voked threatened  the  bifh<Y  with  cteath.    But 
he,  finding  his  end  drawing  near,  called  the  peo-^ 
pie  together,  told  them  he  was  going  to  depart 
this  life,  and  defired  they  would  chufe  a  fuc- 
ceflTor ;  to  which  when  no  body  anfwerod^  be 
ordered  them  all  to  quit  their  arms,  and  fliut  up, 
the  church  doors  3  then  furrounding  Germanus 
with  his  cler^and  nobility,  he  cut  off  bis  hair^ . 
puUed-oflF  bis  ibcular  doatbs,  gave  him  anothef  .< 
habit  aiKl  ordained  him  deacon,  foretelling  that- 
J>c  was  to  be  bis  fucceffor.     ^.Amator  foon  af- 
tex  died  the  firft  oiMay,  and  at  his  funcraH  the' 
water  that  had  wafhed  his  body  cured  a  jrkdn  oC 
the  palfy.    A  month  after  Germanus  yrtskS  eleft- 
cd  biibop  by  univerfal  conient, .  and  obliged  notr 
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withiknding    his  extreme  rekiAanoe  to  ac- 
quiefce. 

13.  Immediately  upon  this  he  became  ano« 
ther  man ;  he  treated  his  wife  no  otherwife  thaft 
as  his  (ifter,  diftributed  his  goods  to  the  poor,  and 
from  the  day  of  his  ordination  to  his  deatfa^ 
.  which  was  about  3  o  years,  he  never  tafled  wheat- 
Iwead,  lentils,  vinegar,  oil,  fait  or  wine;  only 
OH  Chriftmafi  and  Eafier-day  he  dafhed  his  wa- 
ter with  fome  few  drops  of  it.  He  did  not  eat 
till  night,  and  then  only  bartey-bread  mingled 
with  afhes,  and  that  often  but  once  a  week. 
His  under-dreis  was  a  hair-cloath ;  ^s  bed  an 
heap  of  afhes  inclo&d  with  boards,  on  which  a 
Goarfe  hair-cloth  was  I^M-ead :  he  performed  Ac 
duties  of  hoipitality  to  tH&ry  onfe,  fafting  him- 
felf  and  wafliing  his  guefls  feet  with  his  own 
hands ;  built  a  monaftery  on  the  other  fide  the 
river  Tone  in  honour  of  SS,  Cofmas  and  Damian 
to  whichJhe  ufed  to*  retire,  difcovered  the  fcpul- 
chres  crf'many  martyrs,  for  whom  he  built  other 
churches  and  monafteries  with  good  foundati- 
ons,, endowing  them  with  above  30  ample  ter- 
ritories  or  manours. 

14.  Orofius  fet  out  from  Africa  for  Spnin^ 
but  being  apprehenfive  of  the  Goths  flopped* 
fbme  time  at  Magona  (now  P^rt-^Mahon)  in 
Minorca^  and  in  die  church  there  depofited  S. 
Stephen*^  relicks.  At  their  arrival  the  Chrijiians 
were  excited  with  an  extraordinary  zeal,  and  e- 
vcry  place  rung  with  the  di^tes  betwixt  them 
and  the  y'e^s^  who  were  in  a  great  number 
there.  A:  day  was  fixed  for  a  folemn  confemnce, ' 
the.  Chriftians  prepared  thciafclves  with  argu- 
ments. 
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ments^  and  the  y^«;i  over  and  above  with  darts 
and  ftones,  having  great  confidence  in  one  l^beo^ 
dojius  the  richeft  man  of  the  town  who  had  the 
dignity  of  patriardi  amongfl  them,    and  one 
^heodorusj^  whom  they  fent  for  from  Majorca. 
The  Cbnfiians  fent  too  for  their  bifhop  Seve-^ 
rusy  who  was  then  at  Cifadella  the  metropolis  of 
the  ifland,  30  miles  N.  W.  from  Port-Maban ; 
who  afked  the  JewSy  why  they  had  prepared 
darts,  ftones,  Gfr.  againft  the  Chrijiians^  as  if 
they  thirfled  as  much  after  their  blood  as  the 
Cbrijiians  after  the  Jews  ialvation.    The  Jews 
denying  thefadt  upon  oath,  both  parties  agreed 
to  go  to  the  fynagogue  together,  iinging  one 
p&lm  all  the  wav  :  but  the  Jewijb  women  from 
the  tops  of  the  nouies  pelted  the  Cbriftians  with 
large  ftoqes,  at  which  in  a  fury  they  ran  to  the 
iynagogue  and  burned  it  with  all  its  omaments, 
except  the  plate  and  the  holy  books.  Thefe  they 
kept  from  being  prophaned,  and  the  plate  they 
gave  back  to  the  JewSy  returning  to  the  church 
and  praying  for  their  converfion,  which  that 
day  had  eiFeift  upon  one  Ruberiy  who  then  pro* 
felled  Cbrijiianity  and  lifted  a  Catecbumen. 

15.  Three  days  after  there  was  another  meet- 
ing, in  which  the  Jews  had  their  famous  Tbeo-- 
dorus^  who  by  the  fharpncfs  of  his  wit  took  ofi^ 
the  edge  from  the  Cbriftians  objeAions  3  but  as 
he  was  making  ibme  reply,  the  Cbrijiians  cried 
out,  Tbeadorus  believe  in  J.  C.  which  xJt^Jews 
taking  to  be,  Tbeodorus  believes  in  J.  C.  ran  a- 
way  in  great  confiifion,  aftiamed  to  fee  their 
champion  overcome ;  and  he  on  the  other  iide 
thinking  himfelf  abandoned  by  his  party,  and 
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remembering  a  dream  that  intimated  what  he 
fhould  be,  he  became  a  Chrifiian^  aod  after  his 
example  450  other  Jew^  in  kfs  than  eight  days 
time.  Severus  the  bifhop  in  a  letter  to  all  the 
bifliops  of  the  world  gives  an  account  of  this 
wonderful  converfion.  This  letter  was  carried 
among  other  places  to  Uzala^  where  Evodius 
was  bifhop,  and  fome  of  S. Stephens  jrclicks 
were  brought  there  the  fame  day  with  great  fb- 
lemnity.  At  which  time  Hilaria  a  blind  ba- 
ker-woman recovered  her  fight,  and  Concordius 
a  barber,  who  had  broke  his  foot  in  a  fall,  by 
recommending  himfelf  to  the  faint  was  perfedly  ♦ 
cured.  Two  other  blind  men  gained  their  fight 
by  touching  the  cafe  his  relicks  were  in,  and  a 
woman,  whofe  fucking  child,  not  yet  baptifed, 
died  at  the  br^ft,  bearing  it  to  the  proto-mar- 
tyr's  fhrine,  had  the  joy  to  fee  him  reflored  to 
life,  and  receive  the  facramerits  of  baptifin  and 
eucharifl,  after  which  his  Creator  took  him  to 
himfelf,  and  the  mother  with  refignation  bore  . 
him  to  his  grave.  The  relicks  were  placed  in 
the  church,  and  a  veil  put  before  them  given  by 
an  unknown  perfon,where  the  feint  was  painted- 
bearing  on  his  fhoulders  a  crofs,  with  the  end  of 
which  he  ibuck  ^^the  gate  of  the  town,  and 
chafed  away  the  dragon.  Evodius  made  hjis 
clerk  write  down  fome  of  the  mofl  public  and 
fignal  memories,  feveral  of  which  are  likewife 
recorded  by  S.  jiujiin,  as  all  the  following 
ones  at  Calama  and  the  waters  of  T^ibiU  arc 
with  every  circumflance,  which  it  would  be  too 
long  to  particularife  here :  fo  I  fhall  only  fay,  that 
at  Calama  where  Pojjidius  was  bifhop,  by  thefc 
Vol.  IV.  D  relicks 
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relicks  two  gouty  pcrfons  were  cured,  an  old 
man  averfe  to  the  CbriJlian/rtXvgion  converted, 
a  prieft  called  Eucharius  delivered  fr(Mn  an  in- 
veterate torment  of  the  flone,    and  after  his. 
dradi  raifed  to  lifeagain.    Atthe  waters  of  57- 
BiU  a  blind  woman  obtained  her.  fight    LuciU 
his  Bp.  of  Sinit^  near  Hippo  was  cured  of  a 
fiftula :  a  child  that  had  been  craftied  to  pieces 
under  the  wheek  of  a  cart  drawn  by  oxen,  af- 
ter his  death,  and  a  religious  woman  after  hers,    . 
were  reftorcd  to  life.     Thefe  mirades  S.  jfujfin 
relates  as  foch  of  which  he  was  very  well  in- 
formed. 

i6.  S.  AuJ^ifPs  friend  Urban  Bp.  of  Sicca  in 
tibe  Cefarean  Mauritania  had  excommunicated 
Apiarius  the  prieft,  as  being  iBegally  ordained, 
and  guilty  of  many  infamous  crimeswith  which 
he  was  taxed  by  the  inhabitants  of  TaBraca. 
Apiarius  upon  this  appealed  to  the  pope,  who 
fent  into  Africa  three  legates,  viz.  Fauftinus 
Bp.  of  Potenzay  Philip  and  ^//wpriefts.  At 
their  arrival  the  bifhops  affembled  there^  de- 
manded in  wrifing  the  contents  of  the  legates 
commiffions,  which  confiftedof  4  points:  the 
( 1 .)  about  appeafe  from  the  bifliops  to  the  pope: 
(2O  againft  unneceflary  journeys  to  court :  (3.) 
about  priefts  wrongfally  excommunicated :  (4.) 
about  excommunicating  Urban^  or  even  citing 
him  to  Romcy  if  he  did  not  corredl  what  was 
paft.     As  to  the  fecond  article  there  was  no 
difficulty,  but  the  others  were  much  dii|)uted. 
The  legates  to  fupport  them>  produced  the  aup 
thority  of  the  canons  of  Nice^   for  thus  the 
canons  of  the  councils  oiSardica  were  called, 
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as^I  iKTVCalready  obfciwd.  Th6  .^/r^irf  iifdiisft 
lor  ihe  dtiofi:  ptff  knov^ing  nothing,  of  thfe^onAibl. 
dc»  Safdiea  council  of  Nkty^  wero  mudh'i  fyf^ 
pFi&d*  at  the  legaces  citdtiofi9 ;  bowcver,  our  (flf 
vd^&,  to  the  pope»  diey  allowedrof  the  applfiffe 
provificMi&Ujr  till  &ch  time  a»  Ae^* cooid' be^  WM 
informed  concerning  theie  canons. 

17.  Soon  after,  /.  e.  the  26th  of  December^ 
pope  Zojmus  died,,  after  having  governed  the 
church  onb  year  and* nine  months,  and  been  ie* 
veral  times,  at  the  point  of  dfeath.  He  was  fome-» 
wha'tf  tdo  credulous,  butotherwiie  a  very  vigor- 
ous and  active  prelate,  who  had  a  poUtd  manner 
oi  writing,  amd  a  method  of  canyiAg  on  his 
deiigns^ with  the  utmofl  forte  <^rtiafon.  iSy/xK 
ma^us  pvcfeO:  p£  Rome^  the  ion  of  hihi  who 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  under  TAwz/^i,  told  thi^ 
people  a  free  deftion  fhould  be  made  as^  foon'as 
the  pope's  funerals  were  over,  threatriiilg  thebb^ 
dies  of  the  trade^  and  the  di&rent  quarts  df 
Rome  with  ievere  l^enaltiesr  in  cafe  they  troubled 
the  public  quiet  of  the  city,  Butbefordthefii^ 
ncral:  was  over,  which  was  performed  the  aTth^,! 
a  party  feifed  upon  the  Lateran  church;  fhut 
up  the  doors,  and^proceeded  to  an  elciftion-  with  - 
moft  of  the  deacons,  (ot^t  prief)^;  anda-multi^ 
tudcf  of  people,  and  chofe  for  pope  the  arch*>dea» 
con  Euialiusy  waiting  there  two  dkys^  for  his 
ordination.  Meantime  the  majority  of  theclen- 
gyand  people  aflembled  the  28th' in^  another 
church,  and  chofe  an  ancient  prieiV  called  jBe^ 
niJ^eipopG  V  fending  three  priefts  with  writing^ 
to  Eu/alius's  party  to  defire  them  not  to  undec'w 
take  any  thing  vnthout  the  pafcicipAtibfV  of  the 
D  a  greateft 
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gicateft  part  of  the  dcrgy:  botthcfepriefts^eefe 
m.4reatedand  imprifoned.  After  this,  both  the 
deded  popes  woe  ordained  the  %^'^k£ Decem- 
ber \  and  on  the  fcme  day  Symmacbus  gave  no- 
tice of  it  to  the  emperor  Honorius  at  Ravenna, 
feprcfentbg  Boniface's  ekftion  as  fcditious  and 
invalid.

I.   TjONORIUSy   prqudiced  by  5ywOTtf- 
"  f&z/s  account,   ordacd  by  a  refcript, 
dated  the  third  of  January,   that  Boniface 
(hould  leave  i?fl«?,  and  be  turned  out  by  force 
in  cafe  of  refiftance.    Symmacbus  receiving  this 
teicript  on  the  6th  of  January,  being  the  fcaft 
of  the  Epiphany,  he  fent  his  firft  fecretary  to 
Boniface  to  flop  his  proceffion  into  the  town  ; 
but  the  people  beat  the  fecretary,  and  Boniface 
entered  Rome,  but  was  driven  out  again  by  Sym- 
macbus :  Eulalius  meantime  officiated  in  S.  Pe- 
ter's church.     Thus  things  went  according  to 
Symmacbus^  relation.    But  Bonifaces  ekftors 
writ  another  hiftory  of  the  matter,  defiring  the 
emperor  that  he  would  hear  both  parties,  and 
terminate  this  divifion  in  the  church.  Honorius 
accordingly  fummoned  them  both  to  a  council 
at  Ravenna,  where  many  bifhops  met,  and  to 
which  S.Paulinus  of  Nola  was  invited,  but 
hindered  by  fickne^.     There  was  no  likeUhood 
that  this  debate  would  ibon  be  brought  to  an  if- 
fue,and  the  bifhops  were  in  hafteto  return  home 
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to  their  dloceies  at  Eajier ;  wherefore  the  empe- 
ror ordered,  that  neither  of  the  competitors 
ihould  enter  RomCy  but  that  Acbilleus  Bp.  of 
Spoleto  ihould  officiate  there;  to  which  orderg 
both  of  them  agreed  and  fiibioibed :  and  for  the 
better  letding  a  matter  of  this  importance,  ano- 
ther council  was  called  at  Spoleto  of  all  the  //^i- 
liatiy  Gallic  and  African  bifliops^  to  be  opened 
the  firft  of  May.  But  there  was  no  need  of  this, 
for  Eulalius  by  his  impatience  and  perfidy  ruin- 
ed himfelf,  ento-ing  Rome  contrary  to  his  pro- 
miie  and  exciting  a  iedition,  which  had  like  to 
have  cofl  Symmacbus  his  life.  Honorius  being 
informed  ot  this,  by  the  advice  of  the  prelates 
who  were  ftill  at  Ravenna^  and  fbme  newly 
come  to  Spoleto y  writ  the  3d  oi  April  to  Sym-^ 
machui  to  tum  Eulalius  out  of  th^city,  and 
punifh  feverely  thoie  whofhould  fide  with  him 
any  longen  After  much  fraidefs  refiflance  £|/- 
latius  yielded,  and  Boniface  ^  to  the  extreme  joy 
of  the  Roman  clergy  and  the  whole  church,  en- 
tered into  the  peaceful  pofleffion  of  his  ice  the 
8th  or  ^tho£  April. 

2.  The  13th  of  the  following  Jf«w  he  an- 
swered the  Gallic  bifliops  concerning  Maximus 
Bp.  of  Valence^  who  being  accufed  of  M4ni^ 
cheifm^  homicide,  G*r.  inftead  of  appearing  be- 
fore the  bifhops,  fhifted  frequently  his  quarters, 
paffing  for  bifhop  wherever  he  went ;  me. pope 
therefore  declared,  that  tho'  his  non-appearance 
iiifficiendy  argued  his  guilt,  yet  he  allowed  his 
trial  fhould  be  adjourned  to  the  firfl  of  Novem^ 
ber^  at  which  time  in  cafe  he  did  not  appear, 
after  beii]ig  juridically  fummonedin  all  the  dio-

yerf^lcQn^t.     He  deferred  anfwering  the  bufi- 
©eis  iof  Fmgene^  ^U  fuch  time  as  be  had  his 
infoiy^tiQns  fi-om  bis  vicar  of  Itifrium  Rufm 
fep-.of  l^hejjalenica.    This  Pecigem  was  a  na- 
t^ijioe  sdCwkitby  ;wh^e  he  was  bapdied,  and,  be-- 
log  jL  (perj^  of  an  unexceptipoable  chara^ter^ 
0^^  Qijdaiwd  by  the  Bp.  of  CQrintb^  for  the  va- 
f  «Dt  feje  ^Fiktras  in  uiciaia.  The  people  libere 
ji^iuiig  bills,  a^d  the  Bp.  c^ Corinth  dying  foon 
a^ter,  ^y  of  Corirftb  petitioned  the  pope  to 
have  bim  for  their  bifhop,  with  feraral  recom- 
O^endatories  from  the  other  biOiops  x)f  the  pro- 
vince.     At  length  having  received  that  of  Ru^ 
fitSy  h(5  confirmed  Perigenem  the  poffeffion  of 
the  apoftpHc  fee  of  Cmntb.

The  30th  of  May  there  was  another  feffion, 
which  fome  have  taken  for  a  different  council, 
in  which  they  fent  deputies  to  the  three  above- 
mentioned  patriarchs,  and  writ  to  pope  JS^k/- 
face^  tibat  Vrban  had  correikd  what  he  might 
have  done  amifs^  that  J^iarius  was  content  to 
keep  his  rank  and  perform  his  fiindions  any- 
where but  at  Sicca^  fo  that  now  all  things  were 
at  quiet  j  and  for  the  future  they  were  refbhed 
to  obferve  the  decrees  of  Nice,  for  which  end 
they  had  fent  de|)uties  to  the  three  above-men- 
tioned patriarchs,  defiring  him  to  do  the  fame; 
but  that  if  the  council  of  Nicf  had  nothing  of 
this,  they  hoped  that  whilft  he  prefided  over  the 
church  of  Rome  they  fliould  fuffer  no  more 
vexations.  The  legates  after  this  returned,  home, 
and  as  for  the  deputies  from  the  council  of  Car^ 
thagey  we  do  not  know  how  they  fiicceededat 
Antioch ;  but  Marcellus  the  fob-deacon  received 
copies  of  the  council  of  Nice  from  Attkus  of 
C  P.  and  Innocent  the  prieil  from  S.  Cyrii  of 
Alexandria^  with  a  Pafchal  Cycle ^  that  mark- 
ed the  1 8th  oi  April  next  year  for  Eafter-day. 
Thefecopieswerefent  to  the  pope  the  26th  of 
November, 

4.  Innocent  the  deputy  to  Alexandria^  pay. 
ing  a  vifitto  S.jferotn  in  Palejiine^  took  a  letter 
from  him  tp  SS.  Aujiin  and  Alyfius  \  wherein 
he  praifes  them  for  the  large  fhare  they  had  in 
defeating  Pelagianifm  :  tells  them,  thlat  it  was 
but  lately  that  Anianus's  books  came  to  hi$ 
hands,  but  that  what  with  continual  fits  of 
ficknels  and  Eujiocbium\  death,  he  had  been  fo 
dgcdted,  that  he  had  almoft  refolved  to  delpii^ 
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them;  biit  would  ftiU  anfwer,  if  God  gave  him 
health  and  fecretarles  enough,  tho'  they  (Au-- 

jlin  and  Alypius)  would  do  it  better  ;  that  P/- 
niariy  Albina  and  Melania  laluted  them,     £«- 

Jiochium^  during  her  mother's  life,  was  a  model 
of  filial  and  religious  piety,  attending  her  with  , 
a  conftant  uninterrupted  care,  and  performing 
the  meaneft  offices,  elpecially  at  her  death-bed 
ficknefs,  to  ferve  her.  After  her  death  flie  be- 
came inheretrix  of  her  virtues,  but  not  of  any 
worldly  riches  which  fhe  had  with  pleafure  al- 
ready feen  diijtributed  among  the  poor,  herfelf 
concurring  in  this  great  work  of  charity •  Tho* 
(he  was  in  debt,  and  had  the  care  of  a  number  • 
of  devoted  virgins  upon  Ker  hands,  yet  rich  in 
pious  hopes  and  the  confidence  of  God's  provi- 
dence, fhe  found  means  to  furnifli  them  with 
temporal  neceflaries,  and  provide  them  with 
many  ipiritual  afliftances.  She  was  affiduous  in 
prayer  and  the  ftudy  of  the  fcripture,  fuffered 
much  firom  the  Pelagians^  and  fiiU  of  good 
works  went  to  receive  the  crown  due  to  thenl 

.  the  28th  of  September. 

5 .  In  this  y  carour  Saviour  appeared  in  a  cloud 
on  mount  Olivet^  and  multitudes  of  difierent 
nations  were  converted,  who  then  beheld  fhin- 
ing  crofles  upon  their  clothes  :  a  violent  earth- 
quake deftroyed  many  towns  and  villages,  and 
was  attended  by  a  fire  that  fell  fi-om  the  Iky,  but 
did  no  harm ;  for  it  was  carried  by  a  high  wind 
into  the  fea,  where  it  was  feen  blazing  upon  the 
waves  that  extinguifhed  it*  This  prodigy  joined 
to  thofe  of  laft  year,  viz.  an  eclipfe  of  the  fun  at 
two  in  the  afternoon  .^///^  19th,   when  the 
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ftars  appeared ;  a  luminous  body^  in  the  form  of 
a  cone,  for  three  months  con^iciious  in  the 
heavens,  and  the  drought  and  mortality  on  men 
and  beafts,  ibiick  abundance  of  people  with  ^ 
wild  confternation,  andgave  others  appreheni^ 
ons  of  the  univerfii  judgment  at  hand.  H^- 
cbiusB^.  oi  Salona^  five  miles  N.  of  Spalatro 
in  Dalmatia^  writing  to  S.  Aujiin  upon  this, 
applied  ibme  prophefies,  and  that  of  Danieh 
70  weeks,  to  Chrifi'%  future  coming,  which 
with  the  prodigies,  the  golpel's  being  preached 
almofl  throughout  the  world,  Gfr.  made  him 
believe  the  laft  day  could  not  be  far  off.  S,  Au^ 
ftin  anfwering,  that  Gk)d  had  refervcd  the  know- 
ledge of  the  lafl  day  to  himfelf  from  ASis  i.  7. 
MattL  XXXV.  14.  Hefy chins  replied,  that  the 
abfolute  knowledge  was  indeed  rcferved  to  him, 
but  that  however  he  had  left  us  figns  for  con- 
jedlure,  which  feemed  to  point  out  fome  dificr 
rence  of  time  not  very  remote  from  thence.  To 
which  S.  Aujiin  rgoined,  that  the  knowledge  of 
the  day  only  availed  us  to  be  prepared  for  it, 
which  we  ought  always  to  be  in  the  uncertain 
expectation  of  its  arrival,  and  that  all  the  figns 
mentioned  hy  Hejychius  did  by  no  means  a- 
mount  to  what,  according  to  the  gofpel,  muft 
neceiTarily  fore-ran  the  day  of  judgment. 

6.  S.  Aujiin  about  the  fame  time  began  two 
works  upon  the  fcripture,  which  he  left  unfir 
nifhed,  by  reafon  of  his  other  prefling  affairs. 
The  fiirfl  was  his  locutions^  i.  e.  the  idiotijms  of 
the  greek  and  bebrew  languages,  which  often 
make  people  imagine  myfleries  where  there  arc 
none.     The  fecond  was  his  quejlions^  which  he 
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^fcen  propofes  without  giving  folutions  in  par- 
ticular, but  lays  dowh  general  ruJes  for  their  fo- 
lution.  Thefe  writings  are  only  for  the  firft  7 
t)ooks  of  the  Old  Tejlament.  His  4  books  of 
liit  Jbul  and  its  origin  were  begun  this  and 
finiihed  the  foUowing  year :  they  were  writ  a- 
^inft  FiSlor^  liirnamed  Vincent ^  who  bein^ 
ftartled  at  a  pafl^ge  in  S.  Aujiin's  books,  that 
clearly  aflerted  the  ipirituajity  of  fouls,  but  left 
it  under  a  doubt,  whether  they  were  created 
with  the  body,  or  canie  from  the  firft  man,  writ 
againft  him  a  book,  infcribed  io  Peter  a  vener- 
able prieft  ;  who  at  the  hearing  it  read  was  £> 
taken  with  this  young  man*s  great  parts,  that  he 
rofe  up  in  a  tran^ort,  kiffed  his  head,  and 
thanked  his  youth  for  teaching  him  what  his 
grey  hairs  had  hitherto  been  ignorant  of,  Re^ 
natus  a  monk  fent  FiSlor's  book  to  S.  Aufliny 
who  thereupon  writ  to  Renatus^  to  Peter y  and 
two  letters  to  Vi3or  himfelf,  wherein  he  expofed 
a  number  of  ViSior*^  errors ;  but  with  that  mo- 
defty,  and  after  fo  winning  a  manner,  that  Fie-- 
tor  owned  his  miftake,  and  became  a  conqu^or 
of  his  own  errors  j  by  which  we  find  he  had 
th?  docility  he  promifed  in  the  firft  pages  of  his 
book,  which  was  writ  with  an  agreeable  infufi- 
on  of  eloquence,  tho'  fbmewhat  too  redundant, 
and  Qver-ftocked  with  numbers  of  words.  — — «• 
Chryfanthus  the  Novatian  Bp,  of  C.  P,  died, 
zcia  Paul  fucceeded  him. 

7.  S,  Auftiri^  next  work  was  two  books  of 
(idulterous  marriages ;  they  were  occafioned  by 
a  letter  of  one  PoJlentiuSy  who  pretended  that 
a  wonjan,  in  caj(e  pf  her  hwfband's  adultery.

a»Hed  deuttri^.  This  work  of  S^  Auftinvi2i^ 
divdded  into  two  books,  a»d  ks  tide  was:  a^ 
gai^  the  ^verfary  of  thetoHV  and  the  prophets. 
yuUsn  of  Eciana  gave  the  feint  new  work,  by 
penning  ibnr  volumes  &iU  of  &ifider  and  ill  Ian- . 
go^c  ggainfthisb(>ok  of  marriages  and  concu^ 
pifcence^  and  yet  with  all  this  dreadfol  artifleiy 
he  £3Mce4oi»cbed8poH  the  fourth  part  of  the 
ikint^s  book,  and  that  often  in  the  fefs  material 
points.  At  fhe  feme  time  he  fent  a  fceter  to 
Rome  {as  k  is  feid)  wherein  he  taxes  the  Cathth- 
iics  w4<h  Manichetjm^  mentions  the  iynod  the 
Pelagians  demanded,  0^^,  I  have  expreflv  piit 
thi^  parenthefis  {as  it  tsfaid)  becau&,  thcf 
feme  generally  attributed  this  kttcr  to  yutian^ 
yet  he  Ijimfelf  difowned  it.  He  writ  however 
ano^r  with  the  fame  contents,  which  he  di^ 
not  difown,  fobfcribed  by  17  biflaops  befides 
him&lf,  to  RufuB  Bp.  t^f^hfff'alonica/'^  $pth  the|ib 
letters  came  to  S.  Auftin^%  hands,  who  configned 
^ki^&jpck  to  S.  j41ypius'%  for  the  pope.  Alypius  ifj 
his  journey  to  Rome  pai^  by  Ravenna^  find 
difcourfed  wkh  count  Valerius^  who  jfcnt  after 
him  letters  to  give  6.  Aujiin  thanks  for  his  book 
pf  marriages  and  concupifeencey  and  an  ejptra^ 
(sf  yutian'p  firift  yohime  ag^iaft  St,  together  wkh 
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other  objections  he  had  heard  in  company^  For 
the  fhort  time  of  his  ftay  at  Rome  the  pope 
entertained  him  at  his  own  palace,  received  him 
with  all  the  tokens  of  an  entire  friendfhip,  and 
lent  back  Julian's  letters^  that  S.Auftin  might 
anfwer  them  himfelf. 

8.  He  was  fo  prefled  by  Valeriush  letters  to 
anfwer  the  extract  from  Juliati.s  book,  that  he 
iet  about  it  (tho'  unwillingly,  becauie  he  defired 
firft  to  have  it  entire  as  it  came  from  Julian) 
and  writ  his  iecond  book  of  marriages  andcon^ 
cupifcence.  He  confuted  likewife  in  four  books 
the  two  letters  above-mentioned,  which  confu- 
tation he  pre&nted  to  the  pope,  with  a  grateful 
ienie  of  the  firiendfhip  and  other  favours  he  had 
honored  him  with;  From  the  Pelagians  he  was 
obliged  to  turn  his  arms  againft  the  Donatijis 
and  Prifcillianifts.  Dulcitius^  the  emperor's 
tribune  in  Africa^  was  very  zealous  for  u- 
niting  the  firfl  of  the&  to  the  church,  putting 
in^execution  the  laws  againft  them  fometimes 
with  Inildnefs  and  moderation,  and  other  times 
paffing  thefe  unhappy  fc<ftaries  by  without  mo- 
Icftation,  Gaudentius^  one  of  their  deputies  at 
the  famous  conference  of  Carthage  and  Bp.  of 
l^amagudi^  threatened  him,  that  if  he  offered 
to  execute  the  laws  againft  them,  he  was  reiblv* 
ec^  to  end  his  days  in  the  field  of  the  Lord,  and 
burn  his  church,  himfelf  and  his  people  toge- 
ther, after  the  example  of  Razias  in  the  ikfa- 
cbabees.  Dulcitius  anfweted  him,  that  if  he 
thought  himfelf  and  his  party  unjuftly  perfecut- 
ed,  that  it  would  better  become  him  to  follow 
the  advice  of  the  goipel  and  fly  away,  than  tq 
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burn  the  temple  of  God  and  {o  many  of  his 
Jervants,  as  he  called  them  :  hat  Gaudentius  ^rX'^ 
fwering  him  in  two  letters,  that  he  was  confirm- 
ed in  his  refolution,  which  he  pretended  to  back 
with  reafon,  Dukitius  defired  S.  Aufiin  to 
anfwer  them.  The  feint  at  firft  excuied  him- 
fclf,  as  well  becaufe  this  anfwer  would  be  no- 
thing but  what  he  had  urged  already  againft 
them,  as  becaufe  he  was  over-charged  with  bufi- 
nefi :  however,  he  touches  upon  RaziaSy  who 
was  an  inflance  of  great  courage,  but  no  pattern 
for  imitation,  fince  fcveral  places  of  the  fcrip- 
ture  fufficiently  decry  fuch  kinds  of  voluntary 
death ;  and  in  the  clofe  of  the  letter  promifes  a 
fuller  anfwer,  which  he  loon  after  performed 
by  two  books  againfl  Gaudentius^  anfwering 
him  word  for  word.  This  was  his  laft  work 
agamft  the  Donatijis. 

9,  Againft  the  Prifcilliamjis  hewrithistrea- 
tife  of  lyings  to  anfwer  Confentius  a  Spanijh  Ca- 
tbolic^  who  perceiving  the  difficulty  of  difco- 
vering  the  Prifcilliant/isy  becaufe  they  made  no 
confcience  of  denying  and  foriwearing  what 
they  were,  thought  to  find  them  out  it  would 
be  allowable  to  feign  one's  felf  a  Prifcillianijt. 
In  his  anfwer  therefore  S.  Auftin  (hews  out  of 
icripture  and  reafon,  that  lying  is  not  lav^l  in 
any  imaginable  luppofition  :  that  the  PrifciU 
lianifisy  who  think  they  may  lye  and  difown 
their  faith  to  fave  their  lives  or  eftates,  muft 
think  the  martyrs  in  the  wrong,  who  would  not 
lave  theirs  at  the  expence  of  a  lye :  that  the  Prif 
cillianifts  feigning  themfelves  Catholics^  would 
be  a  more  tolerable  crime  than  for  Catholics  to 
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icign  themielves  Prifcillian^s :  that  thsso  WM 
nacompen£itioafor  fins,  (x  ballancing  betwixt 
{o  imicE  good  and  fo  much  evil^  bu;t  that  evil 
muft  never  be  done  for  good  tacotneof  it,.  &^. 
This  book,,  in  the  author^s  own*  judgment^ 
treats  the  queftion  much  better  than  another  of 
the  fame  title  he  writ  before  he  was  biihop.  He 
writ  an  anfwer  ix>  the  fame  Gsv^f i^^^&qpeflioiis 
about  the  nature  of  C&rifi*s.and  other  glorified 
bodies,  of  baptifed  perfons  dying  with- distent 
£ns,  of  the  foul  of  man^,  of  the  breath  of 
God,  &c. 

10.  This  year  iS'  noted  with' the  deadis  ofji^ 
grippay  PorpbyriuSj  Jerom^*  IjHigfpdes  king  of 
Perfiay  Gf^  Agrippa  fiicceeded  Eafebim'  of 
Tekdan  in  402,  governed  his  monaflery  lauda-^ 
bly  to  his  death,  and  then  one  D^'z;/^/  fucceoded 
him.  S.  Porphyriusiiom  the  time  we  mentioned 
him>  "ooL  3*  p.  296^  wrought  many  miracles 
and  converfions,  nourifhed  the  poor  with' alms 
and  the  word  of  life,  and  took  care  of  them  at 

his  death  by  a  legacy. S.Jetom's  death 

happened  the  30th  of  September,  and  to  what 
W€  have  already  faid  we  have  only  to^dd^fbote 
account  of  his  writing?*  He  was  without  dif- 
pute  furnifhed  with  a  richer  flock  of  eradition 
than  any  of  the  fathers ;  excelled  in  the  know^ 
ledge  of  the  various  languages^  was  welLverfed 
in  the  nicety  of  them,  had  a  mafleriy.  hand  to 
take  the  fublime  flil&equal  tothedignity  of  his 
iUbjed,  to  range  his  ocpreflions  in  themoflex^ 
aiaorder,  and  was  fb  well  acquainted  with  the 
writings  of  prophane  and  church  hiftory,  with 
thofeof  itxe  greek  SLnd.  latm  poets,  orators^  &c^ 
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tilat  he  had  tbcm  always  at  comrnand,  and 
drew  them  up  in  iiich  a  regular  and  natnral  or- 
der, that  dicy  feemcd  to  flow  in  of  themfehes 
to  the  main  conftituent  part  of  hi^  work^  and 
fike  meeting  ftreams  to  be  hardly  diftingjiiflied 
as  dicy  ran.    His  phrafcs  were  free  from  the 
pomp  of  words  and  the  redundant  periods  of 
the  noify  bar  ;  yet  they  were  ftill  as  »iy,  and 
were  intermixed  with  liich  an  agreable  variety 
oi  foaming,  and  animated  with  fuch  furprifing 
turns  of  wit  and  ftrength  of  thought,  that  his 
writings  appear  not  to  be  dead  letters,  but  living 
founds  andvifible  fcencs  of  adlion.     In  a  word, 
every  thing  that  is  beautiftd  in  any  art  or  £dence 
enters  this  great  man's  works,  which  are  fo  art- 
ftiHy  di^ofed,  that  feldom  a  fingle  part  ftrikes 
the  mind,  but  aH  join  together  in  an  harmoni- 
ous difpofition,  like  die  febric  of  fbme  eminent 
builder,  that  takes  up  all  our  views  and  the  whole 
foul  at  once.     With  all  this  we  mult  allow  he 
has  fpoilcd  many  of  his  writings  by  a  wafteful 
profiifion  of  noble  ideas,  and  by  numerous  ci- 
tations ;  fo  that  he  had  in  prpfe  the  fame  fault  as 
Ovid  m  verfe,  that  is,  he  did  not  know  when 
to  feave  off.  In  hiscomnncntaries  upon  the  fcrip- 
ture,  he  profefles  indeed  to  fall  into  the  contra- 
ry extreme ;  and  yet  there  we  find  by  his  artful 
phicing  of  his  colours,  the  thorny  foil  of  knot- 
ty difficulties  rife  into  a  plealing  knd-fkJp,  and 
thr  cragged  heights  of  knowledge  foftened  by 
tire  delightful  pro:^5aas  of  hiflory  or  poetry^ 
Thus  much  for  his  ftile  ;  as  to  his  genius  it 
was  extremely  vehement ;  which  ia  his  pole- 
mics, like  a^  raging  lire,  dcffroyed  all  things  in 
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its  way  ;  his  anger,  his  contempt,  his  raillery, 
fubdued  every  ming  that  oppofed  him,  but 
whilft  he  was  thus  viftorious  over  others  by  car- 
rying things  too  far,  hfe  often  lay  open  to  a  pufli 
himfelf :  of  which  one  example  may  be  taken 
from  his  inveftive  againft  the  deacons  pride, 
where  in  lafliing  them,  he  runs  into  terms,  that 
may  feemto  conftitutebiftiops  and  priefts  on  the 
level,  and  another  in  his  difputes  againft  Jovi- 
nian^  which  we  have  already  taken  notice  of. 
His  commentaries  have  another  fault,  that  they 
are  often  a  tiffue  of  other  mens  works,  as  he 
himfelf  declares,  which  often  clafti  with  one 
another.  But  his  grand  work  was  his  tranllati- 
on  of  the  fcripture  from  greek  and  hebreWy  by 
which  exquifite  inimitable  performance  he  has 
juftly  obtained  from  the  church  the  tide  of  the 
GREATEST  DOCTOR. 

1 1.  Ifdigerdes  king  oiPerJia  began  his  reign 
in  399,  who  on  account  of  Maruthai%  mi- 
racles and  cures,  and  of  Abdas'^s  delivering 
his  fon  from  the  pofleffion  of  the  devil,  ex- 
tremely favoured  the  CbriJiianSj  and  feemed 
upon  the  point  of  becoming  one  himfelf,  when 
all  his  fevorable  diipofitions  were  turned  into 
a  violent  perfecution,  the  hiftory  *  whereof  I 
fliall  give  you  in  Theodorefs  own  terms,  who 
was  a  bifliop  upon  the  frontiers  of  Perjia.  If- 
digerdes  king  of  PerJla  at  that  time  waged  war 
with  the  Cbrijiian  churches  in  his  kingdom.  The 
occafion  of  it  was  this.  Abdas^  who  was  a  bi- 
fhop  of  very  good  qualities,  but  intemperate  in 
his  zeal,  threw  down  a  Pyraum^  t.  e.  a  temple 
confecrated  to  the  honour  of  Fire^  which  the 
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Perjlam  adore  as  a  god.  The  Magi  complain^ 
ing  of,  this  to  the  king,  he  fent  for  Abdas^  gent- 
ly chid  him  for  what  he  had  done,  and  com- 
manded him  to  build  it  up  again.  Abdas  re- 
fiifing  to  obey,  the  king  threatened  he  would 
pull  down  all  the  Chrijiian  churches,  which  he 
cfFe6lually  did  after  the  bifliop  was  executed,  I 
muft  own,  the  demolifhing  the  Pyraum  was 
ian  ill-timed  adlion:  when  S.Paul  entered  A-- 
tbensy  a  city  fb  much  addifted  to  the  worihip  of 
idols,  he  threw  down  no  altars,  but  contented 
himfelf  withdifcovering  their  errors,  and  preach- 
ing the  truth.  However,  I  cannot  but  admire 
u^^/ij/sgenerofity,  who  had  rather  die  than  re- 
build the  Pyrauniy  and  methinks  there  are  no 
crowns  but  what  he  deferves.  And  indeed  to 
raifc  a  temple  in  honour  of  the  FsrCy  is  much 
the  fame  as  to  adore  it.  The  conftancy  oiAb^ 
J^j  raifed  a  furious  tempcft,  which  ftrack  down 
perfons  of  piety  for  thirty  years  together*  The  ^ 
Afagi  kept  up  this  tempeft ;  for  fo  the  Perfiam 
call  thofe  who  attribute  a  fort  of  divinity  to  the 
elements.  I  have  related  their  fables  and  ex- 
travagant notions  in  another  work,  with  the 
anfwers  properly  adapted  to  their  queftions.  G(7- 
roranesy  (or  rather  Vararanes)  having  fucceeded 
his  father  IfdigerdeSy  continued  thij  war  which 
he  had  begun  againA  the  faithful,  and  left  it  a- 
gain  to  his  fon  as  well  as  his  kingdom. .  It  would 
be  no  eafy  matter  to  reprefeiit  the  new  kinds  of 
punifliment  they  invented  to  torment  xhtCbru 
Jiians.  Some  had  had  their  hands,"  others  their 
backs  flayed,  and  other  fome  their  fkins  torn*ofF 
from  their  chins  to  their  foreheads.  They  cover- 
Vol.  IV.  E  ed 
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cd  fome  with  recd«  -^lit  from  top  to  bottom, 
which  they  tied  mighty  clofe  to  their  bodies,^ 
and  then  lifting  thefe  reeds  up  with  violence  tore 
pieces  of  their  flefli  off  with  theih,  which  gave 
them  very  fcnfible  pains.     They  dtjg  ditches, 
into  which  they  threw  the  Cbrijiians  bound 
.hands  and  feet,  with  a  jwodigious  number  of 
rats  that  gnawed  their  flefti  off  by  little  and 
little.     The  enemy  of  the  troth  of  God  and 
the  nature  of  men,  inftrufted  them  in  yet  more 
ways  of  perfecuting  the  defenders  of  piety :  but 
there  was  no  cruelty  ftrong  enough  to  feake 
their  conftancy.  — —  The  king  underftandiBg 
that  Hormifdas^  a  perfon  of  the  noble  race  of 
the  AcbemenideSj  ton  to  the  governor  of  a  po- 
vince,  had  embraced  the  Cbriftian  religion,  he 
fent  for  him  and  commanded  him  to  renounce 
his  Saviour.     But  he  anfwered,  that  his  com- 
mands were  neither  juft  in  themfelves,  nor  for 
the  king's  intcreft  ^  for  whoever,  feys  Ubrmif* 
dasy  ftiould  be  capable  of  forgetting  or  con- 
temning God,  who  is  the  Sovereign  of  all  kings, 
will  with  greater  cafe  forget  and  contemn  kings, 
that  are  only  mortal  men.    The  king  inftead.  of 
admiring,  as  he  ought  to  have  done,  the  wifdom 
of  this  anfwer,  took  Hormifdash  commiffion 
and  wcakh  from  him,  had  him  ftripped  naked, 
except  a  fmall  piece  of  linnen  that  went  round 
his  middle,  and  put  him  to  drive  the  camels  of 
the  army.     Some  days  after  looking  out  at  the 
window,    he  fpied  this  man  of  an  ilhiil^ious. 
birth,  all  covered  over  with  duft,  and  burned 
with  the  ftm,  {o  fending  for  him,  he  put  him, 
on  a  fine  linnen  t^unicat    Then  imagming  he 
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might  be  fomcfbing  mGllified,  as  well  by  the 
good  ufege  at  prcfent,  as  by  the  paft  fat^ucs,  he 
told  him :  be  no  longer  thus  obilinate,  but  re- 
nounce the  carpenter's  fon.  Hormijdas  at  this 
fired  with  holy  indignation,  tore  in  the  king*s 
p^feice  the  tunica  he  had  given  him,  faying : 
Keep  to  yourfelf  the  prefent  which  you  havc.on- 
ly  given  to  bring  me  to  impiety.  The  king  by 
this  being  aflbred,  that  he  was  nnfhaken  in  his 
laith,  baniflied  him  ftark  naked  as  he  was  out 
of  the  kingdom, 

12.  This  prince  feeing  thzi  Suanez\  a  wealthy 
perfon  who  had  a  thoufapd  flaves,  would  not 
renounce  his  reKgion,  he  demanded  of  him, 
which  of  his  flaves  was  the  worfl.     Being  told 
filch  a  one,  he  immediately  put  Suanezznd  all  his 
iumlf  under  him ;  he  took  his  wife  from  him 
too  and  married  hej-  to  this  flave,  hoping  tobat- 
tcrdown  his  faith,     Butthefe  hopes  were  vain, 
becaufe  his  £iitl>  was  buik  upon  the  fbiidity  of 
the  rock.     He  feiied  upon  a  deacon  called  Ben- 
jamin^ and  confined  him  to  a  elofe  prifon.  Some 
time  after  an  embaflador  from  the  emperor  com- 
ing into  Pirfia^  he  dcfired  the  king  to  fet  him 
at  liberty.     The  king  confented  to  if,  provided 
he  would  not  mikm&  any  of  the  Magi  in  the 
maxims  of  the  Chrijlian  religion.     The  em- 
hscS^dor  ppomifed  an  his  name,    but  Benjamin 
tolcf  him  he  woukl  not  fVand  to  it,  faying :  I 
cannot  difpenjfewith  myfelf  from  communica- 
tiog  my  light,  and  I  have  learned  from  the  gof- 
pel  what  punifhment  they  deferve  who  bury 
i«  tfac  earth  the  talents  Godi  has  given  them. 
The  king  kiiowing  nothing  of  this  anfwer,  or- 
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dered  Benjamin  to  be  fet  at  liberty,  which  h^ 
preicntly  made  uie  of  to  ieek  for  thoie  who  £it 
in  the  darkne&  of  ignorance,  and  enlighten  them  * 
with  the  trath.  The  king  hearing  of  this,  fent 
for  him,  and  bid  him  deny  God  .  • .  he  refiifing, 
the  king  commanded  them  to  prick  him  under 
the  nails  of  his  hands  and  feet  with  pointed 
reeds^  but  feeing  he  made  a  jeft  of  this  torment, 
he  plunged  feveiial  times  pointed  reeds  into  the 
moft  fenfible  part  of  his  body,  and  at  laft  cau£. 
ed  him  to  be  impaled;  ^nd  this  punifhment 
finiflied  the  martyrdom  of  this  generous  defen- 
der of  the  faith.  — r-  Thus  far  Tbeodoret :  it  is 
certain  all  this  did  not  happen  the  fame  year, 
but  not  knowing  which  to  confign  each  part  to, 
I  have  put  them  all  under  one. 

13.  The  Cbrijiians  thus  perfecuted,  fled  into 
the  Roman  territories,  which  the  Magi  perceiv-  . 
ing,  got  a  watch  fct  upon  the  frontiers  to  ftop 
them;  the  Saracens  were  principally  commif- 
fioned  for  this,  but  jifpebetes  one  of  their 
chiefs  being  touched  with  compaflion  for  the 
Chriftians^  was  fo  far  from  hindering,  that  he 
affifted  them  in  their  efcape,  for  which  being 
complained  of  to  the  emperor,  he  concluded  to 
go  over  to  the  Romans  with  his  family.  Ana-^ 
tolius  the  governor  of  the  £^  gave  him  a  kind 
reception,  and  the  command  of  the  tributary* 
Arxibians.  His  fon  Terebon  from  his  youth  had 
a  dead  palfy  on  the  right-fidc  from  head  to  foot, 
but  having  paffed  with  his  father  into  Arabia^ 
he  one  night  thought  of  the  fuccefslefs  attempts 
to  cure  him  of  the  Phyficians,  Magi^  Enchan- 
ters, Perfian  gods^  &c.  after  which,  with  tears 
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in  his  eyes,  he  made  this  prayer :  Great  God, 
who  haft  made  heaven  and  earth,  if  yeu  take 
pity  on  my  mifery,  and  free  m&firom  this  un- 
fortunate diftemper,  I  will  become  a  Chrifiian^ 
and  renounce  my  Pagan  iuperftition.  After 
this  prayer  he  fell  afleep  and  beheld  a  monk 
with  a  large  grey  beard,  faying  to  him :  I  am 
RutbymiuSy  who  dwelt  in  thede&rt  of  the  eajl^ 
by  the  torrent  that  lies  fouth  of  the  Jericho  road  5 
and  if  you  accomplifli  your  vows  foon  and  come 
to  me  you  fliall  be  cured.  T!erebon  recounting  this 
dream  to  his'^ther,  he  immediately  went  thither 
with  a  troop  oi Arabians.  The  monks  who  lived 
there  under  Emtbymius  and  ^beoSliJles*s  dirediv 
ons,  feeing  thefe  Barbarians  were  frightened: 
but  Tbeodiijies  demanding  what  they  wanted,  • 
diey  told  mm  thejdibjed:  of  their  journey :  and 
Eutbymius,  not  to  refift  divine  revelation,  hav- 
ing made  the  fign  of  the  crois  cured  him  upon 
the  ipot.  Which  miracle  had  fuch  an  influence 
upon  theftanders-by,  that  they  alldeiired  to  be.  • 
baptiied;  and  Euibymius  finding  them  fincere, 
after  having  inftruAed  them^  baptiied  firft  Af^ 
pebetes  (to  whom  he  gave  the  name  of  Pe^ 
ter)  afterwards  bifhop  of  the  Saracens^  then 
Maris  AJpebttesh  wife's  brother,  then  Terebon^ 
&c.  After  40  days  ftay  for  inftra<aion,  they 
all  returned  home  except  Maris^  who  gave  his 
wealthy  pofTefHons  to  build  and  enlarge  this  mo- 
naftery,  where  he  fpcnt  the  reft  of  his  days  in 
the  fervice  of  God.  Terebon*s  cure  drew  a  num- 
ber of  fick  perfons  to  Euthymitfs^  who  being 
healed  glorified  God,  and  fpread  Eutiymius's 
E  3  fame 
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£ime  throughout  Pakftine  and  all  the  neigh-* 
boring  provinces. 

14.  Eutbymius  was  born  at  Melifena  the  me- 
tropolis of  the  lefibr  jirmenia  :  his  father  was 
Paul  and  his  mother  Dionyjiay  both  of  them 
eminent  for  their  nobility  and  virtue.  They 
had  lived  childleis  a  Jong  time  together,  and 
pafled  many  days  in  the  martyr  PolieuSies's 
church,  putting  up  their  vows  for  a  fon.  At 
length  they  were  heard,  and  had  at  night  a  vifi^ 
on  that  promi&d  them  a  fon,  who  was  to 
be  called  Eutbymius^  i.e.  of  good  courage^  bc^ 
Caufehis  birth  (houl(J  be  attended  with  the  peace 
of  the  church :  accordingly  be  was  bom  in 
ylugufl  377,  and  the  emperor  Valens  burned 
A^g^|^  ^  9^  37^*  His  pacents  devoted  him 
to  God  from  his  birth,  and,  his  father  dying, 
his  motlier  offered  him  at  three  years  old  to  O- 
/rf«i.  Bp-  of  MeUtenSy  who  baptifed  him,  cut 
his  hair^  took  care  of  his  education,  and  had 

>  .him  inilm£ted  by  two  excellent  pedbns,  both 
of  them  fucceffivelybifhopsofMrAf/i/w,-^izrwj 

^  and  Syedius.  Eutbymius  making  great  advances 
in  learning  and  piety,  S.  Otreus  wdained  him 
prieft  and  gave  him  the  conduifl  of  a  monafte- 
ry,  obferying,  that  frpm  his  early  infancy  he 
had  ftrong  inclinations  for  the  monaflic  ftaie. 
At  the  age  of  nine  and  twenty,  that  is,  in 
406,.  finding  the  government  of  others  hindered 
him  from  inipcdling,  as  he  defired,  into  him* 
felf,  hQAedtoJeru/akmy  adored  the  ax?fs,  vi- 
iited  the  holy  places,  and  then  retired  to  a  little 
cell  about  6  miles  from  Jerufaiemy  vphere  he 
gained  his  livelihood  by  making  of  mats.     He 
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cihtdred  thqie  into  a  patticalar  fribndfhip  with 
TbeoBiftes  a  neighboring  monk,  alid  thejr  both 
retired  into  the  defart  of  Cutila  from  the  oc^ 
fave  of  the  kpipJbany  to  F^lm^Sunday.  Ift 
411,  as,  they  were  going  to  this  retreat,  thej^ 
found  in  the  defiut  a  dttp  torrent  very  Imrd  to 
pais^  but  looking  about  oh  the  north-^e  the^^ 
mw  a  large  cavern,  to  which  with  much  add 
they  clic^d  up  ahd  fixed  their  halbltafion, 
living  upon  the  herbs  the  place  a iSbrdod;  Being 
•found  out  by  the  monks  t)f  Pharan^  thejr  built 
a  njoimftery  at  the  foot  of  this  cavertiy  wherfc 
^hedSiiJles  had  the  care  of  inflh}<5ting  the  monks^ 
and  Butbyhiius  allowed  the  full  ehjoyment  of 
his  darling  folitude :  both  of  them,  with  the 
whole  inoriaftery,  maintaining  themfelves  by 
their  labours.  * 

15.  Bi  421  our  Britain  was  invaded  bbm 
abro^  by  i^iritual  and  temporal  enemies.  For 
Agricola  the  fon  of  Severian  a  Gallic  Bp.  in- 
fefted  idle  country  with  Pelagianifm  ;  and  thfe 
ScotSy  PiBs^  and  Norwegians^  made  dfcadful 
incur fiong  into  it,  laying  all  wafte  before  them. 
In  this  difhefe  the  Britons  being  drained  of  all 
their  aiftivie  youth  and  martial  ftores,  implored 
£iccotir  fix)m  the  Romans,  who  fent  a  Icgiofl, 
prcfeably  under  thfe  command  of  ChryJafahU\y 
that  drove  away  their  enemies ;  but  being  cab- 
led hoilit;  they  periiiaded  the  Britons  to  biiild  a 
Wall  in  their  defence.  They  undertook  it,  birt 
beibg  ignorant  workmen,  and- making  it  more^ 
Ovetof  inch  flight  matter  as  tUff^  their  fe^mieis 
thitew  it  down  iihd  came  pouring  in  upori  th^ni. 
Thisi  mstde  tihem  fend  mefiehg^risr  a  Mond  time

to  reprcfent,  by  thdr  veftmente  rent,  and  their 
heads  povcred  with  duftj  a  iad  Ipedtacle  of  mi- 
fery  and  compaffion,  and  to  implore  that  they 
might  (hroud  themfchres  under  their  p-otedlion^ 
like  fearful  chickens  under  the  wings  of  their 
1X1  other ;  hoping  that  thefe  matters  ot  the  world 
would  ^vea  nation  from  entire  ruin,  and  keep 
up  the  honour  of  the  Roman  name,  whofe  glo- 
ry it  h^  always  been  to  defend  its  friends  and 
fuWue  its  enemies,  A  legion  therefore  a  feconid 
time  wfis  fent  with  the  iame  fuccefe  as  the  for.\ 
jner ;  a  new  wall  was  built  up  of  ftrong  ftone 
eight  loot  in  breadth  and  twelve  in  height,  from 
Bulnefi  on  thtlri/h  fea  to  Walls-end  near  Tin-- 
ptoutbi  .9idy2inc\n^  in  a  ftrait  line  in  the  feme 
place  ?vhfire  wa^  Severus*s  trench;  and  towers 
on  the  fea-coaft  to  the  fouthward  were  built  to 
hinder  irruptions  by  fca  ;  after  which  they  told 
|:hcm  they  muft  truft  in  their  own  frrength,  for 
they  had  too  many  affeirs  to  have  an  eye  over 
fo  diftant  a  province.  And  from  that  time  the 
B-oman.  foldiprs  took  their  laft  leave  of  our 
ifland. 

1 6.  This  being  the  firft  time  I  have  mention- 
ed the  PiSis^  I  Ihall  fay  fomething  of  their  ori- 
ginal. They  came  from  Scytbia  into  Scotia 
(major)  where  they  defired  feme  lands  to  inha- 
bit, being  of  the  fame  people,  as  was  evident 
from  their  langpage  and  cuftoms.  The  Scots 
(for  the  Irijh  were  then  fo  called)  anfwered, 
that  they  were  ftreightpned  for  room  themfelve^ 
but  in  regard  pf  their  near  relation,  would  a£- 
fift  thepi  to  fettle  in  the  neighboring  ifland  of 
^ritain  that  was  but  thinly  peopled^  and  give 
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them  wives,  becaufe  they  had  no  women  a- 
mongft  them.  In  puriuance  of  this  fcheme, 
they  landed  in  that  part  of  it  cdiWi^  Albion^  and 
^nany  Scots  {Irijh)  with  them,  who  got  iiich 
footing  there,  that  the  P/i^j,  apprehending  their 
increafing  power,  oppofed  the  coming  over  of 
any  more  of  them ;  upon  which  a  war  enfued 
much  fomented  by  the  Britons^  but  by  die  in- 
tcrvention  of  the  Scotijhvf omtn  the  matter 
was  taken  up,  and  to  i^6  Scots  were  configned 
the  high-lands  and  ifles,  and  to  the  PiBs  the 
low-land&  The  latter  upon  new  wars  called  the 
Britons  to  their  afliftanc^,  and  the  Scots  were 
expelled  out  of  Britain^  fome  of  them  retreating 
to  the  iflands,  and  others  to  Sweden^  Denmark 
and  Norway*  After  this  the  Pi£ts  began  to  r^- 
fent  the  Romans  and  Britons  way  of  treating 
them,  and  recaHed  the  Scots  to  their  aiSftance  ; 
who  coming  in  great  numbers  from  Swedeland; 
with  their  king  Fergus^  in  404,  fettled  them^ 
lelves  by  degrees,  and  joined  with  the  Pi^s  to 
moleft  our  Britain^  which  as  I  have  taken  no-  . 
ticc,  p.  388.  vol.  3.  was  ibexhaufted  of  itsmi* 
Utary  forces,  that  it  was  not  able  to  ftand  before 
diem.  Thc&^/xfey,  their  entry  into  Scotland 
was  above  300  years  before  Chriji. 

17.  The  eighth  of  February  Honorius  af- 
,£x:iated  his  brother-^in-kw  Conftantius  and  his 
iiiler  Placidia  to  the  empire,  with  the  tide  of 
Auguft.  One  oi  Conftantiuf'%  firft  cares  was, 
by  an  edidt  to  drive  Celejiius  and  his  accompli- 
ces out  of  liome  where  he  abfeonded :  this 
might  in  fome  meafure  be  owing  to  Alypiusy 
who  took  a  fecond  journey  ioRome^  and  brought 
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with  him  ^.Aufiift%  ifecond  book  of  marrii^t 
and  concupifcence^  and  his  fdur  othcsrs  to  pope 
Boniface.    Julian  was  not  wianting  to  di^laiy 
his  rhetoric  upqn  this  fiibjed^  %ittg>  that  jify*^ 
fius  had  brought  fr6m  jifrica  abc^e  fourfeore 
horfes  to  make  preients  of  to  the  tribunes,  and 
by  money  actd  lahda  bribed  the  &cular  powers  to 
iUr  up  a  periecution :  acalumtiy  whidi  S.  jiu^ 
ftin  afterwards  iifdped  off,  who,  now  haying  re- 
ceived ^»AWs  book  entire  of  which  he  h^ 
oidy  an  abftrad  before,  puts  out  fi%  books  a^ 
gainft  him  :  wherein  he  tells  Juiian^  that  lA 
aocufingof  Manicbeifm  tibeaflerieri  of  orighttd 
£n,  be  brings  an  univer&I  charge ag^nft  th^rj^ 
ihers  of  the  chorch^  'Uiz>. .  btn^Sy,  Cypriam^ 
jRietiduSy  Olympius\    Hiiary,.  Ambrofi^  &c. 
that,  his  doi^inc:  faVbilrs^  MamchBifm:  raoie 
than  what  he  ampuens^  that  his  dt^eftk^i^  hate 
^o  foirce^  &c.  all  which  he  performed  withr.MH 
cxadne&  that  ifaews  the  worii  a  £ftiihed  fSak^y 
wantingneither  paitts^  judgment^  nor  karnin^>  ink- 
.  fi)muchthat  theiudidr  himi6l^^t>f  dn  cmi^eftii. 
onabk  modefty,  do^  not  ftick  tcr  c^l  H.an^ekf 
borate  work.     His  manual  w  ekcbiridiin.rMsf 
juftly  deferve  that,  name  fi'om  all  tha  wtjrld.r  it  is 
a  work  almoftvdivine,  which  inmsrup  a 'whole 
tjodyof  Chrijiian  do&x\xut  in'fltort^  aAd  gives 
us  the  firft  iketchesand  Hneamfems  Qf  fuim^ 
fcholaftic  divinity..  .He.tfeats  in.diis  ofv  or^^ 
nal  fin,  graoe^rand  predeftinatkni':  but  his  mim 
defign  v^s  to  fetisfy  Laurtniius^  Duicitias'b 
brother,  who  defired  a  compendious  treatife  of 
what  he  oo^t  to  believe,  hope  for  ^  and  kiva 
In  hh.  29th  chapt^y  inking  of  the  dcad^  he

{ays :  when  therefore  the  &crifices  of  the  akar, 
or  any  aims  are  ofl^ed  up  for  baptifed  dead,  for 
very  good  perfonB  they  are  actions  of  thanks; 
for  thofe  that  are  not  very  bad  they  are  propi- 
tiations;  for  thofe  that  are  very  bad,  tho*  they 
arc  of  no  ufe  to  them,  they  are  forts  of  com- 
fort to  the  living :  and  thofe  to  whom  they 
are  of  ufe  they  affifl,  by  either  giving  them 
a  full  remifiion,  or  at  leafl  making  their  con-  • 
demi^tion  mc^e  fiapportable. 

i8.  Conjiantius  Ak^  ordered  the  temple  of 
Celefiis  or  Urania^  of  which  vol.  3.  />.  282,  to 
fcerazed.even  to  the,  foundations  and  made  a 
burial-place,  to  cut*ofF  the  Heathks  Jiopes  of 
having  it  reflored.  Conftantius'^  orders  wcrd 
executed  by  one  JJrfus  a  Cathlky  who  at  the 
itxtit  time  difeovered  fome  of  the  abominable 
myftcries  of  the  Manichees^  by  means  of  a 
young  px\  c^tA  Margaret y  nof  yet  I2  year* 
old,  and  a  pretended  religious  woman  named 
Eufebia^  both  of  the  number  of  their  eleSt :  to 
whom  we  may  add  one  Viator  a  Manichee,  The 
knpurkies  they  committed  and  confeBcd  muft 
be  extremely  execrable,  fincc  the  violation  of 
virgins  vras  tlie  leafl  part  of  them.  The  prac- 
titioners of  them  were  called  Catharijs  or  P»- 
ritans.  Conjiantius  did  not  Jong  fiirvive  thefe 
good  adkions  3  his  pi^re  was  fent  to  ^Theodt^ut 
in  the  J5!«^,  who  pofitively  refiifcd  to  allow  him 
the  imperial  dignity;  this  t£iOX\!At!diConJiantius 
to  that  degree  that  he  concluded  to  wage  war 
with  him,  but  falling  into  a  pteurify^^  and  the 
vexation  of  this  refufal  increafing  his  diflemper, 
be  died  the  fecond  of  September. 
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f  19.  It  is  more  than  probable,  ihaX^beodofiu^% 
refufal  was  grounded  upon  his  deiGgns  to  marry 
himfelf.  Mis  fifter  Pukheria  had  been  fcarch- 
ing  the  whole  empire  for  a  bride  worthy  of  him, 
and  the  four  qualifications  of  wit,  nobility, 
beauty,  and  piety,  were  the  portion  he  demand- 
ed. She  could  not  eafily  find  them  united  in 
one  perfon,  but  met  with  a  young  virgin  that 

.  excelled  in  wit  and  beauty.  Her  name  was  A^ 
tbenaisy  daughter  to  a  philofopher  called  Hera^ 
cUtus  LeontiuSy  whq  in  his  laft  teftament  be- 
queathed confiderable  fums  to  his  fons,  but  only  a 
trifling  one  to  his  daughter,  and  thecaufe  of  this 
ipecified,  becauie  her  natural  and  acquired  en- 
dowments were  more  than  a  fortune  for  her. 
JttbenaisQzmc]sAy^v  to  C.  P.  to  complain  of 
this  hard  uiage,  where  Pukberia  was  fo  tak«i 
with  her,  that  £he  highly  extolled  the  beauties 
of  her  mind  and  body,  and  perfuaded  the  em* 
peror  to  marry  her ;  his  favorite  Paulinus  fe- 
conded  Pukberia^  but  after  he  beheld  her  him- 
felf,there  was  no  further  need  of  perfuafions :  io 
^^xAtbenais  being  firft  converted  fi-om  pagan-- 
ifm,  inflruded  in  the  faith  and  baptife^  by  At* 
ticusy  who  gave  her  the  name  of  Eudocia  (for 
Atbenais  comes  from  Atbena^  which  in  greek 

'.  fignifies  Minerva)  was  iblemnly  married  to  the 
?mperor  the  feventh  of  this  June. 

20.  Before  the  nuptials  a  war  was  declared 
againft  the  Perjians  ;  partly,  becaufe  of  the  poor 
perfecuted  Cbrijiians  [yfho  in  great  numbers  fled 
to  C.  P.  and  were  received  by  Atticus  with  a 
trae  epifcopal  charity)  and  partly,  becauie  of 
Ibme  other  grounds  of  offence  they  had  givm 
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him.  He  waged  the  war  for  a-whilewithdoubu 
ful  ftccefs,  but  the  third  of  September  gain- 
cd  over  the  Perfians  a  compleat  viiftory,  up-, 
on  which  Eudocia  the  emperor's  new  bride 
compofed  an  heroic  poem  much  admired  by 
the  wits  of  that  age.  The  lUyrian  bifhops  hav- 
ing complained  of  Perigene's  ordination,  p.  38. 
theemperor  by  the  advice,  as  it  is  thought,  of 
Atticus^  put  out  an  edift  that  declared  lllyrium 
fubjeiSled  to  the  fee  of  C.  P.  The  pope  on  the 
other  fide  ftifly  oppofedthis  ufurpation  and  en- 
croachment of  that  fee. 

Cy  Christ  422,  23,  24,  25.  O/'Hono- 
Rius  28,  29,  and  TheodosiusIL  15, 
16,  17,  18.  Of  Valentinian  III.  I. 
O/' Boniface  4,5.  CyCELESTiNE  i, 
2;  3- 

I.  ^npH  E  emperor  was  convinced  by  the.pope's 
.  X  reafons,  and  recalled  this  edift :  he  was 
willing  too  to  come  to  an  accommodation  with 
the  Perfians^  but  VararaneSy  being  re-inforced 
with  a  fre/h  fupply  of  ten  thouland  men  who 
called  themfelves  the  Immortals^  was  firft  for 
trying  once  more  his  fortune  ;  but  thefe  being 
cut-off  he  ftruck  up  a  peace  to  the  Romans  ad- 
vantage. Their  bravery  was  not  more  admired 
than  the  charity  oi  Acacius  Bp.ofAmida.  The 
Romans  had  in  this  town  about  feven  thoufend 
Perfian  prifbners,  who  were  ready  toperifh  with 
hunger.  Acacius  having  compaffion  of  them, 
fiimmoned  his  clergy  together,*  and  told  them  : 
our  God  wants  neither  plates  nor  cupsj  for  that 
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lie  neithd*  cais  nor  drinks.  It  is  juft  therefore 
to  fell  the  gold  and  fiher  veflels,  wluch  the  li- 
berality  of  the  &ithful  have  beftowed  upcMi  the 
church,  and  with  the  price  of  them  pay  their  ran- 
fom  and  give  them  fubfiftcncc.  This  being  a- 
greed  to,  the  veflfels  were  mdted  down,  the  pri- 
jfoners  relea&d  and  furnished  with  money  for 
their  journey.  The  king  of  Perjiay  charmed 
with  fucha  tranfcendent  ad  of  generofity,  own- 
ed, that  the  Romans  knew  how  to  conquer  as 
well  by  their  liberality  as  the  power  of  their' 
arms,  and  obtained  to  fee  his  benefactor.  From 
which  time  he  mitigated,  tho*  not  ended  his 
perfccution. 

2.  The  pope  took  carp  to  reprefs  the  exorbi- 
tant power  of  Patroclus  oiArtes^  who  ordain- 
ed a  Bp.  oiLodeve^  44  miles  N.  W.  oSMonf- 
pellier  m  the  province  of  Narbona^  tho*  the 
metropolitan  wasagainftit,  and  neither  the  peo- 
ple nor  the  cfergy  of  the  toy/n  ciefif  cd  fuch  a  Bp^ 
\yhat  Patroclus.  did  was  in  tonfequence  to  what 
he  had  ufurped  under  pope  Z&fimns. ;  but  this 
pope  freed  the  metropolitans  from  his  yoke  by 
his  own  authority  and  that  of  the  iixth  caiK)n 
of  the  council  erf"  Nice.  Fuffula  was  a  foiaJl 
town  at  the  extremity  of  the  diocefe  of  Hippo^ 
in  which  there  had  not  been  for  a  long  time  one 
Cafholicy  and  the  country  round  about  peftered 
with  Donatijisy  who  ftripped,  beat,  maimed, 
blinded  or  killed  the  priefts  S.  Aujiin  fent  thi- 
ther ;  tho*  at  laft  their  labours  had  fuch  a  blei^ 
fing,  that  they  united  moil  of  them  to  the  church. 
S.  Jkijiin  thought  a  bifhop  neccffary  for  the  new 
converts,  and  made  choice  of  a  prieft  who  tin- 
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derftood  die  funk  language^;  but,   when  the 
primate  of  Numidia  came  to  Hippo  to  ordain 
liim,  the  prieft  changed  his  mind  and  would 
not  content  to  be  ordained  bifliop  :  Ais  made  S. 
jtufiin  pitch  upon  Antony  a  leftor,  who  was  a 
young  man  bred  up  from  his  childhood  in  his 
mbnaftery  5  the  people  of  FuJJiila  received  him 
with  an  entire  fiibmiffion,  but  he  fo  ill  acquit- 
ted himfelf  of  his  charge,  that  he  was  accufed 
by  his  flock  before  a  council  of  tyranifing  over 
them  of  pillaging  their  goods,  and  and  by  others 
of  adulteries,  ^^r.  which  laft  part  not  being  proved 
againfthim,  ^nd  he  ownirig  fcmething  of  the 
fifft,  he  was  condemned  td  make  reftitution 
and  be  deprived  of  his  biftiopfick,    but  not 
f6rt?id  to  exercijib  epifcopal  fun<ftioBs  as  aftran- 
ger  bifhop.    JtMony  fubmitted  to  this  fentence, 
but  afterwards  appealed,  to  the  pope,  and  had  the- 
primate  of  'Numidia  %  letters  in  his  fav6ur.  *  The 
pope  having  received  Antony^  appeal  wherein 
he/tpok  care  todiiguife  the  truth,  fen t  an  order, 
tohawliiii^r^-cftabliflied,  in  cafe,  fays  thepope,^' 
liQ  has  faithfully  expofed  the  order  of  things. 
The  pope  did  not  live  to  fee  this  put  in  executi-. 
on,  ^  he  finifhed  his  courfe  November  the  3d, 
after  having  pradently  governed  the  church  al- 
moi$  ^  years.    He  writ  feveral  letters  Ml  ex- 
ta3)t. 

3.  S.^^r^zy&^/;w  likewife  quitted  the  tireibme 
ftate,  of  mortality :  he  was  born  in  the  diocefe  of 
GyxMS^  and  had  poflefled  himfelf  of  all  the  fpi- 
ritual*  riches  of  the  defart.  His  conflant  pray- 
ers aijd  other  mortifications  gave  him  a  lame- 
nefs,  of  which  being  miraculoufly  cured,  here^ 
'  folved 
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folved  to  make  ufe  of  his  limbs  for  the  fervicc  of. 
him  who  reftored  them.  With  thefe  views  he 
took  up  his  lodgings  in  a  hxgt  pagan  village 
near  Emefa^  where  after  he  had  been  two  or 
three  days,  he  and  his  companions  began  to  fing 
pfalms  in  fuch  a  foft  tone  that  they  were  juft 
heard  by  the  inhabitants,  who  immediately  in  a 
fury  flopped  up  the  doors  of  the  houfe,  and 
getting  on  the  roof  threw  down  filth  and  duft 
to  choak  thefe  fervants  of  Chriji^  but  they  poft 
feffing  their  fouls  in  patience  did  not  utter  the 
Icaft  v?ord  ^  which  furprifed  this  rabble  to.  that 
degree,  that  they  opened  the  door  and  took 
them  from  under  the  rubbifli,,  with  pofitive  or- 
ders ftrait  to  leave  the  town.  In  diis  precife 
point  of  time  the  •  tax-gatherers  with  £)ldiers 
came  upon  the  Pagans^  fhackling  and  beating 
the  infolvent.  Then  Abraham^  not  unmindful 
that  he  was  a  dilciple  of  him  who  prayed  upon 
the  crofe  for  his  crucifiers,  went  to  Emefa  and 
procured  money  to  releafe  them :  and  they  touch- 
ed with  gratitude  at  iiich  a  generous  adtion  eleft- 
cd  him  the  lord  of  the  manour,  to  whicH  he 
would  not  confent,  unlels  they  built  a  church. 
Soon  after  he  converted  moft  of  them,  and  at 
'their  defire  was  ma4e  prieft  of  this  village, 
where  he  continued  three  years,  and  then,  find- 
ing them  fufficiently  inftrudted  and  firm  in  their 
faith,  he  retired  again  to  his  Iblitude.  There  he 
redoubled  his  auflerities,  employed  the  greateft 
part  of  the  night  in  prayers  and  finging  of  pfelms^^ 
and  the  remainder  allowed  to  reft  in  a  chair.  He 
never  tafted  any  thing  till  after  vcfpers,  and  then 
only  the  fruits  of  the  earth  without  any  cookery. 

From 
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From  this  retreat  he  was  called  to  thebiihoprick 
of  the  city  oiCbarra  (in  the  fcripture  Gen.  iz. 
Haran^  '.2ndASls  7.  Char  an)  where  the  people 
worfhipped  the  moon,  not  only  as  a  goddefs,  as 
they  did  in  fome  other  places,  but  principally  as  a 
god.     His  predcceflbrs  had  in  great  part  rooted 
out  this  diabolical  iuperftition,  and  he  compleat- 
ed  what  they  began.     In  the  epiicopal  ijate  he 
retained  his  former  manner  of  life,  only  whilft 
he  was  thus  fevere  to  others  he  took  care  of  ex- 
ecuting the  apoftle's  advice  of  hoipitality ;  (o 
that  be  kept  an  open  table  for  Arangers  &t  out 
with  delicate  fifh,  fine  bread,  excellent  wines 
and  other  refreihments,  fat  down  and  diicourfed 
with  them,  but  tafted  no  part  of  the  entertain- 
ment.    His  indefatigable  labour,  juftice  and  • 
charity  in  hearing  the  caufes  of  his  people,  of 
defending  the  poor,  reconciling  thole  at  variance, 
were  admirable  ;  it  being  the  cuftoni  of  thofe 
times  for  to  have  bifliops  for  juftices  of  the  peace. 
Thefe  afticins  made  his  fame  reach  the  empe-. 
ror's  ears,  who  fent  for  him.  to  C.  P.  and,  ,with  . 
the  emprcis  and  his  ^fters,  fhewcd  him  all  the 
marks  of  the  higheft  efteem.     They  had  the  ' 
regret  to  lofc  him  as  foon  almoft  as  feen,  but 
profecuted   his  memory  when  dead  with  the 
higheA  honours,  ordering  that  his  body  (hould 
be  traniported  from  C  P.  where  he  died, to  his 
bifhoprick,  affifling  at  the  ceremony  as  far  as 
the  gates  of  the  city.    The  emperor  too  on  cer- 
tain days   wore  his  ragged  dirty  veftment,  ho- 
piiigfrom  thence  to  have  fome  of  the  faint's  fan- 
d:ity  derived  to  him.     The  people  of  the  Eaji 
Vql.  IV.  F    .  as 
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as  he  paflfed,  ofed  all  their  endeavours  to  h&fit 
fome  particles  of  h»  body  or  cloatfas,  and  it  was 
with  difficulty  the  officers  could  definid  his  body 
from  their  x«l  j  Acy  followed  his  hearfe  with 
broketi  fobs  and  kfflentations,  ^nly  ioAit  of  a 
more  lively  faith  fong  praifes  to  God,  aecording 
to  the  church  ritual,  for  gbrifying  his  fiiint, ' 
who  had  renounced  die  pomps  and  j^iixres  of 
the  world. 

4.  S.  Pautinfis  fent  to  S.  Aujtin  to  oonfult 
him  about  the  burial  of  people  in  the  churdies 
of  martyrs,  which  he  thought  benefidal  to 
them,  becaufe  good  people  eameiUy  defired  it, 
and  that  it  was  the  cuftom  of  the  chuitrh,  tho* 
on  the  otiber  fide  he  did  not  fb  {^inly  lee  how 
it  agreed  with  2  Q>r.  5.  u  10.  where  it  is  de« 
ckred,  that  every  one  (hall  be  punifhed  or  re- 
warded according  to  what  he  ads  in  this  body.^ 
To  this  S.  ^1^/77  anfwers,  that  theie  titittgs  a- 
vail  the  dead  peribn,  inafinuch  as  in  his  life- 
time he  had  fo  aded  as  to  deierve  theie  things 

•  after  death We  read,  continues  he,  in  the 

.  book  of  Macbabees  of  &crifice  ofleftd  for  the 
dead ;  but  tho*  we  fhould  read  nothing  of  this 
in  the  old  fcripture,  yet  thepradice  of  the  u- 
niverial  church  is  no  fmall  authority,  whidi 
in  the  prayers  of  the  prieft  to  God  at  the  alter 
recommends  the  dead  ....  but  Ais  is  not  to  be 
confidered  according  to  a  vufear  opinion,  but  ra- 
ther according  to  the  laCred  letters  of  our  religi- 
on. We  muft  not  believe  what  we  read  in  Vir-^ 
gily  that  the  unburied  cannot  pals  the  river,  be- 
caufe       .

But  the  belies  of  thed^ad;^  piartlcur^rly  of  the 
juft  and  faithful,  Which  the  fpifit.has'  iiM  ho- 
lily  tike  veffeki  a*id'6rgihs  t6  good  works,  are 
not  to  be  contemned  tor  caft  away,  Po^  if  ones 
parents  drds,  ring,  of  any  thing  of  ifhis  kind, 
become  more  dr  Icfe'deaf  to  us,  ih  proportion  to 
our  afied:ion  towards  them  2  by  no  theans  our 
bodies  are  to  be  contemned,  which  are  much 
more  familiaf  and  nearer  to  us  than  our  cloaths. 
4 . .  Hence  the  funerals  of  the  ancient  Jufl  were 
taken  care  of  with  officious  piew,  their  exe- 
quies celebrated,  their  burials  provided ;  and  they 
whiift  living  left  their  commands  with  their  chil- 
dren  2^x>ut  burying  or  tranHating  their  bodies. . . 
but  now  if  it  is  a  work  of  religion  to  bury  the  dead, 
it  cannot  but  be  fome  to  have  regard  to  the  place 
they  are  buried  in.  But  \yhch  fuch  cbmfcrtsof 
the  living  are  required,  by  which  their  aflfeAion 
may  appeir  for  theit  deciafed  friends,  I  Jcnow 
not  what  help  they  can  be  to  the  dead,  but  in- 
afmuch  is  th^t  remembering  where  the  bodies 
of  thofe  they  k)ve  are  placed,  they  may  com- 
mend them  by  thdr  prayers  to  the  faints  f o  be 
their  advocates  before  God.  Which 'indeed 
may  be  doiie,  tho' they  cannot  bury  them  in 
filch pkce»;  But  thetotnbs  of  thc'  dead  are  for 
no  Gmr  reafbn  called  memories  or  monuments, 
bat  thAt  they  put  one  in  mindof  theperfons  who 
arc  taken  out  of  the^  Kight  of  the. living,  left 
ot&erwife  by  oblivion  they  (hould  be  taken  like- 
F  2  wife 
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wife  from  their  hearts. . . . .  When  thcfcfore  the 
faithful  mother  defired  the  body  of  her  faithful 
fon  to  be  put  in  the  church  of  a  martyr,  if  (he 
believed  his  foul  was  helped  by  the  merits  of  the 
martyr,  thievery,  faith  was  a kindofjwaiyer,  and 
if  the  ibul  receivedany  ben^t  it  was  by  this.  He 
proceeds  toenlargeupon  the  burial-places,  exciting 
the  prayers  of  thofe  wno  behold  them ;  to  flicw 
that  this  burying  is  not  abfolutely  nece^ry,  that 
the  unburied  martyrs  are  not  the  worfe  for  it ; 
and  that  in  dreams  perfons  may  fee  others  both 
living  and  dead,  of  which  he  gives  feveral  in- 
ftances*    He  writ  another  book,  either  lafl  year, 
this,  of  in  425,  to  anfwer  thefe  eight  queftions 
of  Dukitius^  viz.  (i.)  whether  ba]ptifed  fin- 
ners  (hall  at  lafl  have  a  general  jail-debvery  from 
hell;  (2.)  if  the  oblations  for  the  detfd  avail 
them  ;  (3«),if  *^^  who  are  living  juft  before 
the  day  of  judjgment  mufl  die  and  rife  again  be- 
fore they  are  judged ;  (4.)  how  the  chiklren  of 
the  juil  are  promifed  blefiings  in  the  pialms^ 
when  often  inflead  of  it  they  meet  with  curfes ; 
(5.)  how  Duvid  was  chofen  according  to  God's 
own  heart;    (6.)  whether  Samuel  was  truly 
raifed  by'the  witch  oi  Endory  (7.)  how  Sarah. 
can  be  righdy  faid  to  have  efcaped  Abimelec^^ 
and  Pi&^r^^i6's  attempts  5   (8.)  what  the  Ipirit 
was  in  Genefis  that  was  borne  upon  the  face  of 
the  waters.

purple;  ♦  He  had  in  Jfta:/j)^fome  advantage  aver 
Tbeodofiiis*^  foWiers,  who  were  fent  to  tlie  affif- 
tanceof  his  aunt  Flacfdid  j  but  atlaft  was  feif- 
ed  on  at'unawares  in  Aquileia  and  beheaded. 
Three  days  after  yohn  was  taken  Mtius  arrived 
with  (jOyOoo  Huns  to  fucjcour  him,  but,  touch- 
ed by  Johnhi^tt  and  Phcidia's  ddvaijtiagedu^ 
offers  td  him,'  he  made  the  Huns  return  hoihe 
and  was  very  ferviceable  to  PA^rw/f^,  particular- 
ly in  vanquifliing  l^heodoric  king  of  the  Goths 
who  befieged  Aries.  Placidia  during  the  mi- 
nority of  her  fon  Faknfiman  IIL  being  regent 
of  the  we/iern  empire,  gave  up  Ranknnato  the ' 
pillage  of  the  foldiers  for  fiding  widr  John,  and 
IkntCafiinus  into  banifhment.  *     - 

8.  In  425,  V^kntinian  III.  Placidia  s  fon 
by  Conjiantius,  was  acknowledged  emperor  of 
thofFe^  the  23d  of  OElober.  In  the  fame  year 
two  great  miracles  were  performied  at  Hippo  in 
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thdperfons  of  Paul  and  Palkkiia/'tMLthfcs  ofC?- 
jfat^a  in    Cafpddociay   afflidted  with  horrible 
tremblings  Clover.   After  haying  in  their  xmveh 
made  their  mtiety  known  in  'di^rent  places, 
tiley  at  laft  tame  ^o  Hippo  ibme  fifteen  days  be- 
fore J5^i?r,^^oirtg  every  day  to- vtfitS;  StepheH^ 
relicks,  which  had  been  brought  there  about  a 
year  fince.     Bjifjkr^day  morning,  Paul^  as  he 
was  praying,  *  tdck  hold  of 'the  rails  that  encom^ 
pafled  the  miartyr's  rdicksl  'fell  down  on  the . 
ground  as  if  afleef?,'  but  withbut*  trembling,  as  he 
was  ufed  to  do  both  fleeping  and  waking.

II.  Olympiodorm^    Erigeridia^  nx^jPMb^ 

« fi^S^¥^  finimed  their  hiftofies,  ^oi^rathfer  broi]^ht 
than  down  to  thid  year. .  Ckudianj  Rutilius, 
Macraiius  ^xui  Serviusi  feem  about  thsd;  time 
Co  have  died  either  in  a  phy^cftl  os:  icri^ral  ca«* 
pacity..  Olympiodorus  was  ahedthen  by  rdigi- 
on  and  a  poet  by  profei^o^  3  hoi  nothing  couM 
be  farther  from  a;  poetic  l^le  than  his  hidory 
writ  in  22  books  from  the  year  407  to  this  ;  his 
cxpreffions  are  bw  and  creejjing;  without  iife^or 
any  thing  to  recommend  tl^^  eopcept^trathand^ 
clearnefe,  which  make  th^ .  fra^ent  of  it  pcc- 
ferved  by  Photius  efteemed  notwithftanding  all 
itsfeults.  Fn^m^i  writ  the  lame  hiftory  in 
Latin  as  Olympiodorus  in  Greek j  and  took  care 
to  particuiarife  every  adtion,  which  makes  him 
valuable  among  theicarcity  of  the  hiilorians.of 
thofe  times.  Pbihjiorgius  was  a  violent  AriaHy 
and  writ  a  Church  Hijiory  ij>  12  books,  from 
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340  to  425,  which  is  nothing  but  a  romantic 
defcription  of  the  heroic  aftions  of  Kis  party: 
the  moft  c6nfummate  villains  among  the  Arians 
arc  his  faints,  die  CatboKcs  and  Semi^ariam 
cheats  and  impdftors.     His  ftile  is  elevated,  and 
fometimes  fet  off  with  agreeable  figures  of  rhe- 
toric, but  not  knowing  when  to  fcaveofF,  he 
in  fome  places  ftufis  them  in  fo  thick  that  they 
become  tirefom.     It  is  no  wonder,  fuch  a  con- 
tinual tifTue  of  lies  and  calumny  ihould  be  in 
the  utmoft  deteftation  with  the  orthodox,  and 
diat  by  confequence  we  have  nothing  but  Pbo-- 
tius^s  abridgement  of  him,  and  fome  fcrap$  out 
of  Suidas.     Claudiatiy  who  viras  a  heathen  hi- 
ftorian  of  his  times  in  verfe,  was  the  moft  ex- 
celfeiit  of  ill  die  latin  poets  fince  the  Augvftan^ 
age  \  his  periods  are  finootH,  his  fancy  elevated 
and  copious,  tho'  fbmetimes  redundant  and  car- 
ried away  with  the  heat  of  his  imsfgination.  Ru- 
tiliui  was  a  heathen  poet  foo  of  quality,  who 
writ  his  travels  in  verfe,  and  dealt  his  invedtives 
about  agaiifft  the  Jenios  and  Chriftians  flocked 
with  much  wit  and  moire  malice.     Macrobius 
z  grecian  Pagan  writ  in  latin  the   Saturna^ 
Hay  in  which  hebrings  down  abundance  of  the. 
works  of  antiquity,  makes  agreeable  gramma- 
tical and  fometimes  hiftorical  refleftions.     Ser-^ 
vius  is  the  celd^ated-commcntator  of  Virgil^ 
who  with  fome  few  faults  has  many  excel- 
lencies. 

12.  This  year  put  a  final  period  to  the  patri- 
archs of  the  Jews.  From  the  rain  of  their 
temple  they  were  without  altar,  without  the 
cphod,  without  facrifice,  deftitute  of  the  true 
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worfhip  of  God,  an^  at^he  fame  time  extreme- 
Ivaverfe  to  idplatiy.  They-  refined,  howcvor, 
Afll  their  iabbath^y  their  uqleavened  b^eadj  &c^ 
and  were  marked  by  circumciik>n,  that  like  Cmn 
they  might  not  be  kille^  as  tbey  were  hjd  from, 
the  face  of  God,  and  became  ^gabonds  upon, 
the  earth.  Like  fo  maily  EJauSy  they  were  fer- 
vants  to  the  true  Ifraely  and  hk^  beaftfi  <^  bur- 
den carried  the  jfcriptures  about  with  theniy  that 
thus  they  might  fund  authentic  witness  tp.ther 
Pagans^  and  to  the  T^i  againfl  thepife)v^«^ 
They  alfo  retained  a  kmd ,  of  a  fiiperior  aqion^ 
them,  diflinguifhed  by  the  title  of  a  patriarchy, 
tho*  neither  defcended  from  the  tribe  of  Juda, 
nor  the  race  of  Aaron^  who  exadl:e4  frpm  the.

fit  to  abolifh  this  ofBce  entirely,  jib.  that  frgtxi  this^

cellent  religious,  then  an  admirable  pc^late,  paid 

'  this  year  his  debt  to  nature,  and  was  fucc^ded  by 
S.  Martinian.  jittifus  Bp,  of  C.P.  died  hdhs^ 
him  :  we  have  already  given  his  charadier,  and 
1  fhall  only  add,  that  be  cpoahf^ted  Pelagiamjk$ 
with  a  true  epifcopal  MjiL     ;

I.  A  FT E K  Atticuis dcaA,  Ae  fuoceflion 
-iV  fccmed  to  hang  between  Pbitip  of  5i- 
^tf  and  Proclus  two  priefts  of  C  P.  and  difl 
cipks  of  S.  Gbryfojlomy  but  the  love'  Ae  peojrfc 
had  for  SifinniuSy  who  waspaftor  of  a  paiifh  in 
the  fuburbs^  calfed  Elaia  or  the  Olive  where 
our  Saviour's  afcenfion  was  annually  celebrated 
with  great  iblemnity,  determined  the  choice  in 
his  favour.  He  had  always  been  e3ctreme)y  chaft 
and  charitable  to  the  poor  even  to  in  exce&,  and 
this  perfeftion  rofe  higher  in  proportion  to  his 
dignity.  PbiHp  of  Sida  in  Pampbylia  wrote 
a  book  called  the  cbrijiian  bijhry^  confifting 
of  30  books,  and  each  book 'of  24  fe£Hons; 
/.  e.  in  all  72ofeftions.  He  writ  after  a  diffiiie 
(ifiatic  ihanner,  but  nothing  cckild  be  more 
unequal  than  his  work:  fometimes  abundance  of 
momentous  adbtons  were  huddled  up  together 
for  (horthefi  iake^  ibmetimes  again  mfles  werd 
dilated  upon,  and  continually  to  (hew  his  learn- 
ing, ui^fe  digreffioris  out  trf"  geometry,  mufiC| 
@r.  were  brought  in  by  head  and  ihoulders  r  in 
this  hiftory  he  often  dedaimed  againfl  Sijinnius^ 
who  was  preferred  to  thcf  fee  of  C.  P.  before 
him,  tho^  in  his  own  opinion,  •he  manifeftly 
cxcdUed  Stfinmus  in  eloquence.  His  competitor 
Proclus  was  a  perfbn  of  a  quite  difierent  temper; 
and  Sifinniusy  who  could  have-wifhcd  him  Bp. 
in  his  place,  confecrated  him  Bp.  for  the  fee  of 
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Cyzicus.  But  the  people  there  diiputing  his  au- 
thority, and  aUedging,  that  the  prcstended  pri- 
yifegfes  of  that  fee  were  only  the  efiedis  of  ^Z- 
ticus*s  ufurpation,  Proclus  glad  to  be  freed  from 
liich  a  burden  came  back  to  C.  P.  and  Si/in^ 
niuSf  who  perhaps  by  this  time  wasconvincc^  of 
Att tens' s  encroachments,  let  the  affair  drop^  fo 
that  Dalmatius  was  made  bifhop  there.  Si^ 
Jinnius  having  rid  his  hands  of  this  bufinefe^ 
zealoufly  proiecuted  the  Mejalian  monks,  and 
procured  the  baniihment  from  C.  P.  of  A^ 
lexahder  the  founder  of  the  Acemetes^  whofe 
character  being  doubtfril,  I  fhall  fpeak  the  leis  of. 
He  was  born  in  j^ia  minor  of  a  noble  &mily^ 
iludied  ^t  C  P.  where  afterwards  he  obtained 
fortie  office  in  the"  emperor^s  palace,  frpm  whence 
he  retired  into  a  monafrery  in  Syria^  He  was. 
o£Ebnded  there  at  the  religious  cultivating  gardens 
and  laying  up  provifion.for  the  next  day,  which 
m^de  him  think  of  another  kind  of  life  that 
he  judged  more  perfedt ;  in  his  travels  into 
&yriay  he  converted  Rabula  afterwards  bifhop 
oi  Edejfa^  declined  the  ^pifgopai  dignity  ofSbred 
to  him,  converted  thirty  highway*mcn,  and 
put  them  under  a  fuperior  to  teach  them  reii-< 

gious  obfervaqpe*  Then  after  three  years  prayer, 
e  infrituted  a  perpetual  choir  for  his  diiciples^ 
which  being  of.  four  different  nations,  Syrians^ 
Grecians^  Latins  and  Egyptians^  he  diftriboted 
them  into  fopr  different claffes,  who, keeping 
choir  by  turns  perpetuated  the  praiie  of  God 
without  interraption.  *  They  foon  inpreafed  to 
the  number  of  400,  their  poverty  was  prefcrib- 
c4  by  a  prohibition  of  any  change  of  drefs, 
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multiplicity  of  garmentSj  orprovifion  for  more, 
than  a  day.  Coming  to  Antioch  he  oppofed 
Pvrpbyrius's  intmfion  in  404,  and  returning  af-* 
terwards  imder  n^dotus  was  by  that  holy  bi-^* 
fbop  turned  out  of  Antioch  for  a  Mejjalian.  St^ 
^;zwi  had  the  feme  idea  of  him,  and  therefore 
chafed  him  ftom  C  P.  He  continued  his  in- 
ftitute  however  to  the  day  of  his  death,  which 
happened  four  years  from  this  time.  SS.  M- 
lus  and  Theodotus  were  of  opinion,  that  he : 
was  a.  Meffalian  i  it  is  evident^  however,  that  * 
hisfuccefforA/^r^^//i/i  a  man  of  incomparable 
virtue  and  wifdom,  propagated  this  inftitute 
withunfullied  zeal ;  fo  that  xiAkxander^  leaned 
fomething  towards  tht  Meffklians,  it  was  only  by 
a  peribnal  error,  which  did  not  infc<5t  his  flock. 

2.  Patroclus  Bp.  oiArles^  who  had  plagued 
the  church  by  his  ambition,  tyranny,  ufiirpati^ 
ons,  &c.  wasftabbed  in  feveralplacesbya^tfr^ 
barian^  who  had  received  private  orders  from 
jRf//A:  mailer  of  the  militia  to,  murder  him  and 
7itus  a  holy  deacon*  Honor atus^  who  fucceed* 
ed  PatrocluSj  had  more  virtues  than  the  other 
vices:  he  was  born  in  Gauly  of  an  illuftrious 
family  that  had  been  honoured  with  the  fu-* 
preme  d^nity  of  the  confulfliip.  His  educati-^ 
on  and  genius  equalled  the  noblenels  of  his  ex-* 
tradtion,  infomuch  that  he  generally  by  ftrengthi 
andaddrels  bore  away  the  prize  in  bodily  exer^; 
cifes,  and  inthe  produftions  df  his  mind  fhew^ 
ed  a  beauty  and  Itrength  beyond  his  years  wor- 
thy of  pofterity.  His  almofl  infafit  thoughts 
^tended  themfebes  to  wide  eternity,  and  fixed 
his  refblutions  before  the  firft  dawn  of  youth,

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notwithftanding  hi^  fadier's  oppofition,  to  re« 
ceive  baptifin,  and  with  it  to  quit  the  pomps  of 
the  world  for  coarfe  attire  and  a  mortified  life* 
His  elcter  brother  Venantius  was  his  companion 
in  his  pious  undertakii^ ;  and  both  of  them, 
after  diilributing  their  goods  to  the  poor^  put 
themfelves  under  the  conduct  of  Caprtfms^  a 
venerable  fblitary  peribi;i  of  a  confiunmate  wi^ 
.  dom  in  the  iilands  by  MarfeiHes.    From  thence 
they  travelled  into ^r^/7^  where  Venantius^-- 
ed,  and  Honoratus  returned  into  Prw^«^.  jL^- 
ontius  the  Bp.  of  Frejus  defired  he  would  take 
up  his  habitation  in  bis  diocefe^  to  which  H(h 
mratusy  who  was  well  acquainted  with  the  rare 
qualifications  of  this  holy  prelate,  readily  con- 
fented ;  afld  to  fhun  the  per&cutions  of  honour, 
which  he  thought  too  frequendy  followed  him, 
chofe  about  the  begkining  of  thiscentury  the  ifland 
of  Lerinay  which  was  then  a  dry  (fe&rt  place 
inJfeited  with  ierpeots^  but  at  his  arrival  was  de» 
liveied  totally  from  thoie  venomous  animals, 
and  by  his  prayers  enriched  with  fprings  of  wa- 
ter.    Great  multitudes  of  people    leibrted  to 
him  thither,  to  be  formed  more  perfe  A  fervants 
of  God;  he  durftnot  tmft  him^f  abnewith 
thecondud:ofthem,  but  afted  every  thing  by 
Caprajiui\  advice,  fo  that  like  Mofe4  and  Aar$n 
they  governed  joimly  tog^er  God's  chofen  pec* 
pie.     One  diicharged  the  part  of  a  vigilant  p^^ 
ftor,  whilft  the  odier  in  the  fecret  d[  bi&  cell 
.  implored  t^.his  continual  prayers  the  divine  aA 
Mance*.   Under  fuch  chiefs,  they  had  always 
the  pillar  of  the  cloud,  and  tlie  pillar  of  fim; 
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the  one  to  enlighteD^  and  the  other  to  reftefh 
them* 

3.  They  abounded  there  in  the  affloence  of 

all  blefling$  ipiritual  and  temporal ;  the  latter 

ones  were  bellowed  upon  them  with  ibch  a  pro^ 

fufion  of  the  faithfuFs  charity^  that  they  were 

obliged  to  have  a  perfon  of  known  probity  to 

diftribute  among  the  poor  the  vaft  overplus  of 

what  was  necefTary  for  then>«    Out  of  thc& 

riches  S.  Homratm  only  took  barely  enough  for 

die  daily  portion  of  hia  monks,  by  wluch  it 

fomecimes  haji^ned  that  they  had  nothing  to 

feed  upon  but  the  herbs  of  the  ifland.   The  al>. 

ftinence  of  the  religious  at  all  times  was  exem«^ 

plary,  their  obedience  prompt  and  retirement 

wonderful.    S.  Honaratus  never  left  the  ifland 

but  once,  and  that  upoa  the  following  occafion. 

He  had  a  relation  called  Hilary  j  wilo  was  po£> 

fefied  of  all  the' qualifications  l)oth  of  mind  and 

body 5  that  could  make  him  appear  to  advantage 

in  the  wcn'ld.     He  had  a  fweet  counteiknce, 

brifk  4>arlding  eyes^  an  agreeable  deportment^ 

and  an  excellent  genius^  His  education  was  fuit«* 

aUetothe  dignity  of  his  birth,  and  his  namral 

talents  were  lo  far  improved  by  art^  that  he  c9lU 

ried  away  the  {Mi2eof  eloqueax^e  from  his  coun^ 

try-*men^  and  c4>tained  the  chiefefl  offices  among 

them.     It  grieved  3.  Homratus  to  ibe  thefe  per« 

fedicms  in  him  perverted  to  a  wrong  €»d^  and' 

therefore,  with  the  flronged  teafons  and  the  ten«* 

dereft  es^refliorts,  conjured  him  to  change  his 

1^    Hi/ary,  invincible  in  the  wn>og,  pppo&d 

reafbaa  to  rea^Mi^^  aodto  g^  ridof  hk  trouble^ 

fora  charity,  as  l»  then  thought  it,  fworcthathe 
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would  never  yield  te  jvhat  he  dcfired  of  him. ^ 
Then  S.  HonoratuSy    with   a  prophetic  fpirit 
laid:  well,  therf  I  will  cAjtain  from  God  what 
you:  deny  me.     But  as  yet  the  faint's  te^rs  could 
not  Ibften  Hilarfs  -  hardriefe,  nor  hiis  afiedtion 
perfulade  him  to  favehimfelf,  fo  that  by  an  un- 
happy viftory  he  made  Honor atus  quit  the  field 
and  return  home.     But  in  thisdiftance  of  place 
Honor  atus  attacked  him  by  the  violence  of  his 
prayers,  and  made  his  rebellious  heart  yield  to 
the  power  of  God's  right-hand.    Hilary  him- 
felf  thus  defcribes  the  manner  of  it :  What  a- 
gitations,  what  tempefts  did  the  combat  of  con- 
trary wills  then  excite  in  me  ?  How  often  was  I    , 
for  and-againft^the-  feme  thing!  but  at  length 
y.  C.  adted  in  me  hyHonoratus-,  and  three  days 
after  he  departed  fromi  me,  the  mercy  of  God, 
which  he  had  folicited  by  his  prayers,  fubdued 
my  ftubborn  foul.    The  trouble  of  my  thoughts 
had  bariifliedfleep  from  my  eyes.     I  few  on  one 
fide  Cy&r/)^,  who  called  me  with  his  goodnefe,  and 
on  the  other  the  world,  prefenting  me  a  proipeft 
oftdlits  charms  and  pleafiires.  My  mind  made  a 
comparifon  of  both  fidfes,  and  floated   up  and 
dovvn  in  liifpence  of  the  choice  I  ought  to  pur- 
fue.     But,  O  divine  Jefus  !  thanks  to  your  mer-  ' 
cy,  which  the  prayers  of  your  feryant  Honor a-^ 
tu$  prevailed  upon,  that  has  broke  my  chains  to 
jfix  jx\t  to  you   by  the  chains  of  love.     From 
this  happy  captivity  I  will  fall  no  niore  into  the 
flavery  of  fin.     I  come  fubmitting  myfelf  to 
you  my  God,  from  v^hom  my  pride  had  kept 
mefar^fl^der,  &c.^  In  obedience  to  this  di- 
vine vooation  he  fold  hi^eftaffe  to  his  brother, 
.     .  \  ;.  C  gave 
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gave  part  of  the  money  to  the  poor,  and  part 
for  the    ufe  of   indigent  monafterics  \     thea 
went  to  S.  Honor atus^  who  to  take  him  from 
the  dangerous  baits  of  the  world,    haftened  to 
fliut  him  up  in  the  delart  of  Lertna.     Imme- 
diately then  appeared  in  Hilary  the  wonderful 
change,  feys  S.  L^^,  which  the  grace  of  God, 
that  fore-runs  the  free-will  of  man,  works  in  a 
foul  truly  converted.     His  looks  were  modeft, 
his  mind  eafy,  his   language  humble,  and  his 
whole  exterior  and  interior  fpoke  a  perfon  that 
had  put  his  hand  to  the  evangelical  plough  with- 
out looking  back,  or  thinking  of  what  he  had 
left  behind  him.  There  is  a  doubtful  expreffion  in 
S.  Eucherius^  that  hints  at  his  being  baptifed  after 
his  converfion ' and  retreat;  but  very  plain  ones 
of  the  profound  efteem  Eucbetius  had  of  his 
virtues,  to  whom  hq  trufted  the  education  of 
his  fon  SaloniuSy  and  of  his  daily  improvement 
under  the  condud:  of  the  holy  Honor atus. 

4.  S.  Honoratus  teing  returned  to  his  beloved 
folitude,  converfed  by  an  epiftolary  correfpon- 
dence  with  a  world  of  people,  amongft  whon^ 
S.  Paulinus  of  Nola  ftands  diftinguiftied,  as  a- 
mongft  his  difciples  SS.£wi6^r/«jf^  Maximusy 
Lupus^  Vincent y  Hilary.  Eucherius  was  a  weal- 
thy fenator  of  Lyom^  and  father  of  two  fens 
Veranus  and  Salonius.  Maximus  fucceeded  Ho^ 
noratus  in  the  monaftery  oiLerina^  upon  his* 
promotion  to  the  fee  of  Aries.  Lupus  W2is  a  man 
of  quality  born  at  TouJ  in  Lomin  and  married 
to  Pameniola  fifter  to  the  juft  mentioned  Hila^ 
ry ;  after  they  had  paffed  feven  years  together  in 
a  conjugal  ftate,  the  Spirit  of  God  infpired  them 
G  3  .  bjr 
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by  mutuil  confent  to  continence,   -She  retired  to 
a  monafteiy  of  nuns,  arid  he  went  to' Lerina, 
from  whence  returning  this  year  to  Mafcon  to 
fell  his  eftate  and  give  the  price  of  it  to  the  poor, 
the  peq)le  of  the  city  of  Troyes  in  the  lower 
Champagne  ckAed  him  bifliop,     Vincent  was 
B.JLufus*s  brother,  whom  he  accompanied  from 
Lerinaj  probably  upon  the  fame  account.     The 
beginning  of  Viitcenfs  life  may  be  taken  from 
his  own  words  in  his  Commonitoryy  writ  eight 
years  after  this  time,  in  which  he  feys :  as  time 
is  always  fnatching  ibmcthing  from  us  in  this 
world,  fb  we  by  way  of  repriial  fliould  be  al- 
ways fiiatching  fomething  from  time  to  make 
provifionr  for  eternity. .  • .  The  commodiouihefi 
of  the  plac6  is  likewife  another  invitation  to  the 
work.     For  having  made  my  efcape  from  the 
croud  and  clutter  of  cities  to  an  obfcure  village, 
and  there  fhut  my felf  up  in  the  fccret  abode  of  a 
monaflery,  where  without  great  diftraftion  the 
Ffalmijih  admonition  may  be  praftifed.    Be 
you  quiet  and  fee  that  lam  God.   Moreover  foch 
a  work  fiiits  befl  with  that  religious  life  I  now 
profcfs.   I  have  been  fiifficiently  toffed  about  for 
fome  time  in  the  fad  variety  and  confufion  of  a 
military  life,  but  now  a^ length  by  the  bleffing 
of  Chi^ijl  have  taken  fhelter  in  this  harbour  of 
religion,  the  fafeft  refuge  from  the  wbrld,  here 
to  diveft  my  foul  of  all  its  ruffling  paiSons  of 
pride  and  vanity,  and  to  ofier  up  to  God  the 
acceptable  facrifide  of  a  truly  Cbrifiian  humili^ 
tyj  that  thus  iniiired  from  worldly  temptations, 
I  may  avoid  hot  only  the  wrecks  of  this  prefcnt 
life,  but  the  burnings  of  that  which  is  to  comc;. 

5.  It 
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5*  It  was  to  S.HMoratus  and  the  monks  of 
Lerina^  that  Caffidn  dedicated  his  coUations  or 
conieroices.  This  Cajjian  was  bom  in  Scythia 
of  noble  parents,  and  con&crated  his^iy  vears 
to  the  iovice  of  God  in  a  motiz&crf^J^ble" 
bem,  diftindl  from  &.Jerom\  For  greater  im- 
provement, he  and  one  Germanusy  with  wj^m 
DC  contraded  a  ffa-iA  friendfhip,  went  to  vigt 
the  monks  and  anchorits  of  Egypt  zndJieiai-' 
dai  after  feven  years  flay  among  them,  in  which  I 
time  he  had  been  entertained  with  excellent 
diicouries  and  examples  of  fpiritual  comport^ 
ment,  they^  returned  to  the  deiarts  of  Syria  : 
the  monks,  at  that  time  being  under  Tbeophilus 
of  jikxanJria  8  lafh  upon  the  account  of  O^ 
rigenifm  and  Antbrcpomorpbitifmy  came  to 
a  P.  where  S.Chry/bJiom  made  Caffian  dea* 
con ;  but  this  holy  bifhop  not  long  after  being 
unjuftlydepo&dy  he,  with  Germanus  now  or- 
dained priefl,  took  a  journey  to  Rome  with  let- 
ters in  his  defence.  Caffian  was  after  this  made 
priefl,  and  at  Marfeilles  founded  two  monaflc-p 
ries  one  for  women  and  the  other  for  men, 
which  lafl  is  the  celebrated  abby  of  S.  ViSlor. 
There  he  compofcd  feveral  writings:  thfe  firfl  is 
called  the  monks  infiitutionsy  divided  into  12 
books,  whereof  the  firfl  four  treats  of  the  drefi 
and  way  of  living  of  the  eajiern  monks,  and 
the  other  eight  are  taken  up  with  remedies  a- 
gainfl:  the  eight  deadly  fins;  This  treatife  is  ad- 
dieffcd  to  Cajlor  Bp.  of  AptS  (a  fmall  town  20 
miles  almofl  N.  of  Aixf  under  which  arch-bi- 
ihoprick  it  is  as  Well  as  Frejus  his  brother  Le- 
Ontius's  fee)  at  whofe  requefl  Ca^an  formed  a 
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plan  for  the  future  monafteries  this  bifliop  de* 
iigned  out  of  the  pradliceofthe  ea^ern  monks. 
His  fii ft  book  deicribes  their  drefs :  the  iecond 
their  choir,  in  whieh  he  remarks,  that  they  liad 
twelve  pfaliBS  at  veipers  and  as  many  at  matins  : 
that  the  leflons  for  Saturday^  Sunday  and  Lenty 
wajp  out  of  the  new  fcripture,  but  at  other  times 
owleflbn.out  of  the  Nev>  and  another  out  of 
tlie  Old  Teftament :  at  the  end  of  every  pfidm 

§  ^he  religious  flood  up  and  faid  a  fhort  prayer  in 
lecret,  but  no  Gloria  Patri^  as  was  praftifed  in 
tlie  weftern  church ;  neither  were  thefe  p&lms 
lung  alternatively,  but  one  fong  them  with  pau-r 
les,  and  the  reft  liftened  with  fiience  and  atten- 
tion. From  Saturday  ve^)ers  to  Sunday\  and 
from  Eajier  to  Wbitfuntidey  they  had  no  genu- 
flexions nor  fafting.  In  the  third  book  he  tells 
us,  that  tierce yfexty  and  noney  had  each  of  them 
three  pfalms;  that/^nVw^wasriotinufe  among  the 
Egyptian  monks,  but  lately  eftablifhed  in  the 
Weji  and  at  Bethkbem-y  that  the  monks >vho  came 
after  the  firft  pfalm  were  not  allowed  to  enter  the 
oratory  or  choir,  but  lie  proftrateat  the  door,  to 
beg  pardon  for.  their  lazinefs  at  their  cotoing  out ; 
trjt  at  night  they  might  enter  before  the  fecond 

,  pfalm  was  over ;  that  Saturdays  faft  was  intro- 
duced at  Uome  after  S. Peters  example,, who 
fafted  on  the  Saturday  to  overcome  Simon  the 
rnagician.  In  the  fourth  book  he  (hews,  that 
none  are  admitted  among  them,  unlefs  firft  well 
tried  by  patipntly  bearing  afirpnts,  &c.  that  no 
perfon's  goods  muft  go  to  the  monaftery  he 
lives  in,  left  it  fhould  prove  a  motive  for  exalting 

*  bimfelf  above  others.     Thgt  at  the  fign  that 
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called  them  to  prayers  or  work^  they  muft  im- 
mediately leave  all  they  were  about  to  go  where 
they  are  called,  without  fo  much  as  ftaying  to 
make  an  end  of  the  leaft  letter  of  the  alphabet 
•  begun.  The  eight  following  books  are  againft 
the  eight  capital  fins,  which  he  reckons  thus: 
gluttony,  fornication,  cpvetoufnefs,  anger,  fed- 
nds,  anxiety,,  vain-glory  and  pride. 

6,  His  Conferences  or  Collations  next  liicceed- 
€d,  which  bring  down  the  choice  fentencesand  ^. 
:inftra<ftions  of  the  moft  illuftrious  abbots  of  jB- 
gypt  and  Tbebaida.  They  are  24  in  all,  the  ten . 
iirft  are  dedicated  to  Leontius  bifhop  oiFrejus^ 
and  Helladius  fiiperior  of  the  monaftery  efta- 
blifhedby  Cafior ;  the  7  following  ones  are  dedi* 
xated  to  S.  Honoratusy  in  the  third  of  thefe,  that 
is  the  thirteenth  of  the  24,  he  unhappily  broaches 
the  peftilent  liquor  of  Semupelagianifm  :  for  zU 
iho'he  had  Efficiently  declared  againft  the  grof- 
fcr  errors  of  PelagiuSj  and  admitted  of  the  nc- 
ceffity  of  grace  to  cMnpleat  good  works  in 
order  to  falvation,  yet  he  here  eikbliflies,  that 
the  beginning  of  our  gobd  defires  and  a<ftiori$ 
often  fore-ran  all  grace,  which  is  then  acquired 
by  human  labour  and  induftry.  It  is  to  be  la- 
mented, that  a  work  in  other  points  fo  ufeful 
(hould  have  theie  ftains ;  but  S.  Eucherius  and 
ViBor  ian  African  making  an  abridgment  of  it 
blotted  them  out,  and  it  is  probable  that  SS.fi^- 
neiiSt^  John  Climacus\  Gregory  the  great^  Peter 
Damidny  Dominic^  Thomas  of  Aquine yWith  Caf 
Jiodorus  and  Rbabanus^  had  thefe  abridgments 
in  their  eye,  when  they  extolled  them  at  fo  high 
a  rate,  and  took  them  for  leflbns  whereby  to 
'  ,  '  form 
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form  their  tives.  S.  Honaratus's  monks  at  firft 
fcem  not  to  have  been  infedted  with  the  poij(bn 
of  this  thirteenth  conference^  but  it  worked  by 
flow  d^rees  and  feifed  upon  fame  there,  who 
would  otherwi&have  been  the  brighteft  luminaries 
of  this  2^  in  the  GaUic  church.  The  contagion 
vczdicdFitalis  a  perfon  of  note  in  Jfrica^  who 
afferted  that  the  beginning  of  faith  was  not  the  gift 
of  God ;  but  allowed  that  to  be  his  gift  which  our 
prayers  obtained  by  faith,  S/Auftin  confuted  him 
by  feveral  arguments,  but  principally  by  the 
.  prayers  of  the  church  for  the  converfion  of  in-- 
fidels,  which  prayers  are  much  the  £une  with 
thofe  of  Goodfriday.  He  proceeded  to  ihew, 
that  it  would  be  ridiculous  to  pray  for  what  we 
believe  that  vrt  alone  perform,  or  thank  God  for 
thoie  things  which  we  hold  he  does  not  perform. 
He  then  propofed  12  articles  relating  to  grace, 
each  of  which  he  proved  (o  fully,  that  Vitalis 
yielded  to  the  force  of  tmth,  and  fubmitted  to 
the  energy  of  divine  grace. 

7.  Leporius^  who  held  Pelagian  tenets  againfi: 
grace,  and  fbme  new-fangled  minions  concern- 
ing  the  incarnation,  being  conmted  by  the  Gal^ 
tic  bifhops  and  S.  Aufiin^  made  a  public  retrac* 
tation  of  his  errors,  and  was  by  S.Auftin  ordain- 
ed  priefl.  He  had  a  long  time  before  abandon- 
ed a  plentiful  eftate  to  embrace  this  holy  prelate's 
inftitute,  who  obierving  his  humility  and  other 
good  qualities  advanced  him  to  this  dignity.  Se^ 
verus  Bp.  of  Mikvis  had  fucb  a  good  opbion  of 
one  of  his  priefls,  that  without  intimating  any 
.  thing  of  it  to  his  peq)le  he  nominated  him  his 
fucc^for.   Severusdjingy  the  clergy  were  afraid 
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of  commotions  in  the  city  about  this  nominati-  . 
on,  and  defiredS.  Aujiin  to  come  thither  to  ob- 
viate them  if  poiEblc  by  his  prefcnce.  He  came 
accordingly,  and  the  good  cnarafter  of  the  per- 
fon  defigned,  and  S.  Aujlin\  authority  had  the 
defiled  efiedl :  but  apprehending  the  fame  or 
worfe  inconveniencies  after  his  deceafe  at  HippOy 
he  called  the  clergy  and  people  together  and  told 
them,  that  confidering  his  great  age  of  72 
years,  he  had  defigned  Eraclius  one  of  his 
priefts  forhisfiicceffor,  in  cafe  they  had  no  ex- 
ceptions againfl:  him.  The  known  probity  of 
Enir//»j  warded  off  any  thing  of  this  kind,  he 
was  acclaimed  fiiccefipr  to  the  univer&l  iatisfac- 
tion  of  the  city;  after  which  be  committed  to 
fais  care  mofi:  of  his  afiairs,  and  particularly 
thoie  that  related  to  trials^  that  he  might  have 
more  time  to  prepare  for  eternity, 

8.  -^r'tfr/afi's  tryal  came  on  again :  popeG?- 
kjiine  had  thought  fit  to  refi:ore  him  to  his  dig-, 
nity,  for  which  purpofe  he  fent  FauftinuSy  who 
had  been  his  predeceflbr  Zofimus's  legate  in  A^ 
Jrica^  to  judge  hiscaufe;  Aureliusoi  Carthage^ 
Vahntinm  the  primate  of  Numidta^  and  130- 
ther  bifhops  were  pfefcnt,  -where  Apiarius  w9iSi 
charged  with  a  number  of  monftrous  crimes, 
clearly  proved  againft  him,  tho'  Faujiinus  was 
his  advocate  as  well  as  judge ;  but  the  moft  in- 
conteftable  proof  was  his  own  confeflion  of  tho 
criminal  fads  alledged,  extorted  fi"om  him  by 
the  remorfe  and  ftings  of  his  confcience.  Af. 
tcr  this  the  African  bifhops  writ  a  letter  to  the 
pope  to  conjure  him  not  to  be  fb  eafy  in  receiv- 
ing the  appeals  of  excommunicated  perfons^ 
which  in  regard  of  pricfts  they  laid  were  forbii 
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by  the  council  oSNice^  and  inferred  the  lame  in 
'  regard  of  biftiops.  Thefe  15  fathers  it  feems 
did  not  yet  know  the  canons  cited  by  pope  Zofi^ 
mus's  legates  belonged  to  the  council  of  Sardica, 
and  touched  with  the  inconveniency  of  thefe 
appeals  were  for  ftretching  the  iV/V^w  canons  out 
farther  than  they  could  bear :  if  they  abfolutely 
pretended  that  the  appeakand  the  canons  daflied 
is  uncertain,  but  this  is  evident,  that  afterwards, 
upon  the  |cnowledge  I  feppofe  of  the  Sardica 
canons,  they  gave  the  pope  nis  right  of  receiving 
appeals  from  their  biftiops,  as  well  as  from  all 
thq  bifliops  of  the  catboHc  world,

I.  C  A I N  T  Auftin's  next  labour  was  to  fctde 
i3  the  minds  of  the  monks  of  Adrtftnetum 
(now  Mahometa)  fituated  on  the  fea-coafts  near 
'  Tunis.  Florus  a  native  of  Uzala  went  thither 
'  from  the  monaftery  along  with  jF(?//Ar,  where 
finding  S/^^/Vs  letter  to  SixtuSy  they  copied 
it  out,  and  jF>//x  brought  it  home,  read  and  ex- 
plicated it  to  the  monks;  fome  of  them  were 
ilrangely  ftartled  at  this  letter,  and  imagined  it 
to  be  none  of  S.  Auftiri%y  and  if  it  was,  that  it 
cpntained  falfe  do(3xine,  at  leaft  in  the  latitude 
of  Felixh  explication.  Florus  returning  to  A-- , 
drumetumy  and  being  blamed  by  the  monks  as 
the  author  of  all  their  difquiets  in  fending  this 
letter  among  them,  he  told  the  whole  affair  from 
firft  to  laft  to  Valentine  the  abbot,  who  writ  to' 
J^yodiusBp.  of  U^ala  arid  got  a  learned  priel|: 
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tailed  Sabinus  to  explicate  the  difficulties  of  this 
letter.  Evodius  and  Sabinus  com^YiQ^,  with  the 
abbot's  requeft,  but  Sabinus' s  explication  availed 
nothing,  and  Evodiush  letter  met  with  the  fame  . 
fate  as  S.  Auftiri^  ;  Valentine  therefore  finding 
thefe  remedies  inefFeftual,  at  length  permitted 
Crefconius  and  one  Felix  (different  fi-om  F^/w! 
Florus's  companion)  to  go  to  S.Auftin  for  fatis- 
Fadtion.  They  expofed  the  cafe  to  him  as  i£ 
the  letter  and  explications  took  away  free-will  ; 
but  the  firft  Felix  coming  afterwards,  S.  Aujiin 
iufpedted  the  others  had  not  ftated  the  queftion 
right,  fo  he  explicated  to  them  the  meaning  of 
his  writings,  and  read  to  them  the  letters  of  the 
councils  of  Carthage  and  Milevis^  Zofimus's  u- 
nivcrfal  letter,  a  traft  of  S.  Cyprian' Sy  and  then 
ftnt  them  home  with  a  book  of  hisexprefly  made 
to  lay  the  monks  doubts  oi  Adrutnetuniy  which 
he  addrefledtothe  abbot  Valentine  with  the  ti- 
tle :  of  grace  and  free-will^  defiring  to  fend 
Florus  to  him.  . 

2.  He  was  mightily  pleafed  at  Florus* s  arri- 
val to  find  his  fentiments  juft  and  orthodox,  and 
that  peace  was  eflabliflied  in  the  monaftery,  but 
being  informed  that  fome  of  them  there  ftill 
drew  ill  confequences  fi-om  his  doftrine^  as  if  it^ 
inferred  the  deftradtionoffi-ee-will,  the  ufelef- 
nefs  of  prayer,  correftion,  &c.  he  pfenned  an- 
other book  on  this  iiibjeft,  called  of  grace  and 
correSiion.  Some  have  thought  this  monaftery 
divided  into  three  parts,  (i.)  into  Catholics ^  as 
Valentine y  Florus ^  6f^,  (2.)  into  Semi-pelagi- 
ansy  who  were  againft  Fhrusy  arid  (3.)  into' 
PredeJlinarianSy  who  denied  fi-ee-will    As  fci*- 
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the  two  firft,  the  thing  is  too  evident  to  be  i&d 
puted  of:  and  as  for  the  third  iort,  S.  Auftiuj  ia 
the  beginning  of  his  book  of  grace  andfree^ 
nvilU  ipentions  them  as  perfens  who  defended 
grace  ih  fuch  a  manner  as  to  deny  fiee*-will^  and 
that  for  them  he  writ  this  book.  But  this  wa» 
before  Fhruis  arrival,  who  put  matters  in  a . 
truer  light,  and  therefore  the  holy  prelate  in  his 
retradi attorn  does  not  fay  he  writ  the  book  for 
thofe  who  did  deny  man's  free-will,  but  for  tho& 
who  thinking  free-will  was  denied  when  grace 
was  defended,  io  defended  free-will  as  to  deny 
grace.  By  which  itieems,  that  the  ailertors  of 
grace  were  only  traduced  as  Predeftinariam. 

3.  S.  Euchertus  went  from  Lerina  to  Lero  a 
neighboring  ifland,  from  whence  vrritine.  to  W-^ 
lary  at  Lerina^  he  fays :  I  ought  to  relied:  all 
the  defarts  for  being  retreats  to  filch  a  number  of 
faints,  but  my  love  to  Lerina  h  eminendj  £ipe- 
rior  to  the  refl :  there  they  receive  with  opea 
arms  thofe  who  have  been  tofled  about  in  the 
ftorms  of  the  world,  and  defireto  put  into  this 
catm  harbour  of  religion.  There  they  find  a 
(belter  from  the  fcorching  heals  of  concupiicence 
and  worldly  ambition,  and  under  the  fhade  of 
their  Saviour  meet  a  ^tl^  refreshment*  O 
blefled  Jejiis!  what  a^^mhlies^  what  hofb  of 
faints  have  I  there  beheld !  what  ffarong  fcentsof 
eternal  life,  what  rich  perfiimes  offandity !  The 
ihward  man  flandsconfe&d  to  view  by  dbMS  con- 
dud:  of  the  outward  one.  Chari^  ffaridJy  unites 
them  together,  humility  ^bjedts  them  ali^  to 
one  another :  piety  renders  them  mutually  com^ 
paflionate ;  hope  fuflainc  them  on  aaunibakeii 
^  bafe: 
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hafe :  modefty  preicribes  to  all  dieir  ways  and 
ad:ioiis.  Their  fiknce  is  inviolable:  their  fere*- 
niQr  of  mind  fhincs  out  in  their  countenances ; 
and  it  is  enough  to  caft  ones  eyes  upon  them,  to 
behold  a  choir  of  angds  in  a  perfeA  ftate  of 
tranquillity.  They  have  no  defiies,  no  ambition 
but  to  pofie&  him  after  whom  they  figh,  and 
to  whom  th(^  are  borne  away  with  all  theexta-- 
lies  and  tran4)orts  of  love«  They  &ek  and  find, 
fb  that  they  ieem  already  to  be  in  pofleffion  of 
the  joys  whx:h  are  the  ot^d:  of  all  their  thoughts 
and  wiihes« 

4.  Sifinnius  of  C  P.  went  to  receive  his  un--^ 
changeably  the  24^1  of  December.  In  the  (hort 
time  of  his  ^&opacy  he  finifhed  die  church 
which  S.  Chfjjbjhm  had  begun  at  the  tombs  of 
SS.  Martyrius  asd  Marcian.  Soon  after^  i.  e. 
m  this  aad  the  next  year,  died  JPrayks  of  Je^ 
rufakmj  Tbeodstus  ot  jintiocb^  Theodore  of  Mop^ 
JuefHay  zxxA  liomratu^  oi  Aries,  yuvenalmc*  . 
ceoded  Prayhuy  and  cooftituted  jifpebetes  or 
Peter  (p£  whom^.  53.)  blihop  oiihtSara'- 
cjensj  from  that  tMne  tonung  dciignsof  ered:-- 
iQg  his  6e  into  a  poCcmchate.  Theodore  from 
tjie  tinie  he  vtras  made  pricft  very  vigoroufly  at* 
tacked  the  Arians  and  Eunomi^ms^  both  by 
woDckandwritingSy  which  gained  him  tkechs^ 
cai^r  cf  a  pipmas  wdla&a  «n)ed  oian.  As  his 
caufe  in  thefe  writings  was  good,  £>  hisseafi)n-^ 
mgs  were  gena[ally  ^ft,  but  intokrably  tedious^ 
&r  the  cndle&  lepetioons  of  die  &me  thing  over 
and  ovQT  again/  and  often  in  the  iaxne  vrords; 
fcr  llie  £rei^Qtparticipies>  peitnthcieSy  unna^ 
taral  pa£tioBSof  wonls^  which  n^his  Unfe 
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darlc  and  obicare^  notwithftanding  thofe  two" 
great  hdps  to  per^icuity,  his  low  expreffions  : 
and  difiiiib  ftile.  His  other ^wotIcs  wete  not  on-' 
ly  all  of  them  tedious,  but  moft  of  them  erro- 
neous into  the  baigain  ;  as  of  original  fin,  his 
notion  of  the  p&lms  not  belonging  to  Cbrijl  in 
a  literal  ien&,  his  ^cies  concerning  the  Canti^ 
cles  and  yob^  ivfaich  he  retracted  when  he  found 
be  had  incurred  the  people's  indignation  and. 
promifed  to  fupprefi  and  burn,  but  we  do  not 
find  that  he  went  about  it.  Befides  thefe  wri-. 
tings,  he  had  many  others  which  were  handed 
about  only  among  his  own  party  and  were  to 
oioft  people  along  time  unknown  ^  tho^at  lafi:» 
they  apprared  in  ipight  of  their  natural  obfcuri- 
ty  ;  as  his  Cbarifius's  creed j  where  the  venom 
pf  fiiture  Nejiorianifm  is  feen  through  a  confii- 
fion  of  words.  He  was  more  cautious  in  his 
iermons  than  in  his  writings,  however  he  was 
.  fometimes  caught  tripping  there  too,  but  being 
of  a  timor9us  difpofition,  he  eafily  difengagcd 
himfelf  by  retra<aing.  .  Moft  of  his  writing  are 
now  loft,  fo  that  we  have  nothing  remaining, 
except  the  titles  and  fiiagments  that  were  col- 
leded  either  by  hisdefenders,  or  by  his  accufers.* 
5.  S.  Honor atm  finding  his  end  drawing  near,' 
lent  for  Hilary^  now  ablx)t  of  Lerina.  At  his 
arrival  at  ArleSy  when  he  perceived  there  was 
no  longer  hopes  of  his  guide  and  maftcr's  life, 
he  was  ready  to  fink  under  the  excefs  of  grief; 
but  the  holy  biftiop  fuppprted  him  with  words 
of  comfort,  and  chid  him  for.  having  fuch  a 
womanifh  concern  for  his  fiicqd's  death,  whea 
be  &w  that  .friend  receive  it  with  open  arms* 
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The  people  had  their  (hare  of  forrow  for  his 
condition,  haviAg  experienced  ;the  happy  change 
from  Patroclus^s  covetoufhefs  and  ambition,  to 
this  bifhop's  charity  and  humility;  under whonfi 
the  ancient  difcipline  of  the  church  began  to 
relpire,  and  the  charity  of  the  apoftolic  age  blaze 
forth  anew.  To  havefome  comfort  in  the  lofe,  they 
defired  him  to  let  them  know  whom  he  thought 
worthieft  to  fucceedhim,  and  the  laint  accord- 
ingly marked  out  Hilary  for  the  peribn.     In*- 
fine,  S.  HonoratusgiaiVt  up  his  foul  into  the  hands 
of  his  Redeemer  the  1 6th  of  January^  and  S. 
Hilary^  after  haying  paid  his  duty  to  his  fune- 
ral obfequies,  fled  away  to  Z/^rm/^  to  avoid- the 
dignity  defigned  for  him.     But  in  vain^  #for  be- 
ing overtaken  in  the  way  he  was  brought  back 
and  acclaimed  S,  Honarafus'sincctffor.     Theodo^ 
tus  oi  Antioch  before  his  death  united  fte  Apol^ 
linarijis  to  the  church.     HisfuccefTor  w^s  John 
a  perfon  of  a  laudable  charad:er,  and  Theodoffs 
was  on^MiletiUs.     At  C.  P.  the  different  fa<fli- 
ons  of  the  people  ran  high  about  a  fuccefTor 
for  Sifmnius^  fome  being  for   Philip  and  o- 
thers  for  Proclus ;  but  the  court,  unwilling  fue- . 
ccffions  ftiould  be  carried  that  way  and  refolv- 
ing  none  of  the  C.  P.  church   (hould  fucceed, 
fent  for  Nejiorius  from  Antioch  and  invefled 
him  in  the  fee  of  C.  P.  the  loth  of  April.  He 
had  his  birth  at  Germanicia^  his  baptifm  and  in- 
fant education  at  Antioch^  and  that  of  riper  years 
in  themonaftery  of  S.  Euprepius  about  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  out  of  town.     He  was  ordained 
pricft  by  Tbeodotus^  and  commifTioned  to  ex- 
plicate the  Chrijlian  doctrine  to  the  faithful, 
VpL.  IV.  H  and 
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and  defend  it  againft  its  advedaries.    This  laft 
part  he  perfornied  with  a  fervent  zeal,  no  one 
being  a  greater  ftickler  than  himielf  againft  the 
Ariam^  Apollinarijis  and  Origenifts  ;  he  was 
alio  an  avowed  admirer  of  S.  Chryjojiom.    He 
had  an  agreeable  delivery  and  a  happy  fluency 
in  exprefling  himfelf  j  but  his  eloquence  had  the 
(bund  and  not  the  ienie,  and  reiembled  thofe 
trees  which  (hoot  forth  leaves  in  abundance  but 
bear  no  fruit.     However,   it  gained  him  fome 
applauie  from  the  people,  and  this  joined  to  his 
pale  countenance,  his  folitude,  his  ftudy,  his 
drefsand  afFeSed  gravity  gave  Ijim  a  reputation, 
for  which,  fays  Vincent  of  Lerina,  he  was  al- 
ways rpore  beholden  to  the  world  than  the  world 
to  him.     He  was  no  fooner  confecrated,  but  he 
harangued  the  emperor  "Theodofms  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  all  the  people  in  this  wife :  purge  the 
land  from  heretics,  and  in  return  I  will  give  you 
heaven  ;  join  with  me  in  a  war  againft  them, 
and  I  will  wage  war  for  you  againft  the  Perji'- 
am.     Now,  %s  Socrates^  tho'  out  x>f  the  ex- 
treme averfion  to  heretics  fome  people  approved 
of  this  iaying,  yet  they  who  few  the  i&rtheft, 
took  it  for  an  earneft  of  his  vain  tuihulent  fpi- 
rit,  and  were  amazed  that  a  ftranger,  before  he 
had  welltafted  of  the  waters  of  the  city,  flaould 
denounce  war  from  the  pulpit  againft  all  fiich  as 
difiered  from  his  fentim^^ts.     His  words  five 
days  after  broke  cait  injo  aiftions,  for  he  pulled 
down  a  conventicle  oiArians  vdierethey  toi^  in 
private ;  they  in  defpair  fet  fire  to  it,  which  oc- 
cafioned  the  burning  of  many  houfcs  in  the 
neighborhood,  and  gave  him  die  name  of  /«- 
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cendiary.  He  periecuteci  the  Novatians  and 
^artO'decimans^  by  which  many  murders  were 
c^ied  at  Miletus  and  Sardis.  Infine,  he  ad;ed 
and  dedaimied  againfl  the  Uafpbemies  of  all  o- 
ther  herefies,  to  open  a  door  to  his  one  fingle  he- 
refy,  which  he  brought  to  light  in  the  following 
manner. 

6.  His  prieft  and  confident  Anajiafms  on  a 
iet  time  preached  in  the  church  of  C.  P :  let 
no  oxiz  call  Mary  the  mother  of  God.  She  was 
a  woman,  and  it  is  impoffible  for  God  to  he 
born  of  a  human  .aeature.  The  people  were 
ftrack  with  horror  ind  amajsement  at  thefe  no- 
vd  blaiphemies,  which  Nejiorius^  inftead  of 
con&ting,  abetted  by  manyfermons.  One  of  - 
them  was  preached  on  Chrifima/s^day^  where 
after  haying  fooke  of  our  creation  and  rcdemp* 
tion,  he  (aid  Mary  was  not  tbeotocos^  but  an- 
thropotocosj  i.  e.  not  mother  of  God,  but  mother 

.  of  man ;  adding  that  if  God  had  a  mother,  the 
Gentiles  would  be  excufable  for  their  brood  of 
goda  and  goddefles,  and  S.  Paul  in  the  wrong 
for  fitying  Chriji^  Heb.j.v.^.  was  without 
Jather^  without  mother  ^  without  genealogy  ^  &c. 
This  blalphemy  filled  the  monafteries  of  the  ci- 
ty with  grief,  and  made  the  greateft  and  foundeft. 
part  of  the  fenate  and  people  have  hisdoftrine  in 
the  utmoft  deteftatiqn  :  fo  that  only  fome  novel- 
lifts,  courtiers,  and  the  Pelagians  whom  he  pro- 
tefted,  fided  with  him. 

7.  Alypius  having  taken  a  third  joqrney  to 
Jiome^  fent  ^Aujiitiy  Julian  the  Pelagian^s 
book  that  anfvvered  his  of  marriages  andconcu- 
pifcence.  The  famt  was  then  bufy  in  making  a  ge^ 
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tieral  review  of  all  his  works  to  correft  what  was 
amifs,  and  to  defend  what  was  right  from  the 
objeaions  of  his  adverfaries ;  but  the  world  be- 
ing in  cxpedlation  of  hisanfwer  to  Julian^  he  was 
fain  to  divide  his  time  between  thefe  two  works, 
allotting  the  morning  for  one  and  the  evening  for 
the  other.  A  tide  of  other  affairs  broke  in  upon 
his  fludies,  fo  that  he  did  not  live  to  finifh  a 
compleat  anfwer  to  yuliariy  but  only  fix  books 
of*  the  eight  he  defigned,  nor  make  the  perfedt 
review  he  intended  3  which  was  to  retouch  his 
fcrmons  and  letters,  as  well  as  his  other  writings, 
which  confifled  6f  93  works  containihg  232 
books.  This  review  is  divided  into  two  parts, 
called  the  firfl  andfecond  books  of  retraBations. 
His  frequent  difputes  with  different  Ariam  was 
one  hinderance,  and  his  conference  with  Maxi- 
min  their  bifhopi  in  particular  ;  for  tho'  in  the 
dilpute  the  faiat  had  gained  a  glorious  victory 
for  the  Son  of  God,  yd  Maximin  gave  out  that 
he  had  baffled  him  by  the  dint  of  arguments 
and  force  of  truth.

I.  ^f^  HIS  boafllng  obliged  S.  Aujim  to  ma- 
JL  nage  his  caufe  by  writing  two  books  a- 
gainfl  this  Arian  bifhop,  whereby  the  abfent  as 
well  as  the  prefent  might  fee  on  whole  fide  truth 
and  reafon  lay.  Having  gained  this  difputed 
field,  he  was  called  to  new  conquefls  over  the 
Semi-Pelagians  in  Gaul,  who  were  formidable 
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for  their  numbers,  and  otherwife  illuftrious  for 
their  merits  :  they  had  read  S.  Aujiiris  works  of 
correSiion  and  grace ^  but,  inftead  of  being  con. 
vinced  by  them,  were  more  (hocked  at  his  doc- 
trine than  before;  and,  tho*  they  had  condemned 
Pelagianifm  and  had  an  infinite  refped:  for  this 
great  dod:or,  concluded  to  hold  their  own  opi-. 
nions  till  iiich  time  as  they  were  proved  erro- 
neous by  reafon  or  the  authority  of  the  church, 
Hilary  a  lay-man  gave  S.  Aujiin  an  account  of 
this  in  two  letters,  of  which  only  the  fecond  is 
now  extant,  telling  him  among  other  things, 
that  they  maintained  the  beginning  of  good  de- 
lires  and  faith  came  fi*om  themfelves,  even  be- 
fore the  reception  of  grace;  but  that  becaufe  he 
wasafi'aid  of  miffing  in  his  expreffion,  heihad 
got  a  peribn  that  independent  of  this  occafion 
defcrved  to  be  known  by  his  holinels,  to  give 
him  the  whole  detail.  This  was  S.  Pro/per : 
he  was  born  at  a  little  town  in  Provence  called 
Ri^Sy  37*  miles  almqft  N.  E.  from  Aix^  its  me-^ 
tropolitan  bifhoprick.  He  was  a  venerable  per-r 
fon,  who  had  never  feen  S.  Aujiin^  but  had  cor- 
relponded  with  him  by  letters  before  :  in  this 
he  explicates  the  fentiments  of  the  Semi-pelagi'- 
ans  in  the  lame  manner  as  Hilary^  but  added 
their  evafions  concerning  childrens  dying  with-r 
out  baptifm  j .  and  that  Hilary  Bp:  oi  Aries y  tho' 
in  other  reipecfts  Jie  perfedlly  agreed  with  his  ho- 
linels, yet  in  this  diflented  from  him,  that  he 
did  not  hold  predeftination  gratuitous.  S.  Aujiin 
anfwered  thefe  letters  by  compofing  two  bpok^ 
of  tjoe  predeftination  of  faints :  which  prove 
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the  n€ceflity  of  grace  to  the  beginning  and  end 
of  all  good  defires  and  juft  aftions,  a  gratuitous 
predeftination,  &c.  after  having  nianifefted  the 
truth  of  hisaffertions,  he  proceeds  to  anfv»reran 
objedtion,  that  thisdoiSrinetho'  true  ought  not 
.  to  be  divulged  for  fear  of  giving  offence,  by 
Ihewing  that  Chriji  and  S.  Pdul^  not  afraid  of 
thispaffive  offence,  preached  up  the  doftrine  of 
grace/,  tho*  at  the  feme  time  he  owns  the  man^ 
ner  of  expreffing  the  truth  may  be  fometimes  o- 
dious, '  and  therefore  points  out  fbme  rules  for 
delivering  it  in  the  moft  unexceptionable  terms. 
The  fecdnd  book  tho*  it  has  the  lame  title  as 
the  firft,  yet  becaufe  it  treats  particularly  of  the 
neceffity  of  grace  to  perfeverance,  is  generally 
diftinguifhed  from  the  other  by  the  name  of  the 
gift  of  perfeverance^  or  as  other  editions  have  it, 
of  the  good  of  perfeverance. 

2.  This  work  ought  td  be  read  attentively  o- 
ver  and  over  again,  by  all  fuch  as  pretend  to  ex- 
plicate tbe  myfteriesand  energy  of  divine  grace: 
it  being  the  mafter-piece  of  the  doftor  of  grace, 
wherein  the  folidity,  ftrength  and  light  of  his 
arguments  feem  to  forpafs  the  capacity  of  man- 
kind, and  ij^eak  themfelves  the  produftions  of 
the  H.  Ghoft,  and  emanations  from  the  firft 
fource  of  tmth.  Succeffive  popes  in  all  ages  have 
efteemed  thefe  divine  writings ;  and  pope  Hor- 
.  mfdas  has  exprefly  declared  them  to  contain  the 
doftrine  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  the 
points  of  grace  and  free-will.  To  thefe  books 
I  fhall  therefore  refer  rtiy  reader,  who  defigns  to 
be  thoroughly  informed  of  the  do(ftrines  relating

to  grace  and  free-will ;  it  being  my  dcfign  at 
pre&nt  to  write  a  hiftory,  and  not  a  treatife  of 
divinky.  ^odvukdeuSy  a  deacon  of  Cartbagey 
rarneftly  befeeched  him  to  add  to  his  other  works- 
a  hiftory  of  all  the  herefies  from  Cbriji  to  the 
prefent  time  5  and  the  iaint,  tho'  he  at  firft  ex- 
cufed  himielf  upon  the  account  of  his  age  and 
laboui9,yet  atlail  yielding  to  his  importunities, 
made  a  ihort  catalogue  containing  88  herefies^ 
taken  moftly  from  S.  Pbilajirius  of  Brefoia  and 
h.Epipbanius  of  Salaminay  vfhofc  panarium 
he  had  not  feen,  but  only  an  abridgment  of  it. 
He  defigned  a  jfecond  book  to  fhew  in  what  he<^ 
rcfy  confiftcd,  had  not  death  prevented  him. 

3.  It  is  tvonderful^  that  the  faint  at  any  time 
could  write  fuch  a  number  of  excellent  works, 
but  more,  that  he  could  do  it  und^r  the  infirmi- 
ties of  old  age^  and  amidfi  the  fwords  and  threats 
of  the  Vandah  whom  count  Boniface  had  in- 
troduced into  ^^/V^.  This  count  had  on  all. 
occaiions  evidenced  bis  fidelity  to  Placidiay  and 
was  in  proportion  rewarded  by  her  with  the 
higheft  honours  5  but  in  this  flate  of  profperity 
he  forgot  Of  negfedted  his  purpole,  if  not  vow, 
v^  of  continence,  and  married  to  Pelagia  a  lady 
\of  the  royal  family  of  ik^  Vandals  5  fhe  was  an 
Arian^  but  upon  this  marriage  renounced  her 
hcrcfy,  feemingly  at  leaft^  for  had  fhe  renounced 
it  fincerely,  neither  (he  nor  the  count  would 
have  ixiSkxfA  their  daughter  to  be  baptifed  by  an 
jirian.  It  was  moreover  the  common  report, 
that  be  let  cpniecrated  virgins  in  his  houfe  be 
pcaveried  and  rebapeifed  by  Arians,  and  that, 
befides  his  ^olt  in  contfa^ing  marriage^  he  kept 
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a  company  of  concubines.    Thcfe  outrageous 
crimes  demanded  fingular  punifhments,  which   • 
were  net  longdefeixed.  For  in 427 /E//«j,  jealous 
.jof  his  rifing  glories,  fuggefted  to  the  emprcfe, 
that  Boniface  kept  private  correfpondencc  with     * 
ih^  Vandals  and  was  carving  out  an  empire  to 
hjmfelf  in  Africa^  where  his  power  was  already 
exorbitant,  to  hinder  which  there  was  no  way 
left  but  to  call  him  home :  at  the  fame  time  he   , 
diipatched  letters  away  tofid?;7j/ir^advifinghim 
to  be  upon  his  guardj  for  malicious  tongues  had 
accufed  him  of  high-treafon,  .  and  that  if  he 
came  to  ^ome  his  defl:rui9:ion  would  be  ineyita-      ' 
ble,     Boniface  receiving  thefe  letters^  tho'  con-  . 
fcious  of  his  own  integrity,  refufed  to  obey  the 
emprefe's  fummons;  whichconvifacing  her  of  the 
truth  of  Mtius^  informations,   flbe.  lent  three 
generals  MavortiuSy  Galbio  and  Semx  againft 
him,  as  an  enemy  to  the  Roman  empire.     But 
thefe  three  being  divided  among  themfelves,  Se* 
nox  flew  the  other  two,  arid  he  himfelf  was  ilain 
by  Boniface^  who  thus  gained,  an  cafy  vidtory 
without  the  lofs  of  a  finglc  man. 

4.  Placidia  to  retrieve  this  lols  fent  Sigif 
vult  with  a  formidable  army  againfl:  him  in 
42  8,  and  he  on  the  other  iide  to  fecure.  himfelf  . 
cajled  in  Guntharius  and  Genferic  two  In'Others 
and  kings  of  thtVandals  to  his  aid,  with  a  pro- 
mijfe  of  alfifting  them  to  divide  Africa  between 
them.  At  their  la.nding  they  deftroyed  all  be- 
fore them  with  fire  and  fwo«d,  iparingnotfo 
much  as  the  leaves  .6f .  trees,  left  they  fliould  af- 
ford fome  fort  of  nourifhmeat  to  the  wretch^ 
who  had  abfconded  in  eaves  and  dens^  but.  their 
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hatred  purfued  the  monaftcries  with  the  utmoft 
vioJencfe,  which  upon  all  occafions  they  burned 
down  to  the  ground  or  deftroyed,  forcing  out 
the  holy  yirgiiis,  robbing  them  of  the  integrity 
of  body,  fometimes  taking  away  their  lives,  and 
other  times  murdering  their  fouls.  The  holy 
bifliops  venerable  for  their  years  and  £nftity 
were  put  to  the  moft  exquifite  tortures  todiicp- 
Ver  their  treafures  ;  and  thofe  who  gave  mony 
and  they  who  gave  none  equally  met  this  bar- 
barous ufege  \  for  however  much  they  gave,  the 
Vandals  ftill  thought  they  had  more  left.  Pa^ 
pinian  Bp.  of  Vita  was  broiled  on  a  grid-iron, 
and  A/Ianfuetus  Bp.  of  Uri  burned  :  others  were 
reduced  to  the  vileft  flavdry,  and  it  would  be 
impoifibk  to  number  tip  all  die  biihops  and  per- 
forts  of  quality,  who  were  made  like  fumpter- 
horfes  to  carry  heavy  burdens,  be  goaded  on,  and 
often  perish  under  the  weight.  They  fnatched 
.young  babes  from  their  mothers  arms,  daftied 
their  brains  out  againft  the  pavement,  or  rip- 
ped up  their  bellies.  The  cities  v^ere  changed 
into  delarts,  the  facraments  and  facrifices  ceafed, 
the  churches  were  abandoned  by  the  bifhops  and 
clergy,  and  the  hymns  and  praifes  of  God  were 
turned  into  the  fed  notes  of  bowlings  and  la- 
mentation^.  S.Auftin  mourned  his  unhappy 
country's  fate,Htal  more  the  occafion  of  it  the 
fins  of  the  people,  which  in  matters  of  luft  and 
blafphemy  were  of  a  prodigious  fize ;  what  he 
could  do  he  did^  and  like  Mofes  interpo&d  for 
them,  ftriving  to  deprecate  by  his  prayers  the 
juft  vengeance  of  the  Almighty,  andextinguilh 
by  his  tear?  the  fire  from  heaven.     Moreover, 
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finding  feveral  paftors&andaloiifly  abandon  their 
churches  in  this  public  calamity,  he  writ  to 
ihew  how  incun^nt  their  fiay  was  on  theii 
duty  and  chara(fter^  dnd  put  down  ruks  in  wh^t 
cafe  it  is  lawful^  and  in  what  vicious  to  fiy  ftom 
per&cution :  the  only  ca&s  of  the  firft  kind 
being,  when  tbrper&cution  isperfonal^  or  tht 
church  otherwife  fafficiently.  provided.  To  paint 
the  guilty  fear  of  paftors^  who  oh  other  occafi^ 
6ns  fly  from  their  flocks,  he  rcprefents  the  dc- 
folation  of  a  town  which  is  like  to  be  taken. 
When,  fayshe,  perfonsofaliagiBsandiexes  crowd 
to  the  church)  fome  to  demand  baptiim,  others 
abfolution,  others  to  be  put  under  pefiance^  and 
all  to  &ek  for  coniblation.  If  the  paftors  aF^ 
then  wanting^  what  a  misfprtune  wiU  it  be  fot 
thofc  who  depart  this  life  uiKeg^^orale  ^or  uiif- 
abfolved  ?  What  grief  to  their  kindred,  if  faith- 
ful, to  be  deprived  of  the  hopes  of  feeing  them 
in  eternal  reft  ?  What  cries,  what  knientation^^ 
nay,  what  imprecations  from  fomc^  to  fee  theni«- 
fclves  without  the  minifters  of  the  church  and 
without  the  facrameiits?  Who  on  the  contrary,  if 
faithful  to  their  charge . . . .  are  beneficial  to  ^ 
the  world,  according  to  the  abiliti^  wherewith 
God  has  been  pleaied  to  endue  themj  fome  arc 
baptifed,  others  abfolved  .  *  .  all  comforted. 

5«  Reemployed  all  his  addtefs  td  bring ^a^ 
ntface  to  his  duty ;  and  there  are  conjedure^, 
ihatS.jilypius^  who  notwifhflandihg  his  gr6at 
age  in  42  8  took  a  third  journey  to  R^me^  Iveht  up- 
on this  errand.  But  be  that  as  it  will,  his  friends 
ztRome^  who  had  always  before  experienced 
Bonifaci%  integrity,  honour  and  loyalty^  inaa^ 
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gininghe  was  itnpafed  upon  bjr  ibtne  lurking 
villain,  obtained  leave  from  Placidia  to  go  to  Cjr- 
tbage^  where  Boniface^  who  producing  Mtius\ 
letters,  convinced  tbem  that  wl^thedid  was  mere^^ 
\y  out  of  a  principle  of  i^lf-defence.  With  thefe 
letters  they  returned  to  Placidia^  who  was  fenfi- 
ble  oiJEtius's  treachery,  but  like  a  prudent  wo- 
man ftifled  her  refentment,   becauie  (he  had 
lately  this  Very  year  429,  made  him  geneial  of  her 
forces.    But  fbe  lent  count  Darius  to  Boniface^ 
who  readily  undertook  all  (he  defired  of  him  : 
upon  which  a*  tmce  was  made  between  thelSo^  . 
fHani  and  Vandahy  and  large  fiims  of  mony 
promi&d  the  laft  to  leave  Africa  \  but  Gin/eric^ 
whofe  brother  Ountharius  was  lately  deacl^  be-i 
ing  deaf  to  theife  proposals,  the  war  began  a« 
frefli:  Boniface  theft  Joined  by -^^^  with  a 
gallant  army,  gave  battle  to  the  Vandalsy  but 
wasrepulfed  with  the  lois  of  great  numbers  of 
brave  foldiers ;  many  of  them  were  (lain^  and  mscu 
ny  taken  prilbncrs,  among  whom  was  Marcian^ 
afterwards  emperor.    A  little  before  Guntbari^ 
ush  death  S.  PauHHUs  of  Nola  returned  home« 
It  feems  about  the  beginning  of  the  Vandals  cx^ 
pedition  into  Africa,  a  party  of  them  landcsd 
in  Campanidy  and  carried  off  a  confiderable 
booty.    A  poor  woman's  only  Ibn  was  a  part  of 
it,  who  in  ner  inguilh  and  diftr^fe  of  mind  told 
her  fed  cafe  to  PautiHus ;  the  laint  touched  with 
pity,  and  having  nd  mony,  went  to  Africa  and 
oflered  his  own  perfon  in  exchange  for  the  wo- 
ma!h's  fon.    His  mafter,  who  was  fon-in*Iaw  to 
OutahariuSy  afked  Paulinus  what  he  could  do^^ 
And  the^intanfwering  that  he  hadikill  in  gar* 
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dening,  he  took  him  and  diimiiled  the  other. 
Afterwards  obferying  this  new  fervant's  comely 
peribnag^  and  diicreet  anfwers,  with  the  improve- 
ment of  the  garden  under  his  hands,  treated  him 
withmore  affedion  than  the  other  flaves,  which 
kindneis  the  faint  abundantly  repaid  :  for  one 
day  he  advi&d  him  to  take  care  of  his  afiairs^ 
jfor  that  the  king  would  foon  be  cut  oflf  by  death  j 
he  again  related  this  to  the  king,  who  taking  a 
view  of  the  man  was  fatisfied  of  the  trath  of 
his  prediiftion,  becauie  he  had  beheld  him  in  a 
.  dream  fitting  among  his  judges  and  taking  his 
icourge  from  him;  therefore  upon  enquiry  of 
his  former  flate  and  condition,  he  not  only  di£- 
miffed  him^  but  freighted  a  fliip  with  large  {nto- 
vifions  and  all  the  flaves  taken  from  Nola.  It  is 
natural  to  conceive  the  joy  of  the  people  there 
at  his.  triumphant  return,  and  the  love  and  ad- 
miration of  his  flock,  that  i&w  their  paflor  ven- ' 
tore  his  life  for  his  fheep. 

6.  At  C.  JP.  the  beginning  of  this  year  Nef- 
tortus  in  a  fermon  &id :  I  obferve  the  people 
poflefs  a  refpe A  and  pmdent  piety,  but  are  igno- 
rant of  things  divine.  But  this  is  not  the  peo- 
ple's fault,  bHjt  to  fpeak  modefUy,  their  infhuc- 
tors  had  not  time  to  treat  of  thefe  things  exadt- 
ly.  Having  thus  taxed  his  predecefTors  negli- 
gence, he  came  diredlly  to  his  errors,  pretend- 
ing that  the  fcripture  never  called  Cbrifi  God, 
when  it  mentioned  his  temporal  birth  or  death. 
Then  it  was,  that  the  advocate  Eujebius^  after- 
wards Bp.  of  Doryleum^  cried  out  aloud  in  the 
church:  the  eternal  Word  him&lfhad  a  fe- 
cond  birth  according  to  the  flefh^  and  from  q. 
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woman.  The  auditory  were  divided  hereintheif' 
fentiments,  ^xANejlorius  to  confirm  his,  preach- 
ed a  third  fermon  againft  Eujebius  on  the  Epi* 
phany.     Eufebius  on  his  fide  penned  a  protefta- 
tion  in  thefe  terms  :  I  conjure  the  receiver  of  this 
paper  by  the  HolyTrinity^  that  he  make  it  be 
known  to  the  bifhops,  thepriefts,  the  deacons, 
the  ledqrs  and  lay-men,  dwelling  in  C.  P.  and 
give  them  a  copy  of  it  for  theconvidtion  ofNef- 
tortus,  who  has  the  feme  fentiments  with  Paul 
of  Samofatu  anathematifed  160  years  fince  by 
the  catholic  bifhops.  Then  he  drew  up  a  parallel 
of  both  their  fentiments,  which  he  confuted  by 
the  authority  of  the  Antiocb  creed,  very  little  * 
different  from  rfiat  of  C.P.  or  that  which  we 
ufe  at  prefent;  and  from  S.Eufiathius  Bp.  of 
Antioch  one  of  the  318  bhOhops  in  the  Nicene 
council.     Marius  Mercator  a  lay-man  at  the 
fame  time  publifhed  a  letter  direded  to*  all  the 
faithful,  noting  the  articles,  wherein  Paul  and 
Nejlorius  agreed  or  differed.   A  number  of  other 
lay-men  writ  upon  the  fame.fubjedt,  and  there  , 
w^^s  fcarce  any  one  that  had  the  leafl  fmattering 
0/  learning  but  gave  in  his  verdiift :  the  whole 
city  was  in  a  commotion,  mofl  people  looked 
upon  Nejlorius  as  an  heretic,  and  fbme  went  fo 
far  as  to  threaten  tp  throw  him  into  the  fea.     It 
is  of  this  perfecution  he  complained  in  a  fermon 
preached  in  Lent,  wherein  he  inveighed  againft 
thofe  who  denied  original  fin,  and  this  in  the 
prefence.of  Julian  of  Eclana\  FloruSy  Oron^ 
tiusj  Fabius,  &c.  who  were  depofed  and  driven 
out  of  the  fFeJl  for  their  herefy.     It  is  probable 
thcie  Pelagians  diflfembled  their  doftrine  of  ori- 
'    '  *  ginal 
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ginal  fin,  and  only  difcowred  their  fcntimcnfe 
concerning  grace,  which  diffibred  very  littiefron^ 
his  own  3  that  he  found  them  incliii^  to  give 
in  to  his  particular  fyAem  of  two  perfons  in 
Chriji^  for  which  reafbn  he  ?e^loufly  undertook 
their  proteflion,  and  reprefented  them  to  the 
cniperor  as  holy  bifbops  perfecuted  unjuftly. 

7.  Froclusy  of  whom  ^.79,  cpafolemn  fes- 
tival, fuppofcd  to  be  that  of  the  Annunciation^ 
preached  a  fcrmon  in  honour  of  the  B.  Virgin, 
afferting  her  title  of  mother  of  God  or  theoto^ 
cos  J  and  the  birth  and  fuiferjpgs  of  Cbriji  true 
God,  vindicating  the^  articles  of  faith  from  the 
unreafonabic  raillery  of  Hit  Pagans.  Nejiorius^ 
who  was  prefent.  could  fcarce  contain  himfelf 
Ae  time  oi  the  iermon^  becajjfe  he  found  the 
man's  eloquience  gained  him  very  much  ap- 
plaujfe;  fo  the  fprmon  ended,  he  mounted  the 
•pulpiit,  and  declared  that  it  was  not  lawfiil  abjfb* 
hitdytofayi  that  God  was  born  of  M^ry.  I 
cannot  fuffer  that  voice,  continues  he,  God  is 
made  a  Pontiffs  which  Proclus  had  thep^cca^^ 
fionally  iaid.  Man,  continues  Nejiorius^  and 
not  the  Word  of  God  i$  rifen,  and  it  is  fit  we 
diftinguifh  the  temple  from  the  Gpd  that  inha- 
bits there.  It  is  a  calumny  to  tax  me  with  Pbo-- 
tinus'^s  herefy  :  he  put  the  beginning  of  the  di- 
vine word  in  Mary^  and  I  affert  the  divine 
word  was  before  dl  ages.  Nejlorius  owned, 
that  his  bpinions  feemed  contrary  to  the  doctors 
of  the  church,  and  that  the  B.  Virgin  mijght  in 
a  found  fcnfe  be  called  the  mother  tf  God.  He 
declaimed  in.  three  othef  difcpurfcs  jagainft  Pr^- 
Wi/iwithoutnaming  him^ 
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8.  The&  iermons  of  Nejiorius  were  collciSled 
490getha:^  and  mduftfix>uflyfpread  abroad  in  all 
cfae  provinces  ofthtea^  aiid  wefi-,  they  were  read 
at  Rome  without  dbe  author*s  name,  and  in  the 
monafteries  of  Egypt  excited  fuch  difputes,  th^t 
the  monks  wex€  fain  tohave  recourle  to  S.  Cyril  of 
Alexandria^  who  to  hinder  a  farther  progrefe  of 
this  dodrine,  writ  a  Ictta:  to  the  Egyptian  monks 
in  general.  There  he  tells  them,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter for  them  to  abftain  entirely  from  theie  ibrts 
of  di^tesj  that  he  wondered  how  thole,  who 
held  Cbriji  to  be  God  and  the  B.  Virgin  his 
mother,  could  doubt  if  the  B.^Virgin  was  mo- 
dierof  God  ;  for  which  he  brought  proofs  from 
the  Scripture^  jitbanajus^  and  the  Nicene  creGd^ 
and  anfwered  the  illation  that  made  the  greateft 
noife  (/.  e.  if  the  B.  Virgin  is  mother  of  God, 
fbe  muft  be  mother  of  the  Divinity)  and  retort- 
ed Nejiorius's  parity  back  on  himfclt.  Elifabeth^ 
fays  NeftoriuSj  produces  not  the  foul,  but  only 
the  body  of  Jobn^  and  therefore Elifabethc^n-^ 
not  be  called  tlie  mother  of  John^^ioxA,  foiho* 
the  B.  Virgin  brought  forth  man  to  whom  God  is 
joined,  yet  flie  cannot  be  called  the  mother  of 
God  but  of  man  j  by  (hewing,  that  as  in  the 
example  afligned  it  would  be  an  idle  iubtiky 
to  fiiy,  Elifabetb  is  mother  of  the  body,  and 
IK*  mother  of  Johny  fo  it  would  be  no  lefs  idfc 
to  fey,  the  B.  Virgin  is  mother  of  Chriji-m^viy 
but  not  mother  of  God.  Then  S.  Cyril  writ 
his  fcboliums  on  the  incarnattony  expKcating 
the  three  names  Cbri^^  Emmanuel^  J  ejus,  and 
the  union  of  the  humanity*  with  the  Word, 
proving  that  Cl^iji  is  not  tbecpb^r^^s^  or  a  bearer 
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of  God  by  habitation.  '  He  proceeded  in  this 
treatile  after  a  geometrical  manner,  firft  expli- 
cating the  terms,  and  gradually  advancing  from 
the  mofl  fimple  to  the  mofl  compound^  pro^ 
pofitions. 

9.  S.  Cyrif%  letter  to  the  monks  was  ibon  co- 
pied and  fent  to  C  P.  where  it  was  fo  well  receiv- 
ed and  did  fo  much  good,  that  ieveral  of  the 
magiflrates  wrote  to  return  him  thanks^   Nef^ 
iorius  nettled  at  this  got  it  anfwered  by  one 
PhotiuSy  and  cafl  about  to  do  Cyril  all  the  ill  of^. 
ficeshecouki.     For  this  end  he  procured  Cbe^ 
remoHy  Fiifor  and  SopbronaSy  three  Alexandria 
ans  whom  S.  Cyril  had  condemned  according 
to  the  canons  (one  for  opprcffing  the  poor  and 
blind,  the  iecond  for  drawing  his  fword  at  his 
mother,  the  third  for  flealing  with  a  fervant-maid 
fome  mony)  to  put  in  a  petition  to  theempercw: 
.  big  with  calumnies  againfl  him.     S.  Cyr/Vhad 
notice  given  him  of  all  this,  and  at  the  fame 
time  had  letters  from  pope  CeleJiinCy  importing 
that  he  was  fcandaliied  at  theie  iermons,  faid  to 
be  l:^eJiorius%  and  deiired  to  know,  if  they  were 
really  his.     He  had  other  letters  from  his  Egyp- 
tian bifhops,  and  complaints  againfl;  NeJiorius*s 
•  novelties  from  people  that  came  from  all  the  eaf^ 
tern  churches  j  which  made  him  think  of  de- 
claring by  a  fynodical  epiflle,  that  he  could  no 
longer  continue  in  communion  with  him  :  but 
hoping  that  a  private  letter  might  work  his  a- 
mcjidmenrt,  he  fent  him  one  that  reprefented 
the  troubles  this  new  dodfa-ine  had  brought  into 
his  diocefe,  entreated  him  to  put  an  end  to  the 
fcandal  of  the  univeri&l  church,  and  give  the 
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B.  y.  the  tide  of  motl^er  of  God.  For  the  reft, 
concluded  the  &j[at,  be  affqred  that  I  am  ready 
to  fuiFer  not  only  impriibnment  but  death  for 
the  faith  of  7.  a 

^  lo,  Nejiorius  writ  back  a  fbort  letter,  which 
he  ackaowJedged  to  be  extorted  from  hina  by 
the  importunity  of  Lampo  ^.Cyr/Vs  prieft,  and 
promifed  to  perfift  in  friendihip  and  fraternity, 
notwithftandixig  the  many  things,  iaid  he,  ex- 
preiled  by  Cyril  litde  conducing  to  it.  Mat- 
ters were  in  this  pofture,  when  Lforotbem^  an 
ejeded  Bp,  of  Marciample^  brought  them  to  an 
extremity,  by  crying  out  in  a  full  affembly  and 
in  the  prefence  oi  Nejiorius  who  fat  in  his  pon- 
tifical chair,  anathema  to  him  who  calls  Af^- 
ry  the  mother  of  God.  The  people  hearing 
this  hlaiphemy,  in  great  indignation  ran  out 
of  the  church,  declaring  they  would  not  com« 
municate  with  thofe  who  held  fuch  difcourfes. 
And  indeed  to  excommunicate  thofe  who  called 
the  bleffcd  Virgin  mother  .of  God,  was  to  ex- 
communicate.  all  the  churches,  all  the  bifhcps 
alive  throughout  the  whole  wqrid,  and  all  the 
3eceafed  faints,  who  fpoke  after  the  iaqi^  man- 
ner.  No  body  doubted  but  Nejiorius  ^proved 
oi Dorotkem^&xmoTi^  fince  far  from  reprimand* 
ing  him  he  admitted  him  npon  the  fpot  to  the 
pai]ticjipation  of  the  divine  ^cramcnts.  . 

.1 1.  After  this  and  ifcveral  public  remonftran- 
cesto  Nefiofius  of  his  error,  many  priefts  (a-* 
mong  whom  was  one  Philipj  perhaps  he  of 
Sida^  f.gy.)  monks  and  lay^men,  :fepar^ed 
themielves  from  his  communion;  others  chufing^ 
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to  «tire  fecretly  from  C7.  Jp.     Some  preached  a- 
gainft  -this  iK)ve!ty  and  were  filenced  j  which 
made  the  enraged  people  cry  out :  we  have  an 
emperor,  but  we  have  no  bifliop  ;  for  which, 
ibme  of  them  being  feife<f ,  they  were  baftinado- 
cd  in  prifon,  and  others  ill-treated,  who  in  the 
face  oi  the  church  contradicted  Neftorim.    A 
monk  <j&  little  capacity,  but  great  zeal,  put  him-  • 
felf  in  the  middle  of  the  church  where  the  peo- 
ple were  affembled  together,  and  was  for  hinder-* 
ing  N^florius^  entrjance  into  the  church  as  be- 
ing a  heretic ;  for  which  he  was  beaten,  thea 
configried  over  to  the  magiftrates,  who  had  him 
publidy  whipped  with  acryergoing  before,  and 
then  fent  into  banifhment.     Bafil  a  deacon  and 
abbot,  75&j/^iK^i  lector  and  m6nk,  andfomeo- 
thers,  went  to  Nejiorius  to  knovr  if  theyunder- 
ftood  him  aright.     They  were  thrice  at  his  pa- 
lace without  getting  audience,  and  then  upon 
feeir  demanding  if  he  held  in  a  ftrift  fenfe  that 
Mary  was  only  the  mother  of  man,  they  were 
beat  by  his  officers,  thruft  into  his  prifon,  ftrip- 
ped,  tied  to  a  4lake,  then  ftretched  along  tnc 
^pouad  and  kicked.  Tiiere  they  were  kept  with 
a  very  little  fuftenance  a  great  while,  fo  that  they 
were  very  nigh  famifhed  s  at  laft  they  were  car- 
ried before  the  pretor,  butno  accufer  coming  a- 
gainft  thfem  they  were  remanded  to  the  cpifco-i 
pal  prifon.  From  thence  Nefiorius  itti%  ^  them, 
and  after  a  captious  explication  of  his  doftrinc 
fet  them  at  liberty*  .     ' 

12.  ThenB^/and  T^tf A^»j  prefented  a  pe- 
tition to  the  eniperor,  wliere,  iafter  expofing 
Ne/iorius'$  violences,  they  entreated  him  not  to 
r'^  fuffer 
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fiiffer  h^  reign  to  be  b|otted  with  herefy :  that 
this  jpetition  was  not  given  out  of  any  motives 
qi  revenge,  but  of  a  zeal  for  the  faith,  for  the 
9iajntenance  of  which  it  would  Ibe  neceffary  to 
call  a  council,  an,d  tq  withdraw  the  patronage 
of  the  court  from  NeJloriuSj  who  abufed  it  10 
all  the  intents  of  tyranny  and  herefy,  and  that 
if  he  neglefted  their  petition,  they  protefled  be* 
jfore  the  etqmal  King,  the  judge  of  the  living 
and  the  dead,  that  they  werjC  guiltlefs  of  all  the 
imjpending  xijifchiefs.    Marius  M^^cator   at 
tJ?Q  ianie  tim.e  put  in  a  memorial  to  the  clergy 
^.n4  the  emperor  agaiijft  Cekjlius  the  chief  of 
thef^e/agi^/fs^  wUq  had  refuged  at  C.  P.    la 
this  he  gives  a  dejtail  of  all  the  proceedings  a- 
gainft  him  and  Pelagitfs  ffom  the  beginning  of 
thpir  he^efies,  anci  fhcws  that  jfulian  and  the 
reft,  in  order  tofetisfy  the  church,  ought  now 
at  ^eafl:  to  condemn  ihtm^  and  that  if  they  ac- 
cuied  any  one  of  errors  againft'the  faith,  that 
thev  ougjit  to  name  him,  that  he  might  anfwer 
aiia  be  canonically  acquitted  or  condemned, 

ij.  Neftorius  pretended  not  to  be  touched  in 
thismemoiriali  however,  he  jtihoyght  it  not  a-, 
mils  to  take  occafion  from  thence  to  write  to  pope 
Cekjiiny  aji^  ilrive  to  prepoffefs  him  in  his  fa- 
youf  :  the  letter  runs  thuf :  Julian^  Floru^, 
OrontiuszndiFabius,  who  call' themfelves^  bil 
fljops  of  the  wefterni^2ixl%  have  ofteja  had  rcr 
courfe  to  our  mofl:  WQUS  arid  renowned  empe- 
Tjot  and  cpnajJiaijjed  of  their  hard  fate,  tha,t 
j^ey  beieg  ortnodcts  perfon^  (hould  yet  fufFer 
i^iec^on  ixj'orjtj^pdo^c  times-  they  have  cfteii 
.ijQ^c^  d^  iai^e  ^EWlwflts  to  us,  z^^  oSm  r^r 
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pulied  do  not  yet  defift  from  complaints.  . .  •  1  • 
We  told  them  on  this  occafion  all  that  perfons 
could  who  were  not  well  infomied  of  the  tmth 
of  the  matter  ;  but  left  they  (hould  farther  prels 
the  emperor  by  their  importunities,  and  that  wc 
fliould  be  divided  in  their  afiair  for  want  of 
knowing  it ... .  have  the  goodnefe  to  inform  us. 
For  upftart  fefts  demand  paftors  vigilant  in  de- 
fending the  truth.     On  this  account  having 
found  a  confiderable  corruption  of  the  true  doc- 
trine herein  fome  perfons,  wc  have  been  forced 
to  apply  fometimes  mild  and  fometimes  fevere 
remedies  to  cure  them ;  their  fickneis  having  a 
near^flBnity  with  thofe  oi  AriusKnd  Apollina^ 
ris.    They  make  a  confufion  of  the  Lord's  u- 
nion . .  * .  profeffing  that  God  the  Word  confub- 
Jiantial  to  the  Father  had  his  original  from  the 
Virgin-mother  of  Chri/i^  chriftotocosi  was  built 
with  his  temple,  and  buried  with  his  flefti,  and 
that  the  fame  flefli  after  the  refurredion  was 
transformed  into  the  nature  of  the  divinity.  .  .  • 
The  Virgin  too  they  ftile  tbeotocos^  the  mother 
of  God.  ...  I  believe  the  fame  of  the  fights  we 
have  fuftained  on  this  occafion  have  reached 
.  your  holinefs'sears,  nor  have  they  been  without 
fucceis ;    for  feveral  have  amended  themfelves, 
and  learned  from  us,  that  it  is  proper  for  every 
child  to  be  confubjiantial  to  his  mother. .  . .  But 
if  any  one  ufes  the  term  theotocos^  by  reafon  of 
the  humanity  born  joined  to  God  the  Word,  and 
not  on  the  fcofc  of  her  Who  brought  him  forth, 
we  fay  the  term  is  not  proper. : . . .  But  it  niay  be 
tolerated  in  this  fenfe,  that  theWord  is  infcpara- 
Ue  from  his  temple  in  which  fae  inhabits  that  & 
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truly  derived  from  her.  —  In  this  letter  it  is  to  be 
noted^  that  he  pretends  ignorance  concerning 
the  Pelagians^  whereas  it  was  notorious  to  all 
the  world,  that  befides  their  condemnation  at 
RomBy  Carthage^,  Gfr.  that  they  had  lately  been 
condemned  at  Antioch  and  C.  P.  therefore  the 
true  fubjedt  of  his  letter  was  his  fecond  part^, 
which  the  pope  jead  with  a  deep  refledlion,  and 
accordingly  prepared  betimes  an  antidote  againft 
thispoifon.   . 

14.  That  of  Pelagiam/m  being  expelled  from 
the  heart  of  the  wejiern  empire/ tqok>  hold  of 
iome  pf  the  extremities,  and  of  our  Britain  in 
particular.  To  drive  it  from  thence  the  pop?  fen  t 
Fal/a(^ius  thither y  who  perceiving  the  ibuthern, 
parts  tainted  with  Pelagtanifm  and  the  northern, 
regions  buried  in  the  mifts  of  Pa^anijm^  enter-p; 
tained  a  divided  coQip^fSon  for  tneip,  and  acr 
quainted  the  pope  with  their  rniferablecqndition ; 
who  called  him  horoe'for.  further,  information, 
and  toconfolt  about  proper  remedies  for  thefe 
malignant  diftcmpers.  That  ic^rPjslagiamfmy 
was  to  fend  fome  able  men  ipto  i3r/V^/«  i  and 
divine  providence  dire^ed  the  pope,  the  Britijh 
^d  GaJlic  nations  to  fxngle  out  the  prpperefl 
apoftles  for  fuch  a  work :  for  the  Britons  being 
on  one  fide  unwilling  to  receive  their  country-. 
xnzn  JPelagiui?  docSrine,  and  on  the  other  un*. 
ablp  to  yefifl  his  fpUowers  arguments,  applied 
thenifelves  to  the  neighboring  bifhops  of  Gau/^ 
who  in  a  council  .made  choice  of  Germanus 
5p«  of  Auoicrre^  and  l^upus  Bp.  oiTroyes ;  the 
pope  approved  of  thpfe  proceedings,  and  as  S. 
frojferfyy^y  fent  Germanus  Bp.  of  jiuxerre  in 
1  3  ^^ 
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his  place  and  with  his  authority  to  drive  the 
Pelagian  heretics  out  of  Britain.  In  the  way 
thither  they  came  to  i  place  called  NanUrre^ 
about  eight  miles  from  Pam:^  where  the  inha- 
bitants out  of  refpeft  to  their  fenftity  wertt  irt 
crowds  to  mept  them.  S.  Germanus  made  therri 
a  fermon  ;  then  caftirig  his  eye  upon  a  yotiri^ 
girl  about  ten  years  old,  in  whofe  countenance 
he  obferved  fomething  hedveniy,  he  demanded 
the  names  of  the  girl  and  her  parents.  The  pk- 
rents  tolcl  hriii  they  were  callea  Severus  and.G^^ 
roniia^  and  their  daughter's  tiarne  was  ^eno'ber 
'ba.  S.  Gemdnus  congratulated  them  fdf  hav- 
ing fuchia  daughter,  whoiii  he  fdretold  Ihpuld 
ih  futiitt  timfesbe  in  example  to  men  themtielyesr 
to  hivix  Genbiieva  difclpfed  the  fecrfets  of  her 
heart,'  aiiddefired  froni  his  Hahds  the  fofettirtbe- 
nediaidn  of  virgins  :  he  granted  heir, this,  re- 
queft,  and^dingcafually  a  piece  of  doppdr  ^^i!th 
arcrofe  engraved  upon 'it,  he  gave  it  the  ^dijng 
virgin,  fayingr  keep.thi^-  jfef 'my'fake,  Weat  it 
always- about  your  neck  foryowr  only  ottiita^ilt, 
and  leave  gold  and  prepiolis  ifohesforthoiewhb 
ferve  the  worlJh  thenrecpmmbhdingh^rto  God' 
and  htt |)arfertts.  He  welit'oii'his ' Jouftiey  ittd 
todk  ffiippxiig  for\5W/»r^;'V 

15.  Theyfet'olrt'iv^iih  slj'fevotdbfe  •g?i;te' bf 
wind,  but  in  the  niidft  bf  tli.e  dcfean,  a  legion 
of  infernal  furies,  wKo^bppofed  iheif 'fldigiis, 
raifed  mountains  of  waves  to  overiwherm  tneit 
Bark,  and  involved  thfe  heavens  in  lable  ti^^kriefe. 
S.  Ge'rmanusy  Who  in  needful  flunibers  to0: '  the 
fciife  of  danger,  Was  toiafed  from  fleepb^^* 
Lupus  and  the  reft  to  their  affeftance,  WhBWiiht 
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an  uiniauhted  courage  poured  forth  his  prayers 
to  God,  rebuked  the  winds  and  waves,  and 
iprinkling  them  ^vith^bme  oil  he  bleficd  upon 
tiiis  oqcafioHj^  he  fmoothed  the  bofom  of  the 
raging deep^  and  tinned  the, Vmds  fo  much  to 
Jheir  advantage,  that  they  made  all  their  faii,  * 
and  in  a  fhprt  time  reached  the  deftined  fhorc. 
.The  fame  of  their  lives,  miracles  and  iermpn?, 
drew  there  fuch  mukimdes  of  people,  tba^  the 
churckis  being  no  longer  able  to  contain  thcd), 
they  pf etched  ill  the  .fields  and  high -way  Sy  and 
recover^  mm  nation  from  Pelagianifm  beyond 
hopes.:  .the  chiefs  of  that  party  declined  publk: 
djipiutes  at  firft,  bu|  finding  their, congregations 
mouldering  away,  they  at  length  determiiiqi  tp 
try  their  fortune.     The  fcene  of  adion  was  Ve- 
rulam^  wJjece  S.  yilbam^  body  was  buried  :  the 
Pelagians  tnzdc  a  ^^lejfvijd  ilgure  in  drels  and 
equipage,  and' began  theoniet  with  a  flourifh  of 
words  and  inconclufive^fcourfe:  th&  cat Bolics 
came  in  a  poor  ^tirc,  hut  aftei;  having  flood  the 
fliock  t)f  thdr  adveriari^s  argijment?,  tney  charg- 
ed them  fohome  with  fcriptkral  and  apoftolical 
authority,  that  all  the  people  acclaimed  them 
viiftory  and  were  hardly  prevailed  with  from  of- 
fering violence  to.  the  contrafy. party.    This  vic- 
tory wasgraced  iof mediately  with  a  miracle^  ior 
a  young  maid  abput  ten  years. old  that  was  blind 
beiag  prefcnted  to  both  parties,  and  the  JPelagt- 
am  refofing  to  meddle. ^ith  her,  S.  Germanus 
took  a. box  ^  reliclfsirorn  his  neck  and  apply- 
ing it  to  Wjeyes  curf 4thexfi  of  blindneis.    Af- 
ter this  mirack  th^y  ^nt  to  give  thanks  at .  tbe 
icipuJcl^fi^^f  ^,^lmy^Iti^\k  proto-martyx.. 
I  4*    "'^      .16,  Another 
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i6.  Another*  miracle*  arrived  ibon  after  the 
former  J  for  8.  Germanus  having  put  his  foot 
out  of  joint  by  a  caliiai  fall,  it  happened  that 
the  houfes  in  the  -neighborhood,  which  were 
,  covered  with  thafch  and  ftraw^wofe  fetla-fiirtf, 
and  the  wind  blowing  t6war(^  the  feint's  lodg- 
mgs,  it  was  looked  upon^5  certain,  that  the  foe

ple biFcr  to  remove  him  in*  their  arnis;  The 
feint  rfeftifed  -theif -kiridncfs,  and  the  flames  to 
fhew  their  rdpecft  to  hiai'paflfed  over  tihe  houie 
he  was  in^'thQ't&y -raged  furiqdfly  -dft  both 
fides  of  it.

tiocbus ."  he  had  ordered  them  to  be  fir  ft  tran<- 
ilated  out;  of  greek  into  latitiy  and  gave  4 
cornmiflion  to  Leo  his  deacon  to  feleS:  fonie  un^ 
derftanding  peribn  to  write  upon  that  fubjedt. 
Leo  pitched  upon  Caffiartj  as  being  qualified  for 
this  tafk  by  his  ftudy  of  divinity  and  his  ikill 
in  the^r^^y^and  A^/m  Ijuiguages.  He  compo- 
sed therefore  9.  treatlfe  of  the  incarnation^  di- 
vided into  7  books.  In  (i.)  hcfliews  that  hc^ 
refy  like  an  hydra  multiplies  itfelf,  that  Hefiorir 
4inijm  has  a  connexion  with  Ebiomfm^  SaMiU 
antfm^  Arianifm^  Pbotiniarijfm^  but  pruicipally 
^vrith  Pelagianifm  :  m  ,(z^nq  3^ )  W . proy?s 
^rCifrifi  Ood  and.mdn,  and  the.  Virgin^mother 
tbeofocos  :  itx  (j^)  Reprove?  the  unity  of  Gftr^ 
.  from  thfe  fcripture  : '  in  (5.)  he  rejects  .a  moral 
knd  aflerts  aa  eifential  union  of  Gftr^'S' periba 
.with  his  nature?:  in  (6.)  he  argues  from  the 
fynabol  oi  Antiocbyfhsxz  Nejiorius  jsvas  baptiied ; 
in  (7.)  from  the  greek  and  latin  fathers,  gndi 
in  particular  fropi  his  mafter  S.  Cbryjofionf, 
.  |.  And  now  th?  pope  having  in  a  ;^nod  at 
l^ome  thdjroughly  examined  $.  Cyrih  2ndf^e/iori^ 
ji//sientim?nts,  he  vnrit  7  letters  bearing  date  the 
iame  day,  viz.  die :  1 1 th  of  Auguji:  the  ( i .)  is  to 
g.  Cyril ;  (2.)  tQN^orius\  (3.):  to  the  cfc^ of 
C.  P;  (4,)  to  John  oiAntiocb  j  (c-)  toKufu^ 
of  T!be(jalomca\  (6.)  tojuvemf  oii^^^^ 
Jem  I  (7.)  to  Flavian  of  rbiliMi.  Pfifidonius 
was  commiffioned  to  deliver  tneie  lexers  to  S« 
Cyril^  for  him  to  further  them  oh  to  their  reA 
jpedtivc  places.  In  that  to  S,  Cyrily  he  gives  him^ 
great  eh^ojpiiums  forhiszeal^  declares  that  hi^ 
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fetitiments  art  entirely  conformabfetb  hisdwn; 
that  he  gives  Neftdrius  ten  days  to  retiftad  in  for- 
mal terms  his  error,  and  iil  cafe  of  his  refafal^ 
impowershim  (t.e.S.  Cyril)  by  the  authori- 
ty of  the  Roman  fee,  and  in  his  place  to  execute 
the  ientence  of  excommunication  againft  him. 
In  thattoiV5/?or/w,  he  marks  his  errors^  and 
acquaints  him  with  the  power  he  had  given  S. 
Cyri/  in  cafe  he  did  not  retradt,  fliew^  that  his 
ignorance  of  the  Pelagians  was  counterfeit,  &c. 
In  that  to  the  clergy  of  C  P,  he  exhorts  diem 
to  firmnefs  in  their  faith,  and  to  bear  Nejlorius^s 
perfecutions  with  patience,  declaring  all  his  ex- 
communications null  which  were  iffued  out 
from  the  time  of  his  broaching  his  herefy.  His 
epiftles  to  the  bifliops  were  much  to  the  fame 
purpofe  ;  and  tho'dircdled  to  four  dificrent  bi- 
.  Ihops  are  word  for  word  the  fame  with  one  an- 
othw: 

6.  S.  Cyril  writ  a  little  before  the  arrival  of 
thcfe  fctters  to  jicacius of 'Berfa,   who  fifty, 
years  paft  had  been  ordained  bifliopby  S.JS^- 
bius  of  Samqfafay  concerning  Neftmus^  Doro-^ 
tbeusy  &c.    jicacius^nCvfcred  him  by  expref- 
£ons    of  kindnefi^  exhortations  to  peace  and, 
pradence,  without  entering  into  an  examine  of 
the  trath  of  each  party :  he  told  him  too,  that 
he  had  (hewed  his  letter  to  John  of  Antiochy  .in 
n^hich  he  tells  him,  that  Nejlorius  did  not  hear- 
^ntbl>is  repeated  admonitions,  becaufe  hehad 
got  it  intahis  head  that  he  was  his  enemy,  but 
wit  to  Rome^  propofing  fome  things  in  a  long 
letter,  ^ireflcdto  my  lord  the  worflbipper  of 
<xod,  the  Bp,  of  the  church  of  the  Romans,  Ci?- 
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kftine^  w\io  reading  hkwodcscondenuiedi^ 
&c.  Jom  Seing  a  friend  to  Nejiorius  fent  him 
the  popeVietter,  and  a  ;Copy  of  S.CyriP^  with 
9ne  of  his  own ;  in  thi?  he  expreffcs  his  affec- 
tion t9  him^  perjfuades  hiin  to  lay  aiide  obftin^^ 
ty  and  pride,  and  read  thofc  letters  in  the  pre- 
sence of  ibme  of  his  friejpds,  who  would  rathier 
give  him  wholfom  than  palatable  adviQs.  That 
tho'  the  time  fixed  by  the  pojpc  was  fliort,  yet 
what  w:as  required  ^,t  his  hands  might  be  (dope 
in  a  day's  time,  or  in  a  few  hours  ^  for  it  is  on- 
ly confidering,  that  many  of  the  fejthers  of  tl^e 
churc}^  ^ad  uied  the  term  tbeotocos^  but  i^one  of 
tj;iem  had  reje(^ed  it.  .  Tha^  wj^l^pm^  .^Hf  ^^ 
Wefty  Egypt  ^  and  p^^hf^ps  Mucedonja^  MWjld 
break  offthe  ynion  whkh  iGod  had  f^pr^ed 
to  hiScC^rc^  by  the  l^ut^^of  ^9  m^y  biflspps. 
andprii?cipaJJy9ft^g^!^^  .Hem€?ap|^ 

Acacim  of  Berea]  who  contributed  to  «iti«i^ 
guifh  the  fchifm  of  Antipcp  in  the  tin?c  of  its 
Bi^.

7.  Meantime,  S.Cyr/7,  to  put  in  execution 
the  pope's  commiffion,  aflcmbled  a  council  of 
all  the  bifliops  oJF  Ae  province  of  Egypt y,  and 
writ  a  fynodical  letter  in  his  and  their  name  to 
KeJloriuSy  toferve  for  his  third  and  laft  admo- 
nition :  declaring  to  him,  that  if  he  did  not  in 
the  time  fixed  by  the  pope,  that  is,  in  ten  days 
after  the  reception  of  tfiis  fynodical  letter,  re-  . 
nounce  his  errors,  that*  they  would  no  longer 
communicate  vnth  him,  nor  own  him  for  a  bi- . 
ihop:  that  fix)mthis  time  forward  they  com- 
municated with  the  clerks  and  lay-men  he  had 
depofed  or  excommunicated :  that  it  would  not 
be  accounted  a  Efficient  recantation  pr  profcf- 
lion  of  faith  to  hold  the  Nicene  creed,  becaufe 
he  held  it  in  a'wrohg  ienfe,  but  that  he  muft  a- 
nathematife  his  wicked  tenets :  a  profeffion  of 
faith  theij  follows,  beginning  with  the  Nicene 
iymbol,  and  continued  wirfi  an  explication:  af- 
ter this  an  anfwcr  to  Nejiorius^s  objeftions  fuc- 
ceeds,  with  ar^ments  againft  him,  one  of  them 
is  taken  from  the  myftery  of  the  eucharift  in 
thefe  terms :.  wc  announce  the  death  according 
to  the  flefh  of  the  only  Son  of  God,  /.  e.  of  J.  C. 
and  confeis  his  refinTeftign  and  afcenfion  in^ 
to  'heaven,  in  c^ebrating  in  the  churches  the  un- 
bloody ferviceof  the  j&crifice:  for  thus  it  is  we 
^pproadi  the,myftical  eulogies  and  arefendified, 
pai:taking  of  the  hdy  body  and  precious  ^lood  . 
of  oiv  lledcemer  y.C  and  we  receive  it  nqt  ^ 
cominonltefc,  God  forbid^  nor  as  the  flefhof 
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man  fi^nftified  and  joined  to  ,the  Word  by  an 
linioa  of  dignity,  or  by  an  inhabiting  divinity,  but 
as  the  true  and  quickening  flcfli  appropriated  to. 
God.  tlic  'liVprd, ,  For  he  who  is ,  IHe  bv  .nature 
as  being  God^  being  inade  one  with  nis  ilelb, 
has  rendered  it;  quickening  apd  jife-giving.  He 
concludes  this  letter  with  12  anathematifms;,. 
which  was  brought  to  Nejlorius  the  ^oth  df 
November  by  four  Egyptian  bifliops,  ^eopemp^ 
tes^  Daniel  J  Potamony  ^mdMacarius. 

8.  Before,  thefe  deputies  arrived  7i^(?^^z^j  or- 
dered a  council  to  be  called,  at  the  requefl  of 
both  parties ;  viz.  of.  Bajil  and  the  monjcs 
on  'ope  fide,  and  Nejiorius  on  the  other,  who 
thought  by  feciular  power  and  the  accu&tions  of 
Ch'eremon  to  get  S.  Cyril  condemned.  Epbefusvvzz^ 
the  place  nominated  for  the  council,  and  the 
time  fixed  to  wbitfuntide.  lieodofius&nt  a  circu- 
lar letter  to  S.  Cyril  as  well  as  to  the  other  biftiops, 
but  befides  this  he  writ  him  another,  blameing 
him  for  writing  two  different  letto's,  one  to 
him  and  hi^empref^,  and  the  other  to  hisfifters. 
Either,  fays  he,  you  thought  we  were  at  vari- 
ance, or  hoped  to  i»ake  us  fo  by  your  letters^ 
Thecuriofity  of  knowing  it  would  ill  become 
a  bifliop  in  the  firft  cafe,  and  the  other  part  o£ 
the  alternative  is  altogctheh  intolerable.  How- 
ever, he  declkres  Jie,  is  willing  to  put  this  up^ 
that  he  may  have  no  lawfiil  esccufe  of  abfenting 
himfclf  fi-om  the  iynpd.  S.  Auflin  was  fum- 
monedlw  name  on  thefeore  of  his  uncommba 
merits,  tor  which  he  was  thus  diftinguifhed  a- 
bove  bifliops  of  fuperior  fees.  An  officer  called 
Mgbanius  was  dhai^  with  die  empeEor'aletter^^ 
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who  arriving  at  Carthage  about  Etrjkrhtxi  yc^r 
heard  that  S.AuJlin  wa&  dead;  a^d- returned  f6 
C.P.  with  letters  from  Capfeolus  Bp.  oF^Cirn- 
tbage^  who  fiicceeded -^«r^//.«j.  /*  ^  *'    '  * 

9.  S.  Aujiin%  laft  days  were  employed  \t\  ani 
•fwering  Julian^  whkh  he  did 'by  following  hfrti 
ftep  by  itcp,  putting  down  his  ovvn  \;i^ords  and 
aniWering  them :  and  incompofing^n^cictt'adt  of 
moral  precepts  from  the  fcrif)tai|ej,  bearing  a 
looking-'gtajs  for  tiile^  making  ufe  not  of  the.text 
of  the  Septuagint  as-ufually,  but  of  &1  yh'rom% 
tranilation,  in  which  the  faint  meeting  with 
fonie  feeming '  confradiiftions,    he  prbpofed  itd 
himfelf  to  reconcile  them,    but  death  obliged 
liim  to  kave  this  and  hia  work  z^vix^c.^ Julian 
imppriedt^     Genferic  after- his  vid:6i^y,   iike  a; 
flame^driveft  by  tempeftuous  winds,  deftroyed  all 
before  him,  and  augiiiented  the  miferies  ,bf  ^- 
frica  already  defcribeld.i    Boniface  not' being  a^ 
ble  to  make   head  againft.  hiiri,  fortified  thefe 
three  only  remainirig  -towtis  Cir t hay  ^  Carthage 
and  Hippo^  and  threw  himfelf  into  the  laft  with 
good 'provifions   and  Ibme  of  his  beffi  troops- 
Genferic  iat  down  before  it,  puflied  on  the  fiege 
with  vigour,  and  blocked  up  the  town  by  fea 
and  land :  .Poffidius  and  many  other  biflibps  re- 
fuged there,  who  one  day  being  at  table'  with 
S.  Auftiriy  he  faid  to  them  :  during  thclS 'calami- 
tous times,  my  firft  prayer  to  God  is,  that  he' 
veouldireethis  town  from  the  hands  of  the  ene- 
Hiy;  but  if  he  has  ordered  if  othcrwife;-  that  he 
i;^ould  give  us  ftr^ngth  to  fuffer  according  to  his 
divine  will/' or  that  he  would  take  me  from 
this  world. to  himfelf.    The  other  bifhops  after 
:    Vol.  IV.  K  thii 
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this  m^de  the  ^me  prayer,  s^qd  Qod  waspleaied 
to  have  regard  to  the  laft  part  in  refpeft  of  S. 
Aujiin\  for  after  having  preached  with  all  hk 
force  and  fpirit  without  intermiflioa  in  the 
church,  he  fell  into  a  fever  the  third  month  of 
the  iiege.  He  praiStifed  what  he  often  incul- 
cated to  his  friends  in  fuch  like  circumftances, 
w>/  ths^t  the  moft  virtuous  baptifed  perfons 
ought  not  to  truft  fo  far  to  their  ianftity  as  to 
depart  this  life  without  a  worthy  and  competent 

Esnitcnce.     For  this  end  he  made  the  pfelms  re*- 
ting  to  penitence  (perhaps  thofe  we  call  the  7 
penitential  ones)  to  b?  writ  out  and  fattened  to 
the  wall  by  his  bed-fide  to  meditate  upon  them 
and  mourn  his  paft  offences,  and  for  fear  of 
having  this  pious  entertainment  interrupted,  hx 
for  about  ten  days  before  his  death  gave  orders 
to  his  attendants  not  to  let  any  one  into  his 
chamber,  except  at  fuch  hours  as  thephyficians 
came  to  him,  or  they  brought  him  to  eat.  Thus 
he  paiTed  his  time  in  prayer,  that  he  m^ht  make 
his  death,  which  is  the  pain  pf  fin,  become  a  fa-* 
crifice  agreeable  to  God,     To  him  he  returned 
the  foul  he  gave  him  on  the  aSth  oi  Augufi  in 
the  76th  year  of  his  9ge,  which  had  nothing 
impaired  hisjudgment,  hearing,  nor,  which  ift 
];nore  wonderful,  his  fights  and  the  fi^rrifice  was 
ofi^edup  to  God  in  oqr  pre^nce^  &Ly$,P^ius 
Bp*  of  Calama^  at  his  burial    He  made  no  le^ 
gacy,  becau^  the  poor  maQ  of  God  had  no«% 
thing  to  leave :  in  hi9  lil^^tlme^  be  adorned  Hip^ 
po  with  monafteries  of  both  Ibxes  and.  man^ 
buildings,  enriched  the  poor  with  his  alms,  ciw 
dowed  the  church  with  9Q  exempkiy  ctei^  and 
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a  fine  library,  edified  the  people  by  his  example 
and  inftruiftions,  and  (hone  a  re^lendent  light 
to  the  univerie  in  the  works  hecompoied. 

lo.  PoJJidiusoi  Calama^  who  had  lived  fa* 
miliarly  with  him  for  forty  years  and  writ  his 
life,  adds,  that  in  the  time  of  his  ficknefs  ano- 
ther fick  perfon  came  to  him,  and  defired  he 
would  impoie  his  hands  upon  him  to  be  cured  : 
the  &int  anfwered,  that  if  he  had  power  over 
diftempers  he  would  cure  himfelf,  but  the  fick 
man  infifting,  that  he  was  admonifhed  in  a 
dream  to  come  to  the  Bp.  Auftiny  he  impoied 
his  hands  and  immediately  cured  him«  The  y 
j&me  Pofflditts  made  a  catalogue  of  S.  Aujliti^ 
works,  in  which,  tho'  he  did  not  pretend  to 
take  in  all  his  writings,  yet  what  with  books 
and  fbrmons  they  came  up  to  1,030,  many  of 
which  are  now  loft.  In  fiich  a  number  of 
works,  it  would  be  wonderfiil  if  there  fhould 
not  be  fome  room  for  critics,  but  all  that  they 
can  with  any  colour  obje<5):  to  him  is  (i.)  his 
Aik:  wl^cfa  muft  be  allowed,  notwithftanding 
his  profeifion  of  rhetc»ic  in  the  mbft  celebrated 
fchools  of  Afric  and  Eur^e^  to  be  rather  eafy 
than  polite^  difiufe  than  fubiime,  and  more  ta« 
ken  up  with  the  gingling  of  words  than  the  real 
ornaments  of  i^)^ch^  but  then  we  ought  to 
confider,  that  as  an  African  he  was  tinAured 
with  the  roughe&  of  his  foil,  like  which,  his 
toaaginatidti  being  warm,  and  glowing  with 
bright  kiea^  he  coukl  noc  fuffer  them  to  cool 
vtpooL  his  hands  by  a  nice  care  of  words  and  pe« 
iKids}  that  pf^fing  was  then  the  m^  and  fa- 
fluon  of  the  timc^  and  the  purky  of  the  latin 
K  X  language 
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langn^QiahdJtnieddqucncc  being  very  much  on. 
the.cieclme,  hlis  ftile,  tho!  mferior  to  S.yerofnSy ' 
^.'Ami^iof^,^  Symmachw%\  &c.  yet  was  fupe- 
rior  totmt  of  fomevof  the  celebrated  pieces  of 
the.  age  he  lived  in.  (2 .)  It  is  objcftcd  that  bis 
erudition'  fgllsi  fliort  of  &  Jerom'Sy  Gregorfs,(^c. 
.which  muft  alfobe  granted:  but. however  thefe 
«ind  other  writers  may  pofleis  their  particular  ex- 
cellencies, .  yet  thofe  of.  wit  and  judgment  can 
never  bp  eoriteftedrnvith  hir!n  ;  this  makes  even 
his  want*  of  that  high  degree  of  erudition  not  fp 
muchr^  bicmifh  >as  a  panegyic  upon  his  natural 
parts,  which  without  ihat  foreign  aid  could  ar- 
rive to  the  utmoft  ilretch:Df  humanthowledge, 
make  hia>fejf .  niafter  of  the  whole- con^pafe  of 
nature,  tHe  whole  circle -of*  arts,  and:  frame  an 
eptire.jfyft^m  of  divinity,. that  unravels  the  nioft 
intricate  difficuju^  oiF  the  confcience,  and  cx>- 
.plaias  themoftincompnsheniible  myfteries  of  di^ 
vinity.  Upon  thefe  he  has  writ  mocctthan  any 
author  before  hiax ;  Jhis  method  is  ftill  to  eftablifti 
fojit^:  fet  .principles,  and^from  thence,  to  draw  a 
traip.of  confequences,  and  this  he  does  all  a- 
long  without  ;any  magifterial.fupercilious  air, 
htitrwith  theujmoft  lAodefty  and  humility^  with 
jthi^tL^pth  of  judgment,  that  penetiration  of  wit, 
and.that/lrengthof  reafoning,  that  he  hasob* 
tained  the;title  by  way  of  eminence ^of, the  rea-^ 
fining  DvBor.  Hisfcrmons  not  being  fo  proper 
a  fubjed:  for  this,  one  mufl.not  take,  an  eftimate 
of  his  works  by  them,:  but  by  his  polemic  wri- 
tings,  dn  which  he  fubjefl:^  alLthin^  tto^reiafon,  /- 
dofaUrSyManicbeeSy  Domtijisy  Pelagiansy&c.  but 
hi;  .m»ft^rf  piece  are  his  treatij^  concBrDing  grace 
^- ^ijiiiiiX  t  y.  and 
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and  predeftination,  which  the  church  ^  in  the 
principal  points  has  confecrated  to  pofterity  as 
her  own  ;  which  the  popes  and  the  greateft  faints 
have  zealcufly  defended  as  the  fequel  of  this  hi- 
jftory  will  (hew,  and  which  have  defervedly  gain-  . 
ed  him  among  others^  thefe  following  titles  : 
the  refiorer  of  the  ancient  faith ;  the  mouth 
and  tongue  of  the  ancient  church  ;  the  foul  of 
the  holy  councils  \  the  chief  ajjerter  oj  grace 
and  predejtination ',  the  oracle  of  the  law-,  the 
image  of  the  divinity ;  the  doSior  of  doSlors  5  ^ 
the  pillar  of  truth '^  the  majier  of  the  world,  Gfr. 
\  I.  The  Semi'pelagians  of  Gaul  continuing 
to  whiiper  about,  that  S.  Aufin  had  run  into 
the  contrary  extreme  to  Pelagius^  and  retained 
feme  tinduiie  of  his  foftner  Manicheifm  m'  his 
kft  books,  S.  Profper  undertook  the  caufe  of 
the  grace  of  God  and  the  injured  Auflin,  whbfe 
death  he  was;  not  yet  apbrifed  of,  in  a  tfeatife 
ftiled  pfri  acharijion^  ox  of  the  "ungrateful^  -that 
is,  of  perfonswha receive"  rifts'^  and 

think  thty  owe  them.;toc:tnemfelves,  It  coh-- 
tains  a  thoufand  lines  in  verfe,  fparkling^with 
the  force  and  Ipeauty  of  hjs  genius;  the  matter 
of  the  poem  is  noBle,  the  thoughts  are  fiiblln^, 
the  expreffions  elevated  to  a  juft  .  height  and 
flowing  with  kn  eafy  greatnefson  a  lubjeft  fcarce 
capable  of  the  fire  aind  delicacy  of  poetry.  There 
are  fome  verfes-prefixed  to  this  book,  namely  a 
fhort  preface\ta  the  work,,  an  .epitaph  on.  the 
I^ejiorian  and  Pelagian  herefieg,  ^nd  tht^fe  lines 
upon  one  who  writ  againft"  S.'Aufin. 
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,     Jn  infeSi  fcrihbUr  durft  tbefitint  ef^agi^ 

His  heart  long  Jince  fcorched  with  infernal  ragt. 
Prefumptmus  fgrpertt !  from  bis  midnight  den^ 
tVoat  made  him  crawl  on  earth  and  loot  at  wun  f . .  . 
But  nmv  in  vain  he  rolls  bisj^eciled  fride^ 
Jnd  thinks  in  various  folds  his  bead  to  hide ; 
In  vain  hejirives  to  ward  that  prelatis  blow^ 
fyho  upon  aj^s  and  hafiltfks  can  go. 

In  the  three  firft  chapters  of  ^Ib  peri  acbariJlM^ 
he  gives  the  hiftory  of  PeIagius*B  traniadtiona, 
adverfaries  and  errors.  In  the  five  following  ones 
he  introduces  the  Pelagians  arguing  with  the 
Majfilians^  that  they  had  no  rcafon  to  exclude 
then)  from  their  communion,  who  were  foncar 
allied  to  them  in  their  ientiments  that  they  muft 
both  ftand  or  fall  together.  In  the  other  37  he 
proves  the  neceffity  of  grace  and  the  liber^  of 
the  will,  with  a  foil  anA^er  to  all  their  o^fti- 
on&  This  treatiie  had  not  the  defired  tSk& ; 
for  the  Semi'pelagiam  had  that  impregnable  buU 
wark  of  pride,  as  held  out  ag^inft  the  powera 
pf  grace  and  reaibn,  inibmucfa  that  the  ver^ 
dutof  c.  27.  of  thisbcx)k,  may  juftly  be  apply- 
cd  to  them. 

For  through  the  crooked  wincEngs  of  the  beatt^

fp^anders  ^nAdJt  d(mhffulma%es  vf  defires^ 
Moves  on  aUfidety  JtandsJliUy  proceeds^  retires. 
But  let  cold  f  ears  y  or  warmer  hopes  prevail^ 
Still  vanity*  s  the  wind  ihatfiueUs  the  fail  i 
That  makes  fond  errors  from  their  fall  rebound^ 
And  deeper  rooted  grot»  by  ev*ry  wound. 

12,  In  the EaJ^MacedamusibcBarky^afef^ 
Jllexander  xhtAcemete^  and  Synefms  of  Ptole^ 
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mats  died.  This  bifliop  had  no  iboner  accepted 
of  his  dignity,  but  he  broke  from  the  ufiial 
pkaiures  and  recreations  that  poflefled  his  hearty 
plunged  himi^  into  the  depth  of  bufinefs  and 
afiairs  which  had  been  hisconftantaverfion,  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  flation  ;  and  built  a 
monaftery  near  the  river  ^/f/mi,  that  the  re- 
ligious inhabitants  thereof  might  fhew  him  a 
ytX  more  excellent  way.  God,  pleaied  with  the 
tndeavours  of  his  iervant,  preiented  hith  with  a 
long  fe-ies  of  afBidions,  to  purify  him  ficm  the 
ipots  he  had  contmfl^  by  his  too  eafy  former 
Ufe:  for,  befides  thofe  fufibrings  which  were 
his  immediate  choice,  he  had  thcie  of  hiscoun* 
try,  which  was  now  in  fiich  a  diipirited  defence^ 
kdfi  condition^  that  the  Cyreninns  tamely  law 
their  land^  ravaged^  their  wives  and  children 
carried-ofF,  their  altars  prophaned,  their  towns 
taken  and  plundered,  and  this  by  a  pack  of 
cowaidly  rovers,  who  never  dnrft  aStx  before  at 
any  thing  above  the  prize  of  a  few  pakry  cattle 
and  fofne  fbaggling  flaves.  Ptolemais  the  capi- 
tal was  every  minute  in  danger  of  the  iamefete^ 
to  prevent  ^Nf\^h  Synefius  wrote  prtfiittg  letters 
to  jikxandria^  and  defcribed  the  wi^tched  cir- 
Cttmftances  they  hy  under  h  padietically  in  his 
eataftafis^  that  he  ftirred  up  jsvery  reader  to  th« 
relief  dF  this  city,  where  )ie  him&lf  had  hi< 
torn  of  keepinff  watch,  add,  tho^  a  bifhop,  was 
only  dlftinguiihed  from  the  refl  by  a  fuperior 
and  taoK  univer£il  omcera  for  his  people.  To 
theie  common  calamities  of  his  countiy,  tho& 
of  his  femily  wmc  jokied  r  two  tif  his  fc^s  be* 
ing firft imtofan^itva]^ by  cbith,  and  they  foon 
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^fter  followed  by  his  third  and  only  furviving 
hope.  But  Synejius  having  now  by  long  cu- 
ftom  fortified  himfelf  in  that  maxim,  of  not 
eftecming  any.  occurrence  of  life  which  had 
podepcndance  on  him,  as  truly  good  or  evil, 
pxcluded  the  grief  of  this  lois  from  his  heart, 
gs  being  without  his  power.  This  is  the  moft 
we  know  of  his  aftions;  and  as  to  his  writings, 
which  confift  in  orations,  treatifes,  epiftles  and 
poems,  a  fublime  ftile  and  a  copious  ftockof 
erudition  run  through  them  all,  enriched  with 
frequent  applications  of  hiftorical  fads,  illuilra- 
tcd  with  grave,  inflrucftions  cf  morality,^  and  en- 
livened with  an  agreeable  infufion  of,  poetry  : 
to  which  hi?  epiftles  often  add  fine  ftrokcs  of 
raillery,  w;th  a  delicacy  free  from  the  common

His  life 
beingi  defpaircd.  of, .  two  bifliops  Symmachus  aiwj 
Acyndinus  came  to  vifit  him,  and  this  give  hin* 
fiich  joy,  that  for  .a  while  helforgot  his  diftem^^ 
per  ;  butrccoUefting  that  his  approaching  hmtf 
was  at  hand,  he  ordered  the  lacred  veflfels  to'bsr 
brought  to  his^  chamber;  .that  he  might  with  tho 
bi(hbp§  offer,  up  thefacrificerto  recommend  his 
Ibul  to  OoA  After  this  he  demanded  whef&hi§ 
brotiiers  Iweife,  which;  the  ftahder&^l^  ii«wd§t^ 
5    '  .  flanding 
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ftandkg  of  the  bifliops,  anfwered  they  are  here, 
but  the  laint  replied,  I  mean  my  brothers  Ja^ 
nuarius  Sind  Martin^  who  have juft  now  fpoke 
to  me  and  iaid  they  would  prefently  be  with  me 
again.  By  Januarius^  he  meant  the  martyr 
Januarius  of  Benevenfo  whofe  relicks  were 
then  2XNapksy  and  by  Martin,  ^.Martin  of 
Tours.  Then  he  iiing  the  pfalm  :  /  have  lifted 
'  up  my  eyes  to  the  mountains^  &c.  which  being 
imiflied,  his  prieft  Pojihumian  put  him  in  mind 
that  he  owed  forty  gold  {hillings  for  cloaths  he 
had  bought  for  the  poor,  at  which  the  faint 
finiling  faid,  have  confidence  in  God,  we  {hall 
find  ibme  body  to  pay  this  debt,  accordingly  a 
prefent  was  brought  him  fi-om  the  Bp.  Exupe^ 
rantiusmd  his  brotherC/>/irr/wof  fifty  gold  (tiiU 
lings,  ^  The.  night  coming  on  his  di{lemper  in- 
creafedj  yet  at  the  break  of  day  he  {aid  his  ma- 
tins "as  ufually,  made  an  tehortatibn  to  his  cler* 
^,  and  at  evening  upon  lighting  up  the  latnps 
iung :  I  have  prepared  ^  lamp  for  my-  Chriji  : 
about  teii  at  night  an  earthquake  {hook  his  cell, 
and  hie  gave  up  the  ghoft  ;  his  countenance  and 
body,  appearing  white  as  fndw.  A  great  num-* 
ber  of  his-  writing's  are  \6^]  but  we  have  {till 
52  letters  and  26  poems'  of  this  faint, '  in  which 
thrte  arfe  feme  very  fine  4<?fcriptions  and  Keauti- 
ibt trahfiltiems'  from  orie^ibjca  to  another. 
•  2.  ^The^yof •8ii?ii«/m»5-s  death  the  coun- 
cil vras^^ned  ^v^1^he]fUs'A.o  'tx2LmineNe/iorius: 
He  hadvthe beglfmiftg  of  thisyear oppcfed  '12 
ahithbiMtifiiis '  of  Kis  own  again{i  as  many  oSF 
^:€yriisy  ifor  vsrhich  he  was  handled  hy  Maria t 
j^e'ri^at^'s  pen,  according  to  his  merits.  S.  Cy- 
ril 
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ril  him&lf  pat  out  three  works  partly  to  defend 
his  anathematifms^  and  partly  in  defence  of 
Proclush  fermons.  In  the  firft  he  anfwets  the 
objedions  of  Andrew  of  Samofata  ;  in  the  i&« 
cond  tho&  of  Tbeodoretus*,  in  the  third  confutes 
what  Nejiorius  iaid  againft  Proclus.  They  are 
all  excellent  writings,  efpecially  the  third.  This 
was  the  faint's  winter  employment :  but  Eafter 
being  over,  which  fell  on  the  19th  oS  Aprils  he 
and  Neftmus  both  haftened  to  Ephefus.  Neftth 
rius  had  a  number  of  troops  in  his  train,  and 
ten  bifhops  and  two  counts  Candidian  and  Irenes 
us  in  his  company.  Candidian  was  comnkiffi** 
oned  by  the  emperor  to  keep  peace  in  the  coun*^ 
cil)  and  fee  it  well  regulated  without  meddiiiffi 
with  any  thing  relating  to  faith:  Ireneus  had 
no  commifiion,  but  went  out  <^  pure  friend-» 
ihip  with  Nefiorius.  S.  Cyril  fet  out  with  fifty 
bi(hopS)  that  is,  with  about  half  the  biihopsof 
his  province,  the  reft  Haying  at  home  to  attend 
their  churches ;  had  a  iavouraUe  voyagp  as  far 
as  Rhodes^  afterwards  narrowly  eicaped  a  tem*** 
peft,  and  came  to  Ephefus  4  or  5  days  before 
Whitfundayy  which  was  then  the  7th  of  ^ irnr* 
Juvenal  of  Jerujalem  arrived  five  diys  aftetf 
Pentecoft  witn  the  reft  of  the  Pakftine  Infbops^ 
aniong  whom  was  AJpebetes  or  Peter  the  Bp^ 
oi'xh^  Saracens^  who^  takingleaveol':&£A/il|M 
mius^  was  admonifhed  by  him  to  have  a  parti- 
cular rq;ard  to  Cyril  and  Acacius  oiMtlkin^^s 
ftntimenu.  S.  Eutl^mius  had  bMrt  Aca:iuft 
diiciple.  Flavian  of  Ttbeffalonica  with  the  YA^ 
CMjpfiofMaceAma  arrivM  aboattheiaflAatittitf* 
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3.  yobn  of  Antiocb  with  his  company  made 
the  bifliops  wait  a  long  time«  They  pretended 
it  was  impoflibk  for  them  to  reach  Epbe/us  by 
the  fct  time,  /.  e.  on  Penttcojl^day  :  for  the  bi- 
ibops  could  not  leave  their  churches  till  after 
New  Sunday^  i.  e.  the  next  Sunday  after  Eui^ 
JleTy  when  the  new  baptiied  put  off  their  white 
garments  and  receivod  the  biihops  ble£ing. 
That  this  Sunday  being  tl^  26th  of  jifril^  and 
ibme  of  the  biihops  12  days  journey  off  djin^  ' 
tiocbj  it  would  be  the  8th  of  May  before  they  . 
could  coniie  to  ^»//Wi&,  that  it  was  thirty  days 
journey  from  Antiocb  to  EpbeJuSy  fo  that  tho' 
theyihould  only  make  one  day's  flay  there,  th^ 
could  not  arrive  at  EpbeBis  before  Pentecojl 
Mmday.  Whilft  the  bimops  were  expeding 
them^  they  pieached  ievcral  &rmons  on  the  in^ 
carnation.  8.  ^r//  in  his  gives  great  commen<* 
dations  to  the  aifembkd  bimops,  to  the  town  of 
JS/hSi^i  honored  with  the  rclicks  of  S.yobn^ 
toi&B.  Virgin,  whom  ever  and  anon  he  fliles 
tbeotocos.  MeiKttoning  popoCekfiimy  he  gives 
him  the  titks  offatber^  patriarchy  andarch^ 
bififcp  ttf  the  nvboie  eartb.  In  this  iermom  he 
ifocaks  of  another  had  the  day  before  concerning 
&e  aUi^oridal  jpatridge,  Jerem.  6.  v.  11.  A^ 
cmcius  Bp.  c^MeUtina  mrangued  padietkally 
upoii  the  iaone  fiit^ed;;  be  has  this  expre£Bon 
mere  by  the  by  ^  the  cco£r  with  thealtarsof  3^.C 
ift  honored,  and  fhines  upon  the  front  of  the 
drarches*  ^Hjeodatm  ciAncyra  had  two  fermon^ 
QD  titt  nativity^  wtxch  with  abundance  of  good 
n»tbn,  w^inforoed^  confiited  Neftorius  ^  and 
ytkad^  if  we  take  &ther  Ganeriu/s  judgment, 
-  were 
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were  not  equalled  byany  produAion  of  this  learn- 
ed age.    Thefe  two  Bps  Acacius  and  T^heodotus' 

.  were  friends  of  Nefiorius^  who  often  at  EphefUs 
vifited  and   converfed  with  him,  and  were  ex- 
tremely affli(fted  to  find  that  he  perfifted  in  hi^' 
hcrefy, 

'  /^.  Jobnoi Antioch  being  about  five  or  fix 
days  journey  oflF  Epbefus^  fent  a  letter  to  S.Cy- 
r//,  big  with  expreffions  of  firiendfliip  and  his 

*  eager  defires  to  be  with  him  at  the  council :  I 

.  am  got  thus  for,  fays  he,  by  the  prayers  iof  your- 
holin^s,  after  having  fufFered  much  in  my  jour- 
ney ;  for  it  is  now  thirty  days  together  that  I 

.have  travelled  withoiit  intermifiion,  fom^ofour 
bifhops  have  fallen  fick  in  the  way,  and  we- 
taveioft  feveral  of  oiir  horfes.     Pray  therefore, 
that  we  may  finifli  our  joUrney  of  five  or  fix- 
dajrs.morCy  and  embra^ce  your  dear  and  holy  per-^ 
ion.  '  Meantime' two  bifliops  of  his  company,- 
both  metropolitans^  viz.  Alexander  oiApamea^ 
and  Alexander  oiHierapolis^  arrived  at  the  coun-- 
dl,  >who,  finding  a  general  ccnnphint  of  yobn^s- 
delays  aflTured  the  affembled' prelates  over  and* 
aver  again,  thdt  Jobn  had  exprefly  commiflioiied 
them  to  acquaint  the  council,  that -he  defired  no 
ftop  fhould  be  put  to  it  for  him,  but  in  cale- 
of  his  delay  to  proceed  to  afikirs  without  him. 
There  wece  then  above  two  himdred  bifliops  of 
diffei'ent  provinces  afieniUed  ;  the  prebife  point' 
of  timie  the  7th  of  June^  at  which  the  bifliops' 
were  :ordered  to  meet  without  any  excufc,  was* 
liow  above  a  fortnight  paft,  the  greateft  nunibiar^ 
of  the  bifliops  were  incommoded  hiy  their  ifcty: 
S^t  foch  an  ^xpenfive  place,  ieveralofthe^iwere 
/  ^  fick, 
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fickj  and  fome  few  dead,  which  made  them 
cry  out,  that  John  affed:ed  this  delay  not  to 
be  prefent  at  Nejiorius's  condemnation,  becauie 
he  imagined  the  dilgrace  of  this  perfon,  who 
had  fomierly  been  one  of  his  clergy,  might  rc- 
fle(a  upon  himfelf;  that  bifliops  had  come  from 
much  mor€  remote  places,  and  that,  infine, 
yohn^me,ihgt  not  to  ftay  for  him  fufficiently 
fhewed,  he  would  not  take  it  ill  if  they  made 
no  longer  delay;  -  So  they  appointed  the  open- 
ing of  the  council  for  the  22d  of  yune. 

5,  The  day  before  they  fent  four  bifhops  to 
Nejiorius  and  his  party,  to  notify  this  refolution 
of  the  fathers,  and  to  invite  them  to  the  coun- 
cil. Nejioriut  ^^Tid  \i\s  party  ^  anfwered,  they 
would  confider  of  it,  and  come  if  theyjuc^ed 
itneceffary,  and  defired  MemfionB^.  ofEpbifus 
to  open  the  church  of  ^.  John  Sox  them,  the 
others  being  affembled  in  that  of  the  B.  Virgins 
Memnon  refofed  'this,  and  the  people  jealous  for 
the  catholic  faith  of^ofed  this,  fepanitc  meet- 
ing,- -Then' iV^r/ttys- party ;^  the  fame  day, 
y^ne  the  2 1'ft,  to  -the  number  of .  68  bifhops, 
tii^<fea  fofeniri  prdteft  againft  the  opening  the 
council  before  .^^/6;^;  of  Aniioch's  arrival,  and 
that  they,  were  ready  to  meet. whenever  count 
Gandtdian  fummoned  them.  It  is  to  be  remarks 
ed,  thatithe-tv^o  utkxahdirs^  who  told  theiw 
not  to  ftay  fotycbn's  coming^:  were  two  of 
thefe  68  bimo{:^.  'Candidiaii  did  ;what  he  could 
to  ftop  the  cbunijil  four  days  at  leaft,  pre|3ending 
the  emperor's  authority  for  ir, .  bat,  upon  (hew-» 
i^g  his  commiffion,  and  the  council  finding  n&i 
thing  of  this  nature^ .  they  perfifledin  their  icfo^ 
-        .    ~  lution. 
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Jution,  and  the  count  in  a  fury  threw  out  of  the 
council  and  affixed  a  proteftation  againft  them. 
6.  The  council  therefore   comoiienced,    in 
which  the  GoipeL  was  put  in  the  middle  chair 
to  reprefent  J.  C.    S.  Cyril^  m  repns&nting  the 
pope,  had  the  next  place:  there  were  158  bi- 
ihops  at  the  very  beginning :  Bejfula  a  deacon  of 
Carthage  was  there  in  the  name  of  the  whole 
African  church,  being  deputed  by  Capreolus  of 
Cartb,age  to  teftify  to  this  iliuftrious  body  ihe 
refpedts  of  the  African  bilhops,'  who  were  not 
abte  to  come  themielves  by:<-teafon  of  the  op- 
preffion  of  the  Vandals  and  the  ihortneis  of  the 
time,  having  been  only  fummoned  about  Eafer. 
When  they  were  all  feated,  Peter ^  prieft  of  ^-.. 
kxandria  and  chief  notary,  began  to  read  the 
motives  of  their  meeting;  but  Tbeod^tus  f£An*^ 
cyra  told  them,  it  would  be  advifeable  to  jfend 
another  fiimmons  in  form  to  the  moft  pious  Bp. 
Neftorius.  For  this  they  6nt  three  hiihops  diffe- 
rent from  thofe  of  ycfterday>  with  a  leftor; 
they  found  his  houie  furrounded  with  foldiers 
having  clubs  in  their  handa»  and  could  get  no 
audience,  the  ibldiers  telliiig  them  that  Ne^^ 
rius  had  expt^y  forbidk;  but  after  a  longdo** 
lay,  Fhrentiuit\m  tribune  XicM  thmi,  he  couU 
not  fee  him,  but  that  he  iMd  ^t  to  tell  him» 
that  when  all  the  biihops  vm^  aifimbled  l» 
would  come  too*    This  anfwer  being  brougbtn 
the  ccuncil  lent  a  dikd  £tfamons  by  Ibar  other 
biihops,  who  wtieib  far  from  getting  audience 
that  the  £}ldiers  would  not  U>  rmish  aa  kt  them 
flaadin  thefhadej  buttddcbem,  that  if  they 
ftaid  there  till  night  they  wo^  bave  no  ocber 
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an^mr  than  what  they  had  ycfterday,  and  that 
they  were  pofted  there  on  purpofe  to  hinder  a- 
ny  perfon  from  the  council  to  Ipeak  to  him. 

7.  Then  (i.)  the  Nicene  creed  was  read,, 
that  different  doftrines  might  be  authdrifed  or 
condemned,  inafmuch  as  they  agreed  with,  or 
varied  from  it.  Next  (2.)  the  emperor's  letter. 
Then  (3.)  S.CyriPs  fecond  letter  to  Ne/lorius, 
which  was  approved  of,  as  perfedtly  agreeing 
with  the  Nicene  fymbol :  and  (4.)  Neftorius^% 
letter  to  Cyril  was  read  and  judged  heretical  by 
the  whole  confiftory.  Acacius  of  MHitina 
moreover  discovered  in  it  falfifications  of  texts, 
and  impofitlons(HiS.Cyr/7,  without  any  grounds. 
The  pope'^  letter  to  iVg^^r/i/x,  and  CynTs  fy* 
nodic^  letter  had  the  reading  in  the  fifth  place^ 
then  the  teftimonies  were  heard,  that  Ne^orius 
£3ix  from  acquieicing  to  theie  letters,  had  after- 
wards maintained  the  fame  pernicious  tenets  in 
a  public  fermon.  Fidus  of  yt^^  added  :  it  is 
given  out,  that  Nefiorins  flill  continues  in  thefe 
ientiments,^whereof  ^r^mri  and  Theodotus,  who 
have  often  convtrled  with  him  here  at  £/i6^x, 
can  beA  give  an  account^  which  we  ccmjure 
them  t9  do  by  the  holy  go^s.  Thepdbtus  re- 
pikd,  1  am  afBided  for  my  frien4^  but  I  prefer 

my  reli^n  to  all  friends  whatibever, I 

mafk  therefofe  own,  that  in  his  di&ourfes  here 
he  has  frequently  &id,  God  is  not  bom  of  a 
virgin,  ncur  fhckled  by  her,  and  thathecQuld 
not  beiur  to  hear  of  a  God  two  or  three  months 
old.  Acacius  gave  in  a  ttitimony  of  the  fame 
kind,  adding,  diat  a  bifhop  with  him  i^d,  that 
the  Son  w^  BxScied  was  dtftin€t  from  the  di- 
vine 
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vine  Word,  :and  that  another '  in  the  company 
extenuated  the  J^ws  crime,  by  faying,  that  it 
was  not  againft  God;,  but  againft  a  n^an. 
'  8^  Flavian  Bp.  of  Fhilippi  defired  the  au- 
thority of  the  fathers  tb^t  made  againft  Ntjio^ 
rianifm  might  be  read,  and  accordingly  Peter 
the  notary  read  in  th&  fixth  place  fome  pafTages 
from  S, 'Peter  oi  Alexandria  a  moft  excellent 
dodor  and  a  moft  bleffed  martyr,  from  S.  A^ 
thanajiits  and  7y6^(?/>M«y  bifhops  of  the  fame 
city,  from  S  S.  Gregory  Naz.  Bajil  of  Ceja^ 
rea.^  Greg,  of  Nifa^  from,  Felix  the  martyr 
and  S.ytt/z^xboth  bifhops  of  Rpme^  from.  S.  Cy-^ 
'prian^  S.  Ambrofe^  from  Attims  of  C.  P..  and 
Amphilochius.^  As  to  thofe  paffages  taken  froiti 
Atticusy  Amphilochius^  ^.Petfir  martyr,^^  and 
the  tivo  popes,  they  are jnpwr  no  longer  extant; 
In  the  fevcnth.  place  was  read  aii.e5?tra<5t  of  Nef^ 
torius's  blafphemies,  and  in  the  eighth  Capreo-^ 
lus  of  Carthage's  letter.  At  length  they  pro-^; 
ceeded  to  Nefiorluis  condemnation  in  thefe 
terms :  Nejiorius  among  other  things  having  re- 
fufed  to  hearken  to  ourfumni4>nsj.  or  receive  the 
biftiops  whom  we  deputed,  to  hipi,  we  were  ob-. 
liged  to  come  to  the  difcuiiioh  of  his  impieties  ; 
pf  which  being  convidted,  as  well  by  his  letters, 
and  other  writings,  as  by  his  difcourfcs  lately  had! 
iji  this  city . . ;.  we  areconftrained  by  the  canons 
and  the  letter  of  our  moft  holy  father  and  fel- 
low-minifter  Celejline  Bp,  of  the  Roman  church, 
not  without  frequent  weeping  to  come  to  this  dif- . 
malfentence  at  laft:  our  Lord  ^.C  whom  he  has 
blaiphemed,  has  declared  by  this  holy  council, : 
that  he  is  deprived  of  all  epifcopal  dignity,  and  cut . 
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off  from  the  prieftly  college,  Cyril  fubfcribcd 
firft,  Jwoenal  the  iecond,  and  fo  on.  Some 
bifhops  arrived  after  the  ieflion  and  fubicribed 
too,  fo  that  there  were  fubicriptions  of  above 
^  200  biftiops  in  all.  This  firft  feffion  lafted  from 
morning  to  nighty  tho'  the  days  were  then  at 
the  longeft,  i.e.  the  22d  of  June^  when  the 
fun  fets  at  Epbefus  not  till  1 1  minutes  after  &- 
ven.  The  people  of  the  town  waited  that  time 
for  the  decifion  of  the  council,  and  upon  hear- 
ing the  news  of  Neftorius*s  depofition,  they 
with  one  voice  concurred  to  thank  God,  and 
applaud  the  council :  at  the  biftiops  coming 
out  of  the  church  they  conduced  them  with 
flambeaux  to  their  lodgings,  and  the  women 
fpread  periiimes  before  them  all  the  way  they 
went. 

9.  The  next  day,  June  the  23d,  the  ientence 

of  depofition  was  notified  to  Nefiorius^  wherein 

he  isftiled  ^ntyrjudas^,  publiftied  by  cryers, 

and  fixed  up  in  the  public  places :  and  letters 

with  an  account  of  it  were  difpatched  to  Eu-^ 

cbarius  defender  of  the  church  of  C  P.  to  thei 

priefts,  the  ftewards  or  oeconomifts  and  the  reft 

of  the  clergy,  recommending  to  them  the  care 

of  the  church  goods  in  order  to  give  an  account 

of  them   to  their  next   biftiop.     S,  Cyrii  alia 

writ  to  Macarius  and  Potamon  biftiops ;  to  two 

priefts  timothy  and  Eulogius^  and  to  Dalmatius 

arcbimandritay  i.  e.  to  all  five  in   one  letter. 

^his  Dalmatius  had  the  greateft  reputation 

oi  fiindlity  of  aU  the  monks  at  C  P.    He  had 

borne  arms  under  Theodojius  the  greats  with  a 

piety  not  interfering  with  his  profcffion  ;  to 

improve  it  more  he  quitted  his  wife  and  chil-  ' 

Vol,  IV.  L  dren. 
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dren,  except  Faujius  with  whom^  he  went  to 
the  abbot  Ifaac  mentioned   vol.  2.  p.  582.  and 
both  under  him  laid  the  firft  foundations  of  mo- 
naftical  virtues.     Ifaac  at  his  death  conftitutcd 
'   Dalmatius  iuperior  of  the  monaftery  at  C.  P. 
It  is  faid  of  him,  that  he  was  forty  days  with- 
out eating,  having  been  all  that  while  in  an  ex- 
tafy.  The  emperor  vifited  him,  and  he  was  much 
relpefted  by  the  fenate  of  C.  P.  having  the  title 
given  to  him  and  his  iiicceffors  of  archimart- 
dritay  i.  e.  chief  of  the  monafteries  of  C.  P. 
The  |[r^(f^  church  honours  the  memory  of  all 
three,  Ifaac ^  Dalmatius  zni  Faujius ^   oil  the 
third  of  Auguji.     In  this  letter  S.  C^r/7,  after 
itientioning  the  tranfa6lipns  of  the  council,  fays, 
he  will  fend  a  relation  of  them  and  the   ads 
themfelves  as   loon  as  they  were  copied  fair  to 
the  emperor,  which  if  he  found  did  not  arrive 
foon,  he  might  conclude  that  they  were  flopped 
in  the  way.     Thefe  adls  were  afterwards  fentby 
the  bifhops  DanieUnd  TbeopempfeSy  who  got  to 
C;  P.  before  count  Ireneus.    This  count  gave  in 
a  fiftitious  narrative  of  the  council,  feconded  by 
Candidiaris  and  Nefioriush  letters.    Candidian's 
is  loft,  and  Nejlorius's  figned  by  1 1  biftiops  is 
as  follows. 

^  10.  Being  fummoned  to  Ephejus  by  your 
piety  we  came  hither  without  delay,  and  were 
willing,  according  to  your  orders,  to  wait  for  the 
other  biftiops,  who  had  fet  out  from  all,  parte  ; 
but  &t\n^th&  Egyptians  were  difpleafed  at  this, 
and  thought  we  affeded  delays,  we  promifed  to 
aflemble  when  count  Candidian  would.  And 
he  knowing  John  oiAntioch^nd  his  company 

were 
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were  high  at  hand,  and  that  others  were  com- 
ing from  the  Weji^  fignified  to  all  that  they 
fhould  ftay  for  their  arrival.  We  in  obediencd 
to  your  orders  kept  ourfelves  quiet :  but  the  £- 
gyptians  and  Afiatics  in  contempt  of  ecclefiafti-^ 
caland  imperial  laws  kept  their  affemWies  apart, 
and  afted  what  your  majefty  will  hear  from  the 
whole  worlds  Having  filled  the  Forum  with 
foldiers  of  their  party  they  put  the  whole  city  in 
an  uproar,  running  about  our  houfcs,  and  threat- 
ning  us  with  dreadful  things.  The  Bp.ilil?/w- 
non  was  the  chief  of  the  fcdition :  he  fhut  up 
the  churches  that  we  might  have  no  place  left  us 
for  refuge,  but  opened  the  great  church  for  others, 
and  prepared  all  things  for  their  feffions :  we 
therefore  fupplicate  and  conjure  you,  that  all 
things  be  done  in  order  .  .  .  and  that  no  one  be 
admitted  to  the  council  but  only  the  metropoli- 
tan and  two  bifliops  of  each  province ...  or  or- 
der that  we  return  home  in  fafety,  for  here  we 

are  threatened  with  our  lives. The  demand 

of  only  two  bifliops  with  a  metropolitan  was 
artfully  defigned,  becaufe  there  were  few  me- 
tropolitans under  the  patriarch  oi Alexandria. 
^  Whilil  this  letter  was  in  its  way,  Candidian 
hindered  the  people  from  bringing  the  catholic 
bifliops  neceflaries,  and  fuffered  the  country 
people  in  his  interefl:  to  infult  them.  The  fa- 
thers of  the  council  on  their  fide  fent  the  whole 
hiftory  of  the  council  to  the  emperor  in  a  fy- 
nodical  letter,  in  which  they  ipeak  thus  by  the 
by  of  the  pope  :  we  have  praifed  the  moft  holy 
bifliop  of  Rome  Celejliney  who  had  already  con- 
demned the  heretical' tenets  of  Nejiorius,  and 
L  2  pronounced 
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pronounced  ientence  againft  him  before  we 

md.  They  writ  another  letter  to  the  clergy 
of  C.  P.  and  S.  Cyrils  one  to  the  clergy  QiA- 
lexandriay    and  >  preached  fbme  fermons^  one 

.  of  whigh  was  on  occafion  of  feven  of  Nefio^ 
rius^s  bifhops  coming  over  to  the  orthodox 
party^ 

1 1.  Five  days  after  Neftorius^s  depofition, 
yobn  ofAntiochzmveAzt  Epbefus ;.  which  the 
council  underftandingy  ient  fbme  bifhops  and 
clergy,  asweU  out  of  refpedto  him,  as  to  hin- 
der him  from  feting  NeJioriuSy  becaufe  he  had 
been  depofed  by  the  council.  The  foldiers  that 
conducted  yobn  of  Antiocb  would  not  let  them 
ipeak  to  him  on  the  road ;  they  neverthclefe  fol- 
lowed him  to  his  lodgings  and  waited  ieveral 
hours  to  Ipeak  with  him,  during  which  they 
wereabufed  by  the  foldiers.  John  mean-while 
held  a  council  with  Neftorius  j  for  he  had  no 
fooner  ftept  out  of  his  chariot,  but  all  full  of 
dull  as  he  was,  and  without  fo  much  as  pulling 
off  his  travelling  cloak,  he  proceeded  to  fcn- 

.    tcnce  againft  CynV,  Memnoriy  and  the  fathers  of 
the  council,  declaring  :  that  the  two  firftfhould 

.  be  depofed,  and  the  reft  excommunicated,  to 
the  end,  that  acknowledging  their  faults,  and 
anathcmatifing  the  "  heretical  articles  of  Cyril^ 
they  may  affemble  with  us,  examine  in  a  bro- 
therly manner  the  queftions  in  debate,  and  con- 
firm the  faith.  This  fentence  was  fiibfcribed  to 
by  43  biftiops,  which  they  did  not  publifh  at 
EpbefuSy  but  fent  it  away  to  the  emperor,  the 
princeffes,  the  clergy  and  people  of  C.  P.  tack-, 
ing  to  it  a  long  catalogue  of  fictitious  and  ground- 
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Ids  accu&tions  againA  Cyril.  This  being  done, 
yobn  fent  for  the  bifhops  that  waited  for  audi- 
ence, who  upon  the  delivery  of  their  meflage 
were  abandoned  to  count  freneus  and  the  Bps. 
difcretion,  who  beat  them  fb  unmercifully  that 
they  were  afraid  of  their  lives.  Returning  to 
the  council  they  fhewed  their  wounds,  and  the 
relation  of  it  was  inlerted  in  theadts,  but  that 
part  of  them  is  loft. 

12.  The  emperor  meantime  deceived  by  Cj«- 
diiian  and  the  others  letters,  lent  a  writing  by 
Palladium  a  magifterian^  declaring  all  the  tran^ 
adlions  of  the  council  at  Ephefus  invalid  and  of 
no  force,!  commanding  the  biftiops  not  to  leave 
the  city   till  fiich  time  as  the  points  contefted 
were  examined  by  the  whole  council,  and  to 
hinder  efFecSually  any  of  the  bifliops  departure, 
gave  the  magiftrates  in  charge  not  to  let  any  of 
them  pafe.    This  letter  bears  date  the  29th  of 
yune.    The  council  anfwered  this  writing  by 
the  lame  Palladius^  who  was  now  gained  over 
to  the  Nejiorian  party :  the  fubftance  of  it  was, 
that  John  and  his  company  arrived  only  one  and 
twenty  days  after  the  time  prefixed  by  his  ma- 
je/ly;  ih^lCandidian  had' given  him  in  a  falfe 
information,  and  therefore  defircd  he  would  fend 
for  him  and  five  of  the  council  to  anfwer  before 
him  for  all  proceedings  of  both  fides  :  that  feve- 
ral  bilhops  having  difcovered  the  artifices  and 
forgeries  of  Neftoriuss  party  had  abandoned  it, 
fo  mat  now  they  had  only  about  37^  moft  of 
them  Pelagians,   or  perfons  dcpofcd  for  their 
faults  long  fince.  That  they  in  the  council  were 
upwards  of  two  hundred,  but  that  PnUadius 
L  3  being 
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being  in  hafte  he  could  not  ftay  for  all  their  fiib- 
fcriptions.  The  Nejiorian  party  by  the  fame 
bearer  writ  a  flattering  letter  to  the  emperor, 
with  a  repetition  of  their  former  calumnies,  and 
an  addition  of  this  new  one :  that  upon  recep- 
tion 6f  his  majefty's  letter,  going  to  give  God 
thanks  and  pray  for  his  majefty  in  S.  Jobn^s 
church,  they  (hut  the  doors  againft  them,  and 
a  gang  of  fellows  fet  there  by  Memnon's  orders 
took  away  their  horfes  from  them,  and  purfued 

them  with  ftaves  and  ftones  a  great  way. . 

Now  the  ground  of  this  was :  the  fathers  of  the 
council  Gonfidering  the  violences  done  to  their 
deputies  by  the  Neftorians^  who  alio  had' private- 
ly by  night  ported  up  the  fentence  of  memnon^s 
.  and  CynPs  depofitions  without  any  fiiblcription, 
declared  the  aftors  of  them  excommunicated. 
The  Nejiorians  did  not  lofe  courage  at  this,  but 
folicited  the  magiftrates  of  Epbefus  for  a  decree 
to  ordain  a  new  bifliop  of  Epbejus^  of  which 
the  people  having  an  inkling  feifed  upon  the 
churches,  and  hindered  the  Nejiorians^  who 
came  there,  as  they  publicly  gave  out  to  ordain 
another  bifliop  of  Epbefus^  from  entering  the 
church.  The  foldiers  upon  this  fell  upon,  the 
people,  left  fome  of  them  half-dead  upon  the 
fpot,  the  people  on  their  iide  took  up  arms,  re- 
pelled the  foldiers,  (Sc.  whom  Ireneus  and  Can^ 
didian  employed  to  perverfe  ufes,  for  which  rea- 
fon  the  fathers  of  the  council  defired  the  clergy 
of  C.  P.  to  make  public  thefe  violent  proceed- 
ings, and  obtain  from  the  emperor,  that  Irene-^ 
us  and  Candidian  be  called  home.     As  for  Ire^ 
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neus  he  went  to  C.  P.  of  his  own  accord  to  tell  a 
plaufible  ftory  in  favour  of  the  party. 

13.  Meantime  the  pope's  legates  Arcadius 
and  Proje^us  bifliopSi  and  Philip  a  prefbyter, 
arrived  at  Ephefus ;  upon  which  a  iecond  ieiTioa 
was  held  the  loth  01  July  in  Mem7io7i%  epifco- 
pal  palace.  There  the  pope's  letters  bearing  date  , 
the  8dii  oiMay  were  iirft  read  in  latin  accord- 
ing to  cuftom,  then  tranikted  into^re^/i,  that 
the  fathers  of  the  council  might  under ftand  them. 
They  were  no  fooner  read,  but  all  the  bi(hops 
cried  out :  to  Celejiine  the  new  Pauly  to  CeUf^ 

'  tine  the  guardian  of  the  faith,  to  Celejiine  agree- 
ing with  the  fynod,  to  Celejiine  iht  univerfel  fy* 
nod  gives  thanks.  Firmus  of  Cappadocia  con* 
tinned :  the  holy  fee  of  Celejiine  ha»  already 
regulated  the  aifair  and  given  iedtence  in  his 
letters  addreffed  xoCyriloi  Alexandria^  ^o  Ju^ 
venal  of  Jeru/alem,  to  Rufus  t)f  Thejalonica^ 
and  to  the  churches  of  C  P.  and  Antiocb.  la 
confequence  of,  and  for  the  execution  of  this 
lentence,  we  have  pronounced  again  ft  Nejiorius 
a  canonical  judgment.  With  the  letters  to  the 
council  the  legates  had  one  tg  the  emperor  da- 
ted the  15  th  oiMa%  and  another  to  S.Cyril  of 
the  7th,  in  which  ne  tells  him,  that  the  fynod 
fhpuld  receive  fuch  perfons  as  condemned  their 
errors. 

14.  The  next  day,  July  the  nth,  a  third 
feffion  was  hf;ld,  in  which  the  laft  proceedings 
were  again  canonically  examined.  Then  Philip 
the  prieft  faid :  no  body  doubts,  but  that  S.  Pe^ 
ter  the  chief  of  the  apoftks,  the  pillar  of  faith, 
and  foundation  of  the  catholic  church,  has  re- 
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ceived  from  our  Lord  J.  C.  the  keys  of  his  king- 
dom, and  the  power  of  binding  and  loofening 
fins,  and  that  he  ftill  lives  and  exerci&s  this  judg- 
ment in  his  fucceflbrs.  The  Bp.  PryeSius  con- 
cluded :  I  by  the  authority  of  the  legation  of  the 
apoftolic  fee,  being  with  my  brothers  executes: 
.  of  the  ientence,  I  declare  Nejlorius  the  enemy 
of  truth  and  corrupter  of  the  faith,  deprived  of  his 
epifcopal  dignity  and  the  comhiunion  of  all  the 
orthodox  bifhops.  S.  Cyril  faid :  .  the  council 
knows  what  has  been  declared  in  the  name  of  the 
apoftolic  fee  and  the  whole  council  of  the  ho- . 
!y  bifhops  of  the  wejl ;  fince  therefore  the  fen- 
tence  or  our  tnoft  holyBp.  Cekjiine  has  approv- 
ed of  what  the  holy  council  has  pronounced  and 
put  in  execution  againft  the  heretic  NeftoriuSy 
it  is  fit  to  join  the  aftsof  yefterday  and  to  day 
to  the  precedent  ones.  This  was  done,  andr 
they  all  fubfcrilfcd  to  JV^^mi'sdepofition.  Aiid 
lb  ended  the  third  feffion.  Letters  were  dis- 
patched to  the  emperor  of  the  common  confent 
of  the  eaji  and  wejiern  churches  in  depofingiV^ 
tariusj  and  to  defire  his  majefty  that  another 
might  be  ordained  in  his  place,  and  for  the  bi- 
fhops to  have  leave  to  return  home,  many  ha- 
ving died  there  of  diftempers,  others  fick,  &c. 
Another  letter  was  writ  to  the  clergy  of  C.  P. 

15.  The  1 6th  of  July  the  fourth  feflion  was 
held,  which  was  fiiU  ofcomplaintsagainfiyflA« 
oiAntiocby  for  pronouncing  thefentenceofdepo- 
fition  upon  Cyril  ^nA  Memnoriy  for  which  he  was 
cited  to  the  council  to  anfwer  for  himfHf,  but 
did  not  appear.  The  17th  the  fifth  feffion  con- 
tinued th^  complaints  againft  the  faid  Jolm  for 
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fcattering  papers  about  the  town,  that  taxed  S. 
Cyril  with  Apollinarifmi  to  evince  the  contrary 
of  which,  he  publicly  anathematifed  Apollina* 
ris  and  other  heretics.  Jobn^  being  thcrefbrc 
thrice  cited  to  the  council  and  not  appearing,  he 
was  declared  contumacious  and  excommunica* 
ted,  and  moreover  he  and  his  accomplices  were 
threatened  with  the  laft  condemnation,  which 
I  look  upon  here  to  be  depofition,  unlefs  they 
Ipeedily  acknowledged  their  fault.  All  this  was 
notified  by  the  council  to  the  emperor  and  the 
pope.  The  Nejiorian  party  on  their  fide  writ 
to  the  emperor,  and  fent  pathetic  letters  to  An^ 
tiocbus^  Valerius  and  Scbolajiicus^  three  of  the 
greateft  men  of  C.  P.  and  intimate  fi-iends  of 
NeJioriuSy  to  give  an  account  of  their  traniac- 
tions,  and  of  their  pretended  ill  ulage,  and  to 
defire  they  would  by  their  intereft  refcue  them 
fix>m  EphefuSy  where  they  were  cooped  up  in 
danger  of  dieir  lives  firom  theii*  adveriaries  and 
diftempers,  and  give  them  liberty  to  anfwer  for 
their  faith  in  the  imperial  city  of  C  P.  Thefe 
letters  were  inclo&d  to  count  IreneuSy  who  in 
his  anfwer  complains,  that  the  Egyptian  depu- 
ties had  got  theftart  of  him,  arrived  three  days 
bef6re  him  at  C  P.  and  prepoflTefled  thecmpe*. 
ror  with  wrong  accounts  of  the  matter^  which 
hehadfuccefsfiiUy  iet  in  the  right  light,  but  that 
all  things  changed  upon  the  arrival  of  yobtiy  Cy^ 
rir%  phyfician  znd^ncelltis.  Then  abundance 
of  difierent  propofals  were  fet  on  foot,  the  re- 
iiilt  of  whicn  at  lafl:  was,  that  John  the  trea* 
iiirer  /hould  be  fent  to  Epbefus  to  examine  both 
parties, 
^  j6.  The 
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1 6.  The  2 2d  of  "July  before  his  arrival  was 
the  fixth  feffion,  in  which  Charifius  prieft  and 
ceconomift  of  the  church  of  Philadelphia  pe- 
titioned the  father^  of  the  council  to  refcind  the 
fentence  of  excommunication  pronounced  a- 
gainft  him  by  his  Bp.  Theopbanes,  for  refifting 
two  priefts  James  and  jintony^  who  fcattered 
iabout  a  fymbol  pf  one  Th^odorus^  containing 
Nefloriantfm  to  be  fubfcribed  to'  by  all  iiich  as 
from  ^arto-deamans  were  received  into  the 
church.  This  fymbol  of  Theod&rus  of  Mopfu^ 
eftia  being  read  they  condemned  it,  and  abiblved 
Charijius.  The  laft  oijuly  wj^s held. the  feventh 
and  kft  feffion  oi  thecouncilj  in  w.hich  U^^i- 
tms  Bp.  of  Confiantia  in  Cy/rw^  with  two  other 
Lifhbps  of  the  &me  ifland,- complained  that 
John -of  Antioch  had  endeavoured  to  ufurp  a 
^ight  of  ordainic^  the  metrppolitans  of  Cyprus^ 
for  which  they,  faid  the  A^tiochians  had  no 
fight  prccedeijt: or  cuftpm  on  their. fide,  but 
that  he  himfelf  (^-7;/:^.  i?^^/««if/ t^is  predece^^^ 
Troilus,  his^  Sa^ims^^nd  his  again  5,  Epipbani^ 
usy  and  fo  upwards  to  the  apoftles  times,  had 
ijways  received  their  ordinations  independently 
pf  the  church  of  Anfiocb.  This-^jping  affirmed 
i>ver  and  over  again,  the  council  whic)i  could 
Hot,  by  reafon  of  the  A^tiochiam  abfcnce,  be 
thoroughly  informed,  pronounced  a  conditional 
fentence,  that  if  the  Antiochians  had  not  cuftom 
of  their  ^fide  they  fhould  not  prdtend  to  the 
right  of  ordinations  in  Cyprus.  In  the  fiime 
feffion  Eujiathius,  formerty  3p-  of  Sidq^  the 
metropolis  oiPampbyHa^  who  to  avoid  conten- 
tions with  fome  unreafonable  people  had  re- 
nounced 
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nounced  his  bifliopriek  in  writing,  petitioned 
the  council,  that  he  might  retain  the  title  abd 
dignity  of  a  bifliop,without  exercifing  any  jurifl- 
didtion,  which  now  totally  belonged  to  the  new 
^^.7beodoruSy  which  was  accorded.  Valerian 
and  Amphilochius  bifliops  of  the  fame  province 
of  Pamphylia^  making  mientioh  of  the  Mejfa^ 
lian  heretics  in  their  country,  the  council  ap- 
proved what  Sifinnius  had  determined^conQcrn- 
jng  them  at  C  P.  in  426.  n.  1.  In  this  codncil 
Juvenal  of  yerufalem  put  in  his  claim  to  the 
primacy  of  Palejiine  by  iuppofititioas  writings,' 
but  S.  Cyril  oppofcd  it  by  writing  to  the  pope 
agairift  this  ufurpatiorj.  ^ 

17.  Soon  after  this  {tfCionJohn  the  treafurer ' 
arrived  at  EphefuSy  paid  a  vilit  to  the  bifhops 
of  both  parties  feparatefy  the  firft  day;  and 
the  fecond  fummoned  them  both  together  : 
Nejlorius  came  accordingly  with  his  party,  and 
Cyr// with  his  except  Memnon ;  there  were  great 
heats  betwixt  both  parties,  the  catholic  bifhops 
crying  out,  that  Nejlorius  ought  not  to  be  pre- 
fcnt,  and  xhtNeJldrians  the  fame  of  Cyril^  fo 
that  he  ordered  thefe  two  to  retire.  In  the  even- 
ing the  emperor's  letter  was  read  ;dire6led  fo  0-. 
kftine  Bp.  of  Rome  and  Rufus  Bp.  of  Thejalo^ 
nica  as  if  prefent,  declaring,  that  he  approved 
of  the  depofition  of  Nejlorius,  Cyril  and  Mem^ 
nori^  imagining  the  council  had  depofed  them  all 
three,  as  the  Nejlorian  party  had  made  him  be- 
lieve. The  catholics  were  ftrangely  furprifed  at 
this  letter,  and  count  ^(^^/^  to  prevent  any  tu- 
mult might  happen,  ordered  that  thefe  three  de- 
pofed perfons,  as  he  called  them,  fhould  be  feif- 
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ed,  giving  Neftorius  in  cuftody  to  his  friend 
Candidian^  S.Cyril  to  count  James^  and  as  for 
Memnon;  who  was  not  prefent,  he  called  his  ob- 
conomift,  and  charged  him  with  the  care  of  the 
church  goods,  fiippofing  the  fee  to  be  vacant  by 
Memnori%  depofition.  Memnon\^\Ti%  fomething 
recovered  of  his  ficknefs  came  to  count  John^ 
who  confined  him  with  S.  Cyr/7  under  the  care 
'  of  count  "James. 

18.  The  catholics  were  in  a  deep  concern  for 
the  wrong  account  theemperor  had  of  them  :  for 
by  his  letter  and  count  Jobri^  proceedings  they 
found  out  as  clear  as  noon-day  that  he  was  im- 
pofed  upon,  that  the  adisof  them  and  thefehifl 
.matics  were  jumbled  together,  that  the  different 
depofitions  w?re  made  pais  for  the  joint  confent 
of  both  parties,  and  that  moft  of  their  letters 
were  intercepted.  After  many  tentatives  to  clear 
up  miftakes  and  fet  their  adverfaries  forgeries  in 
open  light,  they  found  out  at  longmn  the  expe- 
dient of  giving  letters  to  a  beggar,  who  put  them 
in  the  hollow  of  his  ftafF  and  brought  them  fafe 
to  C.  P.  One  was  to  the  emperor,  a  fecbnd  ^to 
the  clergy  of  C.  P.  and  a  third  to  Dalmatius. 
In  thcfe  they  difcover  a  long  catalogue  of  ra- 
mours  ^read  about  concerning  them,  and  in- 
ftance  particularly  in  the  falfe  report  of  their 
having  condemned  Cyril  and  Memnon^  which 
they  £y  would  be  the  greateft  piece  of  injuftice 
imaginable,  fince  it  would  condemn  equally 
thofe  who  fignalifedthemfelveathemoftin  op- 
pofing  herefy,  with  him  who  had  chiefly  pro- 
moted it ;  that  if  thefe  venerable  prelates  muft 
be  baniflied,  that  they  flxoiild  be  overjoyed  in 

fuch

fuch  a  cafe  to  fhare  their  fate.  In  that  to  t>aU 
tnatiusj  they  write :  we  are  murdered  here  by 
.  the  heats  and  bad  air ;  /carce  a  day  pafles  with- 
out a  funeral,  and  as  for  our  iervants,  they  have 
contradled  iuch  ficknefles,  that  we  were  forced 
to  fend  them  home. .  . .  We  therefore  defire  your 
reverence  to  go  to  the  prince  beloved  of  Cbriji^ 
and  tell  him  how  the  fynod  is  oppreffed  by  per- 
ibns  who  hinder  the  conclufion  of  it,  that  its 
members  may  not  be  carried  off  by  this  tedious 
delay.  But  know,  thattho'  they  fhould  mur- 
der us  every  one,  yet  we  would  none  of  us  be 
prevailed  upon  to  aft  any  thing  elfe  than  what 
our  Lord  J.C.  has  prefcribed  to  us.  S.  Cyril 
writ  another  letter  to  the  clergy  and  people  of 
C.  P.  wherein  he  takes  notice  of  thefe  letters  of 
the  council,  and  the  new  flratagems  of  John 
the  treafiircr :  he  writ  another  letter  to  three  £. 
gyptian  \>)iho^Sy  telling  thtm  tiaax  coxxnt  John 
had  conviifted  of  impofture  and  calumny  thofe 
fellows  who  accufed  him  of  being  followed  by 
people  belonging  to  the  baths  from  Alexandria^ 
and  bringing  about  by  cabals,  contrary  to  the 
intention  of  the  council,  the  depofition  oiNeJ^ 
tmus. 

19.  The  fchiimatics  on  their  fide  writ  to  the 
emperor  by  John  the  treafurer ;  which  exprefli- 
on  I  know  not,  if  it  imports  the  treafurer's  re- 
turn to  C.  P.  or  the  fending  in  his  packet  their 
letters,  the  contents  whereof  were  to  accufe 
CyriPs  12  anadiematifms  oi  Apollinarifmj  and 
to  giye  in  a  confeflion  of  feith  concerning  the 
B.  Virgin's  being  mother  of  God,  which  was^ 
truly  orthodox.    At  the  fame  time  they  writ  to 
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the  church  of  Antioch^  and  jicacius  of  Berea^ 
that  the  emperor  had  approved  of  CyriPs  and 
Memnons  condemnation  and  imprifonment, 
Thefe  and  other  letters  made  an  impreffion  up- 
on many  well-meaning  perfons,  and  amongft 
others  upon  If  dor  e  of  PeleufiumyOnt  of  the  moft 
illuftrious  anchorites  of  thofe  times.  He  was  a 
native oi Alexandria^zn  inhabitant  diFeleuJiumy 
and  a  prieft  that  excelled  in  all  the  knowledge  of 
divinity  and  the  pradticeof  monafticalaufterities. 
His  treatife  againft  the  Gentiles2indi  hisother  works 
are  loft,  fo  that  we  have  now  only  his  epiftles 
extant,  which  amount  to  the  number  of  two 
thoufand  and  twelve,  writ  in  an  elegant  laconic 
ftile.  That  19  S.  Cyril  on  this  occafion  runs 
thus :  prejudice  does  not  fee  clear,  but  hatred 
does  not  fee  at  all.  If  you  would  therefore  (hun 
both  thefe  faults,  you  muft  not  proceed  to  vio- 
lent condemnations,  but  examine  caufes  with 
juftice.  Many  of  thofe,  who  arc  aflembled  at 
EphefuSy  accufe  you,  that  you  are  rather  for  re- 
venging your  own  private  quarrel  than  having 
a  fincere  regard  to  the  intereft  of  J.  C.  He  i$ 
nephew,  fay  they,  of  Tbeopbilusy  and  inherits 
his  manners  as  well  as  his  fee,  and  imitates  him 
in  exercifing  his  fury  againft  the  hlefled  Jobny 
tho'  it  muft  be  acknowledged,  that  there  is  a 
great  difference  betwixt  the  perfons  accufed.  Ifi^ 
dore  writ  another  letter  to  perfuade  the  emperor 
to  go  himfelt  to  Ephefus. 

20.  The  clergy  of  C.  P.  meantime  orefented 
a  petition  to  the  emperor,  afTuring  him  they  were 
ready  with  Chrijiian  courage  to  fhare  all  tne  fuf- 
fcrings  and  dangers  of  thofe  holy  prelates  Cyril 
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land  Memnofij  to  condemn  whom,  would  be  to 
condemn  the  whole  church  and  to  give  up  the 
title  of  orthodox  to  Arius  and  Eunomius.    S. 
DalmatiuSy  as  he  was  at  prayers  in  his  monaile-. 
ry,  heard  a  voice   from  heaven  commanding 
him  io  go  abroad,  which  he  had  never  done  be- 
fore for  the  ipace  of  48  years :  in  obedience 
whereof  he  vvent  in  procefSon  with  the  abbots 
and  all  the  monks  of  the  town^  finging  of  each 
fide  alternatively  with  a  great  train  of  people 
after  them.     At  their  arrival  at  the  palace,  Dal^ 
matins  and  the  abbots  were  admitted  to  the  em- 
peror's prefence  j  and  at  their  going  out  were 
followed  by  the  people  to  S.jMbaaj's  church, 
where  to  their  great  joy  they  heard,  that  the  em- 
peror had  given  a  favorable  anfwer  to  Dalma^ 
tiusy  who  rofe  up  a  diftinguifhed  defender  of  S. 
O^ril  and  the  Ephejine  lathers.     He  with  the 
reft  of  the  Q.P.  clergy  writ  congratulatories  to 
them  for  their  fufFerings,  and  alone  another  con- 
gritulatory  for  their  victory  over  herefy,  which 
now  began  to  be  compleat :  for  the  emperor 
gave  each  party  liberty  of  fending  to  him  what 
deputies  tl^y  thought  fit :  the  council  nominated 
eight  of  them,  vi%.  Philip  and  Arcadius  the 
pope's  legjites,  Juvenal  of  "Jerujalem^  Flavian 
of  Macedonia  y  Firmus  of  Cappadociay  Tbeodo^ 
tusofAncyra,  Acacius  of  Melitina^  Evoptius 
of  Ptolemaisy  with  orders  not  to  communicate . 
with  John  oiAntiocb  and  his  (ham  council,  till 
iiich  time  as  they  afked  pardon  for  the  injuries 
done  to  their  prefidents,  and  condemned  NeJ* 
torim'%  doftrine,  ^c.  They  brought  letters  with 
them  to  the  clergy  of  CP.  and  one  to  JDtfA 
matius  in  pa^rdcular,  to  exfaoit  him  to  finiih 
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what  he  had  fo  well  begun,  tho',  continue  thejr, 
you  have  no  need  of  exnortation,  to  whom  God 
had  revealed  Nejlorius*^  heart  before  ever  his 
fury  broke  out,  and  was  wont  to  fay  to  the 
monks  in  your  cell :  take  heed  my  brethren,  an 
evil  beaft  is  arrived  in  this  town,  who  will  in- 
fed  many  with  the  poiibnof  hisdodtrine  :  the 
ichifmatic  party's  eight  deputies  were  John  of 
Antiocby  John  of  Dama/cus,  Himerius  of  iV/- 
comediaj  Paul  of  Emefa^  Macarius  of  Laodi-- 
cea^  Apringius  oi  Cbalcis^  JheodoretoiCyrus^ 
and  Helladius  of  Ptolemais^who  had  a  full  power 
of  adting  according  to  their  prudence,  provided 
they  rejedted  Cyrih  anathematifins.  After  the 
deputies  departure  NeJioriusyrOiS  ordered  to  with- 
draw from  Epbefus  to  fome  place  he  would  make 
choice  of  s  who  writ  a  letter  exprefling  his  fittis- 
^ftion  to  fuifer  for  religion,  and  retired  to  the 
monaftery  of  S.  Euprepius  near  Antiocb. 

21.  The  deputies  of  both  parties  coming  to 
Cbalcedon^  they  were  ordered  to  flop  there,  and 
the  emperor  hearing  what  each  fide  could  6y 
for  themfelves,  he  at  firfl  feemed  to  favour  the 
fchifmatics,  but  the  truth  clearing  up  by  degrees 
their  hopes  began  to  fall,  as  Theodoret  of  Qfrus^ 
their  agent,  tells  his  metropolitan  Alexander  of 
Hierapolisy  and  at  length  after  five  different  in- 
fpeftions  into  the  proceedings  at  EpbefuSy  he  left 
.  the  fchifinatic  bifliops  at  Cbalcedon^  and  com- 
manded the  catholic  ones  to  go  to  C.P.  tocon- 
fecrate  a  new  bifhop.  This  made  the  fchifma- 
tics  protefl  before  God^  that  if  the  heretic  party 
(fb  they  called  the  catholic  one)  fhould  order  a 
bifhop  at  C.  P.  before  a  regulation  of  do<9:rinc 
was  made^  that  it  would  divide  the  whole  churchy 
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)xcwky  iky  they,  we  have  all  the  provinces  of 
the  Eajfj  of  Pontusy  of  jdfidy  of  Hhrace^  of 
Illyrium^  of  Italy ^  againft  the  opinions  of  CV- 
r/7.  The  emperor  regardleis  of  this  protett^ 
which  was  crammed  with  notorious  ^Ifhoods^ 
writ  a  letter  to  break  up  the  fynod,  declaring 
he  did.  not  condemn  the  eaftern  bifbops^  /.  ei 
yobn's  party,  finccthe  others  had  not^  fb  much 
as  di^^utcd  againft  them  upon  any  dodrinal 
point,  but  leaving  it  to  God  to  terminate  their 
differences,  comnnianded  the  bifhops  in  cafe  they 
could  not  come  to  an  agreement  to  retire  to  theif 
refpeftive  diocefes,  >  Memnon  to  refide  at  Ephefusi 
and  Cyril  to  return  to  his  bifhoprick  at  Alexan^ 
dricj  where  he  arrived  to  the  great  joy  of  the 
inhabitants  the  30th  of  OSfober.  The  Ichifma- 
tics  upon  this  denounced  God's  vengeance  againft 
the  empc;ror  for  fupporting  Cj^r/7sand  Memmn's 
tyrannies^  and  deprefling  the  virtue  of  the  inno^ 
cent  Nejlorius* 

Z2.  Meantime  .the  catholic  deputies  proceeded 
to  an  eledion  of  a  new  Bp.  of  C.  P.  and  Pbi-^ 
lip  and  Proclus  beipg  propofed,  it  is  thot^ht  the 
laft  of  them  would  have  carried  it,  had  it  not 
been  objci^ed  againft  him  by  ibme  great  men^ 
that  he  was  alrieady  B^.  oi  Cyzicusy  the*  only 
after  die  manner  mentioned  in  426.  So  at 
length  Maximian  a  prieft  and  mon^,  much  e^ 
iieemed  for.his  piety,  particularly  for  building 
tombs  for  pious  perfons  at  his  own  expence,  was 
ordained  the  25th  oiOSiober.  He  had  his  edu- 
cation at  RomCj  ,was  a  good  man,  but  little 
veried  in  book^  or  buiinefs.  His  ordination  was 
notified  according  to  cuftom  to  the  pope,  the 
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Bp.  oiAkxundrUy  &c.    In  that  to  S.  CyrH^  he 
beg$  tho  aififtanoe  of  his  pra3fers  and  coun&is  : 
and  Cyril  in  his  anfwer  explicates  the  incamati* 
Dn»  and  anatheoiatiies  Apallinaris  again.  About 
Chriflmajs  his  letter  came  to  Rame^  at  which 
time  the  pope  waa  empbyed  in  writing  to  the 
Callic  bijObx^pa  in  detence  of  S.  Aufiin  t^on 
'Projp^r  and  Hilary  %  complaints.    His  lettersare 
dire^ed  to  Venerius  of  Marjeilles^  Leantius  of 
Frejus^  aftd  other  Gallic  bifliops,  whom  he 
thought  negligent  in  rquieffing  the  feandalous 
procmling?  ot  the  priei^,  who  depreciated  and 
calumniated  the  doArine  of  ^Auftin^  aperj^n 
of  pious  memory  ne^er  tainted  with  th^  leaft 
fumour  of  any  bad  fufpicion,  but  for  his  great 
learning  always  ranked  by  his  predeceflbrs  a* 
mongft  the  xnoR,  eminent  doctors. 

zy  To  this  letter  are  joined  9  articles  con- 
cerning grace>  ufhered  in  by  the  following  ad- 
vertifement.    Whereas  there  are  feme  who^  tho* 
they  glory  in  the  name  of  catholic^  continue 
yet  out  or  malice  or  ignorance  to  maintiui^ihe 
condenmed  ienies  of  henfitics;  and  tho'  they  a- 
nathematife  Pelagius  and  Cehfiins^  yet  make 
no  icruple  to  ipeak  againft  our  maitefs,  as  if 
they  had  pafied  the  nece^ry  bounds,  pro&f&ig 
that  they  hold  and  approve  of  notlung  but  what 
the  moft  iacred  &e  of  the  hl^effed  apoftle  has  en- 
a^ed  and  taught  againft  the  enemies  of  the  graoe 
of  God  by  the  miniftry  of  her  prelates  ...... 

therefore  we  judge  it  neceilary  to  fearch  ^4>at 
^e  rediors  of  the  church  of  Rome  have  judged. 
Then  proving  in  nine  articles  the  dire  efieds  of 
original  fiii,  and  the  nepefli^  of  grace  to  all  our 
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adions^  he  thus  proceeds  in  the  8th  and  9th : 
neither  muA  we  idly  look  ov^  the  uniform  prac- 
tice of  the  holy  church  throughout  the  whole 
world  in  baptifing;  jfor  whether  children  or  men 
come  to  the  fecrament  of  regeneration^  they  do 
not  approach  the  font  of  life  till  the  unclean  fpi- 
rit  is  driven  from  them  by  the  exorcifms  and  ex- 
fiifflations  of  the  clergy,  that  then  it  may  truly 
appear,  how  the  prince  of  darknefsmuft  be  caft 
out. . . .  From  thefe  documents  ....  we  learn  to 
confels  Cod  the  author  of  all  our  good  afFe<5li* 
ons  and  works,  of  all  our  deiires  and  all  our 
virtues,  from  the  very  begjraung  of  faith  by 
which  we  tend  to  Cod ;  nor  do  we  doubt,  but 
that  all  men's  merits  are  anticipated  and  pre- 
vented by  his  grace,  through  which  is  effeded, 
that  we  begin  to  defire  and  do  any  good  thing  : 
by  which  afliilance  and  gift  of  God,  free-will 
is  not  deftroyed  but  perfeded,  enlightened,  rec- 
tiiied  and  cured.     For  fuch  is  the  goodneis  of 
Cod  towards  men,  that  he  will  have  his  own 
gifts  become  our  merits,  and  for  what  he  him-- 
jfelf  beftows  upon  us  gives  us  eternal  rewards.  For 
he  ads  in  us  that  we  w^ill  and  do  what  be  wills ; 
nor  iufPers  to  lie  idle  in  us  what  he  gave  us,  not 
to  ncgledt^  but  praftife,  that  we  may  be  co-ope- 
rators to  the  grace  of  God.  ;. .  •  *  But  fay«  the 
ninth  article,  as  for  the  more  profound  and  dif- 
ficult queftions,  which  are  treated  at  large  by 
thoie  who  have  combated  the  heretics,  as  We. 
do  not  contemn  them,  fa  there^isno  neceflity 
of  ailerting  them  at  prefent.  Thefe  articles  fined 
the  la/l  age  are  by  moftof  the  critics  at»ibute4 
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to  S.  Pro/per^  tho*  formerly  to  pope  Celejline,  tP 
whom  I  think  they  belong.     See  note.

TINE  -8,   9.      Of  SlXTVSllL    I. 

I.  /^'N  the  15th  of  March  the  pope  difpatch- 
VJ/  ed  four  letters,  one  to  the  church  of  E- 
phefusy    congratulating  them   for  their  vidtory  ,^ 
and  MaximiafP%  ordination,  defiring  that  Nef- 
tonus  might  be  removed '  from  Antioch^   for 
which  church,  among  his  common  care  of  all, 
he   had  a  very  particular  one:  and  that  they 
Ihould  ftrive  to  rndk^John  oi  Antiocb  condemn 
Neftorius^  or  that  otherwife 'the  church  ihould 
proceed  againft  him  as  the  intereft  of  the  faith 
ihould  require.     His  fecond  letter  to  the  empe- 
ror approves  Maxtmiari%  ordination,  chiefly  in- 
iifts  upon.  Nejiorim's  removal  from  Antiocb, 
and  clofes  the  letter  with  a  recommendation  of 
an  illu^lrious  lady's  caufe,  called  Proba^  whoie 
gift  of'  ibme  lands  in  Afia  to  the  church  was 
not  put  in  execution  as  it  ought  to  be.     His 
xh\rdL  to  Maximianwz^  an  exhortatory  to  vigi- 
lance and  zeal  againil  the  Nejlorians  and  Celef 
tians.    His  fourth  to  the  clergy  and  people  of 
C.  P.  ihews  the  biilory  and  juilice  of  his  and 
the  Ephefine  fathers  proceedings.     Soon  after 
thefe  letters,  ws;.  the  6th  oi  Aprils  this  holy  pope 
cloied  his  eyes  with  the  fatisfaftion  of  firil  iec- 
ing  the  church  triumphant  over  herefy.    He 
wrote  feveral  letters  beiides  thoie  we  have  men- 
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tionedin  a  prefling  clofe  ftile  fet  oflF  with  variety 
of  fen tences.  Sixtus^  ofwhom^.  19,  fucceed- 
edhiinthe26th  of^nV.  _  . 

2.  Pope  Celejiine  about  a  week  before  his* 
death  ordained  S.Patrick\yi(ho^y  and  fent  him 
apoftolical  miffioner  from  the  fee  of  Rome  to 
Scotia  (now  Ireland}  .which  miffion  was  con-. 
firmed  by  his  fuwoilor  Sixfus.     This  iaint  was 
bom  in  388  at  Benhaven  in  Pemhroke-Jhire^ 
and  was  called  Socket.     Hi^  father  was  one  C^/- 
purnifiSy  and  his  mother  ConqueJJ'a  niece,  to  S.; 
Martin  Bp.  of  ftours^  who  after  dedicating. at 
numerous  iffue  to  God,  were  feparated  from  .one 
another  by  her  deaths  or  by  mutual  cbnfent ;  up-i 
on  which  he  was .  confecrated  deacon.     From 
thefe  Socket  received  the-firft  rudiments  of  piety> 
and  chriftian  knowledge,  but   was  fo  fer,  from  • 
cultivating  them  at  the  firft  opening  of  his  youth 
with  obfequious  ferviceV^,-  and  aifed:uous  con- 
templation of  the  diyine^  Being,   that  in  fome 
manner,  as  he  exprefles  himfelf,  he  was  igno- . 
rant  of  God.     But  God,  who  fore-knew,  call- 
ed and  predeftined  him  froni  the  beginning,  by 
vexations  and  afflictions  gave  him  underftand- 
ing  to  fcarch  his  coriimandments ;  for  before  he 
had  clofed  the  15th  year  of,  his  age,  he  was  ta- 
ken with  many  others  by  Irijh  pyrates  and  fold 
to  one  Milckoy  where  he  was  put  to  tend  the. 
cattle  in  the  woods  and  mountains,  and  bear  the 
various  inclemency  of  every  feafon.     In  this  fuf- 
fering  ftate  his  mind  was  lifted  up  to  God,  and 
his  heart  inflamed  with  the  ardours  of  his  love ; 
fo  that  hepoflefled  his  foul  in  patience :  witbun^ 
wearied  labour  he  improved  his  mailer's  ftock, 
M  3  employed 
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employed  his  vacant  time  of  the  day  in  prayer, 
and  in  the  fame  devotion  prevented  the  rifing 
fun,  amidft  fiiow,  frofts,  ^nd  rains  :  with  thefe 
prayers,  tears  and  fevereft  fafts  he  mea^red  (ix 
returning  years  of  flayery,  when  God  W2^8pfeaf- 
ed  to  tell  him  in  his  fkep,  that  his  penance  waa 
acceptable  in  his  fight,  that  the  day  df  his  re- 
demption was  at  hand,  and  pointed  out  to  him 
a  diftantfhore  where  a  {hip  ftood  ready  to  receive 
him.  Thither  he  made  his  way  with  tfeat  hafte 
a  defire  of  liberty  pronipted  him  to,  and  found 
the  fhip  juft  a  putting  off,  without  lufiering  him 
to  come  a-board.  Upon  this  refufal  he  was  re- 
turning back  to  his  cottage  and  invoking  the  di- 
vine affiftance,  when  he  heard  oh6  of  the  fhip-. 
crew  hoHowing  after  him,  that  they  would  now 
grant  him  the  paffage  they  had  before  refufed 
him,  and  that  becaufe  he  was  a  Chriftian^  tho' 
they  themfelves  were  Heathens.  Tib«e  days 
after  they  landed  in  a  wild  barren  defart  of 
Brit^in^  where  they  wandered  up  and  down 
without  finding  any  fi^efti  food  or  fuftenance, 
and  at  the  end  of  24  days  had  exhaufted  all  th<^ 
provifions  they  had  with  them.  Then  they  told 
Socbety  that  he  who  magnified  fo  highly  the 
power  of  his  God  ought  to  have  reeourfe  to 
him  on  fo  prefling  an  occafion  ;  Socket  replied 
he  would,  and  immediately  upon  his  prayers  » 
herd  of  fWine  appeared,  with  which  they  re- 
fifeflicd  themfelves  two  days  together;  befides 
thefe  fwine  they  found  hony,  which  one  of  them 
very  civilly  prefented  to  Socket ^  but  bearing  it 
bad  been  offered  to  idols,  he  from  that  time  re-»^ 
fufcd  to  tafte  of  thcjr  visuals,    The  feme  night 
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the  dtvil  fell  upon  him  in  the  (hape  6f  a^huge 
fione  whife  he  flept,  and  ^ke  di&bled  him,  but 
calling  upon  Eliai  he  £iw  the  fplendor  of  the 
fiin  enoonipa&  and  reftore  him  to  himfelf : « 
which  dreaxii  orvifion  made  fuch  a  lafting  im-^ 
preifion  on  his  miody  that  he  declared  he  mould 
always  Atain  die  meniiory  thereof. .  The  27th 
day  tfattir  food  again  failed  them,  but  the  28th 
they  entered  into  an  inhabited  country.  He  had 
not  long  been  fteedfrom  his  captivity  but  he  fell 
into  another,  from  whence  he  was  redeemed  in 
two  monthB  time,  and  d^lt  with  his  parents, 
where  be  had  federal  calk  to  ]preach  the  gofpel  in 
Itelandf  which  were  a  long  time  rendered  inef- 
fectually the  many  obAacles  that  oppofed  his 
defi^.  In  Older  to  overcome  them  he  went  to 
the  monaftery  of  Marmdutier^  where  8.  Mar-- 
tin  had  been  iuperior,  and  ofiered  up  for  the 
converfion  of  this  country  his  penitential  labours, 
till  he  could  exert  himfelf  in  miflionary  ones. 
Heal^  put  him&lf  under  S.  Germanus  oiAux^ 
irre^  from  whofe  feving  admonitions  and  edify- 
ing example  he  learned  to  qualify  himfelf  for 
a  work  of  foch  importance,  was  made  a  dea- 
ton,  and  went  to  R^te  to  have  his  miflion  con- 
firoied  by  apoftolic  authority  5  there  he  at  firft 
met  a  repulfe,  but  at  length  was  deftined  to  this 
glorious  work  by  the  two  above-mentioned  ho- 
ly popes.  He  palled  through  Britain  in  order  to 
go  to  Ireland^  where  new  difficulties  arofe:  on 
one  fide  he  was  urged  by  all  the  arguments  of 
tendemc&  and  prevalence  of  tears,  not  to  expoie 
him&lf  to  the  enemies  of  Ood,  of  the  Roman 
and  Britijh  names  in  k  foreign  land,  when  his 
M  4  ov^n 
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ownofiered him  vyhatevier  his. wiihes could diN 
mand  to  bribe  J;us,ftay;:.pn.tbQ  other  fide  he  was 
attacked  by -people  who  really  judged  his  capa-, 
city  unequ^  for  fuch  an .  attempt j  vr^cYx  they 
thought  toofe  itS;  rife  from  folly  or  vam-glory, 
and  thenefare  publifhed  whatever  they  thought 
CGuld  be  prejudicial  to  hi&caufe  or  rctardhis jour- 
ney., Scane  cbjeded  cripies  -of  which.he  was 
entirdy  guiltlefs,  others  revived  the  ftoty.  of.  his 
indevption. at.  15,  and  his  deareft  frici^,  Who 
once.judged  him  worthy  a  bifhoprick  and  to 
whom  h?  had  confided  all  his  ibul,  joined  with 
the  reil  tq  difhpnor  liim.  Then  the  feii*  be^ 
to  fink  under  the  heavy  weight  of  calamities  and 
falfe  friendfjiip,  but  affured  by  newvifionshe 
rofe  with  more  fervent  courage,  reiblved  to  ac- 
cept with  joy  from  the  hand  of  God  both  good 
and  ill,  and  bear  his  nape  tp  the  extrcsnity  of 
the  earth.     Of  which  hereafter. 

3.  Some  of  the  companions  of  this  fiint  were 
SS. Cernac  ar\d  Luman.  Cernac,  at  firft called 
Ceranfac,  was  the  fon  of  a  fir;Vi)(&  prince  named 
Keredic,  who  would  have  refigned  his  princi- 
pality in  favour  of  his  fbn  Cernac y  but  he,  pre- 
ferring the  quiet  of  an  afcetic  life  to  the  noife  of 
a  court,  retired  to  a  little  oratory  he  had  built: 
then  went  with  S.  Patrick  into  Ireland,  work- 
ing many  miracles  there,  and  bringing  great  num- 
bers of  people  to  wafh  away  their  fins  by  penance. 
After  many  years  ipent  in  the  mifilon  he  return- 
ed to  his  cell  in  our  Britain,  but  having  .a  call 
from  heaven,  to  go  back  x.o  Ireland,  he  employ- 
.ed  the  remainder  of  his  days  there,  and  was  bu- 
ried at  a  town  of  his  owa  nanje  QmtK.  S.  Lu-r 
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manvf^L^^iPatrick^fi&txh  foh,  ^?dla  comingt 
to  the  ford  of  T5r»i;»  immediately  iconverted  a 
nobleman  called  Fiedilmedy  and  aH  his  family, 
who. out  of  gratitude  beftowcd  his  lands  upon 
his  benefadors,  where  S.  Patrick  eredtcd  a 
church.  ': 

-  4.  Wimvalkcy  another  faint  of  omx  Britain^ 
had  an  ardent  defirc  of  being  S.  Patrick's  difci- 
pic.  He  was  from  his  childhood  effiinerit  fof 
^mdlity  and  miracles;  which  he  wrought  by  the 
fign  of  thecrofs  and  with  bleiTedoil.  Now  as  this 
holy  monk  had  his  thoughts  taken  up  with  S.  Pa-^ 
'  fr/Vife'sinerits,  he  was  honored  with  a  vifion  which 
pnefented  itfelf  to  him  with  theaffurance  that  to 
fhould  be  a  guide  of  many  in  Ipiiritual  war-i 
fare...  As  foon  as  the  vifion  diiappeared,  the  fii:*' 
perior  of  the  monftftery,  allotted  him  i"  1  difciples; 
whotn  he  in  a  littkr  ifiand  infiru£ted  in  the  way^ 
of  perfe(ftion.  His  example  was  a '  moving  lef* 
fon,  his  habit  was  a  goat-fkin  without  any  liri^ 
nen,  his  bed  was  nut-ftiells/  his  d^iet  barley- 
bread  mingled  with  aihes,  or  meal  and  cabbage; 
only  Saturdays  and  vSiv^^^jj^i  he  allowed  himfelf 
cfaeeie,  and  at  Eajlerzhvf  fifces :  his  employ- 
ment was  his  prayer  5  every  day  he  repeated  i  ^o 
pfelms,  and  was  never  feen  to  fit  down  in  the 
church:  his  temper  was  never  difcompofed  by 
any  accident,  and  his  conver&tion  was  always 
a£^ble  and  eaiy.  An  angel  foretold  him  his 
death/ upon  which  calling  his  religious  toge- 
ther, he  iaid :  prepare  yourfelves  to  day,  for  as 
ibon  as  I  have  fimg  ma&  and  communicated  the 
body  and  blood  of  our  Lord,  at  the  fixth  hour 
of  the  day  our  Lord  will  receive  me  out  of  this 
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mortal  body.  Accordingly  the  maisbeingover^ 
as  be  was  fuftained  }yf  two  monks  on  each  iidc, 
and  finging  with  the  reft^  he  rendered  hisibul 
to  God»  as  untouched  by  corporal  iickncls^  as 

it  was  fre^  from  any  carnal  ftainsi S.Ninian 

alfo  departed  this  life,  and  was  buried  at  S.  Mar-* 
tins  in  Wbithem^  where  by  his  fan  Aity,  fer- 
mons,  and  the  indefatigable  ^cerciic  of  hisepii^ 
copal  functions  he  had  eftablifhed  a  chtfrch  of 
regular  paftorS|\  and  converted  numbers  of  the 
neighboring  Pidis. 

5.  iSiA;'/i/i  biihop  qf  Rome  writ  two  letters^ 
pne  to  S.  Cyril  J  and  another  circular  one  to  all 
the  bifhops  in  which  he  praiies  S.CyriPs  Mai 
and  miUncfs^  in  being  ready  to  pa&  over  all  in^ 
jpries  to  bring  the  non-*fbhfi:ribn's  to  iiibmit  to 
the  council,  of  Bpbejks  ;  and  declares^  that  if 
yoim  of  jintiocb  rxpo6bsd  to  be  owned  for  a 
^^/i&^/rV  biihop)  he  mull  condemn  what  the 
church  had  condemned  Jn  that  council.  This 
yobn  would  by  no  means  con&nt  to  own  Max* 
imian  for  Bp.  of  C.  P.  but  at  Tarfus  in  his  way 
home  called  a  council  and  condemned  Cyril  and 
the  feven  bij(hqps  that  ordained  Maximian^  and 
at  his  return  to  Antioch  called  another,  whereia 
he  confirmed  his  former  aAs  and  particularly  the 
depofition  oi Cyril:,  moreover  at  the  complaint  of 
Andrew  oiSamofata^  he  and  his  party  fufoend'^ 
ed  from  their  communion  Rabula  Bp.  6£Kdeffa^ 
who  had  fxded  at  Ephefus  with  John^  party  at 
firft,  but  afterwards  convinced  of  the. troth 
of  S.  Cyrir%  dodxine  had  anathematifed  72r^* 
derus  of  Mopfuefiia^  with  Andrew  of  Samofo^ 
.  ta^  and  Tbecukret  of  Cyruses  Moritings  againft 
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S.Cyril  Tbeodoret  ftill  plunged  in  prejudices 
writ  5  books  of  the  incarnation  againft  S;  Cyril 
and  tnc  council  of  EpbefuSy  and  fetters  of  qon- 
folation  to  the  people  of  C.  P.  for  the  I06  of 
their  Bp.  Nejiorias..  The  Catholics  on  the  other 
fide  afted  as  vigoroufly  againft  iV^ftr/w's  party 
bydepofitions  and  excommunications  where  they 
were  mafters.  To  obviate  thefc  diforders,  the  em- 
peror was  advifed  to  try  to  reconcile  Cyril  and 
yobni  for  which  end  he  fummoned  tlicm  both 
to  con^e  to  Nicomedia^  without  other  bifhops  in 
the  company,  and  ftay  there  without  being  ad- 
mitted to  his  prefence  till  fuch  time  as  they  had 
come  to  an  agreement.  The  emperor  writ  for 
advice  to  Acacius  oiBerea^  and  to  the  celebrated. 
Simeon  StiliteSy  of'  vt^hom  in  457, 

6.  John  of  Aniioch  for  his  part  called  a  pro- 
vincial council  to  know  how  he  ought  to  pro- 
ccediipon  his  fomrtjons,  confidering  his  weak* 
ne&  and  the  danger  he  thought  himfelf  in  of 
being  hurried  away  by  force.  This  council  was 
held  at  Acacius\  either  at  Berea^  as  ibme  think, 
or  elfe  at  his  houfe  at  Antiocb  where  he  then 
was,  by  whofe  advice  it  was  concluded  to  fend 
propoials  to  Cyril  of  putting  down  all  treatifeg^ 
books,  letters,  &c.  and  only  adhering  to  tho 
Nicene  fiiith.  S.  Cyril  rejeded  thefe  propoials, 
becaufe  they  would  infer  the  condemnation  of 
the  Efbefian  council,  and  give  Nejlorianifm  li- 
berty to  ftalk  abroad  with  impunity  j^  that  as  to 
Apollinarifm,  with  which  he  had  been  raflWy 
and  unjuftly  taxed,  he  angthematifed  it,  and  ac-f 
knowtedged  that  the  body  ofy.  Cwas  animated 
with  ?  rational  fcul  5  that  ^hcre  was  no  confufiorj

of  natures,;  and  that  the  divine  Word  wasim-; 
moveable  and  impaffible  accoording  to  his  na-. 
ture,  a;nd  that  as  to  his  12  anathematifins,  it 
would  be  eafy  to  ratisfy  the  vvorld,  &c.     Aca^  \ 
ciiis  and  j^^i6«  judged  S.  Cyf'/Ts'dodlrinc  found,  . 
Theodorei  who  wcis  lately  arrived  at  the  council  • 
faid,  Cyril  was  now  fallen  o£F  from  his  errors^  . 
that  he  approved  of  hia  dodxine, .  but  would  not 
condemn  Nejlorius.:  Alexflnder^.  of  HierapoHs  ^ 
cried  out,  CyriPs  letter  contained  rank  hereiy ; 
when  I  fawi  fays  he,  j^oA«  and^wc/wchang- ; 
cd,  I  wiflied  the  earth   would  Jiave  fwallowed 
me  up. ...  I  would  fooner  pluck  out  my  right- 
eye  and  cut  off  my  right-han^,  than  conient  to 
fpch  impiety.     Mapcimin  qf^nazarba,  Hella^ 
dius  of  TdrfuSy  Eucberius  of  Thy  ana  were  of 
Alexander\%  fentiments.     Andrew  of  Samofata 
too  thought  Cyrif^  do<9:rinefalie,but  that  hpw-^- 
ever  it  would  1)e  convenient  to  condemn  allfuch  . 
as  rnade  tvvo  fons  of  Cbriji^  or  affirmed  him 
to  be  a  mere  man.  One  thing  thev  moft  agreed 
ihj  wj??.  to  fend  fome  perfon  to  C^r/7,  to  geta- 
farther  explication  of  his  fcntinients.  .      . 

7..  Paul  of  Emefa^  who  had  fupplied  Aca^ . 
eiuss  place  in  the  council  of  £/^g/«j,  was  pitch-  . 
ed  upon  for  this  enterprife,  being  an  ancient  bi-  > 
ihop  of  great  addrefs.     He.  delivered  John  of 
Anttochh  letter;  to  Cyr/7,  which,  being  other-; 
wife  penned  with  a  great  deal  of  civility,  had  ^ 
this  fhocking  in  it,  that  it  commended  him  for : 
quitting  his   former  errors;  but  Pj«/affuring 
him,  that  thefe  vsrere  the  expreffions  that  fell 
from  the  heat  of  Johri^  zeal  and  not  .from  a- 
ny  malice,  and  giving  him  other  letters  without 
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the  like  unbecoming  terms,  S.  Cyril  lacrificed 
this  afiront  to  the  peace  of  the  church.  Where- 
fore upon  Paul's  figning  a  condemnation  of 
Neftorius's  herefy  and  depofition  with  Maximu 
an's  ordination,  he  was  admitted  to  the  prayers 
of  the  church,  and  preached  a  fermon  on  Chrijl-^ 
mafs-day^  concerning  the  incarnation  triily  or- 
thodox, ufing  the  terms,  one  Son^  one  Chriji^ 
&c.  which  drew  the  applaufe  and  acclamations 
.  oF  all  the  people.  Eight  days- after  he  preached 
again,  explicating  the  miyflerics  of  the  incarna- 
tion more  at  large,  and  was  twice  interrupted  by 
the  favorable  cries  of  the  people.  Both  times 
S.  Cyril  preached  after  him  upon  the  lame  fub. 
jeft  with  like  applaufe.  Paul  defired  that  his 
iiibicription  might  ferve  fov  John  of  Antioch^ 
&c.  and  that  Helladius  of  TarfuSy  Eutherius  of 
Tbyana^  Himerius  of  Nicomedia^  and  Doro- 
theus  of  Marcianopky  (tiould  be  re-eftabliflied 
in  their  fees  from  which  they  were  ejeded  by  S. 
CyriFs  party.  But  here  the  faint  was  inflexible, 
demanding  the  fubfcription  of  every  bifhop  in 
particular,  and  the  ratification  of  thefe  four  de- 
pofitions.  Arijiolaus  the  tribune,  whom  the 
emperor  had  fent  .to  Ant  loch  and  Alexandria 
to  promote  the  union  between  the  two  bifhops 
of  thefe  fees  and  their  adherents,  accompanied 
CyriPs  clerks  to  Antiochy  promifing  him;  that 
if  the  biihops  there  would  not  fign  as  Paulh^idi 
done,  that  he  would  make  it  appear  to  the  em- 
peror, that  they  did  not  defire  peace.  Mean- 
time S.  Cyr;7  writ  fcveral  letters  to  court;  to 
Pulcheriay  to  P/ziz/'high-chamberlain,  to  Ro^ 
manus  of  the  bed-chamber,  and  to  Cbryforetes 
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a  {M-cfcft  with  prcfents,  defiring  him  to  deiifi: 
from  oppofing  the  good  o£  tfee  church.  £^/-. 
fbanius  S.  Cyr/'/'s  arch-deaccn  and  fyncellusj 
writ  to  Maximi an  of  C.  P.  that  he  would  ufe 
his  ihtcreft  in  this  affair  with  Pulcheria^  Arijio^ 
lausj  the  holy  abbot  Dalmatius,  and  die  holy 
tnsinEutycbes.  This  is  the  Eutycbes  who  was 
afterwards  an  hereiiarch. 

Of  Christ  433,  4.  Of  Thsodosius  II. 
26,  27,  and  Vale  NT  IN  IAN  III.  9,  iq. 
(y  S1XTU8  IIL  2,  3. 

I.  ^OHNoiAntioch  atlaft  gave  in  to  S.  CJr- 
^  r// a  profeiSon  of  faith  in  thefe  terms: 
we  acknowledge  that  our  Lord  3^«  C  is  the  oa^ 
ly  Son  of  God :  perfeft  God  and  perfect  rnan^ 
compoied  of  a  rational  foul  and  a  body^  begot 
by  the  Father  before  all  ages  according  to  the 
divinity,  and  in  latter  days  for  our  ialvation  of 
the  Virgin  Mary  according  to  his.  humanity, 
confubftantial  to  the  Father  according  to  tne 
divinity,  and  confubftantial  to  us  accordii^  to 
the  humanity.  Fc^  there  is  an  union  made  of 
the  two  natures,  for  which  reafon  we  confe& 
one  Cbrift J  one  Son,  one  Lord.  And  according 
to  this  inconfufibk  union  we  conib&  that  the 
holy  Virgin  is  mother  of  God,  becaufc  the  Word 
God  is  incarnate  and  made  man,  and  by  the 
fame  conception  has  united  tohimfelf  the  tem«> 
pie  which  he  took  from  her.  As  to  the  cxprefli- 
ons  of  the  apofties  and  evang^liiSs  concerning 
our  Saviour :  we  know  that  tte  divines  apply 
them  fometimesincomnaon  as  belonging  to  the 
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£ime  perfbn,  and'ibmetimes  feparate  them  as  be- 
longing to  difierent  natures,  afoibing  to  Cbrift:, 
fiich  as  are  worthy  of  God  according  to  his 
divinity^  and  the  meaneft  according  to  his  hu- 
manity. Having  received  this  confeifion  of 
faith  we  have  aifembled  together ...  to  procure 
the  univerfal  peace  of  the  holy  churches;  and  to 
teke  away  fcandals,  we  hold  Neftorius  late  Bp. 
of  C.  P.  a  depofed  perfbn,  and  anathematiie  his 

wicked  and  prophane  novelty  of  words. 

We  likewife  approve  of  the  ordination  of  the 
holy  Bp.  Maxtmian  for  the  church  of  C.  P.  &c. 
This  profeffion  being  figned  by  John  of  An- 
ttocbznA  the  reft,  S.  Cj^r/7  anounc«d  the  joyful 
news  of  peace  to  his  people  in  a  fermon  on  the 
23d  oiAprily  and  writ  to  John  to  anfwcr  fomc 
objeftions  ;  the  firft  was,  that  Cyril  held  Cbriji^t 
body  came  fix^m  heaven  and  not  from  the  B.  Vir- 
gin, now  this  he  fiady  denied  as  calumny,  fince 
he  neither  had  £iid  fuch  a  thing,  nor  could  fay 
it  in  his  principles  that  aflcrted  the  B.  Virgin  to 
be  mother  of  God :  for  of  what  could  fhe  be 
mother,  what  could  fhe  bring  forth,  if  the  bo- 
dy came  from  heaven  ?  The  &cond  was,  that 
he  jumbled  together  confufedly  the  Word  and 
the  flefh,  which  he  denies,  profeffing  the  Wad 
to  be  unchangeable  and  impaffible,  tho'  the  fuf- 
ferings  of  the  fiefli  are  rightly  attributed  to  him, 
accoraing  to  that  of  Peter  i.  e.  4.  v.  i.  Cbrijf 
has  fufiercd  for  us  in  the  flefh,  and  not  in  the 
divinity.  Then  goes  on,  flicwing  how  fome 
perlbns  had  corrupted  S.  Athanajluis  letter  to 
EpiSfetuSy  which  Paul  of  Emejk  alfo  perceivcS 
upon  the  collating  different  copies  together. 
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.  !2.  ^ohn  oiAntioch  upon  this  writes  to  Theism 
dorefy  that  nothing  could  be  more  clear,  than 
Cyrih  expfition  of  true  do&ine,  pf  the  i- 
dcntity  of  perfon  and  difference  of  natures*  He 
and  S.  Cyril  both  writ  to  the  pope  of  the  unioa 
of  the  churches,  and  received  from  hini  con- 
gratulatory anfwers.  In  Spain  at  that  time 
^rung  up  feme  Nejiorians^  who  called  the  Vir- 
gin's Ton  a  mere  man,  whona  Capreolus  Bp.  of 
C^r//&^^<?, confuted  by  the  authority  of  thecounr 
cil  of  Ephefusj  and  by  other  arguments.  * . 

3.  This  herefy  was  a^b  confuted  by  Vincent 
of  Lerina  in  his:  book  ofberefies  writ  this  year : 
he  begins  thiis  his  firft  chapter :  I  have  been  at 
great  pains,  and  often  made  it  my  particular  bu- 
fineis  to  confult  very  many  perfons  of  the  high- 
eft  rank  for  piety  and  learning,  about  a  certain 
general  rule  to  diftinguifh  the  trae  catholic  faith 
from  the  depravations  of  herefy,  and  after  re- 
peated inquiries  the  fum  of  all  their  anfwers  a- 
mounted  to  thefe  rales  •  . . .  the  authority  of  ho- 
ly fcripture,  and  after  that  the  tradition  of  the 
catholic  church.  But  here  perhaps  a  man  may 
afk  this  queftion,  lince  the  canon  of  the  icrip^ 
ture  is  compleat ....  what  need  is  there  of  add- 
ing the  fenfe  of  tht  catholic  church  to  fuch  a 
perfed:  rale  ?  To  which  I  anfwer . .  •  becaufe  the 
iacred  writings  haying  a  fublime  fenfe,  all  un- 
derftandings  cannot  reach  it  alike ;  but  one  ex- 
pounds the  divine  oracle$  after  (his  manner^  and 
another  after  that;  inlbmuch  that  there  are  al- 
moft  as  many  opinions  about  the  trae  meaning 
as  there  are  expofitions.  For  inftance,  Nova--' 
//j«  interprets  one  way,  Pi&^//>i  another,  SabeU 
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liids  another,  &c.  and  therefore . .  i .  in  fuch  a 
perplexity  cf  various  error,  I  hold  ii  extremely 
neceflary  to  apply  the  fenfe  of  the  catholic  church 
to  the  fcriptures,  as  a  rufe  td  a  line,  and  as  the 
clue  t5  cbnduft  us  in  this  labyrinth  of  opinions; 
■  ■M  u^  Thus  much  in  his  firft  and  fecond  chap- 
ters :  in  the  others  he  bringfe  down  univcriality^ 
antiquity  and  confent  for  figns  of  the  true  doc-i 
frine:  prefcribes  in  cafe  of  a  fchifm,  ahtiquity 
and  the  uhiverfal  church,  for  rules  to  fix  one^ 
faith,  fexemplifying  the  cafe  in  the  Donatijlsi  ; 
tn  tht  Ariansy  Origehijls^  N^Jlorians]  Pelagic 
ansy  &c. 

4.  Tho'  Finc^nt  reckons  the  Petagiam  a- 
inongft  the  enemies  of  the  church,  yet  he  \i 
iiifpedted  by  fome  (of  which  in  the  notes)  ttf 
be  the  author  of  the  Vinceniian  objeftions  a- 
^gainft  S.  Aujiin  as  if  he  had  afcribed  too  mticK. 
to  grace,  which  5.  Pr^/^^r  learnedly  anfwered, 
defending  the  afhes  of  this  great  bifhop  ftom  all 
thofe  who  attacked'himorhisdoftrine.  •  Oh 
which-  account  he  wrote  his  defence  againft 
Cajfian  the  cbllatbr,  who.tho^a  Semi-pelagiaH 
was  a  perfon  of  piety,  his  dodrine  not  being 
then  condemned  by  the  church*  MariusMer--- 
tutor  about  the  fame  time  writ  the  hiftory  of 
the  Pelagians^  whofe  origin  ht  afcribed  to  Tbeo^ 
dorui  of  Mopfuejiia  and  Rufinui^  and  writ  a  ^ 
book  agamft  the  fymbol  oiTheodorus  condefhni 
ed  in  the  council  of  Ephefus.    [        •  , 

5.  Tho'  the  decrees  of  that  cotinfcil  feemed  tci 
Jbe  eftablifliftd  by  the  uniofi,  yet  it  met  with  ma- 
tiy  oppofitions.  Some  of  JohtCs  party  were  of^ 
fended- athis  agreement,  and  others  differently

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afiedled :  Tbeodoret  was  well  enough  pleaied  with 
accepting  oiCyrih  letter,  which  he  judged  to  con- 
tain true  dodtrine,  but  could  not  fwallow  Nefio^. 
rius's  condemnation :  Alexander  of  Hierapolis 
would  not  allow  Cyrih  dodriiie  to  be  true  nor 
Nejloriuss  depofition  lawful,  butfeparated  him* 
ielf  from  John's  communion*    Be  aflured  of  it, 
feys  he  to  Andrew  of  Samofata^  that  I  had  no 
hand  in  this,  nor  would  I,  tho'  I  wastoiufier  b&^ 
nifhment,  death,  precipices^  fire  and  beads.  God 
^  will  give  me  ftrengdi  to  fufier  all  this  rather  than 
communicate  w?th  them.     In  this  he  was  in- 
flexible, and  did  not  enter  into  any  of  the  pre(^ 
ling  remonflrances  of  his  deareft  friends :  I  do 
not,  fays  he,  writing  to  -/fWr^Wj'communicatc 
with  C)'n7  or  you :  you  have  done  all  that  lies  in 
3WU,  you  have  fought  the  ftrayed  fheep  arid  it  will 
not  be.  found,  fo  Xtt  your  heart  at  reft^  we  iball 
meet  one  another  oefore  the  dread  tr3)unai  of 
God.     urfWrew  feeing  he  could  bring  bis  firiend 
to  no  good,  writ  to  the  cecbnomifk  of  Hiera- 
polis^ that  he  communicated  with  y(?i&»,  Cyril^ 
&c.    Maximin  of  Anu^arba  went  a  ftep  be* 
yond  Alexander^  fummoried  the  Cilician  bilhops 
his  fuffragansto  a  council,  where  he  ratified  the 
proceedings  of  Nejloriui  ztEpbefus^  Cyrih  de- 
pofition and  excommunication.     There  Eutbe- 
rius  of  Tyana^  Helladius  of  Tarfus^  and  o- 
thers,  writ  to  the  pope  a  mournfiil  relation  of 
their  bifhojps  being  depofed,  of  the  council  of 
Ephefusy  which  they  defu-ed  him  to  infpcft 
into  and  recall  their  banifhed  bifhqps.    It  is  fujp- 
pofed  this  Icttfcr  hadno  efFe<ft  with  tI»pope,  who 
was  a  zealous  Anti^wfiorian. 

*   6.  As 
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6*  As  Neftorius's  friends  were  dii&tisfied  at 
this  union,  fo  were  ibme  of  S.  Cyril's,  and  a.^ 
mong  them  Ifidore  of  Peluftum^  who  at  firfi: 
thought  S-Cyr/7  too  obftinate,  was  difpleafed  at 
his  acceptation  of  Johnh  confefEon,  which  in- 
deed for  many  reafons  might  feem  defective.  For 

.  firft,  tho'  he  allowed  an  union  .of  natures  there^ 
yet  he  did  not  exprefs  whether  it  was  a  phy fis- 
cal or  a  moral  one,  which  laft  Nejiorius  himfelf 
Would  not  boggle  to  admit :  fecondly,  Nejiorius 
allowed  in  fomefenfe  that  the  B.  Virgin  might 
be  called  mother  of  God,  and  that  ienie  ieems 
the  very  fame  that  Jobk  exprfeffes,  bccaufe  the 
Word  God  is  united  to  the  temple  which  he  took 
from  herj  thirdly,  he  leaves  the  doftrine  of 
communication  of  idioms,  />.  of  referring  the  o-^ 
perations  of  both  natures  to  the  perfon  in  each* 
of  them,  to  probkmgtical  queftions  and  fchooU 
niceties  t  and  fourthly  and  laftly,  he  condemns 
Nejiorius  only  for  his  iioveky  of  words,  which 
&ems  to  intimate  that  he  was  not  diipieaied  with 
the  fenfc  iippQrted  by  thatnovelty.  As  to  the  firft, 
it  is  tme  that  a  phyfical  union  was  a  more  ex- 
jMTcfe  cxclufive  oi  Nejiorianijmy  but  as  that  term 
mighl:  be  liable  to  the  exceptions  of  fome,  and 

.  as  he  was  otherwife  afcertained  by   Paul  of* 
Eme/a  oijabn  and  his  coinpanions  right  mean^ 
ing,    who   had  fufficiently  .afferted  one  only 
perfon  in  C^r^  which  inferred  more  than  a 
moral  anion,  he  righdy  judged,   that  for  the 

peace  of  t^ediurdi  in  thepre&ntcireumftances, 
he  EDight  bate  the  rigour  of  the  expreffion.  As 
to  the  fecond,  Jd^riy  who  admitted  but  one 
periba  which  was  the  divine  Word,  could  not

take  the  temple  here  for  a  perioD,  as  Nejimui^ 
did,  but  for  human  nature.  And  as  for  the  tw6 
laft  points  he  was  willing  to  give  fohie  grains  of 
allowance  and  let  things  of  Icfs  moment  for 
the  prefent  alone,  the  better  to  carry  the  main 
point* 

7.  Meantime:  Maximian  Bp.  of  C.  P.  died 
iTuddenly  the  loth  oi Aprils  after  having  govern- 
ed that  church  two  years  and  five  monuis.  Theft 
the  Nejiorians  in  great  numbers  threatening  to 
burn*  the  church  and  town  unleis  Nejiorius  was 
re-inftated,  the  emperor  to  cut  fhort  thefe  con- 
tefts  msidcPrGcIus^  of  whom  ^.79,  bifliop  before 
Maximian^s  corps  was  carried  to  the  grave :  and 
the  pope,  {aysSocrateSy  had  declared  his  nomina- 
tion to  thebi(hoprickofCy2;/V«x  was  no  impedi- 
•  ment  to  this  ordination.  The  emperor  Tieodofius 
made  a  law  that  the  goods  of  clergy^men  and 
monksthatdieinteftatefhouldbelongto  the  church 
orthe  monaftery.  He  alio  publifhed  his  royal  or- 
ders for  expelling  the  biihops  from  their  diocefes, 
who  made  buftles  in  the  church  and  refiiied  to 
join  in  communion  with  Cyr/7,  John  and  Pro-- 
dus,.  Tbeodoretf^o'  Iktisfied  with  Cyrih^  Jobn\ 
&c.  OTthodoxy,  yet  difpleafed  at  iVg^^nWs  de- 
'  pofition,  and  unwilling  to  offend  the  Cicilian^ 
bifhops,  whom  he  refpeded  for  their  lanftity, 
did  hot  communicate  with  Johny  and  upon  the 
orders  of  the  emperor  flood  firmer  to  his  point, 
as  if  he  valued  not  the  I0&  of  his  bifhoprick. 
But  the  preffihg  inftances  and  reproaches  of  the 
monks  made  an  impreffion  on  him,  of  which, 
when  he  gave  an  account  to  Alexander  ofHie^ 
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rapoUsj  he  thus  writ  back:  I  find  their  herefy 
who  make  God  paffible  prevails  at  C.  P.  and' 
Jlntiocby  where  it  is  publicly  preached,  I  am 
trpubled  at  the  ardent  officioufnefe  of  the  holy 
monks ;  but  tho'  they  fliould  raife  up  from 
the  dead  all  mankind  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world  to  this  day,  I  would  defire  them  to  be 
quiet  and  pray  for  me ;  if  they  condemn  us, 
God  forgive  them ;  they  are  not  of  greater  au- 
thority than  the  apoftles  or  the  angels  from  hea-* 
ven,  whom  J.  C.  anathematifes  by  the  mouth 
of  S.  Paul  if  they  preach  contrary  to  the  got. 
pel  :  if  you  fend  any  one  to  them,  affure  them 
from  me,  th^  tho'  John  fhould  give  ine  the 
whole  kingdom  of  heaven,  I  would  not  com- 
municate with  him  till  iiich  time  as  he  had  cor- 
re^d  what  has  been  done  to  caufe  aii  univerial 
fhipwreck  of  the  faith.  God  be  praifed :  they 
have  councils,  fees,  kingdoms;  judges  for  them; 
but  we  have  for  us  God,  and  the  purity  of  his 
feith.  . 

8.  "Theodoret  writ  many  letters  to  convince 
him  of  his  obftinacy,  but  finding  they  had  no 
effeft  he  entered  into  communion  with  John 
and  Cyrily  profeffing  the  fame  dodlrine  with  the 
profeflion  of  faith  they  had  agreed  on,  but  with-r  , 
out  approving  Cyrih  anathematifms,  or  con- 
demning Nejiorius.  Moreover  he  joined  to  their 
communion,  on  the  fame  terms,  all  the  bifliops 
of  the  fecond  Cilicia^  except  Mlletius  of  Mofh- 
fueftidy  whofupon  his  rqfufal  was  depofed,  and 
was  fucceeded'  $y  Chomafius  or  Thomajlus^  and 
of  the  firft  Cilicia  and  IfaurM  all  except  Zf-. 
nodiu^  of  Zephyr  mm.  Then  Toeoij^ret  inadq 
N  3  his 
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his  laft  attempt  upon  Alexander  of  HierapoUsj 
writing  to  him  in  the  moft  fubmifllvc  manner, 
that  he  embncced  his  knees^  thi?ew  himfelf  at 
his  feet,  &c.  hut  the  old  man  deaf  to  whol- 
jbm  advice  returned  this  anfwer :  I  beliet^c  you 
have  omitted  nothing  in  regard  to  the  £dvation 
of  my  unfortunate  iburl^  you  have  even  done 
more  than  the  good  pai^or  in  the  go^l^  vi^ho^ 
only  once  fought  afta*  his  ftrayed  flfieep.  Be 
therefore  at  reft,  and  trouble  no  more  ydurfelf 
and  me.  I  am  not  at  all  affected  with  ymAt  the 
Ctliciam  and  Ifdurians  have  done,  for  tho*  all 
the  dead  from  the  beginning  of  the  vrwld  fliould 
rife  up  and  call  the  abomination  x^  E^pt  pie^ 
ty,  1  fhould  not  aedit  them  mon^  than  I  do 
the  light  that  God  has  given  me.  "fheodoret  not 
wholly  defpairing'of  Alexander y  even  after  this 
letter  went  to  vifit  him*;  and  tho'  he  found  hini 
ftill  obftinate,  yet,  out  of  regard  to  has  iiiSbr- 
ings  for  the  faith  under  Vakns^  and  on  tiie  ac- 
count of  a  number  of  virtues  that  loft  their  lo- 
ftre  "by  this  almoft  only  fciult,  would  fain  bive 
p6rfuaded  the  biftiops  and  the  court  to  let  faitn 
ftay  in  his  biftioprick.

I.  TTIS  advice  in  this  point  was  not  regarded^ 
XJl  for  he  was  turned  out  to  the  great  far- 
row of  his  dioceiansi  for  whofe  j&ke  Ae^iihops 
vvould  have  reftored  him,  if  be  would  but  have 
added  to  his  other  vhtues  an  humble  cenieffion 
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pf  faith,  ,  The  fchifmatics  counted  15  bifhops 
cjeded  for  their  religion,  viz.  (i.)  Alexander 
of  Hierapolis'y  (2.)  Abid  of  Dolycbium:,  (3.) 
Acilinus  oi  Barbalijja  \  (4.)  Eutberiui  of  ^•- 
ana\  (5.)  T^enobius  ot  ^epbvrium;  (6.)  Me^ 
ktius  of  Mopfuejlia  ;  (7.)  Anajlafim  of  Ti'/^d'- 
^<?j  ;  (8.)  Paufian  of  Hypata ;  (9.)  Theojebius 
of  C(?w.  .  Thefe  were  Aftatics.  (10.)  I)c?r(9- 
/iftwj  of  Marcianopley  Qii.)  Valeanm ;  (12.) 
Endocius  ;  ( 13,)  B^/  ot  Lerijfa ;  (14.)  Af^^r- 
/Wj  of  Demetrius)  (15.)  Julian  oi  Sardica. 
Tbe^  were  Europeans.  Of  thefe  bifliops  -^a- 
/m«5,  uppn  his  communion  with  ^(?/i;2,*was  re-^ 
ftored  to  his  fee. '  They  m  the  5th,  7th,  8ih, 
nth,  12th.  14th,  and  i^th  places  wer6  not 
tvimed  out,  but  quitted  their  fees  themfelyes*.  He 
in  the  9t|i  was  not  turned  out  of  his  fee,  but  for- 
bid to  exercife  any  juriididion.  So  that  there 
were  only 'fix  of  them  properly  ejedted.  iV^ 
/(?r//ifiwas  all  this  while  in  S.' Euprepius's  mon^-- 
ftery  near  Antiochy  ^^reading  libels  and.  other 
things  in  his  defence,  of*which  John  and  others 
giving  notice  to  the  empefor,  he  commanded 
hisboolM  to  be  burned,  and*  banimed  him  to 
Oa/lSy  where  he  ftill  maintained  his  impious  he- 
refy,  and  writ  k  dialogue  that  put  the  caufe  of 
his  banilhment  in  a  wrong  light.  Oafis  being 
deifapyed  by  the  Bkmins^  he  was  removed  elfc-- 
where,  and  died  in  his  old  age  fome  time  betwixt 
439.and'456,  his  whole  body  being  putrified 
and  his  tongue  eat  up  by  vermin.  Count  Ireneus 
JN'ej^orius's^tnA^  who  ftill  buftled  for  him  and 
writ  a^lfe  deicfiptioH  of  Ae  proceedings  of  both 

parties  ill  his  niftory  entitled  ;he  Tragedy ^ 
:...:.    :.   ii:    ::-::o:|j.^  ::   -  wherein* 
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whereih  it  is  thought  he  forged  feveral  letters  of 
diffcrer^t  perfons  and  bf  Tbeodoret  in  particu- 
lar, was  likewife  fent  into  banifhment. 

2*  'iV'cy?or//^/s  rivulet  thi^s  drying  up,  bis  party 
opened  the  fountain  of  thisimpiety,'y/2f.tEebboks 
of  Diodorus  oiT^ar/us  and  Ti>eQ4orus  oiMopfueT^ 

Jiia^  who  |?oth  died  in  the  comnaumon  of  the 
church  and  left  behinfl.  them  the  reputation  of  pi- 
ous prelates.  They  were.both  o^AntiocL  t)io^ 
dorus  had  fignalifed  himfelf  in  defence  of  the 
faith  againft.the^r/j«j  under  the  emperpfs  Con-^ 
Jiantius  zndFaknSy  and  TbeDdorus  ,bis  fcholar 
was  an   intimate  friend  oi  ^^.JohnChrjjJb^om. 

.  Diodorus  had  writ  commentaries  in .  tne  fiteral 
fcnfe  upon  almoft  the  whole  fcripture,  a  treatife 
on  thQ  Trinity^  another  of  dejiiny  ^g^aiiffi  tb( 
ajlrologersy  2iXiA  occafional  letters.  Tbeodorus  hzd 
aifo  compofed  commentaries  upon  moft  of  the 
fcripture,  2^hooksagainji  Eunomius,  /^againjl 
jipollinaris^  &c.  but  thefe  are  loft  except  Ibme 
few  fragments  of  botlj  of  them.  Ihfine,  the- 
Nejiorian  i^zxiy  laid  hold  of  thefe  writings  tCk 
buoy  up  their  finking  caufe,  tranflating  thcnfi 
into  the SyriaCyjirmenianzndPerfian  languages. 
Tkeodorus  oiAncyra^  Acacius  of  Melitina^zn^ 
Jiab'ala  qi  Edejfa^  immediately  took  the  aiarm 

.  at  the  publication  of  fiich  bare-faced  impiety, 
as  they  efteemed  it,  and  inveighed  againft  it, . 
Rubula  proceeding  io  far  as  publicly  in  the  churchy 
to  anathematife  Jhe.odqrus.  The  Antiocbians 
too  were  ftartled  at  Theodprus'^  works,  and  Max^ 
imus  abbot  among  the  ref]:  vftni  bom  Antiocb,. 
to  S.  Cyn/ to  complain  of  thcin.  Rabula  xnadc^ 
an  extract  of  foriie  of  his  cxpreffions  that  denied 
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the  B.  Virgin  to  be  mother  of  God,  and  feid  ; 
th^  y.C.  IS  only  to  be  adored  relatively  to  God, 
as  his  image.  On  the  other  fide,  feveralofthe 
eajlern  bifliops  who  condemned  Nejiorius  writ 
to  S.CyriJy  thsLtTieodorushzd  taught  nothing 
but  what  was  ponfonant  to  the  do(^ine  of  SS. 
jitbanajius^  Bafil^  arid  Gregory, 

3,  The  Armenians  again  were  convinced  by 
Rabula   and  Acdcius  of  Tbeodorus\  heretical 
fentiments,  and  therefore  writ  books  to  Proclus , 
pi  C.  P.  with  an  extradl  of  feveral  Nejiorian 
paffages  in  Theodorus^  defiring  him  to  condemn 
him  bv  hanie  as  the  council  of  Epbefus  had 
done  by  Nejiorius.    Proclus  hzvm^  maturely 
weighed  the  content^'of  their  bookis,  writ  them 
back  a  long  letter,  called  the  tome  to  theArme-^ 
Ziiansy  in  w;liich;he  clearly  explicated  the  dodrinc 
of  thb  incarnatiph,  the  one  perfbn  and  two  na- 
tures m  Chrt/i^  adding  that  one  of  ^  the  Trinity 
was  made  man,  an  expreffion  in  after-times  very 
much  canvaffed:  but  all  this  while  he  took  care 
$n  confuting  72^^c^r«/s  errors  not  to  mention 
ids  perfqn ;'  but  the  deputies  but  of.  a  falfe  ^eal 
foiffed  in  a  condemnation  of  Tbeodorus's  per- 
lon,  and  fome  others.  *     ^his  tome  coming  to 
yobnoiAntiocb  and  the  Eajerns^  thty  approv- 
ed of  Proclus'^dio&xmty  but  refufed  to  condemn 
^beodorus  deceafed  in  the^  communion  of  the  * 
church,  and  blamed  Proclus  for  attempting  it. 
In  aniwer  to  this,  he  affured  thefn,  the  deputies 
had  exceed^  their  comthiifion,  his  defign  be- 
ing only  torpQt  out  orors  and  nottooioleft  the 
^uiet  of  the  deceafei :  and  indeed  h^  was  averfe  to 
all  perfecutions  and  hard  lifege,  even  in  regard 
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of  the  living :  for  tho'.  hefhewedthe  laft  adtivity 
in  converting  heathens  and  heretics  frona  their  ilj 
floftrine,  and  reclaiming  catholjqs  from  their  had 
lives,  yet  he  perfprmed  this  with  fo  muchten^ 
(kernels  and  compaffion,  ^that  the  ftrayed  flaeep 
heard  the  voice  pf  their  paftor  and  obeyed  hij 
pall.  Among  his  rnany  illuftrious  converfioris, 
that  oi  Volufian  was  not  the  leaft  rem^kable". 
I^e  was  the  uncle  by  the  mother's  fide  tp  the 
younger  Mekniqy  was  defcencjed  fi-ona  the  kinj;s 
•  pf  the  Rufulfj  and  from  his  fifft  appearance  of. 
manhood  was  made  pro-coniixl  of  Africa^  then 
5[ueftor,  and  at  length  by  juft  degrees  became 
prefed:  of  Rom^^  Jiavjngbeen  unfortunately 
ixaineduptQ  Pag^ni/m,  he  continued  inflexible 
Xq  S,  jiu/lin's  letter,  to  his  friend  Marcellinut^ 
j'eafons,  hMfteir  Albina*^  perfuafions/and  hjs  mo* 
therms  d^ep  alBi<5ipp,  till  ripw,  when  being  fept 
jipon  an  pmbafTy  from  the  enipfefs  Plactdia  to 
^^hcQdofius^  ht  yijit  to  his  niece  Metania at  ye- 
rufakmy  defiring  that  ihe  would  come  to  him^at 
C  P.  who,  upon  the  prefling  feiponftrances  of 
her  frie;id$  that  this  journey  might  be  a  means 
of  gaining  her  uncle's  £)ul,  fubmitted  to  forego 
the  bleflfed  quiets  pf  devotion  and  retiremfentfor 
a  while  tp  {^  invc^ved  in  the  hurries  and  h^ted 
noijfe  of  ^t)5W5  world.  Her  cjjarity  was  crownpd 
IVvith  duefucceis,  for  her  frequent  foft  difcpurfes 
ifliinuated  like  oil  ujto  the  very  inmoft  recefle$ 
pif  his  foul,  and  mSade  my  fpr  thofe  ftrong  rea- 
fpnings  of  Proclus^  wltn  which  Volufiah  y^as 
io  ciiaraied  that  nc  became  Vaptive  to  the  trath, 
received  t^e^iftdg^cf  b^ptifnji  i»t  his  hands,  ana 
feid,  that  }£Mom1f^  only  three  fuqh  perfoiis, 
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there  would  not  be  left  one  Pagan.  Soon  after 
he  received  his  vidticjum  ft)r  a  paffage  to  the  next 
Kfe,  and  Melaniay  having  periiiaded  the  emprels 
to  vifit  the  holy  phces  of  Jerufakniy  returned . 
thidier  hcrfelf,  after  bringing  over,  during  her 
ftay  at  C  P.  feveral  perfons  from  Nejiorianifm^ 
Left  that  ihould  again  fpread  its  infeftion  in  the  . 
JB^aJlj  SS.  ProcJus  and  Oyr// urged  the  condem- 
nation of  the  ex^Meflions  found  in  TieodoruSy 
without  meddling  with  the  author ;  but  thefe 
proceedings  were  di^ently  relifhed :  they  went 
down  well  with  the  nrore  moderate  fort,  but  o- 
th^s  alledging,  that  the  author  and  his  writings 
were  fo  clofely  linked  together  that  the  feme 
condemnation  muft  of  neceffity  equally  involve 
both,  gave  birth  to  two  other  parties,  whereof 
^6  was  for^^arihjg-  both,  and  the  other  for  con- ' 
demning  bouii 

4.  While  fchifeis  infefted  the  E!a^y  war  and: 
per^ctition  <iiftHtbcd  the  quiet  of  the  nvejtern    ' 
empire;     T^QBurgundianSyioxdeA  to  rebellion 
by  the  cruelty  and  extorficm  of  tl^  Roman  go- 
vernors, caff  iod  on  a  wftr  with  numbers,  con- 
dud  and  fefeihjtion,  ^nd  tired  for  fortie  years  jhe  . 
fkiU  and  addrcj&of  ^E^mi,  t*^moftexpcrie|iced 
commander  of  the  age  he  lived  in.    He  had 
been  fince  welaft  mentioned  him  mider  a  cloud; 
for,  Ms  treachery  in  regard  of  count  Boniface  be- 
ing di&overed,  the  count  was  invefted  with  his  . 
offices,  ^5vho  for  a  fiiller  vindication  of  his  ho- 
nour didfenged  Mtius  to  a  duel,  in  wfaic^  he 
came  oflF  vidtor,  but  received  a  fetgl  ground,  of 
which  he  died  three  months  after.    J^tius  beipg 
icftored  to  Ms  Ibmier  hoQOurs>  after  £>me  cam* 
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paios  of  doubtful  fiiccefs,,  at  laft  vanquifhed  the 

Burgundiam  in  435,  and  obliged  their  king 

Cuwiicartus  to  fiie  for  peace ;  after  whichiE//«i 

'     was  highly  efteemed  and  made  conful  a  fecond 

.  time  for  this  year  437  *  in  which  Gen/eric  king 
of  the  Vandals^  fond  of  eftablifliing  jirianifmy 
as  well  as  of  fixing  his  empire  m  Africa^  not  only 

'  chafed  the  bi(bopsfrom  theirfees,  butcommanded 
his  whole  court  to  profefs  his  religion,  endea- 
vouring to  make  ArcadiuSy  ProbuSy  Pafcbafius 
and  EutycbitiSy  who  had  beoi  the  mofl  zealous, 
iij  his  fervice,  fland  the  firfl  examples  of  em- 
bracing his  religion.  '  3ut  he  found  th<?fe  four 
Spaniards  unrnoved  at  threats  and  prpmifes,  and 
tpeir  courage  fuch  as  did  not  (brink  in  the  trial ; 
for  they  *b6re  baniffam^nt  and  the  \o&  of  their 
eflates  without  uneafinefs,  and  underwent  death 
not  as  a  penalty  but  a  reward.  Faulillus^  the 
brother  tq  Pafcba^us  and  EutychiuSy  was  a 
lK)y  of  an  extraordinary  wit  and  beauty,  whofe 
fortune  the  king  would  have  madeconfiderable^ 
if  he  would  have  embraced  Arianijm  ;  bujt  ca^ 
refjes,  threats,  whips,  andflavery,  being  all  tri- 
ed without  efle<a  upon  this  litd?  <:hampiQn  of 
y.  C.  the  king  would  not  pu?  him  to  death, 
that  he  and  his  religion  might  not  be  triumph- 
ed over  by  a  boy.  Antoninus  Honoratus  bifhopof 

'  Conjiantina  near  Mikvis  writ  to  Arcadius  one 
of  thefe  niartyrs  during  his  banifhment  a  letter^' 
to  exhort  him  to  contemn  wealth,  the  king*s 
favour,  and  his  wife's,  endearments  to  foUow 
Cbrij^.* 

c.  S.BriceBp.o{  7oursw^s  now  re-inflate^  Jtt 
his  bifhoprkk  by  jlje  pope.  He  had  been  S.  ^ 
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ftVs  deacon,  whom  he  ufed  to  laugh  at,  calling 
hima  doating  filly  fellow,  which  S,  Martir^^  im- 
puting to  mere  lightnefs  of  mind,  was  fo  farfi-oiA 
being  offended  at,  that  he  foretold  him  he  fliould 
be  his  fucceflbr  and  undergo  fcveral  croffes.     In 
effedl  he  was  ordained  Bp,  of  Toi^rj,  and  perhaps 
theflrft  years  of  hisbifhoprick  might  not  be  alto- 
gether unexceptionable,  but  the  latter  ones  wei* 
free  from  ftains,  eipecially  of  that  horrid  Ibrt 
he  was  accufed  of,  viz.  of  havirfg  debauched  a 
nun  and  got  her  with  child,     Wheft  fhe  was 
brought-a-bed,  the  people  would  have  ftoned 
Brice  as  guilty  of  this  crime,  biit  the  biftiop  to 
.  evince  his  innocence  conjured  the  child, .  then 
30  days  old,  in  the  name  of  the  Son   of  God, 
to  declare  if  he  was  the  father.     To  which  the. 
child  anfwered  in  the  prefence  6f  all  the  people : 
you  are  not  my  father.     The  people  not  iatisfied 
with  this,  prefTed  Brice  to  make  the  child  dc-. 
dare  who  was  the  father,  which  he  refufing, 
they  told  him  he  had  made  the  child  Ipeak  by  . 
witch-craft,  and  that  they  would  have  him  no 
longer  for  their  bifhop.     He  wrought  a  fccond 
miracle  toatteft  his  innocence,  but  the  people 
continued  obftinate,  letting  up  one  Jujiinian  In 
his  place.     This  made  him  have  recoorfe  to 
RomCy  where  he  ftaid  fix  vcars,'  and  in  the  fe-    . 
venth  was  reinftated  in  his  dioccfe  ;  Jujiinian 
died  in  the  way  to  Rome y  as  he  went  to  plead 
his  caufe,  and  Armenttus,  Jujiinian'^  iiicceffor 
was  taken  off  by  a  fiidden  fever  as  S.  Brice  was 
upon  his  return  j  who  knowing  this  by  revelati- 
on, told  his  people hemufr  make  hafte  to  pay  the 
laft  duties  to  his  brother  the  Bp.  ofTwrs,  whofe 
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corps  was  a  carrying  out  at  ooe  gatQ  as  he  came 
in  at  theothcPi  He  was  received  with  the  fin* 
cere  joy  of  the  people^  who  repaired  their  luipici- 
<)ns  of  his  virtue  by  the  great  rej^)eft  they  paid 
to  it,  for  thefcven  remaining  years  he  gpverncd 
them,  /.  e.  from  his  reftoration  to  his  death, 

6.  Valentinian  came  on  OSiober  the  i5fhto 
C.  P.  to  marry  tteprincefeE^^^rw,  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  emperor  Theodofius  by  Eudocia^  for- 
merly Atbenais.  Her  mother  had  made  a  vow 
to  vifit  xktHoly  Land  upon  her  daughter's  mar-^ 
riage,  which  *  Ae  performing,  found  at  Je^ 
rufalem  the  younger  Melaniay  whom  (he  em-^ 
braced  with  the  utmoft  tenderneis  ontheac* 
count  of  her  admirable  virtues,  and  was  by  her 
miraculoufly  cured  of  a  fore  foot  j  there  (he  vi- 
*  fited  churches,  endowed  many  with  revenue^ 
and  as  ihe  pafed  through  different  towns  gave 
proofs  of  a  royal  magnificence,  a  power  of  wit, 
and  a  great  ftock  of  learning.  She  obtained 
fi-om  Juvenal,  Bp,  of  Jerufalem  fome  relicks  of 
S.StepbeHy  and  of  S.  P^/^r's  chains,  which  (he 
brought  to  C.  P.  next  yejtf.  Thofe  of  S.  Igna^ 
tius  martyr  of  Antiocb  were  this  year  tranflated 
to  a  mctf-e  decent  place  there, and  S.Cbryfofiorns 
to  C.  P.  -This  laft  tranflation  was  occafioned 
by  Procius's  anniveriary  panegyric  on  S.  Cbryfo^ 
Jiom^  which,  diiplaying  the  virtues  of  his  prMC- 
teflbr  with  a  great  deal  of  energy,  made  the 
people  reftleis  till  they  had  the  body  of  their  bi- 
ihop :  and  Pr^^iS/j  feconded  them,  rightiiy  fore- 
ieeing  that  this  would  be  a  means  of  uniting  to 
the  church  that  flock  which  out  of  a  love  to  thi» 
iaint  had  at  firil  with  ibmc  reaibn  ieparated 
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themfelves  from  the  bifliops  of  C  P.  and  after- 
wards but  of  a  falfc  zeal,  even  when  liis  name 
was  placed  in  the  ditty cs  kept  up  a  feparate  bo- 
dy. Proclus  therefore  perfuading  the  emperor 
to  it,  his  body  was  brought  frorii  Comana  in 
Pontus^  and  the  gkd  people  went  out  to  meet 
it  many  miles  together;  the  BoJ>borus  w^ls  co^ 
vered  with  boats,  and  flione  with  Illuminations 
in  the  feme  manner  as  when  he  alive  returned' 
from  banifhment  The  emperor  knelt  dowrn  be- 
fore his  flirine  iand  begged  pardon  for  his  parents 
who  had  offended  him.  This  tranflation  was 
made  the  27th  of  January^  on  which  day  we 
now  keep  his  feaft.  * 

7.  The  emperor's  iiibjefls  did  not  correi^^ond  ' 
to  their  prince's  piety ;  the  Heathens  in  the  fir  ft 
place  made  a  jeft  of  rclicks  and  of  invoking  the 
affiftance   of  once  mortal  men ;   to  confute 
whom,  S.  Cyril  zvi6,^eodoret  employed '  their  . 
pens  with  great  erudition  3  the  Cbrijiians  in  the 
next  place  went  about  nialked  oh  iNT^^-y^^rV 
dayj  rcprdkntin^'yupiier   and  the  heathenifli 
gods,  whom  S.Uhryfohgus  taxes  of  letting  up 
themfelves  for  idols,  and  defacing  the  image  of 
atic  living  God  impreffed  upon  them ;  other 
Cbrijiians  kept  the  Circenfiari  games  in  honour 
qf  and  thankfgiving  to  Obriji  ;  agaiijft  whom 
Salvian  declaims  withgreat  vehemence.  But  the  • 
worft  of  all  v^as,  that  magiftrates  and  generals 
Uiould  have  -fo  deeply  imbibed  fuperftition,  as 
i;o  rely  -upon  the  arujpices^  and  oracles  anlwers 
concerning  future  events.     LittoriuSy  comman- 
der oftheauxiKary  jBi/;25,  gave  Into  this  extrava- 
^•ganceibdcip^rately,  that  in  confidence  of  thefe 
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predidions,  he  rafhiy,  at  the  diiadvantages  of 
time  and  plac^^ .  attacked  the  Gothsy  arid  inftdadi 
of  entering  Tohufe  in  triumph  entered  It  a  ca|)- 
tive.  Cyrtii  who  commanded  the  troops  in 
Africa  was  a  Heathen^  for  whom  Eudocia  th6 
empreis  procured  this  poft^  becaiiie  fhe  was  much 
delighted  With  his  poetry.  In  his  genefalfliip, 
Ginferic  on  a  fuddcn  btoke  the  league  he  had 
.ttlade,  and  the  19th  of  this  OSiober  took  Cdr^ 
thage  by  furprife,  which  he  gave  up  to  plunder, 
put  the  citizens  to  the  torture  in  fearch  of  their 
.  wealthy  pillaged  the  churches^  put  many  prieA^ 
to  the  fword,  &c. 

8.  Sylvian  a  prieft  of  Mdrjeilles  mentions 

at  thefe  times  the  taking  of  (fartbage  as  an  il- 

luftrious  Ihftance  of  the  divine  juftice.    For  this 

other  rival  of  Rome  was  plunged  into  all  forts  of 

vices;  and  to  look  at  the  people,  one  would 

lake  them  for  a  medley  of  madmen ;  they  ran 

•  dmnk  up  and  down  the  ftreets  crowned  with 

flowers  and  perfumes  \  the  ftreets  were  all  places 

of  impurity  and  fcenes  of  luft,  where  adiilferieS 

and  yet  greater  crimes  were  praftifed  in  publid 

with  all  the  impudence  of  the  Cynics  :  thc^meii 

walked  the  ftreets  painted  in  women's  drefles, 

and  the  Chrijltans  often  went  to  th^ pagan  facri- 

fices  of  Celejlis  or  Urania,  and  from  thence  to 

the  altar  of  God.    Avarice,  extortion,  injuflic6 

and   luft  were  the  fins  appropriated  to  the  ma- 

giftrates  and  rich  citizens,  the  poorer  fort  dir- 

•    ftinguiflied  themfelves  by  their  infipid  jefts  ori^ 

and  averfion  for  the  monks  and  uieir  habits, 

and  all  other  vices  ran  in  common  among  them. 

ThcFandalsm^idc  fome  of  the&  difordersc^afe  ; 

they 
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they  cau&d  all  the  proftitutes  to  vcaxxyi,  and  moref 
efieftually  rooted  out  the  remains  of  idolatry 
than  any  before  them.  To  thefe  Vandals^  tho' 
Ariansy  the  Donatifis  pined  themfelvesin  com^' 
munion^  notwithflanding  they  had  all  along  re-^ 
fbfed  that  of  the  Caf holies  of  the  fame  religioii 
with  them, 

9.  On  the  29th  oiNovemi  st  council  was  held 
at  Rifi  in  Provence^  wherein  was  cafhiered  the 
iUf^itimate  ordination  and  inflalment  of  Ar-- 
mentnrius  for  Bp,  of  Embrun^  capital  of  the 
TJpper  DaupbinS^  56  miles  almoft  W^  of  Tu-^ 
rin.  S.Hilary  oi  Aries  prefided^  Aufpiciui 
of  FaifoHy  Valerian  of  Cemeliaj  and  Maximus 
of  Ries^  with  eight  other  bifhops,  aififted.  In 
Cefarea  of  Cappadocia^  Firmus  the  biihop  be- 
ing dead,  the  inhabitants  dtolanded  his  fiicce£i 
ibr  jfrom  Proclus  Bp.  of.  C.  P.  As  he  waS  in 
the  church  conCldering  who  to  pitch  on,  all  the 
ienate  entered  the  churchy  upon  which  he  im-i 
poled  his  hands  on,  ^bdlaffius^  who  had  been 
prefeft  of  the  Pretorium  for  Ilfyrium^  and  was 
talked  of  being  made  the  prefbift  of  the  Eajf. ' 
He  declined  at  iirft  his  ordinatiQi),  but,  at  laii: 
accepted  it  and  lived  tip^to  the  duties  k  required«r 
'*-'*—  Julian  of  Echna  made  his  laft  efFi^rtsto 
bereftor^d  to  his  iee  under  pretext  of  repehtaAce, 
but  the  pope  by  the  advice  of  his  arch^^ieacon 
Lea  ftpod  upon  his  guard  agaiftft  all  this  Pelagic

,  f  19.' Here  SocraUs's  hiftpry  ehdsj  and  thud 
&t  'Sozfimeaprom^sdtoc<m^^  but  whether  he 
greW'tfred  wjth  his  work,  or,  what  as^  more

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probable,  that  iomt  chapters  towards  the  end 
arc  loft,  vvchave  it  at  pvefent  no  fiirther  dian 
to  the  year  423.     Socrates  begins  with  the  year 
304,  and  Sozdmenj  who  takes  the  greateft  part 
from  him,  at  324.    Socrates  was  hovti  at  C.P. 
Sazomen  at  Salamina  in  Cyprus^  but  deicended 
originally  from  pagan  anceftors  near  Gaza  in 
Pakjiine^  where  his  great-grand-father  with  his 
family,  and  another  family  of  Alaphiony  were 
thefirft  converted  by  the  miracles  of  S.  Hilari^ 
on.  Both  he  and  Socrates  were  deeply  tindured 
with  Novatiani/my  tho*  perhaps  no  NovatianSj 
and  both  pleadai  at  the  bar^  which  they  left  off 
to  write  tndir  hii^ories  5  in  which  Socrates  (hews 
more  chronological  exa<5tne6,  and  Sozomen  a 
more  florid  ftile.    The  two  firft  books  of  ^ 
crates  were  at  firft  little  more  than  an  extract 
of  RuJinuSy<  but  perceiving  this  author's  hiftory 
to  bevery  de&iJiive,  he  writ  thofe  two  booka 
over  again,  and  diftinguifhed  the  moft  memo* 
rable  events  by  confuls  and  olympiads,  which  is 
wanting  in  S&zomen.     Both  c^  die&  hiftorians 
ran  into  palpable  faults,  fome  of  •  which  are  dill 
covered,  and  Jn  ibme  manner  accounted  for,  in 
the  learned  French  tranfliEttion  of  Monfieur  C6u» 
Jin.    Fkury  takes  notice,  ^t  they  are  to  be 
read  with  great  caution  in  what  rdates  to  the 
cuftoms  of  the  church :  and  indeed  It  is  plain^ 
^t  to  favour  tlie  Novations^    Socrates  tt\{$ 
ftrange  ways  of  keeping  Rafter ^  which,  con- 
,  ttaiy  to  the  known  truth,  he  a^ms  not  to  be 
Rgulated  by  ^  Nicene  council    He  fiiys,  tint 
the  feft  of  Lf  A/ was  kept  fix  weelb  before  £«!« 
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Jier  in  lUyrium^  Greece^  Egypt ^  Africa  and 
Pakftine  :  at  C  P.  fevcn  weeks,  which  fbmc 
faded   without  ioteniiption^  others  only  three, 
weeks  ot  thereabouts  at  a  time,  and  then^  after 
fan  interval  betwixt,  three  Weeks  more ;  and  fotne 
only  five  days  in  the  week,  ati^^/^i^forinftance^ 
where  Saturday  txad  Stmday  W€fe  excepted,  fiut 
this  ififtance  is  wrong,  for  on  Saturdays  all  the 
year  found  they  faftolat  Rome.    Again,  the 
maoxier  of  fefting,  according  to  him^  was  very 
di^efeot,  iome  alklait:»:d  irooi  ail  ibrts  of  ani- 
UuIb  ;  oijiers  eat  fi(h  ;  and  other  fome  fowls  ; 
hQcmi&  according  to  the  fcripture  they  were 
produttd  from  water  t  fbme  abftained  from  eggs^ 
fome  only  eat  dry  biead,  ibme  not  fo  much  as 
tmad :  and  others  again  &fled  onty  till  none^  and 
tfam  psA  every  thing  without  diitinftion.    He 
0eckoQ8  up  a  number  tiE  ufages  whkB  he  tdh 
w  are  contrary  to  the  cixftom  of  other  duirches^ 
vhs^  in  Egypt  they  celebrate  the  myfterics  on 
SMurdays  in  the  evening  after  they  hiad  eat :  at 
Akxandria  dbey  did  m>t  o^lfbnxt  Wednefdays 
BOX  Fridays^  but  only  cxpbuhcd  the  fcriptune^ 
tt  Antidcb  ihc  altar  was  turned   towards  the 
weft.    Sozmm  has  almoft  all  Socrates'B  faults: 
tbd  he  has  made  feme  grofs  miftakes  where  he 
mies^firom  him,  tfao^  not  fo  frequent  ories  u 
when  hei(41owB  him.

1.  pi2 NSERIC  aftcf  the  taking  of  C^r- 
^   thage  doubled  his  perfecution,  making 
flaycs  of  moft  of  the  clergy  and  nobility  that 
•ftaid  behind.   .  ^odvultdeus  Bp.  of  Carthage^ 
and  Gaudiofus  Bp.  of  ABitina^  were  put  aboard 
leaky  (hips,  which  by  the  providence  of  God 
arrived  at  Naples^  where  they   finiftied  their 
days  in  the  odour  of  holinefs.    Prijcus  and  Ca^ 
Jirenfis^  after  undergoing  many  torments  in  A^ 
.frica^  were  fhipped  off  either  in  the  iame  veflcl 
with  ^odvultdeuSj  or  in  another  old  one/  and 
being  toft:  lipon  the  coafts  of  Campaniay  were 
deflined  to. the  government  of  fome  churches 
there.     Some  bifhops  and  noblemen  had  hopes 
this  fiiry  would  fleep  at  laft  ;  and  one  time  as 
<r^>j/&r/V  was  v^ralking  on  thefea-fhore,  petition- 
ed him,  that  (irice  their  churches  and  goods 
were  taken  from  them,   that  he  would  allow 
them  the  wretched  comfort  of  flaying  in  their 
country;  but  he  far  from  granting  their  reqiieft 
would  have  thrown  theoi  immedmtdy  iato^tfae 
iea,  if  he  had  not  been  .hindered  from  it  by 
his  courtiers  intreaties.     Sebajiian  fon-in-kw  to 
count  Boniface^  whom  he  had  fucceeded  in  his 
dignity,  misfortunes  and  ill  ufige  grounded  upon 
calurtmy,  like  him,  to- prevent  a  real  or  imagi- 
nary puniftiment,  joined  his  forces  to  Genferic. 
The  Goths  2X  firit  careffed  him  extremely,  but 
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afterwards  finding  he  could  on  no  account  de- 
bauch him  into  Arianifm^  and  perhaps  being  a- 
j&aid  that  he  would  over-reach  him,  laid  hold 
of  ibme  CToundleis  pretext  to  put  him  to  death.^ 

2.  "yobn  of  Antiocb  died,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  JD(?f»;/tti  his  fitter's  fon.  Domnus  had  been 
a  monb' under  S.  Eutbymius*%  condu^ft,  and  or- 
dained deacon  by  yuvenal  of  Jerufalem  io 
428,  but  underftanding  after  the  council  of  JE- 
pheJUSy  that  his  uncle  was  of  Nejiorius^s  ptLtty^^ 
he  defired  Euthymius  to  let  him  go  to  Antiocb 
to  reclaim  him.  S.  Euthymius  diffukded  him 
from  this  joumpy,  afiluring  him,  that  God*  would 
himielf  reclaim  him;  that  if  he  flaid  in  thede- 
fert  he  fhonld  be  honored  by  God,*but  tb«  if 
he  went  to  Antiocb  he  fliould  fucceed'his  uncle 
and  be  turned  out  by  a  comp&ny  of  wicked  fel- 
lows. Domnus  had  no  faith  in  his^  predi<ftion, 
but  without  taking  leave  of  him  haftcd  away 
to  Antiocby  where  every  thing  happened  as  the 
iaint  had  foretold.  The  pope  was  called  to  a 
better  life  on  the  28th  of  Marcb.  He  had  the 
happinels  to  fee  the  divifions  between  S.Cyr/7 
and  Jobn  of  Antiocb  worked  up  to  a  friendly 
peace.  The  prefents  which  he  gave  to  the 
diurches  at  RomCy  and  what  the  emperor  Vd^ 
Jentinian  gzve  in  his  time  are  exceflSve;  the 
pope  gave  in  revenues  729  gold  (hillings:  and 
in  filvcr  2,611  Roman  pound  weight,  befides  * 
porphyry  pillars,  jcwds,  &c.  the  emperor  gave 
a  vaft  quantity  of  precious  ftones,  511  pounds 
of  filvCT  and  200  pounds  of  gold. 

3.  S.i^^  his  arclh-deacon,  a  native  of  Tus- 
cany, wzz  chofen  when  abfent,  having  been  lent 
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into  Gau{  to  iixoncile  th?  two  Roman  gcnamls 
^tius  and  AU^inus^  in  which  negotiatioii  he 
fucceeded,  and  then  returmpd  to  Home  forty  daytl 
after,  and  was  iblemnly  inftall^.  At  which 
time  he  made  afhort  oration  to  give  Cod  jsnd 
the  people  thanks ;  defiring  his  auiditoiiBy  that  at 
they  had  raifed  him  to  that  d^ity.  bf  their 
votes,  fo  they  would  aflift  him  by  tbek  pt^ycrs^ 
become  by  their  good  works  his  crown  arid  joy» 
and  pay  their  acknowledgments  to  the  divioQ 
gQodfi^is  that  had  made  this  day  honoraUc  toi 
him. ;  ■  and  by  r^ifipg  his  loWlinefe  to  thia  fix- 
preme  degrees  had  demoniirated)  tfa;it  it  nei^ber 
overlooks  nor  cx>ntemns  the  meaned  df  hia 
creatiines,  *  *  On  th0  annivcxlary  of  thia  ^y  he 
haratogned  them  with  a  longer  difcoode.  -f-*--- 
As  often,  &ys  the  (aint,  as  die  mtxcf  of  God 
renews  the  days  of  htis  |;ifts  we  have  juH:  cauie 
for  rc^icingy  if  the  original  of  the  office  un-^ 
dertaken  is  rderred  to  the  praiie  of  its  Author, 
I  know  this  to  be  a  dijty  inqumbtent  op  att  prie£ts^ 
but  on.  me  in  particttfer^  who  when  I  view  oiy 
own  littlene&,  and  the  greamefs  of  the  charge 
I  have  undertaken,  miift  cry  out  with  the  pro- 
phot:  Lord^  I  have  beard  thy  Jpeecb  and  "was 
afraid. .  .  *  For  what  is  ib  ftrange  and  dreadfi4 
as  labour  to  the  weak^  fiiblioiity  tq  dielow^  and 
dignity  to  the  und^rvtngi  And  yet  we  do  not 
de^nd,  nor  are  caft  down,  becau&  we  do  not 
prefume  of  ourfelves,  but  of  him  who  workcth 
in  us. . . .  From  whofe  principal  ahdeteroal pro- 
teftion  we  have  received  the  bulwark  of  apo- 
ftlefhip^  which  does  not  remain  unjuftive^or  idte : 
for  the  firmneis  of  that  foundation  upon  which 
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die  fiibrkk  of  the  whole  church  riies,  is  not 
tilled  with  Any  weight  of  the  incumbent  temple ; 
for  the  foUdity  of  that  faith  which  is  praiied  in 
the  prince  of  the  apo&les  is  perpetual:  and  as 
whi^  Ptf^  believed  in  Ci^^  continues^  io  that 
contiliaies  alio  that  Cbrijt  inftituted  in  Ptter. . . ; 
The  btefied  Feter  j&id^  "thou  art  Chriji  the  Son 
^  the  living  God :  and  the  Lord  iaid :  Tbou 
art  Peter^  and  upm  thit  rock  I  will  kuild  my 
cbureby  and  the  gates  of  bellJbaH  not  pre^Mtl 
againft  il.   .  jina  I  mil  give  unto  thee  the  keys 
^  the  kingdom  tf  bedven.    And  Vi>hatfie^b^ 
thou  Jhak  bind  upm  earikitfhail  be  bound  aijo  in 
tie  beavem;  andwhatfi^e^iei  tbou /halt  Joofe  upon 
eartb^  ifJbaU  be  kofid  alfo  in  the  beamens.  The 
d^K>fitioathcrefbie  of  :1111th  remains,  and  the 
Ueflied  Feter  per&ferhig}  ifi  the  received  ftrength 
of  the  rock,  has  ndtdbandoned  the  hdm  of 
the  veflfel  of  the  ehucch.     For  he  is  thas  pkced 
before  the  k%  that  whilft  he  is  called  a  rock^ 
whilft  he.i$  ftiledthe  foulidation,  ^bilft  he  is 
conftituibcd  the  doqr^-keeper  of  the*  kingdom  of 
heav)^^  and  niade  ovoricer  and  arbitrator  of  the 
things  to  he  bound  and  iobe  loo&ned  by  the  de* 
£nition  of  his  judgments  here,  io  as  to  remain 
ratiikd  aldfo  in  the  heavens^vire  may  all  know  by 
the  myflenes  of  theie  tides  what  ibciety  he  has 
with  Cbrifi.  —Wherefore  the  honorable  and  de- 
fired  prefenoe  of  my  brethren  and  fdlow-prieAs 

win  .becoQK  more  &cred  and  devout if 

they  refpeift  him  principal^')  whom  they  know 
to  be  not  ooly  the  biOiop  of  this  iee,  but  the  pri- 
mage of  ail.bifliops  — who  is  watered  with  iuch 
pkntifulilreams  from  the  fountain  of  all  good 
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gifts,  thjit  whereas  he  alonereceives-min^^therb 
are  none  that  pais  to  any  without  his  participati-* 
on.  ^ . .  Out  of  the  whok  world  Pf/^r  ialonie  is 
choien,  and  placed  over  the  vocation  of  att  na-» 
tions,  over  aU  the  apoftles,  and  all  the  fathers  of 
the  diurch.;  that  tho'  tha:e  be  many-  prici^  and 
many  paftors  in  the  people  of  God,,  yet  all  them 
Tetsr  properly  governs,  whom  Chrift  yet  prin- 
cipally governs . ,  . ;  who  when  he  faid :  tbm 
art  Chrifl  the  Sdn  of  the  lii)ing  Go  J,  JefosM^ 
fwered  him. :  Blejedari  tbou  Simon  Bar^jmabj 
&c.  that  is,  therefore  thou  art  bleffed,  becaufe 
my  father  taught  djee/  becaufe  no  earthly  opi- 
.  nion  deceived  (hoe,,  but  hpivenly  in^iration  in^ 
ilmdtpd  thee,  and  not  flefli  and  blood,  btit  he, 
whoie  oqly  begotten  Soa  I  am,  manifelled  me 
unto  thee.    And  I  fay  unto  you,  that  is,  as  my 
Father  manifefled  my  divinity  to  you,  fo  I  make 
known  your  own  cxcellence[to  yourfelf,  foi^thou 
art  Peter.   That  is,  whereas  I  am  the  inviolable 
rock  (the  PefraJ  I  the  corner-flone,  who  make 
both  one ;  I  the  foundation,  befides  which  no 
man  can  lay  another,  fo  you  area  rock  (a  P^- 
tra)  becauie  you  are  flrengthened  and  iblidated 
by  my  virtue,  and  the  things  originally  in  me, 
.  by  my  proper  power,  are  common  to  y-ou  by  par- 
ticipatioja  with  mc.     Upon  this  flrong  bafis  I 
willered  an  eternal  temple,  and  the  fiiblimity 
of  my  church  fhall  rife  in  the  firmne&  of  this 
confeffion  to  be  borne  up  into  heaven  itfelf.  The 
gates  of  hell  fhall  not  refhtiin,  nor  the  bonds  of 
death  .tye  up  or  confine  this  confeffion ;  for  this 
voice  is  the  voice  of  life. —  Since  therefore,  my 
moft  beloved,  we  behold  fb  flrong  a  fiife-guard 
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divinely  inftiH|t*d«forus,  we  have  juft  reafoiitd 
rejoice  in  the  merits  and  dignity  of  6ur  captain, 
giving  thanks  tothe6temal  King  our*  Redeemer 
Lord  J.  C.  who  ccMiferred  fo  great  a  power  upon 
him  whom  he  conftituted  the  prince  of  the 
whok  churchy  that  if  .any  thing  is  rightly  done 
or  ordered  in  our  times,  itmuft  be  imputed  to 
bis  works,  to  his  goviernmcnt,  to  whom  it  was 
&id :  and  thou  converted  confirm  thy  brethren. 

4.  The  eighth ^f  T^Tw^iw^^r  a^o6ncil  of  17 
bifhops  v^as  hs^  %X 'Orange  V[i  ProFoence^  16, 
miles  N.  of  jivignt^nl  S.Hildfy  of  jirles  fvc^' 
iided  there,  a^id  amongft  the  ^ther  biihops  were 
Eucberius  of  Lyons ^  of  whom  in  427,  and 
hereafter  in  i^^^oi  h.  '5.  Ctm^iitaim  of  Gaf^^ 
AuJ^cius  of  vaifiM^  and  Maxpmiis  of  Riei 
Tbktj  canons  were  eniaded  -tfiete  touching 
church-di&iplin6,  -and  the  &Gond  being  famoui 
for  its  oblcurity  has  -  been  nliuch'  omvafTed  by 
the  critics.  See  note.  *The  1  jth  hf  Novein^ 
ber  the  following  year  a  council  was  held  at  Vai^ 
fin^  a  city  i«  miles  almoft  E.  of  Orange^  and 
compoied  9  or  lo  canons^  the -third  excommu- 
nicates them  who  kept  the  legacies  or  oblations 
of  the  deceafed,'  or  deferred  giving  them,  to  the 
churchy  as&  many  £icrilegious  miir^eiers  of  the 
poor;  the  9lh  and*  xoth  are  made  to  encourage 
the  piety  of  thb&  who  maintained  children  a- 
bandoned  by  their  parents. 

5.  In  Mrica  Genferic  by  his?  cruelty  and 
Jiau^tinei^  rendered  himietf  odious,  not  ohly 
to  m^CathoUcs^  but  even  to  his  own  Vandals^ 

,  who-formed  a  conipiracy  againft  him,  which 
^ing  deteded^  he  pi)t  upon  fuj|>icicai  fuch  num* 
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bei!s  to  death  bpth  innooeDt  and  guil^rt  that  be 
weakened  his  army  more  thipl  if  he  had  loft  a 
ha^.  h^xo^Gatbolia^  he  .knew  there  was 
no  dang^fircHB  that qtiarter;  howevqr  many  of 
their  bi^ps  were  banifhed  without  iubftkitting 
jiew  ones  in.  thfir. place/ ior reeptioning  Pi&^ 
moh  or  iV^zWiWo^r  w^tboir  iecm<>n$  aa  if 
they  had  p(>inted  at  him  by  their  names,  tho? 
there  was  i^t.  the  lead  hiot.  tbu  kx>k^  that 
way.  .  In  ihis  £id juiK^ur^  for  «he  chi«cb  of  ^- 
fricay,  and  ift  thisdechnciof  .G^^riVVproJ^ir 
ty  the  emperorient  ae  array  agunft  him^  bat 
tbp  Pagan Hum.wtidiot  Bkdtt  and  ^tila  invade- 
ing  Thraciay  iZ^/vif^,  aqd  the  frontiers,  aod 
canying  all  bcfoce  them  with  a  barbarity  iiir^ 
paifing  th4t  «C -th^lGofiKi  ^Vundak^  he  was 
forced  to  recall  thdfi  troops  to  maJce  hca^  agflinA 
them ;  but  theii:  jftcel  not  doing  the  bufih^  df* 
^^dhially,  hebadjrtt:oiiriiBtQ.xlioie'poweEfulg<^, 
by  which  he  bought  a  peaocof  dbon^and  Aruck 
up  one  ynik:^hnferi€y  on  coodittoo  thwt  hp 
ibould  leatd  bnSA  poorrproviacesof  j^V^  to 
the  empire,  and  alio  pay  a  iipall  annual  trtr 
•bute.  ♦ 

6.  Genferic^^  perjlecution  had  reached  all  &M& 
of  Anti^nisH  Cbr ift  tans ^  j^iid.ohligpd  the  ikfiri- 
wichees  among  othei»  to  fly  iwzy.  irom  Africa^ 
who  to  gain  nospption  at  Rome  lurked  there  ui>- 
der  the  name  of  CafMm,  :  Bttt;thcir  di^mu- 
lation  could  not  efeape  Sw  i^jr^'^  yigikince,  .who 
alarmed  his  Siwk  of  thelb  wolvi^in  fl«cf>-fl&iii^ 
and  marked  thdm  out  by.tfaeir  /afting  on'  Sutk- 
days  in  contempt  of  C^r^'s  je(iin^ion^  ^Uui 
in  honour  of  toe  iSi^^i ;  by  thdr  £ifls  oo  iMii»- 
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dayM  in  honour  of  the  Mwn^  and  fay  their  tt^ 
ctxnD%CbriJ^%  body  only  under  the  ipecies  of 
bread  and  not  of  wme,  becauie  they  abhorred 
wine  as  the  gall  of  the  dragon/  Some  eaiy  Ca^ 
thotici  wc»  ib  £ur  impoied  upon  by  them  as  ilo 
be  tnoit  affiduous  in  praying  toward.s  the  Sun; 
and  diat  fo  modi  die  fooner^  biecaujfe  they  ob^ 
ierved  it  was  the  coftom  of  the  church  derived 
^om  antiquity,  to  pray  with  their  faces  towards 
the  Eqft  or  rlfing  Mn $  butthe  pope obferving 
the  abu&s  of  this  {s-^dice,  adtnohifhed  the  faiths 
All  to  abfhin.ievea  itom  the  appearance  of  evit 
by  leaving  it  ofi;  His^^eal  carried  him  further, 
be'convcitad  great  nutnbere  of  them^  whoab- 
jofed  their  errors  publicly,  and  were  fubjededL 
to  a  Arte  of  penance  j  and  as  to  tbofe  who  re- 
noained  obilinate  he  procured  thdir  banifhment, 
by  virtue  of  the  imperial  lavrs  againA  them. 

7.  But  that  the  people  might  be  convinced  of 
diejuftice  of  their  punlffament,  he  made  their 
io^moua  crimes  jondically  public ^  convocat^ 
ievcral  biCbops,  prieAs,  eminent  citfzens,  per-i 
ions  of  quahty^  'and  a  great  peirt  of  the  feha«e,^ 
to  receive  and  hear  the  infcH-mations  againft  themv 
Their  he  and  fhc  ekBs  were  brought  before  them, 
their  ooremonies>  opinions^  and-  infiimous  my*^ 
fteriGB  were  expofcd  to  view,  &e.  which  5.  Le^ 
fl^hliy  touches  upon  in  a  &miOfli  fneached  the 
latter  end  of  the  yean  In  this  information  thi^y 
revealed  that  crime  which  modefty  forbids  to 
namiey  a  crime  that  was  fo  thoroughly  examin-* 
ed  into,  that  no  room  w^s  left  for  doubt  fo  any 
one^  incredulity,  or  itdb  of  calumny.  All  the 
periods  vfhip  committed  this  nefarious  fed;  ap- 
peared; 
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pcared}  the  young  girl,  who  at  the  moft  was 
only  ten  vears  old ;  the  two  women  that  trained 
her  up  and  prepared  her  for  the  crime ;  the  youth 
th^t  debauched  her ;  and  their  bi(hop  who  or« 
dered  and  prefided  over  thisabomination.  They 
all  confefled  in  like  manner  .this  execrable  adti« 
on,  which,  &ys  S.LeOy  our  ears  could  icaire 
iaS<x  there,  and  not  to  wound  yours  here  I 
ihall  not  repeat  them,  but  refer  you  to  the  pub- 
lic adts,  by  which  you  will  find,  that  their  feft 
is  deftitute  of  all  chaftity,  of  all  honefty  and  all 
fhame ;  that  lying  is  tbsir  law,  the  d6vil  their 
divinity,  and  their  oblationsDbfccttity.  * 

8.  He  had  another  lermon  on  the  £ime  iiib- 
jedt  on  the  Epiphany^  and  becauie  many  of  thefe 
Manichees  that  were  diicovered  had  fled  away  to 
other  towns  of  Italy  y  he  fent  the  bifhops  the 
adlsof  their  convidion,  with  anexhortatory  to* 
Hand  upon  their  guard  againft  them ;  and  about 
the  fame  time  attacked  Julian  of  Ecknay  the' 
chief  fupport  of  the  ditcYmxng  Pelagians^  who 

Civately  fowed  thofe  errors  agaip,  which  they 
id  publicly  abjured  before./  He  inftituted  ^^ 
najiafius  Bp.  of  Ubiffalonica  bis  vicar  for  Illyru 
unky  after  the  example  of  SiriciuSy  and.  his  other 
predece£R>rs,  recommending  to  him  the  crdina- 
tion  of  his  bi(l)ops  upon  the  bare  Icore  of  their 
merits,  without  any  human  views  of  favour  or 
intereft ;  charging  him  not  to  iiifier  lay<^men, 
new  profelytes,  perfons  that  have  been  twice 
married,  or  have  married  widows  to  be  ordained 
bifliops,  nor  perfons  aftpally  married  to  be  or- 
dained fub-deacons,  unlefs  mey  have  wives  as  if 
they  had  none.    No  one,  iays  he,  ought  to  be 
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ordained  bifliop  of  any  of  theic  churches  witb« 
out  confiilting  you  :  for  they  will  be  chofe  with 
more  deliberation^  on  the  account  of  your  exa- 
mination. Now  the  metropolitans  having  the 
privilege  of  ordaining  the  bifhops  of  their  pro« 
vince,  we  require  you  to  c^dain  the  metropoli- 
tans, and  to  be  the  more  circumiped:  in  the 
choice  of  them  as  being  to  govern  others.  Let 
no  one  abfent  himielf  from  the  council  when 
fummoned  to  it.  Nothing  more  efietfluaUy  cor« 
re<fls  faults,  and  preferves  charity,  than  the  fre« 
quent  fynods  of  bifhops.  You  £hall  refer  to  our 
cognizance  the  greater  caufes,  which  cannot  be 
determined  upon  the  place ;  as  alio  the  appeals. 
He  writ  a  letter  on  the  ianiie  day,  i.e.  Janua-^ 
ry.  I  itfa,  to  the  metropolitans^,  to  acquaint  them 
of  the  power  conferred  on  Andftajius  and  to 
exhort  them  to  obedience.  He  received  an  an* 
fwer  frorii  S.  Cyr/7  of  Akccandria  and  Pafcha* 
firms  of  Lylioaum  in  Sicily ^  about  fixing  Ea^ 
fier-^day  for  this  year,  and  they  both  determined 
it  to  the  23d  of  Aprils  fo  that  Good^friday  fell 
upon  the  21ft,  the  day  of  the  foundation  of 
Romey  on  which  the  Circenfian  games  u&d  to 
be  celebrated,  but  were  now  omitted  in  honour 
of  our  Saviour^s  pailion. 

9.  S  Cyril  6kd  foon  after,  having  governed 
the  churchof^4fx^iiu/m32  years.  He  was  a 
wife  pibt,  who  ducft  fit  at  the  hekn  amidft  the . 
winds  and  ilorms  of  periecutions  that  threaten- 
ed him  :  he  found  God's  AafiF  to  fupport  hini 
wherever  he  met  with  his  rod  to  affliA  hhn,  and 
made  the  greatntiS  oi  his  natural  courage,  fup^ 
ported  by  grace^'ilnneh^^         out  in  adions 
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and  /iifferings  :  his  moderation  and  condeibcDs 
dance  in  time  of  need  was  no  lefi  con^icu^ 
ous,  being  willing  to  part  with  his  efiate  and 
riches,  to  give  iip  or  forbear  fome  laudable  terms 
of  dodrine  and  the  rigours  of  church«diic>> 
pline  for  a  time,  to  reach  the  more  important 
;point;  of  peace  and  union  in  the  church.  &iic^ 
tuilM^  SaMasBo.iif  Paba  in  Syria^  die  ge- 
neral council  of  ^ubalcedoni&c.  pay  latge  prai&s 
to  his  merit,  fc^*  refeuing  tfaechnrcfa  koaxNeftth 
rianifm  and  writing  t&)&  exeunt  tneatifis  of 
th?  incaniatioii,  which  ex^kate  thatdivinemy* 
(tery  of  our  Saviour's  amiming.  human  fiefli, 
.with  luch  iblidreafonings  and  fuch  propriety  of 
expreiiioo,  that  they  &em  to  be  rather  the  in- 
ipired  writings  of  theH.  Gho^^  than  the  worke 
of  a  biihop  taken  up  with.tfaecaitsanneudto 
the  iecond  &e  of  the  ctf^M&tr  cburclsu  Anuhi^ 
ber  of  his  other  writings  am  bft,  tbo'  there  are 
ilill  extant  7  large  volumes  of  them.  They  are 
not  all  writ  with  the&meyigoury  norecpiaUy 
ufeful;  his  17  books,  i)f  ibe.worfoip  if  God  in 
fpirit  and  truths  and  his  G/ajftiryr/i  tm  tbeFen-^ 
tateucb^  area  continual  tiifiie  odf  allegories,  and 
Q&3^  of  arbitrary  myilical  inicipretations;  ha 
commentaries  on  Ifaiah  and  S.  John's  go^xi  ace 
more  literal ;  his  wxitings  on  the  Trinity  are 
managed  with  great  iubtility^  after  a  £:holaj83c 
manner,  with  arguments  and  iyUogi&ns  in  form ; 
his  ten  books,  agair^  Julian  tbtyapofiate  oon^ 
tain  a  large  fioek  of  erudiiion  :and  are  penned 
with  a  gre^  deal  of  ddkacy  ;  thoi:  agoing  the 
Antbrf^mtarpbitis^  ^rtfoiatim  rfvarims  ^^ 
fiiom^  are  moftly  writ  vritk  judgment^  tut  in  a 
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rough  negligent  ftile;  his  pafchal  homilies  are 
hc^  to  luftory,  and  the  keeping  of  Lent  in  due 
manner,  &c. 

10.  S.  Cyrif%  arch-»dcaconi)/^^i^^,  who  was 
in  great  rejiutation  of  modefty  and  humility, 
iiicceeded  him,  and  predently  grew  very  popular 
by  knding  mony  without  inteieil  to  the  bakers 
and  inn*]ceepers  to  fiiFnifh  the  town  at  a  cheap 
rate  with  white  bread  and  delicate  wine.  But 
to  tSkGt  this,  he  extorted  by  calumnies  and  o-« 
ther  methods  great  iums  or  mony  .from  ^.Cy^ 
riV%  rdations,  whom  he  unmercxtuUy  per&cu«. 
ted.  He  &nt  hia  prieft  P&[Jtdomus.  to  Romej 
who  had  made  that  journey  before,  to  notify  hid 
de^ion  to  die  pope.  S^JLeo  was  then  taken  up 
with  the  appeal  of  Celidfmms  a  GalHc  bifhop,} 
who  had  been  d^^ofed  by  S*  Hilary  oiArksj  za 
he  wenttoviik  S^Oerman  f£  Auxerre.  Thefe 
&ints  received  complaints  and  witaefles  againft 
him,  that  he  had  married  a  widow,  and  Gon«>; 
demned  peqpte  to  death  in  the  time  of  his  magi^i- 
ftracybefwe  his  ordination :  for  which,  they  wtdk 
other  bUhops  judged  it  expedient,  that  the  &id 
CeUdmim  ihould  of  himfelf  i^nounce  his  hi- 
ihoprick:  but  he  not  reliihing  diis  ientence^. 
came  to  Rmne  to  comdain  of  it  to  ^  pope  to^.^ 
wards  the  ktter  end  of  this  yean 
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(y  Christ  445,  6,  ^.      0^;'THEODOsipr*^ 
II.  38,  39,  40,  ana  Valentin'iak  UL 
'   21)  22,  23.    Of  Leo  6^  7,  8- 

1.  Q  A  INT  fliVi^rjir  upon  Ais  took  the  feme 
i3  journey  a-foot  in  the  depth  of  winter  ;' 
for  out  of  his  love  to  poverty  he  always  traveU 
led  in  that  manner.  Aiter  having  viiited  th<^. 
churches  of  the  apofUes  and  martyrs^  he  waited 
upon  S.i>o,  be&eching  him  to  maintain  the 
ancient  diicipline  of  the  churchy  and  not  ad-» . 
mit  to  the  altar  bifliops  juftly  condemned  in 
Gaul;  headded,  that  ne came  to JR^^^  to  pay 
his  re^^edjts  ta  him  and  not  Ca  plead  his  caufe^ 
but  to  inform  him  fimply  of  the  matter  of  £ij9:^ 
without  thefbrmality  of  an  accu&tion  ;  and  for 
the  refty  /if  he  was  of  anotho*  jfehtiment,  he 
fhoiild  trouble  him  no  farther.  Upon  this  the 
pope  called  a  council  to  examine  the  affair,  where 
S.Hilary  took  his  place  among  the  other  hi- 
ihops,  but,his  anfwers  not  being,  looked  upQp  as^ 
fetisfadtoiy,  nor  the  witne0^  evidence  fiifficient, 
Celidonius  was  reilored  to.hi&blfhoprick.  S.Hi-^ 
lary  did  not  acquie£:e  to  this  ientence,:  but  de^ 
clared^  he  would  never  communicstter  with  the. 
bi£hop  he  had  condemned ;  and  ^ii%  that  his^ 
prbceedings  gave  great  offence  at  Rome^  he  flole 
away  from  thence  and  retorned  the  lame  winter 
to  Arks.  S.  Hilary  was  accufed  after  his  depar- 
ture of  unjuflly  depofing  FryeBus  a  biffaop^ow 
whom  he  had  no  juriiSli&ion,  fo  it  was  deter- 
mined ProjeSius  fhc^uld  be  reflored :  befides  this^ 
he  was  taxed  with  marching  about  withjfoldiers 
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felt  his  h^els j  with  calling  councils,  and  depofing 
bifliops  in  provinces  not  under  his  jurii<ii<aionj 
Upon  which  S.  Leo  Writ  to  the  bifliops  of  Gaul 
a  letter  relating  to  the  rights  of  the  Roman  fee; 
the  ufurpations  of  Hilary^  &c.  in  very  ftrong 
terms;  and  the  emperor  befides  wrote  another 
on  the  fame  iubjedt,  which  runs  thus : ' 

2.  It  is  evident,  that  the  only  proteftion  of 
us  and  our  empire  defcendsfrom  the  favour  of  the 
fupreme  divinity,  which  is  principally  procured 
by  the  chrifiian  faith  and  our  divine  religion^ 
Since   therefore  the  merit  of  S.  Peter  who  is 
prince   of  the  epifcopal  crown,  the  dignity  of 
the  city,  of  Rome^  and  the^authority  befides  of  a 
fecred  lynod,  have  confirmed  the  primacy  of  the 
apoftolic  fee,  let  not  pr^fumption  offer  at  any 
thing  contrary  to  the  authority  of  that  fee :  for 
the  peace  of  the  churches  will  be  then  kcptevc^ 
ry  where,  when  all  of  them  acknowledge  their 
rciftor.     Notwithflanding  this  .  ♦ .  Hilary^vfho 
is  called,  Bp.  of  ArleSy  without  confulting  the  bi-» 
fhop  of  Romey  has  ufiirpcd  upon  ordinations 
which  did  not  belong  to  him,  undccently  re- 
moving fomc^  and  againft  the  wills  and  refiflance 
of  the  citizens,  ordaining  other  fome,  who,  up- 
on finding  they  could  caiSly   gain  admittance 
from  thofe  who  had  not  chofe  them,  came  with 
a  body  of  armed  men,  and  either  blocked  up 
their  city  walls,  or  opened  them  by  force,  and 
brought  into  the  city  by  war  and  contention  the 
priefl  that  was  to  preach  up  peace.     For  thcfe 
and  fuch  like  fafts  perpetrated  againft  the  ma- 
jeftyof  the  empire,  and  the  refpecft  due  to  the 
apoftolic  fee,  the  pope  haviog  difcufTed  them. 
Vol.  IV.  P  pronounced 
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pronounced  a  certain  ientence  agaihft  him :  and 
this  fentence  indeed  fhould  have  its  force  even, 
without  the  imperial  fanftion  . . .  however  I  add 
that  too,  forbidding  Hilary  (whom  nothing  but 
the  mildncfs  oiLeo  would  fuffer  to  be  ftill  called 
biftiop)  and  all  other  perfons  whatfoever  to  mix 
arms  with  church  affairs,  or  difobey  the  precepts 
of  the  bifliop  of  Rome.  This  letter  wafs  dated 
the  1 6th  of  June. 

'  3.  S.Hilary  returned  home  to  his  diocefe, 
without  complaining  or  writing  an  apology  in 
his  defence ,  which  if  he  had  done,  it  is  pro- 
bable he  would  have  put  his  tranfadions  iii  ano- 
ther light :  the  beft  ojfmenare  fomctimes  borne 
away  with  a  miftaken  2eal  5  and  the  defire  of 
reforming  abu&s,  and  maintaining  the  fuppo&d 
rights  of  his  church,  feems  to  have  wrought  up 
his  to  attempt  it  in  thofe  provinces  over  which 
he  had  only  an  ill-grounded  jurifdiCtion  ;  the 
troops^  of  foldiers  might  be  taken  with  him  for 
die  fecurity  of  his' company,  fo  that  all  we  can 
guefe  is,  that  this  holy  biftiop  of  Aries  had  com- 
mitted fome  faults,  which  were  exaggerated  by 
malicious  reports,  and  improved  in  the  narrati- 
on to  his  diiadyantage.  However  it  ife,  be  be- 
came fcnfiblc  of  what  he  had  done  amife,  fent 
perfons  to  Rome  to  be  reconciled  to  the  pope, 
who  accorded  his  defires^  and  growing  acquaint* 
ed  with  his  virtue  honored  him  afterwards 
both  living  and  dead.  The  afiair  of  CeKd^Httis 
thus  terminated,  the  pope  writ  the  a  lAof  Jitfte 
an  apfwer  to  Diofcorusy  containing  iiiftmttions 
for  uniformity  in  chuFch-difcipline.  It  is  fiif- 
pcifted,  that  Diofmus  had  begaia  then  to  fep 
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the  fcxsn4atiot^  of  the  more  neeelSary  uniformi* 
ty  in  faithj  againft  #hich  he  afterwards  openly 
engaged;  "Theodoret  hint^  zt  this  in  his  account 
of  the  calamities  of  the  times,  which  befides 
dividing  the  church  infcfied  the  empire.  *  For 
the  irruptions  of  barbarous  nations  and  dreadful 
earthquake  continued  (ik  Weeks  together  with* 
out  refpite  in  moft  patt^  of  the  worlds  In  fome 
the  fhock,  fays  NicephoruSi  ftruck  out  new" 
iprings  of  Water  and  dried  up  the  old  ones ;  rait 
ed  valiies  to  mountainfej  and  threw  mountains 
into  a  level  I  Iwallowed  up  vilfeges,  cities,  and 
wfadb  ifles  a€  once ;  laid  open  the  fecc.  of  the 
deep^  and  fixed  the  failing  ihips  upon  dry  knd« 
It  owrtimjcd  the  principal  buildings  at  Antioch^ 
and  the  long  wall  of  Cherfinefusy  raged  at  Alex-- 
am^ia  and  other  placed  with  great  violence,  but 
&emed  to  f cferve  i«s  ehaiccft  ftocfc  of  fury  for 
C.  P,  ibr  not  a  day  paffed  but  this  capital  of 
the  ea/ierH'  empire  beheld  her.  buildings  caft 
dowti  or  £mk  in  the  earthy  the  city  Wails  cleft  in 
two,  and  her  fifty  towers  that  were  her  beauty 
and  bulwark  laid  in  the  duft.  In  this  confter- 
nation  the  emperor,  the  patriarch  Proelus^  and 
tbe  people  fled  into  the  fields  for  fafety,  where,  as 
thicy  were  pouring'  out  their  prayers  before  the* 
throne  of  m^cy  to  av«t  the  total  ruin  of  the 
city,  they  felt  fuch  a  violent  fjiock  as  made 
Aeir  &ar  inwigine  that  the  very  eatth  was  torn 
from  its  fottndacion.  In  this  point  of  time  a 
jioung  boy  was  taken  up  to  the  higheft  region  of 
thd  air  by  invifible  hands,  and  borne  out  of  fight ; 
after  ioine  time  he  appea^d  again  and  defceqded 
intho  prefifflce<rflihf  empercM:,  patriarch,  and 
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all  the  people,  whom  he  told,  that  he  hear^  the 
angels  in  heaven  finging  this  fong  :  Holy  God^ 
holy  Strongs  holy  immortal  OnCj  have  mercy  on 
us.  Upon  this,  Proclus  ordered  the  peopla  to 
ling  in  the  fame  manner,  and  immediately  the 
earthquake  ceafed.  This  miracle  gave  the  em- 
peror fuch  devotion,  to  this  fong,  that  he  procu- 
red it  ihould  be  fung  throughoutall  the  churches 

of  his  empire. , 

4.  S.  Proclus  foon  after  was  called  to  fingthis 
anthem  in  that  happy  place,  to  which  he  had 
condudted ,  fo  many  before  by  his.  example  and 
inftruftions.     Thdb  had  a  wonderful  energy 
from  the  mouth  of  the  pr^chcr  warm  with 
thefentiments  of  his  heart,  which  gave  a  pecu- 
liar luflre  to  his  (hort  fententipus  expreilions,  his 
exclamations,  interrogations,  breaks  of  paifion 
and  turns  of  thought,  that  inflamed  from  the 
pulpit,  tha*  they  cool  upon  us  in  the  reading, 
where  it  muft  be  owned  they  fhine  with  an  in- 
ferior light ;  for  his  ideas,  notwithftandingtheir 
jultnefs,  fublimity,  and  the;  beautifiil  phrafe  by 
which  they  are  diverfified,  return  too  often, 
and  ceafe  to  aifedt  us  by  their  too  frequent  re- 
petitions.    S.  Flavian^  prieft  and  treafurer  of 
•the  great  church  at  C.  P.  by  the  will  of  God, 
the  emperor,,  fcnate,  and  ..the  bifhops  fuffirages, 
fucceeded  him.     Chryfaphius  the  empcro-'s  fe- 
vourite  no  ways  pleafed  at  this  pro0U)tioo,&nt 
from  Chalcedon  in  the  emperor's  name,  that  he 
cxpcdled  a  prefent  from  him.   The  good  biffaop 
accordingly jfent  him  fome  Wefled  breads:,  but 
Chryfaphius  huffed  st  j^bde,  and>  refiifing  them 
with  contempt,  toU.him,  the  emperor  wanted 
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gold  and  not  bread.  The  faint  replied  :  gold  I 
have  none,  except  the  iacred  veflels,  for  as  to 
the  goods  of  the  church  they  are  confecrated  to 
God  and  the  poor.  This  anfwer  picqued  Chry^ 
fapbius  to  the  life,  and  made  him  an  implaca- 
ble enemy  to  the  faint,  and  to  the  princels  PuU 
cberia  who  ibpported  him.  Tbeodoret  fevxt  a  con- 
gratulatory letter  to  Flavi an ywhich^  it  is  thought, 
occafioned  Chryfaphius  and  Diojcorus^s  refent- 
ments  againft  him. 

5.  The  incurfions  of  the  Barbariansin  Spain 
had  made  there  many  widowed  churches,  which 
gave  occafion  to  the  growth  of  Prifcillianijm. 
S.  Turibius  Bp.  oi  Aftorga  in  Gallicta^  in  his 
letter  to  Idacius  and  Ceponius  two  of  the  prin- 
cipal biftops  of  the  fame  province,  complained 
of  this  with  the  greater  concern,  becaufe  in  his 
travels  through  other  provinces  he  had  found  e- 
very-whcre  the  fame  uniformity  of  faith,  only 
in  bis  own  he  obferved  with  grief,  that  con- 
demned errors  had  Iprung  up  a-new  through  the 
misfortiine  of  the  times,  which  had  put  a  ftop 
to  the  meeting  of  councils.  *  To  obviate  thefe 
mifehiefs  he  ferit  his  deacon  Pervincus  with  a 
letter  to  the  pope,  and  a  long  detail  of  PrifciU 
lianifm  in  16  articles.  The  pope  returned  an 
anfwer  that  confuted  each  error  in  particular 
from  pafTages  of  the  fcripture,  and  fent  him  the 
a<fts  of  his  proceedings  againfl  the  Manicbees  at 
Rome^  whom  the  Prifcillianijis  very  much  re-  , 
fcmbled  :  and  in  theconclufion,  ordered  that  a 
council  fhould  be  held  ;  and  if  it  could  well  be 
of  the  provinces  of  Tarragona^  Carthage ^  Lu^ 
Jltania  and  Gallicia^  but  if,  as  he  apprehended 
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that  could  not  be,  to  have  at  leaft  a  provuicial 

one  of  his  own  province. 

6.  It  happened  as  the  pope  feared,  for  Recbi-^ 
la  king  of  Suevia  poffeffed  Gallkia^  and  the 
Goths  moft  of  the  other  parts,  fo  that  two  coun- 
cils were  held ;  theoneinG<^//iraVi,  and  the  o- 
ther  of  the  four  provinces  of  "Tarragona^  C^-^ 
tbagena.Lufitanid  and  B^tica,  at  Toledo^  wh^e 
aconfeflSon  of  faith  was  publifhed  with  i8  ana- 
themas :  in  this  confeffion  there  are  tbefe  words? 
I  believe  in  tbe  H.  Gboji  who  proceeds  from  the 
Father  and  tbe  Son-^  which  probably  were  itt- 
fened  out  of  deference  to  i§.  Leo^  who  in  the 
firft  letter  to  Turibius  exprefles  hamfelf  thus : 
in  the  firft  chapter  it  is  demonftrated  bow  impi^' 
ous  their  fentiments  are  of  the  divine  Triaity, 
who  affert  that  the  Father,  Son,  and  H.  Ghoft, 
are  one  and  the  fajneperfon,  as  if  the  feme  was 
now  called  God  the  Father,  then  the  Son,  and 
then  the  H,  Ghoft,  and  as  if  he  who  l?egot  was 
no. other  than  he  that  was  hegotteji,  <^  be  who 
proceeded  from  both.     About  the  &^m  time  S. 
Leo  depofed  Baftan  Bp.  of  Epbefus  as  unlaw* 
fully  intmded  5  prohibited  die  bimopB  of  Sicily 
to  confer  folemn  baptifm  on  the  feaft  of  the  £^ 
piphany^  but  to  content  thejn^ves  wiltfethofe  of 
Eafter  and  Wbitpntide  ;  aod  acquainted  Ja-- 
nuarius  Bp,  oiAquileia  with  the  due  manner  of 
receiving  perfons  infeded  with  berefy  to  the 
church.     Cardinal  Noris  takes  this  herf  fy  ^  be 
Pelagianifm.  •  .       ; 

7.  To  root  out  the  fmall  remains  ci  \X  in  ^W- 
tain,  S.  Germams  Bp.  of  jiuxerre,  widiA&w^^ 
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rus  Bp.  of  Treves y  took  a  journey  thither,  and 
palled  by  Paris  in  th^  way.     There  S.  Geneve- 
va  had  been  lately  attacked  with  a  pally  that 
deprived  her  of  the  ule  of  her  limbs,  and  made 
her  for  three  days  together  appear  without  tno^ 
tion  or  any  fign  of  life,  except  a  little  red  on  her 
fece.   After  which,  coming  to  herfelf,  Ihe  was 
immediatjsly  reftored  to  perfeft  health,  and  told 
the  company,  that  Ihe  had  been  in  Ipirit  carried 
by  aq  angel  to  behold  the  rewards  prepared  by 
God  for  thofe  thatlove  him  ;  and  fome  time  af- 
ter difclofed  to  many  that  lived  in  the  world  the 
fccrete  of  their  confcienccs,  in  order  to  reform 
them.    Some  of  them,  inllead  of  making  the 
u&  this  was  deligned  for,  took  occaHon  to  al^ 
perllb  her  reputation.    S.  GermanuSy  who  was 
acquainted  with  the  holy  virjgin's  perfed:ions, 
contemning  thefe  falle  reports  vilited  her  with  a 
deal  of  relpeft,  and  convinced  the  Parifians  of 
the  injuftice  of  their  calumnies.     In  Britain 
he  entirely  exterminated  Pelagianifmy  for  mgft 
were  converted,  and  thofe  few  who  ftill  held  it 
were  baniflied  into  the  remotell  parts  of  Gaul. 
He  made  fome  regulations  before,  his  return^ 
which  are  recorded  by  Selden.

I.  O  A I N  T  Germanus  was  fcarce  returned  to 

u)  Auxerrey  when  the  people  oi  Armoricay 

who  had  revolted  in  409  from  the  emperor  and 

lud  all  along  (hewed  an  unquiet  and  turbulent 

.     P  4  fpirit. 
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fpirit,  fent  deputies   to  beg  the  faint,  that  he 
would  fave  them  from  the  wrath  of  Eoacaric 
king  of  the  Alemanni  an  idolatrous  and  cruel 
prince,  who  by  Mtiush  orders  was  in  march 
with  his  troops  to  puiiifti  them.     The  faint  loft 
no  time,  but  met  hirn  in  the  way,  and  ftopped 
him  with  a  liberty  that  gained  the  Barbarian'% 
refpe(S  and  his  promife  of  according  peace  to  the 
Armortcam^  in  cafe  the  emperor    and  Mtiu% 
permitted  him.     This  made  S.  Germanus  ven- 
ture upon  a  journey  to  Ravenna  where  the  court 
lay  :  on  the  road  he  took  up  his  lodgings  with 
an  ancient  friend  of  his,  where  he  cured  a  wo- 
man that  had  been  20  years  dumb:  taking  his 
leave  he  bid  him  adieu  to  eternity  where  he  hoped 
they  (hould  fee  one  another.    He  fet  out  v^ith 
no  company  except  his  deacon,  but  was  follow- 
ed or  met  all  the  way  by  abundance  of  peo- 
ple, who  planted  croffes  and  built  chapels  for 
him  to  preach  and  pray  in.     Faffing  the  Alpes 
he   overtook   a   company  of  workmen    with 
their  packs  on  their  flioulders,  and  among  them 
one  old  lame  fellow,  who  did  not  well  knovv 
how  to  crawl  along  with  his,  fq  the  good  bifliop 
to  affift  him  carried  it  himfelf  to  the  other  fide 
of  the  torrent  that  flood  betwixt  two  precipices, 
and  when  he  had  laid  the  pack  down  croffcd 
the  torrent;  again  and  carried  the  old  man  over 
upon  his  back.     Coming  to  Milan^  unknown 
by  any,  at  a  great  iblemnity  where  many  bi* 
fhops  were  afiembled,  i  poffeffed  body  called 
him  by  his  name :  at  jthe  bifhop's  defirc  he  was 
delivered  from  the  devil,  and  his  whole  journey 
was  attended  with  n^iracles. 

2.  At 
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2.  hx,  Ravenna  S.Peter  Cbryfologus  the  bu 
fliop  of  the  place,  the  emprefs  Placidia^  ancj 
the  whole  court,  received  him  with  all  the  de- 
monftrations  imaginable  of  joy  and  refped.  The 
emprefs  for  her  part  prefented  him  with  a  fllver 
charger  of  delicacies ;  thefe  he  diftributed  among 
his  company,  the  charger,  he  gave  to  the  poor, 
and  to  acknowledge  the  emprefs's  civilities  fent 
her  a  barley  loaf  upon  a  wooden  trencher.  She 
received  this  prefent  with  extreme  joy,  had  the 
tt-encher  fet  in  gold,  and  made  ufe  of  the  barley 
loaf  to  cure  difeafes.  During  his  refidence  at 
Ravenna  he  was  continually  accompanied  by  fix 
bifhops,  who  were  witneffes  of  his  continual  ab- 
ftinence,  and  his  uninterrapted  courfe  of  rpira- 
cles.  One  morning  after  lauds  he  told  them; 
that  God  had  revealed  to'  hihi  his  approaching 
deaths  a  few  days  after  he  fell  ill,  and  the  whole 
town  was  in  confternation  for  him.  The  em- 
prefs went  to  vifit  him  and  granted  him  what- 
ever he  afked^  even  that  of  having  his*  body  car- 
.  ricd  to  Auxerre^  tho-  in  this  fhe  yielded  to  him 
with  Ibme  reludlance,  as  being  grieved  to  be  de- 
prived of  fo: great -a  treafure.  However  fhe 
wasrefolved  to  come  in  for  one  of  the  heirs  of 
this  bifhop  who  had  no  riches  of  this  world, 
and  therefore  upon  his  departing  this  life  the 
thirty-iirfl  of  July^  after  7  days  ficknefs,  fhe 
kid  claim  for  her  fhare  to  his  reliquary ;  S.  P^- 
ter  Cbryfologus  put  in  for  hiscamail  and  hair- 
cloath  :  one  of  the  fix  bifhops  for  his  cloak : 
two  others  divided  his  coat  between  them :  a  fe- 
cond  couple  divided  his  waiflcoat,  and  the  fixth 
bi^iop  tool^  pofipffion  of  his  girdle. '  To  S.  G(?- 

neveva 
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neveva  he  left  fome  tokens  of  his  efteem  for 
her,  which  three  years  jifter  was  the  mbft  efiec-* 
tual  inftrument  of  filencingthc  groundlefscalum- 
nies  railed  againft  her.  The  tranflation  of  his 
body  was  performed  with  great  magnificence 
the  firft  of  OBober  and  interred  at  Auxerre^ 
where  God  has  been  plcafed  in  every  age  to  ho- 
nour his  fcrvant'sfhrine  with  the  devotion  of  pil- 
grims and  miraculous  cures.  His  embady  for 
Armorica  or  little  Britain  would  have  been 
effeftual,  had  not  the  levity  of  the  people,  by 
falling  a  iecond  time  into  rebellion,  fmftnated 
hisdeiigns,  and  obliged  Eoac^iric  to  purfue  M-^ 
tius'%  orders. 

3.  To  this  Mtius  thp  natives  of  our  Britain^ 
infefted  to  the  utmoft  degree  by  the  Pi£is  and 
Scot^^  hadient  in  446  a  letter  of  complaint,  in- 
Icribedthus:  toMtius  the  third  time  confii]; 
the  groans  of  th^  Britpns :  o\fx  b^baroufi  ene- 
mies drive  us  to  the  fea  i  the  ieabeajts  uisback  upon 
our  barbarous  enemiies.  Between  thefe  two  we 
are  expofed  to  be  flain  by  thp  fword  or  drown^, 
for  which  we  know  np  remedy,  --— ^  Mtiu$ 
was  far  from  adminiftring  «ny  ;  for  he^  be- 
ing icarce  able  to  maintain  the  he^rt  of  the  em- 
pire, ncgkdied  its  pjctremities,  which  fuff^ed 
again  by  fuch  ^  dire  famine  that  the  inhabi- 
tants, to  prefcrve  their  wretched  livpj,  fold  them- 
felves  flaves  to  th^r  epeipies.  There  were  indeed 
fome  few  patriots,  who  tearqiqg  wiidom  from 
their  adverfity,  iecuned  ^ir  liberty  by  retiring 
into  caves,  where  th^  iqn^ored  the  a^iftance 
of  heaven,  and  in  iqm^fti^m^  obfiained  it  by 
S.  Germanti^'spt^w  jwid  prayers  (whoiuriv- 
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^thtre  laft  year,  but  made  no  long  ftay)  for 
tbpy  oftw  frllied  om  with  ibccefe  and  dealt  nu- 
merous dwtb?  among  their  fcee,  as  they  were 
wholly  intent  upon  thieir  plunder.  Thfey  began 
to  xxkfxyi  their  ill  Hv^s,  which  had  proved  the 
fomc(.  of  all  tb«r  calamities,  but  now  vpon 
their  ^QDYer^Qli  vanifi^d  aini  turned  into  the 
btefliogs  of  this  world,  which  flowed  upon  them 
.  in  abwidaqce.  The  icene  of  meagre  famine  was. 
^lifted  into  a  ft»t^  of  plenty,  that  not  only  ex-* 
psedsd  their  late  wants,  but  alfo  iiirpaffed  the 
ftfflnencQ  of  former  ages.  But  alas!  this  tem- 
poral happlne^  yv^  its  own  ruin,  for  it  made 
the  people  fatally  relapie  into  their  fins  again, 
and  ^ive  themfdivei  ^  to  their  kids,  brutiih 
appetitieSy  cnieky,  eovetoufiicfe,  contempt  of 
Qod'»  will  aad  wcrihip,  aed  to  foch  an  aver- 
fioo  to  ijl  thftt  was  good,  that  they  periecuted 
jLs  enemies  ai^  ibbvert^t^  of  their  country  all 
iuch  who  durft  teach  or  praiJtife  the  principles 
9f  virme,  who,  iodeed,  were  hoi  few :  for,  as 
Qilda$  cwtiwes ;  the  pftors,  who  ought  to 
have  beeo  examples  of  piety  to  the  people,  wer« 
ineft  of  them  diflcdved  in  wi»e  aad  all  manner 
of  /e^Goefles, . .  .torn  into  feiftions  by  envy . . . . 
p!»i5obajfing  faenefiees  publicly  by  mony  • . . ,  fd- 
dom  iacrificjiiig,  and  more  carely  approaching 
the  akar$  wkh  pwe hearts;  thu  f^inces  were  a- 
noifltcd,  bjitJKrt  by  our  Lord;  for  thofe  were 
made  choke  of  to  reign  who  were  moft  emi- 
iwit  im  lijeir  cruelty,  and  prefcmiy  after  were 
murdeped  by  thofe  that  aisointed  tibem,  and  in 
iSiaek  piai^es  others  more  fierce  aiad  fevage  were 
imde#  Thfide  otioaAKHis  Impkbes^  that  were  not 
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to  be  cured  by  the  imarts  of  &mlne  nor  the 
iweets  of  plenty,  turned  the  divine  patience  in- 
to an  exemplary  vengeance,  that  brought  into 
the  nation  mwe  cruel  enemies  than  either  the 
Scot^  or  Pidls^  deftined  to  root  out  this  inipious 
race  of  men  from  the  f^tce  of  the  earth.     For, 

4.  Vortigern  their  king,  and  their  whole  coun- 
cil, by  a  judicial  infatuation,  fentembafladors  to 
iiie  for  fuccdur  jfrom  the  Saxons  of  different 
names,  viz.  the  Saxons  properly  fo  called,  the 
Jutes  and  the  jingles.  The  Saxons  inhabited 
the  lower  and  upper  Saxony ^  with  Lufatia  or 
LaufnitZy  the  Jutes  were  featcd  in  Juitland^  a 
peniniula  of  Denmark^  and  the  Angles  lay  be- 
twixt them  in  a  country  now  called  5(?«/i&-3^tfrf- 
land^  which  contains  a  province  to  this  day  cal- 
led AngeU  and  has-  for  its  metropolis 5/^rV>&, 
64  miles  N.  of  Hamburg.  They  were  all  three 
warlike  nations  of  a  prodigious  bulk,  ftrength 
and  cmelty  j  but  diftinguifhed  from  other  Bar-- 
barians  by  their  almoft  only  good  quality,  that 
is,  their  chaftity ;  for  their  marriages  werefeverc, 
without  breach  of  faith  or  plurality  of  wives  ; 
only  that  fome  few  nobles  took  feveral,  not  out 
of  luft,  but  out  of  a  certain  pride  of  having  ma- 
ny women  that  courted  them :  adultery  was  a 
rare  thing  and  puniOied  among  them  with  death; 
feafts  and  public  (hews  were  interdid:ed  the 
.women  as  incentives  to  wantonncfs,  and  they 
were  never  fiifiered  to  behold  any  thing  immo- 
deft  but  in  their  temples,  where  the  golden  fta- 
tue  of  their  god  of  pleafure  wasreprdented  to  a 
monftrous  degree  of  obfcenity.  Their  goddefi 
of  pleafure  was  cdled  Frea^  who  was  married 
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to  their  god  Woden^  whom  fome  take  for  Mer-^ 
cury^  others  for  the  Thoytb  of  the  Egyptians'^ 
and  others  again  for  Vulcan  i  he  was  fuppbfcd 
to  prefide  over  arms,  anddrefled  fomething  like 
the  Marsoi  the  Romans-,  another  of  their  gods 
was  caUcd  Thor^  who  prefided  over  thunder, 
tempefts,  &€.  and  was  reprefented  with  a  fcep- 
tre  in  his  hand.  From  this  ^hor  comes  Thurf 
day  J  from  fVoden  Wednefday^  from  Frea  or 
FriccOj  Fridays  i'utfiiay  has  its  name  from  Tu- 
ifco^  the  founder  of  the  German  nation,  thence 
csXleATuitJchov Datch^  they  alfo  worfhipped  the 
earth  under  the  name  of  HearthuSy  and  a  god- 
deis  called  Eofter^  particularly  in  the  month  of 
jipril^  from  whence  fome  derive  the  name  Ea^ 
fter  given  to  the  fcaft  of  the  Refurre&ion.  They 
had  the  night  An  veneration,  and  therefore 
were  not  ufed  tb  fcckori  by  days  but  by  nights^ 
whence  come  our  EngKJh  expreflions,  this  day 
fennigbt^  this  day  fortnight.  They  eftcemcd 
horfesasfacred,  took  prognoftications  from  their 
difierent  neighiugs,  and  often  from  them  great 
men  took  their  nan\es,-  as  Hengiji  and  Horfa^ 
both  Hing  and  Horfa  being  fynonimous  terms 
for  that  ariimal. 

5.  The  empire  of  the  ea^  labored  under 
the  £ime  fate  with  oarwe/i^rn  illand  ;  like  that. 
it  fufFered  from  the  incurfions  of  Barbarians ^ 
and  from  famine  ;  and  laft  year  its  metropolis 
received  an  additional  ilroke  of  ill  fortune  from 
the  earthquake.  I'b^oddftus^  judging  thefe  to  be 
the  cur&s  as  well  as  the  misfortunes  of  the 
times,  due  to  the  permiiSon  of  fome  rank  fii-^ 
perititions,   and  the  licentious  freedom  with 
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which  Neftorianifm  ftalked  abfoad,  pubtiflitid  a 
law  tx)  forbid  Porpbyriush  booksj  with  all  trea- 
tiies  and  pamphlets  that. had  been  writ  againft 
Cyril 'y  and  declaring  Ireneus  on  that  account 
depofed  from  his  biflhoprick  of  Tyre,  confined 
him  to  a  domeftic  banifliment  in  his  nati^ 
country.  This  Ireneus  in  all  appearance  is 
that  count  who  was  fuch  a  ftickkt  for  Nejiorius 
in.  the  council  of  Epbefus,  It  is  probabk,  he 
had  made  fome  public  declafatk)n  of  condenoin^ 
ing  Nejiorius' %  errors,  before  the  biihops  of  the 
firft  Phtrnicia  bad  given  him  thek  fof&ages  ta 
advance  him  to  the  metfoppli^  of  their  province^ 
and  that  he  might  iincerdy  coadeoin  thettivtho* 
he  ieemed  to  Imve.  foniie  haakei^iog  aftdr  fhem^ 
and  to  be  fl;ill  eilgaged  in  the  defence  of  Diodo-^ 
rus  and  Thwdgru^  (^  Mopfuijii^^  hoWev^,  Dum^ 
nu%  oi  Antioih.tA^  TAr^rr^  overlooked  this 
fault,  and,  n6twithftandingh«;bigaitfy  exprefly 
prohibited  by  the  canons,  confecft^ted  himbi£hop^ 
and  procured  S.  Proclu3%  ^tification  of  wluC 
had  been  done;  which  proved  a  ihfScient  fafe- 
.  guard  as  to  the  canonical  impediftaent^  but  not 
to  his  charge  of  NeJioriaHiJin^  ^ 

6.  Theodorety  who  buftled  very  much  in  Ire-^ 
»^ai's  behalf  by  letters  to  hini^  to  JDomnus  and 
Jwoenal  Bp.  of  Jerujakm^ ,  Was  confined^  him- 
felf  to  his  biihoprick  of  Cyrus  -^  and  thd'  the  em- 
peror had  many  motives  to  do  this,  yet  none  were 
made  public  but  that  of  hit  being  trojublefom  to 
Antioch^  bycontinually  procuring  councils  to  be 
called  there.  Upon  aotice  of  this  letter,  he  ina^ 
mediately  left  Antiocb  yfiiki  fuch  precipitation^ 
that  he  did  not  &i  much  aa  i^y  to  take  leaVt  of 
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any  one,  but  b6ing  got  to  his  diocefe,  exprejSed 
his  refentment  in  feveral  letters,  ^iz.  to  Anato- 
///i^j  the  patrician,  to  Eufrechtus  the  prefcd:,  to 
Nomuswho  had  been  cx>nful  in  445,  and  to  jE^- 
Sius  Bp.  oiAncyra.  It  is  not,  %6  he,  that  I  am 
at  all  difpleafed  with  refiding  at C^r^j,  fori  can 
truly  fay  that  I  prefer  this  town  to  the  moft  ce- 
lebrated ones,  bccaufe  God  has  allotted  it  for  my 
portion,  but  to  be  confined  and  faftened  there 

by  neceffity  is  infopportable.- ^  All  towns  are 

open  to  Heretics^  Pagans  and  Jews^  while  I  who 
fight  for  the  doflrine  of  the  gofpel^  am  flnit  out 
of  all  towns.  But  they  fay  my  fentiments  arc 
bad,  why  then  let  them  aflcmble  a  council,  that 
I  may  explicate  what  I  hold  before  the  bifhops 
and  the  magiftratefe,  fifr.*— ^  I  never  went  of  my 
own  accord  to  Aniioch^  neither  in  I'beodotuis^ 
yt>hn\  or  DoMnm\%  time  ;  but  I  obeyed  their 
call  with  pain,  not  to  incur  the  cetifure  of  the 
canons  againft  thofe  who  refiife  to  come  to 
councils. 

7.  The  foipicion  of  his  herfefy  feemed  but  too 
well  grounded,  and  hisfefmon  preached  immedi- 
ately upon  S.  Cyr/Ts  death  breathing  bitter  invec- 
.  tives  againft  him,  tho'  he  had  lately  contradted  a 
bond  of  peace  if  not  friendfbip  with  him,wasfuch 
a  flagrant  inftance  of  infinccrity,  that  all  his  fu- 
ture letters  and  anions  werfe  unable  to  wipe  off 
the  opinion  the  World  had  of  his  Nejibrianifm. 
Some  part  of  die  fermon  is  in  thefe  words: 
jiow  no^body  is  obliged  to  blafpheme  f  where 
are  thty  now  who  fey  God  iscracified  ?  God  is 
not  trucifiedj  bnt  the  man  J.C.  is  crucified. 
God  raifed  his  temple  out  of  Da^id^  as  the  fame' 
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David  had  before  foretold :  a  man  begets  i, 
man :  but  the  Son  of  God  is  by  nature  GJod  the 
Word  :  but  Chriji  is  the  fon  oi'  David:,  and 
the  Son  of  God  is  not  a  temple.  Contention  is 
now  no  more,  but  Egypt  and  xhtEaJi  agree  to- 
gether under  one  yoke,  envy  is.dead^  and  here-^ 
fy  buried  with  it.  Now  they  are  quiet  who  • 
preach  up  a  fufFering  God.  His  letter  to  Dom-- 
nusy  if  it  be  his,  purfues  the  fatire  yet  further, 
fo  that  it  is  noliich  wonder  that  jD/^r/zijudg^ 
ed  him  a  Neftorian^  tho'  he  writ  over  and  over 
again :  if  any  one  does  not  fay^  that  the  holy 
virgin  is  mother  of  God,  or  if  he  does  fay, 
that  our  Lord  J.  C.  is  a  mere  :manj  or  if  he 
divide  the  only  Son  and  firft-born  of  all  crea^ 
tures  in  two,  let  hiim  bedejed^d  from  all  hopes 
in  Jefus  Chriji  ;^but  on  the  contrary,  when  his 
accufers  cried  out.  anathema  to  T^heodoret^  he 
joined  with  tHeni  in  the  anathema  and  de- 
puted bifhcpsto  C.  P.  to  accufe  him  and  the 
eajiern  bifhops.  Theodoret  difpatched  a  letter  to 
Flavian  to  clear  his  orthodoxy,  and  fhew  the 
unjuft  proceedings  of  ^Diofiorus  'm  breaking  in 
upon  the  jurifdid:ion  of  other  provinces,  not- 
vs^ithftanding  the  boundaries  of  each  afEgned  by 
the  council  of  Nice.  Diofcorus^  fays  he,  is 
continually  crying  up  the-  chair  oi  S.Mark  : 
tho'  he  knows  very  well,  that  AnliQch  has  the 
chair  of  S.-Peter^  who  was  ,S. Mark's  mafter, 
the  firfl  and  head  of  the  apoflles, ; .  .  but  I  have 
incurred  his  hatred  ever  fince  J  confented  to  S. 
Procluss  fynodical  letter,  vv^hereby  Diofcorus  flill 
pretends,  and  more  than  once  complained,  that 
he  had  abandoned  the  rights  of  the  churches  of 
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Animh.2sx^  Alexandria,  We  are  left  in  thd 
dark  as  to  the  contents  of  this  fy nodical  letter, 
but  we  know  Diofcorus  pretended,  that  the  re- 
ceiving it  was  in  effeft  degrading  Antioch  from 
the  third  biftioprick  of  the  world  to  the  fourthy 
whereby  it  became  not  only  inferior  to  Rome 
and  Alexandria  as  formerly,  biit  to  C  P,  which 
was  no  apoftolical.  fee. 

8i  Domnus  to  defend  Theodoret  and  the  EaJ^ 
tern  bifhops  fent  Ibme  biftipps  to  C.  P.  who 
brought  with  them  no  lefs  than  22  letters  from 
neodoret.  Thirteen  of  them  were  to  great  of- 
ficers, and  the .  reft  to  three  bifliops,  viz.  Fla^ 
viany  Bqfil  of  Seleucia  vrho  wds  thtn  atC.  Pi 
and  Eujebim  of  Ancyra  (by  which  town  the  bi- 
fliops paft)  and  to  fome  of  the  clergy.  Hear- 
ing that  Ireneus  wasdepofed,  he  writ  in  his  de-» 
fence,  and  as  to  the  point  of  two  wives  brought 
down  precedents  in  the  perfons  of  Diogenes  a 
bigamus,  ordained  by  Alexander  of  Antioch^ 
and  Acacius  of  Berea^  and  of  Dontnin  ordain- 
ed by  Praylus  of  Jerufalem  This  had  no  ef- 
fect, but  Porpbyrius  was  put  in  Ireneufs  place, 
andfoon  after  conftituted  judge  in  the  cafe  of  I^ 
has  JBp.  of  Ed^a. 

9,  Ibas  in  the  council  of  Epbefus  had  joined 
himfelf  to  the  Eajiern  bifliops  that  oppofed  S. 
Cyrily  whom  he  treated  like  a  heretic,  till  iuch 
time  as  the  union  was  made  in  43  3 .  His  bifliop 
Rabuk  of  Ede(fa  had  declared  for  ihcEaJierns 
too,  but  the  Lent  after  the  council  he  embraced 
other  fentiments,  and  anathematifed  Theodorui 
of  Mopfuejiia^  Some  of  his  clergy  offended  at 
this  gave  out,  that  he  held  only  one  nature^  and 
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Ibas  carried  the  point  fo  fax,  tbat^  tho'  he  and  mflf 
followers  had  made  up  with  their  biOiop  at  die 
time  of  S.^TynVsanid  the  Eafierns  union,  yet, 
he  did  not  forbear  in  a  letter  to  Maris  of  Ftrjia^ 
e:^prefiing  the  bitterneis  of  his  ibui  thus :  ifefto^ 
rius  and  Cyrii  writ  pernicious  books  againft  one 

another. C^ri/ is  found  to  have  fallen  into^ 

j4pollinans's opinion.  .  •  •  he  writ  twelve chap« 
ters ....  that  there  is  one  nature  of  the  divinity 
and  humanity  of  our  Lord  J.C...  and  in  the 
council  of  Epbejus  prgudiced  the  bifhops  ears 
in  his  favour,  by  a  ceitaih  ointment  that  is  u&d 
to  blind  the  eyes  of  wife  men.  .  . .  After  thus  e- 
very.  one  returned  to  his  own  city.  —  Of  thefe 
many  had  not  the  fear  of  God  befoie  their  eyes 
•  . .  of  which  number  was  (Raiuld)  the  tjrrant 
of  our  city, ....  who  makes  the  faith  the  pre- 
tence not  only  for  perfecuting  the  livii^,  but 
thofe  too  who  have  departed  to  the  Lor4.     A* 
mongft  whom  is  blefled  Tbeodorus  preacher  and 
dojftor,  of  the  church,  &c.    The  Armenians 
upon  this  dilute  writ  to  S.  Procius  to  know  if 
they  ought  to  foBo  w  Theodorush  or  Rabula"%  doc- 
trine; in  anfwer  to  which,  hefenthis^tome,  of 
which  in  457.     About  three  years  after  Ra^ 
buk  died,  and  Ibas  had  made  fufficient  inteceft 
to  fiicoeed  him. 

10.  He  did  not  receive  from  his  flock  thejref. 
ped  due  to  his  charadler,  any  more  than  he  paid 
it  to  his  predece^Tor ;  for  he  was&arce  warm  in 
his  fee,  when  many  of  the  cler^  and  feveral 
lay-men  of  diflindtion  accufed  him  of  Neftori^ 
anifm.  However,  it  made  no  great  noife  abroad 
till  this  year,  when  Samwh  Cyrus^  Eub^ius^ 
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and  M^ra$  iom  jK'iefts^  wjbo  had  accuied  Ibai 
from  tjhe  beginniDg  and  were  now  excommu- 
Jiicated  by  hku,  ca»)e  to  Domnus  Bp.  oi  An^ 
tkch  wiith  formal  accu&tions  in  writing  againft 
hjini,  it  being  LenMimt^  Domnus  put  offhcar- 
ing  the  caufe  tiH  2iiexEaJier^  a/id  ordered  i^^j  that 
be  wcHidd  pyt  off  hie  excommunication  till  then, 
which  he  confented  to,  iij  ca/e  they  ihould  not 
ftir  ou^  of  Antioch  under  pain  of  depofition,  till 
fifich  tia>e  as  a  ,regulation  was  put  to  the  matter. 
But  for  aU  this  Samtielm^  Cyrus  ilole  off,  and 
left  M^iJ^f^d  Eulogius  behind  them,  for  which 
by  tjie  council  oi  Antkcb  they  wcare  declared  de- 
paled,  ^^t  Uranius  Bp.  of  Hivteria  went  to 
C.  P.  to  join  Samuel md  Cyrus ^  and  perfuaded 
•the  ^o^per or  to  cof>ftitute  other  judges^  becauie 
Dom^^  was  fulpedted,  and  accordingly  Urani^ 
M  bAm^  was  conilituted  with  Photius  Bp.  of 
Tyrdy  and  Eufiathius  Bp.  of  Berytus.  Uranius 
before >hi$  departure  had  been  very  intimate  with 
Eutychfis^  whofe  errors  were  the  dire<9:  cirtrcme 
of  the  iV^or/i3f^  ones. 

i^.  This  Eutycbes  had  pafled  70  years  in 
a  manaftqiy  iiear  C.  P;  and  had  been  abbot  of 
it  abcait  30.  His  community  was  nimicrous, 
confifling  of  300  religious,  and  his  folitude  was 
ejetrapr^inaryi  to  maintain  which  l^  never  went 
^iroad^  hat  confioed  himielf  to  the  bounds  of 
his  cloiftv^  .gs  agr»!ie  for  a  living  carcafe.  On- 
Jy  aijthiB  council  of  Epbefusy  when  the  good  of 
^  chuHfOb  f  «Ued  h:kn  forth,  he  can^,  and  by 
iiis  autl^ity  comobutcd  to  *he  condemnation 
iof  Ne^oriusy  and  ewr  after  engaged  himfeif  a- 
fiainift  ^i  ierefy*  He  wiitJto  tfac>pope4h^  it 
Q^a  now 
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now  began  to  (prout  up  anew;  the  pope  aiifwcr-^ 
ed  him,  that  he  was  pleafed  with  the  care  he 
took,  and  when  he  knew  who  were  the  pro- 
moters of  this  herefy,  he  would  ufe  all  efforts  to 
have  it  utterly  extinguiflied.     Eufebius  Bp.  of 
Dorylaum  in  Phrygia^  who  had  fhewedan  ear- 
ly zeal  againft  it  in  its  firft  rife  (having  in  429, 
when  he  was  only  a  lay-man,  and  an  advocate 
by  profefSon,  made  a  public  declaration  againft 
it)  was  by  this  conformity  of  fentiments  clofely 
united  to  Eutyches  in  friendftiip,  and  their  dif- 
courfcs  turned  upon  the  ways  of  reducing  Nef-- 
torianijm  to  nothing.     Eutyches  in  his  ran  too 
far,  and  to  avoid  the  fplitting  Chrtji  into  two 
perfons,  would  not  fo  much  as  allow  two  na- 
tures in  him.     Eufebius  remonftrated  to  him  his 
errors,  and  fain  would  have  recalled  him  from 
this  novelty  J  but  finding  all  he  faid  was  to  no 
purpofe,  he  renounced  his  friendftiip,  and  ac- 
cufed  him  in  a  council  of  thirty  bifliops  (that 
was  held  at  C.  P.  to  decide  a  difpute  betwixt 
Florentius   Bp.  of  Sardes  the  metropolitan  of 
Lydia^  and  two  biftiops  of  the  fame  province) 
prefenting  hisaccufation  in  writing  to  them  the 
8  th  of  November^  and  conjuring  them  to  infert 
this  writing  in  their  afts. 

12.  Flavian^  who  prefided  in  the  council, 
caufed  this  accufetion  to  be  read  by  AjUrius  prieft 
'  and  notary,  and  then  defired  Eufebius  to  go  a- 
gain  to  Eutychesh  monaftery  and  flxive  to  re- 
i:laim  him  as  a  fi-iend.  Eufebius  replied,  that 
by  frequent  experience  he  had  found  he  could  do 
no  good  that  way,  and  that  therefore  confider- 
ing  how  he  had  corrupted  fo  many  people,  he 
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would  aft  in  quality  of  an  accufer  juridically  a- 
gainft  him.  The  council  feeing  him  perfift  in 
his  refolutions  inferred  the  acculation  in  the  adls, 
and*  ordered  Eutyches  fliould  be  fummoned  by 
John  the  prieft  and  Andrew  the  deacon .  In  the 
fecondfeffion,  on  the  i2lhoi November^  S.Cy^ 
riPs  two  principal  letters  were  read  ;  the  firft, 
that  to  Ne/ioriuSy  approved  of  by  the  council  of 
Ephefusj  and  the  other,  that  to  Johnoi  Antiocb 
after  the  union.  This,  fays  Eufebius^  is  my  be- 
lief. Mine  is,  fays  Flavian^  that  J.  C.  is  true 
God  and  true  man,  compofed  of  a  rational  foul 
and  a  body  ;  conjubfiantial  to  his  Father  as  to 
his  divinity,  and  to  his  mother  as  to  his  huma- 
nity, and  that  from  two  natures  united  in  one 
perfon  by  the  incarnation,  there  refiilts  one  only 
y .  C.  All  the  bifliops.  faid  the  fame  in  fubftance, 
the'  in  different  words  :•. but  £tt^^f//itaking'no- 
tice  thatfome  biflhops  were  in  'the  town,  who 
had  not  appeared  at  the  council,  Flavian  ordered 
thattheyfhould  be  fummoned  too.  The  third 
feffion  was  the  15th  of  November:  John  and 
Andrew  were  examined  about  the  meffage  to 
EutycbeSy  who  anfwered,  that  they  had  read  his 
acculation  to  him,  had  given  him  a  copy  in  wri- 
ting, named  his  accufcr,  and  cited  him  inform  5 
to  which  Eutyches  returned,  that  he  had  put  a 
law  upon  himfelf  not  to  ftir  out  of  his  mona- 
ftery  ;  that  Eujebius  had  been  a  long  time  his 
enemy  ;  that  ne  was  ready  to  fubfcribe  to.  the 
expofitions  of  faith  of  the  fathers  of  Nice  and 
Ephefus',  but  if  they  had  been  miftaken  in  Ibme 
expreffions,  as  he  would  not  reprehend  them, 
fo  he  wopld  not  receive  them,  but  fearch  the 
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fcripfuresas  more  certain  thati  the  cxpofkion  of 
the  fathers.  That  after  the  incarnation  he  akio- 
red  one  only  nature  of  God  incarnate,  Sff .  ThiGf* 
anfwer  Bajil  oi  Selencia  heard  with  John  and 
Andrew. 

1 3,  It  was  concluded  to  cite  Euiyches  again : 
for  which  they  difpatchcd  Mamas  and  Ibeophi-- 
lus  priefts.  Meantime  Eufebtus  rofe  »p  aa^dfaid,- 
that  Eutycbes  had  fent  afoout  to  different  niona- 
fteries  a  writing  in  order  to  excite  the  monks  to 
fedidon,  of  which  the  prieft  of  the  Hebdomon 
then  prefent  could giye an  account;  whb  thereup- 
on depofed :  the  prieft  and  abbot  Manuei&nt  me 
to  the  prieft^^r/« J  to  inform  your  holinefe,  that 
'Eutyches  had  fent  him  a  writing  relating  to  the 
faith  for  him  to  fign.  Then  it  was  judged  jm-o- 
per  to  fend  to  other  monafterics  to  fee  if  he  had 
done  the  fame  there.  Meantime  the  deputies 
fent  to  Eutyches  came  back,  and  the  account  of 
their  deputation  was  in  fbbffcance  this:  that  they 
found  fome  monks  at  the  dt>or,  who  told'  them 
their  abbot  was  fick,  and  defired  they  might  be 
bearers  of  the  mefiage :  and  one  Ekufius^  in  ti^e 
abbot's  name  defired  as  much»  At  tength  wi^ 
much  ado  being  admitted  to  EutycbeSy  d&ey  ci- 
ted him  for  the  fecond  time ;  his  anfwei?  was 
much  in  the  fame  terms  as  before,  adding,  that 
they  need  not  trouble  diemlekes  to  come  again 
for  a  third  citation,  but*  that  he  had  this  for  thd 
third.  However,  to  proceed  in  due  form,  Mem^ 
non  prieft  and  treafiirer,  with  EpifhMms^  and 
Germanus  deacons,  were  ordered  to  go  Witfr  a 
third  citation  for  the  i7tik  ©f  Novmbifr. 

14.  The 
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14.  The  1 6th  was  held  the  fourth  feffion,  to 
which  abbot  Abraham  came,  and  made  Eiity- 
cbes'%  excufeon  the  account  of  his  ficknefs.  To 
whom  Flavian:  it  belongs  to  God  to  diipofe 
of  heakh,  and  us  to  wait  his  time  with  patience 
, . .  if  he  comes  here,  he  will  find  his  fathers  and 
his  brothers;  he  is  not  unknown  to  us,  nor  have 
wc  loft  our  friendfhip  for  him.  If  he  formerly 
could  appear  to  fuftain  the  truth  againft  iV^(?r/- 
tiSy  ought  he  not  mufch  rather  come  to  defend 
it  for  himfelf  ?  We  are  all  men :  many  great 

perfons  have  been  deceived Let  him  come 

here  and  confcls  his  fault,  we  will  pardon  him 

what  is  paft. You  know  the  zeal   of  his 

accu&r:  fire  itfelffeems  cold.toif.  God  knows, 
I  defired  him  to  nK)derate  it,  &c.  The  17th 
was  the  fifth  feffion,  in  which  Memnon  gave  ixt 
account  of  the  third  citation,  and  that  Eutyches 
anfwer  was,  that  he  fent  abbot  Abraham  in  his 
name  to  confent  to  the  fathers  declarations  at 
Nice  and  EphefuSy  and  to  S.CyriPs.  At  this, 
Eujebius  interrupting  Memnon^  cried  out :  I 
have  accttfed  him  of  what  is  paft,  not  what  is 
to  come,  of  which  I  have  witneffes.  Flavian 
told  hitn  he  was  to  proceed  in  his  accufation, 
and  Eutyches  m  bis  defence  for  what  was  paft. 
The  deputies  went  on  and  iaid,  that  Eutyches 
defired  his  appearance  might  be  put  off*  till  the 
Bcart  Monday y  which  wad  granted,  and  they 
who  were  &m  tothd  monafterics  gave  in  their 
rektion,  Aat  upon  eflqajry  they  had  found  Eu-^ 
tycbeshzAkM  his  writing  to  feveral  monafteries 
COfcbiaribe,  t^ng  the»i  it  was  the  dodlrine  of 
tbe  coBmcilftof  Nice  »«d  Bphejkt.    Then  Bufe- 
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hius^  demanded  to  proceed  to  judgment  accord- 
ing to  the  canons  :  this  was  accorded,  and  the 
day  fixed  as  Eutyches  had  defired.  Meantime 
a  fixth  feflidi  was  held  on  Saturday  the  20th, 
in  which  feveral  depofitions  were  taken  of  £2^- 
tyches\  denying  two  natures  in  Chriji. 

1 5.  On  Monday  the  2 2d  Eutyches^  having  the 
.  proteftion  of  his  god-fon  Cbryfapbius  the  em- 
peror's chief  favorite,  procured  that   he  (hould 
come  to  the  council,  with  Magnus  the  grand 
Sik?2lianuSy  Florentius  a  Patrician^  and  a  great 
body  of  monks  and  foldiers..   Florentius  in  the 
emperor's  name  was  to  ^flift  at  thccouncil,which 
tho'  not  very  agreeable  to  them,  yet  they  cried 
out  with  the  ufqal  acclamations :  many  years 
to  the  emperor,  *Gf  c.     As  they  were  going  to  a(k 
Eutyches  his  fentiments,  Eufebius  cried  out:  I 
have  proofs  enough  againft  Him ;  tho'  he  fhpuld 
at  prefent  agree  to  the  truth,  it  ought  to  be  no 
prejudice  againft  me,     I  am  a  poor  man,  he 
.   threatens  me  with  bapifhment,  he  is  rich  and 
has  deftined  Oajis  for  my  lot.     Being  told,  that 
his  prefent  confeffion  would  be  no  impediment 
to  bis  charge  againft  the  paft,  they  examined 
Eutyches  J  who  acknowledged  two  natures  in 
Chrtjl  before  the  union,  but  allowed  of  one  af- 
ter >    nor  would  he  confent  to  fay  anathema 
to  thofe  who  denied,  that  Chriji  as  man  was 
confubjiantial  to  the  BlefTed  Virgin,  but  per- 
.    fifted  in  this  refolution, .  notwithflanding   all 
argument^  to  the  contrary  5   upon   which  the 
.  council  pronounced  fentence  againft  him,  where- 
by he  was  degraded  from  the  dignities  of  prieiJ 
and  abbot,  and  exconjmunicated,  notifying  at 
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the  iamc  titoc,  that  all  who  frequented  and 
difcourfed  with  him-^fhould  be  fuljjedl  to  the 
feme  excommunication.  Juft  after  this  Euty-^ 
ches  told  Fbrentius  fofdy,  that  he  appealed  to 
the  council  of  RomCy  of  Egypt ,  and  of  Jeru^ 
falem ;  and  Florentius  told  this  prefently  again 
to  Flavian  as  he  went  up  to  his  apartment. 
Now  this  faying  of  Eutyches^  tho'  fpoke  by  the 
by  in  private,  ferved  him  afterwards  for  a  pre- 
text, that  he  had  appealed  to  the  pope  from  the 
fentence  of  thecounciliiibfcribed  to  by 3  2  biihops 
and  2  3  abbots,  of  which  18  were  priefts,  one  a 
deacon,  and  four  lay-abbots. 

16.  S.Marcellus  abbot  of  iht  Acemetes  was 
one  of  the  fiibfcribers.  He  was  a  oativeof -^/?- 
mea  in  Syria^  of  a  confiderable*£amily.  In  the 
flower  of  his  age  he  loft  his  parents,  who  left 
him  a  wealthy  heir  ;  but  he  was  fo  far  from 
making  his  riches  lubfervient  to  the  pleafures  of 
the  world,  that  on  the  contrary  he  was  incited 
by  them  to  take  a  journey  toAntiocby  andfaften 
clofer  upon  virtue  and  learning.  Afterwards  he 
gave  all  to  the  poor,  and  repaired  to  Epbefus^ 
where  he  underftood  there  were  many,  perfons 
of  accompliflied  piety.  To  attain  to  their  perfec- 
tion he  fpent  moft  of  the  night  in  prayer,  and 
in  the  day-time  by  writing  out  books  in  a  very 
faircharafter  got  enough  to  maintain  himfelf 
and  give  alms  to  the  poor.  The  reputation  of 
Alexander  the  founder  of  the  Acemetes  (  of 
whom  p.  80,  )  drew  him  from  thencfc  to 
C.  P.  whofe  impreffions  he  took  (o  faft,  that 
the  monaftery  had  their  eyes  upon  him  for  his 
fttccefibr*    This  coining  to  tfa^  faint's  knovi^. 
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ledger  he  kft  C.  P.  and  vifited  other  monafte* 
ries,  that  from  thence,  as  from  fo  many  beds  of 
flowers,  this  ^iritual  bee  might  coUedt  the  choi- 
ceil  methods  of  being  acceptable  to  God ;  bul^ 
as  foon  as  he  was  aiTured  the  danger  was  over^ 
by  the  news  of  yobn's  being  elected  abbot,  he 
returned  back.  3y  this  ilrategem  he  waved  the 
abbatial  dignity,  but  could  not  avoid  the  cares, 
incumbent  on  that  office ;  for  Jobn^  who  was 
acquainted  with  his  worth,  trailed  in  tno&  things 
the  reins  of  government  to  him.  During  tl^s 
adminiftration,  ibme  lands  about  a  mileolFC,P. 
were  prefented  to  Jobn^who  iranflated  his  com- 
munity thither,  and  called  the  place  Irenaion^ 
that  is,  peaceable^  becaufe  there  tliey  could  en* 
joy  that  quiet  retirement  which  was  often  in- 
vaded in  the  city.  Then  Jobn  was  ordained 
prieft  and  Mareellus  deacon ;  which  occafion^r 
ing  fome  to  fuipeft  hl^arcellus  of  andbition,  Jobn 
to  undeceive  them  gave  Marcellus  charge  to 
look  after  the  aifes  ;  Marcelhs  readily  accepted 
this  emf^oy,  and  would  have  continued  in  it  all 
his  life,  if  tho&  ^ipicious  jperfbns  had  not  j<^n- 
cd  themfelves  to  the  reft  of  the  coimnunity  and 
conjured  him  to  re&ime  hie  former  ofiice. 

17,  Not  long  after,  ^^iw  dying,  hefucceed* 
ed,  and  the  nufx>ber  of  his  difeif^s  increafing 
he  wanted  buildkig^toholdthem^  till  providence 
frrovided,  by  catffing  Pbaretrius  2t  very  f ich 
man  to  give  all  he  h^  to  theiti.  Then  M^- 
melius  built  a  (argef  ihiiceh^y  aft  infirmary  a^ 
ftrdngersq^rt^rs;  andrepiiied  die  oB  bftild* 
klgs  which  weFe  going  to  mki.  Sodn  a&er  his 
brothel  left  h2|a«  heir  3  but  )a<^itig  that  mitr  his 
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owi  mofiaftery  wafs  foffici^tly  iMt>vidc(J,  he  di- 
ftrilmtcd  feis  inhcritaficc  amongft  the  pcor  mo- 
nadttPkS'Of  be>cJ$  &xes.  Moft  of  hi$^  time  was 
e«ft^yed  i»  prayer,  the  reft  he  allotted  to  com- 
fort tte  tt-c^led  in  mind  by  wholfom  counsels 
taken  from  the  feripftircaDel  experience  j  then 
to  redrefe  the  wroags  erf"  the  injured  by  power- 
foi  tetta-s  to  the  judges,  and  fometimes  to  the  em- 
peror, in  their  behatf ;  then  by  viiiting  the  iick, 
^lid^  rei^onciling  perfons  at  Tariaiice  by  a  prodent 
and  friendly  arbitration.

i.npHE  bi{!rop$  that  were  impowered  to 
X  examr?nc  into  lbas\  acCniation,  after 
haviftg  canvaflctf  the  mattter  backward  and  for- 
ward, thought  the  ratoft  prndfent  way  was  to 
bring  tfeitto  atbitratJon  toa.  The  accnfers  charg- 
ed him  with  feying  ptrfelicly  before  aU  the  clergy 
at  Eajfer^  that  he  did  not  envy  Chrijl  for  be- 
coming God,  becafnfe  he  cotrld  become  God  the 
feme  way  if  he  pleafed  :  bcrt  they  had  but  three 
iptvfon^  ^  SerytuSy  Whetc  th^  caafe  was  tried 
the  fii'fi!  of  Fehruafy^  to  depofe  this,  and  thofe 
.  titfee  fufpe6led  tpo*;  tho'  indeed  they  gave  out, 
that  there  were  many  others  who^  would  take 
their  oaths  of  the  feme  thing.  Iba^  in  anfwer 
to  thi&,  out  df  200  clergy  hrouriit  the  teftimo- 
iries  figncd'  df  t/^  piiefts  and  38  deacons  theri 
pefent,  thdf  he  neter  fefd  frfch  a  thing.  The 
biffiops  were  thej?efortJ  atflrft  for  filing  thisin- 
lpc€!ed  rfltto  upoflr  tite'  pfecei?d4ere  it  wa&preafch- 
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ed ;  but  the  accufers  alledging,  they  durft  not 
come  to  the  pu£h  there^  becaufe  of  Ibas^s  grtot 
power,  and  the  fears  of  the  people  over  whom 
he  had  exercifcd  his  authority  in  a  very  defpotic 
manner;  the  bifliops  to  flop  the  baftk  this  caus- 
ed, removed  the  hearing  from  Berytus  to  Tyr^, 
where  the  25th  oi  February  they  brought  them 
to  an  accommodation,  by  which  Ibas  gave  in 
writing  a  confeflion  of  his  faith,  anathemati- 
iibd  Nefiorius^  declared  his  belief  the  lame  with 
John  diAntiocb2Si^%.CyriU  and  received  the 
council  of  Ephefus  as  inlpired  by  the  M.  Ghoft, 
and  of  equal  authority  with  that  of  Nice.  In 
confequence.of  this,  hepromifed  to  forget  what 
had  paffed,  and  look  upon  his  accuiers  for  the 
future  as  his  children  5  and  they  mutually  pro- 
miiled  to  refpeft  him  as  their  father.  And  be- 
cauie  Ibas  was  accuied  of  embezzling  the  church 
goods,  it  was  agreed  upon,  that  the  cuftom  of 
Antioch  fhould  be  bropght  up  at  Edejja  of  hav- 
ing fome  of  the  clergy  ftewards  to  adjninifter 
the  revenues  of  the  church.  After  this  the  bi^ 
ihop  and  his  accufcrs  communicated  together. 

2.  This  accord  lerved  afterwards  to  juftify  /- 
has  in  the  council  of  Chalcedon,  but  was  at  pre- 
fent  of  no  great  ufe  ;  fqr  within  a  few  months 
froni  this  he  was  depofed  in  a  fham  council  of 
Ephefus  procured  to  mour  Eutyches.  This  un- 
happy monk,  inftead  of  deploring  his  herefy, 
proceeded  to  new  crimes,  and  difturbed  the 
'whole  church  by  his  obftinacy.  He  fixed  up  pa- 
pers in  the  public  places  of  the  town,  decrying 
the  council  he  was  condemned  in,  and  put  up 
repeated  petitions  to  the  emperor  to  have  a  revi^ 
*  '  fion 
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fion  of  his  caufe  in  another  compofed  of  perfons 
that  had  the  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes,  and 
a  deteftation  of  cabals.  He  writ  an  artful  letter 
to  the  pope  full  of  impoftures,  wherein  he  af- 
fured  him,  that  he  had  appealed  from  the  council 
to  him,  and  had  profefled  to  follow  in  all  things 
whatever  he  fhould  approve  of.  This  letter  was 
backed  by  another  to  him,  which  Chryfapbius 
had  procured  from  the  emperor  in  favour  of 
Eutyches.  Flavian  wrote  too,  but  of  the  latefr, 
fo  that  he  had  both  thefe  letters  before  Flavian's 
came  to  acquaint  him  of  the  tranfiiftions  of  the- 
council.  The  emperor's  letters,  Eutyches's  hum- 
ble appeal,  ^nd' Flavian's  feeming  negledt  of  his 
duty  in  not  timing  at  leaft  his  letter  foon  enough, 
were  motives  might  have  prepofleffed  in  Euty^ 
ches'sfkvour  a  judge  lefs  holyand  difeerning  than 
S.Leo',  but  he  writ  an  obliging  letter  to  the  em- 
peror, and  let  him  know,  he  could  not  judge 
of  a  matter  of  fuch  importance,  till  he  had  been 
informed  thereof  by  both  parties.  At  length 
Flavian^  letter  arrived,  that  CKi^o^tdi'  Eutycbes's 
forgeries,  and  remitted  him  to  the  original  afts 
of  the  council  which  he  fent  to  him.  The  let-  . 
ter  concludes  with  thefe  words :  our  caufe  wants 
nothing  but  your  afliftance,  that  is,  your  con- 
fent,  by  which  all  things  may  be  made  quiet  : 
for  by  that  means  the  herefy  that  is  rifen  up, 
and  the  buftle  made  about  it,  will  fall  to  nothing 
without  much  ado,  God  co-operating  with  your 
moft  holy  letters :  and  this  council  fb  much  talk*. 
cd  of  will  be  flopped,  and  the  troubles  of  the 
churchy  which  would  be^the  confequence  of  it. 

3.  But 
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3.  But  Cbryfapbius  Eutycheh  patron  was  r« 
folved  at  any  rate  to  have  ome  ca;Ik:d,  and  pb* 
tained  the  emperor's  orders  for  it  Jn  viutoe  pf 
which  a  council  of' 30  bilhops  wais  held  the  8  th 
oi  April  at  C.  P.  to  revife  the  '»£k%  of  Jaflr  ycai '« 
council^  andjevery  jthiog  was  granted  that  £«i 
/y^i&(?i  defired.  T^balaffius  B^.ci  Cefarea  in O/i- 
padacia  prefided  according  to  his  own  hearth 
wi£hes,  Florjsntius,  the  patricia«  affifted  there^ 
Euty^kes  hiroielf  had  liberty  toad:  by  .procura- 
tors ;  and  to  leiTeu  tht  authority  o£  the  bi£hQp$ 
that  had  j^c^d  his  cauie  lai^  year^  an  oath 
yyras  tendered  them  to  iwear  to  this  truth  iof  the 
ftfts  of  that  ^ou^iL  B^tthisjaft  prx)poi^l4rG(p* 
ped  upon*  Bsjil  of  Seleucias  .relenting  the  in- 
dignity of  fioch^xhing  without  a  precedenjt  in 
regard  of  b^£h9p^y  whofe  vciy  word  ought  to  be 
efjtcemed  iacred  ;  iptJaey  campto  examine  the 
ai^s,  and  they  fouad  nothing  ^  carp  gt  in  the 
two  firft  fetilions,  but  iniifted  that  the  a£ts  were 
corrupted  in  putting  down,  th*t  tJae  whole  coun- 
cil had  pronouncedanathewa  to  Eutycbes^vfhsxe^^ 
as  fome  of  the  biftiops  had  pronounced  none. 
To  this  JEtius  the  notary  aiifwcred,  that  it  was 
the  cuftom  iacouncils  to  put  down  wliatfomeiaid 
in  the  name  of  ^11  when  all  conicoted  to  it,  which 
evidendy  was thecaie at pcei^nit gs w^s plain bgfask 
the  fubfiiu-iptions.  A  ieqond  ot^e(3;ion  was,  'that 
the  notaries  had  not  pat4pwo  E^tychei^  iSLp'-- 
peal.  But  the  bilhopsckclyed  they  neyer  beard 
of  any  appeal,  only  Fiavi<m  4id^  be  was  told 
after  the  council  was  ovGf  that  h^had  iwfaifpered 
to  Floretaius  his  defign  of  ;^pealii^.  Wii^ 
thefe  and  fuch  like  cavils  Eutyehei  thought  to 
gain  his  point  in  an  alTembly  of  perfons  that 
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favor^  hkn,  but  they  found  things  too  clear  td 
ii^eddle  with  them  s  howevier,  they  oUiged  Fla-- 
w/?by  1^  emperor's  orders  to  give  in  his  con* 
feflion  of  faith,  which  runs  to  ^^  purpofe :  that 
he  acknowledged  in  Cbrifi  after  the  incarnation 
twonauturesin  oos^bypojiafis  or  perioa,  and  did  not 
refiiie  to  fay,  d)ere  was  (^y  one  nature  incarnate 
(^  humanUfid^  an^thematiibd  Neftorius^  &c. 

4.  Meantin)e  iC&rj^Si^wj,  who  thought  o( 
this  C.  P.  coundil  only  as  anjamviemeat  till  he 
could  appear  m  3m  mafler^plot,  writ  to  Dio/^ 
corus  .of  AkKandria  Ko  take  upon  him  the  de- 
fence of  EutycbeSy  and  attack  Flavian  and  Eu^ 
febius  of  Daryi^um*,  widi  an  afliicance,  that  in 
upturn,  on  all  occaAons,  he  would  joiA  intereft 
wtfh  fairn*    Dicjtorus^  iwho  wasaln^dy  incen- 
fed  jagainft  Flavian  for  proteding  S.  Cyril's  re^* 
hloomy  without  moce  ado  iell  into  Cbryjapbius'% 
meafunss  ^.and  the  craprefi Eadociaj  to  pique ^e 
prioceils  Pukberia^  readily  entered  into  an  alli- 
ance agsttnft  Flavian.    Thic^  thus  ordered, 
9i&fadSj^«i  was  gained  upon  to  convene  a  coundl 
^F^hfiis:  his  aiftfbr  it  was  dated  the  30th  c^ 
Marchy  ajid  the  time  of  the  council  fixed  for 
the  I  ft  of  Auguft.    Diofcorus  was  nominated  to 
piiefijde  in  it  s  every  patriarch  to  bring  with  him 
te»  mttr€fK>litan  bidiops  of  ibis  diocefe,  and  ten 
that  were  ik)  metropoiitans ;  ib  that  the  number 
of  bifcops  was  to  be  about  lao.    Tbeador^t  cf 
Qyrus  w&s  esq^rcfly  exduded  from  the  coundl^ 
wdeisJbeihouid  !be  lunanknouily  defined  tiiere ; 
in  a  letter  of  the  i5thof  if^iy,  the  emperor  ex- 
pn:fly  forbids  aU  iiif^riors  ofmcmaAeries  to  come 
fihere^  but  that  J^  abbot  Bar/umas,  whom  Tbeo-

dofius  thought  had  fufFered  for  the  faith,  iliould 
repreient  them  all,  and  have  his  plate  and  voice 
in  the  council :  and  laftly,  Elpidius  and  Euh^ 
giusy  two  lay-men  of  quality^  were  nominated 
to  prevent  buftles  in  the  counciL 

5.  The  pope  was  invited  to  the  council  too,- 
but  it  was  by  a  letter  that  only  r^ched  Inm  the 
i  3  th  of  May  ;  fb  that  there  were  only  two 
months  and  a  half  to  the  council.  This  letter 
the  pope  anfwered  to  difTuade  him  from  iiich  ah 
undertaking,  and  fhewed  how  tnuch  morecon-i 
venient  it  vvould  be  to  have  it  called  in  Ifafyi 
but  (eeing  he  could  not  obtain  that,  he  lent  his 
deputies  to  EphefuSy  who  were  Julian  bifliop  of 
Pozzuoliy  Renatus  prieft,  Hilary  deacon^  and 
Dulcitius  his  noX3iryy  and  with  them  fcverallet^ 
ters.  The  chief  of  them  is  to  Flavian  Bp.  of 
C.  P.  wherein  he  explicated  the  myftery  of  the 
incarnation  in  an  admirable  manner,  and  (hews^ 
that  Eutyches's  error  proceeded  from  downright 
ignorance:  this  letter,  tho^  6\rtGiQdi  to  Flavian  j 
was  not  defigned  for  him  abne,  but  for  all  the 
church  as  n:i  authentic  teftimony  of  the  Roman 
faith,  a  id  was  had  in  fuch  veneration,  that  no 
writings  but  thofe  infpired  ones  of  the  Bibk 
could  have  more.  Every  word  of  it  is  a  trea- 
fure,  for  which  reafon  it  cannot  be  well  abridg- 
ed, and  it  is  too  long  to  come  in  here  entire^ 
Another  letter  was  to  Julian  Bp.  of  Co  or  Coa^ 
a  fmall  ifland  in  the  Archipelago^  called  by  the 
Turks  StancOy  but  generally  by  others  Lango 
from  its  capital  city.  This  bifliop  was  one  d 
thofe  who  had  condemned  Eutyches  in  the  laft 
year's  council,  and  had  been  prefcnt  at  the  late 
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rcvifion  of  it.     He  had  his  birth  and  education- 
10  Italy y  fo  that  he  was  verfed  in  the  Urtin 
tongue  as  w^ii  as   in  the  greek^  which  was 
the  language  of  Co.    S.  Leo^  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  purity  of  his  faith^  hiszeal^ 
conilancy  and  erudition,    found  that  in  the 
greatefl  employs  in  the  concerns  of  the  church 
he  had  acquitted  himfelf  to  his  fatisfa<ftion,  and 
therefore  writ  to  him  to' go  on  with  Flavian  in 
defence  of  the  truth,  which  £i//yri&^j  had  ib  ig- 
horandy  attacked  as  to  fall  into  Origenifm.     O-  ^ 
ther  letters  were  to  the  council,  to  FauftuSy  to 
Martifiy  to  feveral  abbots,  and  one  to  theprincefe 
Pukberia^  which  the  legates  could  not  deliver 
to  her,  io  ftrong  was  Diofcoruis  f^ftion ;  and  * 
indeed  their  policy  required  fuch  proceedings  : 
for  S.  Leo  believed,  that  if  ihe  had  received  this 
letter,  it  would  have  checked  thofe  rifing  miC- 
chiefe  which  the  aflfemWy  of  E^i&^/ brought 
forth.    Another  was  to  the  emperor  jTA^^^w, 
in  which  he  gives  the  reafons  why  he  (hould  not 
be  perfonally  prefcnt  at  the  council :  firft,  becaufe 
it  was  without  a  precedent,  and  then  again,  be- 
cauie  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  quit  Rome^  without  abandoning  the 
people  to  defpair.  .  In  that  decline  of  the  empire . 
they  were  continually  in  alarms,  liut  \vere  more 
pardcularly  apprehenfive  of  being  attacked  by 
the  Huns^  who  broke  into  Italy  three  years  after- 
wards.   In  almoft  every  one  of  thefe  letters  he 
refers  him&lf  to  that  he  writ  to  Flavian.  Fla- 
vian  anfweted  this  letter  and  explicated  again 
the  errors  of  EtUtycbes.

F.or  if  yo».  co«ipla^n(,fbat  yjottv-iaraR  jiQt  lieird, 
how.  cw  .»vfe  jfett'.^emtbfejrt,  be  judges  of  what 
we  neither  la'??  oarfelvej  ©or  Hci^  Abm.thcm 
that  were  preafent  ?  for  he  i$  no  jufl:  mediator 
who  liears  one  party  fo  as  not  to  have  an  eaCi 
open  to  the.pther.     But  we  rahort  you  in  c- 
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very  thing,  moft  venerable  brother,  obediently 
to  attend  to  the  writings-of  the  moft  bleffed  pope 
of  Rome^  becaufe  S.  Peter^  who  lives  and  prc- 
fides  in  his  fee,  affords  the  truth  of  the  faith  to 
thofe  who  feek  it.  After  this  letter  We  hear  no 
ndore  mention  of  this  feint,  for  which  reafon  I 
fhall  fpeak  of  him  now,  tho'  probably  he  lived 
two  or  three  years  longer. 

7.  He  was  early  trained  up  in  a  monaftery  to 
the  praftice  of  virtues,  which  fhone  out  vi^ith  re- 
douUed  luftre  in  the  governmi^nt  of  the  fee  of 
Ravenna^  to  which  it  .is  faid  he  was  called  by  a 
itliracle.  The  feme  pale  countenance,  macerated 
body  and  repentant  tears  were  joined' to  the  alms 
he  gave  the  poor  ;  and  his  reputation  was  fucjb 
that  it  di^w  perfons  from  the  remoteft  parts,  and 
macfe  thofe  monks  who  fled  to  the  moft  hidden 
ibJStudes  from  the  world  venture  in  it  for  a 
while,  to  fee  one  fo  much  above  it ;  one  who  had  • 
brought  a  conquering  army  of  virtues  to  diflipate 
the  troops  of  vice  that  fo  long  had  dwelt  and 
reigned  in  capital  cities.  His  vigilance  was  ex- 
traordinary, and  he  judged  that  a  means  to 
lengthen  life  witliin  the  feme  compafe  of*  time 
wa«  to  wear  fleep.the  image,  of  death  only  for 
neceflity,  and  upon  other  occafions  to  ftiun  it 
mG(t  than  death  itfelf  His  extenfive  charity 
was  not  confined  to  thofe  of  his  own  province, 
but  took  in  all  the  miferable,  and  thofe  in  parti- 
cular who  had  fuffered  by  the  fury  and  ravages 
of  the  Vandals:  but  not  being  able  to  fupply  their 
wants  from  his  own  ftopk  alone,  he  had  recourfe 
to  his  people  in  a  fermon,  oi  which  thefe  words 
make  a  part.     And  now  my  brethren  it  is  time 
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to  cry  out  again  and  again :  fave  usy  O  Lord, 
ive  pertjh.    And  indeed,  my  brethren,  if  we 
were,  as  we  ought  to  be,  one  body,  one  living 
and  fenfible  body,  if  we  were  convinced  that 
thefe  wretches  who  die  of  want  were  our  mem- 
bers, our  bowels,  would  we  not  with  fails,  with 
prayers,  with  tears  cry  aloud  without  intcrmiffi- 
on  :  fave  uSy  O  Lord^  we  perijh  ?  Would  we 
notftrive  to  aflift  ourfeives  ii\  affifting  our  bre- 
thren, ^u  behold  no  longer  that  fea  of  our  own 
blood  let  put  by  the  fury  of  th^fword,  no  longer 
view  with  dry  eyes  the  drea^l  wreck  of  fo 
many  fouls  that  are  caft  away  with  their  bodies 
in  this  ftorm  ?  The  Feaji  of  the  Nativity  is  now 

at.  hand .  .  .  let  fls  offer  up  our  gifts. What 

feaft  can   that  be  where  the  Cbrijiian  refafes 

what  the  Magus  did  ?    What  a  feaft  is  that 

.  where  the  joy  of  Cbfiji'%  birth  is  drowned  in 

.the  tears  cf  the  poor,  the  groans  of  the  captives, 

the  cries  and  lamentations  of  ftrangers  ? I 

.vould  not  have  any  one  miftake  what  I  fiiy  for  . 
•  I  love  of  declamation.  No,  no,  it  is  a  real  grief  that 
nakes  me  fpeak  thus:  I  am  touched,  I  am  pierced 
Ovithgtief,  when  I  confider  th/e'Af^/^/ fhowering 
down  gold  upon  p&ny?'$cradle,.and  Chrijiiansiot'- 
getting  the  altar  of  Cbrifi's  body;  and  that  at  a 
time  when  famine  deftroys  the  poor,  and  mifery 
encompaffes  us  round  with  the  gaftly  fight  of 
whole  flioals  of  wretched  captives  redeemed 
from  the  fury  cf  the  Bariariavs.  Let  no  one 
fay  he  has  nothing,  when,  he  finds  how  God  ac- 
cepted the  widow's  mite Let  us  give  in  a- 

bundance.  to  our  Creator^  that  his  creature  may 
yield  abundance  to  us.  Let  us  relieve  the  nece£> 
fities  of  our  neighbours,  to  be  delivered  firom 
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our  own.  Let  us  enrich  the  altar,  to  have  full 
barns,  and  if  we  give  nothing  let  us  not  com- 
plain that  vs^e  receive  nothing.  His  zeal  for  the 
faith  appeared  in  his  fermpns  againft  the  Nejio-^ 
rians  and  Pelagians^  and  we  have  an  image  of 
his  foul  in  176  fermons,  which  he  delivered  with 
fuch  an  efficacy,  that  they  gained  him  the  title 
of  Chryjologus^  or  golden  fpeech^  as  S.  John  of 
C.  P.  that  of  Cbrjjojiom^  or  the  mouth  of  gold.  / 

8.  Our  Peter  wanted  many  ornaments  of 
fpeech  to  deferve  that  title  in  the  lame  eminent 
rank  as  ^.John  of  CP.  his,  who  had  carried 
the  floridnefs  of  didion,  and  the  vehemence  of 
expreffion,  in  which  the  Greeks  excelled,  to  the 
laft  degree  of  excellence.  But  tho'  he  could  not 
reach  his  heights,  yet  he  rofe  much  higher  in  his  ' 
fermons  than  mbft  of  his  contemporaries ;  he 
had  the  grand  talent  of  uniting  together  an  ex- 
treme concifenefe  with  an. admirable  perfpicuity, 
of  breaking  off  his  fentences  and  joining  them 
to  others  with  a  natural  connexion.  His  ex- 
preffions  were  choice,  his  thoughts  at  once  eafy 
and  fublime,  his  defcriptions  agreeable,  his  mo- 
rals inftrudive,  and  in  fome  places  very  pathe- 
tic.  Raynaudi  fays,  he  fubfcribed  to  two  coun- 
cils, one  at  Rome  and  the  other  at  Ravefina.^Yit 
died  at  his  native  town  of  Forum  Cornelii  novv 
Imola. 

9.  S.Hilary  of  Aries,  whofe  death  happened 
at  the  fame  time,  excelled  S.  Peter  in  his  way  of 
writing.  He  is  univerfally  allowed  to  have  been 
a  perfon  of  bright  parts,  of  a  neat  wit  and  ele- 
gant ftile,  infomuch  that  Livy  a  poet  and  ce- 
lebrated writer  of  thait  time  did  not  fcruple  to 
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lay,  that  if  Auftin  had  come  after  Hilary  he 
would  have  been  judged  his  infericM: :  and  Qen-- 
nadius  tells  us,  that  this  immortal  genius  had 
left  us   few  writings,  but  they  fufficed  to  let 
us  know  his  erudition  and  chrijiian  eloquence. 
His  life,  or  ftmeral .  fermon  of  his  predeceffor 
HonoratuSy  is  a  mafter-piecc,  perhaps  equal  to  a^ 
ny  thing  antiquity  has  produced  in  that  kind. 
There  his  ftile  flows  with  ftrength  and  clearoefs, 
jnfinuates  itfelf  gently  into  the  will,  and  then 
bears  away  our.  paflions  in  triumph ;  th^  fioc 
antithefes,  elegant  turns  and  manly  ftrpkes  of 
wit,  at  once  pleafc  andihftrufi  our  underftaud-r 
5ng.     It  clofes  with  an  apojlrophe  tQ  S.  Jfimorg^ 
tus  to  pray  for  him  and  his  flock ;  and  we  find* 
that  as  he  drew  S.  Honoratus's  picfture  in  this  dtf* 
courfe,  fo  he  mora  emphatioiUy  ^xprefled  hm 
in  the  imitation  of  his  virtues.     He  con&cxajDed 
the  moft  of  his  time  to  the  meditation  (^  the 
holy  fcriptures  ;  and  tears  of  trao:|K)rt  ^wung 
from  his  eyes  at  the  hearing  the  pfalms  fung^ijth 
harmony.     Not  to  lofc  the  leaft  vacant  minute, 
whenever  he  waked  in  the  night,  he  rofc,  and 
if  he  had  no  light  he  meditated  and  knk  with- 
out returning  to  fleep  again.  •  His  cloaths  were 
coarfe,  and  they  the  fame  both  for  winter  and 
fummer ;  his  diet  was  of  the  meaneft  food,  and 
that  fparing  too.   He  did  feveral  handy- works  ; 
knitting  yvas   one,  which  he  performed  with 
that  eafc,  that  he  often  knit,  read,  and  dictated 
at  once. '  He  made  a  certain  engine  for  the  :feU- 
pits  by  Salon,  betwixt  Aix  and  ArJes^  and^- 
ployed  fome  hours  in  agriculture,  in  fowingi 
pruning  the  vines,  &c.    Out  of  the  love  of  po* 
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imty  ht^pt  BohoK^,*  but  ifoftt  with  the  wings 
of  d^mty  «rii^re  the  igood  of  his  neighbour  cal* 
j$id  him.  In  fuch  haite» .  that  he  o&ea  made  a- 
-fooJL  AQ  M tl4a 30  oil^a^dLj.  By  thde  holy 
«cerciies  he  got  \lm  .mafiery  over  ;ini{ld]tunc 
jthoitghts  thai  aflacked  htm,  and  iiirni(bedhin>- 
ieif  with  oceans tatBlkKethe. wants  ofthcpoor. 
But  the  di^dftil ravage  ofih^Vandah  augment- 
ing their  number,  :hi^ibJkl  tl^  churcb-veilels  to 
affiftthem,  andcekbcated.fheficrifice  iiiaduK 
lice  and  patine  of  gla^.  This  chari^  brought  ^ 
htmdredribld  increaiato  thfi  churchy  the  rich  be« 
ing  ple-^ifid  that  their  offerings  had.  Ibrved  in  a 
cieuble.  capacity  of  offesing  up  CkrtJPs  blood, 
and  preierving  his  tnyilioal  members,  and  the 
poor  being  infinitely  takeo  with  his  adeiltionate 
manner  df  conferring  his*  alms ;  inibmueh  that 
the  very  ye^  when  he  died  .fiing  bei^e^^  pialms 
dit  of  tdp^dl  to  his  memory.  But  if  he.>was 
fo  coQcerncxl  for  the  miiedes  of  their  bodies^  his 
compailion  was  milch  greatpr  for  their  '&uls. 
With  pmyd^,  with  tears  and  all  his  Acuities,  he 
ftrove  tod^tch  thiem  iromtl^e  prowling  wolf^  and 
unite  them  to  their  diA4he  .paftor;  by  reprefent- 
ing  the  frightful  vHage  of  fin^  tl^e  terr£)rs  of  hell 
and  judgment,  and  the  overfloin^ing  mtrcy  of 
our  Redeemer.  He  converted  heretics  to  the 
true  faith,  finners  to  Tepentonce,  and  brought 
impcrfoa  pedbnp  to  the  way  of  perfis^ian;  for 
which  end.  he  founded  fame  pionafteries.  He 
miracukmil^  gave  fight  to  the  blind,  cured  his 
deacon  (Sjr/^i/s  foot  that  was  broke  by  ailone, 
aedi  iknw^  the  de«il  out  qf  pofieifed  perfon$.  He 
was a^(SaUdmircx..of / S.  Jiu^inh  writings,  and 
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was  utterly  averie  from  Pela^ianifm^  but  did  not  | 

rgedfc  with  the  fame  zeal  Semi-pehzgianifm  not  j 

then  condemned  by  the  church.    The  efteem  { 

he  had  for  Cajian\  virtues  made  him  look  fa-- 
vorably  upon  his  doArine  ;  however,  hei.  con- 
demned the  groffer  errors  of  Semupelagianifmy 
.  and.gave  up  all  the  lefEb-  differences  in  matters  of 
grace ;  but  ftill  he,  for  fome  time  at  kaft,  dif-  | 

fented  from  ^.Aujiin  about  prcdeftination,  tho'  | 

even  there  it  is  thought  he  was  reclaimed  by  his  \ 

hooks  of  tbe  gift  of  perfeverance^  andthepre^  I 

dejiination  of  faints  fent  to  S.  Projpery  who 
from  S.  Hilar f^  humility  judged  this  would  be 
the  dSz€t  of  thefe  elabocate  writings :  and  we 
may  gueis  as  much  from  S.  HZ/^r^'s  fragments. 
Moft  of  them  ate  loft,  as  his  bomilies  upon  all 
-thefeafis  of  the  yearl  his  letters^  and  his  expo^ 
fition  of  .the  faith.  Thb'  forifte  think  this  laft 
piece  is  the  famous  creed  that  goes'  under  the 
name  o^S.  Athanajius.  And  indeed  if  that 
creed  be  not  ^Atbana/ius\  I  know  not  who 
can  lay  a  better  claim  to  it  than  S.  Hilary y  as 
Dr.  Water  land  has  proved  in  a  critical  dijjert ac- 
tion for  that  pnrpoie.  This  feint  worn  out  with 
mortification  pafled  to  a  better  life  in  the  48  th 
year  of  his  age. 

lo.  %.Ifidore  of  Pelufium  went  before  him 
the  4th  of  February.  To  what  we  have  iaid 
of  him,  p.  158,  we  may  add,  that  his  letters 
concerning  fcripture  paflagcs  often  explicate 
them  very  iuftly  in  the  moft  literal  and  critical 
,manner :  that  his  doftrinal  ones  confute  the  Pa^ 
gans^  Jewsy  Arians^  Sabellians^  Manicbees^ 
Monfanijis,  &.  that  they  attack  i^Nefiorians 
•    '  hpmc^ 
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home,  and  declare,  againft  the  Eutycbians  with- 
out naming  them,  that  it  is  unlawful  to  con* 
found  the  two  natures  in  Chriji:  that  his  letters 
of  advice  are  writ  with  freedom,  firmnefs  and 
authority,  that  they  give  no  quarter  to  vice 
wherever  they  find  it,  whether  in  monks,  bi- 
fliops,  magiftrates,  or  even  crowned  heads ;  and 
that  they  are  all  in  general  eafy  andunaffeftcd.  I 
(hall  put  down  a  fketch  or  two  of  fome  of  them, 
that  give  an  account  of  the  times  he  lived  in ; 
one  is  to  Theon  Bp.  oi  Her  a  flea :  we  are  equal- 
ly criminal  in  revenging  affronts  put  upon  us^ 
and  in  negkdting  thofe  offered  at  God,  If  we 
are  offended,  it  is  good  to  ufe  mildnefs  and  in- 
dulgence 3  but  when  God  is  offended,  it  isjiifl: 
that  we  exprefs  our  juft  indignation  of  it .  .  •  • 
but  we  by  a  dire€Hy  oppofite  method  cannot 
bear  to  pardon  our  own  enemies,  and  yet  at  the 
feme  time  we  can  fliew  fwectncfs  and  complai-  • 
fance  to  thofe  who  arm  their  tongues  againft 
God Mofes  tht  meekeft  of  men  was  in- 
flamed with  anger  againfl  the  Jfraelitqs^ .  when 
they  made  the  golden  calf:  and  his  anger  on  that 
occafion  was  more  holy  than  any  mceknefshc 
could  have.fhewn,  G?r.  To  another  bifhop^ 
who  had  built  a  noble  church  with  mony  he 
had  got  by  felling  orders  and  by  exacting  upon 
•the  people,  he  remonftrated  that  this  was  to 
-build  &ion  in  blood,  arid  re-eftablifti  Jerujiilem 
•in  iniquity,  as  the  i^voi^htt Micbaas  cries  out; 
that  zfacrifice  compofedof  other  mens  goods  nvas 
^  abomination  to  the  Lord.  He  thererore  warns 
-him  to  leave-ofF  building  the  church  at  that 
rate^  unle&  he  was  willing  to  have  it  a  perpetual 
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oxohument  of  his  iniquity,  that  fhoukl  cry  o^t 
eternally  againfl  him,  and  demand  reflitutk)!;! 
of  goods  wrongfully  taken.  In  another  letter, 
'he  tells  how  a  young  man  entertained  a  crinur 
nal  paflion  for  a  virgin,  x^o  lefs  p^'uden^  than 
chafte,  who  to  cure  the  folly  of  her  fo$urkrad- 
iHiitted  him  tq  her  chamber,  having  firft  fh^^ 
p£f  her  beauteous  locks,  and  deformed  h^r  coyiu 
tenance  with  a  p^ile  made  of  a(hes  i  whki)  fight 
Shocked  him  fo,  th^t  it  turned  the  fpry  of  his 
liift  into,  an  ardent  love.of  cha'ftiQr,  |li§  *9ti- 
pn^  and  writings  were  of  ia  piec^  ;  h?  w^ 
fefteemed  a  faint /by  many  of  hisenen^ies,  ajod 
they  who  endeavor^  to  leffen  his  authority  by 
afperjfing  his  charadter  found  they  had  labored 
in  vain. .  The  writers  of  the  next  9g«s  are  fiiU 
of '  his  praifes,  .aiid  Leontius  of  B^antiu^ 
places  him  amon^  the,  moft  illiiftrious  fathc)rs, 
and  the  bri^hteli  mminaries  of  theuiiiverfe^

Let  his  birth  have  been 
whiere  it  will^  he  wa$  aji  hooouc  to  hiscountry^, 
and  at  is  fomfe  haqapinefe  tojthb  Htft  age  that 
God  was  piea&d  to  bring  iUch  a  valuable  auffaof 
out  of  the  obicunity  he  had  been  io  lon^  itavd* 
ved  before.  He  a^ed  with  vigouf  againft  £ir- 
iyebesh  folly,]  as  he  tams  it,  and  for  that  pur*- 
po&^mt  to  the  end  of  his  collection  a  di&ourfe 
of  tl^  bk0ed  father  John  Bp.  of  Tomi. 

%2.  Atkngth'the  council  convocated  by  the 
empeoor  for  the  firft  oiAuguft  met  the  8th  of 
the  (%n?e  months  ^Jt  wascompoibd  0/130  hu 
ibops,  neckoning  the  deputies  of  ancient  bi*- 
ihops,  and  held  in  the  church  dedkated  to  the 
B.  Lady^  where  Diofcorus  prefided,  Julius  of 
PuxzuBlr  the  pq)e's  legate  had  the  fecond  place, 
Juvenal  of  Jerufaiem  the  third,  Domnus  of 
Antiocb  the  fourth,  and  FJavian  of  C.  P.  on;. 
\y  the  fifth.  Barfumas  had  a  place  imme* 
diately  after  the  bifhops,  and  before  the  prieAs 
that  were  deputies  of  abfent  metropolitans. 
The  iirfl  feffion  was  opened  \vith  reading  the 
cnQ|wxor's  letters  to  Diofcorus  ;  then  the.  pope's 
legate  made  his  excuie  for  not  being  preknt 
at  the  council,  faecaufe  it  was  not  the.cuA 
tcMn  for  the  pope  t6  aflift  at  councils  held  out 
of  Rx^mBy  otherwiie  than  by  his  l^tes,  an4 
|>re&nted  his  letters  writ  to  the  council  and  to 
Flavian.    Diojiorm  'Cricd :  let  the  letters  writ 
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to  the  holy  cecumenial  council  by  our  very  holy 
brother  Leo  be  received :  but  inftead  of  having 
them  read,  he  caufed  another  letter  writ  to  him 
to  be  read,  in  which  the  emperor  ordered  that 
Barfumas  fhould  affift  at  the  council,  and  fb 
went  on  reading  other  letters,  tho'  upon  the  le- 
gate's preffing  inftancesD/^c^rwi  promifed  with 
an  oath  they  fhould  be  read.     After  this  it  was 
propofed  they  (hould  begin  with  matters  of  faith, 
but  Diofcorus  oppofed  it,  faying  it  was  the  em- 
peror's will  they  fhould  begin  with  examining 
the  debate  betwixt  F/^w^ar«  and  £«iyrA^j.  Upon 
HtmEutycbes  was  called  in  tomake  confelfion 
of  his  faith :  he  had  one  in  writing,  which  be- 
gan with  the  Nicene  creed,  went  on  with  em- 
bracing the  late  council  oiEpbefus  and  anathe- 
matifing  Manes^  Valentinus^  Apollinaris,  Nejio^ 
riusy  Sec.  then  added,  that  he  had  been  con- 
demned without  form  of  judgment,  and  that 
Flavian,  without  having  any  regard  to  his  ap* 
peal,  or  rej^ft  for  his  grey  hairs  and  combats 
againfl  heretics,  had  condemned  him  with  an 
^bfolute  authority;  expofed  him  for  a  heretic  to 
the  ribble,  flirred  up  the  monks  againfl  him 
and{5icke(l  up  their  fubfcriptions,  which  is  what 
was  never  pra£tiied  againfl  heretics  themfelves. 
13.  Aft&L  this  profefSon  was  read,  Flavian 
&id  thsJiEufebius  was  the  perfon  that  accuied 
hipi,  and  defired  he  might  come  in  to  make 
good  his  charge*     But  count  Elpidius  refufed 
this^  %irig,  that  now  the  judges  were  become 
parties,  and  that  they  themfelves  were. to  be  tri- 
ed after  the  manner  of  fecular  courts,  of  juflice. 
Diofcorus  aj^roved  of  this ;  fo  Eufeiius  was  not 
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admitttd,  tho'  Eutycbes  was.  The  legates  then 
prefied  for  reading  die  pope's  letters^  upon  which 
Eutycbes  cried  out  that  die  legates  were  fufpe^t- 
ed  peribns,  having  taken  up  tiheir  lodging  with 
Flavian.  Diofcorus  then  faid,  it  was  fit  firft 
to  read  the  aifts  of  the  council  held  the  8  th  of  laft 
November y  and  then  read  the  pope's  letter  5  in 
this  manner  he  put  off  the  legates  this  bout  and 
five  tioies  afterwards.  Infine^  the  a£ls  were 
read,  of  which  they  were  all  fiirnifhed  with  co- 
pies by  Flavian  and  Eutycbes.  As  they  went 
on  reading  diem  S.  Cyril's  name  was  mentioned^ 
at  which  the  council  cried  out :  the  memory  of 
Cyrjl  is  eternal :  Diofcorus  and  Cyril  have  but 
one  faith.  Eujlatbius  bifbop  of  Berytus  added, 
that  S.  Cyril  in  his  letters  to  Acacius  of  Melt ti^ 
na^  to  Valerian  of  Iconium  and  to  Succefus  of 
Diocefareay  had  among  other  words  the^e:  one 
mufl  not  think  there  are  two  natures,  but  one 
only  nature  of  the  incarnate  word ;  and  confirms 
this  exprefiioh  by  S.  Atbanajius's  authority :  co^ 
ming  to  that  part  where  Eufebius  had  urged  Eu- 
tycbes to.  own  two  natures  after  the  incarnation, 
and  that  Cbrifi  wa&  confubflantial  to  us  accord- 
ing to  the  flefli,  they  cried  out :  away  with 
Eufebius^  bum  him  :  let  him  be  burned  alive, 
and  torn  in  pieces ;  as  he  has  divided  let.  him  be 
divided.  Diofcorus  £ud :  can  you  fuiFer  fuch  an 
exprefficHi  as  two  natures  after  the  incarnadon  ? 
The  council  cried :  anathema  to  them  that  hold 
it.  Diofcorus  continued :  I  have  need  of  your 
voice  and  your  hands :  if  there  is  any  one  can- 
not cry  out  let  him  ilretch  out  his  hand.  At 
which  many  fbetched  out  their  h^nds,  and  cried 
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ottt:  ^adfema  to  tiioi&i;vlia  put  two  n^attsrih^ 
Chrifi.    Let  Aem  be  torn  in  pieots^  ©V:     i  /- 
14.  This*  nai&  fti^tned  thoic  bi£bop&  \idia 
^;me  of  a  di^dit  fentiment,  which  Diisfiaoirus^ 
pifceivi^g  took  advantage  of  it  to  afk  tbemii 
they  did  not  approve  of  BarfycAf /s  profeflkat  oft 
faithi  to  which  moft  of  them  aafwercd  they 
did)  and  condemned  the  impious  Ek^ius.  A£* 
tcr  the  a^  of  kft  year's  C.  P*  council  vnoro  tead^ 
the  a<%s  of  the  vevifion  hdd  this  year  the  8th  of 
April  were  likewife  read;     That  being  Over, 
Diofcorus  aiked  the  bifliops  t0  give  tbek-  ifii&agef 
in  Eutycbes^s  affair.     Ju^nal'  of  Ja^fdUm  lie* ; 
gan^  and  declared  that  ^ty^h  daghr  to  Ibe^) 
'  hi&  rank  and  dignity  in  the  monaftery.  Dmrms: 
next  gave  the  fame  fuf&ageiit  JS^^ir^JavbAr  ;. 
that  very  Df^mnus  who  laftyear  coadcikifitd>lii^n 
now  declared  hin^  wDndiyof  his  cUrge^iiD^pvb^;. 
feffing  the  Nkem  aeedi  tho?  hb  nfeitherirctriwfc:  . 
ed  nor  diibvsrned  his  enroll.  .  And^  thosr.  iiet  vb^- 
complifhed  BiEuflbymius'B  pccdiiftioa^^  ^py\im^: 
of  being  deceived  by  defigning  perflxiiahcLcbd 
pofed,  ad  he  wife  three  days'  aftcrvrard^i  Whty 
other  bifbop?  iaid  ehb  ikme^  axid  thuk^  SM^krirr; 
was  univeriall^y  abfolved.     Tile  monks  of  Euty^ : 
ches%  nK)naftery  immediately  after-pitt  imfrie^ . 
c^ueft,  which  it  is  thought  w^peskied  bisfeite:^ ; 
in  which  they  accufe^  I^Iavrast  cffUke  liigi3iB!S> 
injuftice^  and  defire  a  pemky  (hoiiild  faerinElB^i^k^ 
upon  him  1k>t  ity  and  they  :reftomlit6ti»£icsa-i 
ments,  Gfr.  Their  rehabilitation  beiag:atea6kded,: 
Diofeorus  propofed  the  reading  o£«|ita(Jte. of ^ 
the  council  of  Epbejids^  particularly!  of: Ac^fisscrfa: 
feffion,  wherein  it  was  IteidHy  forbidji  nndoiifi^f 
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ft  Ay  of  depofition,  to  compofe  or  ufe  any  other 
fynAol  than  that  of  Nice. 

15.  It  is  evident  that  the  ckfign  of  the  fathers 
there^  was  only  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  rafhnels  of 
partkubr  perfons,  tvho  were  for  introduciag- 
new  creeds  to  be  figned  by  alt  as  a  token  of 
tteir  being  of  the  catholic  religion  ^  and  not 
to  hittder  other  expreffions  than  what  are  in  the 
NkeHe  creed,  to  clear  points*  of  faith  upon  niew 
cSifiictilties  arifing.  However,  Dirfcorus  drew 
oifcter  confequences  from  thence,  'and,  after' ha- 
vmg  afked  the  bifliops  if  they  did  not  approve' 
dE  that  decree,  and  receiving  an  anfwer'in'  the 
affirmative,  he  proceeded  to  afk  if  the  peffon 
who  required  more  than  what  that  feffion  al- 
l6wed  of,  ought  not  to  undergo  the  penalty  en- 
joined by  that  felEon.  While  Diqjcorus  went. 
on  in  this  manner  X)neJifhofHs  of  Icontum  to|d 
the  bifhops  ne^a:  him,  that  the  drift  of  this  was 
to  depofe  Flavian.  EpipbHrthis  of  Pergflmus 
r^i^ :  that  pexh^p^Et^Jeiiusthight  be  in  dan-  . 
ger,  but  for  Flavian  they  were  not  fuch  fools' 
to  itoeddle  with  him.  But  One/lpjborus  was  in 
tile  right  of  it :  for  Diofcorus  makirig  every 
ofie  own  that,  he  who  infringed  that  deCfee 
ought  to  tindergo  the  punilhment,  made  the  fen- ' 
t«nce  of  definition  be  pronounced  againft  F/^- 
wW»  and  Eufebius.  Onejk^hrus  and  feveral  6-^ 
tliet  bifhops,  feeing  this,  tnrew  themfelves  at  his 
knees,  and  conjured  him  to  take  care  of  what 
he  did.  At  which  Diofcorus  got  up  from  his 
^t,  and  ftanding  on  his  fbotftool  faid :  if  cfiy 
tongue  was  to  be  cut  out,  I  vvould  fay  no  other- 
Wife  i  but  the  biihops  continuing  their  petiti- 
ons. 
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ons,  he  cried  oat :  where  are  the  counts  ?  At 
which  the  counts  brought  in  a  company  of  peo* 
pie  with  chains,  clubs  and  fwords :  and  Barfu-* 
mas  wi:h  his  monks  ran  up  and  down  threaten*- 
ing  to  depofe  or  baniih  all  who  would  not  obey 
Diojcorus.  In  .this  conftemation  the  bifhops 
that  diiliked  thefe  proceedings  fled  to  the  re- 
moteft  parts  of  the  church,  V^hich  was  cauied 
to  be  fhut  upon  them,  and  durfl  not  fo  much 
as  open  their  mouths,  Diofcorus  crying  out :  if 
any  one  refuies«to  fign,  he  has  me  to  deal  with^ 
kt  him  look  to  it.  Then  Diofctn-us  and  Juve^ 
nal  went  about  with  a  pack  of  ftrange  fellows 
at  their  heels,  and  prefented  each  bifhop  a  blank 
paper  to  fubfixibe  to,  and  if  any  made  a  diffi* 
culty  of  figning)  they  immediately  aied  out  they 
were  heretics ;  or  if  they  pointed  at  the  door,  as 
it  were  filendy  to  complain  of  the  foldiers  via* 
IcAce,  they  were  beaten  by  odiers. .  So  that  at 
laft  moft  of  them  were  fnghtned,  and  fome  of 
them  beat,  into  fub£:riptions;  by  which  they  ijul- 
lied  the  epifcopal  charter  and  degenerated  from 
^their  brothers,  who  7  8  years  before,  in  the  feme 
city  and  church,  had  vigoroufly.tnaintained  the 
tra(h  in  ipite  of  their  ill  treatment  and  menaces 
of  the  emperor's  officers.  But  the  pope's  legates 
participating  of  the  iinmobility  of  the  fee  from, 
whence  they  were  fent,  flood  firm  to  trath,  and 
could  not  be  fhaken  by  Diofcorus* s  fiuy,  the 
monks  infolence,  nor  the  terrors  of  death,  but 
protefted  againft  their  proceedings,  znd  Hila^ 
rfs  proteftation  was  inferted  in  the  greek  adls . 
in  this  Z5///«  expreffion :  coittradiciiur.  Flavian 
feid:  I  except  againft  your  authority.     They 
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who  took  Flavian'^  part  were  baniflicd  or  de- 
pofed :  fome  bifhops  hot  mention^  in  the  a6ls 
now  extant  were  of  that  number,  viz.  Aquili^ 
nus  of  Biblosy  Sabinian  of  Pefrba^  Ireneus  of 
Tyre^  Daniel  oi  Carrba^Tbeodoret  of  Cyrus^  and 
ibas  oiEdeffa^  who. were  dcpofed  the  next  day 
but  one.  Theodoret  was  Condemned  for  a  here- 
tic without  hearing  or  citing  him,  and  that  for 
the  letter  he  had  writ  againft  S.  Cyri/'s  anathe- 
matifins,  Ibas  was  not  only  abfent  but  kept  • 
prifoner  by  Diofcorush  party.  40  days  journey 
off  EpbefuSy  and  yet  was  condemned  by  them 
for  riot  appearing  aijd  anfwering  the  accufatiofls  ' 
of  which  he  had  been  acquitted  laft  year.  Dom-^ 
nus  of  j4niiocb  having  retrafted  his  (forced)  fub- 
fcription  to  Flavian^s  condemnation  was  alfo 
condemned,  biit  referved  for  the  laft;  for  upon 
the  third  day  after  Flavian's  depofition,  tho* 
iick  and  abierit,  he  was  depofed,  becaule  he  had 
formerly  writ  to  tXioJidrUs  that  S.Cyril^s  ana- 
thematifins  were  dark  and  obfcure.'  It  is  thought 
that  he  foon  after  teturned.  to  S.  Eutbymius's 
monaftery,  and  two  years  hence  made  his  ap- 
pearance in  the  council  of  Cbalcedon  as  a  private 
perfon,  not  pretending  to  the  dignity  of  which 
he  was  dcfervedly,  tho'  unjuftly,  deprived. 

16.  Flavian  zniEufebius  were  impriibned : 
Flavian^  befides  his  proteftation  in  the  council, 
prefented  to  the  pope's  legates  a'  memorial,  by 
which  he  appealed  to  the  apoftolic  fee.  The 
legate  Hilary  efcaped  the  Eutychians  ftiry  with 
great  difficulty,  and  came  to  Rome  by  by-ways* 
Eufebius  2\fo  made  his  efcape  .thither.  Flavian 
was  baniflied,  but  firft,  upon  his  appeal,  fo  grie-  ' 
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vouily  beaten  at  the  inftigation  of  Diofcorus  and 
BarJumaSy  that  he  died  ztHipepa  in  Lydia  of 
his  wounds  and  ill  ufage.  After  Flaviarfs  death 
T'heodojius  ordered  the  clergv  to  proceed  to  the 
eledion  of  a  new  biftiop :  they  were  much  di- 
vided in  their  choice,  one  party  being  againft 
all  that  had  abandoned  Flaviarij  and  the  other 
againft  all  who  ftuck  to  him ;  fo  to  bring  them 
to  an  agreement,  he  ordered  they  ftiould  chufc 
ibme  one  out  of  another,  church,  and  accord- 
ingly they  pitched  upon  Anatoltus^  Diofco^ 
•  rwi's  agent  at  C.  P.  who  fent  the  pope  an  ac- 
count of  his  ordination.  •  Maximus,  was  con- 
fecrated  bifliop  of  Antiocb  in  place  of  Domrius^ 
Nonnus  of  EdeJJa  in  place  of  Ibas^  and  Atba^ 
nafius  of  Perrha  in  place  of  Sabinian.  •   It  is 

.  not  well  known  who  were  fubftituted  in  place 
of  ^eodorei  and  EufebiUs.  But  the  emperor 
approved^  this  council,  *  condemned  Theodorefs 
books  to 'be -burned  as  heretical  and  Nejiorian^ 

.  and  that  none  fhould  prefume  to  harbour  thofe 
who  followed  tte  doftrines  of  Nejiorius  and 
Plaviah. 

ly.^  yhk  council  fhews  the  wonderful  cor- 
ruption of  the  eajlern  bifhops,  who  partly  out 
of  pierfonal  animofities, .  and  partly-  out  of  a 
wretched  cowardice,  funk  into  tne  deepeft  enor- 
mities, and  -made  the  peaceable  chriftian  reli- 
gion itheir  pretence  for  exercifing  the  mbft  hor- 
rid violences  againft  the  church,  the  laws '  of 

^  God,  and  liaturie  publicly  in  the  face  of  the  fun 
and  opeft  day;  ( i .)  In  ufurping  the  chief  feat 
and  power  in  the  council,  to  the  manifeft  injury 
of  S.  Leoy  who  ought  to  have  prefided  in  his 
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legates  j  (2.)  mi^hQingJuvenal  oijerufalem^ 
who  ought  only  to  have  had  the  4th  place,  before 
Domnus  of  Antioch ;  (3.)  in  giving  Barfumas 
the  preference  to  the  priefts,  who  were  reprefen- 
tatives  of  abfent  metropolitans;  (4.)  iriDio/cc^ 
rus's  not  fufFering  the  pope's  letters,  to  be  read  • 
(after  having  taken  an  oath  that  they  (hould) 
tho'  he  had  been  7  times  urged  to  it ;  (5.)  in. 
admitting  Eutyches^  who  was  one  party,  .to  ap- 
pear and  make  his  defence,  and  yet  net  allow. 
Etijebius^  the  other  party,  to  appear  and  make 
good  his  charge  againft  him*;  (6.)  in  ftripping. 
Flavian  of  the  quality  of  judge  \  (7.)  in  ^l^o^n^ 
ing  of  Eidjiatbius  of  Beryfus's  impofture,  who 
forged  expreflions  in  S.  Cyril  which  were  not 
his^  but  his  correipondents,  and  then  too  in  a 
fenfe  widely  diiferept  from,  what  Eujiatbius 
gave  them  i  (8.)  in  impofing  on  the  fixth  fef^ 
lion  of  the  council  of  Ephefus  a  meaning  never 
intended  or  thought  of ;  (9.)  in  frightning  the 
bifhops  by  threat^  and  violence  to  fall  into  a  tri- 
ple denial  ofChriJi^  (i.)  by  ^ip^xovm^Eutycbes 
and  his  falfe  doctrine  i  (2,)  by  condemning  the 
tme  one  of  Fla!vian  and  the  catholic  church  ; 
and  (3.)  by  condemning  the  bifhops  unjuflly 
and  mofl:  of  them  unheard.  Thefe  injuflices 
were  fo  very  crying,  that  only  a  few  abandoned- 
wretches  were  for  fwallowing  them  by  whole- 
lale ;  but  a  great  mtny  having  given  in  to  fome  . 
of  Diofcorus*s  meafures,  were  fo  hampered  they 
knew  not  how  to  go  back,  and  therefore  hur- 
ried on  with  him  from  wickedneis  to  wickednefs 
fail  as  malice  and  interefl  could  drive  them. 
Their  cowardife  prevailed  upon  their  confci- 

S  2  ences. 
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ences,  and  fomc  were  willing  to  think  they 
might  allow  of  terms  that  favored  Eutychianifm 
to  get  farther  oflF  from  Nejiorianifm^  and  hoped 
that  by  denying  tvro  phyjesy  oufiais  or  natures  in 
Chrijty  they  (hould  be  underftood  of  oufias  in 
an  almoft  oblblete  antiquated  fenfe  for  perfons^ 
and  fo  only  have  denied  two  perfons  j  and  feme 

•  other  might  probably  allow  a  divine  natuie  di- 
ftinft  from  a  human  nitture  in  Chriji^  as  the 

•  foul's  nature  is  in*  man  diftindl  from  the  nature 
of  his  body;  but  then  as  one  common  meta- 
phyfical  nature  called  humanity  refults  from  the 
urfion  of  thefe  two  natures,  fo  they  thought 
that  one  common  natufe  qiChriJl  refulted  from 
the  human  and  divine  nature,  and  fo  only  in 
an  out-of-the-way  fenfe.  hdd  one  nature  in 
Chrijij  while  others .  deceived  by  an  unfound 
form  of  words  confounded  both  natures  toge- 

.  ther.  On  the  other  .fide  iht  Afttiochian  and  Sy- 
rian  bifh-ps  were  not  yet  wholly  weaned  from 
fome  of  the  lefs  material  tenets  of  Nejiorianifmy 
but  iftill  boggled  at  the  communication  of  idioms 
tho'  they  hdd  but  one perfon  in. C/&rj/?. 

1 8.  S.Leo  meanwhile  was  very  folicitous  to 
know  what  had  pafled,  for  whiih  purpofe  he 
writ  a  letter  to  Flavian,  dated  Auguji  1 1.  449. 
In  this  interim  he  rectived  letters  from  12  bifhops 
of  the  province  of  ^/V;/;?^,  tliat  they  had  confecra- 
ted  Ravennius  for  Arks  in  the  place  of  Hilary  de- 
ceafed,  to  whom  he  returned  the  22d  of  Auguji 
the  following  anfwer :  we  confirm  by  our  judg- 
ment the  work  you  have  done,  in  confecrating 
in  the  city  of  Arles^  after  the  death  of  Hilary  of 
holy  memory,  Ravennius^  a  perfon  whom  wc

eftcem  jno  leis ;  and  that  According  to  the  unani-  . 
niousconient  and  defires  of  the  clergy,  magiftrates 
•  ajnd  people.  He  writ  another  letter  to  Ravenr 
nius^  :vith  whom  he  had  been  perfonally  ac- 
quahited  at  Rome^  with  exhor  ations  to  guide 
his  flock  \  and  the  26th  oiAugiiJl  fent  him  ano- 
ther to  warn  him  of  one  Petronian  a  vagabond 
fellow,  who  ran  up  and  do\vn  pretending  he 
was  a  deacon  of  the  church. of  Rome. 

19.  Towards  the  tnd' oi  Sept 071  ber  S,  Leo 
held  a  council  of  Rome^  where  Hilary  arrived 
with,  the  melancholy  hif  lory  of  .the  tranfcdtions 
at  Epbejtis  i  which  the  whole  council  heard  with     • 
indignation  and  unanimoufly  condemned.     S.  • 
Leo  by  letters  (hewed  hisconcein  for  tlie  church 
he  prefided  over,  by  writing  four  iynodical  let- 
ters on  that  fubjed: :  the  (1.)  was  to  the  empe- 
ror Tbeodofius^  in  which  he  complains  of  his  hav->    * 
ing  a  packed  fynod  ziEpheJm^  of  violences  com- 
mitted there,  and  the  whole  faitH  deftroyed  ;  on 
which  account,  he  fiys,  that  he  and  his  brother 
bifhops  were  apprehenfive  that  filence  in  this- 
cafe  would  render  them  guilty  before  the  tribu- 
nal of  Chrift^  and  that  therefore  they  conjure '. 
him  before  the  infeparable'Trinity  in  one  God- 
head, and  before  the  angels  of  Chriji^   to  let 
things  remain  i:S  they  were  bef  :r5  this  Ephejus 
aflembly,  till  fiich  time  as  a  greater  number  of*  • ' 
bifhops  could  be  aflembled  together  frcm  all 
parts  of  the  world.   Then  he  proceeds  to  let  him 
know,  .that  Flavian  had  appealed  to  him  ac^ 
cording  to  the  decrees  of  the  Nicene  canons, 
which  he  fubjoins  to  his  letter,  defires  that  to 
rcftify  all  things  he  would  order  a  general  coun--^ 
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cil  in  Ital)\  and  then  concludes  with  thefe  words: 
give  us  the  liberty  to  defend  the  faith  . .  •  which 
no  force  nor  worldly  terror  can  take  away.  For 
when  we  manage  the  caufe  of  the  church,  then 
we  promote  the  good  of  your  kingdom  •  and 
quiet  of  your  provinces :  defend  Chrijf^  church, 
that  he  may  defend  your  empire.     The  (2,) 

.    fynodical  letter  is  to  the  pnnctk  Pulcheria'^  the 

.  ,  (3.)  to  the  clergy,  magiftrates  and  people  of 
C.  P.  (4.)  to  Faujiusy  Martin ,  Peter,  Magnus^ 
Elias  and  EmanueL  They  all  tend  to  animate 
them  to  be  firm  in  the  caufe  of  Flavian  :  that 
^  to  Pulcheria  defires  her  intereft  towards  calling 
an.  univerfal  fynod,  and  that  to  the  clergy,  G?r* 
of  C.  P.  that  he  would  never  join  in  commu- 
nion with,  nor  Ibok  upon  as  a'bifhop,  him 

..  who  during  Flavian  sVik  fhould  ufurp  his  fee, 
Thefe  four  letters  are  dated  the  15th  oiOSlober. 
6.  Leo  writ  other  particular  ones  much  upon 
the  fame  fubjedl :.  (i.)  to  Flavian  ;   (2.)  to  A-- 

'    ^^Jicifius  of  T^hejfalonica  \  (3 .)  to  'Julian  of  Coa ; 

(4.)  to  the  clergy,   magiftrates  and -people  of 

C.  P.     Hilary  the  deacon- fen t  alfo  a  letter  to 

*  Pulcheria,  wherein  he  lays  open  the  means  by 

.  which  Diofcorus  hindered  him  from  delivering 

her  the  pope'^  letter :.  but  that  however  confi- 

. .  ding  in  Chriji's  affiftance,  he.  had  kept  himfelf 
innocent  and  faultlefs  as  to  the  condemnation 
of  the  holy  bifhop  of  C.  P.  (o  that  no  whips  or 
torments,  fays  he,  could  make  me  acquiefce  to 
his  fentence. 

20.  It  happened  very  opportunely,  that  du- 
ring this  council,  the  emperor  Vakntinian^  with 
his  mother  Placidia  Theodofius*s  aunt,  and  his 
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confort  Eudoxia  Theodofmshd2.\x^ttY\  came  to 
Rome  to  pay  their  devotion  to  S.p£terzt  the 
dedication  of  his  church  the  1 8th  oi November. 
S.  Leo  and  his  council,  after  the  imperial  family 
had  finiihed  their  prayers,  addrefled  himfelf  to 
them  with  a  countenance  bathed, in  tears,  that 
exprefled  the  deep  afflidlion  of  his  heart,  em- 
phatically defcribed  the  deplorable  ftate  of  the 
church,  and  conjured  them  to  write  to  l^heodo^ 
Jius  to  redrefs  the  grievances  ;  and  they  with  a 
ready  zeal  applied  their  helping  hands :  Valentin 
nian  in  his  letter  defires  the  caufe  niay  be  re-* 
judged  by  the  pope,  becaufe,  fays  he,  the  moft.  . 
blefled  bifhop  of  the  Roman  church,  to  whom 
antiquity  has  accorded  the  principality  of  prieft- 
hood  above  all  others,  has  power  to  judge  of  the 
faith  and  priefts.  Tlacidias  and  Eudoxid^s  were 
to  the  fame  purpofe,  only  they  defcend'n^iore 
particularly  to  mention  paft  proceedings, '  Pla- 
cidia  befides  writ  to  Ptilcheria :  the  letter  begins 
with  an  account  of  her  coming  to  Rome  out  of 
devotion  to  the  faints,  who  are  placed  certainly, 
faya  fhe,  in  heaven  for  their*  virtue,  nor  do  they 
delpife  the  things  below.  Theodojius's  anfwer  ^ 
was  to  this  efFedl,  that  he  had  a  great  refped: 
aad  kindnefs  for  them,  th^  he  had  done  no- 
thing but  what  was  for  the  good  of  religioii, 
particularly  in  calling  the  E/iy&^j  council,  by 
which  all  contention  was  at  an  end:  that  He  had  * 
writ  to  the  pppe,  whom  he  believed  fatisfied  by 
this,  that  he  had  not  degeneVated  from  the  faith 
of  his  anceftors,  (^'c. 

21.  Tbeodoret  having  heard  what  pafled'at   / 
Ephefus^  put  up  his  appea|  to  the  poj)€,  fend- 
' ^4  •         ^"S 
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ing  two  chore-biftiops  and  an  abbot  with  his 
letter  to   him   beginning  thus :    if  Paul  the 
preacher  of  truth,  and  the  trumpet  of  the  H. 
Ghoft,  ran  to  the  great  Feter^  to  have  from 
him  a  folution  of  the  difputes  at  Antioch  :  how 
much  fooncr  ought  we  poor  abjeft  perfons  have 
recourfe  to  your  apoftolic  fee.     For  in  every 
thing  the  primacy  appertains  to  you,  for  your 
fee  is  ornamented  with  many  things,  by  which 
you  are  ftiperior ....  but  it  is  the  faith  which 
principally  and  eminently  adorns  it,  and  the 
divine  apflftle,  a  witnefe  worthy  of  faith,  who 
cries  out :  your  ifaith  is  rpnowned  in  the  whole 
wprld.     And  if  then  when  the  feeds  of  the  di- 
vine word. were  jujft  fowed,    it  immediately 
brought  forth  fuch  wonderful  and  fuch  abundant 
fruits,  whatl^ecch  can  fufficiently  praife  the 
piety  \vhich  now  frequents  the  place,     It  now 
poffefles  the  fepulchres  of  thofe  fathers  and  doc- 
tors of  the  truth  Peler  and  Paul^  which  illu- 
minate the   fouls  of  the  faithful.     Thefe  two 
blefled  and  divine  men  rofe  indeed  in  the  Eajl^ 
and  diffufed  their  rays  on  every  fide,  but  withk 
•  cheerful  mind  they  ran  their  courfe,  and  clofed 
the  down-hill  of  life  in  the  fFeJi^  from  whence 
they  now  enlighten 'the  orb  of  the  earth  witTi 
tne  fplendor  of  their  beams.     They  have  illu- 
.  ftrated  your  fee^  and  crowned  arid  compleated 
yoiir  othjer  bleflings.     And  the  God  of  thofe  di- 
vine men  has  been.pleafed  even  in  our  days  to 
brighten  and  glorify  this  fee,  by  placing. your 

holinefs thereon,  &c. -he  then  praifes  the 

pope  for  his  zeal  and  condufl:  agiinft  the  Mam- 
cbeesy  for  his  letter  to  P/aviany  and  goes  on  de- 
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fcribing  Diofcorush  injuftice  in  condemning  him 
at  35  days  journey's  diftance,.  without  citing 
him,  or  knowing  what  dod^rine  he  held :  that 
he.  had  been  26  years  biftiop,  in  which  time  he 
had  converted  above  a  thoufand  Marcionites^ 
and  a  great  number  of  Arians  and  Eunomians^ 
fo  that  there  was  not  left  on^  heretic  in  the  800 
parifhesof  his  diocefe-;  and  concludes  thus* :  do 
not  therefore  Vejedt  my  petition,  nor  contemn 
my  old  age  bent  with  kboiars  and  perfecuted- 
with  reproaches.  But  above  all  things,  1  defire  • 
to  know,  if  I  ought  to  acquiefce  to  this  unjuft 
depofition.  For  I  expeft  your  decifion  ;  if  you 
lay  the  word,  Iwillftand  to  their  fentence,  and 
importune  no  one  for  the  future, '  but  wait  for  the 
unalterable  judgment  of  our  God  and  Savicur. . 
He  is  my  wimefs,  that  I  am  not  in  pain  about 
honour  or  glory,  but  about  the  fcandal  this  fen- 
tence has  given,  which  may  make  many  of  the 
fimpler  fort,  eipecially  of  new  converts,  think* 
I  am  a  heretic, 

2  2 .  Theodoret  charged  his  deputies  at  the  fame 
time  with  three  other  letters.  One  was  to  Re- 
natus^  prieft  of  the  church  of  Romk  and  one  of 
the  legates  for  the  council  oi  Ephejiis^  who  died 
in  his  way  thither,  thb'  Iheo'doret  did  not  know 
as  much  :  in  this,  after  relating  his  unjuft  de-  . 
pofition,  he  writes:  wherefore  I  befeech  your 
holineis,  that  ydu  would  periiiade  your  moft  ho- 
ly and  moft  bleffedarch-bifliop  to  exercife  his  a- 
poftolical  authority,  and  command  me  to  haften 
to  your  council  For,  that  hoJy  fee  has  the  guid- 
ance and  principality  of  all  the  churches  through- 
put the  world,  and  that  for  many  reafons,  but 
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principally,  bccaufe  it  has  been  always  free  from 
the  Ipots  of  herefy ;  and  no  one  ever  fet  in  it 
that  held  things  contrary  to  truth,  but  on  the  con- 
trary, always  preferved  the  apoftolic  grace  un- 
ipotted  and  intire.  His  fccond  letter  is  to  the 
arch-deacon  of  RomCy  that  is,  Hilary ;  and 
his  third  to  a  bi(hop  called  Florentim.  About 
the  fame  time  he  writ  to  jinatolius  the  patrician, 
that  he  might  have  the  liberty  to  go  to  Rome  to 
be  tried  there,  or  at  leaft  have  leave  to  retire  to 
.  his  monaftery,  which  was  120  miles<  off  Cyrusy 
65  from  Antiochy  ahd  3  from  Apamea.  The 
laft  part  being  obtained,  he  retired  to  this  mo- 
naftery, where  he  compofed  his  church  hiftory, 
^nd  wrote  feveral  letters  to  juftify  himfelf  and 
.comfort  his  friends.  S.  Lm's  anfwer  to  "Theoda^ 
refs  letter  is  not  extant,  but  we  fee  by  the  event 
that  the  pope  re-eftabli£hed  him  in  his  fee,  with- 
out any  regard  to  Diofcorus^s  fentence,

I.  T\l6  S  CO  RUS  perceiving  the  pope's 
^^-^  letters  had  made  him  give  ground  at  p.  P. 
withdrew  from  thence,  and  out  of  an  impotent 
fit  of  revenge,  with  about  ten  other  bifhops, 
pronounced  anathema  to  the  pope.  .  A  flagrant- 
impudence  withou]t:a  precedent,  and  which 
none  but  one  of  Diofcorus's  ftamp,  who  boggled 
at  no  wickednefe,  durft  attempt.  But  this  brute 
thunder  had  no  olher  effedt  than  to  expofe  him 
to  the  contempt  and  indignation  of  every  gnc^ 
and  ferved  to  dii^rfe  the  clouds  of  doubt  in  re^ 
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gard  of  fbme  who  could  not  before  entertain 
that  ill  opinion  of  him  which  Jie  deferved.     A- 
bout  the  fame  time  the  pope  received  letters  from 
the  princefs  Fulcheria  to  exhort  him  to  go  on     . 
boldly  in  his  pious  undertakings  for  the  faith, 
with  a  promife  of  her  affiftance  as  far  as  (he  was 
capable.    S.  Leo  anfwered  this  princefe's  letter  ve- 
ry obligingly,  as  alfo  thofe  of  the  abbots  Mar^ 
tiriy  Fauftus^  &c.  and  thefe  anfwers  bear  date 
the  17th  oi March.   ,In  an  anfwerto  Theodofius 
he  lets  him  know,  he  is  willing  to  own  Anato-  . 
//^i  patriarch  of  C.  P.  in  cafe  he  made. a  true 
profeffion  of  faith'  which  he  now  fends  him  by  * ' 
his  brother  bifhops  Abundius  and  AJi'erius^  .and    . 
by  twopriefts  Bafil  and  Senator^  but  that  if  any 
difficulty  fhould  arife  about  it  hp  defired  a  coun-    * 
cil  might  be  held  in  Italy. 

2.  About  the  fame  time  he  received  deputies 
from  12  bifhops"  of  the  province  of  ^r/fi.  They 
of  Vienne  complained  that  the  Bp.  oi  Aries  had  .  * 
taken  upon.him  to  ordain  the  bilhop  of  Vaifon^    .    • 
in  prejudice  to  their  church.     They  of  Arks 
defired  the  primacy,  of  that  fee  might  be  de-  ^ 
clarcd  to   be  over  all  other  fees  of.  (the  Ar/7r/^5?- 
noife)  Gauly  on   the  account  of  S.  Trophymus 
their  bifliop  fent  tljither  by  S.  Peter ^  by  whofe 
means  Gaul  wzs  cohverted,  and  on  account  of     .• 
'  the  privileges  the  emperors  Conjlantine^  Valett^  \ 
tinian^  and  Honor ius  had  conferred  on  that  ci- 
ty.    The  pope  terminated  this  difference  by  ad- 
judging to  theBp.of  ^/>/?;7^  the  right  ofprefid- 
ing  over  that  city  with  four  others,  W2;.  Va- 
lentia^    Tavantajla    now  Monftiers^    Geneva^ 
Grenobky  and  their  appendances  ;  and  to  Aries 
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over  all  the  reft  of  the  Narbonoife  Gaul.  This 
decifion  is  in  a  I^ter  dated  May  the  5th.  The 
fame  day  he  writ  to  Ra^nnius  oi  Aries  to  pub- 
lifh  his  letter  to  Flavian^  of  which  laft  year  fi.  5. 
The  biftiops  of  G^^/received  if  with  the  higheft 
veneration,  and  three  of  them,  tvs;.  Ceretius^ 
Salonius  and  VeraniuSy  to  be  afcertained  that 
they  wanted  no  part  of  that  ineftimable  treafiire, 
fent  copies  of  it  to  Romey  begging  the  pope  that 
he  wotild  collate  them,  or  add  what  he  pleafed 
to  it,  that  thus  not  only  fhe  biihops,  but  the 
*  lay-men  too,  who  were  very  defirous  of  it,  might 
•be  affured  that  it  was  his  letter. 

3.  The  dod:rine  contained  in  it  now  begsn 
to  ihincoutin  the  Eajiy  for  the  bifhops,  whom 
the  pope  had  fent  thither,  found  the  main  ob- 
ftacle  removed  by  the  death  of  Theodofius  July 
the  28  th,  in  the  49  th  year  of  his^ge.  He  was  a 
prince  of  fuch  indolence,  that  he  not  only  trufted 
^the  reins  of  government  to  -others,  but  gave 
himfelf  up  to  be  governed  by  them  too,  and  if 
we  except  his  mildnefe  of  difpofitioh,  and  his 
piety  which  the  princefs  Pulcherid  had  early  in- 
fufed  into  him,  hq  did  not  feem  to  have  one 
adlion  or  paffion  good  or  bad*  but  was  origi- 
nally another's.  Whilft  he  committed  him- 
felf and  his  empire  to  the  faithful  guide  of  his 
•vouth,  his  lifter  the  princefs  Pulcheriay  he  feem- 
ed  in  all  the  ferious  parts  of  his  adminiftration 
to  {hine  with  as  full  aluftreas  moft  of  his  pre-* 
deceffors  j  but  when  he  fell  from  her  care^  to 
that  of  his  wife  and  his  eunuchs,  he  funk  apace 
in  the  world's  efteem,  gave  a  deadly  blow  to  re- 
lig;ion,  and  had  himfelf  departed  this  life  with 
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favoring  Eutychianifm^  had  not  Pulcberia^ 
timely  remonftrance  difcovered  the  various  and 
ftudied  trains  laid  by  Chr^aphius  to  delude  him, 
and  made  him  confecrate  the  laft  hours  of  his 
life  in  redeeming  thofe  adtions  which  proceed- 
ed'from  a  Virell-meaning,  tho'  milguided,  zeal. 
His  fifter  the  princels  Marina,  who  had  offer- 
ed up  her  virginity  to  God  along  with  Pulche-^ 
ria^  died  before  him  in  the  Eajiy  and  his  aunt 
PlacidiainthcWeJi. 

4.  Placidia  was  a  great  lofs  to  the  wejiern 
empire  now  in  decline,  which  (he  had  often' 
preferved  by  her  prudence,  that  had  fupported 
her  in  all  the  various  turns  of  fortune.  During 
her  fon's  minority  fhe  managed  the  affairs  of 
ftate  to  great  advantage,  and  when  he  came  to 
riper  years  reftrained  him  from. that  ^voluptuouf- 
nefs  which  afterwards  proved. fo  fatal  to  the  em- 
pire. This  pious  princefs  was  buried  at  jR^- . 
'venna^  2ind  a  medal  of  her's  is-fliJI  extant, 
on  one  fide  of  which  is  her  piftufe  with  a  crown 
reached  to  her  from  heaven,  and  on  the  reveffe 
FiSfory  holding  the  crofs  in  her  right-hand. 
The  church  loft  with  this  excellent  princefs  two 
lights  of  religion,  Eucberius  hiQiop  of  Lyons j 
'  and  Vincent  a  hionk  -cf  Lerina.  To  what  I 
havefpoke  already  of  Vinc^tj  I  fhallonly  add, 
that  he  writ  a  fecond  commonitory  which  is  loft ; 
that  in  his  firfl,  after  having  traced  the  heretics 
through  all  their  crooked,  windings  and  doub- 
lings, he  goes  on  :  but  if  the  devil  and  his  dif- 
ciples  . .  .  deal  with  the  word  of  God  at  this  rate, 
and  make  every  teitand  promife  therein  lerve 
their  turn,  how  muft  the  catholics,  the  true 
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fons  of  the  mother-church,  do  in  this-cafe? 
How  muft  they  in  the  fcriptures  diftinguifh 
truth  from  faliehood  ?  To  this  I  anfwer,  what 
has  been  delivered  to  me  from  the  holieft  and  a- 
bieft  men  I  could  meet  Wiih^.  viz.  that  they 
muft  interpret  fcripture  according  to  the  traditi- 
ons of  the  univerfal  church,  and  the  rules  of 
the  catholic  faith  3  and  here  likewife  it  is  necet- 
iary  to  follow  the  ujiiverfality,  antiquity,  and 
confent  of  the  catholic  apoftolic  church. Biit 

•  all  herefies  are.  not  to  be  attacked  by  this  method, ' 
.  but  fuch  only  as  are  in  their  infancy,  when  they 

firft  peep  abroad,  before  they  have  felfified  the 
rules  of  the  ancient  faith^  before  they  have  found 
time  to  fpread  their  poifori  and  cormpt  the  wri- 
tings of  their  anceftors.  But  over-grown  and 
inveterate  herefies  arc  not  to-  be  meddled  with  in 
this  manner,  becaufe  they 'have  had  a  long  fca- 
fon  of  pilfering  from  th?  truth ....  therefore 
when  the  ulcer  of  error  begins  to  break  and 
run,  when  it  lays  violent  hands  upon  the  facred 
t?xts,  and  pradtifes  upon  the  holy  fcripture  to 
make  it  ipeak  in  its  defence,  we  are  then  im- 
mediately to  fummon  in  the  doftrine  of  the  an- 
cients For  the  fepfe  of  the  canon,  and  this  will 
beateft  to  prove  the  falfe  aflertion  novel,  and 
therefore  irreligioys,  and  confequently  thus  it 

*  will  ftand  expofed  without  excufe,  and  be  con- 
demned without  recovery.  S.  Eucherius  Bp.  of 
LybnscdXk  ihhVincent iox  tht  brightness  of  his 
devotion  and  the  iiiward  beauties  of  themind, 
a  gem  perfpicuous  by  its  internal  fplendor. 

5.  S.  Eucherius  was  defcended  from  a  family 
that  had  been  adorned  with  the  blood  of  mar- 
tyrs. 
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tyrs,  and  was  at  prefent  coflfpicuous  for  the 
grcateft  dignities  of  the  world.  '  He  had  him- 
felf  a  capacity  equal  to  moft  of  them,  being  en- 
dued with  a  folid  judgment,  a  ready  wit,  and  an 
admirable  vein  of  eloquence.  He  married '  a 
young  lady  called  Galla^  by  whom  he  had  feve- 
ral  children,  and  amongft  them  two  that  were 
bifhops  in  his  own  life-time,  naniely  Salonius 

•  and  Veranus.  In  this  ftate  of  marriage,  being 
as  yet  in  the  ^ing  9f  his  age,  he  had  a  mature 
underftanding  that  taught  him  to  contemn  this 
world  and  afpire  to  the  next.  He  owns  that 
the  monks  of  Lerina  had  ftretched  out  their 
charitable  hands  to  fave  him  from  fhip- wreck, 
that  there  he  found  diem  breathing  the  odours 
of  piety,  aiidforetaftirig'  that  happihefs  which  ' 
they  fought  ifter.  Once  he  th6ught  to  vifit  the 
celebrated  rtitir&'^'oi  Egypt y  and  feek  in  thcEaJl 
not  a  warmer  clime  but  a  more  ardent,  devo- 
tion :  bijt  at'laft  with  his  wife  fixed  his  habi* 

•  tation  in  the^ittle  ifland  of  £»^r^  (now  S.Mar- 
garites)'  diftknt  from  Lerina.  a  little  mile,-  and 

-  from  liie  continent  about  two.   •  There  this  de- 
"•^out  coiiplewas  taken  up  with  the  practice  of  . 
'  thofe  virtaes  that  were  fuitable  to  a  retired  life, 

and*  haftened  towards  heaven  with  the  fame  u- 

nion  of  hearts  and  defires  as  that  with  which 
'  they  fled  fix)m  the  world.  In  this  folitude  he 
'  looked  with  the  eyes  of  pity  on  a  relation  -of 
' '  his,  Valerian^  who  was  a  man  of  quality-,  that 

excelled  in  eloquence  and  the  practice  of  moral . 

Tirtucs,  but,  without  minding  the  maxims  or 

•  religbn  oi  Cbrijly  ^mufed  himfelf  with  thofe 
of  the  ancient  philofophers.     To  give  another 

bent 
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bent  to  his  thoughts  S,  Eucberius  called  all  th^ 
works  of  nature  to  his  affiftance,  (hewing  that 
man  was  made  to  worfhip  his  Creator,  that  the 
intereft  as  well  as  duty  of  a  rational  foul  was  to 
tend  to  a  lafting  never-feding  happinefe,  inftead 
of  dragging  the  heavy  chain  of  temporal  afl&irs, 
where  mifery  fucceeds  to  mifery,  and  one  long 
train  of  labors  and  afflidlions  produce  anotlier, 
to  make  us  tread  a  tirefome  empty  round.  Whe- 
ther the  feint  accomplifhed  his  defircsis  not  well 
known ;  they  who  guefe'the  negative  take  Va^ 
lerian  for  Prifcus  Vakrian  a  famous  fcnatbr, 
and  they  who  iland  for  the  afErmative  think  he 
was  Valerian  now  bifliop  of  CemeU  and  Nice 
in  Piedmont.  Many  years  after  this  eflay,  and  as 
it  is  thodght  in  441,  Euckeriusw^  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  bifhop  of  Lyons^  fince  which 
time  we  have  no  particular  account  of  his  life^ 
but  only  knOw  in  general  that  he  was  a  trac 
paftor  to  his  flocK,  (hone  eminently  in  his  (er- 
mons  to  them,  and  his  charity  pf  giving  alms. 
Mamertus  Claudian  brother  of  S.  Mamertus  of 
Vienna  adds,  that  S.  Eucberius  much  furpafled 
all  the  bifhops  of  his  time:  in  his  life  he  main- 
tained a'correfpondence  with'SS.  Ptf«//««j  of 
Nola^  Honoratus^nd  Hilary  6i  Aries y  Vincent 
of  Lerinay  8cc.  Some  of  his  trafts  are  very 
moving,  and  according  to  able  critics  writ  with 
a  purity  of  ftile  equal  to  that  of  the  Augujian 
age.  One  of  thefe  is  diredted  to  his  (bns  Salo^ 
nius  znd  Veranus.  Salonius  was  biflhop  as  7/7- 
lemont  thinks  of  Geneva.  S.  Veranus  was  biftiop 
of  Venfe^  where  he  was  buried,  and  his  tomb, 

as 
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as  the  martyrology  teftifies,  was  illuftrious  for 
miracles. 

6.  After  Tbeodofiush  death  the  princcis  PuU 
cberia  got  Marcian  to  be  declared  emperor  by 
the  fenate,  to  which  the  officers  of  the  army 
coijfented  i  and  to  keep  herfelf  in  authority  fhe 
was  to  have  the  title  of  Augufta  and  his  wife, 
but  upon  condition  that  fhe  might  ftiil  continue 
a  virgin.     She  was  then  51  years  old,  and  he. 
much  older.     He  was  by  birth  a  Tbracian^  and« 
followed  his  father  in  the  wars :  as  he  was  go- 
ing to  lift  himfelf  at  Pbiltpopolis^  he  found  a 
man  frefh-killed  lying  upon  the  road,  and  out 
of  charity  was  going  to  bury  him,  when  Ibme 
paffing  by  took  him  for  the  murderer  and  fcifed 
upon  him ;  for  which  he  was  condemned,  and 
upon  the  point  of  being  executed,  had  not  pro- 
vidence, that  had  deftined  him.  emperor  of  the 
world,  prcferved  him  by  oifcovcririg  the  real 
murderer  in  that  critical  junfture  of  time.  Pro^ 
copius  relates  feveral  paflages  that  portended  this 
dignity.    One  was,  that. in  33 1  being  taken  pri- 
foner  by  the  Vandals  in  Africa^  as  he  flcpt  an 
eagle  hovered  over  him  and  Iheltered  him  with 
her  wings  from  the  heat  of  the  fun,  which  in 
that  country  and .  feafon  of  the  year  was  very 
intenfe.    Upon  this  fight  Genjeric  the  king  con- 
jedured  the  dignities  would  befal  him,    and 
therefore  upon  a  promife  given  him,  that  he 
would  never  wage  war  with  the  Vandahy  he 
had  his  liberty ;  which  promife  he  religioufly 
obferved  after  his  promotion.     He  confecrated 
the  firft  beginnings  of  his  command  to  the  fer- 
vice  of  God,  by  publiihing  the  ift  of  Augufta 
Vol.  IV.  T  about 
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about  three  days  from  hk  de^tioo,  an  edid  a« 
^sinAApollinarifm  and  Eutycbiamfmj  and  writ 
to  the  pope  the  follbwing  letter :  we  are  arrived 
at  the  higheft  dignity  of  the  cinpiie,  by  tb^  pro- 
vidence of  God,  the  eleftion  c^the  moft  excel- 
knt  Ibnate,  and  of  all  the  army.    Wherefore . . . 
we  thought  it  juft  in  the  beginning  df  our  le^ 
to  write  frrft  to  your  hoMnefe,  who  has  the  tnn- 
cipa)  inipedion  into  matters  of  divine  foiA, 
oameftly  defiring  you  to  oSfx  up  your  payers  tx> 
the  eternal  divini^r  iot  the  liability  and  firmnefi  of 
our  empke,  and  ror  the  efficacy  of  our  defign  and 
purpofe,  that  all  error  may  be  taken  away,  and 
hy  your  au^ority  a  fynod  may  be  celebrated  free 
from  all  guilt  and  fpot,  by  which  a  lafting  peace 
mav  be  preierved  amongft  all  the  bifhops  of  the 
catnolie  faith.    Marcian  after  this  received  the 
pope^  letters  by  his  legates  lately  arrived  at  C  T. 
dired:ed  to  Tbeodofms^  which  he  refpedtfiilly  an- 
fwo-ed,  defiring  S.Leo  to  come  into  thole  parts 
and  cekbrate  a  fynod  ;  but  if  that  was  not  con- 
venient, that  he  would  at  leafl  diredl  letters  for 
calling  one  in  a  place  he  ihould  think  propo*.  At 
the  iame  time  he  recalled  the  bi(hops  jfent  inta 
banifhment  by  the  (ham  council  oiEpbefus.   S. 
Fhvian  was  not  to  be  recalled  alive,  but  he  did 
that  juflice  to  his  aflies:  and  his  body  being  mag* 
nificently  tranflated  to  C.  P.  and  buried  in  the 
church  of  the  apoftles,  yielded  great  joy  to  the 
faithful  and  confufion  to  thoiefthat  condemned 
him.     Pulcheria  writ  an  account  of  this  to  the 
pope,  and  defired  he  would  call  a  council  in  the 
Eafi  s  letting  him  know  that  Anatolius  had  in 
all  things  coniented  to  the  pope's  letter.

7.  The  pope's  legates  joined  with  Anatoliui 
in  a  council  at  C  P.  aixd  ii^ned  Su  X^a's  kttsf 
to  Flavian.  AU  th^  other  bjUhep  and  abbots 
followed  their  example,  except  tne  abbots  Gj- 
rojus^  Darotbeus^  and  fona<i  few  qthws.  Thej^ 
pronounced  anatheinattQiV^r»^£i«(yri&f^ 
theijr  followers*  Mai^y  b^of^  who  had  ^ivoreil 
Eutycbei  in  the  conveouck  of  Rpheki  h^ed 
to  be  admitted  to  communionj^  witB  a  iolonm 
renuudatioa  of  the  errors  they  had  thefo  too 
publicly  abetted.  Some  were  for  grafting  »nd 
others  for  denying  that  petition  \  but  the  li^tos 
took  a  middle  way,  ordering  that  they  might 
be  ia  coounumx^Ck  with  their  own,  but  have  na 
immediate  communion  with  other  churches.  A4 
fof  Dkjtorus^  yuvenaly^  zs^Eu/iatbim  oiBevy^ 
tjis^  they  were  not  to  be  namod  in  cekbratkg, 
but  looked  upon  as  if  eraied  from  the  dipty^u 
Eutycbes  was  confined  to  a  nwnaftery  near  CP. 
The  pope's  legates  fent  a  detail  of  their  proceed-* 
ings  to  S.Leo ;  at  the  ian^  time  Pulcberi^  wrid 
Ukewiic  an  abridgment  of  all  the  tran&^kions  rof 
lating  to  Eutychianipni^  ajui  defied  a  general 
council  Thde  letters,  were  given  to  the  p«ieft 
CaJ^erius^  and  the  deacons  Pa/riV/W  andi^^/i^* 
'piades.y  Jbuttaliuss  deputies  to  Romey  who  c»r-» 
ried  with  them  the  ^<H  of  this  year's  council  at 
C.  P.  with  Anatolm^  profefiiqa  of  faith  ao4 
iignature  to  the  celebrated  l^tcr  of  $.  Lea  Iq 
Flawojsr. 
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Q/*  Christ  451.    Of  Valentinian  III. 
27.  and  Marcian  2.    Of  Lfio  12. 

I.  'THH  E  bi(hops  of  Syria  were  thofe  who 
X  received  the  news  of  the  alterations  at 
C  P.  with  the  moft  exprcffive  joy.  Theodoret 
no  doubt  had  a  large  ihare  of  it,  but  tho'  it  was 
now  in  his  power  to  return  home,  he  chofe  ra- 
ther to  continue  amidft  the  pleafures  of  fblitude : 
he  did  not  write  to  Marcian  or  Pulcberia,  but 
writ  to  fome  of  the  great  men  at  court,  to  af- 
iiire  this  royal  pair  of  his  acknowledgments, 
and  at  the  fame  time  to  iblicit  the  emperor 
powerfully  to  put  his  laft  hand  to  the  fervice  of 
the  churdi,  to  call  a  council,  and  be  perfonally 
preient  at  it.  He  writ  to  S.  j^undius  one  of 
the  pope's  legates,  to  cxprefs  his  joy  for  the  troths 
rifing  in  the  eaji  by  the  means  of  the  wejiern 
bifliops,  and  fent  him  a  copy  of  S.  Leo*s  letter 
figned  by  him  as  his  belief,  tne  belief  oilbas  of 
EdeJJ'a  and  of  jiquilinus  of  Biblos.  Maximus 
of  Antiochy  who  was  intraded  in  the  place  of 
Domnusy  having  difpatched  circular  letters  to  all 
the  provinces  under  his  jurifdidtion  to  call  the 
bifliops  together,  upon  their  meeting  they  una- 
nimoufly  fubfcribed  to  S.Leo's  letter,  and  con- 
demned by  their  fignatures  Neftorius  and  Euty^ 
cbes.  Almoft  all  the  other  bifhops  followed  their 
example,  which  made  Tljeodoret  exclaim :  the 
Lord  againft  whom  £^/)rri&«  had  fcattered  his 
blafphemies  has  commanded  the  winds  into  fi- 
lence,  and  the  iea  into  a  calm ;  and  the  churches 
that  were  toiled  up  and  down  by  the  violence  of 
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tempefts  now  ride  quietly  and  iafely  at  anchor. 
The  God  of  mercy  has  made  his  judgment 
heard)  the  earth  trembled  and  was  quiet  when  he 
role  up  in  judgment.  His  enemies  were  icarce  ad- 
vanced to  honour  and  glory,  but  immediately  they 
vaniflicd  and  corrupted  away.  In  the  multi- 
tude of  his  ftrengths^  his  enemies  lied  unto  him, 
and  out  of  fear  relpeded  troth  triumphant, 
whom  they  had  abandoned  in  diftrcfe.  The 
pope  could  not  be  afcertained  of  the  bifhops  in- 
terior, and  therefore  having  received  by  his  le- 
gates who  returned  a  narrative  of  what  had 
happened,  not  only  accofded  to  Anatolius  his 
communion  and  confirmation  in  the  fee  of  C.P. 
but  likewife  admitted  to  his  communion  all  the 
bifhops  that  had  figned  his  letter  to  Flavian. 

2.  He  writ  to  the  emperor  the  23d  oiApril^ 
that  from  the  union  made  betwixt  him  and 
Valentinian^  and  the  zeal  he  (hewed  for  the 
faith,  he  conceived  hopes  of  a  flourifhing  churdi 
and  flate ;  but  defired  that  the  myfteries  of  our 
ialvation  might  not  be  examined  anew,  as  if 
one  was  in  doubt  what  was  to  be  believed ;  or 
could  queftion  ]S  Eutyches  did  not  hold  impious 
fentiments,  or  Diofcorus  had  not  judged  unjuft- 
ly  i  io  that  the  upfhot  of  th6  cafe  is  not  what  is 
to  be  believed,  but  what  fort  of  perfbns  are  to 
be  pardoned  upon  acknowledgment  of  their 
faults.  For  this  efFedt  he  fent  two  legates  to 
C.  P.  namely  Lucentius  bifhop  of  Afcolij  and 
Bajil  a  prieft ;  and  by  them  three  letters  dated 
June  7.  The  firft  was  to  the  emperor  Mar^ 
cian^  the  fccond  to  Pukberia^  and  the  third  to 
Ancitolius.   In  that  to  Anatolius  he  r^ommends 
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t9  hmx  to  take  tare  'of  ntic  deddtng  any  ti^is^g 
as  yet  tonoemiDg  the  heads  cf  Di(^corus\  fac- 
tion, dio'  tjiey  ^wld  make  %Cis  ot  ixspentance, 
but  defer  tiieir  coitfe  to  the  more  matuie  exa*- 
mine  of  the  krfy  fee,  and  meantia»c  asiot  to  re- 

ci^e  thek  names  at  the  akar . la  PuichBria\ 

be  defires  (he  would  caufe  putsches  to  Ibe  re* 
aK>ved  to  foiwc  plaoe  firdacr  off  C.  P.  fcar  die 
monallcay  he  was  in  at  prdent  was  too  nigh, 

and  to  put  fome  cathdic  abbot  in  bis  place. 

la  the  emperor^  he  tells  him,  that  indeed  he 
had  demanded  a'cocmcil,  but  tbatcircumAaaces 
were  changed  fincc  tfira,  by  the  breaking  out 
of  t^^ars  in  the  wg/ferwpart  of  the  empire,  which 
muft  needs  hinder  his  biihops  irom  coming  to 
the  council^  and  therefore  defires  he  would  de- 
fer it  till  fuch  time  as  God  in  his  mercy  Should 
be  plcafcd  to  reftare  peace  and  fefety  to  the  pub- 
lic He  writ  a  fourth  letter  to  Julian  of  Q?, 
dated  the  ^th  of  June^  whidh  was  foil  of  ten- 
der expreffions :  conjtmng  him  by  their  friend- 
ship, to  join  his  diligence  and  labours  to  afiill  his 
legates  in  the  execution  of  their  office  in  this 
important  affair, 

3,  The  wars  which  S.i>^jadgedobftacfes  to 
the  council  were  caufcd  principaBy  by  the  Ham. 
Their  fgmcv^lAttiJa  obferving  P^alenfini^^  ten- 
fiial  life  and  una&ive  temper,  thought  with  his 
700^000  men  that  he  had  in  his  amiy  foon  to 
tnake  himieif  maikr  of  the  Hoefiem  entire : 
M)d  a  favomble  junidiBre  ieemed  to  ofitr  tt&£f ^ 
^orHunerrc^  fon  ofGe/^eric  kkg  oftheFOfHlals^ 
hiaving  married  the  daughter  of  TheodoHc  kmg 
nf^W^oths^  upon  feme  fulpicion  that  ihe 
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deiigned  to  poiibn  him,  cut  off  her  nofe  and 
icnt  her  home  to  her  father.  Gen/eric  upon  this 
apprehended  llxod&ric'%  furj,  and  to  iave  him- 
ielf  ftnick  up  an  alliance  with  Attiia^  who  by 
this  means  lud  the  Vandals  on  his  fide,  and  to 
lull  the  Romans  afleq)  fent  them  word  he  only 
defigned  to  invade  thefe  Goths  who  had  injured 
the  Vandais  and  were  fwom  enemies  to  the 
K^man  empire :  at  the  fame  time^  by  other  em- 
bafiadors,  he  endeavored  to  perfuade  ll:>e$dsric 
that  he  e^ufed  his  intereft,  and  defired  him 
only  to  join  with  him  againft  the  Romans^ 
thinking  by  this  double-dealing  to  iav^'ik  bodi 
one  and  the  other.  B\xiMtius  diving  into  the 
bottom  of  this  artifice^  entered  into  a  league 
with  the  Giahs^  Prana^  Akns^  and  BurguHdi-- 
ansy  who  had  pofTe^ed  themfelves  of  the  better 
part  of  GauL  Attila  meantime^  at  the  head  of 
his  prodigious  forces,  marched  into  Germany  in 
the  very  depth  of  winter,  ieeming  to  threaten 
deflruftion  not  only  to  Gaul  but  to  the  whole 
earthy  and  at  his  pafTage  of  the  RbiM  made  (o 
many  boats  be  built,  that  the  vaft  Hertynian 
foreft  feemed  unable  to  fupply  him  with  a  fuffi- 
cient  quantity  of  timber.  Having  pafled  the 
Rhine  he  came  to  Mets  on  Rafier-e-^e^  put  the 
people  to  the  fword,  ilew  the  priefls  at  the  al- 
tar, let  the  town  on  fke^  fo  that  onlv  S«  ^te-^ 
fhen'^  oratory  efcaped.  From  thence  he  went 
and  pilkged  Rheims^  Cambray^  Befanfon^  Latk- 
gres^  Ak0cerrey  &c. 

4.  This  put  the  people  of  Paris  in  fuch  a 
conilernation,  that  they  were  on  the  point  of 
abandoning  it  and  tranfporting  their  tStds  to 
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ibme  place  erf"  more  fccurity,  when  S.  Genoveva 
diiluaded  them  from  it,  and  exhorted  thofe  of 
her  own  fcx  like  Juiiitb  and  Efiber  to  prefcnre 
their  people  by  the  holy  violence  of  fafts  and 
prayers.  But,while  the  women  hearkened  to  her 
wholeibm  advice,  the  men  were  enraged  at  her 
difcourie^  treated  her  as  an  enthufiaft  and  falie 
prophetefs,  and  were  about  to  ilone  her  to  death 
or  drown  her.  The  archdeacon  of  Auxerre  be- 
ing there  prevented  fp  great  a  miichief,  by  re- 
preienting  the  enormity  of  the  crime  and  G^- 
novenm^s  fanftity,  for  which  S.  Germans  had  a 
Angular  veneration  all  his  life,  and  teftified  the 
fame  at  his  death  by  the  eulogies  he  left  her. 
This  calmed  their  fury,  they  heard  with  reve- 
rence the  voice  of  the  prophetefe,  who  flood  to 
them  as  fiich  confeffed  by  the  event;  for  the 
Huns  turned  off  from  Paris  and  befieged  Or-- 
leans.  S.  Agnan  the  bifliop  apprehending  as 
much  beforehand,  went  to  Mtius  at  Aries  and 
perfiiaded  him  to  fiiccour  the  town :  in  his  way 
thither  he  lodged  at  one  Matnertui^  houfe,  a 
perfon  very  rich,  but  fick  to  the  laft  extremity; 
Mamertus'%  wife  in  dc;^p  affliftion  begged  the 
faint's  affiftance,  and  her  faith  had  its  reward : 
for  upon  the  bifliop's  prayers  he  recovered.  S. 
Agnan  made  hafte  in  his  return,  got  into  the 
town  before  Attila  came  up,  and  exhorted  the 
people,  againft  fo  powerful  an  enemy,  to  have 
recourfb  to  God,  who,  pleafed  to  hear  his  people 
calling  upon  him,  defended  them  againft^///A/'s 
battering  engines,  which  attacked  the  city  on  all 
fides;  for  after  fome  days  fiege  he  called  Mtius 
to  its  relief. .  Attila  perceiving  Mtius  with  the 
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Romans,  Meroveus  with  the  Francs^  ITheadoric 
with  the  Goths,  &cc.  advancing  towards  him, 
railed  the  iiege  and  pitched  his  camp  on  the 
plains  of  Chaalons ;  where  a  bloody  battle  was 
fought  that  lafled  firoai  noon  to  midnight,  when 
both  parties  tired  gave  over,  the  Huns  leaving 
the  field  to  Mtius,  who  next  morning  gave  them 
fuch  a  total  overthrow  that  they  loft  no  lefe  than 
170,000  men. 

5.  After  this  ddeat  jittila  made  off  to  Troy 
in  Champagne,  a  town  then  without  any  arms 
or  defence  befides  the  protcftion  of  S.  Lupus. 
Thi6  holy  bifhop,  after  fafting  and  prayer,  was 
inipired  to  come  drefied  in  his  pontifical  robes 
with  his  clergy  about  him  to  Attila,  and  then 
to  afk  who  he  was  that  thus  made  the  earth 
groan  under  him,  and  fcattered  deftrudion  as  he 
paffed.  To  this  jittih :  I  am  the  fcourge  of. 
God  (the  title  that  he  affeded  to  be  called  by 
ranning  thus :  Attila  fon  of  Bendeguz,  grand- 
fon  of  Nembroth,  educated  in  Engaddi,  by  the 
grace  of  God  king  of  the  Huns^  Medes,  Daci-- 
ans,  the  terror  of  the  world,  and  the  fcourge  of 
God.)  Then  the  bifhop  bowing  profoundly  re- 
turned :  what  man  is  there  can  refift  the  fcourge 
of  God  ?  do  what  is  permitted  to  you  to  do. 
The  Barbarian  was  fo  flruck  with  this  unufual 
way  of  fpeaking,  that  he  fpared  the  inhabitants 
of  Troy,  took  S.  Lupus  with  him  as  far  as  the 
Rhine  for  a  fafe-guard  to  his  perfon  and  army, 
and  then  honorably  &nt  him  back  to  Troy.  After 
this  Attila  v^s  for  falling  into  Ilfyrium,  tho' 
Vnder  the  cmpccot  Marcian*s  government. 

6.  Thi$ 
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6.  This  emperor  perfifting  in  his  reiblutioii^ 
by  letters  dated  Maj  the  17th,  ordered  a  coun*- 
cil  to  be  cefebrateaatMc^injBf/i&y»«,  which 
w*6  to  open  the  J  ft  of  Septemhr^  and  where 
he  promised  to  be  perfonaliy  pre&nt.  Before  he 
publi(hed  theie  letters,  he  writ  ofie  to  S.  Leo  tb 
defire  him  to  come  to  it;  but  this  holy  pope»  not 
willing  to  abandon  his  ftock  in  ib  dangerous  a 
jundture,  ient  two  new  legates  to  thecouncii, 
namely,  Pujcbajinus  bi£hop  of  Lilybaum  in  Si- 
ciiy^  and  Btmiface  pricft  of  the  Rommn  church. 
Boniface  coming  immediately  bota  Rome  was 
commifiioned  with  the  pope's  letters^  dated  the 
26th  df  June :  the  fubftalice  was,  that  the  pope 
cottld  have  wished  the  council  could  have  been 
deferred  to  a  more  convenient  time,  and  held  in 
Italy  %  but  as  it  was,  he  willingly  conforaoed  to 
the  emperor,  and  fent  Pa/chafims  and  Bmtface 
to  prefide  in  the  council  in  hi^  name,  tdgtthc^ 
V^ithLucentius  and  Ba/U,  whom  he  had  ient  a^* 
way  before,  with  Julian  of  Q?,  who  was  fulljr 
inftrudled  in  this  affair.  The  bifhops  met  at 
Nice  the  I  ft  oi  September  ^  expedting  the  empe- 
ror's coming,  who  writ  to  them  to  flay  for  him 
a  while  I  afterwards  ibme  of  them  growing  fick 
he  vrrit  a  iecond  letter,  acquainting  them  that 
the  pope  had  judged  his  prefence  neoefiary  in 
the  council;  and  die  preient  fitimtion  of  aftairs 
rendering  it  inconvenient  for  him  to  come  to 
Niee^  deiired  them  to  pais  to  GbalcedM^  which 
was  nearer  C.P.  The  biihops  reprefented  to 
him  the  inconveniences  of  thk  removal,  becauie 
.Cbalcesbm  being  nearer  Eatycbes^s  party,  they 
were  afraid  of  tumults  and  diforders  from  them. 
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The  empensf  feat  a  thkd  leoer  for  them  to  «^^ 
tijove  thither  wwdioot  dd*y^  for  the  aiKtins  of //- 
lyrium  v^tuld  not  peraik  hkti  to  be  fiirdief  off 
C.P.  Thefe^ifiiirswene  <i^  J?i/«i  attempting 
CO  b»5ak  into  Illyrmm^  tho'  tiaey  ^vcre  itpaifed 
with  <li&<ivtntage.  To  pre^pent  the  difturbanoe^ 
of  which  the  fathetis  were  {ipfitd^einifivte,  the  em« 
peror  had  already,  on  the  igth  of  jidy^  pab- 
li^(ked  a  decree  prohibiuDg  fomults,  acdoimti- 
ons,  alffetStod  conventicles  and  tmeetingS)  tmder 
pain  of  dearfi  \  and  die  emprefe  PukbefM  writ 
to  Sfr^tegikSy  a  confulary  perfon^  to  expel  afl 
tferks,  tttouks  and  lay-^fien  who  \me  ^ome  to 
cxckc  a  tumult ;  and  fiich  they  were  to  be  coufit*. 
ed  who  (houM  cotne  to  the  council  without  be^ 
ing  Called  thither  by  their  mipeiftiv^c  biHx^g. 

7.  The  biChops  arriving  at  C&fat^dMy  thfc 
council  was  held  in  tht  church  of  S>  Bi^ms 
martyr.  This  church  was  £taated  oat  of  the 
town  on  the  fea^fide^  about  a  quarter  Ksif  a  mit^ 
from  the  Bd^oms :  it  was  built  on  a  rifing-* 
ground  with  fudi  a  gentk^feent^  that  it  is  fcaro^ 
perceptible  till  one  has  got  to  the  top,  which 
aflbrds  the  eye  a  moil  agreeable  profpea:  $  for 
from  thence  one  may  take  at  once  a  view  of  ft 
beautiful  variety  of  painted  meadows,  fielcte  of 
yellow  com,  mountains  and  fbreft^  withdilfe*- 
Tttit  feas,  whereof  one  appears  with  a  fmooth 
even  forfece,  not  ruffled  by  Aorms  nor  dillurbed 
by  tempeftsi  but,  as  it  were  gendy  gating  with 
its  banks,  diiFuies  a  grateful  quiet  to  all  tbg  kndb 
uround ;  while  the  other  daflies  its  wittts  in  ft 
^rioas  agitation,  now  calling  up  fea^-wMdi^, 
ihett-gih,  eff,  and  now  with  no  lefe  a  violeft«s 
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refuming  them  back  again.  Over-againft  it  is 
the  city  of  C  P.  which  is  a  fpcftacle  that  adds 
new  beauty  to  this  church.  Its  entry  is  by  a 
large  open  court  adorned  with  pillars  round  a* 
bout  itp  A  fecond  building  is  next,  nothing 
different  from  the  other  but  that  it  is  covered  a- 
top.  From  the  north-fide  of  that  one  goes  to 
the  third  building,  which  has  its  front  to  the 
fifing  fun  and  is  fupported  by  beautifiil  pillars, 
and  yet  arched  around.  Under  this  arch  is  an 
elevated  place  for  the  people  to  fupplicate  the 
martyr  and  affift  at  the  divine  myfteries.  At 
the  eaft-fide  of  it  is  the  faint's  tomb,  where  her 
body  refts  in  a  filver  fhrine.  The  miracles  which 
God  has  fometimes  operated  there  by  the  merits 
of  that  fajnt  are  known  to  all  chriftians:  for 
oftentimes  fhe  appears  to  biftiops,  or  to  other 
perfbns  of  a  fingular  piety,  and  admoniflies  them 
to  coUeft  the  precious  liquor  fhe  is  going  to  be- 
llow upon  them.  When  the  emperor,  the  pa- 
triarch and  all  the  inhabitants  are  acquainted 
with  this,  they  come  in  a  body  to  the  church  to 
pVtake  of  the  divine  myfteries.  Then  the  bi- 
fliop  of  C  P.  enters  with  his  priefts,  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  all  the  people,  in  the  place  where  the 
holy  body  is  depofed.  At  the  left  fide  of  the 
ihrine  is  a  little  hole,  into  which  they  thruft  a 
wire  with  a  fpunge  at  the  end  of  it,  and  ha- 
ving turned  it  round  feveral  times  they  draw  it 
back  fiill  of  blood,  a  fight  the  people  never 
behold  without  giving  thanks  to  God.  Some- 
times there  iffues  out  blood  in  fuch  abundance, 
that  it  is  dealt  about  to  the  emperor,  the  priefts 
and   the  people,    a^id  diipenfed   throughout 
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the  whole  world  to  thofe  who  defirc  it.  This 
blood  never  changes  its  colour,  but  is  always 
firefli  and  lively  without  fading.  This  miracle 
only  happens  at  certain  times,  as  when  the 
church  is  governed  by  a  bifhop  who  obtains  this 
favour  from  God  by  the  purity  of  his  manners. 
—  I  fhall  now  fpeak  of  another  miracle  which 
is  perpetual  without  any  interruption  of  time, 
and  conferred  equally  upon  believers  and  unbe- 
fievers ;  that  is,  when  any  one  approaches  the 
repofitory  of  thefe  precious  relicks,  one  fmells 
Ibmething  that  furpaflcs  the  moft  agreeable  and 
the  moft  charming  odors.  Nature  never  pro- 
duced flowers,  nor  art  ever  compofed  a  perfume 
that  equalled  the  fragrancy  and  fweetneis  of  this. 
Thus  far  Evagrius  in  his  defcription  of  S.  £^- 
f  hernia's  temple. 

8.  There  the  council  began  on  the  8th  of 
OSlober^  in  which  the  pope's  legates  prcfided, 
and  which  commenced  with  an  harangue  of  the 
emperor.  That  finiflhed,  as  the  bifhops  were 
going  to  take  their  places,  Pafchafmus  turning  to 
the  magiftrates  faid :  we  have  in  our  hands  the 
commands  of  the  moft  bleflfed  and  apoftolic 
pope  of  the  city  of  Rome,  which  is  the  head  of 
all  churches,  wherein  he  has  vouchfafed  to  com- 
mand us  not  to  fufFer  Diofcorus  archbiftiop  of 
Alexandria  to  fit  in  council,  6ff.  This  fpeech 
being  made  in  latin  and  interpreted  in  greek  by 
Beroniciany  the  magiftrates  demanded  what  they 
Jiad  to  objedt  againft  Diofcorus.  Lucentius  re- 
turned :  that  Diofcorus  had  prefumed  to  call  a 
fynod  without  the  confent  of  the  apoftolic  fee, 
which  never  before  had  been,  nor  ever  could  be 
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lawfully  donc»  After  this  Diof^aria  was  remcv 
ved  from  his  place  among  the  judges,  and  had  a 
i^t  given  him  in  the  middle  of  the  ailenxUy^ 
to  anfwer  as  an  accufed  peribn  whatJS^^^'ia  of 
Dorylaum  brought  againfl  him,  who  aha  iat  ia 
the  middle  as  an  accufer.  Then  Eujkbius,  aied 
out :  I  conjure  you  by  the  life  of  the  nwjfters  of 
the  world  let  my  recjuseft  be  heard.  I  have  been 
ahufed  by  DioJcoruSj  the  faith  is  wounded  and 
Flavian  killed.  This  requeft  was  read,  and  con- 
tained many  articles  againj[lZhifl/?t?r«j(,  for  proof 
of  which  the  a<aa  ot  the  Epbefine.  conventicle 
were  produced.  As  they  were  reading  thei»> 
and  came  to  that  place  were  Tbeodoret  was  de- 
poied^  a  motion  wa&  made  that  he  being  refto^ 
red  by  the  pope  to  his  fee,  fhould  take  his  pioce 
in  the  council.  The  bifhops  of  Eg^pt^  IHyriutn 
and  PakjHne  rofe  up  againft  it  witn  noiiy  ex- 
clamations, crying  out :  mercy !  our  &ith  is  loft : 
the  canons  refiife  Tleodoret :  he  is  Neftorius*s 
mailer :  vre  cannot  receive  him  without  con- 
demning SL  Cyril:  he  is  a  JuJas^  an  enemy 
to  Chri^y  Sec  On  the  other  fide  tlK:  bifhopa  of 
the  Eajiy  of  PmtuSy  Afia  and  Tbroiia  raifcd 
their  voices  as  high,  crying  out :  Theodoret  was 
worthy,  that  Diofrorm  was  a  murderer,  drive 
out  the  fcditious,  away  with  the  murderers. 
Thefe  cries  ran  on,  when  the  magiftrates  re- 
monflrated  to  the  bifhops  how  ill  it  became  their 
charaAer  to  fall  into  that  tumultuary  way  of  rea* 
ibning,  and  at  lail  perfiiaded  them  to  filence, 
ordering  that  Tbeodoret  fhould  take  his  place  as 
an  accufer  in  the  middle  with  Eufebius  of  Ho^ 
rylaum. 
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9.  Dio/corus  in  anfwer  to  Eufebitis\  charge 
jiaid :  that  the  commiffion  of  judging  was  not 
for  him  atone  but  for  Juvenal  and  ThatafiuSj 
and  that  ho  with  them  had  given  their  fentence, 
which  was  approved  by  all  the  council  and  con- 
firmed by  the  emperor  Theodo^is.  At  this  the 
eaft^m  bifliops  cried  out :  none  of  us  confemed 
to  it,  but  they  forced  us ;  they  beat  us,  and  we 
fiibibribed  to  a  blank :  we  were  thi^tncd  with 
banifhment,  the  ibldiers  came  upon  us  with 
iwords  and  cudgds.  The  Egyptians  returned  r 
that  the  Eajierm  fubfcribcd  firft  of  all.  Thata- 
Jius  anfwered,  what  they  did  they  had  done  out 
of  pure  fear.  At  this  the  Egyptians  with  a  cut- 
ting raiUery  told  them,  that  a  chriilian  feared  no 
body,  but  was  proof  a^inft  fwwd  and  fire; 
^t  it  was  a  0)ameful  thing  for  a  bi^p  to  fign 
he  did  not  know  what ;  and  that  if  martyrs  of 
okl  had  been  more  afraid  of  man  than  of  God 
there  would  have  been  no  martyrs  at  a)L  Thus 
Dio/cf^rus  and  his  biihops  imitated  the  devils 
who  infolt  over  theii:  Haves  for  the  crimes  they 
made  them  commit ;  and  thus  he  and  his  party 
of  the  council  who  died  unrepentant  (hall  be 
ponilh^d  for  all  eternity  by  tho&  very  devils  who 
provoked  them  toad  theie  viltanies.  They  pro- 
ceeded in  reading  the  a  As,  and  there  they  found 
fault  that;  Flavian  bifhc^  of  C.  P.  had  only  the 
fifth  place ;  at  which  Jpajthafinus  took  notice, 
that  iK)w  thanks  be  to  God  he  was  put  in  the 
firffc  place,  which  Diogenes  ^Hibop  of  CyzieirSy 
&c.  applauded.  This  expreffion  of  Fctfchctfijms 
iavery  remarkable,  becaufe  it  was  macte  ufe  oi 
aft^wards  by  j^toUus  for  another  tndt  than 
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which  it  was  defigned.  Another  fault  was  that 
they  had  not  read  S.  Leo^  letter,  tho'  DiQ/corus 
had  fwom  ieven  times  it  ihould  be  read.  To 
this  Diofcorus  anfwered,  that  he  had  twice  or- 
dered it  to  be  read ;  Eufebius  told  him  roundk)r 
that  he  lied.  The  magiftrates  afking  Diofcorus 
how  it  came  not  to  be  read  after  he  had  ordered 
it,  he  bid  them  afk  the  other  commifl&ries  Ju^ 
venal  and  Thalajpus.  Juvenalizviy  a  letter  of 
the  emperor's  came  in  tne  way,  which  was  read 
immediately,  and  after  that  the  reading  of  the 
pope's  letter  was  not  infiftcd  upon.  Tbalaffius 
&id,  that  all  he  knew  of  the  matter  was,  he  did 
not  hinder  the  reading  of  it,  and  that  he  had  not 
fufficient  authority  alone  to  order  the  reading. 

10.  The  reading  of  the  afts  being  continued, 
the  eajlern  bifhops  cried  out :  they  had  not  faid 
what  was  juft  now  mentioned.  Diojcorus  re- 
plied:  that  feveral  other  bifhops  as  well  as  him* 
felf  had  their  notaries,  Juvenal  had  his,  Tba-- 
laffius  his.  Then  Eufebius  demanded  that  Ste- 
phen  biftiop  of  Epbejiis  might  4^eak :  who  told 
them,  that  indeed  he  had  his  notaries,  but  that 
ihokoi  Diofcorus  came  upon  them,  blotted  oat 
their  writings,  and  ^Imoft  broke  their  fingers  in 
the  violence  of  forcing  their  ftandifhes  from  them ; 
that  he  knew  nothing  what  was  become  of  his 
copy  of  the  afts,  and  that  by  downright  force 
they  were  brought  to  fign  to  a  blank  paper. 
l^txtEutycbeis  confeffion  of  faith  was  difcufled, 
on  which  occafion  Bafil  of  Seleucia  repeating 
the  orthodox  expreffions  he  had  ufed  in  the 
council  of  C.  P.  the  magiftrates  afked  him,  why 
he  that  had  maintained  fuch  orthodox  dodlrine 
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fubfcribed  to  Flavian'^  depofition.  Bajil  replied : 
by  excufing  himfelf  upon  the  neceffity  of  the 
fa<5l ;  for  which  Diofcorus  reproaching  him,  he 
faid :  if  it  had  been  before  the  magiftrates,  I 
would  have  fufFered  martyrdom ;  but  a  fon  judged 
by  his  father  has  no  defence.  Then  the  eafiern 
bifliops  raifed  their  voices,  crying  out  thrice : 
we  have  all  erred,  we  all  beg  pardon.  After 
this  Eufebius  complained  of  not  being  admitted 
to  the  council,  and  Diofcorus  Liid  the  fault  of 
it  upon  count  Elpidius ;  but  his  excufe  was  not 
admitted.  Coming  to  S.  Cyrih  letters  all  par- 
ties were  full  of  his  praife,  and  judged  Flavian's 
fentence  to  be  conformable  to  S.  Cyn/\  and 
truly  orthodox.  At  which  the  m oft  zealous  of 
Dtofcorus^s  party  abandoned  him,  even  yuve- 
nal^  Bafily  &c.  and  only  fome  few  Egyptian 
bifliops  ftaid  with  him ;  they  pronounced  ana- 
thema to  Eutychess  confeffion,  which  Diofcorus 
approved,  viz,  that  there  were  two  natures  be- 
fore the  union,  and  only  one  after;  and  when 
they  came  to  that  part  of  the  council  where  D/- 
qfcorus  had  condemned  Flavian^  they  cried  out : 
anathema  to  Diofcorus. 

1 1.  Diofcorus  could  not  forbear  crying  out : 
that  he  had  condemned  Flavian  juftly  for  hold- 
ing two  natures.  The  council,  amazed  at  this 
provoking  blalphemy,  redoubled  their  aflertions 
of  the  truth  of  that  doftrine  \  but  the  judges 
and  magiftrates  confidering  that  it  was  now 
late,  it  being  almoft  fix  a-clock  at  night,  de- 
ferred the  difcufling  points  of  faith  till  next  fef- 
iion  5  but,  before  they  broke  up  this,  propofed 
that  if  the  holy  council  thought  it  proper,  and 
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that  fuch  was  the  pleafure  of  the  moft  picus  em- 
peror, that  Diofcorus^  Juvenal^  TbalaffiuSy  Eu- 
febius  of  Anpyra^  Eujiathius  of  BerytuSy  and 
Bafil  of  Seleucia^  who  were  ring-leaders  in  the 
{ham  council  that  condemned  Flavian^   fliould 
be  depofed.     Eufebius  of  Dorylaum  and  many 
of  the  eajiern  bifhops  applauded  this  propofal, 
crying  out:  this  judgment  is  jufl,  long  years  to 
the  fenate  :    Holy  God,  ftrong  God,, immortal 
God,  have  mercy  on  us :    long  years  to  the 
emperor  :  Chriji  has  depofed  Diofcorus :   Chriji 
has  depofed  the  homicide,  &c.    But  the  biftiops 
oi  Illyrium  and  Palejiine  fa  id :  that  as  the  fault 
was  general,  they  hoped  the  pardon  would  be 
fo  too.  Mtius  the  archdeacon  told  them  this  de- 
manded a  longer  deliberation,  fo  they  fojourned 
then,  and  thus  finiflied  the  firft  feflion.     Some 
place  the  fecond  next  day,  but  the  general  opi- 
nion that  places  it  the  next  but  one,  viz.  on 
the  I  oth  of  OStobeVy  is  to  be  followed. 

1 2 .  In  this  fecond  feflion  the  magiftrates  made 
a  propofal  of  every  bMhop's  giving  in  his  profet- 
fion  of  faith,  but  it  was  rejefted  by  them,  fay- 
ing: that  they  had  fufficiently  teftified  what 
they  held,  and. were  for  no  new  profeffions.  Cf- 
cropius  bifliop  oi  Sebajiopolis  added,  that  the  bi- 
{ho^  oi  Rome  had  already  decided  the  dilpute 
about  Eutyches ;  that  they  followed  his  decifion 
and  had  fubfcribed  to  his  letter;  and  the  others 
joined  him  with  acclamations,  that  this  expofi- 
tion  was  fufficient.  Cecropius  continued  :  that 
the  faith  had  before  been  explicated  by  the  3 18 
fathers  of  Nice^  &c.  and  now  by  S.Leo^  and 
demanded  their  writings  fhould  be  read.  Ac- 
cordingly 
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cordingly  (i.)  the  Nicene  creed  was  read;  (2.) 
the  C.P.  creed  ;  (3.)  S.  Cyril's  letter  to  Nejiorius 
and  John  of  Antioch ;  which  were  all  approved 
by  the  bifhops  acclamations.  When  they  came 
to  S.  Leds  letter  to  Flavian^  the  bifhops  of  ///y- 
rium  and  Palejiine  boggled  at  three  expreffions 
that  feemed  to  exprefs  the  diftindion  of  two 
natures  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  hint  at  a  fepara- 
tion  of  them ;  hut  Mtius  the  archdeacon  fliewed 
the  equivalent  to  the  two  firft  in  Cyr/V,  and. 
Theodoret  fhewed  the  equivalent  to  the  third. 
So  that  the  letter  being  read  out  all  the  bilbops 
cried :  this  is  the  faith  of  the  fathers :  this  is  the 
faith  of  the  apoftles :  this  we  all  believe :  we 
catholics  believe  this :  thus  the  apoftles  taught : 
Leo's  dodtrine  is  true  and  holy  :  Cyril's  is  the 
fame  :  Leo  and  Cyril  taught  the  fame. . . .  This 
was  not  read  at  Ephefus :  Diofcorus  hid  it. 
Thefe  acclamations  being  ended,  they  read  feve- 
ral  feled:  pafTages  out  of  S  S.  Hilary^  Greg.  Naz. 
Ambrojey  Chryf  Aug.  and  Cyril.  Atticus  of 
Nicopolis  defired  fbme  days  might  be  allotted 
for  a  deliberate  infpedion  into  them,  particu- 
larly of  S.  Cyril's  anathematifms.  The  magi- 
Urates  feconded  this  petition,  and  this  examin 
was  chiefly  to  be  held  at  Anatolius\  and  the 
fcfJion  for  the  matters  of  faith  put  off  for  five 
days  longer,  to  the  ibthhiOSlober.  Then  fome 
bifhops  cried  out :  we  have  all  finned,  let  us  all 
be  pardoned :  but  thefe  were  but  few,  as  the 
clerks  of  C.  P.  then  took  notice.  The  bifhops 
of  Illyrium  added  to  the  other  cries :  give  Diof- 
corus back  to  the  council :  give  him  back  to 
the  churches.    The  eqftern  biftxops  faid  nothing 
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to  the  firlt  part  of  their  cry  5  but  as  to  Diofcd^ 
rus  they  cried :  banifli  the  Egyptian^  the  mur- 
derer, the  heretic.  The  magiftrates  told  both 
parties  that  marters  fliould  be  regulated  in  due 
form,  and  thus  broke  up  the  fecond  feflion. 

13.  On  the  13th  the  third  was  held.  In 
XhztMtius  remonftrated  how  Eujebius  had  pre- 
fented  another  accufation  againft  Diofcorus  for 
depofingF/^wV7«,and  for  the  other  abufes  com- 
mitted at  Ephefus.  Pafchafinus  the  prefident 
of  the  council  ordered  the  reading  of  this  accu- 
fation,  andEiV/if^mdefired  thzt  Diojcorus  might 
be  called  to  anfwer  for  himfelf.  Miius  told 
them  that  they  had  already  by  two  deacons  given 
him  notice  to  be  prefent  at  the  council  as  well 
as  the  reft ;  fo  that  before  they  cited  him  in 
form  they  fent  to  look  for  him  up  and  down 
the  church  :  not  finding  him  there  they  depu- 
ted three  bifliops,  Conjiantine  of  Boftra  in  Ara^ 
bia^  Acacius  of  Ariarate  in  the  fecond  Armr- 
nia^  Atticus  of  Zeles^  and  Himerus  a  le6lor  and 
notary,  to  go  to  his  lodgings  and  fummon  him 
by  writing.  Diofcorus  anfwered,  he  was  under 
guards,  and  was  willing  to  go  if  they  would  let 
him.  The  deputies  going  down  flairs  with  this 
anfwer  met  Eleufinus  the  captain  of  the  guards 
in  the  way,  and  went^back  with  him  to  Diof- 
corusy  who  was  then  affured  he  had  liberty  to 
appear  at  the  council.  Diofcorus j  when  he  faw 
the  pretext  of  confinement  came  to  nothing, 
told  them  he  underftood  the  emperor's  officers 
were  not  in  this  feffion,  and  that  therefore  he 
would  not  appear.  A  ridiculous  evafion  for 
him,  who  had  experienced  thefe  ofiicers  to  be 
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more  zealous  than  the  biOiops  againft  him ;  but 
he  was  defirous  they  fhould  b^  there,  that  he 
might  give  out  things  were  carried  by  violence 
and  the  high  hand  of  fecular  power.     The  de- 
puties returning  with  Diofcoruss  anfwer,  three 
other  biftiops  with  another  notary  were  fent  for 
the  fecond  citation  :   at  their  coming  Dio/corus 
faid :  I  have  already  told  you  that  I  am  kept 
here  by  my  diftempcr,  and  that  I  demand  the 
prefence  of  the  magiftrates  and  the  other  bilhops 
accufed.     Cecropius  bifhop  of  Sebajlopolis  told 
jhim,  that  this  ficknefs  of  his  was  a  new  fetch  no 
body  had  heard  of  before ;  that  to  judge  a  bifliop 
according  to  the  canons  the  fecular  magiftrates 
ought  not  to  be  prefent,  and  that  as  Eufebius 
accufed  only  him  and  not  the  other  bifhops,  fb 
■  there  was  no  need  of  their  appearing.    But  Z)/- 
ojcorus  perfifted  in  his  anfwer,  which  the  depu- 
ties related  to  the  council. 

14.  Eufebius  demanded  then  that  Diofcorus 
fliould  be  cited  for  the  third  time.  But  before 
this  third  citation  Mtius  deiired,  that  the  people 
at  the  door  who  had  come  from  Alexandria 
with  complaints  might  be  heard.  Accordingly 
they  were  introduced,  and  their  papers  were  all 
directed  to  the  pope  in  this  manner :  to  the  moft 
holy  and  moft  bleffed  univerfal  patriarch  of  great 
Romey  Leo'i  and  to  the  holy  and  univerfal  fynod 
of  Cbalcedon.  Theodore  the  deacon's  complaint 
was  read  firft  much  to  this  purpofe :  that  he 
had  been  for  two  and  twenty  years  in  a  confi- 
derable  poft  in  the  world,  and  been  deputed  by 
Cyril  of  bleflcd  memory  to  the  council  of  £- 
pbefuSy  who  chofe  him  for  one  of  his  clergy  at 
U  3  Alexandria^ 
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Alexandria^  where  he  had  lived  for  15  years, 
preferring  the  fervice  of  the  church  to  the  tem- 
poral advantages  he  might  have  expedled.  But 
that  Diofcorus  had  no  fboner  fucceeded  S.  Cyril 
but  that  he  turned  him  out  of  the  clergy  with- 
out  the  leaft  complaint  made  againft  him,  and 
that  for  no  other  reafon  than  his  affedtion  to 
Cyril.  For  he  had  made  it  his  bufinefe  not  on- 
ly to  drive  out  of  Alexandria^  but  out  of  the 
world  too,  all  CyriVs  relations  and  friends,  be- 
caufe  they  would  not  comply  with  Diofcorus  % 
dodlrine,  which  is  Origenifm.  Befides  he  had 
Ipoke  ill  of  the  Trinity,  had  committed  murder, 
cut  down  trees,  fet  houfcs  on  fire,  led  an  infa- 
mous life,  and  with  ten  bifliops  had  prefumed  to 
excommunicate  the  bifhop  of  Rome ;  all  which 
he  was  ready  to  prove,  and  mentioned  five  wit- 

neffeswhom  he  defired  might  be  fecured. 

Ifcbyrion  another  deacon's  was  read  in  the  fe- 
cond  place :  his  confirmed  what  Theodore  had 
feid,  and  added,  that  Diofcorus  had  feifed  upon 
the  wheat  which  the  emperors  had  given  for  the 
churches  of  Lybia  and  the  poor ;  fo  that  for 
want  of  it  there  had  not  been  celebrated  the 
unbloody  facrifice  for  a  long  tin^,.^nd  the  poor 
had  been  defrauded  of  their  charity.  Moreover 
that  a  great  quantity  of  the  gcjd  which  Perijie^ 
ria  of  illuftrious  memory  had  left  by  her  will  to 
monafteries,  hoipitals,  and  the  poor  of  Egypt ^ 
was  by  him  turned  another  way,  and  fcattered 
among  dancing-women  of  the  ftage  and  other 
players ;  that  his  incontinence  was  public,  and 
that  women  of  loofe  behaviour  were  continually 
in  his  palace  and  bath,  principally  the  famous 
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Fanfophia^  of  whom  and  her  lover  all  Alexan- 
dria has  rung,  and  that  it  was  well  known  that 
murders  have  been  committed  there  on  her  ac- 
count. That  cut  of  hatred  to  S.  Cyril^  who 
had  employed  Ifchyrton  on  feveral  occafions, 
particularly  in  fending  him  to  C.  P.  he  had  fuf- 
pended  him,  employed  peribns  to  fet  his  houfe 
on  fire,  cut  up  his  fmit-trees  and  reduce  him  to 
beggary.  Not  content  with  this  he  fent  a  band 
of  highwaymen  to  murder  him  and  bring  him 
his  dead  body,  but  making  his  efcape  to  Alex-- 
andria  he  got  him  feifed  there,  clapt  him  up  in 
an  hofpital  of  difabled  perfons,  and  would  have 
murdered  him ;  and  that  there  was  no  getting 
out  of  this  hofpital,  but  upon  his  promife  of 
K:^\XX\n%  Alexandria.  And  to  all  this  he  had 
fix  of  Diofcorus^s  domeflics  for  witncfles. 

15.  The  third  accufation  was  put  in  by  ^- 
tbanafius  prieft  in  the  following  manner  :  I  and 
my  brother  Paul  are  nephews  to  S.  Cyril  by  his 
fifler  Ifidora^  whofe  fons  we  are.  By  his  tefla- 
ment  he  left  to  his  fuccefTor,  whoever  he  was, 
feveral  confiderable  legacies,  conjuring  him  by 
the  holy  myfleries  not  to  molefl  but  to  protedl 
his  family.  Notwithflanding  this,  DiofcoruSy 
in  the  very  beginning  of  his  epifcopal  govern- 
ment, threatned  my  brother  and  me  with  death, 
which  made  us  abandon  Alexandria  and  come 
to  C  P.  out  of  hopes  of  protedion  there ;  but 
he  difpatched  letters  to  Cbryfapbiiis  and  Nomus^ 
who  were  then  the  matters,  to  deflroy  us. 
We  were  put  in  prifon,  and  ill  treated  after  dif- 
ferent manners,  till  fuch  time  as  we  had  given 
away  all  our  moveables^  and  were  obliged  to  take 
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up  feveral  fums  at  high  intereft.    My  brother  is 
dead  of  his  ufage :  I  have  fince  ftaid  with  his 
wife,  his  children,  and  our  aunts,  who   dare 
not  ftir  abroad  for  his  debts.     And  infine,  that 
no  (helter  might  be  left  us,  Diofcorus  has  turned 
our  houfes  into  churches,  and  inclofed  nxine, 
tho'  the  fituation  is  not  very  proper  for  a  church. 
Not  content  with  all  this  he  has  depofe^  me 
from  priefthood  without  any  grounds :  not  ha- 
ving fo  much  as  liberty  to  ftay  in  the  churches 
or  monafteries:  I  took  refuge  in  that  o^  Meta- 
neion  at  Campus^  which  has  at  all  times  been 
a  place  of  proteftion ;  but  for  me,  I  was  inter- 
didled  the  public  bagnios,  the  buying  of  bread, 
or  any  other  food,  that  I  might  perifli  under  this 
wretched  neceffity.  — The  feurth  accufation  was 
of  Sophronius  a  layman,  much  in  thefe  terms : 
I  had  obtained  orders  from  the  court  again  ft  an 
officer  of  Alexandria  called  Macarius^  who  had 
taken  away  my  wife.  Diofcorus  hindered  the  ex- 
ecution of  them,  faying :  he  was  more  mafter  of 
^he  country  than  the  emperor  ;    and  dilpatched 
away  a  deacon  called  Ifidorey  with  a  troop  of 
country  fellows  at  his  heels,  who  took  away  my 
clothes  and  other  things  which  were  for  mine 
and  my  childrens  maintainance,  fo  that  I  was 
even  fain  to  pack  off.     I  fuftain  moreover  that 
Diofcorus  has  often  pronounced  blafphemies  a- 
gainft  the  H.Trinity;  that  he  has  committed 
adulteries,  and  been  guilty  of  undertakings  pre- 
judicial to  the  emperor's  authority,  pretending 
to  be  mafter  of  Egypt^  as  the  ad:s  before  the 
magiftrates  prove.   Many  other  perfons  have  fell 
under  the  l^fli  of  his  fury,  but  their  poverty  oi' 
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fear  have  hindered  them  from  laying  their  com- 
plaints before  you.  But  I  demand  that  Ago^ 
rajies  his  fyncellus,  who  is  here,  make  his  ap- 
pearance. Thefe  four  accufetions  were  inferted 
in  the  afts. 

16.  Then  the  council  ordered  xhsitDiofcorus 
fhould  be  cited  for  the  third  time,  and  puriu- 
ant  to  this  they  deputed  Fr/7»^/t?;^  bifliop  of  P>&/- 
lippopolis^  Lucian  oiBiza^  and  John  of  Ger^ 
mantcia^  with  Palladius  a  deacon  and  notary. 
They  carried  with  them  this  citation  in  wri- 
ting, with  the  four  accui&tions  joined  to  it,  and 
per&aded  him  to  appear;  but  he  anfwered  them, 
he  had  nothing  to  add  to  what  he  had  iaid  al- 
ready ;  and  upon  farther  importunities  repeated 
this  over  and  over  again,  no  lefe  than  feven  times. 
This  account  being  brought  back  to  the  council^ 
PaJcbaJinus^Lucentius  2ind  Bonifaee  pronounced 
fentenceagainft  Dio/corus,  containing :  that  D/- 
ofcorus  had  committed  notorious  exceffes  againft 
the  canons ;  that  he  had  received  Eutyches^  who 
was  regularly  condemned  by  his  bifhop,  to  com- 
munion, and  that,  before  he  had  held  any  fef-  ' 
JSon  about  it  with  the  other  bifliops  at  Epbefus^j 
that  he  would  not  iuffer  the  pope's  letters  to  be 
read,  tho'  the  bearers^  infifted  upon  it  and  he 
had  fworn  they  fliould ;  that  inftead  of  mourn- 
ing his  fault  with  the  reft,  he  continued  ftill 
perfifting  in  what  he  had  done,  and  priding 
himfelf  in  his  iniquity;  that  he  had  didated  an 
excommunication  againft  the  pope ;  and  ^hat 
feveral  other  complaints  were  brought  in  againft 
him,  to  all  which  he  refufed  to  anfwcr  after  a 
|blemn  triple  citation :  therefore  Leo^  the  moft 
•■  holy 
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holy  and  blefled  archbifhop  of  the  great  and  el- 
der RomCy  by  us  and  by  this  prefent  fynod,  to- 
gether with  the  thrice  blefled  and  worthy  of  all 
praife  the  blefled  Feter  apoftle,  who  is  the  ftone 
and  bafe  of  the  catholic  church,  and  the  foun- 
dation of  right  faith,  has  ftripped  him  of  the 
epiicopal  dignity,  and  interdicted  him  all  &cer- 
dotal  fundions.  Anatolius  Bp.  of  C  P.  Maxi- 
mus  of  Antiocb^  and  all  the  reft,  fubfcribed  to 
this,  and  one  of  the  bifliops  fubfcribed  in  the 
Perfian  language. 

17.  Then  the  council  wrote  two  fynodical 
letters,  one  to  Marcian  and  the  other  to  P«/- 
cberiay  with  a  due  commendation  of  their  zeal 
for  the  church,  who  had  from  thence  difpelled 
the  mifts  of  ignorance,  rooted  out  the  tares  of 
herefy,  and  brought  the  ftrayed  (heep  back  to  the 
pales  of  the  church.  At  the  fame  time,  viz. 
OSlober  13,  they  publiflied  the  fentence  fbr£)/. 
ofcorus's  depofition  for  contupiacy,  and  pofted 
it  up  in  the  chief  parts  of  C  P.  and  Cbalcedon^ 
declaring  there  was  no  hopes  of  his  being  re- 
inftated,  as  his  party  gave  out,  and  fignified  as 
much  to  Cbarmofynus  his  oeconomift,  and  other 
clerks  of  Alexandria^  with  orders  to  take  care  of 
his  efieds  for  the  next  fucceflbr.  As  to  the  other 
biftiops  that  had  abetted  Diofcoruss  violences, 
but  repented  of  what  they  had  done,  their  caufe 
was  put  oflF"  to  another  hearing ;  and  according- 
ly a  fourth  feflion  was  intimated  for  the  17th  of 
OSiober. 

18.  There  having  all  fubfcribed  to  the  coun- 
cils of  Nice^  C.  P.  Epbefus  and  $.  Leo^s  let- 
ter^ and  condemned  thote  who  were  of  diflfe- 
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rent  fentiments,  they  were  all  judged  orthodox, 
and  the  five  who  in  the  firft  fefficn  were  judged 
to  have  deferved  depofition,  were  admitted  to 
take  their  places,  and  were  received  by  the  coun- 
cil with  univerlal  joy,  and  loud  acclamations  in 
praife  of  the  emperor,  who  had  rendered  peace 
to  the  church.  Then  13  bifllops  of  Egypt  en- 
tered, where  their  petition  to  the  emperor  was 
read,  containing  a  fummary  of  their  faith,  and 
anathema's  to  all  herefies  in  general ;  but  the 
biftiops  took  notice  they  had  made  no  mention 
of  EutycheSy  ^nd  therefore  preflcd  them  to  ana- 
thematife  his  errors,  and  fubfcribe  to  the  pope's 
letter.  They  (huffled  a  good  while  before  they 
would  do  either,  alledging  very  wrongfully  1 
canon  of  the  Nicene  council  forbidding  them  to 
do  any  thing  without  their  patriarch ;  but  that 
Iham  not  paffing,  they  at  laft  condemned  £?/- 
tycbes^  but  faid  they  durft  not  fubfcribe,  becaufe 
they  fliould  be  murdered  if  they  did ;  and  there* 
fore  throwing  themfelves  proftrate  on  the  ground, 
they  conjured  the  council  to  have  pity  of  them, 
and  permit  them  to  defer  their  fubfcriptions  till 
fiich  time  as  they  had  a  new  patriarch  eledled, 
and  then  they  would  willingly  fubfcribe.  It  is 
thought  this  danger  was  a  pretence  to  wait  for 
fome  change  to  declare  themfelves  openly ;  how- 
ever the  pope's  legates  fp6ke  to  the  council  to 
allow  them  this  refpitc,  on  condition  they  gave 
fecurity  for  ftaying  at  Cbakedon  till  fiich  time  as 
a  new  patriarch  fhouki  be  ch6fen.  The  magi'- 
ftrates  approved  of  this  motion,  and  according^ 
\y  the  Egyptians  kept  at  Cbakedon. 

19.  This 
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19.  This  afl^  being  terminated,  the  council 
ordered  feme  catholic  abbots  and  priefts,  to  the 
number  of  18,  to  enter;  then  they  rqad  the 
names  of  18  odier  abbots  who  had  preiented  a 
petition  to  the  emperor.  But  the  catholic  ab- 
bots laid,  that  of  theie  other  1 8  there  were  only 
two  that  were  real  abbots,  ws;.  Carofms  and  Do^ 
rotbeus ;  that  for  the  reft,  fome  of  tHem  were 
only  church-wardens,  and  other  ibme  obicure 
unknown  perfbns;  and  therefore  defired  the 
council  to  lend  to  the  monafteries  to  inform 
them&lves  if  they  were  trae  abbots,  or  only 
g^ve  themfelves  airs  of  being  fuch,  and  to  turn 
out  of  town  a  pack  of  icandalous  fellows  that 
pretended  to  be  monks  and  were  a  difgrace  to 
the  name.  However  Carofius  and  Dorotbeus 
were  admitted  with  the  other  16,  where  their 
lequeft  was  read,  to  demand  the  emperor's  pro- 
teftion  againft  the  perfecution  of  church-men, 
that  would  exadt  forced  fubfcriptions  from  them, 
and  drive  them  out  of  their  monafteries  and 
churches.  Barfumas  having  entered  among  the 
reft,  Diogenes  of  Cyzicus  complained  of  fuffer- 
ing  Flavian's  murderer,  who  was  not  compre- 
hended in  the  petition,  to  appear  before  that 
auguft  affembly.  The  other  bifhops  feconded 
him  with  cries  of  this  nature :  hence  with  Barr 
Jiimas  xht  murderer,  anathema  to  him,  to  the 
amphitheatre,  to  banifliment  with  him.  Not- 
withftanding  this  the  council  made  their  two 
requefts  be  read,  one  to  the  emperor  and  the 
other  to  the  council ;  in  this  laft,  when  they 
came  to  thofc  words  where  they  demanded  that 
Diofcorus  (hould  enter,  the  biftiops  cried  out : 
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anathema  to  Diofcorus^  y.  C.  has  depofed  him. 
After  this  interruption  they  read  on,  and  pro- 
tefted  they  held  the  doiflrine  of  the  council  of 
Nice ;  but  being  urged  to  condemn  Eutycbes 
and  fubfcribe  to  S.  Leo^s  letter,  they  refufed ;  and 
a  farther  time  being  offered  to  confider  of  it, 
they  declared  it  to  be  altogether  ufelefs,  for  they 
unchangeably  perfifted  in  their  fentiments.  Thus 
ends  the  fourth  feffion  according  to  the  latin 
copy,  but  in  the  greek  one  there  are  two  addi- 
tions, the  firft  of  a  new  appearance  of  Carofius 
and  Dorotbeus,  where  a  farther  delay  to  the  15th 
of  November  was  granted  them,  in  which  time 
if  they  did  not  fiibmit  to  the  council,  they  were 
declared  fallen  from  their  degrees,  deprived  of 
their  dignities,  the  condufl:  of  their  monafteries, 
and  even  communion :  that  if  they  pretended 
to  fly  away  during  that  time  they  fhould  incur 
the  kme  penalties,  and  fall  under  the  hands  of 
the  fecular  magiftrates.  The  fecond  contains 
the  following  difficulty. 

20.  In  the  late  reign  Eujiatbius  Bp,  of  Be^ 
rytus  in  the  firft  Phcenicia  had  by  his  intereft 
at  court  obtained  a  law  from  the  emperor  tQ 
eredt  his  city  into  a  metropolis,  and  at  firft  was 
contented  with  the  bare  honorary  title,  without 
ofiering  at  any  new  jurifdi<ftion,  or  infringing 
the  rights  of  Pbotius  bifhop  of  Tyre^  who  was 
the  ancient  fole  metropolitan.  But  having  di- 
ftinguiflied  himfelf  at  Epbefus  and  C.  P.  in 
fcrving  Eutycbes^  Cbryfapbius  and  his  party 
thought  his  merits  might  add  jurifdiAion  to  his 
title,  and  perfuaded  AnatoUus  bifliop  of  C.  P. 
to  favour  him ;  for  which  end  AnatoUus  called 

a  coun-

a  council,  ^where  the  bifliops  agreed  to  lop  off 
fix  bifliopricks  from.  Tyre^  and  tranflate  them 
to  the  jurifdidion  of  Berytus.  Maximus  of 
Antiocb^  who  had  been  lately  ordained  hyAna-- 
toliusj  and  who  of  all  people  ought  to  have  ta- 
ken cognizance  of  fiich  an  alteration,  tho'  then 
at  C^P.  was  not  prefent  at  this  council,  but  af- 
terwards blindly  agned  to  it.  Pbotius  not  know- 
ing of,  or  not  regarding,  this  council,  ordained  a 
bi&op  in  Eujiatbius's  new  acquifition  ;  upon 
which  Anatolius  and  his  gang  declared  him  fe- 
parate  from  their  communion  ^  and  as  fuch  he 
remained  almoft  four  months,  in  which  time 
he  ordained  two  other  biftjops,  whom  Eujia-- 
tbius  degraded  from  that  dignity,  and  reduced 
them  to  that  of  priefthood ;  and  fignified  to 
Pbotius,  that  unlefi  he  himfelf  IJigned  to  their 
C  P.  decrees  they  would  depojfie  nim ,  to  pre- 
vent which,  out  of  fear,  thep?evailing  difeale 
of  the  clergy  of  thofe  times,  he  fubfcribed ;  but 
with  this  claujfe,  that  he  did  it  out  of  obedience. 
21.  The  face  of  things  changing  under  the 
emperor  Marcian,  Pbotius,  petitioned  him  to 
maintain  the  rights  of  his  church,  and  not  fuf- 
fer  ufurpation  to  lift  up  its  bead  under  a  reign 
that  was  an  enemy  to  all  injuftiee.  The  em- 
peror referred  him  to  the  council,  where  £i/- 
ftatbius  was  for  putting  off  the  hearing  of  his 
caufe,  by  defiring  that  firft  the  fubfcriptions  to 
the  articles  of  faith  {hould  be  finiftied.  But 
Pboiiui%  requeft  was  read ;  and  he  demanding 
of  Eujiatbius  if  they  fliould  proceed  according 
to  the  canons  <x  according  to  the  emperor's  law, 
Eujiatbius  anfwered  according  to  the  canons. 
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The  council  approved  of  this  anfwer,  and  the 
magiftrates declared  it  to  be  the  emperor's  in- 
tention too  J  fo  according  to  the  canons  they 
did  proceed,  and  Euftathius  allcdged  in  his  fa* 
vour  the  council  of  C.  P.  but  fome  took  ex- 
ceptions at  the  word  council^  upon  which  a  • 
flight  debate  arofe,  which  they  were  willing  e- 
nough  to  drop,  bccaufe  fuch  kind  of  councils 
as  that,  which  were  occafionally  called,  and 
compofed  of  biihops  that  refided  there  for  a 
time  only  about  their  own  affairs,  were  called 
councils  with  addition,  ov  Jynodoi  endomoujhi. 
So  they  proceeded  to  read  the  fourth  canon  of 
the  Nicene  council,  in  virtue  of  which  the  coun- 
cil determined  that  Photius  only  had  right  to 
ordain  in  all  the  cities  of  the  firft  Fhceniciay 
and  that  Euftathius  had  nothing  in  virtue  of 
the  imperial  pragmatic  above  the  other  bifhops 
of  his  province  j  that  the  bifhops  ordained  by 
Photius^  depofed  by  EuftathiuSy  and  reduced  to 
the  rank  of  fimple  priefts^  fliould  be  re-efta- 
blifhed  in  their  fees  and  authority ;  and  to  pre- 
vent future  abufes  ordered  a  general  rule  to  be 
publiftied  throughout  all  tlie  provinces,  that  no 
bifliop  could  be  deprived  of  his  epifcopal  func- 
tions as  long  as  they  let  him  remain  in  the  rank 
of  a  prieft.  Thefe^r^^;^  adts  are  dated  OSiober 
the  20th. 

22.  The  fifth  feffion  was  the  2 2d  oiOBcber^ 
in  which  a  fymbol  of  faith  was  read  to  be  re- 
ceived by  all,  and  was  generally  highly  applaud- 
ed. But  the  Roman  and  fome  Eaftern  bifhops 
oppofed  it  a3  deficient,  and  yohn  of  Germanicia 
faid  there  was  a  flaw  in  it.     Anatolius  and  his 
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party  cried  out :  that  it  was  the  faith  of  the 
whole  world,  that  it  had  yefterday  pleaied  eve- 
ry body,  that  whoever  refufed  to  (iibicribe  to 
it  was  a  heretic,  Gfr.  But  the  pope's  legates  on 
the  other  fide  protefting  that  if  they  did  not 
fubfcribe  to  pope  Let?^  letters,  they  would  re- 
turn home  and  procure  a  council  to  be  held 
in  the  Wejly  the  magiftrates  perfuaded  them 
that  fix  bifliops  of  the  Eajiy  three  diAJiay  three 
of  PontuSj  tliree  of  Thrace^  three  of  Illyrium^ 
with  the  arch-bifliop  AnatoIiuSy  fhould  af- 
femble  together  in  S.Eupbemia^s  oratory,  and, 
after  a  mature  examination  of  the  faith,  form 
a  more  expreflive  declaration  of  it.  Anatolius^ 
who  it  is  thought  had  a  great  hand  in  penning 
this  fymbol,  ftiffly  refifted  this  propofal,  and 
was  feconded  by  his  party.  And  when  he  was 
urged  that  his  fymbol  did  not  fufficiently  con- 
demn Eutyches  and  Diofcorusy  who  had  depofed 
Flavian  for  maintaining  Cbrift  to  be  in  two 
natures,  he  had  the  aflTurance  to  reply:  Diof- 
corns  was  not  depofed  for  his  faith,  but  for  ex- 
communicating the  archbifhop  Leo^  and  not 
appearing  after  a  triple  citation.  Then  the  ma- 
giftrates afked  if  they  received  S.  Leo^^  letter  j 
they  all  anfwered  they  received  it,  and  had  al- 
ready fubfcribed  to  it  \  that  their  definition  was 
a  confirmation  of  the  dodtrine  of  that  letter, 
and  iiich  an  ample  one  as  wanted  no  change  or 
addition.  But  it  being  farther  urged  that  Diof- 
corns  and  his  gang  allowed  Chriji  to  be  of  two 
natures,  but  not  in  two  natures,  as  ^S.Leo  and 
Flavian  expreflfed  themfclves,  they  at  length 
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confehted  that  a  feleft  number  of  bifhops  as 
above-mentioned  fhould  pen  ^.noihtv  formula. 

23.  This  formula  was  no  fooner  compofed 
but  the  bifhops  came  out  of  the  oratory  into 
the  church,  and  read  it  to  the  whole  council 
with  an  uftiverfal  approbation.  It  was  propofed 
to  be  fijn'ed  out  of  hand  by  all  the  metropoli- 
tans, it  being  too  late  for  all  to  fubfcribe  that 
night ;  but  thci  magiftrates  iaid :  what  the  fa- 
thers have  ordainedi  and  what  all  the  world  is 
contented  with,  fhall  be  carried  to  the  emperor. 
The  contents  of  this  formula  are  the  Nicene 
creed,  which,  add  they,  would  be  fiifficicnt,  but 
only  for  fome  late  exotic  opinions,  to  obviate 
which  (i.)  they  define  that  the  faith  of  the  3 18 
fathers  remain  inviolable;  (2.)  they  receive  the 
dodrine  of  the  150  fathers  at  C.  P*  concerning 
the  fubftance  of  the  H.  Ghoft ;  (3.)  the  fynodi- 
cal  letters  of  S.  Cyr/7;  and  (4.)  thofe  of  S.  Leo 

to  Flavian Following  therefore  the  holy 

fathers,  we  all  unanimoufly  declare,  that  one 
ought  to  confefs  one  only  and  the  fame  J.  C. 
our  Lord,  the  feme  perfed:  in  divinity,  the  iame 
perfedt  in  humanity,  true  God  and  true  man, 
the  fame  compofed  of  a  rational  foul  and  a  body, 
confubftantial  to  the  Father  according  to  the  di- 
vinity, and  confiibftantial  to  us  according  to  the 
humanity :  likened  unto  us  in  all  things  except 
fin,  begot  by  the  father  before  ages  according  to 
the  divinity,  and  in  the  laft  times  of  the  virgin 
Mary  according  to  the  humanity  for  us  and  for 
our  ialvation :  one  only  and  the  fame  y.  C.  the 
only  begotten  Lord  in  two  natures,  unconfufed- 
ly,unchangeablyjindivifibly,  infeparably;  with- 
VoL.  IV.  X  out 
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out  any  alteration  of  natures  by  the  aiftion  o£> 
union,  but  rather  by  the  confervation  of  the 
property  of  each  nature  in  orte  only  perfbn  arnd 
fubfiftence  y  not  divided  or  fcparated  in  two  per- 
fons,  but  one  and  the  fame  Son,  the  only  begot- 
ten God  word,  the  L,  7.  C. Tliis  formula 

was  received  with  loud  acckmations^  and  read 
publicly  in  the  church,  but  not  to  the  catechu- 
rnens,  that  being  at  that  time  an  honour  only 
referved  for  the  Nicene  creed. 

24.  The  fixth  feffion  was  held  the  25th  of 
OSiobery  where  the  emperor  Marcian  came  at- 
tended with  about  34  perfon§.  Soqae  add  the 
emprefe  Pulcbsriay  but  it  is  probable  if  ihecame 
t^iere  it  was  only  incognito.  The  emperor  ha- 
rangued the  council  firft  in  latin  and  then  in 
greek^  declaring  that  his  intention  in  convocating 
a  council  was  to  preferve  the  purity  of  the  faitb^ 
which  had  been  altered  by  the  covetouii^eis  and 
malice  of  defigning  perjfons,  and  to  diiiipate  thp 
miils  which  had  gathered  to  obfcure  its  ^)len- 
dor ;  that  no  longer  iniquity  (bQuld  dare  diipute 
againft  the  dodtrine  of  Chrifi's  nativity  aflerted 
by  the  Nicene  fathers  and  by  S.  Leo  ift  hk  epiftle 
to  Flavian ;  that  he  was  willing  to  affift  at  the 
council  after  the  example. of  Cor^antine  the 
greaty  not  to  (hew  his  power,  but  by  his  au- 
thority to  aflert  the  decifions  of  faith  an4  pre- 
vent diviiions  among  th?  people.  After  many 
acclamations  to  the  emperor  and  empref^  the 
formula  of  faith  was  r^d,  to  which  they  all 
confented,  condemned  Eutyches^  Nefioriu^^  &C. 
and  went  on  with  a  long  train  of  o^w  ^^od^fx^^ 
tions.   The  emperor  thanked  (hem^  and  to  per- 
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{orm  hkpart  enacted:  that  if  at)y  private  per- 
jCqu  fhouH  make  any  public  buftte  about  reli-. 
gion  he  fliould  be  turned  out  of  town ;  if  an 
oilker  ca£hiieied,  if  a  clerk  depofed^  with  other 
penalties. 

25.  Then  after  neiir  acckniations  the  empe- 
ror told  tbein>  tt^t  he  had  made  £}me  reguladU 
om^  which  he  thought  convenient  fliouM  be  ra- 
th^ ordered  canonically  by  the  council,  than 
cominand^  by  his  laws.  Theie  were  ( i.)  that 
rncak&  fhould  not  build  monaileries  without  the 
conifent  of  the.  proprietor  of  the  bnd,  and  of  the 
bbQ»)p,  to  whom  (a,)  thqr  wa»  to  be  fubj/£<a : 
(3.)  I&at  they  ftould  not  receiw  jQaves  into  their 
mooafteries  without  their  mailers  con&nt :  (4.) 
that  they  fhould  not  turn  ^rmers^  or  intendants 
Q&  lands,  unk^  the  biChop  entruiled  them  with 
the  care  t&  fbme  church-kirds :  (5«)  that  the- 
ckfks  of  one  chturch  ihould  not  remove  to  ano-r 
tber»  U!ole6  they  had  been  driven  out  of  their 
country^  or  in  feme  other  cafe  of  neceifity  ^  and 
(6.)  if  any  one  receive,  contrary  to  this  ordina* 
tbn>  any  dak  bfcloi^ing  to  another  Idfhop,  both 
bifliop  and  clerk  {hall  be  excommunicated  till 
Ibch  time  as  the.  cferk  returns  home :  (7.)  that 
Ckak^Jon  in  honour  of  S.Eupbemia  and  the 
council  ihould  h^e  the  title  of  metropolis,  but 
fmt  tb^  jurifflwaion  of  one  which  appertained  to 
Nicomcdia.  The  council  approved  thefe  regu*- 
Ittiotis  with  many  figns  of  jpy,  which  termi*- 
oated  with  a  cfefirc  of  returning  home.  Th? 
CTOperoc  Kturned  a«nfw©r :  I  am  fcnfible  ycu  ai^e 
£ttigued  with  this  toiag  ftay  here;  however  I 
mulb  afls  yaiir  patience  for  three  or  four  days 

X  2  longer. 
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longer,  that  you  may  finifli  here  your  particular 
concerns  in  the  prefence  of  the  liiagiftratcs,  (ic. 
And  thus  ended  the  fixth  feffion. 
\   26.  And  thus  ended  the  council  ftridlly  fpeak- 
ing :  for  the  following  feffions  did  not  concern  the 
univerfalchurchjbut^nlyparticularperfons,  which 
made  the  bifhops,  after  having  fettled  all  neceffa- 
ry  points,   be  fo  defirous  of  returning  to  their 
diocefes.     On  this  account  the  ancients  make  a 
great  deal  of  difference. betwixt  the  fix  firflrfet- 
fions  and  the  others  wherein  no  matter  (rf  faith 
was  treated,   as  is  plain  from  the  letters  of  S. 
i^e?,  and  more  particularly  of  Pelagius  II.  about 
the. year  586  to  the  bifhops  of  ^ri^ ;  fix)to=£- 
vagrius  the  hiftorian,  who  defctibes  the  firft  fix 
feffions  at  length,  but  winds  all  the  others  up 
in  few  words/    Both  this  poJK  and  the  hifto- 
rian. reckon  the  27  canons  which  fome  put  at 
the*  end  of  the  filth  feffion  among  things  done 
in  the  feventh  feffion,  tho'  ibme  put  them  at 
the  end  of  the  fixth.     Having  made  this  (hort 
obfervation,  the  importance  •  of  which  will  ap- 
pear in  the  fecpd  iof  this  hiftory,  I  go  on  to  the 
feventh  fefllon  at  Chakedon. 
.    27.  This  feffion  was  held  the  26th  of  Oi3o- 
bery.  and  for  containing  three  diflfcrent  matters 
may  be  called  .the  feventh,.  eighth  and^  ninth. 
•The  feventh  is  the  agreement  between  Maximum 
of  Afitioch  and  Juvenal  of  Jerufalem  confirm- 
ed by  the  council,  whereby  to  Maximus  is  ad- 
judged, the  juriidiaion  over  Pbanicia  and  jira^- 
biaj  and  to  ^ « w«^/ jover  the  xhctcPaleftinesi 
by  which  Juvenal  obtained  the  ends  pf  his  am- 
bitious labours^  to  the  prejudice  of  the  fees  of 
t         .  Antiocb 
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Antiocb  and  Cajareay  the  juft  rights  of  thelaft 
eftabliflied  in  the  council  of  Nice  being  by  this 
aflent  of  the  fathers  at  Chalcedon  overthrown.— 
The  eighth  a<3:ioii  was  concerning  Theodoret ; 
whCTein  the  bifliops  and  Theodoret  fpoke  in  the 
following  manner:  Bps.  htt  Theodoret  immedi- 
ately condemn  Nejiorius.  Theod.  I  have  given  in  a 
petition  to  the  emperor,  and  a  memorial  to  the 
legates  of  the  archbifhop'L^^;  if  it  is  y cur  plea- 
lure  to  have  them  read,  you  will  therein  behold 
my  fentiments.  Bijhofs.  We  will  have  nothing 
read,  anathematife  Nejiorius.  Theod.  I  have  by 
the  mercy  of  God  been  educated  by  catholics,  I 
have  been  inftrufted  in  the  catholic  faith :  I 
have  preached  it .  •  .  .  and  I  do  not  only  rejecft 
Ne/ioriu3  znd  Eutychesy  biit  every  man  of  wrong 
fentiments.  Bps.  Say  clearly,  anathema  to  iVif/- 
torius  and  his  doftrine.  Theod.  Indeed  I  fay 
nothing  but  what  is  pleafing  to  God.  Be  per- 
fuaded,  that  I  do  not  think  of  returning  to  my 
city,  of  being  reftored  to  my  dignity,  it  is  not 
for  that  I  came  hither  :  but  having  been  calum- 
niated, I  am  come  to  fliew  you  that  I  am  or- 
thodox, and  that  I  anathematife  Nejiorius,  Eu-- 
tycbesj  and  whoever  elfe  feys  there  are  two  Sons, 
Bijhops.  Say  clearly  anathema  to  Nejiorius  and 
his  followers.  Theod.  I  will  not  fay  fo,  unlefs 
I  expound  my  faith.  My  faith  is  -^ — Bijhops. 
He  is  a  heretic,  a  NeJioriany*tsii2iy  with  him. 
75&^^^.  Anathema  to  Nejiorius^  and  to  every 
one  elfe,  who  fays  the  virgin  Mary  is  not  mo-* 
therof  God,  and  to  every  one  who  divides  the 
only  Son  in  two.  For  my  part  I  have  fubfcribed 
to  die  definition  ofi  faith,  and  to  the  letter  of  thd 
X  3  holy 
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holy  archbifhop  Leo  . . .  and  fo  God  be  with  your 
•« .  Bps.  Theodoret  is  worthy  of  his  iee:  the  church 
receives  a  worthy  paftor,  an  orthodox  do^r. 
Then  the  biihops  in  particular  voted  his  re^ 
eftablifhment.  This  manner  of  proceeding  may 
feem  ftrange  to  ibme,  but  the  fathers  of  the  coun«« 
cil  proceeded  widi  judgment  and  difcretion^  as 
will  appear  in  the  notes.  A&erT&o^rf/ had  pro^ 
nounced  hisanathema^  they  obliged  three  ocber 
fufpcded  bifhops,  wx.  Sopbrxmius  of  Conjiani- 
tianay  John  of  Gtrmanicia^  and  Amplalc^hius 
of  Sida^  to  pronounce  the  £imeanathema«  And 
thus  ended  the  eighth  adion. 

28.  The  ninth  contained  Ibas'^  complaints 
for  being  depoied  unheard  at  the  fham-oouncil 
of  EpbefuSy  after  the  fentence  of  arbitration  of 
Pbotius  of  Tyre  and  Eufiatlnus  of  Berytus^ 
which  ientence  being  read,  the  Others  thought 
it  too  late  that  day  to  decide  the  matter,  and  fo 
put  it  off  to  the  next  day  the  27th  of  OSober. 
Then  was  the  eighth  feilion  and  die  ccHitinua-^ 
tion  of  the  ninth  at3;ion,  when  after  reading 
ibme  papers,  the  biihops  cried  out,  that  Ibas 
ought  to  be  reftored :  but  ibme  few  e3ocq>ted 
againil  it,  bringing  in  TbeopbHus  a  deacon  and 
three  others  againil  him ;  who  i&id  they  durft 
mot  take  upon  them  the  quality  of  accui^s,  but 
rcijueifcd  that  the  ads  of  Berytusz^xa&  Vmi 
might  be  read,  which  was  accorded  j  and  after* 
wards  that  the  a<as  of  his  depolitionm  il.  council 
oi  Epbefus,  asthey  called  it,  might  be  read:  but 
the  pope's  legates  and  all  of  them  unanimouily 
rejedled  this  demand,  £iying,  that  no  manner  of 
regard  was  to  be  had  to  that  ailembly,  and  de^ 
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fifed  the  emperor  would  enadt  a  law,  by  which 
it  fhould  be  prohibited  to  ilile  it  a  council.  They 
declared  that  nothing  done  there  could  have  any 
force,  except  D^mnus^s  depofition  and  Maxi^ 
mvi'seftablifhment.  Maximus  defircd  then  that 
ti  penfion  might  be  fettled  upon  DomnuSy  which 
was  left  to  Maximus's  difcretion  ;  this  laft  paf- 
lage  is  in  the  latin  copies  tho*  not  in  the  greek 
ones :  fee  note.  Coming  to  Ibas*^  cafe,  the  le- 
gates gave  their  fentiments  in  his  favour.  A^ 
fiatolius  &idf  that  he  once  lay  under  fufpicion, 
but  had  cleared  himfelf  by  lubfcribing  to  S.Leo's 
tetter.  Juvenal  of  Jerufakniy  that  he  had  now 
repented  of  his  falfe  opinions,  and  that  he  was 
to  be  pitied  for  his  old  age.  Eunomius  of  iV/- 
comediay  that  Jbas  had  boen  to  blame  in  writing 
that  letter  to  Maris  the  Perfian^  and  Maximum 
<tf  Antiocby  that  his  orthodoxy  might  be  ga- 
thered from  that  letter.  The  refl  gave  in  their 
verdid^  and  it  was  unanimoufly  agreed  upon  at 
all  hands^  that  he  (hould  be  re-eftabli(hed  upon 
anathematifing  Nejiorius.  To  this  Ibas :  I  have 
already  in  wHting  anathematifed  Nejlorius  and 
his  doftrine,  and  now  I  anathematife  him  a 
thousand  times.  For  1  make  no  difficulty  of 
doing  that  a  thoufand  times  over,  which  I  am 
perfuaded  is  once  lawftilly  dorte.  Anathema 
therefore  to /Vg^dr/i^ J,  to  Eutycbes^  and  to  whom- 
foever  he  is  that  holds  but  one  nature.  I  anathe- 
matiff  alfo  every  perfon  whomfoever  who  does 
not  bdieve  as  this  holy  council  does.  So  Bas'w^iS 
reiJcftabliihed,  and  Nonnus  left  in  his  epifcopal 
dignity,  with  a  promife  of  Maximus  of  An^ 
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//^^Z^'s  commendation  of  him  to  the  bifhopsctf' 
his  diocefe.  i 

29.  In  the  ninth  feffion  on  the  29th  of  OBo^ 
ber^  Baffian  of  Epbefus  put  in  his  complaint, 
that  he  had  been  unjuftly  depofed  in  448,  and 
that  Stephen  had  ufurped  his  fep  aq4  goods  by 
violence.  Stephen  anfwered ;  this  man  was  ne- 
ver made  Bp.  oiEphefus^  but,  thgt  church  being 
vacant,  he  with  a  company  of  gladiatprs  cam? 
in  and  ufurped  the  fee;  afterwards  being  turned 
out  according  to  the  canons  as  he  deferved,  forty 
bifhopsof^tf,  with  the  fuffrages  of  the  chief 
pf  the  people,  clergy,  and  city  ordained  me,  who 
have  been  of  the  clergy  and  of  Epbefus  now  50 
years.  BaJJian  repli^ :  from  my  youth  I  have 
taken  care  pf  the  poor,  and  bqilt  an  hoipital  for 
thenj  of  70  beds,  where  I  received  all  the  lick 
and  wounded.  This  excited  the  Bp.  Memnon^s 
jealoufy,  who  left  no  ftone  unturned  to  turn  me 
out  of  town,  ant}  for  this  end  laid  his  hands  oij 
me,  and  ordained  me  Bp.  of  Evazus^  keeping 
me  before  the  altar  from  the  hour  of  tierce  to 
mid-day,  and  treating  me  fo  feverely,  that  the 
altar  and  goipel  were  ftained  with  blood,  How- 
ever, I  never  went  to  Evazus,  nor  fo  much  as 
faw  it,  fo  that  when  Memnon  died,  Bafil  who 
liicceeded  him,  and  who  with  his  clergy  was 
confcious  of  the  wrongs  I  fuffered,  ordaine4  an- 
other bift^op  for  EvaziiSy  and  left  me  in  his 
communion  with  the  rank  of  a  bifhop.^  But 
Bafil  dying  too,  the  people,  the  clergy,  the  bi- 
ihops,  and  all  concurred  by  violence  to  place  me 
on  the  fee  oi Epbefus :  Olympius  one  pf^thpm  is 
here  prefent.  The  emperor  confirmed  my  elec- 
tion, 
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tion,  Pr^r/e^j  communicated  with  me,  andfent 
me  his  fynodical  letters.  I  had  been  thus  four 
years  in  pofleffion,  when  after  firiilhing  the  la- 
iprifice,  thofe  very  perfons  who  were  wont  to  re- 
ceive the  holy  myfteries  from  my  hands  feifed 
upon  me,  forced  me  from  the  church,  beat  me, 
dragged  me  along  the  public  place,  confined  me, 
put  a  fword  to  my  breail  to  threaten  me  with 
jdeath,  arid  treated  me  with  fuch  cruelty,  that 
they  rcfofed  me  water  to  quench  my  thirft.  My 
friends  were  ill-treated,  ^c.  Stephen  took  him 
up  with  the  above-mentioned  hiftory  of  his  in- 
irufion  blazoned  out  at  length;  adding,  that 
Leo  Bp.  of  Rome^  Flavian  of  CP.  and  the  Bp. 
of  Antioch  had  turned  him  our^  and  defired  the 
canons  againft  tranflations  from  one  fee  to  ano- 
ther might  be  read,  which  was  accordingly  done. 
Thefe  were  the  canons  of  the  Antioch  coun- 
cil in  341,  the  1 6th  whereof  prohibits  a  vacan- 
tive  bifljbp  to  enter  into  a  vacant  fee,  tho*  he 
Should  pretend  to  be  forced  ;  and  the  17th  d^t^ 
clarcs  a  biihop  excommunicated,  who  does  not 
go  to  the  church  for  which  he  is  ordained.  The 
magiftrates  then  afked  Bajjian  who  had  eftablifh- 
pd  him  bifliop^  and  he  anfwered  Olympius  of 
T'beikfiopolis.  Olympius  iaid  the  matter  was 
thus  :  I  was  fent  for  upon  Bajir%  death  to  or- 
dain a  bifliop,  and  had  been  tnere  three  days  ex- 
jxefting  fome  other  bifhops  to  join  me,  but  find- 
ing that  no  bifliops  came  I  was  in  great  per- 
plexity ;  during  which  time  an  infinite  number 
of  people  befet  my  lodgings  and  hurried  me 
away  before  I  knew  where  I  was  to  the  church, 
gqd  aniong  the  r^fl  there  was  an  ofEcer  called 
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Hotofericus^who  clapped  his  hand  on  hisfword: 
and  thus  I  was  carried  to  the  epifc^al  &e  with 
jB^^;?,  wherein  he  was  placed.  Eaffinn  told  him 
he  lied.  The  bi/hops  dien  aiked  again^  iiPr^his 
had  communicated  with  Baffian?  And,  ailan^ 
fwered  yes.  Stephen  gave  Baffian  a  wipe  agaiA 
of  being  condemned  by  Flavian^  which  made 
Cecropius  of  Sebi^opcdis  give  Stephen  another^ 
faying,  Lord  Stephen^  how  powerful  is  Fiavi^ 
any  even  after  his  death?  willing  to  intimate  how 
he  had  condemned  at  Ephefus  that  Flavian  he 
mentioned.  At  this  the  whde  council  cried  out, 
the  memory  k£  Flavian  is  eternal :  heie  is  vtn- 
geance,  here  is  truth!  Flawan  lives  after  his 
death,  the  martyr  prays  for  us.  Then  the  bifhopft 
began  to  incline  to  Baffi^n^  but  after  m&Aire  dte^ 
liberation,  they  concluded  that  each  party  had 
mutually  proved  the  other  to  have  no  right  to  the 
fee  of  .^^i. 

30.  It  remained  now,  who  was  to  be  inftall^ 
cd  in  their  place,  where,  and  by  whom.  The 
bifhops  oiAfia  proftrate  befom  the  counciK  con* 
jured  them  not  to  ordain  a  bifhop  out  of  the  city 
of  EpbefuSj  and  moft  of  die  council  approved 
of  what  they  laid.  But  Diogenes  of  Cyzicus  op* 
pofed  it,  faying  the  cuflom  was  to  ordain  the 
bifliops  of  Bpbefuszt  C.  P.  and  that  if  that  cu- 
Aom  had  been  ob&rved,  asitfhouldbe,  allthefe 
HI  coniequences  had  be(»i  prevented :  but  that  at 
Epbefus  they  ordained  any  body  bifhop.  Le^n-^ 
tius  of  Magnefia  on  the  contrary  alledgdd,  that 
of  zy  bifhops  fince  S.  timothy  down  to  the  pre^ 
fent  time,  only  Bap  had  been  ordained  at  C.  P. 
*nd  the  iflae  of  it  was  bloodflied  and  murder. 
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Philip  prkftof  C.  P.  replied  :  our  holybifliop 
y^bn  (Chryfojkm  I  fuppofe)  depofed  15  bifhaps 
la  Jfia^  and  ordained  others  in  dieir  place:  Mem^ 
^1011  was  confirmed  here:  Heraciidesvft&(x6d\n^ 
cd  with  our  bi£bops  con&nt :  the  Bp.  Procius  or-- 
dained  Bafil.  This  dkpute  requiring  a  further 
examine  was  put  off  to  the  next  day. 

3  u  The  tenth  feffion  was  the  30  th  of  O^o- 
fcr,  where  Bt^an  and  Stephen  were  both  de-^ 
clared  no  bifhops  of  Epb^s  eidier  in  titfe  or 
eficdi,  but  were  to  have  epiibc^l  honour  with 
apenitoD^  each  of  £00  gold  pence  a  year;  anew 
biihop  was  (t)  be  made^  but  who  or  where  they 
did  not  then  determine^  but  proceeded  to  hear 
EMwrnus  of  NicomeJm*s  complaint  againft  ji*- 
baftajSm  o£  Nice^  &x  having  invaded  his  rights 
and  privileges  by  oxommunicating  fbme  of  the 
dergy  dEB^imfle^  a  biihoprick  of  his  province. 
Anaftafius  anfwered  by  maintaining  the  biffaop*- 
rick  to  be  of  the  diote&  oiNice^  on  vdiichthe 
tmfi^roT  Faientiman  had  conferred  the  dignity 
xi  metrcpoits^  and  that  S«  J^im  had  writ  to  the 
bifl>op  of  that  place  one  of  his  preckceflbrs  to 
viiit  Bsfiiinopk.  Eunomiuszxiivjo^^  that  a  law 
of  Fakminia^s  of  freflier  dace  than  that  cited 
by  Anaft^fius^  had  declared  the  dignity  of  me«> 
tiopolis  was  ^esti  to  Nicey  vtrithout  intrenching 
upon  the  prero^rtivcs  oif  Nkomedia ;  that  Sl 
y^  wrote  to  thwsBp.  of  Nke^  very  pobaWy, 
wbeti  there  was  no  Bp.  o£Nicomediay  to  make  a 
vifit  \  and  that  for  lus  part  he  couid  ;fiiew  feverd 
biihopsof  Bifj/iiimfk  onkined  by  the  biihop  of 
NktfmedUi^  as«dfotfaedecreesof  their  owncity  for 
it.  Tiie  CKMKWDil  l»mg  lioor^ 
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fentcnce,  that  all  the  authority  of  ordaining,  @r, 
belonged  to  the  Bp.  oiNicomedia  the  true  me- 
tropolitan of  Bitbyniay  but  the  tide  of  metro- 
politan fliould  alfo  belong  to  the  bifliop  of  Nice, 
who  was  to  take  place  of  the  other  bifliops.  M^ 
tius  the  arch-deacon  of  C  P.  defiring  that  this 
proceeding  might  not  prejudice  the  rights  of  the 
fee  of  C  P.  it  was  anfwered,  as  to  that  fee's  right 
of  ordaining  in  the  provinces  of  Bitbynia^  it 
Ihall  be  examined  another  time. 

32.  The  eleventh  feffion  washdd  the  laft  of 
O^ober.  There  Sabinian  Bp.  of  Perrha  com- 
plained of  his  being  depofed  by  Diofcorus^  and 
of  Atbanajius\  intrufion  into  his  fee,  who  had 
been  outed  for  his  crimes  and  lawfully  depofed. 
Another  requeft  of  the  &me  tenor  was  dire<fted 
to  the  archbifliops  L^6^,  AnatoltuszxAMaximus. 
Atbanafius  faid  his  caufe  had  been  already  deter- 
mined by  S.  Cyril  and  Proclus.  Sabinian  dc-. 
manded  that  the  account  of  this  and  the  adts  of 
the  Antiocb  council  might  be  read,  which  being 
performed,  Tbeodore  of  Damajcus  znd  fix  other 
bifliops,  who  had  depofed  Athanajtus^  gave  a 
full  and  fatisfaftory  detail  of  their  proceedings, 
and  by  conferring  one  thing  with  another,  few 
into  the  whole  hiftory,  which  was  as  follows : 
Atbanafius  Bp.  oiPerrba  in  his  old  age  was  ac- 
cufed  of  feveral  things  that  refleded  highly  up- 
on his  peribnal  manners,  and. his  male-admini- 
ftration  of  the  goods  of  the  church,  for  whicH 
his  clergy  gave  in  a  complaint  to  Domnus  patri* 
arch  of  Antiocb.  Domnus  referred  the  cogni- 
fence  of  it  to  PanoWius  metropolitan  of  the!fi«^- 
pbratefian.  Syria ^  who  convocated  the  biChops  of 
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his  proviiicfe,  and  thrice  fummoncd  Athanafius 
to  appear.  Inftead  of  that  Athanqfius  thrice 
fent  back  a  renunciation  of  his  biflioprick,  in 
each  writing  qualifying  Panolbius  with  the  title 
of  friend,  and  affuring  him,  that  this  was  a  refo- 
lution  he  had  taken  up  two  or  three  years  paft, 
being  defirous  of  reft ;  not  to  be  deprived  of 
which,  he  upon  oath  demanded  of  the  biftidps 
that  they  would  put  another  bifliop  in  his  place. 
His  voluntary  refignation .  being  accepted  of, 
without  making  another  bifliop,  he  retired  to 
Samdfatay  but  after  fome  time  in  444,  came 
back  to  Perrba^  and  gave  orders ;  this  exciting 
ne^w  complaints,  he  went  not  to  his  own  patri- 
arch^ jD^w;7^j,  but  to  C.  P.  to  impofe  upon  S. 
Cyril  (who  was  there)  and  S.Proclus.  Both 
tnefe  faints  writ  to  Domnus  to  have  matters  re- 
viled^ and  delarcd  they  a^ed  only  as  mediators 
in'  his  concerns.  With  their  letters  he  came  to 
Domnus  J  who  called  a  provincial  fynod  of  the 
hr^  Syria  for  him,  but  inftead  of  appearing  he 
flipped  off^  to  pufh  his  intereft  in  fome  other 
place.  ^This  made  the  clergy  of  P  err  ha  urge 
their  caufe  home  in  445  before  Domnus  and  all 
the  eaftern  biflibps  at -^;z^/^^iJ^j where  being  thrice 
cited  and  not  appearing,  hewasdepofed  by  the 
council,  with  a  power  given  to  the  bifliops  of 
that  province  to  confecrate  another  bifliop.  In 
virtue  of  thispovlrer,  Stephen  oi  Hierapolis  with 
the  other  bifliops  confecrated  Saiinian  the  proo- 
tor  of  a  monaftwy,  wherein  he  had  been  brought 
up  from  his  infancy,  who  remained  in  peace- 
ful poflcflidn  of  his  fee  till  Diofcorus  and  his 
giang  depofcd  him  in  the  ftifem-council  of  Epbe^ 
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Jus  in  449.  — The  fothcis  of  thct  ClmlceikH 
<;x)uncil  being  apprifed  of  tbi?,  deqlvcd  SaMnian 
to  have  been  le^ftjr  ck^tcd^  iUqgS^Uy  depofe4 
and  that  Athanafius  was  to  be  looked  upon  as% 
biihop  depofed  i  but  becaufe  he  had  been  oajy 
qcmdcmned  fw  contumacy,  he  had  leave  to  piir-^ 
foe  his  point  till  the  following  3f«^>  in  which 
time  if  he  fhould  be  convid^  of  adty  crimpy 
that  he  (teferved  to  be  deppfed  for»  he  fbould,  iji^ 
guc  the  penalties  of  the  civil  law;  butif  ^n  chQ 
contrary^  ^ing  that  ^)ace,  fofHcient  proo& 
coi}id  not  be  brought  a^inft  hina,  that  he  ^ouU 
be  fe-eftabliibed  and  iS^^Vii^x  be  contented  with 
episcopal  honour^  a  niaintenance  fi-om  the  chufdh 
of  Perrha,  and  fobfiitutku ;  by  which  nioft 
writes  here  undei:ft^«d  a.  rig^  of  focce0ion. 

33.  Thi$  affair  being  tenninaled,  thepQpfr*^ 
legates  and  tfa^  et^peror's  ooinini0^rie$left  the 
council ;  they  wero  defined  t9  (lay  longjcf  to  ren 
gulate  the  pajticukr  concerns  of  the  chwch  of 
C.  P.  but  the  legates  excufed  themfehres  upon 
their  having  no  commiflion  for  tfeit,  and  the 
comn^iffaries  foir  their  multiplicity  of  affairs.  So 
diey  having  retired,  the  bUhops  that  ftaJd  «fter 
them,  in  their  twelfth  &fUon  formed  a  canon, 
commonly  called  the  twenty-eigteh  canon,  tQ 
which  the  Gremm  joiaed  afterwarda  the  othcar 
canons  notade  in  thia  coun^iL  It  W'ould  be  tedl* 
ous  for  the  reader  to  have  t|iem  at  lei^h :  canon 
\  I.)  confirms  the  canons  |(>f  o^^er  councBs ;  (ai*) 
puniihes  ixmony  with  depofition,  and  <XK^mr> 
munication  lei^e^ely ;  (3^.)  forbida  cWch** 
men  and  monks  tp  be  intendanta  of  b]N9ieni 
eftates:  (4.)c»sttaW8  tlMtlolM^^ 
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(5.)  forbids  church^mc;n  changing  their  diocofe, 
both  tbeiib  as  in  n.  25*  (6.)  forbids  ordaining  a-* 
ny  one  without  a  title:  (7.)  excommunicates 
thpie  who  quit  a  monaftic  pr  ecclefiaftic  ftate 
to  engage  in  the  (Dilitia  or  any  worldly  offices  : 
(3.)  iubjefts  all  the  clergy  to  the  biihop :  (9,) 
prohjibits  church-men  bringing  their  quarrels  be- 
fore Ocular  judges :  that  if  a  clerlj:  ha^  any  thing 
againft  his  bifhop,  it  mi)ft  be  judged  in  the 
council  of  the  province  $  but  if  a  ckrk  or  biihop 
has  a  difierence  with  his  metropolitan,  he  muft 
apply  himfelf  to  the  primate  of  the  province,  or 
the  fee  of  the  royal  city  of  C.P.  (10.)  prohibits 
plurality  «f  benefices^  or  having  any  penfionfrom 
the  benefice  ^ey  have  left  after  getting  another :, 
(11,)  orders  pacific  letters,  but  not  commendato«^ 
n^  ones  foir  poor  travellers :  ( 1 2.)  forbids  any  hi- 
mop  under  pain  of  depofitipn  to  erei^  a  new  me- 
tropolis,  by  applying  to  fecular  perfons:  (13.) 
forbids  them  to  Aififer  church-men,  who  are 
ftrangers,  tpexercife  their  fundlions  without  their 
biflaops  commendatory  Ijctters  :  (14.^  forbids 
ledors  and  cantors  in  thojfe  provinces  wnere  they 
are  aUowed.  tom^rry,  to  marry  FaganSj  J^^^ 
eJfeSy  or  heretic  women:  (15.)  prohibits  a  dea- 
coneis  to  be  nutdc  by  impofition  of  hands  before 
fb«  is  40  ye^cs  old  1  and  excommunicates  her^if 
£he  man^ries :  (16.)  exco^nmunicates  virgins  eon- 
fecraitf  d  to  God,  and  roonks,  that  nwrry :  (17.) 
adjjudg^s  p^iih^s  and  boundaries  of  land  to  the 
bilbQps  thait  l»ve  h»di  30  years  pfefcriptioa ;  but 
if  a  (^t^ulty  arile  Moreth^jt  tim^  it  muft  be 
determined  by  tho  method  pre&rib^  in  the  9th 
CAQOQ :  (1^)  dj^j^vo^ d«r](^ thwtfqrast cabaJsa^- 
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gainft  their  bifhops:  (19.)  renews  the  decree  of 
the  council  of  Nice  for  celebrating  provincial 
councils  twice  a  year  i  (20.)  is  the  fame  with 
the  fifth,  n.  25.  (21.)  forbids  the  eafy  admit- 
tance of  clerks  accufations  again  ft  their  bifliops  r 
and  (22.)  the  clergy's  meddling  with  deceafed 
bifhops  goods:  (23.)  orders  the  defender  of  the 
goods  of  the  church  of  C.  P.  to  expel  thence  the 
monks  and  clergy  who  come  there  without  their 
bifhop*s  commiffion :  (24.)  forbids  monafteries 
to  be  turned  into  feculair  houfes :  and  (25.)  the 
metropolitans  to  defer  ordaining  a  fucceffor  to 
the  bifhop  deceafed  above  three  months,  order- 
ing  that  mfean while  an  oscononiiftbe  appointed 
to  look  after  the  church  revenues :  (26.)  enafts, 
that  every  diocefe  has  its  oecohomift :  (27.)  pro^- 
hibits  rapes,  tho'  under  the  tide  of  marriage, 
and  inflifts  penalties  upon  all  fuch  as  contribute 
to,  or  fkvour  them ;  upon  clerks  depofition,  up- 
on lay-men  excommunication :  (28.)  runs  thus : 
we  following  in  all  things  the  decrees  of  the  ho- 
ly fathers,  and  acknowledging  the  canon  now 
read  of  1 50  bifhops  lovers  of  God  ( in  the  C  P. 
council)  decree  and  determine  the  lame  in  regard 
of  the  privileges  of  the  moft  holy  fee  of  C  P. 
new  Rome.  For  the  fathers  with  reafon  conferred 
privileges  on  the  throne  of  ancient  Roine^  as  be- 
ing the  reigning  city  of  the  erripire,  and  for  the 
fame  motives  the  150  fathers,  lovers  of  God, 
have  equally  conferred  privileges  on  the  throne 
of  new  Rome ;  rightly  judging,  that  the  city 
which  is  dignified  by  the  empire  and  thcfenate 
Ihbuld  enjoy  equal  privileges  with  ancient  Rome^ 
and  like  that,  even  in  ecclefiaitical  matters,  be 
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advanced  and  magnified,  fo  as  to  take  thefecond 
after  it;  infomuch  that  the  metropolitans  only 
of  PontuSy  AJia  and  Thrace  (with  the  biihops 
of  the  laid  diocefesbefides,who  are  among  fi^/r* 
bariarfs)  be  ordained  by  the  feid  throne  of  the 
C.  P*  church,  viz,  every  metropolitan  of  the 
faid  diocefles,  with  the  comprovincial  bifliops,  is 
to  ordain  the  bifhops  of  his  province,  as  it  is  de* 
livered  by  the  canons :  but,  to  ordain  the  metro- 
politans of  the  faid  diocefles,  it  appertains  to  the 
archbifliop  of  C  P.  after  the  ufual  account  is 
given  in  of  canonical  eleiSions:  (29.)  forbids 
the  reducing  a  bifhop  to  the  rank  of  prieft :  (30.) 
allows  the  Alexandrian  bifliops  to  defer  figning 
S.  Leo'^  epiftle  till  a  patriarch  of  Alexandria 
fhould  beeledted.  Thus  end  the  30  canons  and 
i2thlcflion. 

34.  The  13  th  was  held  the  i^oi November^ 
when  the  legates  complained  to  the  commifla- 
ries,  that  they  had  heard  that  the  fathers  in  their 
abfence  had  ena<fled  things  contrary  to  church- 
difcipline,  and  therefore  defired  that  the  ads 
might  be  read,  to  make  the  juftice  or  iniuftice  of 
them  appear.  Upon  this  iE//«j  the  arch-deacon 
of  C.P.  told  them :  that  it  was  agreed  upon  at  all . 
hands,  that  what  related  to  faith  was  determin- 
ed, but  after  their  departure  it  was  judged  expe- 
dient to  treat  of  the  particular  affairs  of  the 
church  of  C.P^  and  the  council  demanded  it 
fhould  be  treated  of  in  common :  that  they  had 
flill  their  afts,*  which  were  not  made  hugger- 
mugger, .  and  by  Health,  but  canonically  and  in 
due  order.  Then  the.adts  being  read,  and  in^ 
them  the  28  th  canon  figncd  by  184  bifhops, - 
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Lucentius  cried  out,  they  were  forced  and  &r- 
prifed  into  the  fubfcriptions  j  but  the  bifliops  an- 
fvvered,  that  no  body  was  forced.  Lucentius 
fubjoined :  that  they  had  abandoned  the  canons 
of  the  3 1 8  fathers  (of  Nice)  and  only  menti- 
oned thofe  of  150  fathers,  which  were  no  ca- 
nons of  councils,  but  made,  as  thfey  fay,  about 
80  years  ago ;  that  if  they  had  been  in  poffeffi- 
on  of  this  privilege  all  that  time  what  made 
them  defire  it  at  prefent,  and  if  they  had  not, 
why  pretended  they  to  it  now  ?  The  arch-dea- 
con then  derpanded  if  the  legates  had  any  in-, 
jundions  from  the  pope  touching  this  point, 
and  Bomf ace  (htwtd  they  had,  by  producing  a 
paper  of  S.  Leo's  to  this  efFe<ft :.  fufFer  not  the 
ordinances  of  the  fathers  by  any  attempt  upon 
them  to  be  infringed  or  diminifhed :  but  be 
jcareful  to  maintain  our  dignity  which  you  rc- 
prefcnt :  and  if  any  confiding  in  the  ^lendor 
and  power  of  their  cities  offer  at  innovations, 
oppofe  them  with  a  decent  firmnefs. 

35.  This  injunftion  read,  the  commiflaries 
defired  each  party  would  bring  what  they  had  to 
fay  for  and  againft  the  28th  canon :  fo  Pafcba^ 
Jin  alledged  the  6th  canon  of  the  council  of 
Nice  J  wherein  it  is  iaid :  the  chucch  of  Rome 
has  always  had  the  primacy,  G?r.  vtndiMtius  the 
3d  of  the  council  of  C.  P.  The  other  bifhops 
added,  they  had  iubicribed  to  the  28  th  canon 
voluntarily,  and  Eujebius  of  Dorylaum  faid  o- 
verand  above,  that  he  had  read  the  canon  of 
C.  P.  to  pope  Leoy  who  had  approved  of  it.  At 
this  the  conuni^riesand  the  council  gave  their 
approbation  to  the  z8th  canon,  and  the  legjates 
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Qn  their  fide  made  a  proteft  again  ft  it,  which 
they  required  ftiould  be  inferted  in  the  ads,  that 
they  might  fend  an  account  of  it  to  the  princi- 
pal biftiop  of  the  church,  for  him  to  pafs  judg- 
ment upon  this  contempt  of  his  fee,  and  infracti- 
on of  the  canons.  The  uiual  acclamations  (which 
are  not  infcr.ed  in  the  acfts)  being  over,  the 
council  of  Chalcedon  broke  up,  but  the  fathers 
ftaid  fome  time  after^  cither  there  or  at  C.  P. 
and  addreffed  the  emperor  Marcian^  thanking 
God  for  his  and  the  pope^s  zeal,  (hewing  bow 
they  imitated  theconduft  of  preceding  councils, 
and  folidly  vindicating  S.  hed^  letter  from  the 
novelty  wherewith  fome  would  fain  have  aiper- 
fed  it, 

36.  They  alfo  writ  to  S.  Leo  a  fynodical  let- 
ter, wherein  they  call  him  the  interpreter  of  S. 
Peter ^  their  head  and  their  guide,  that  he  pre- 
fided  in  his  legates  over  them  as  the  head  over 
the  members,  that  Diofcorus  was  depofed  for  at- 
tacking him,  to  whom  our  Saviour  had  com-^ 
mitted  the  charge  of  his  vineyard,  by  extending 
bis  folly  againft  his  apoftolic  holinefs,^  and  aim- 
ing an  excommunication  at  him,  who  was  la- 
boring to  upite  the  body  of  the  church  ;  then 
coming  to  the  point  in  hand,  they  tell  him  hovy 
they  had  authorifed  by  a  fynodical  fentcnce 
the  ancient  cuftom  the  church  of  C.  P.  had  of 
erdaining  the  metropolitans  oiAfia^  Pmtm  an4 
Thracey  not  (o  much  for  the  advantage  of  that 
fee,  as  the  quiet  of  the  people  thefe,  that  they 
had  confirmed  the  canon  of  the  C.  P.  council, 
'?«d  that  tho'  his  legates  had  vigoroufly  refifted 
this  decree,  yet  they  did  not  doubt  but  they  did 
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this  with  a  defign  of  referving  to  himfelf  that  ho- 
nour, by  which  the  peace  as  well  as  faith  of  the 
church  mightibe  owing  to  him.  They  go  on  : 
and  in  this  ^f  e  have  fubmitted  to  the  defire  of  the 
emperor,  the  fenate,  and  the  imperial  city.  We 
intreat  you  therefore  to  honour  our  judgment 
with  your  decrees^  and  as  we  have  foUowqd  you 
in  the  profecution  of  what  is  good,  fo  your  fiib- 
limity  will  condefcend  to  the  defires  of  your 
children,  and  by  this  you  will  oblige  the  emperor 
and  the  lee  of  C.  P. 

37.  He  received  another  letter  from  the  coun- 
cil of  44  bifhops  in  Gaul^  to  thank  him  for  the 
letter  to  Flavian  he  had  fent  them ;  affuring  him 
that  they  would  fooner  have  acknowledged  io 
immenfe  a  favour,  but  that  the  diftant  trafts  of 
land,  and  the  unufual  inclemency  of  thefcafons 
had  hindered  their  meeting  :  that  his  letter  had 
filled  Gaul  with  univerfal  joy,  and  that  all  there 
who  have  a  regard  for  the  myfteries  of  their  re- 
demption had  engraved  his  letter  in  their  hearts  to 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  it.  This  letter  came 
Ibmething  of  the  lateft,  becaufe  the  pope's  le- 
gates, who  {hould  have  took  it  with  them  to 
Chalcedony  weregoneoflFfrom  Rome^  and  pro- 
bably upon  their  return,  before  it  was  writ.  S. 
Eufebius  oi  Milan  and  his  council  made  more 
hafte,  andcxprefled  their  veneration  for  that  let- 
ter the  2  2d  oijiugujl :  S.  Maximus  of  Turin  i^ 
mentioned  among  the  fiibfcribers.

The  Fifth  Age.  5:25 

Cy  Christ  452.     O/*  Valentinian  III. 
28.  and  M^iRCiAN  3,     Of  Leo  13. 

1.  /^N  February  i,  ^.Leo  anfwered  the  44 
\J  bifhops,  whofe  faith  and  doftrinehe 
praifes,  but  wifhes  they  had  writ  in  theipaceof 
time  they  had  promifed  j  that  his  legates  might 
have  had  their  declaration  at  the  council,  where 
they  performed  their  parts  fo  worthily,  that  the 
whole  world  was  convinced,  andfubmitted  to  the 
apoftolic  faith.  By  which  letter  we  fee  ^.Leo 
knew  as  to  the  main  points  what  had  pafled  in 
the  council,  tho'  the  afts  were  not  come,  which 
the  legates  brought  with  them,  but  at  their  arrival 
he  lent  a  copy  of  the  fentence  againft  Diojcorus. 
Ludan  Bp.  of  By ze,  and  the  deacon  Bajilfoon 
followed  the  legates  with  feveral  letters:  from 
the  emperor,  from  Pulcheriay  Anatolhis  and 
yulian  of  Co ;  all  tending  to  perfuade  the  pope 
to  approve  the  28th  Cbalcedon  canon.  But  he 
oppofed  an  inflexible  zeal  againft  innovati- 
ons, and  anfwered  by  three  letters  of  May  22 y' 
which  contain  thanks  to  God,  the  emperor  and 
emprefs,  for  the  peace  of  the  church,  with  a 
defcription  of  the  unwarrantable  injuftice  of  ji* 
natolius's  pretences  :  who  not  content  with  the 
clemency  (inftead  of  juftice)  (hewed  him^  in 
approving  his  ill-grounded  ordination  by  Z)/^ 
corus  and  conniving  at  his  attempt  upon  Arir- 
tiocb  in  oxddinmg  MaximuSy  which  ought  to 
have  been  a  fubjeft  to  humble  him,  pufties  on 
further  his  unruly  aitibition  to  break  in  upon 
the  canons,  and  remove  the  boundaries  afligned 
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by  the  council  of  Nice  of  eternal  and  invio- 
lable authority.  The  city  of  C.  P.  the  lettct 
continues,  has  its  privileges,  Ijut  they  are  tem- 
poral ones  :  it  is  an  imperial  but  not  an  apofto- 
iic  city,  and  it  v^ould  be  an  unvi^arrantable  at- 
tempt to  trample  down  facred  antiquity,  and 
cred  one  fee  upon  the  ruins  of  fo  many  others. 
Mexandria  ought  not  to  lofe  its  fecond  rank  for 
the  crime  of  one  Dio/corus^  nor  Antmh  the 
third.  Nor  can  the  boafted  fubfcription  of  fome 
bifliops  above  6o  years  ago,  which  was  never 
notified  to  this  holy  fee,  nor  all  the  artifices  fince 
made  ufe  of  to  buoy  n^Anatoliuss  finking  caufe 
and  ill-grounded  prctenfions,  prevail ;  wherein 
ftiould  he  perfift,  he  will  feparate  himfelf  firom 
the  peace  of  the  univerfal  church, 

2.  This  canon  deftroyed  it  in  a  great  meafiirc, 
byTevivingthe3d  canon  of  the  C.P.  council, 
which  had  never  obtained  its  full  force.  The 
means  of  obtaining  it  too  were  indired,  jlna-^ 
tolius  laying  hold  oi  a  time  when  there  was  no 
bilhop  oi  Alexandria^  nor  any  Egyptians  pre- 
fent  to  oppofe  it :  and  by  preventing  Maximum 
of  Antiocb  by  the  unlawfiil  ordination  he  had 
conferred  upon  him.  So  that  now  the  pope's 
confcnt  only  was  wanting,  which  he  thought 
to  compafs  by  tacking  this  canon  to  the  defini- 
tion of  faith  taught  by  the  divin?  Spirit,  to 
whofe  operation  and  S.  Euphemia's  prayers  (thus 
the  council  expreflTes  itfelf )  the  happy  iflfue  of 
their  deliberations  were  due ;  this  illuftriotis  tri- 
umphrefs  having  prcfented  the  definition  of 
faith,  which  fhe  loved,  as  her  own  work  to  her 
fpoule  y.  C.  by  the  hands  of  our  pious  empe- 
ror 
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ror  and  emprels.  But  the  pope,  feparating  the 
purity  of  the  definitions  from  the  bafeneis  of 
the  canon,  by  rejecting  this  and  approving  them, 
put  a  check  to  Anatolius^  ambition ;  who  under 
.  this  mortificatioh  fuppreffed  the  letter,  which 
he  never  anfwered,  and  whiipered  about,  that 
the  pope  was  againft  the  council ;  whereas  he 
and  the  'Wejiern  churches  had  univerfally  receiv- 
ed it. 

3.  It  did  not  meet  with  fb  general  a  reception 
in  the  Eaji  i  tho'  the  emperor  was  not  wanting  to 
eticourage  it  by  his  edid:s :  one  was  oi  February 
7,  and  another  oi  March  13,  which  prohibited 
difputes  about  it,  under  penalties  for  officers  of 
being  turned  out  of  their  offices,  and  for  clerks 
ef  depofition.  The  6th  of  July  he  put  out  a 
third  to  recall  Theodofiush  law  made  in  favour  of 
Chry/apbiuSy  EutycbeSy  atid  the  conventicle  of 
Ephejus :  wherein  he  pHifics  Flavian's  memo- 
ry, and  the  perfons  of  Eufebius  of  Dorylceum 
and  TAeodoret.  The  28th  of  the  fame  month, 
he  publifhed  a  fourth,  whereby  the  obfervance 
of  the  council  of  Chakedon  was  commanded, 
the  Euiychians  declared  liable  to  the  fame  penal-^ 
ties  as  the  Apollinarijh\  Eutyches  himfelf  to  be 
no  longer  counted  a  prieft ;  the  ordaihers,  and 
ordained  by  thofe  of  that  fetS,  to  be  baniflied 
with  confifeation  of  their  goods;  their  meeting- 
houfesto,be  confifcated;  they  incapacitated  for 
any  legacies,  offices,  or  refidence  in  C.  P.  or  a- 
ny  metropolis ;  their  books  to  be  burned  j  the 
profeffors  of  their  dodlrine  juridically  punifhed, 
and  their  di&iples  fined  ten  pounds  of  gold. 
Thdfe  edicts  wete  not  put  fully  iii  execution  ; 
Y  4  however, 
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however,  Diofcorus  the  ringleader  of  the  party 
was  banilhed  to  Gangra  in  Paphlagonia. 

4.  Of  the  bifliops  who  came  with  him  to 
Chalcedony  13  ftaid  there,  but  4  of  them  who 
had  condemned  Eutyches^  Diofcorus^  and  fiib- 
fcribed  S.  Leoh  letter,  returned  home  with  the 
emperor's  letter  direfted  to  Theodore  governor 
of  Egypt ^  to  proceed  to  an  eleftion  of  a  Bp.  of 
Alexandria.  This  caufed  a  great  deal  of  buftle 
there :  becaufe  moil  of  the  citizens  were  for  no 
eledlion  during  Diojcorus'%  life  j  but  at  length 
ProteriuSy  whoni  Diofcorus  had  made  his  arch- 
prieft^  was  ordained  and  inthroned  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  now-mentioned  bifliops,  viz.  A- 
thanajius  of  BufiriSy  Nejiorius  of  Phlagona^ 
Auxonius  of  SebennytuSy  and  Macarius  of  Cba^ 
bajena.  The  people  did  not  relifli  this  elcdlion^ 
but  were  for  having  Diofcorus  again :  who  not- 
withflanding  his  debauches  and  cruelty,  was  ve- 
ry dear  to  them  on  account  of  his  profufenefe, 
and  great  expences  in  that  city.  The  13  bifhops 
returning  home  added  new  fuel  to  their  ani- 
mofities,  by  giving  out,  that  the  council  had  re- 
•je(Jled  S,C^r/7and  approved  of  NefloriUs\  and 
iomtEutychians  induftrious  to  improve  the  peo- 
ples difaffedlions  handed  up  and  down  a  greek 
tranflation  of  S.  Leo's  letter,  in  w^hich  either  the 
tranflator  had  foifted  in  Nefiorius'%  errors,  or  the 
readers  beheld  them  there  through  the  optics  of 
envy  or  ignorance.  The  people  gained  by  thcfe^ 
fuccefsful  calumnies  attacked  the  magiftrates, 
pelted  with  ftones  the  Ibldiers,  who  would  have 
quelled  the  fedition,  purfued  them  into  the  tem- 
ple of  SerapiSy  now  dedicated  to  S.  John  Bap- 
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tlfl^  which  they  invefted,  fet  a-fire/ and  burned 
them  in  it.  The  emperor  upon  news  of  this 
took  from  them  the  ufual  prefent  of  corn,  pro- 
hibited public  fhews,  ftiut  up  their  bagnios,  and 
difpatched  2,000  new  railed  foldiers  under  Flo-- 
rus^  who  had  fuch  a  favorable  wind,  that  they 
arrived  at  Alexandria  after  fix  days  fail  from  C  P. 
But  thefe  foldiers  taking  an  iniblent  liberty  with 
the  Alexandrians  wives  and  daughters,  occafion- 
cd  worfe  diforders  in  the  city  than  before.  At 
laft,  indeed,  the  people  fubmitted  and  defired 
Florus  and  Proterius  to  intercede  with  the  em- 
peror for  reftoring  their  privileges,  which  they 
did  effeiflually ;  however,  Proterius  was  ftill  in 
danger  of  his  life,  and  obhged  to  have  guards 
for  his  defence. 

5.  In  Cappadocia^  one  George  a  monk  at- 
tacked the  council  with  much  boldnefs,  which 
feems  to  have  been  foon  rcpreffed  by  the  zeal  of 
others.  It  was  to  be  hoped  S.  Euthymius\  au- 
thority  might  have  maintained  the  peace  in  Pa-- 
leftine ;  for  the  bifliops  and  monks  hung  upon 
his  lips  as  upon  an  oracle,  and  he  had  folemnly 
approved  the  Chakedon  definition,  which  two 
bifhops  had  brought  him.  All  the  monks  were, 
going  to  follow  his  example,  when  one  neodo-' 
fiusy  whom  S.  Simeon  Stylites  ftiles  the  organ  of 
the  wicked  fpirit  and  a  public  pert,  prevented 
them.  Thi&  Theodojius  was  a  monk,  who  had 
been  turned  out  of  the  monaftery  by  his  bifhojf 
for  the  crimes  he  had  -•  been  convided  of .: 
however,  he  fl:ill  kept  his  mttnks  drefs  and  went 
to  Alexandria^  where  he  railed  at  Diofcorus*i 
condu<a5  for  which  this  violent  prelate  made 
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him  be  whipped  and  fed  about  the  town  upon  a 
camel.  At  Chalcedon  he  buftled  with  Barfumas 
againft  the  bifhops,  and  was  one  of  the  firft 
when  the  council  was  over  to  come  among  the 
monks  with  books  he  had  forged  under  the  name 
'  of  the  bifhops  there ;  and  then  with  an  air  of 
zeal  pretended,  they  had  betrayed  the  faith,  ob- 
liged people  to  worfliip  two  fons,  and  that  Mar^ 
cian  and  Pulcberia  Were  both  tainted  with  here- 
fy ;  by  which  artful  impoftures,  he  gained  the 
emprefs  dowager  Eudocia^  who  had  been  fome 
time  retired  to  Jerufakm^  to  intereft  herfelf  in 
prote(5ting  his  party^  and  feduced  many  monks, 
amongft  whom  was  Gerafimus^  a  name  defer- 
vedly  celebrated  for  ianftity.  .In  this  juridture 
Juvenal  returned  to  his  diocefe  with  the  pleaf- 
ing  tranfports  of  gratifying  his  ambition,  as  be- 
ing now  patriarch  of  the  three  Palejiines^  and 
enjoying  his  eafe  in  his  biflioprick  i  but  thcfc 
pleafing  dreams  were  foon  interrapted  by  the 
people,  who  would  oblige  him  to  retfadt  the  er- 
rors, as  they  called  themj  he  had  fignedat  G&nA- 
cedon.  But  either  grace  or  pride  made  him  re- 
jed:  filch  a  fhameful  impious  offer ;  upon  which 
the  enemies  of  the  council  got  together :  the  (o^ 
litary  monks  left  their  cloiflens,  and  afTociating 
themfelves  with  a  pack  of  rafcals,  attacked  Je^ 
rufalem  like  an  enemy^s  town,  fet  the  houfes  a- 
fire,  broke  open  the  prifbns,  let  the  prifoncrs 
loofe,  fhut  up  the  town  gates^  put  a  watch  up*- 
on  the  walls  to  hinder  Juvenul  from  receiving 
fuccours,  or  making  his  efcape,  and  then  no* 
minated  Theodojiui  bifhop  in  his  flead ;  who 
boldly  ufurped  the  throne  of  S.  James  the  apo-^ 
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ftle,  gave  himfelf,  the  name  of  Bp.  of  yerufa-^ 
leffiy  itnd  to  fecurc  his  fee  and  fears  contrived 
to  make  Juvenal  av/2iy ;  but  he  eluding  the  af- 
faffins  defigns  by  his  efcape  to  C.  P.  they  fell 
foul  upon  S even  an  bifliop  of  Scythopolis^  and 
murdered  him  with  many  others  who  withftood 
their  impiety. 

6.  It  foon  rofc  to  fuch  a  height  as  to  brave  all 

rcafon  and  laws.     Tbeodofius  made  fome  of  his 

oppofcrs  be  whipped,  plundered  the  hcufes  of  o- 

thers,  and  fet  other-lbme  a-fire,  infulted  women 

of  quality,  and  forced  them  by  writing  or  word 

of  mouth  to  anathematife  the  council  of  ChaU 

cedon  and  the  pope.     A  deacon  called  Athana-- 

Jius  thought  thefe  indignities  were  not  tamely  to 

be  fuffered,  but  one  day  as  Theodofius  was  feated 

on  his  throne,  cried  out :  forbear  waging  war 

any  longer  with  J.  C  and  difperfing  his  flock, 

and  know  the  aroftion  we  have  for  our  true  pa- 

ilor,  for  we  cannot  hear  the  voice  of  a  ftranger. 

This  generous  remonftrai)ce  drew  on  his  fate 

immediately  ;  the   guards  interrupted  his  diA 

courfe  by  hailing  him  out  of  thechurch,purfuing 

him  with  variety  of  torments  and  then  cutting 

off  his  head.     But  this  could  not  iatiate  Theo-- 

dofius's  revenge,   till  he  caufed  his  disfigured 

breathleis  body  to  be  dragged  about  the  town  by 

one  foot,  and  then  caft  to  the  dogs  to  eat.     All 

Palejline  fhared  in  the  troubles  of  Jerufakm ; 

he  went  about  expelling  the  venerable  bifhops 

whoftood  firm  to  dieir  teith,  and  forcing  even 

by  blood  the  anointed  of  the  Lord  from  their 

fees.     Notwithftanding  thefe  execrable  aimes, 

fbme

fome  were  fo  infatuated  with  a  falfe  zeal,  as  to 
come  and  deniand  bifliops  for  their  fees  at  his 
hands. 

7.  This  fuccefs  made  him  think  nothing  im- 
poffible  to  his  impoftures,  not  even  to  draw  the 
celebrated  S.Euthymius  into  his  herefyj  for 
which  end  he  firft  fent  for  him  to  Jerufakm^ 
and  then  feeing  he  could  not  make  him  quit  his 
folitude,  fent  thither  two  abbots  Elpidius  fuccef- 
for  of  S.  Pajfarion^  and  Gerontius  abbot  of  S.A/i?- 
/a;«^'smonaftery.  hntEuthymiUsloXAxhtm^  he 
would  have  no  communication  with  Tbeodqfius\ 
faith  and  crimes,  and  urged  the  caufe  of  God 
fo  powerfully,  that  Elpidius  began  to  think  Eu- 
thymius  in  the  right,  tho*  he  did  not  as  yet  quit 
ubeodofius*^  communion :  2ind,zsiox Gerontiusht 
remained  obftinate.They  both  went  back  to  Theo- 
dofiuSyMvho  plkd  Euthymius  with  new  meffengcrs 
ever  and  anon  ;  and  Euthymius  to  avoid  thefe 
importunities,  after  exhorting  the  other  abbbts 
to  be  on  their  guard  and  riot  communicate  with 
fchifm,  withdrew  to  the  deiart  of  RubaUy  where 
many  monks  and  anchorites  followed  him.  In 
this  retreat  he  converted  Qerafimus  a  holy  monk^ 
who  had  lately  left  Lycia  to  fhun  the  honours 
due  to  his  miracles  and  his  rigid  obfervance  of  a 
monaftic  ftate  y  but  what  he  fled  purfued  himi 
into  the  inmoft  recefles  of  the  delart,  fame  found- 
ing  aloud  his  viftories  over  the  devil  in  the  poC 
feffed.  But  the  devil,  driven  out  of  their  bodies 
in  the  name  of  J.  C  entered  into  his  heart  by 
the  voice  of  ^heodofmSy  as  I  have  feid  juft  now 
p.  330,  being  by  him  perfuaded,  that  the  fa- 
thers of  Cbakedon  had  made  Nejiorianifm  an 
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article  of  faith.  Gerajimus  did  not  long  conti- 
nue in  this  ftate  ;  for  hearing  of  S.  Euthymiii$\ 
fame,  he  paid  him  a  vifit,  and  the  words  of  this 
illuftrious  anchorite  had  fuch  efficacy  as  to  fix 
him,  and  four  others  with  him,  viz.  Peter  {\\x-- 
named  Tournity  Markyjulon  and  Sihan^  in 
the  doftrine  of  thofe  fathers,  to  make  him  re- 
nounce Theodofiuss  communion,  and  expiate 
that  fault  with  a  long  feries  of  repentant  years. 
Moft  of  thefe  were  fpent  in  the  government  of 
his  laura  and  monaftery,  a  little  mile  from  the 
river  y or  dan.  This  Laura  wascompofed  of  70 
cells  diftant  one  from  another,  much  like  thofe 
of  the  difcalced  Carmelites  wildernefs  in  Bra^ 
bant.  The  monaftery  in  the  middle  was  de- 
figned  for  novices  and  lefs  perfedt  religious ;  the 
cells  for  thofe  more  advanced  who  were  to  be 
alone  for  five  days  in  the  week,  in  which  they 
were  to  eat  nothing  but  bread  and  water  with  a 
few  dates ;  on  Saturdays  they  gave  an  account 
of  their  work,  and  on  Sundays  met  together  to 
partake  of  the  divine  myfteries,  and  on  thefe 
days  they  were  allowed  fbmething  warm  with 
a  little  pittance  of  wine.  In  their  cells  they 
were  not  fuffered  to  have  even  warm  water,  and 
S.  Gerajimus  told  one  that  afked  for  it,  that  if 
he  could  not  be  without  that,  it  were  better  for 
iiim  to  return  to  the  monaftery.  Poverty  and 
humility  were  their  diftinguiftiing  ornaments  : 
this  was  the  fecure  iafe-guard  of  their  ripening 
virtues,  and  that  the  firm  bulwark  againft  the 
glaring  temptations  of  the  world.  They  had 
each  but  one  .coat,  their  beds  were  rufti-mats, 
their  coverlets  patched-cloth,  and  their  bolfters 
^  feme 
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ibme  coarfe  pieces  of  paper  rolled  up  together.Thc 
reft  of  their  furniture  confifted  in  an  earthen  jar 
that  ferved  them  to  drink  out  of,  and  to  water 
their  palms ;  and  yet  left  they  might  have  fome 
attach  to  thcfe  little  things,  or  foem  to  have  more 
right  to  them  than  others  of  the  laur ay  he  ordered 
them  to  leave  their  cells  open  wrhen  they  went 
out  of  them.  Thus  improving  his  religious  Gera- 
Jimus  went  on  himfclf,  rifing  from  virtue  to 
virtue,  till  at  laft  in  475,  he  reached  the  fteep 
afcent  of  the  mountain  of  the^  Lord,  by  death. 
8.  S.GelafiuSy  ^n  abbot  nes^  Nicopolisy  was, 
like  S,  Euthymiusy  very  zealous  for  the  council 
of  Chalcedony  from  whence  I'heQdofms  coming, 
he  would  tain  have  periiiaded  the  faint  that  it 
was  heretical :  but  he,  bringing  in  a  young  child 
whom  he  had  raifed  from  the  dead,  told  him,  if 
he  had  a  mind  to  diipute,  there  ftood  one  to  an- 
fwcrhim,  for  that  he  wasnotat  leifure.  This 
anfwer  drove  I'heodqfius.  off  with  confufion,  but 
having  ufurped  the  fee  of  Jerufalemy  he  made 
Gelajius  be  brought  into  the  iandluary,  and  with 
rough  and  fair  promifes  demanded  of  him  to  a^ 
nathematife  Juvenal.  GelaJiuSy  unconcerned, 
replied  :  I  know  no  other  Bp.  of  Jerufakmha^ 
Juvenal;  upon  which  anfwer  he  was  driven  out 
of  the  church,  then  feifed  by  the  fchifmatics, 
who  had  prepared  a  funeral  pile  to  burn  hina ; 
but  when  they  beheld  with  what  contempt  he 
met  approaching  dangers,  they  were  afraid  of 
incenfing  the  people  of  the  town,  who  had  a 
veneration  for  him,  and  fo  let  him  go.  — -  This 
faint  was^once  tempted  to  live  in  the  defert  with- 
out a  cell  or  any  cqvert  to  iaeen.  him  itom  th* 
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inclemency  of  the  heavens,  without  other  food 
than  wild  herbs,  or  other  drink  than  the  run- 
ning ftream  ^  but  before  he  would  fix  on  this  re- 
folution,  he  made  an  effay  of  this  kind  of  life 
in  the  court  of  his  monaftery,  and  finding  his 
ilrength  not  able  to  fupport  fuch  fatigues,  he 
contented  himfelf  with  lamenting  his  fins  in  the 
compafs  of  a  narrow  cell.  One  token  of  his 
difintereftednefe  appeared  in  the  following  exam- 
ple. He  had  a  parchment  manufcript  of  the 
Old  2ind  New  T^ejiament^  worth  18  golden  fhil- 
lings,  /.  e.  about  8  pound,  which  he  put  in  the 
church  for  the  monks  to  read.  A  monk  that 
was  a  guefl  there  ftole  it  away,  but  not  with- 
out the!  faint's  perceiving  it,  who  yet  would  not 
profecute  him,  left  he  fhould  add  perjury  to 
theft.  The  thief  being  got  ofFclear,  went  to  the 
next  town  to  fell  it,  andafked  16  gold  fhillings 
for  it ;  the  chapman  defired  leave  to  examine  it, 
and  for  this  purpofe  carried  it  to  Gelqfius^  who 
told  him  it  was  well  worth  16  gold  fliillings. 
The  chapman  returning,  faid  Gelafms  had  told 
him  it  was  not  worth  fo  much.  The  thief  afk- 
ed  if  Gelafius  faid  nothing  elfe.  No,  feys  the 
other.  Why  then,  fays  the  monk,  1  will  not 
fell  it,  and  fo  left  his  chapman  j  and  touched 
with  remorfe  brought  the  book  to  Gelafius^  ^ 
who^t  firft  would  not  take  it,  but  did  at  length, 
upon  the  monk's  affuring  him  he  fhould  have 
no  quiet  of  mind,  if  he  did  not.  The  monk 
was  fo  taken  with  his  goodnefs,  that  he  chang- 
ecj  hia  life  and  remained  always  with  him. 

9.  The  emperor  Marcian  with  an  unwearied 
zeal  for  religion  fent  into  Palejiine  a  commif^ 
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fary  and  foldiers,  defirous  of  courting  the  fa<ai- 
ons  into  their  duty,  before  he  forced  them  to  it 
by  the  feverities  of  the  law.  But  whilft  Mar^ 
cian  was  affifting  the  church,  Valentinian  in 
tlie  ^^publiflied  an  edidt  the  15th  oi  Apriho 
its  prgudice,  prohibiting  anybifhop  to  judge  the 
affairs  of  the  clergy  without  their  confent,  and 
fubjeifting  them  in  criminal  cauies  to  the  &cular 
magiftrates:  alfo  prohibiting  flaves  or  iervantsto 
become  clerks  or  monks.  Not  long  after  this  e- 
di(ft,  Attilay  who^had  refreflied  his  troops  in 
Pannonia  and  re-inforced  them  to  a  greater 
number  than  ever,  came  pcnring  into  Italy  and 
laid  wafte  all  before  him  :  burned  the  churches, 
facked  the  towns,  took  Aquileiay  Trevija^  Ve- 
ronay  Mantua^  Vtcenza^  Cremona^  Brejcidj 
Bergamo^  Piacenza^  Partita^  &c.  then  the 
neighboring  inhabitants  to  avoid  his  furyefcaped 
in  barks,  and  flieltered  themfelves  among  thein- 
gcceflible  marflies  of  the  Adriatic^  where  find- 
ing the  banks  high  in  the  place  now  called  Ri^ 
paltOy  they  laid  the  firft  foundations  of  the  re- 
nowned republic  of  Venice.  Attila  began  to 
turn  his  courfe  from  thence,  and  came  to  the 
paffage  of  the  Mi/icio,  in  order  to  march  diredt- 
ly  to  Rome^  when  Valentinian  in  this  confterna- 
tion  intreated  S.  Leo  to  go  to  him,  and  endea- 
vour to  perfuade  him  to  other  meafures.  The 
faint  found  him  at  the  now-mentioned  paflage, 
and  beheld  in  him  a  figure  correipondent  to  the 
dreadfiil  fame  of  his  cruelties.  He  was  a  very 
fhort  man,  with  a  fierce  look,  and  little  brilk 
rolling  eyes  j  a  large  cheft,  a  great  thick  head, 
a  flat  nofe,  a  whey  beard,  grey|^irs  and  a. 
.  ^  -w       trown 
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brown  complexion.  With  this  ill-favored  look 
he  had  the  chief  charafters  of  a  general,  that  is, 
courage  and  condudt,  being  warm  in  the  field 
and  cool  in  council,  iiifceptible  of  advice,  and 
generally  firm  to  his  word.  Itwas  juft  then  that 
crifis  of  time  on  which  hung  the  fate  of  the 
'Roman  empire,  when  the  holy  pope  preferved  it ; 
for  his  majefty,  eloquence,  and  the  powerful 
Ipirit  of  God  in  him,  fo  touched  the  Barbaric 
ariy  that  heconfented  to  withdraw  his  troops  to 
the  other  fide  the  Danube^  and  ftruck  up  a  firm 
ptzcc  vrith  Fakntmtan.  Some  authors  add,  that 
his  officers  wondring  much  at  this  fudden  change, 
Attila  told  them,  that  he  beheld  on  one  fide  of 
the  pope  another  peribn  of  more  than  mortal 
fize,  Jfhining  with  moft  reiplendent  brightncfs, 
vefled  in  pontifical  robes,  with  a  drawn  fword 
threatening  to  kill  him,  if  he  refufed  what  Leo 
demanded  of  him. 

10.  Rome  exulted  with  joy  at  this  fuccefs.and 
a  day  of  thanklgiving  to  God  was  allotted  for 
it :  but  S.  Leo  to  his  great  grief  found  but  a  thin 
aflembly,  which  proceeded  from  the  fuperftiti- 
ous   notions'  of  the  people  that  this  retreat  of 
jitfilavJdiS  owing  to  fome  confl:ellation  that  pre- 
fided  over  the  fate  of  Rome,  in  confequence  of 
which  they  frequented  the  Circenfian  games  in- 
ftead  of  the  temples  of  the  living  God.     S.Leo 
upon  this  remonftrated  the  danger  of  being  un- 
grateful to  God ;  and  by  a  forgetfulnefs  of  his  bene- 
fits, of  neither  being  moved  to  compunction  when 
he  chides,  nor  to  joy  when  he  pardons.I  am  afraid, 
lays  the  faint,  left  that  prophetic  voice  be  aimed  at 
fuch  perfons :  that  voice  which  fays  :  you  have

fcourgedtbem  and  they  grieved  nofy  you  have  cba^ 
fttjed  them  and  they  would  not  receive  difcipline... 
I  am  afliamed  to  ipeak  it,  and  yet  necemty  obliges 
me  not  to  be  filent :  more  is  afcribed  to  the  devils 
than  to  the  apoftles,  and  the  extravagant  fhews  arc 
more  frequented  than  the  temples.  And  yet 
who  reformed  this  city  to  the  ways  of  falvation, 
who  refcued  it  from  captivity,  who  preferved  it 
.  from  flaughter  ?  The  Circenfian  games,  or  the 
care  and  vigilance  of  the  faints,  by  whole  pray- 
ers the  fentence  of  divine  juftice  is  reverfed,  and 
we  who  were  worthy  of  wrath  are  referved  for 
pardon  ?  . . .  .But  let  this  monftrous  negligence 
be  atoned  with  a  more  ample  fatisfaftion.  Let 
us  improve  the  mildnefs  of  the  hand  that  Ipares 
us  to  our  own  amendment :  that  the  blefled  P^- 
ter  and  all  the  faints,  who  are  prefent  in  our  tri- 
bulations, may  vouchfafe  to  affift  our  prayers  for 
you  to  the  merciful  God. 

1 1.  Some  few  weeks  before  this,  he  anfwered 
Theodorus  of  Frejus  confultation  about  the  pe- 
nance of  dying  perfons^  where  after  telling  him, 
that  he  ought  firft  to  confult  his  /Hetropolitan 
about  thofe  difficultieSj  and  that  if  he  wanted 
will  or  knowledge  to  refolve  them,  he  fhould 
then  have  recourfe  to  him,  he  goes  on  thus : 
The  manifold   mercy   of  God  has  in  fuch  a 
manner  diipofed  its  fuccours  for  human  lapfes,- 
that  the  hopes  of  eternal  life  are  again  renewed, 
not  only  by  the  grace  of  baptifm,  but  alfo  by 
the  medicine   of  penance;  fo  that  they  who 
have  violated  the  gift  of  regeneration,  and  con- 
demn themfelves,  may  obtain  a  remijffion  of 
their  crimes  j  the  ways  of  divine  goodnefe  be- 
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ingord^edfo,  that  God's  pardon  cannot  be  ob* 
tained  but  by  the  fupplications  of  priefts.  For 
the  Mediator  of  God  and  men,  the  man  y.  C. 
conferred  this  power  on  the  prefedls  of  ths 
church,  that  they  fhould  give  it  (the  adioi)  of 
penance)  toljiofe  whoconfels,  and  admit  tbofe 
peffons,  purged  by  a  wholfom  iatisfaSion,  to 
th^  communion  of  the  iacraments  by  the  door 

of  reconciliation. Now  as  to  thofc,  whp 

in  time  of  neceffity,  or  in  the  article  of  prefEog 
danger,  implore  the  {afe-guard  of  penance,  and 
tibeti  of  ceconciliation,  neither  fetisfeaftion  nqr 
;:ecojnciliation  is  to  be  refufedthem  ;  for  we  can 
put  no  bounds  to  God's  mercy,  nor  prefcribe  him. 
the  time,  with  whom  a  true  converlion  admits 
of  no  dejay.

I.  TT  Ewrit  the  10th  and  nth  oi  March  ^ 
XjL  bout  AnatoUus  to  the  emperor,  em.- 
prcis,  and  Julian  of  Coa.    JuJi^n  hj^d  lately 
given   him  infortpations  of  Jlnatolius's  ill  con- 
daft,  who  had  iprcad  about  undef-band  a  ru^ 
mqur  of  the  pope's  rejefting  th^Chakedonco^ffi^ 
cil,  had  turned  out  Mtius  an  orthodox  peffe«i 
from  his  office  ofarch-deaoon,  .un^  a  Ipecious 
preteqce  of  honour  (by  ordaining  him  priejft  of 
a, church  out  of  town,   and  th^t  too  upon  a  jRr/V 
d^y^  whereas  the  ordinations  according  to  the 
caapns.ought  to  be^ipon  ^  Saturday  pr  a  Sun^ 
d^y^  ^^  \jx  the  r<?Qm  of  the  feid  Mtim  .Iwl 
conftitutcd  on^  Andrew  axch-4qf*c<Mi,  .a  friend 
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of  Eutyches  and  accufer  of  Flavian.     To  com- 
phin  of  thefe  grievances,  and  to  defire  they  might 
be  redreffed,  were  the  fubjedl  of  thefe  letters,  by 
which  he  conftituted  ^Julian  his  legate  or  nun- 
cio, and  demanded. of  him  an  account  of  the 
caufe  of  the  monks  diforders  in  Falefiine^  and 
a  faithful  latin  tranflation  of  the  ad:s  of  the 
Chalcedon  council.     He  was  foon  after  apprifed 
of  the  fubjeft  of  the  monks  fcdition,  and  the 
means  the  emperor  had  taken  to  reprefs  it,  who, 
by  Juvenah  advice  now  at  C.  P.  writ  a  letter 
acquainting  them  that  he  had  the  authentic  adts 
of  their  tumults,  which  took  their  rife  from  an 
itch  of  uiurping  prelacies:  that  it  was  ridiculous 
in  them  to  excommunicate  Eutyches  and  not 
Tbeodofiusioo ;  that  he  had  no  defign  to  perfecute 
the  monks,  but  on  the  contrary  had  given  orders 
to  free  their  monafteries  from  fdldiers  and  horfes 
quartering  upon  them;  but  -  only  fent  order  to 
keep  the  town  of  Jerufalem  in  peace,  and  pu- 
-nifh  the  murderers  knd  incendiaries :  that  the 
-expreffion  of  two  natures  ought  not  to  give  them 
any  offence,  nor  ought  they  to  meddle  with  what 
they  were  not  capable  ofunderflanding;*S.P///- 
<heria  writ  to  the  mcnks  on  the  feme  fubjeft, 
and  a  letter  in  particular  to  Baffa  a  lady,  who 
•was  fuperior  of  a  monaflery  of  nuns  at  Jerufa-- 
leniy  where  fhe  had  founded  one  for  men  ;  it  is 
a  friendly  letter  of  advice  to  be  upon  her  guard  a- 
gainfl  the  impoflures  of  Theodofius  and  his  gang, 
and  to  undeceive  the  nuns,  if  any  fiich  ihould 
be  in  her  monaflery,  who  by  Theodofius  S2Xt\&^ 
ces  fliould  fuipe6l  the  purity  of  her,  or  the  coun- 
cil of  Chalcedon'^  faith.

2.  S.  Leo  to  fhew  how  groundleis  the  calum- 
nies were  of  his  rejedling  that  council,  wrote  a 
letter  to  the  bifliops  that  had  affembled  there  :  I 
do  not  doubt  but  you  all  know,  that  I  have  with 
all  my  heart  embraced  the  definitions  of  the  ho- 
ly fynod  celebrated  in  the  city  of  Chalcedony  in 
confirmation  of  the  faith :  for  there  could  be  no 
reafon  in  the  world,  why  I,  who  lamented  the 
unity  of  the  catholic  faith   being  difturbed, 
fhould  not  greatly  rejoice  to  fee  it  reftored  to  its 
integrity:  and  this  you  might  have  known  not 
only  by  my  defire  of  a  happy  union,  but  by  my 
letters  which  I  fent  tp  the  bifhop  of  the  city  of 
C.  P.  after  the  return  of  my  legates,  if  that  pre- 
late  had  been  pleafed  to  have  manifefted  the  an- 
fwer  of  the  apoftolic  fee.     But  left  fome  finifter 
interpretation  fhould  ftill  lay  doubts  in  the  way, 
I  have  direded  thefe  writings  to  all  our  brothers 
and  fellow-bifhops  who  were  prefcnt  at  the  faid 
council,  which  writings  our  moft  glorious  and 
clement  prince  will,  as  I  defired,  out  of  his  love 
for  the  catholic  faith,  notify  to  you  :  that  all  my 
co-epifcopal  brethren  and  the  hearts  of  all  the 
faithful  may  know,  that  I  not  only  by  my  bre- 
thren who  reprefented  my  perfon,  but  like  wife 
by  iliy  own  perfonal  approbation  of  thefynodi- 
cal  adts  agree  with  you  in  matters  only  of  faith 
(which  is  often  to  be  repeated)  for  which  a  ge* 
neral  council  is  called.  . .  .  Therefore,  my  dear 
brethren,  if  any  one  prefume  to  maintain  the 
perfidy  oiNeJiorius^  or  defend  the  impious  doc- 
trine of  Eutyches  and  Diofcorus^  let  him  be  cut 
off  from  the  communion  of  catholics,  and  have 
00  participation  with  that  body  whofe  truth  he 
•  Z  3  ^  denies, 
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denies.  1  muft  alfo  admonlfli  you  about  keep- 
ing the  ftatutes  of  the  holy  fathers^  which ''are 
fixed  by  inviolable  decrees  in  the  council  oiNic^y 
that  the  rights  of  churches  remain  as  they  were 
oidcred  by  thcfe  318  fathers.  Let  no  impious 
ambition  covet  another's  due,  nor  feektorifeby 
another's  decline;  for  however  vanity  may  fwell 
up  from  extorted  aflentations,  and  think  to 
ftrengthen  its  irregular  dcfires  by  thp  names  of 
councils,  it  will  ali  be  liuU  and  of  no  effeft  that 
runs  counter  to  thefe  canons;  which  how  well 
the  gpoftolic  fee  obfervcs  you  may  know  by  read* 
ing  my  writings,  that  refift  the  endeavours  of 
the Con/lantinoi>olitanhi(tiop.  This  letter  was 
dated  March  tne  2  ift. 

3.  The  fame  day  he  writ  to  the  emperor  Mar^ 
ciariy  congratulating  his  zeal  for  religion ;  which, 
pot  fatisfied  with  confounding  the  neads  of  im- 
piety in  the  Cbakedon  council,  nowpurfucd  their 
followers  lurking  amons  the  Palejline  monks. 
For  which  end  he  thought  the  knowledge  of  his 
approbation  given  to  the  council  would  have  ve- 
rv  much  conduced,  had  riot  Anatolius  fuppref- 
ied  his  letter  which  manifefted  that  to  the  world^ 
becaufe  it  expofed  his  ambitious  ill-grounded  at- 
tempts. But,  he  continues,  God  operatmg  in 
you  has  given  me  much  courage,  by  your  pie- 
ty's affuring  me  that  you  were  pleafed  with  my 
care  for  the  obfervance  of  the  fathers  canons. 
And  my  joy  is  juftly  doubled  when  I  rcfleifl  how 
you  are  reli^ioufly  pleafed  that  the  JSIicene  faith 
fhould  retain  its  firmneis,  and  the  privileges  of 
churches  ftand  untouched  and  entire.  The  25th 
of  the  following  June  hevsTrote  to  the  emprels 

Eudocia^ 
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Eudociay  exhorting  her  to  reduce  the  wander- 
ing monks  of  Paleftine  to  the  unity  of  faith, 
and  (hew  them  how  the  catholic  church  equal- 
ly condemns  the  errors  of  Neftorius  and  £z//y- 
cbes.  This  Letter  is  penned  with  great  delica- 
cy, and  touches  this  princefe  home  in  a  gentile 
manner,  whilft  it  only  feems  levelled  at  the 
monks.  To  them  he  writ  another  letter  at  the 
feme  time,  no  lefs  learned  and  eloquent,  than 
that  to  Eudocia  was  artful  and  infinuating.  The 
I  ith  of  June  he  anfwered  Maximus  of  An- 
tiocby  who  had  acquainted  him  with  the  mu- 
tual anathemas  the  Nejlorians  and  Eutychiam 
caft  upon  one  another,  admoniihing  him  not  to 
Jet  any  of  his  flock  decline  to  the  precipice  of 
cither  fide.  Do  not  fuflfer,  iays  he,  the  faith  to 
beinfulted,  e/pecially  in  thofe  churches  which 
the  canons  of  Nice  have  deputed  to  the  fee  of 
Antiocb.  To  accompany  the  apoftolic  fee  in 
this  care  of  the  churches,  to  increafe  their  cou- 
jragc,  and  to  aiiert  the  privileges  of  the  third 

fee,  is  what  is  worthv  of  you And  if  you 

have  any  thingof  tnis  kind  to  traniad:,  make 
it  your  bufinefs  to  fignify  it  to  me,  that  I  may 
give  a  more  diftindt  anfwer.  But  now  let  it  fuf- 
fice  to  /iy  in  general,  that  whatloever  fliall  be 
attcn^ted  in  any  lynod  by  any  perfon  whomfo- 
everagainft  the  jftatute&  of  the  Nicene  canons, 
thu'  it  Ihould  have  place  for  a  while,  yet  it  can- 
flat  infer  any  prgudice  to  thofe  inviolable  ca- 
nons. «...  For  ambition  does  not  let  flip  occafi- 
COS  that  ileal  in,  and  as  often  as  there  is  a  gene- 
xal  coingregation  of  prieAs  for  caufes  that  require 
&y  k.is  hard  if  the  defires  of  the  wicked  do  not 
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grafp  at  fomething  beyond  their  meafure.  As 
in  the  Ephefme  fynod  that  ftruck  down  the  im- 
pious Nejlorius  with  his  doftrine,  Juvenal  oi 
Jerufalem  thought  himfelf  able  to  compafs  the 
primacy  of  Palejiine  and  maintain  his  infolent 
pretences  by  forged  writings.  Which  Cyril  xht 
Alexandrian  bifhop  of  holy  memory  having  an 
abhorrence  of ...  .  fignified  to  me  by  letters, 
carneftly  defiringme  riot  to  give  way  to  bis  un- 
lawful attempts.  For  that  letter  of  Cyr/7  of  ho- 
ly memory,  whofe  copies  you  direfted  to  me, 
is  in  our  archives,  and  you  may  depend  upon  its 
being  authentic. 

4.  His  next  day's  letter  to  Tbeodoret  of  Cy^ 
rus  encourages  him  to  proceed  with  vigour 
in  defence  of  the  Chalceaon  council,  and  lays 
down  for  a  rule,  that  one  muft  clearly,  and 
without  delay,  pronounce  anathemas  to  fuch 
dodlrines  as  are  worthy  of  them,  as  often  as 
the  good  of  the  hearers  requires  them,  left  by 
doing  it  flowly  or  obfcurely,  they  be  looked  upon 
as  forced  j  that  he  had  writ  to  Maximus  about 
the  ufurpations  of  Anatoliusin  a  letter  which  he 
deiSgned  fhould  be  made  public  for  all.  In  that 
letter  he  forbids  any  one,  whether  lay-man  or 
monk,  to  preach  unlefs  he  be  a  prieft,  and  re- 
peats the  fame  thing  over  again  in  this. The 

1 6th  of  June  he»fent  two  other  letters,  one  to 
the  emperor  Marcian J  and  the  other  to  J uliany 
about  celebrating  Eafter-day  for  the  year  455. 
He  acquaints  them  that  it  was  the  cuftom  for  the 
Bp.  oi Alexandria  to  take  care  ofhavingE^^r- 
day  fixed,  the  £|gy^/'/V7W  being  cftccmcd  themoft 
^  qualified 
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qaalified  for  fiipputations  of  that  nature,  which 
being  done,  he  was  to  acquaint  the  Bp.  oiRome 
with  the  time,  and  the  Bp.  of  Rome  the  reft  of 
the  churches.     That  for  that  end  Theophilus  of 
Alexandria  had  formed  a  cycle  of  100  years,  of 
which  the  prefent  one  is  the  74th,  wherein  Ea^ 
Jier-day  falls  upon  the  12th  oi  Aprils  and  next  . 
year  on  the  4th  oi  Aprils  but  that  in  the  year 
455,  according  to  this  cycle,  Eajier-day  is  to 
fall  upon  the  24th  of  Aprils  a  date  without  a 
precedent  fince  Chriji's  paffion,   according  to 
which  the  other  cycles  place  it  on  the  17th  of  ^- 
pril^  and  therefore  to  prevent  any  difformity  in 
celebrating  at  different  times  one  of  the  princi- 
pal myfteries  of  our  redemption,  hedefircs  him 
to  recommend  ittofome  Ikilful  Egyptians  or  o- 
thcrs  to  inlpefl:  into  that  cycle,  and  eMmine  it 
according  to  the  conftitution  of  the  fiithers,  and 
let  him  know  their  refolutions. 

5.  The  emperor  in  compliance  with  the  pope 
fent  thefe  orders  to  Proterius  of  Alexandria^ 
who  had  lately,  according  to  cuftom,  writ  to 
the  pope  his  profeiSion  of  faith,  and  not  long 
after  held  a  council,  where,  after  eflaying  to  no 
purpofe  the  methods  of  love  and  gendenefs,  he 
applied  himfelftothe  rigor  of  church-difcipline, 
by  excommunicating  the  Neftortam  and  Euty-^ 
chians.  Three  other  councils  were  celebrated 
this  year>  viz.  at  Jerujakm^  at  Angers^  and 
perhaps  at  Arks.  Of  this  laft  very  little  is  ex- 
tant. What  is  the  moil  remarkable  is  the  23d 
canon,  that  declares  the  bifhop  guilty  of  iacri- 
lege,  who  negleds  in  his  diocefe  to  abolifh  the 
heaUiCQs  cuitoix)  of  lighting  ikmbeauxi  orpay«» 

ing 
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ing  reverence  before  trees^  fountains,  ftones,  Qfc. 
In  that  oi  Angers^  kept  on  the  4th  of  0^(?^^r, 
were  12  canons.  The  (i.)  forbids  clerks  to  de- 
cline their  bifljop's  judgment,  without  their  con- 
ient  to  plead  before  fecular  judges^  or  to  go  from 
one  place  to  another  without  xonamendatory 
letters :  (2.)  commands  deacons  to  refped:  prieils 
as  their  fuperiors :  (3.)  forbids  clergy-men  to  co^ 
habit  with  any  women  except  their  mothers, 
lifters,  or  aunts :  (4,)  deprives  thofe  who  have 
taken  or  given  up  cities,  not  only  of  fpiritual 
communion,  but  of  partaking  of  thcfeme  table. 
The  Jerufalem  council  was  after  JwoenaH  re- 
eftabUftiment  in  his  bifhoprick,  which  happen- 
ed in  July.  The  emperor  had  fent  to  fcife  up* 
on  Theodojius^  but  he  having  the  wind  of  it 
made  his  efcape  to  the  monks  of  Sinai.  Juve^ . 
Wtf/ upon  his  entry  depofed  thofe  Tfe^^g/iiwi  had 
ordained  during  his  20  months  ufurpation,  and 
in  the  council  he  called  writ  a  fynodical  let- 
ter addrefled  to  all  the  abbots  and  mpnks  of  Pa^ 
lejiine^  to  let  them  know  that  the  council  of 
Cbalcedon  entirely  agreed  with  the  Nicene  creed, 
and  to  expofe  the  groundlefs  calumnies  it  was  aiP 
perfed  with. 

6.  S.Putcberia  had  the  happinefe  to  hear  of 
quiet  and  religion  reftored  to  the  chuQcbes  of 
Pakjiine,  before  fhe  left  this  life,  which  hap- 
pened'the  loth  of  September.  H^  charafter 
has  been  touched  upon  in  feveral  f^ces  of  this 
hiftory,  and  particularly  in  415,  and  450i  to 
which  I  fhall  add^  that  this  iUuftrious  prinoe^ 
was  born  for  the  good  of  the  church  ioii^  con- 

^fiaesof  tvroages  the  19th  of  yaA.Z99i  ^^^ 
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all  the  advantages  of  birth,  body  and  mjnd,which 
laftflic  improved  to  a  degree  of  excellence.  Shc' 
had  early  a  judgment  above  her  age,  above  her  fex, 
I  had  almoft  faid  above  her  ftation,  tho'  the  moft 
exalted  one  of  the  univerfe.  Shc  knew  how  to 
unite  the  feeming  contradiftcries  of  a  court  and 
a  cloifter  together,  and  made  all  her  adlions  fhine 
cohfpicUdus  with  the  faint  and  emprefe  at  once. 
While  (he  held  the  reins  of  the  empire,  fhe  was 
like  the  church'^  tutelar  angel,  and  preferved  this 
from  herefies,  as  that  from  deftru<5tion.  The  pa- 
lace was  by  her  means  the  fountain  of  juftiee'  to 
the  oppreffed,  a  choir  of  virgins,  who  with  her 
*  in  plalms  and  anthems  refounded  her  Maker's 
praife,  and  a  ftore-houfe  for  the  poor  and  lick 
to  redrefs  their  wants  and  diftempers.  After  fhe 
had  given  herfelf  (he  gave  her  all  to  God,  found- 
ed holpitak,  moriafteries,  and  performed  fo  ma- 
ny works  of  piety,  that  (he  feemed  by  heaven 
placed  on  that  eminence  like  the  fun  for  the 
good  of  mankind.  Some  of  the  monuments  of 
her  piety  are  the  beautiful  court  of  S.  Laurenceh 
church,  .which  fhe  law  finiflied  a  little  before 
her  death,  the  three  churches  called  Chalcopra-^ 
teion^  Hodegion  and  BlaquerneSj  the  two  firft 
being  of  a  moft  magnificent  ftrufture,  but  fiir- 
paffed  by  the  third.  They  were  all  dedicated 
to  the  B.  Virgin,  whofepidure  fent  hy  Eudocia 
and  laid  to  be  drawn  to  the  life  by  S,  Luke^  flie 
placfed  in  the  Hodegion.  But  her  main  monu* 
ments  were  ereded  In  the  hearts  of  the  poor, 
whom  Ihe  made  her  heirs  by  her  laft  will,  which 
Maraan  religioully  executed.

1 .    AS  Pulcheria  was  a  blefling  to  the  world, 
IjL  {q  Frmvena  proved  a  curfc  to  our  Bri- 
tain. The  Saxonsy  who  were  poffefled  of  fbme 
part  of  It,  looked  with  longing  eyes  upon  the 
reft,  and  to  compafs  their  defigns  prevailed  with 
kingVortigern  to  admit  frefh lupplies  of  foldiers 
under  pretence  of  exterminating  the  Pi6ts  and 
Scots  at  once.  Upon  leave  granted,  whole  fwarms 
of  beggarly  Saxons  were   tranfported  over,  in 
451,  who  like  devouring  locufts  fpread  them- 
felves  throughout  the  realm;  with  thc{c  Hen^ 
gi/i's  daughter  Frowena  came,  whofe  fatal  beau- 
ty (hed  a  malignant  influence  on  our  country. 
Hengijl  at  his  daughter's  and  country. mens  ar- 
rival made  a  fumptuous  entertainment,  which- 
he  defired  the  king  would  vouch&fe  to  honour 
with  his   prefence,  inftradting  his  daughter  to 
exert  all  her  charms  to  receive  him,  and  guide 
them  with  a  winning  grace  and  pb&quious  de- 
portment to  his  heart.     This  was  no  hard  tafk  i 
for  the  old  king's  was  like  tinder  that  took  fire 
at  the  leaft  Iparkle  of  beauty,  to  which  he  was 
an  abfolute  flave  ;  fo  that  when  this  young  vir- 
gin, who  is  defcribed  a  miracle  of  nature  and 
the  admiration  of  mankind,  prefentcd  him  the 
cup  or  waflal  bowl,  he  fucked  in  the  rank  poi- 
fbn  of  luft  at  his  eyes,  immediately  demanded 
her  in  marriage,  and  according  to  the  German 
cfuftom  mentioned  by  Hacitus  of  giving  dowries 
tp  their  wives^  he  gave  his  new  bride  all  Kent 
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for  her's.  By  this  aftion  he  violated  the  mar- 
riage vows,  and  manifeftly  wronged  the  queen 
his  lawful  wife  and  his  children  by  her,  and 
gave  a  deadly  ftroke  to  religion  by  making  an  in- 
fidel woman  have  the  government  in  her  hands. 
The  priefts  lamented  to  fee  the  public  worfhip  of 
God  decline,  the  people  to  fee  their  lands  be- 
come a  prey  to  ftrangers,  and  the  queen  and 
princes  to  have  their  rights  invaded,  fo  that  the 
whole  nation  had  inclinations  to  revolt,  which 
only  wanted  fome  favorable  opportunity  to  ripen 
into  aftion.  Voadinm  Bp.  oiLondonXoxtOMost. 
thcfe'difturbances  went  to  the  king,  and  with 
apoftolical  liberty  urged  him  to  put  off  this  har- 
lot whom  he  had  taken  to  the  prejudice  of  his 
ibul,  of  his  liibjedls,  and  his  intereft.  But  Fro^ 
nvena  had  pofleffion  of  all  his  fenfes,  h  that  the 
^  holy  bifhop's  words  were  loft  upon  him,  and  no- 
thing remained,  after  having  performed  his 
duty,  but  patiently  to  content  himfelf  'with 
the  teftimony  of  his  confcience.  The  young 
princes  Vortimer^  Catigerny  Pafcentitis  and  the 
people  did  not  fo  tamely  bear  their,  and  their 
mjured  country's  fufFerings,  but  aflerted  their 
caufe  by  arms,  which  made  civil  difcord  rage 
with  fuch  violence  among  the  Britons  as  to  com- 
pleat  their  ruin.     Of  which  hereafter. 

2.  Luft  was  no  lefs  pernicious  to  Fa  lent  in:  an 
and  the  empire  than  to  Vortigern  and  Britain ; 
he  had  fallen  deiperatcly  in  love  with  the  wife  of 
Maximus  an  illuftrious  fenator,  and  grandfon  to 
Maximus  the  tyrant  whom  Tloeodojius  the  great 
had  overthrown.  But  this  lady  being  as  chafte 
as  beautiful,  he  met  with  conftant  repulfes,  till 
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one  day  Maximus  and  he  being  deep  in  play, 
and  Maximus  having  an  ill  run  of  the  die,  gave 
his  riirg-as  a  pledge  to  the  emperor  for  the  mo- 
ney loft,  by  vi^hich  he  compailed  the  villainous 
ends  he  had  almoft  delpairedof:  for  hediipatch- 
ed  away  a  meflenger  to  her  in  her  hufband^ 
name  with  this  ring  as  a  token  that  ihe  fliouid 
come  to  court  to  vifit  the  emprefe.  The  poor 
lady  fufpcdting  no  harm  came  thither  imTOedi-- 
ately,  and  was  by  fome  of  Valentinian'^  paa- 
ders  conducted  into  a  remote  chamber  of  thp 
womens  ^psstmcnts^  whcvcFalentmian  ravifhed 
her.  Returning  home  ihe  upbraided  her  hudt 
band  as  the  infamous  author  of  his  owndifho* 
nor,  and  he  in  his  defence  laid  open  the  impi- 
ous artifice,  refolving  from  that  moment  to  rcr 
venge  it  with  the  Wood  of  the  artificer.  Thig 
he  could  not  conveniently  cffcd:  whilft  Mtiu4 
this  year's  conful  lived,  and  therefore  by  fome 
of  his  favorites  he  made  Valentinian  believe  that 
JKtius  aimed  at  the  empire,  and  only  delayed 
his  ambitious  pretences  till  his  fpn  Gaudentim 
was  married  tohis.daughter  theprincefs  Eudoxia^ 
for  which  reafon  it  was,  that  he  urged  the  em^. 
peror's  promife  with  fuch  importunity,  and 
was  (o  hafty  for  the  performance*  The  empci* 
ror,  by  nature  credulous,  took  a  fair  occafion  to 
kill  Mtius  with  his  own  hands,  and  ordered 
many  of  his  intimate  friends  tp  be  flain. 

3.  The  death  oi  Mtius  left  the  eipphre  at  the 
laft  gafp,  for  he  was  the  chief  bulwark  that  fut 
tained  it,  infomuch  that  when  the  emperor  aik- 
ed  one  of  his  firiends  if  he  had  not  done  well  in 
difpatching  him,  the  friend  fre?ly  returned,  tiat 
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he  thought  he  had  cut  off  his  right-hand  with 
his  left.  He  was  at  that  time  the  greateft  gene- 
ral of  the  empire,  one  thoroughly  experienced 
in  the  ftratagems  aind  aftive  part  of" war,  and 
no  lefs  able  at  the  council-board  than  in  the 
camp ;  but  at  the  lame  time  was  fb  jealous  of 
other  peoples  merits,  that  he  could  never  fiifier 
any  one  that  had  even  a  diftant  profpedt  of  c- 
qualling  him.  A  notorious  inftance  of  this  is 
the  villainous  ftratagem  he  contrived  againft 
count  Boniface  in  429,  which  divine  vengeance 
overtook,  and  paid  him  in  his  kind.  He  is  tax- 
ed too  with  another  fault  of  protracting  the  war 
when  he  could  have  made  an  end  of  it,  for  fear 
of  being  ncglefted  afterwards.  Another  ugly 
ftcry  goes  of  him  befides,  that  he  had  lately 
bribed  AttiJa's  miftrefs  to  murder  him  :  but  o- 
thersfay,  that -^m/^  having  married  a  young 
virgin  called  Hildico  or  lndt6h^  the  wine  went 
about  very  plentifully  on  his  wedding-night,  and 
he  took  fuch  large  portions  of  it,  that  he  was 
fiifibcated  by  a  great  effufion  of  blood  which 
ufually  iffued  out  of  his  nofe;  bat  that  paflage 
being  flopped  whilft  he  lay  buried  iri  fleep 
and  wine,  it  poured  itfelf  down  into  his  throat 
aad  choaked  him  in  the  56th  year  of  his 
age.  His  fons  after  his  death  quarrelled  about 
tne  fucccflion,  vv^hich  gave  a  favorable  occasion 
to  fome  petty  princes  to  fhake  off  the  Hunns 
yoke,  and  make  a  divifion  of  their  territories. 

4.  Juft  in  the  tinie  of  thefe  diffentions  and 
revolts,  S.  Severin  came  into  Noricia  to  help  the 
diftreffed.  By  Noricia  is  underftood  '  all  the 
country  of^^^he  fouth-fide  of  the  Damibey  from 
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Paffau  to  a  little  above  Vienna^  which  isalmoftc- 
.  quivalent  to  tl:ie  dyxlchy  oijiujlria  of  the  right  fide 
of  ihtDanube.  Who  this  S.  5ewr«  was  or  where 
he  was  born  is  uncertain,  only  his  accent  having 
the  latin  twang,  he  was  thought  to  have  been 
an  Italian.  The  defire  of  perfccftion  made  him 
take  a  joarney  to  the  folitudesof  the  Eaji^  from 
whence  he  was  called  by  God's  exprefe  command 
to  aflift  the  people  of  Noricia.     He  found  the 
country  compofed  of  a  ftrange  medly  of  people, 
friends  and  foes,  Romans  and  Barbarians^  Cbri- 
Jlians  and  Pagans^  Catholics  and  ArianSy  with 
confufed  interefts  ranning  through  their  diffe- 
rent religions  and  nations.   But  his  midion  was 
not  to  convert  unbelievers,  but  to  exhort  G6r/- 
Jlians  by  penance  to  avert  the  judgments  of  God, 
or  by  his  predictions  of  them  before-hand  de- 
monftrate  fo  clearly  the  tracks  of  divine  venge- 
ance,' as  to  make  the  moft  hardened  finner  re- 
lent, and  the  moft  obftinate  unbeliever  acknow- 
ledge in  them  the  hand  of  God.     And  for  this 
end  heliadthe  gifts  of  miracles  and  prophecy, 
which  laft  he  pofleffed  in  fuch  an  extraordinary 
manner,  that  future  things  and  the  paft  feemed 
equally  clear  to  him.     He  came  to  a  town  cal- 
led AJiureSy  which  fome  take  for  Stockeraw^  a 
liitle  above  Vienna.     There  he  only  preached  at 
fiift  by  his  life,  but  after  fome  time  he  went  with 
great  humility  to  the  priefts,  clergy,  and  people, 
and  conjured  them  by  prayers,  fafting  and  works 
of  mercy,  to  prevent  the  defigns  the  Barbaric 
ans  had  upon  th^  town ;  but  they  were  fo  fond 
of  their  vices,  that  rather  than  part  with  them, 
they  were  reiblved  to  run  the  rilque  of  his  pre- 
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diAlotis.  Sathe  feint  took  leave  of  his  landlord, 
ahd  told  him,  that  inch  a  day  the  town  fhould 
be  ruined  by  thfe  Barbarians.  Frortt  thence  he 
went  to  Comagena  a  neighboring  town,  where 
2  ftria  guard  was  fcept  at  thfe  gates  to  hinder  a- 
ny  one  frotai  paffing  in  or  out ;  but  the  iaintf 
brokie  through  them  cither  unffeen  01*  unheeded, 
ami  ifterA  to  the  churchy  aflhring  them  of  the 
prottiftion  of  heaven  if  they  ftrove  t6  appeafe  its 
atnger  by  their  pcniance.  Not  long  after,  his 
hrrn^brd  *rived  at  Gomagend  with  the  news  of 
Aftures  behaig.  rained  at  the  precife  point  of  time 
Sevefin  had  foretold.  This  mack  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Comagena y  wife  at  their  neighbors  e:t- 
pences,  ofier  up  their  tears  and  prayers  three  days* 
together  in  the  church.  At  the  clofe  of  them  anr 
earthqoadbe  happened  that  put  tht  Bdrbarianf 
of  the  towJY  iiT  fbch  a  conrfternatioii,  tha<  they* 
obliged  ifce  Komam  fe  open  the  gates  for  them  ; 
then  fled  iway  in  a  perplexed  huWy,  arid  Jn  the? 
tiwiiuk  afndconfiiiioii  of  the  night  fell  foul  u|)ori 
one  another.  This  account  i»  ibmfe\;^hat  dark,- 
and  lean*  only  guefe  at  the  following  circumftan- 
des  to  iHufl:rate  it :  "oiz.  that  tlhefe  Barbaridh^ 
thus  frightened  vi^ere  in  alliance  With  the  Rorhdni 
in  the  faf!aecity,v  but  much  ihore  pbwerful  than-

nfe%Mx)r^,  whitfrvi^sthdeffeft  of  ^.SH^erirfi 
pray^s     More  of  him  hareafiter.  - 

.   Vc^l^.IV.  A  a     '  C.S.Leo 
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5.  S.I/^i?had  the  fatisfadion  the  9th  of  "Ja^ 
nuary  of  hearing  by  yulian  ofCo^  oiyuvenars 
re-eftablifliment  in  the  fee  of  Jerujakm^  and 
the  news  was  fo  agreeable  to  him  that  he  writ 
his  anfwer  to  him  the  fame  day :  in  which  he 
ktshim  know  he  is  fatisfied  with.  Proterius^% 
profeffion  of  faith,  whom  before  he  had  Hoxn^ 
reafon  to  fufpedt,  becaufe  he  was  Diofcorus's  dif- 
ciple :  and  very  much  diflatisfied  that  at  C.  P. 
the  firft  part  only  of  his  letter'  to  the  council  of 
Cbaicedon  was  read,  and  not  thefccondtouching 
Anatolius's  proceedings ;  moreover  he  defires  to 
know  what  was  done  in  the  examine  about  fix- 
ing Eajler-day.     Proterius  fent  him  an  account 
of  ithimfelf,  affuringhim  th^it  Tbeopbiius'scy" 
cle  was  right  for  the  following  year,  and  not  on- 
ly for  that  but  for  all  the  years  within  that  com- 
pafs,  in  the  opinion  of  all  Alexandria  and  the 
Eaji.    That  the  15th  oi  April  being  the  14th 
of  jthe  moon  was  the  paffover  of  the  JewSy  and* 
by  confequence  not  the  Chrijiians  Eqfter^dayj 
which  was  on  the  24th  ;  nor  was  it  any  new 
thing  to  have  it  come  fo  late,  for  in  387  it  came 
on  the  25th,  and  muft  for  the  fame  reafon  fell 
on  the  25th  again  in  482.     The  emperor  fe-' 
conded  Proterius^  fo  that  &.Leo  yielding  rather 
to  peace  and  uniformity  in  the  church  than  to 
the  force  of  their  reafons,  difpatchcd  circular 
letters  to  fixihtrEaJier  of  next  year  on  the24th» 
of  April.    But  to  prevent  future  difficulties  of 
this  kind,  and  not  to  be  obliged  blindly  to  fol- 
low the  Alexandrian  cycle,  he  encouraged  the 
drawing  up  of  pafchal-canons  in  the  weftern 
'      . :  church : 
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church :  accordingly  S.  Pro/per  compofed  ov\q  ; 
and  ViSiorius  another  three  years  hence. 

6.  S.  Leo  before  he  had  received  Proterius's 
pafchal  letter,  lent  him  an  exhortatory  one  on 
the  loth  of  Marchy  to  maintain  the  purity  of 
the  faith  among  his  flock,  and  (hew  them  th^t 
he  vented  nothing  new,  but  tliat  what  he  taught 
was  what  his  predeceflbrs  had  taught  before  him, 
and  particularly  Atha7iaJiuSy  Tbeophilus  and  Cy^ 
ril^  oy  reading  to  the  people  firft  thefe  fathers 
works,  and  then  his  letter  to  Flavian.  He  alfo 
exhorted  him  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  his 
church,  and  his  authority  over  all  the  bifliops 
of  Egypt :  which  council  no  doubt  regarded 
Anatolius%  pretences.  Anatolius  at  long  run, 
not  to  diibblige  the  pope  and  the  emperor  gave 
ibmeof  them  up,  and  by  a  letter  acquainted  the 
pope  that  he  had  reftcred  Mtiu^  to  his  dignity, 
turned  out  Andrew^  and  even  feparated  him 
from  communion,  tho'  he  feemed  to  have  fatis- 
fied  in  figning  his  letter  to  Flavian^  and  that  he . 
fhould  remain  ib  till  fuch  time  as  his  holineis  or- 
dered the  contrary:  that  as  to  whi:t  was  decided 
at  Chalcedon  in  favour  of  the  fee  of  C  P.  it  was 
not  his  fault,  who  had  all  his  life  Idng  loved  re- 
pofe  and  an  humble  ftation,  but  that  it  was  done 
at  the  prefling  inftance  of  the  clergy,  and  with 
the  bifhops  confent.  The  pope  anfwered  the 
29th  of  May^  that  he  approved  oiMtiuss  re- 
eftablifliment  and  oi  Andrew's  depofition,  al- 
lowing Anatolius  to  ordain  him  prieft  after 
condemning  in  writing  the  errors  of  Eut^ches 
and  Ne/lorius  ;  but  as  for  places  of  the  firft  clafs 
they  were  to  be  conferred  upon  none  but  fuch 
A  a  a  perfons 
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peribns  as  were  never  engaged  in  errors!     As  to 
that  part  of  laying  his  pretences  upon  others,  S. 
Leo  fpeaks  thus :  your  charity  would  have  effa- 
ced that  fault  of  augnienting  your  power,  which 
you  fay  you  committed  at  the  periiiafion  of  o- 
thers,  more  efficacioufly  and  fincerely,  if  you 
had  not  transferred  that  guilt  upon  the  fole  coun- 
fels  of  the  clergy,  which  could  never  be  attempt- 
ed without  yourconfent.  For  people  fin  as  well 
by  confenting  as  counfelling  to  evil.     But  it  is 
mighty  agreeable  to  me,  mofl:  dear  brother^  to  un- 
derftand  that  you  now  profefe  to  be  difpleafed  at 
what  never  ought  to  have  pleafed  you.     And 
this  your  confeflion,  and  the  atteftation  of  the 
Chrtjiian  prince  is  (ufficient  to  unite  us  again ; 
nor  does  the  flowneis  of  the  confeflion  put  an 
impediment,  that  bears  with  it  fuch  a  venerable 
perfon  for  fecurity.     Let*  the  defire  of  a  contra- 
didcd  right,  that  has  caufed  diflention  ceafe,  ^c. 
7.  At  the  fame  time  S.  Leo  writ  to  the  empe- 
ror, and  moflly  upon  the  lame  liibjjeft,  but  adds 
befides  his  defire,  that  he  would  reprefe  the  info- 
lence  of  Carofius^  who  tho'  very  ignorant  and  ' 
very  perverfe,  yet  had  corrupted  many.     Upon 
this  the  emperor  prefently  removed  him  andUi?- 
rotheus  to  places  where  they  could  pervert  no  bo- 
dy.    The  pope  had  writ  the  25th  or  151^  of  ^4"- 
prily  much  the  fame  thing,  in  regard  of  Euty- 
chesy  and  it  is  iiippofed  with  the  lame  liiccefe. 
As  for  Diofcorus  he  died  this  year  at  Gangra 
the  place  of  his  banilhment,  which  S.  Leo  cC- 
teemed  as  a  providential  ftroke  to  bring  the  flray- 
ed  members  into  the  pales  of  the  church  after 
having  loft  their  head  and  guide  to  the  ways  of 
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darknefi.  jfuvenaloijerufalem  not  long  after 
fent  the  pope  an  account  of  his  re-eftablifliment, 
vnth  a  prefent  of  a  piece  of  the  holy  crofs  This 
pfefent  was  very  acceptable  to  him,  and  he  re- 
turned  him  thanks  for  it  in  a  letter  of  the  4th 
of  September  full  of  affe<ftion,  but  at  the  fame 
time  put  him  in  mind,  that  his  prefent  troubles 
were  in  a  great  meafure  owing  to  his  former 
condu<5t  in  condemning  Flavian^  and  patroniz- 
ing thofe  errors  that  the  monks  now  defend  with 
fuch  violence.  And,  fays  he,  tho' every  body  is 
obliged  to  know  what  they  preach,  becaufe  he 
that  does  not  know  (hall  be  unknown  ;  yet  of  all 
ignprant  pcrfons  a  Chriftian  of  Jerufalem  is  the 
moft  inexcnfable,  for  he  is  inftmfted  to  know 
the  virtue  of  thegofpel,  not  only  by  the  fcrip- 
ture,  but  by  the  inanimate  tcftimonies  of  places, 
and  what  elfwhere  one  is  obliged  to  believe  one  is 
here  obliged  to  behold.  And  here  how  can  the 
underftanding  labour  with  difficulty,  where  the 
evidence  of  the  fight  is  the  inftrudler?  How  can 
thofe  things  which  are  read  or  heard  of  fall  un- 
der doubt,  in  a  place  where  the  myfteries  of 
man's  lalvation  rife  to  our  view,  and  prefent 
themfelves  to  our  touch  ?  Theodofius  after  Juve- 
naf^  reftoration  fkulked  among  the  monks  of 
amount  Sinaiy  and  the  emperor  apprehending  . 
that  he  might  pervert  fome  of  them,  (tnt  John 
the  decurion  with  a  letter  to  them,  laying  open 
l^heodofitis^  crimes  and  exhorting  diem  to  deliver 
hinql  up  to  the  governor  of  the  coimtry,  not  to 
be  ^unilhcd  as  he  deferved,  but  to  be  hindered 
from  fcducing  the  fimple.  The  emperor  alio 
Aa  3    -  took 
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took  circ  in  this  letter  to  declare  the  purity  of 
his  faith  to  diflipate  the  calumnies  of  heretics. 

Of  Christ  455,  6.  (y  Valentinian 
III.  30,  ^w^Marcian  6,  7.  Of  Maxi-

i.r/ALENTINIAN,  far  from  going 
^  hand  in  hand  with  his  copartner's  piety, 
made  laws  againft  the  good  of  the  church,  and 
continually  broke  down  the  fences  of  honour 
and  honefty.  He  was  now  in  the  55th  year  of 
bis  age  and  had  reigned  almoft  30  years,  or  ra- 
ther had  thus  long  borne  the  name  of  emperor, 
abandoning  the  care  of  government,  eipecially 
after  his  mother's  death,  to  whores,  eunuchs, 
and  pandars.  His  life  feemed  nothing  but  one 
continued  lethargy,  when  it  was  not  wakened 
by  ftarts  and  fits  of  fenfual  pleafure,  and  if  we 
except  the  prefent  he  made  to  S.  Peter's  church 
of  a  curious  golden  image,  it  will  be  hard  to  fay 
anything  in  his  favour.  Luft  was  his  predo- 
minant vice,  and  fear  his  ruling  paffion,  out  of 
that  he  had  debauched  Maximus's  wife,  and  out 
of  this  by  Maximus's  perfuafions  murdered  M- 
this,  whofe  friends  out  of  revenge  flew  this  em- 
peror the  J  7th  of  March,  and  with  him  the  ma- 
jefly  of  the  'Roman  empire  expired ;  for  all  hi$ 
fucceffors  in  the  Wef^  juft  like  fliining  meteors, 
only  appeared  and  vanifhed. 

2.  Vaknttnian  leaving  no  male-iflue  behind 
him  Maximus  had  intereft  enough  to  get  him- 
fclf  proclaimed  emperor,  and  his  own  wife  be- 
ing 
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ing  lately  dead,  he  obliged  the  emprefs-dowager 
to  marry  him,  and  thus  paid  the  diflionors  of 
his  bed  in  kind.  He  created  his  fon  Palladius 
Cejar^  and  married  him  to  theprincefs  Eudoxia^ 
whom  his  wife  had  by  Valentinian^  and  had 
been  formerly  prom ifed  to  JEtiuis  fon.  He  had 
fcarce  had  a  tafte  of  imperial  power,  but  he  be- 
gan to  repent  the  change  of  an  eafy  fenator  into 
an  uneafy  monarch,  reputing  Damocks's  fate 
comparatively  happy,  for  that  he  was  cumbered 
with  the  unweildy  burden  of  royalty  for  the 
ipaceof  one  dinneronly ;  but  imagining  there  was 
no  defcents  from  the  heights  his  ambition  had 
climbed  but  by  a  precipice,  he  concluded  to 
maintain  his  dignity  and  endeavour  to  reftore  it 
to  its  ancient  luftre,  in  order  to  which  he  con- 
ftituted  Avitus  general  of  hisf  army.  ,  This  A^ 
'vituSy  a  native  of  Auvergne  in  Gaul^  defcend- 
ed  from  one  of  the  moft  illuftrious  families  of 
that  country,  and  had  given  many  fignal  proofs 
of  his  learning  and  eloquence,  courage  and  con- 
duft  :  him  Maximus  commiffioned  to  treat  of 
peace  with  the  Barbarians^  till  he  had  fettled 
his  affairs.  But  providence  blafted  the  parricide's 
defigns,  and  made  his  own  folly  the  inftrument 
of  his  ruin.  One  night  as  he  was  a  bed  with 
]&udoxiay  to  endear  himfelf  the  more,  he  told 
her,  that  out  of  love  of  her  he  had  complotted 
Valentinian^  death.  Eudoxia  who  loathed  hin> 
at  firft,  and  all  along  fufpedled  this  villany,  be- 
ing now  aflured  of  it  from  his  own  mouth, 
could  not  reft  till  fhe  had  contrived  how  to  take 
ample  vengeance  of  him,  which  (he  effefted 
in  Tuch  a  manner  as  proved  fatal  to  him,  to  her- 
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felf,  to  Rome^  and  all  the  «e;^^r;2  empire.  JEjir- 
ly  in  the  morning  (he  difpatched  a  trufty  perfoQ 
away  to  Genferic  in  Africa^  conjuring  him  to 
come  and  revenge  the  death  of  his  friend  an4 
^lly,  and  refcue  her  from  the  arms  of  a  parricide 
^nd  ufijrper.  Genferic  with  joy  embraced  the 
occafion,  immediately  rigged  out  a  great  fleet, 
iand  came  unexpedted  to  Italy.  Maximus  was 
before  in  a  deiponding  condition,  but  at  Genje- 
ric^s  arrival  was  feifed  with  the  utqipfl:  confter- 
nation,  infomuch  that  ipftead  of  heading  his 
foldiers,  he  was  one  of  the  firft  that  flied  away ; 
which  fomeof  his  enemies  obferying,  theypeltr 
ed  him  with  ftones  to  death  on  the  12th  of 
June,  dragged  his  body  abojit  the  ftreets,  ^n^ 
threw  it  into  the  Tyber. 

3.  T|ireedays  afier  Genferic  entered  Rome^ 
and  was  gping  to  put  the  whole  city  to  fire  and 
fword  ;  and  it  w^s  as  much  as  all  the  pope's  e- 
loquence  and  prayers  could  obtain  to  t^ke  hin^ 
off  from  this  defign,  and  get  orders  for  exempt- 
ing from  plunder  three  of  the  principal  churqheg 
pf  Romey  but  for  all  the  refl  he  gave  thepi  up 
entirely  to  his  foldiers  rnercy,  regardlefs  of  thg 
-  pope's  remonilrances  and  the  articles  of  agree- 
ment he  had  made  with  the  emprefs.  This 
plunder  raged  with  extreme  violence  for  14  days 
jogether,  iparing  neither  private  houfes,  nJDr 
public  buildings,  but  involving  all  in  oqe  uni- 
verfal  calamity.  The  very  altars  could  not  ef- 
c^pe,  but  the  confecrated  velTels,  and  thole  rich 
ones  which  Titus  had  taken  out  of  the  teqiple 
of  yerufalemvitve  carried  ^w^yj  mii|titujies  pf 
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jbe  people  w?rie  kd  captives  to  y^/V,  fom^  were 
Jeft  tp  ftarve  at  hopoe,  and  others  (Jifperfed  them- 
i^ives  intodifjerpnt  parts  of  (he  world :  a  d^plora-r 
^ic  ft^e!  which  fh^  drew  upon  their  own  heads, 
3i:pording  tp  S.  LetP^  ferpxpn,  th^t  Igid  out  the 
4gpger  of  being  »pgratefiul  to  God  gfter  wnexr 
pp^ed  dphvef ics  from  imp(pnding  ruin.  (J^/^/^- 
ric  himfelf  fcifc4  vpon  all  the  tregfure  of  the 
p^ljjcp^  an4  tQpk  with  hlmtQ^fric  the  emprefs 
9J)4  her  d^jLi^hters  Eu4oxia  and  Placidia^ 

4.  The  I)ave§,  wh4t  with  poverty,  ill  ufage, 
and  the  fea,  had  dangerous  fickneiles,  apd  to 
pprppleat  their  mifcry  the  Moors  and  Vandals  * 
divided  theife  poor  flavc§  between  them ;  ib  that 
chil4rw  were  lep^rated  from  their  parents  end 
wives  from  their  hulbands.  JDeogratfas,  who 
was  hfi  year,  after  a  Ipng  vacancy,  made  Bp.  of 
C^rtba^e  ^X  F^lentiniaff^  inftance,  behdd  with 
pity  (heir  deplorable  condition,  and  ibid  the  ig-r 
cred  veflelsof  tlie  ehprch  to  redeem  them,  and 
beeaufe  he  could  get  no  other  places  capable  of, 
receiving  them  all,  he  put  them  into  two 
^hwrches,  which  te  fqrnifhed  with  ftraw  bed« 
^nd  fuppjiecj  with  neceflari^g.  He  went  often 
in  the  day  with  the  phyfician»  to  yifit  the  fick 
amonpjthem,  nnd  f^w  the  pouriihmcnt  they 
prefcrjbed.  given  in  his  prefence,  At  night  he 
went  about  with  the  fame  fcligitude,  at  all  times 
huiy  to  leek  out  fbme  body  tofi^ve.  The  ^riam 
could  not  bear  the  fight  of  fo  Ihiniog  a  virtue, 
but  plotted  tp  deftroy  him  hy  various  artifices, 
frpm  which  Go4  was  pleafed  to  pr^ferw  him, 
9i4  pe?pt  yew  c^H  hii»  to  Jwalelf  ly  a  natural 
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death.     He   was  buried  privately  for  fear  the 
people,  out  of  veneration  for  him,  fhould  carry 
off  his  body.    The  Romans  in  Africa  felt  their 
captivity  aneur  in  the  lofs  of  him,  after  which 
G^;2/^r/V prohibited  ordaining  anymore  bifliops 
in  the  proconfular  province  and  in  Zeugitana^ 
where  they  were  then  to  the  number  of  64, 
which  in  about  30  years  after  was  reduced  to  3. 
The  Aricns  miffing  their  aim  at  Deogratias^ 
transferred  the  vengeance  they  defigned  for  him 
on  Thomasy  who  ordained  him,  by  fcourging 
him  to  death.    * 
•      5.  Thefe  calamities  of  the  imperial  houfe 
funk  deeply  into  the  emprels  Eudocia's  breaft  at 
yerufalem^  andefFedled  what  the  repeated  pray- 
ers of  her  brother  Valerius^  her  daughter  Pla- 
cidia  and  Olybrtus  could  not,  /.  e,  her  fubmiffion 
to  the  Chalcedon  council,  and  the  withdrawing 
herlprotedtion  from  the  Eutycbians.  For,  feeing 
the  hand  of  God  had  humbled  her  family,  and 
laid  their  glory  in  the  duft,  fhe  began  to  doubt 
if  (he  had  noit  drawn  down  thefe  curfes  by  taking 
a  wrong  fide.     In  this  ambiguity  £he  confulted 
S.  Simeon  Stylites  by  Anaftafius  a  chorepifcopus^ 
about  the  Entychians  and  tne  council  of  Chal- 
cedon :    to  whom  S.  Simeon  anfwered,  that  it 
was  a  contrivance  of  the  devil's  to  feduce  her  by 
Theodofms  that  (he  might  lofe  the  fiiiit  of  all  her 
good  works ;  but  wondered  that  (he  (hould  fend 
fo  far  for  him,  when  (he  had  the  living  water 
nigh  at  hand,  that  is  EutbymiuSy  whofe  doc- 
trine (he  might  fafely  follow  without  fear  of  er- 
ror.    Now.becaufe  Euthymius  was  not  to  enter 
any  town,  (he  built  a  tower  about  four  miles 
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from  his  hauYa^  where  (he  might  meet  him  to 
be  fully  inftruifted ;  there  (he  received  his  blef- 
fing,  and  being  affured  by  him  of  the  ortho- 
doxy of  the  council  of  Cbalcedon^  returned  to 
jferufalem  and  embraced  the  Bp.  Juvenah  com- 
munion, procured  found  fuperiors  for  infeded 
monafteries,  brought  many  from  their  error, 
and  in  all  her  adlions  endeavoured  to  redeeni  the 
damage  (he  had  done  the  church  before. 

6.  Avitus  2  8' days  after  Maximush  death  was 
proclaimed  emperor:  Theodoric^ing  of  the  Goths^ 
with  whom  he  had  lately  ftruck  up  a  peace,  per- 
fiiading  him  to  accept  of  the  dignity  to  which* 
he  was  other  wife  very  much  averfe.  Theodoric 
had  his  ends  in  this  advice,  for  he  thought  an 
emperor  of  his  own  creation  would  not  be  fo 
very  hard  upon  him  tho'  he  incroached  upcn  his 
neighbors.  Prince  Vortimer^  to  hinder  the  Sax^ 
om  incroachments  in  Britain^  raifed  an  army  a- 
gainft  them^  and  had  for  companions  in  the  war 
his  brother  Catigertiy  and  Aurelius  Ambrofius. 
How  the  old  king  comported  himfelf  on  this  oc- 
cafion,  betwixt  his  children  and  the  natives  of 
the  country  on  one  fide,  and  his  concubine  Fro^ 
njoena  and  the  Saxons  on  the  other,  is  uncertain  ; 
but  mpft  probably  he  connived  at  what  was  done 
without  giving  any  tnanifcft  indications  of  his 
diflike  or  approbation  of  their  proceedings.  Af- 
ter feveralfkirmiflies  a  pitched  battle  was  fought 
at  Ailesford  near  the  river  Medway  in  Kent^ 
in  which  many  thoufands  were  flain  of  both 
fides  3  the  BritonsXo^ing  their  general  Catigern^ 
and  the  Saxons  Horfa.  On  whichfide  vidlory 
determined  is  very  dpubtful,  fome  authors  giv- 
ing 
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ing  it  to  the  Britons^  and  others  to  the  Saxons ; 
and  probably  it  might  be  a  drawn  battle,  where 
neither  party  had  much  reafon  to  boaft.  ♦ 

7.  However  the  vidiory  might  be  doubtful, 
thefe  confequcnces  of  the  battle  were  certain,  that 
the  greateft  part  of  the  Saxons  retired  into  the 
ifie  of  Thanet^  whilft  the  reft  went  for  recruits 
io  Germany ,  and  yet,  as  if  they  were  now  be- 
come more  powerful,  they  proclaimed  Hengiji 
king  of  Kent^  tho'^  they  had  very  nigh  aban- 
doned it. In  Gaul  the  Francs  laid  hold  of 

the  favorable  occafiofi  the  diftrefc  of  the  empire 
gave  them,  and  eftablifhed  themfelves  a  king- 
dom in  the  middle  of  the  country,  making  Pa- 
ris their  capital  feat.  Genferic  king  of  the  Van- 
dais  was  ftill  a  worfe  thorn  in  the  fides  of  the 
empire,  ravaging  Spain^  Apulia^  &c.  and  per- 
fecuted  the  church  of  Chriji  in  Afric  with  a 
fiiry  more  becoming  a  Deems  or  a  Dioclejian 
than  one  that  profefled  the  name  of  Chriji^  tho* 
under  the  appellation  of  Arianifm. 

8.  One  of  his  Vandals  had  a  (he-flave  of  a 
finiihed  beauty  called  Maxima^  whom  he  gave 
in  marriage  to  her  fellow-flave  Martinian^  who 
with  his  three  younger  brothers  were  all  flaves 
to  this  Vandal  This  Martinian  was  an  armou- 
rer by  trade,  and  Maxima  his  jioufe-keeper,  and 
the  mafter  contrived  this  marriage  that  he  might 
part  with  neither  of  them.  At  night  Maxima 
told  Martinian  that  ftie  was  confecrated  to  God, 
and  therefore  warned  him  not  to  touch  hcr,  un- 
der peril  of  divine  vengeance ;  apd*  her  words 
were  fo  efficacious,  that  they  infufed  into  him, 
and  he  into  his  brpthers,  a  love  of  continence; 

'    '       .  to 
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to  maintain  which  they  all  fled  away  together, 
he  and  his  brothers  to  a  monaftery  where  one 
Andrew  was  abbot,  and  (he  to  a  nunnery  hard 
by.     After  fome  fearch  the  Vandal  found  out 
his  fugitives,  feifed  upon  and  fettered  them ; 
infliding  various  torments  upon  Maxima  and 
Martiniany  to  make  them  live  like  hufband  and 
wife,  and  be  re-baptized  after  the  Arian  man- 
ner.     Genferic  being  informed  of  this  com- 
manded the  mafter  to  torture  them  into  obedi- 
ence;   for  which  purpofe   he   took  unweildy 
clubs  fafhioned  like  faws,  that  tore  their  fle(h 
off  bare  to  their  very  entrails :  and  this  was  to  do 
over  and  over  again,  for  as  often  as  it  was  done, 
fo  often  were  t&y  well  again  the  next  morning. 
The  Vandal^  tired  with  this,  clapped  them  in 
an  ugfy  prifbn  with  fetters;,  but  the  fetters  fall- 
ing off  of  themfelves^  he  was  cafting  about  for 
fbme  new  punifhment,  when  God  puniflied 
him.,  his  chudrea,.  and  the  beft  of  his  flaves  and 
cattle  with  death.     Then  the  Vandal's  widow 
parted  with  thefc  fervants  of  God  to  a  relationr 
of  the  king's  called  Serfaon ;  but  the  devil  upon 
that  tormenting  his  children  and  domeftics^  he 
told  the  king  of  it,  who  ordered  Martinian  and 
his  three  brothers  to  be  fent  bound  to  a  Moorijb 
Pagan  king  jcaJledi  Capfur.    As  for  Maxima  (he 
was  Teft  at  liberty,  and  30  years  afterwards  was 
the  fuperior  of  tnany  virgins. 

gt-  The  holy  brothers  feeing  Capfur's  land  pol- 
liited  with  iacrlfjces  to  idols,,  preached  the  word 
of  God  with  fdccsis^  and  to  compleat  their 
work  fent  for  prieffs  to  the  next  chtarchin  the 
Roman  territories,  who  coming  thither  formed* 
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a  church  of  the  new  converts  that  were  in  great 
numbers.  Capfur  fent  this  news  to  Genfericy 
who  more  enraged  than  ever  ordered  them  to 
be  tied  with  their  feet  at  four  different  coaches 
tails,  and  dragged  to  death  through  brambles 
and  briars.  .  The  Moors  lamented  their  condi- 
tion, but  the  brothers  faid  one  to  another :  bro- 
ther pray  for  me :  God  has  accompliftied  my 
defire ;  thus  it  is  one  gains  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven. There  were  many  miracles  performed  at 
their  tombs. 

lo.  Genfertc  after  this  fent  one  Proculus  into 
the  province  of  Zeugitana^  a  country  on  the 
coaft  of  the  Mediterranean  fea,  parted  from  Nu- 
midia  by  the  river  Tufca^  to  bid  the  catholic 
bifliops  deliver  up  their  facred  veffels  and  books. 
Upon  their  refuj&l  Proculus  feifed  upon  them, 
and  made  fliirts  and  drawers  of  the  altar-cloaths. 
This  facrilege  was  not  long  unpuniflied,  for  the 
devil  feifed  upon  him,  and  he  died  biting  out  his 
tongue.  About  the  fame  time  Valerian  bifhop 
o^AbenzOy  for  refufing  to  deliver  up  the  church- 
fluff,  was  turned  out  of  town,  with  a  ftri<a  pro- 
hibition to  all  perfons,  either  in  city  or  country, 
to  give  him  lodging.  Thus  this  holy  ancient 
bifhop  had  a  long  time  hisdvs^elling  in  the  open 
air.  At  a  place  called  Kegia  the  Catholics 
opened  a  church  to  celebrate  Eajier^  ;which  one 
Andiot  2iU  Arian  prieft  perceiving,  he  came  with 
a  company  of  armed  fellows  and  attacked  them. 
Some  entered  the  church  with  naked  fwords, 
others  ported  themfelves  upon  the  roofs  of  the 
neighboring  buildings,  and  fhot  arrows  at  them 
through  the  windows.     One  of  them  ihot  a 
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leftor  in  the  throat  juft  as  he  was  finging  Alle^ 
lujab  in  the  pulpit ;  his  book  dropped  out  of 
his  hands,  and  he  fell  down  dead.  Many  others 
were  fhot  to  death  at  the  foot  of  the  altar. 
They  who  did  not  die  on  the  Ipot  were  tor- 
mented afterwards,  and  moft  of  them  put  to 
death  by  the  king's  orders,  efpecially  the  perfons 
of  diftindlion.  At  Thunazuda  and  other  places 
the  j4rians  entering  into  the  church  at  the  time 
of  communion,  threw  down  upon  the  ground 
the  body  and  blood  of  J.  C.  and  trampled  them 
under  their  fe^t. 

1 1 .  The  Art  am  perfuaded  Genferic  to  rid  his 
and  his  childrens  families  of  all  that  were  not  of 
their  religion.    Arbogajius  a  Catholic  was  in  his 
fon  Theodoric's  fervice,  but  inftead  of  turning 
him  off,  they  bound  his  forehead  and  legs  very 
hard  with  cat-gut  firings ;  thefe  gave  but  the 
pain  of  a  moment,  for,  as  ibon  as  he  made  the 
fign  of  the  crofs,  and  liftjcd  up  his  eyes  to  hea- 
ven, they  broke  like  cobwebs  aiiinder:   then 
they   applied   hempen  cords,   but  all  to   the 
feme  purpofe.    Next  they  hung  him  up  by  one 
foot  with  his  head  downwards,  and  far  from 
being  tormented  he  lay  all  the  while  like  one  a- 
lleep  on  a  feather-bed.    Theodoric  feeing  his  rage 
thus  baffled  was  for  beheading  him,  but  Jocun-- 
dus  an  Avian  prieft  of  his  family  diffuaded  him, 
^ying :  you  may  kill  him  by  different  punifli- 
ments,  but  if  you  behead  him  the  Romans  will 
begin  to  cry  him  up  for  a  martyr.     TheodoriCy 
in  confequence  of  tnis  advice,  fent  Armogajius 
to  d^the  ground  in'thefiy^^^^^^^  province,  and 
thence  recalled  him  to  tend  the  cows  near  Car^ 
tbage.     This  holy  confeiTor  having  a  revelation 
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of  his  death,  &]d  to  om  felh  a  GmHoHc  :  I 
€(»ijure  yoa  by  our  ^o(nmoh  f^ifh  \^  btay  she 
under  tint  oak^  or  otherwiie  yoti  mtift  render  atf 
account  of  this  refb&l  to  Go^.  Felix^  wh^S 
looked  vrpon  him  as  an  apoftkl,  r^pfied:  God 
forbid :  I  will  bury  you  in  a  church  virith  ho-» 
nour  as  youdcfefW;  \m.Atm6gaftUsm{\Kmg 
upon  it  he  judged  it  beft  to  cotfipfy.  Thtf 
feint  died  fomc  few  days  after,  amf  Felix  dig-^ 
ging  found  a  marbfe  tomb  of  fuch  eicquifittf 
finene&  that  perhaps  no  kiiig  ^  the  World  had 
a  monument  of  equal  beauty.  — >  Tfee  king  pro** 
mifed  Archinimus  of  the  f oWft  of  Majcuh  to 
heap^  riches  and  hoM>fs  tfpbn^  Ibk^  if  he  wolsRi 
be  of  his  religion  j.  not  foccecding  iJidit^ay,  hd 
GOfnmwded  his  head  ftbuM  be  cut  ofF,  but  vnl(H 
%im  falvo  in-  private  to  the  exfetetifiStter,  Am!  ^ 
ke  (hewed  feir  lipon  the  fdkit  6f  ^^  tMaKr  h6 
fliould  difpatch  hirti  imi»fedk«fcly,  bift  if  hti 
ilood  firm  he  fiiould  (p^d  h«W^  beeaulfe  h<^ 
would  not  have  him  oneof  tiib  ftontaris  mirtyts: 
Archinitfius  fhewcd»  an  in^hcible  courage,  and 
tho'  not  blefled  with*  misyi*t!yrdbiii  lived  a  gtert- 
ous  confcflbr. 

12.  Safur^  comptroller  oiliumeric  the'king^ 
eldeft  fon's  houihold,  often  ^6ke  wifli'  Bbefty 
againft  Ariamffhy  of  which  ataf-i#/tf^  dfeac6rt 
called  Marivddus  accufed  YAi^  icy  the  jrfine*, 
who  threatened  Sattir  ^hat  untefs  h&  turii^  ^j^ 
W^/«,  he  would  take  alt  away  from  hin*,  M^ 
houfe,  eftate,  flaves,  childfe*an*!*his  wife,  V(/h6&i 
he  woukl  marry  before  bis^  f^  to  a*  fcefe^i^  df 
camels.  Satur  remained  inflexible  to  his  i£^tk; 
but  liis  wife  unknown  tb  him  derhand^  tftxii:f 
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to  deliberate,  and  inftruded  by  the  ferpent  broke 
in  upon  him  as  he  was  in  a  retired  place  at 
prayers ;  where  with  torn  veftmcnts,  diflievelled 
Jiair,  with  a  difinal  train  of  children,  and  Dne 
of  them  ftill  hanging  on  the  breaft^  whom  ihc 
caft  at  her  >hufband's  feet,  without  his  Deceiv- 
ing it,  fhe  grafoed  his  knees  and  began  tnis  her 
mournful  petition.  Take  compaflion  on  me, 
my  dear  hufband,  take  compaflion  on  youriel^ 
take  companion  on  your  children ;  can  you  be- 
liold  thele  pledges  of  our  mutual  love,  to  whom 
you  have  given  an  illuftriousbirth^be  condemneci 
to  flavery,  to  groan  under  thelafli  and  tremble  at 
the/rowns  of  an  imperious  mafter  ?  can  you  fee 
her,  who  always  among  her  companions  made 
it  her  glory  that  (he  was  the  wife  of  Satur^  be 
torn  from  your  arms,  and  in  yourprefence,  un- 
der the  falfe  name  of  marriage,  be  proftituted  to 
the  vile  embraces  of  a  camel-keeper  ?  Think 
better  of  it,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  do  not 
fear  but  you  will  find  it  from  the  Searcher  of 
hearts,  who  knows  that  this  outward  confeflioxi 
by  force  has  no  inilucnce  upon  yours.  Thus  the 
tcmptrefs,  to  whom  the  faint  replied  with  Job  : 
tboujpeakejl  like  one  of  thejcoltjh  women ^  and  I 
fhould  have  the  fame  dreadful  apprchenfions,  if 
the  happinefs  of  the  next  life  was  not  preferable 
to  the  bitter  fweets  of  this.  But  now,  my  deareft 
part,  you  are  fallen  from  what  you  were,  to  be 
an  inftrument  of  the  devil,  and  If  you  loved 
your  hulband  you  would  not  precipitate  him  to 
eternal  death.  No,  let  them  fnatch  my  chil- 
dren from  me,  tear  from  me  my  beloved  wife, 
ftrip  me  of  my  goods,  yet  in  affurance  of  the 
Voj-.  IV.  B  b  divine 
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divine  promifes,  I  fhall  remain  immoveably  fix'- 
cd  to  him,  who  fays :  he  who  does  not  abandon 
his  wifey  his  children^  his  landsy  cannot  be  my 
difcipk.  All  thefe  were  taken  from  him,  and 
he  reduced  to  beggary,  without  being  fuffered  to 
ftir  out  of  doors. 

7.  After  this,  Gen/eric  ordered  the  catholic 
churches  at  Carthage  to  be  ftiut  up,  and  banifti- 
cd  the  few  priefts  and  clergy  that  were  left  3  in 
which  ftate  Africa  continued  till  474.  He  did 
a  deal  of  mifchief  in  other  places,  viz.  in  Spain^ 
the  fouth  part  of  Italy  and  Dalmatia.  It  is  re- 
ported of  him,  that  being  afked  juft  as  his  fleet 
was  going  to  fet  fail  what  people  he  intended  to 
attack,  he  anfwered,  thofe  whom  God  is  angry 
with :  for  the  tyrant  made  war  for  a  frolick.  The 
Suevi  made  incurfions  into  Spain^  after  Genje- 
ric's  example,  but  Avitus  flopped  their  progrefe 
by  his  friend  Theodoric  king  of  the  Gofhs^  and 
marched  to  Rome^  where  the  fenate  and  people 
received  him  with  an  outward  fign  of  Joy  till 
he  difiniifed  his  troops ;  but  then,  out  of  abhor- 
rence to  Maximus  who  had  advanced  him,  and 
whom  they  confidered  as  the  fource  of  all  their 
calamities,  expelled  hiin  the  city,  forced  him  to 
diveft  himfelf  of  his  imperial  purple  at  Piacen-- 
zay  where  he  was  made  bifhop ;  but  finding 
that  facred  characfler  could  not  protect  him  from 
their  indignation,  he  concluded  to  takelandtua- 
ry  in  the  church  of  S.  Julian  of  Auvergne,  but 
died  upon  the  road  the  17th  of  May. 
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Of  Christ  457.      Of  Marcian  7,   and 
Majorian  I.     Of  IjZo  I.     Of  Leo  18. 

I.  '^r^HE  emperor  Marcian^  who  had  ac- 
X    knowledged  Avitus  before  his  death, 
did  not  long  furvive  him.     He  was  laying  de- 
figns  to  vindicate  the  Roman  majefty  from  the 
affronts  of  xhtBarbarianSy  and  to  obtain  the 
affiilance  of  heaven  went  in  the  fiipplicatory 
proceffion  a-foot,  and  diftributed  large  alms  to 
the  poor,  when  God  was  pleafed  to  take  him  to 
hlmfelf  on  the  26th  oi  January.     His  reign  of 
fix  years  and  a  half  deeply  rooted  him  in  the  af- 
fections of  mankind,  it  being  ftained  with  no 
fins  of  lewdnefe  or  injuflice  to  infedit  the  world 
by  the  prince's  example ;  for  he  was  jufl  to  a  nice- 
ty, and  {q  chafle,  that  he  lived  with  the  princels 
Pulcheria  in  marriage  as  with  a  fiflcr,  and  never 
fhewed  any  wandring  afFedlions  to  others.     His 
life  was  adorned  with  a  perfonal  and  a  public 
integrity;  not  to  be  corrupted  by  paffion  or  fa- 
vorites.    He  was  the  fupport  of  religion  in  the 
Eajiy  which  had  funk  into  Eutycbianifm  with- 
out him;  a  firm  bulwark.to  the  ^j/?^r«  empire, 
which   he  maintained  with  a  due  decorum, 
whilfl  the  wejiern,  one  fell  into  the  fhadow  of 
its  former  name  and  greatnefe.     Like  a  wife 
prince,  he  provided  for  the  ftate  even  after  his 
death,  by  leaving  the  army  fubjedl  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  fenate,  who  .without  cabals  or  fini- 
fler  pradlices  on  the  nth  of  February  chofe 
Leo  the  Thracian  afi  experienced  commander 
to  fucccedhim. 
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2.  In  the  beginning  of  his  reign  xh<^Eutycbi- 
en  party  in  Egypt  made  a  prieft  called  Timothy 
Elurus  bifhop  oi  Alexandria.     He  had  been  a 
main  ftickler  againfl  the  council  of  Cbalcedon  ; 
and  for  propagating  fedition  with  four  or  iive 
bifhops  and  ibme  monks  had  been  condemned 
by  Prater ius  in  a  council,  and  baniflied  by  Afor- 
cian.  This  Timothy  ijpoke  to  the  monks  in  their 
cells  at  night  through  a  holbw  cane,    telling 
them  he  was  an  angel  fent  from  heaven  to  warn 
them  of  Proteriuss  communion,  in  whofe  place 
they  were  to  chufe  Timothy j  i.  e.  himfelf.     Per- 
haps  from  his  mnning  about  in  the  dark  he  was 
called y^//t?«n?j,  which  in  Greek  fignifies  a  cat: 
tho'  more  probably  Elurus  was  an  Egyptian 
word  of  fome  other  fignification.     Infine  his 
gang,  taking  advantage  of  the  emperor  ikfomtf«'s 
death  and  the  governor's  abfencc  with  his  troops, 
jCbifed  the  great  or  Cefarean  church  of  Alexan^ 
driay  where  he  was  ordainpd  by  two  cond.emned 
banifhed  bifliops,  viz.  Eufebius  oiPelufium  and 
Peter  oiMajuma ;  after  which  he  folemnly  per- 
formed the  epifcopal  funftions.     Not  fatisfied 
with  this,  they  fingled  out  Holy  Tburjday  before 
Eafler^  the  day  lacred  to  our  Lord's  fupper, 
when  the  litigious  brawlings.  of  the  bar  are  in 
deep  filence,  the  rigour  of  tribunals  /foftened  in- 
to devotion,  and  the  fword  of  juftice  fheathed 
up,  to  rufti  in  upon  S.  Proterius  in  the  lan^lu- 
ary,  where  they  gave  him  feveral  fmall  wounds, 
and  one  with  a  fword  in  his  belly,  of  which  he 
died  on  the  fpot.  His  dead  body  they  firft  hung 
up  with  a  cord  at  a  place  called  Tetrapyla  or 
Four  Gatesy  crying  out  with  infulting  raillery: 
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iiere  is  Proterius  the  bifhop.  When  they  had 
enough  of  this  barbarous  jeft,  they  pricked  his 
body  in  different  places,  dragged  it  about  the 
town,  and  hacked  and  mangfcd  it  in  the  way. 
Some  tafted  his  entrails,  and  to  compleat  this 
horrid  fcene  they  burned  his  disfigured  body, 
and  threw  the  alhes  of  it  in  the  wind.  At  that 
time  the  heavens,  as  it  were  in  indignation  of 
fiich  an  horrid  fight,  grew  red  with  a  cloud  rf 
fire,  with  thunder  and  lightnings :  and  an  earths- 
quake  (hook  the  city  for  40  days. 

3.  Elurusw^s  then  out  of  town,  but  nigh 
enough,  as  it  is  generally  fuppofed,  to  have  hired 
the  affaffins  to  commit  this  murder,  which  he 
applauded  at  his  entry.  Befides  he  forbad  his 
party  to  offer  up  the  lacrifice  of  the  altar  for 
Proterius y  but  took  his  name  out  of  the  dyptics^ 
and  infefted  there  Diofcorus\  and  his  own.  He 
burned  Proterius\  pontifical  feats,  and  wa(hed 
with  fea-water  the  confecrated  altars.  He  plun^ 
dered  his  relations  of  all  they  had,  and  turne4 
out  the  ancient  orthodox  bifhoj^  whom  Tbeo* 
philus  and  S.  Cyril  had  ordained  to  put  in  qp^ 
Aart  ones  of  his  own  making.  He  anathema- 
tifcd  the  council  of  Chakedon  and  all  thofe  who 
received  it,  fi'&Leo  the  pope,  Anatdius  of  CP» 
and  Bafil  (for  Maximum  had  been  dead  above  % 
year)  oiAntiocb.  He  difturbed  the  monafteries 
of  both  fexes,  obliging  many  to  quit  them,  to 
be  out  of  the  reach  of  his  tyranny.  Anatolius 
informed  the  pope  of  thefe  tranfa<9:ions,  and  de-r 
fined  him  to  write  to  the  emperor  to  confirm  him 
in  his  good  fentiments  of  defending  the  council 
oi  Chakedon^  and  not  fuflfcring  a  new  one  to  be 
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called.  The  pope  complied,  and  his  letter  bears 
date  the  9th  of  June^  which  was  his  fecond  to 
the  emperor,  for  the  firft  is  a  congratulatory  one, 
which  is  now  loft.  He  difperfed  other  letters  to 
moft  churches  to  keep  the  prelates  warm  in  de- 
fence of  the  common  caufe :  in  that  to  S.Bqfil 
of  Antioch  he  tells  him,  that  he  ought,  accord- 
ing to  the  cuftom  of  the  church,  to  have  in- 
formed him  himfelf,  or  by  his  bifhops  of  his 
ordination  ;  but  did  not  doubt  but  he  had  fome 
juft  hindrance ;  that  the  emperor  Marcian  had 
acquainted  him  with  it,  and  that  he  knew  him 
well  enough  not  to  doubt  of  his  merit.  This 
letter  is  dated  Auguji  23, 

4.  Meantime  fome  of  the  biftiops  making 
their  efcape  from  Egypt  came  by  fea  to  dP. 
and  gave  a  petition  to  the  emperor,  wherein  they 
defcribe  Proterius*s  maflacre,  and  defire  him  to 
write  to  the  biftiops  of  RomCy  Antioch^  &c.  as 
he  (hould  think  proper,  that  they  may  declare 
if -E/«r«j*s  ordination  be  according  to  the  canons, 
and  that  meantime  it  be  enadled  that  no  inno- 
vation be  made  at  Alexandria^  and  that  the 
church-revenues  be  adminiftered  by  the  ancient 
clergy  there.  This  fequeft  was  figned  by  14  bi- 
.  fliops,  4  priefts,  of  which  two  were  ceconomifts 
of  the  church  of  Alexandria y  and  by  2  deacons. 
—  Elurus  fent  his  deputies  too,  who  before  they 
were  to  expeft  an  anfwer  were  obliged  to  declare 
their  faith  and  opinion  of  the  councils,  which 
they  did  by  faying  they  admitted  of  the  councils 
of  Nice  and  the  two  Ephejiati  councils  (/.  e.  the 
trae  and  the  counterfeit  one)  but  rejedted  that  of 
C.  P.  and  Chalcedony  and  defired  the  emperor  to 
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write  to  their  aFchbifhop  Elurus.  This  requeft 
had  no  name  to  it.  Elurus  fcnt  to  court  an  art- 
ful memorial  to  fhew  the  council  of  Chalcedon 
W2iS  Nejiorian^  and  had  teftimonies,  probably 
partly  forged,  partly  forced,  and  partly  from  vil- 
lains like  himfelf,  of  the  magiftrates  and  people 
o£  Alexandria's  defiring  to  have  him  for  their 
bifhop. 

5.  The  emperor  was  doubtful  how  to  aft  in 
this  cafe:  he  faw,  as  he  thought,  a  powerful  fac- 
tion at  Alexandria ;  for  Elurus  was  fupported 
by  Ajpar  an  Arian^  the  moft  powerful  fubjeft 
in  the  univerfe,  and  the  perfon  to  whom  he 
chiefly  owed  his  promotion  to  the  empire.  Not 
to  offend  him,  nor  the  church-rights,  he  writ 
letters  to  all  the  metropolitan  bifliops  of  Rnme^ 
Antiocb^  Jerufakm^  C  P.  &c.  to  fummon  coun- 
cils, wherein  the  aiFair  of  Elurus's  ordination 
fhould  be  determined.  Anatolius  being  nigh  at 
hand  prefcntly  called  his,  wherein  that  ordina- 
tion was  declared  null,  &€.  To  Alexandria  the 
emperor  fent  one  Stilas  to  punilh  S.  Proferius's 
murderers,  who  baniflied  feveral,  and  had  the 
tongues  of  two  of  them  cut  out.  As  to  Elurus, 
his  cafe  was  to  be  judged  by  the  bifliops,  fo  no- 
thing vvas  as  yet  done  to  him.  The  emperor 
with  all  this  had  thoughts  of  a  general  council, 
but  the  pope  carneftly  difTuaded  him  from  it  by 
a  letter  dated  the  ift  of  December ^  in  which 
be  tells  him  God  had  given  him  the  imperial 
power  not  only  to  govern  the  world  but  to  be  a 
fefeguard  and  defence  of  the  church ;  defiring 
him  to  expel  fome  heretics  the  city  whom 
Anatolius  by  too  much  indulgence  had  fuffered 
Bb  4  there. 
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there.  Of  thefe  he  had  writ  to  Anatolius  the 
14th  of  OBober  before,  warning  him  of  Heli*s 
punifhment  in  cafe  of  his  remifnefs.  The  em- 
peror  was  willing  to  have  the  moft  celebrated 
monks  opinion  of  EluruSy  and  confulted  three 
celebrated  Anchorets^  namely  Simeon  Stylites^ 
Baradat^  and  JameSy  who  in  their  anfwers  vi- 
goroufly  afferted  the  authority  of  the  council  of 
Cbalcedon. 

6.  The  moft  ancient  of  thefe  monks  was 

James  furnamed  the  Syriariy  and  difciple  of  S. 

Mara.    He  dwelt  on  a  mountain  four  miles  off 

CyruSy    and  was  particularly  acquainted  with 

Theodoret.     He  lived  without  any  covert  in  the 

open  air,  expofed  to  all  the  inclemencies  of  the 

feafon,  fbmetimes  parched  up  by  the  fun,  and 

fotoetimes  buried  in  fnow :   under  his  habit  he 

wore  heavy  iron  chains,  and  never  made  ufe  of 

fire,  even  to  drefs  his  food,  which  confifted  in  a 

few  lentils  fteeped  in  water.    His  miracles  were 

in  great  number  j  he  cured  by  them  fevers  and 

other  diftempers,  expelled  devils,  and  the  water 

he  bleffed  was  a  fovereign  remedy.    He  raifed  a 

child  of  four  years  old  from  death,  whom  Theo^ 

doret  heard  telling  this  miracle  to  his  father. 

When  this  faint  was  fick  the  people  ailembled 

about  him  to  have  his  body,  for  which  they  had 

exprefly  built  a  church,  and  Theodoret  prepared 

a  tomb ;  but  the  holy  anchoret  made  them  pro* 

mife  they  would  bury  him  on  a  mountain,  where^ 

ijJnto  this  tomb  Was  carried,    in  which  he  put 

what  relicks  he  could|  get  of  the  apoftles  and 

others,  and  ordered  himfelf  to  be  buried  inano^ 

ther  tomb.  — fii^r<?</tf^  firft  took  up  his  habi^ 
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tation  in  a  little  hut,  then  mounted  up  a  rock, 
and  put  himfelf  in  a  kind  of  cofier,  {o  little  that 
he  could  not  ftand  upright,  and  fo  ill  cemented 
that  he  was  juft  as  in  a  cage  expofed  to  wind  and 
weather,  ^fter  a  long  ftay  there,  at  the  perfua- 
fion  of  Theodotus  bifliop  pf  Antioch^  he  quitted 
this  habitation  and  dwelt  in  the  open  air  with 
his  hands  continually  lifted  up  to  heaven,  being 
covered  with  a  fkin  in  fuch  fort  that  he  had  no- 
thing free  but  his  mouth  and  noftrils  to  breathe. 
He  anfwered  very  humbly  and  pertinently  to 
queilions  propofed  to  him,  and  reafoned  better, 
&y%Theodorety  xhdLXi  thbfe  who  have  ftudied  the 
labyrinths  oi  Arijiotk. 

7.  The  third  was  Simeotiy  whofe  life  contains 
lb  many  wonderful  things  that  feem  to  (hock 
the  underftanding,  and  appear  fo  contrary  to  the 
common  inftitution  of  anchorets^  that  I  dare  not 
tranfcribe  it  till  I  have  firft  told  the  reader  that 
it  is  written  by  the  grave  and  venerable  Bp.  Theo- 
doret^  a  contemporary  and  eye-witneis  of  many 
of  his  acftions,  who  apologifes  for  it  much  in  the 
following  manner:  this  wonderful  man's  life  is 
fo  full  of  extraordinary  paflages,  and  his  virtue  fo 
much  beyond  the  common  bounds  of  nature, 
that  tho'  I  myfelf  am  an  eye-witne(s  of  thefe 
fafts,  and  they  are  fo  well  attefted  by  the  voice 
as  it  were  of  all  the  prefcnt  race  of  mankind, 
yet  I  am  almofl  afraid  to  venture  upon  writing 
them,  for  fear  future  generations  fhould  treat 
them  as  fables.  But  I  muil:  defire  thefe  perfohs 
who  criticife  by  wholelale,  before  they  fall  foul 
upon  this  life,  that  they  would  confidcr  how 
God  has  operated  things  of  the  like  nature,  to 
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awaken  and  excite  tbofe  who  are  buried  in  ileep, 
or  funk  under  idlenefi.  For  who  would  not  be 
furprifed  to  fee  fuch  a  holy  perfon  as  Ifaiab  walk 
about  ftark-naked  ?  or  not  be  inquifitive  to  know 
the  reafons  why  God  obliged  the  holy  prophet 
Ofea  to  marry  a  noted  whore  ?  But  as  thofe  ac- 
tions were  ordained  to  cure  the  remiihels  of  the 
y^^i,  fo  thefe  prodigies  are  ufhered  in  to  make 
us  more  attentive  to  the  faint's  inftrudlions.  As 
kings  alter  the  figures  in  their  coins,  fometimes 
ftamping  on  the  reverie  a  lion,  fometimes  a  liar, 
and  fometimes  an  angel,  to  give  Ibme  new  va- 
lue to  the  moijey  by  this  change  \  fo  the  King 
of  the  univerfe  adds  thefe  unufual  ligns  and  me- 
thods to  the  common  tracks  of  piety,  to  make 
his  image  fliine  more  bright  with  the  impreflion 
of  the  God- head.     This  premifed : 

8.  Simeon  was  born  in  388  at  a  place  called 
Stfariy  on  the  frontiers  of  Ciiicia  and  Syria^ 
where  he  tended  his  father's  Iheep.  One  day 
when  the  Iheep  could  not  go  a  grazing  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  fnow,  he  went  with  his  parents  to 
church,  heard  the  golpel  read,  and  took  fuch  par- 
ticular notice  of  thefe  words :  blejfedare  the  pure 
of  heart :  blejjed  are  they  that  mourriy  that  he 
defired  an  ancient  man  that  was  there  to  be  his 
inftradler ;  who  told  him  the  beft  way  to  regu- 
late his  future  a<ftions  was  to  enter  into  a  mo- 
nallery,  and  offer  up  with  an  awful  relpeft  to 
God  his  prayers  at  the  hours  of  prime^  terzy 
fexty  none  and  vejpers ;  to  bear  hunger,  thirft, 
nakedne&,  contempt,  affronts  and  ficknels ;  to 
mourn,  to  watch,  and  in  a  word  to  renounce 
all  the  pleafqres  of  the  fenfes  and  be  deprived  of 
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all  kind  of  confolation,  even  from  the  angels  of 
God.  Such  an  unpleafing  profpcdt  might  have 
deterred  one  Icfs  afted  by  the  divine  impulfes  of 
grace,  but  Simeon  immediately  obeyed  the  harfh 
diiflates  of  his  inftrudter,  and  in  40 1  entered  in- 
to a  neighboring  monaftery,  wrhere  he  remained 
two  years  an  example  of  humility  and  regular 
obfervance.  In  403  the  defire  of  greater  per- 
feftion  carried  him  \oHeUodorus%  monaftery  of 
80  monks  at  Teledan^  fituated  betwixt  Berea 
and  Antiochy  where  for  ten  years  together  he 
excelled  in  all  virtues,  and  infinitely  furpafled  all 
the  others  in  fafting ;  for  whereas  they  eat  once 
every  day,  or  at  leafl:.  once  every  other  day,  he 
totally  abftained  from  all  food,  except  on  Sun-- 
days  only,  diflributing  to  the  poor  his  daily  al- 
lowance of  bread  and  pulfe.  Heliodorus  blamed 
this  indifcretion,  as  he  efteemed  it,  but  did  not 
prevail  upon  him  to  moderate  but  only  to  ke^p 
his  aufterities  more  private.  The  fequel  of  his 
life  (hews  that  this  firmnefs  proceeded  from  the 
H.  Ghoft,  and  not  from  wilfulnefe  or  felf-<:on- 
ceit.  To  add  unto  inftead  of  diminifhing  his 
fufferings,  he  took  a  rough  cord  made  of  palm, 
which  ferved  to  draw  buckets  of  water  up,  and 
tied  it  clofe  about  his  naked  body  from  the  mid- 
dle upwards.  This  cord  eating  into  his  fkin,  it 
caufed  a  pUtrid  fore,  which  was  difcovered  by 
the  blood  that  ran  from  it  and  the  ftench ;  for 
this  he  was  feverely  reprimanded,  and  after  he 
was  cured  difmiffed  from  the  monaftery.  Thence 
he  retired  to  the  moft  delart  place  of  the  moun- 
tain, and  went  down  into  a  dry  ciftern,  where 
he  ftaid  continually  praifing  God,     Five  days 
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after  the  principal  perions  oiF  the  hou&,  repent- 
ing  of  what  they  had  done^  &nt  to  ieek  for^  and 
having  found  him,  drew  him  up  with  a  cord  out 
of  the  well.  He  returned  with  them,  bat  made^ 
no  long  ftay.    For, 

9.  Having  tailed  the  fruits  of  the  deiart  in  his 
five  days  retreat,  he  longed  to  partake  again  of 
the  fame  ipirimal  food,  and  for  this  end  choie 
a  defart  place  at  the  foot  of  the  fame  mountain 
near  a  village  called  Thelanijfa,    There  in  a  lit- 
tle cottage  he  aimed  at  copying  the  virtues  of 
the  heroes  of  the  ancient  teftament,  Mojes  and 
Eliasy  and  ,like  them  to  faft  40  days  together 
without  eating  or  drinking.  He  acquainted  J5^ 
fus  with  this  defign,  who  was  vifitor  of  all  tne 
neighboring  difperfed  monks,  a  chorepifcgpus 
and  fuperior  of  a  monaftery  of  200  monks, 
who  were  all  forbid  to  receive  money,  or  go 
out  of  the  monaftery  to  buy  neccffaries,  but  Uve 
upon  what  nourifhment  God  fhould  fend  them 
by  the  hands  of  the  faithful.    Bajus  telling  him 
that  this  attempt  drove  at  fclf-murder,  which 
far  from  a  virtue  was  one  of  the  blackeft  of 
crimes,  he  anfwered,  that  to  prevent  any  fuch 
danger  he  defired  a  jar  of  water  and  ten  loaves 
might  be  left  with  him,  which  he  would  make 
ufe  of  in  cafe  of  neceffity.     This  .was  agreed 
on,  and  he  immured  with  his  loaves  and  water 
for  40  days,  when  Baffus  removed  the  earth 
that  faftened  up  his  celf^and  entering  found  his 
provifions  untouched,  and  him  proftrate  oa  the 
floor,  without  voice,  motion,  or  refpiration  5  but 
moiftening  his  mouth  with  a'  fpunge  he  per- 
ceived he  had  life,  and  gave  him  the  divine  my* 
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iteries.  Simeon  fortified  with  this  rofe  from  the 
ground,  and  then  with  fomc  difficulty  chewed 
a  little  lettjceand  fuccory.  BaJ/iis  returned 
home  aod  related  this  wonderful  hiftory  to  his 
monks,*  and  Simeon  went  on  every  year  with 
his  faft  of  40  days.  His  pofture  of  body  in  prai- 
fing  God  on  the  firft  days  of  the  faft  was  ftand- 
ing  up,  the  following  ones,  being  tired,  fitting 
down,  and  the  reft  of  the  time  ftretched  out 
half  dead  upon  the  cold  earth. 

10.  In  416  he  went  fi-om  the  foot  to  the  top 
of  the  mountain,  and  fhut  himfelf  up  betwixt 
4  walls  without  a  cover;  and  that  he  might  not 
pafs  thole  bounds,  cauied  himfelf  to  be  tied  by 
his  right  foot  to  a  huge  flone  with  a  chain  of 
20  cubits  long.  There  his  corporal  food  was 
boiled  kntils  and  water,  and  his  fpiritual  a  con-- 
ftant  meditation  of  things  divine.  Meletius  a 
chorepifcopus  of  jintiocb  advi&d  him  to  remove 
this  chain,  by  reprefcriting  to  him  that  the  will 
was  fufficient  to  keep  the  body  in  a  reafonable 
chain :  and  the  faint  in  obedience  immediately 
fent  for  a  fmith  to  knock  it  off.  This  Meletius 
probably  is  the  feme  with  him  who  fucceeded 
Theodore  of  Mopfuejiia^  and  was  an  intimate 
friend  of  Theodoret.  Simeon'^  reputation  at  that 
time  was  difFufed  to  the  moft  diftant  regions, 
and  people  from  different  nations  joined  at  his 
apartnacnt  like  diftant  rivers  thatdifburden  them- 
felves  into  the  fea.  For  there  one  might  behold 
not  only  the  inhabitants  of  the  Roman  provinces 
in  the  eafiern  empire,  but.alfo  Ifmaelites,  Per-^ 
Jians^  Armenians^  IberianSy  Ethiopians^  and  even 
thofe  that  inhabited  the  utmoft  limits  of  the 
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Weft^  the  Spaniards^  Gauls  and  Britons.  Some 
implored  the  cure  of  dangerous  and  invetetate 
difeafes,  others  fruitfiikiefs ;  and  moft  went  from 
him  with  a  full  grant  of  their  petitions.  This 
made  him  refpedled  by  thofe  who  never  faw 
him,  and  the  fliop-keepers  of  Rome  had  him  in 
fuch  efteem  that  they  placed  little  images  of  this 
laint  over  their  doors  to  proteft  them. 

1 1.  Impatient  of  thefe  honors,  he  invented  a 
way  of  life  unknown  before  to  mortal ;  for  he 
reared  up  a  pillar,  and  at  the  top  of  it  a  little 
cottage  about  8  foot  in  circumference,  on  which 
he  could  lean,  much  of  the  lame  fafhion  with 
the  Italian  pulpits.  His  firft  pillar  ere<fted  in 
423  was  9  foot  high,  his  2d  in  427  was  of  18 
foot,  his  3d  in  430  of  33  foot,  his  4th  in  440 
of  54  foot.  On  the  top  of  thefe  pillars  S.  5/- 
meon  dwelt,  and  from  thence  was  furnamed  Sty^ 
liteSj  ioxjlyle  in  greek  fignifies  a  pillar.  Many- 
ridiculed  this  new  invention  of  gaining  heaven 
foot  by  foot  in  proportion  to  the  heighth  of  the 
pillar ;  and  the  monks  of  Egypt  were  at  firft  fo 
fcandalifed  at  it,  that  they  threatened  to  have 
him  excommunicated ;  but  being  better  inform- 
ed tliey  refpedled  his  iandlity :  and  Domnus  Bp. 
of  Antioch  made  him  a  vifit,  and  gave  him  the 
lacraments.  On  this  pillar  he  flood  upright, 
unlefs  when  he  bent  himfelf  at  his  prayers,  for 
his  cottage  had  no  room  for  him  to  lie  proftrate 
at  his  length,  that  not  being  three  foot  long  and 
he  a  very  tall  man  j  but  his  inclinations  wa*e 
very  profound,  touching  his  toes  with  his  fore- 
head, which  he  the  more  eafily  performed  be* 
caufe  his  conunual  faftings  had  left  him  a  lank 
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hollow  body ;  and  thefe  inclinations  were  fb  fre- 
quent, that  a  maa  out  of  cui-iofity  counted  them 
one  day  to  the  number  of  1,244.  ^^  ^^^  P^^ 
ture  he  took  the  (hort  repofe  he  had  allotted  him- 
fclf,  but  on  vigils  of  great  feafts  he  prayed  all 
night,  and  the  following  day  with  hands  ftretch- 
ed  out  till  none ; '  at  which  time  he  inftrufted  the 
concourfe  of  people  about  his  pill_ar,  heard  their 
demands,  healed  their  foreS  and  fickncfles,  and 
determined  their  difputes.  He  continued  this 
fevere  method  of  eating  only  once  a  week,  and 
not  eating  at  all  for  40  days  together  every  yean 
His  habit  was  the  Ikin  of  fome  beaft,  he  wore 
a  kind  of  hood  or  capouch  upon  his  head,  and 
carried  a  long  beard. 

12.  From  this  pillar  he  inftilled  the  words  of 
life  into  the  hearers  hearts,  converting  infidels, 
Iberians^  Armenians^  Perfians^  but  moftly  A-- 
rabian  Ifmaelites.  They  came  to  fee  him  in 
great  troops  of  two  or  three  hundred  together, 
and  fometimes  no  lefs  than  a  thoufand ;  abjuring 
the  errors  of  their  anceftors  with  a  loud  voice, 
particularly  the  worfliip  of  Venus^  breaking  their 
idols  to  pieces  in  his  prefence,  and  receiving  the 
lacrament  of  baptifm  from  him,  with  inftrutfli- 
bns  what  to  believe  and  how  to  live.  Theodoret 
lays,  that  once  he  had  like  to  have  been  crufhed 
to  pieces  in  the  crowd  that  came  to  receive  his 
bleffing.  He  adds,  that  Simeon  foretold  two 
years  before-hand  a  drought  and  famine ;  and 
another  time  the  plague  of  caterpillars.  The 
emperor  Marcian  came  in  cjifguife  to  fee  him ; 
the  king  oiFerfia  honored  him  very  much,  and 
informed  himfelf  very  minutely  of  his  life  and 
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miracles.  The  queen  begged  fb^e  of  the  oil  he 
had  ble&d,  and  received  it  as  an  ineilimable 
prefent;  and  the  courtiers^  in  fpite  of  the  Mag^s 
calumnies,  called  him  a  man  divine.  In  the 
midft  of  this  glory  he  was  profoundly  humble, 
looking  upon  himfelf  as  the  laft  of  mankind. 
He  was  eafy  of  accefs,  fweet  and  affable ;  freely 
converfing  with  the  tradeiman,  the  day-labourer, 
and  the  beggar.  He  told  them  who  were  cured 
by  his  prayers:  if  any  one  afk  you  who  cured 
you,  fay  God  cured  me ;  but  have  a  care  of 
Ipeaking  oi  Simeon ;  for  if  you  do  you  will  re- 
Upfe  again  into  the  fame  diftempcr.  Thus  far 
^heodoret^  who  writ  his  life  to  the  year  440, 
about  17  or  18  years  before  his  own  death, 
which  happened  this  year  or  the  next. 

13.  This  author  was  a  bifhop  adorned  with 
.  many  qualij&cations  worthy  his  charadler.     He 
was  a  uncere  admirer  of  folitude,  and  next  to 
being  alone  defired  to  be  with  the  folitary  monks 
of  the  deiart,  whofe  virtues  had  enriched  his  dio- 
cefe.    However  when  his  duty  called  him  from 
his  loved  retreat,  he  bailed  away  to  mingle  with 
bufinefs  and  the  hurries  of  the  world :  this  en- 
gaged him  in  his  own  diocefe  to  frequent  the 
idolaters  and  heretics,  and  often  to  go  to  An- 
tiocby  either  upon  fummons  to  appear  in  coun* 
cils  of  the  eajiern  bifhops,  of  which  he  was  the 
foul  and  eye,  or  at  the  preffing  inftances  of  the 
patriarch,  who  found  .by  happy  experience  the 
benefits  that  accrued  to  his  flock  from  his  many 
fermons  and  inftrutSions  there.    He  had  a  large 
infufion  of  fweetneis  in  his  temper,  and  readily 
complied  with  his  friends  in  jfinall  concerns,  even 
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againft  his  judgment ;  but  in  the  cauie.of  God 
and  religion  was  inflexibly  good,  and  relendeis 
to  the  power  of  threats  and  entreaties.   His  zeal, 
public-fpiritednefs  and  charity  made  the  bifhop, 
the  patriot,  and  the  common  father  fhine  in  him 
conipicuous ;  and  his  piety  and  learning,  if  they 
had  not  been  ftained  with  fome  of  the  lighter 
fpots  oi'NeJtorianifm  and  Pelagianifniy  might 
have  ranked  him  with  the  do(ftors  of  the  church, 
with  the  Bafihy  the  Gregories,  the  Cbryfojiom^s^ 
&c.     His  writings  contain  a  pleafing  variety  of 
fubjefts,  all  which  he  handles  with  that  rare  fe- 
licity mentioned  by  Horace  of  being  clear  and 
concife  at  once ;  his  ftile  maintains  the  purity 
of  the  Attic  didion,  and  a  juftnefe  of  thoughts 
not  deba&d  by  mean  and  vulgar  expreilions.  His 
Commentaries  on  the  fcripture,  that  is,  on  the 
epiftles  of  S.  Paul^  the  ten  firft  books  of  the  Old 
Tejlament^  the  Pfalms^  Canticles^  Prophets  grea- 
ter and  le^,  expound  the  literal  fenie  with  a  neat 
plainnefs,  not  mnning  into  ufeiefs  digreflions. 
In  his  polemic  trads  he  fbmetimes  draws  confe- 
quences  too  fubtile  or  too  remote  from  principles 
to  do  much  execution,  but  generally  he  makes 
ufe  of  ftrong  nervous  rcafons  to  the  beft  advan- 
tage, by  dint  of  which  he  forces  his  adverfaries 
trenches  and  purfues  his  vidory  to  the  laft :  his 
Cburcb-hijlory^  which  contains  the  foace  of  105 
years  froni  Arius's  beginnings  to  the  death  of 
Theodorus  oi Mopfuefiia^  is  furniflhed  with  many 
momentary  traniadions  treated  at  large,   and 
much  better  penned  than  Socrates  or  Sozomen^s 
hiftories ;  bat  is  faulty  in  the  ufe  of  ftrained  me- 
tapbo($  and  falfc  chronology,  which  has  much 
.     VoL.iV.  Cc  Icffened 
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Idifined  the  reputation  of  this  valuable  wc^-k. 
This  kft  £uik  mns  through  his  Pbihtheus  (a 
bpok  that  ddcribes  the  lives  of  30  eminent  eaft-- 
em  monks,  mz,  SS,  James  of  Nifihis^  Julian 
Saias^  MarciaUy  EaifebiuSy  Publius^  Apbraates^ 
Theodqfius^  Macedonius  the  barly-eater,  James^ 
BaraJat^  Simeon  Sty litesy  &c.  alr^idy  mentioned) 
which  he  avoids  in  his  heretic  fables^  not  fixing 
the  a^ons  he  recounts  to  any  precife  point  of 
tinae.     His  ktters  arc  worked  up  with  much 
delicacy,  and  we  may  reafonably  fuppofe  that 
bis  numerous^rww^,  now  loft,  were  compo^  , 
with  no  in&rior  elegance.     But  his  books  of 
the  moft  erudition,  according  to  Du  Pin^  arc 
his  12  difcourfes  oi  curing  the  Greeks  affeBionsf 
in  his  (i.)  he  fliews  the  Cbrijiians  belief  well 
grounded :  in  (2.)  that  Mofes  gives  a  more  fatit 
fcuflory  account  of  the  creation  than  the  heathen 
philofophers :  in  (3.)  he  proves  the  Cbrijiians 
notions  of  flints  and  angels  to  be  folid,  as  the 
Heathens  of  their  fubaltgrn  gods  was  fenfelefs : 
in  (4.)  he  proceeds 'm(»ch  to  the  fame  purpofe  as 
in  2d :  in  (54)  he  ipe;^ks  of  man^s  nature :  in 
(6.)  he  proves  a  provitience :  in  (7.)  confutes 
the  Pagan  Sacrifices,  and  proves  from  the  yewijh 
prophets  that  their  &crifices  were  only  calculated 
for  an  imper&<ft  ft^-i^  In  (8.)  ihews  that  die 
Qreeks  of  all  perfons  in  the  world  (bould  not  ob- 
jed:  the  veneration  of  fiiinte  to  Chriftiansy  fincc 
thejT  had  their  gods,  their  half  gods,  and  men 
iiaturalifed  gods  into  the  bargain :  in  (9.)  he 
ihews  the  excellence   of  the  &ints,   and  the 
powerfiil  protedion  and  affiilance  they  grant  to 
their  clients  and  interceifors:  in  (xo«)  he  draws 
-  a  pa- 
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a  par^d  betwixt  thp  Pag^n  and  J^ifb  pro- 
phecies^ evidencingj^  the  truth  of  thefc  an4  the 
falfhood  of  thofe :  m  ( 1 1.)  he  lays  dawn  the  va* 
rious  femirnents  of  the  end  of  the  world :  in 
(12.)  he  evincesi  that  the  apoftles  lives  infinitely 
excelle4  thoic  of  other  men.  This  is  a  fhort 
detail  of  his  works,  which  have  loft  much  of 
their  eftcem  fpr  fome  ex|)refliQns  tinfturcd  with 
Nefiorianifm^  and  others  that  gave  the  firll  oc^ 
cafion  to  the  Greek  church  qf  denying  the  prQ-» 
ceiHon  of  the  H.  Ghoft  frona  the  Son. 

14.  \i  is  thought  S.ProJ^er  died  at  this  tinxe : 
his  life  is  a  matter  of  much  difficulty,  hecaufe 
various  aiS^ipps  are  aferibed  to  fome  Pr^j^er  of 
this  time,  which  cannot  be  afcisartained  to  apper- 
tain to  this  iaint:  but  \vhat  k  d^bious  |  flialj 
mention  as  fuch,  and  relate  \vhat  with  more  cerr 
tainty  belongs  to  him.  According  to  a  confeP- 
fion  ofPro^er\  about  which  authors  are  di- 
vided)  he  was  delivered  by  baptifm  firom  the 
flavery  of  the  devil  at  an  age  when  he  was  un- 
capable  of  knowing  the  mifcry  of  that  condi- 
tion; but  fell  from  this  happy  freedom,  by 
yieldipg  to  the  promises  of  fin,  without  any 
other  advantage  than  baneful  pleafures  and  th^ 
ways  of  death.  He  bipfhed  to  find  himfelf 
fubjecfted  to  fo  bafe  and  tyrannical  a  mafter,  and 
called  aloud  upon  the  divine  mercy  to  break  his 
chains,  and  return  by  afts  of  humiliation  and 
the  feverefl  penance  to  the  ferVice  of  him  who 
had  bought  him  at  the  c^pence  of  his  own  life. 

-Thus  far  the  confeiHon.    What  follows  is 

from  a  poem,  that  venerable  J5^^(?  attributes  to 
him,  infcribed  to  his  wife,  to  exhort  her  to 
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piety  from  the  confideration  of  the  frail  ftate  of 
niiman  things,  from  the  miferies  of  the  times, 
and  from  Cbrift'%  fufferings  for  us,  whereby  we 
have  contrafted  a  debt  of  thinking  no  fofferings 
too  great  to  undergo  for  him.  Let  us  then,  %s 
he,  ftrive  to  refled:  the  brighteft  ideas  of  virtue 
tjpon  one  another  by  a  mutual  example,  of  af- 
fifting  and  being  each  others  guardians.  He 
kept  correspondence  with  S.  Aufiin^  and  in  429 
writ  a  celebrated  letter  with  an  account  of  the 
Semipelagians  in  Presence',  in  430  he  writ  his 
treatife  of  ungrateful  perfons  i  in  432,  3,  4,  his 
anfwers  to  the  objedlions  of  the  Gaulsj  to  the 
Genoefe  and  Vincenfs  objedlions ;  as  alio  to  Coffin 
ari%  conferences,  from  whence  people  eafily  fuck- 
ed in  poifon,  by  reafon  of  the  authority  and  piety 
of  the  author.  The  1 3  th  conference,  wherein  C^ 
Jian  introduces  his  own  fcntiments  under  the  name 
of  the  abbot  Cheremoriy  was  about  grace ;  and 
from  thence  S.  Projper  extrafts  12  propofitions, 
whereof  the  firft,  viz.  God  is  the  beginning  of 
all  our  good  works  and  thoughts^  being  catholic, 
confiited  by  confequence  the  other  eleven.  A£- 
ter  this,  being  fecretary  to  the  pope,  'tis  probable 
he  did  not  think  it  advifeable  to  enter  the  lifts 
againft  thQ  MaJJilians  under  his  own  name,  but 
writ  under  the  notion  of  an  indifierent  perlbn 
of  the  vocation  of  Gentiles^  wherein  he  con- 
jifutes  the  enemies  of  grace  after  a  more  moderate 
way  than  in  his  foregoing  works.  See  note.  He 
writ  a  chronicle  in  2  parts,  (i.)  from  the  crea- 
tion to  378,  and  (2.)  from  thence  to  455,  His 
other  writings  are  fentences  extracted  from  S.Au^ 
gujlin^  a  pafqhal  cycle ^^a  commentary  on  the  50 
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lafi  pfalms^  and  fomc  epigrams.  As  to  his  ftilc 
it  is  nervcnis  and  mafculine,  not  worked  up  with 
ornanjents,  which  would  be  very  improper  for 
the  intricate  matters  he  treats  of;  but  excells  in 
a  plain  neatne&,  a  clear  method,  and  cloie  rea- 
sonings, whereby  he  fblves  the  difficulties  and 
jlluftrates  the  obfcurities  that  otherwife  would 
perplex  the  readers. 

15.  Voadinus  bifliop  of  London^  not  ceafing 
to  remonftrate  to  Vortigern  his  impious  adultery 
with  Frowenay  gained  the  crown  of  martyrdom, 
being  flain  by  her  father  Hengift.   His  affairs  bo- 
gan  now  to  look  with  certain  hopes  of  fuccefs, 
for  he  who  could  do  moft  againft  him,  prince 
Vortimery  was  taken  out  of  this  life  either  by 
Frowena's  poifon  or  by  fome  natural  diftemper ; 
and  the  Britons  were  fo  diipirited  at  the  lofs.of 
their  general,  that  they  could  not  withftand  Hen-- 
giji's  forces,  augmented  with  a*  confiderable  ac- 
ceflion  of  frefh  troops.     In  thefe  circumftances 
he  attacked  thofe  few  who  greatly  ventured  for 
their  country,  and  overpowering  them  with  num- 
bers put  them  to  rout,  and  laid  wafte  the  places 
where  he  came.  Then,  lays  venerableB^^^,  public 
as  well  as  private  ftruftures  were  overturned,  the 
priefts  were  every-where  flain  before  the  altars, 
the  prelates  and  the  people  without  any  refpe£k  of 
perfonsweredeftroyed  with  fire  and  fword;  nor 
were  there  any  to  bury  them  thus  cruelly  flaugh- 
tered,     After  this  viftory  Hengift  was  a  fecond 
time  proclaimed  king  of  Kenty  to  which  time 
his  fuccefTors  fijc  the  JEra  of  the  kingdom  of 
Kent. 

C  C  3  16.  Moh 
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16.  Majorian  was  conftitutcd  emperor  of  the 
Wefl  hy  Leo  die  emporor  of  the£^/and  fcnl  by 
him  with  a  great  train  into  Italy ^  where  he  was 
received  witn  univerfal  applaufe.  He  applied 
himfelf  with  conftant  application  to  bufineis, 
made  choice  of  the  abkft  perlbns  for  minifters 
of  flate  ^nd  generals,  and  fecuitd  Italy  from 
Genjeric's  infults,  who  had  this  year  rig^  out 
a  fleet  againfl  it,  by  giving  him  battle  and  for- 
cing him  to  retire  inglorious  home.  Gen/eric^ 
unwilling  to  have  numbers  of  enemies  on  his 
hands  at  once,  confented  fo  far  to  the  emperor 
Led^s  demands  of  having  Falentmian's  faniily 
fet  free,  that  he  fent  him  Eudoxia  Falentinian'^ 
relia,  and  his  {lAcr  Placidia^  who  was  married 
to  Olybrius ;  but  as  for  Valentinian^^  daughter, 
the  princefs  Eudociay  he  made  her  be  married 
to  his  fon  Hunertc. 

Of  Christ  458,  9,  60.     Of  Lv^o  and  Ma- 
joRiAN  2,  3,  4.     Of  Leo  19,  20,  21. 

I .  JUA  y  OKI  AN  after  this  viftory  fupplied 
-^'^  the  coafts  of  Italy  with  ftrong  garrifons, 
and  having  regard  for  the  church  as  well  as  the 
empire,  at  the  pope's  inftance  cnaAcd  a  law 
prohibiting  women  offered  by  their  parents  to 
take  the  facred  veil  till  they  were  40  years  old,ha- 
ving  till  fuch  time  full  power  to  marry.  This  law 
put  an  efiedual  flop  to  forced  vows  proceeding 
from  parents  falfe  zeal  or  ambition,  but  did  not 
touch  fuch  perfons  as  voluntarily  chofe  to  confe- 
crate  their  virginity  to  God,  tho'  theie  ^.Leo  con- 
demned of  prevarication  if  they  offered  to  marry. 
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Another  p^ot  of  this  law  was  againft  widows 
who  refufed  to  marry  a  Jfecond  time,  not  out  of 
love  of  continence,  but  of  liberty. 

2.  S.  heo  writ  to  Nice  fas  of  Aquikia  and 
Neonas  oi  Ravenna  the  refolutions  of  their  caies 
propofed  to  him*  Nicetas's  was  of  people  who 
when  Attila  ravaged  that  town  were  carried  a- 
way  captives,  whereof  Ibme  eat  iacrificed  food, 
others  were  rebaptiied|  and  ibme  at  their  return 
found  their  wives  married  to  other  men.  At 
to  the  wives  S.  Lteo  refolves,  they  moft  return 
to  their  firft  hufbands  under  pain  of  excommu* 
nication,  becaufe  the  fecond  marriage  did  not 
fubfift :  that  they  who  were  rebaptifed,  or  had 
fed  upon  idol-meats  out  oi  ignorance  or  fear, 
muft  undergo  a  ftate  of  penance,  to  be  meafurcd 
rather  by  die  intenfeneis  of  forrow  than  the 
loigth  of  time ;  and  that  they  who  had  been 
but  once  baptiied,  and  that  by  the  heretics,  are 
only  to  be  confirmed  by  the  impofition  of  hands 
with  the  invocation  of  the  H. Ghoft.  Neanas\ 
queAion  was  about  children  who  had  been  car- 
ried away  captives  in  their  infancy,  and  did  not 
know  whether  they  were  baptifed  or  not :  to 
which  S.  Leo  anfwers,  that  if  thefe  children  are 
not  in  danger  of  death  they  muft  take  time  to 
fijid  out  if  they  were  bapti&d,  and  if  they  can* 
not  know  upon  enquiry  to  baptife  them. 

3.  He  writ  to  the  emperor  Leo^  whom  he  had 
by  his  laft  prevailed  with  not  to  call  a  council, 
to  urge  him  to  juftice  at  Alexandria j,  and  not 
to  allQw  the  heretics  the  conference  he  propofed, 
tho'  he  was  willing  to  fend  the  legates  the  empe- 
%(jg  deiiredi  not  to  di^Hite  aboi;t  the  £iith  but 

C  c  4  tP 
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to  inftrudt  the  ignorant.  This  letter  is  dated  the 
22d  oi  March  J  and  the  17th  of  the  following 
Auguji  he  fent  for  deputies  the  bifhops  Domitian 
and  Geminian^  and  three  days  after  an  ample 
account  of  the  faith,  much  of  the  fame  nature 
of  his  letter  to  Flavian ;  with  the  authority  of 
the  ancient  fathers  to  prove  his  aflertions.     He 
had  writ  to  Anatolius  and  thQ  emperor  about 
one  Atticusj  a  prieft  who  had  preached  at  C.  P. 
againft  the  council  of  Chalcedon^  and  required 
that  he  (hould  make  a  public  recantation,  by 
condemning  £///y^i&fi*s  dodrine ;  whereupon^/- 
ticus  writ  his  juftification,  and  protefted  that  he 
had  an  averfion  for  Eutycbes  ^,  but  S.Leov/nt 
again  to  Anatt>lius^  to  let  him  know  that  this 
proteftation  was  far  from  being  fatisfadlory,  it 
being  no  ways  inconfiftent  to  Imve  an  averfion 
for  the  man  and  a  love  for  his  errors ;  and  that 
therefore  unlefe  he  fubfcribed  to  the  council  of 
Chalcedony  he  muft  be  punifhed  according  to 
the  tenor  of  that  council. 

4.  The  metropolitans  of  the  Eaji,  who  had 
been  laft  year  confulted  about  this  council  and 
Elurush  ordination,  fent  their  fynodical  anfwers, 
to  the  number  of  36,  fubfcribed  by  the  inferior 
bifhops.,  They  all  concluded  £/«r«i's  ordina- 
tion null,  and  all  except  Amphilochius  of  Sida 
approved  of  the  council.  Baradat  the  monk 
writ  his  to  the  fame  purpofe,  with  many  expref- 
fions  of  fcripture  adapted  pertinently  enough  to 
the  name  of  Leo.  S.  Simeon  Stytttes  wrote  to 
the  emperor  too,  but  his  letter  is  loft ;  however 
Evagrius  has  prefei'ved  this  following  one  on  the 
fame  fubjeft  to  Bajl  biftiop  of  Antioch.    Now 
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it  is  time  for  us  to  exclaim :  bleifed  be  God  that 
has  not  turned  away  our  prayer,  nor  his  mercy 
from  us  finners.  Your  letter  affords  me  ample 
matter  to  admire  the  emperor's  zeal  and  piety, 
as  well  in  regard  of  the  bifhops  lacred  perfons, 
as  of  the  faith  they  have  taught.  This  is  a  gift 
which  comes  not  from  ourfelves,  as  the  apoftle 
lays,  but  from  God,  who  has  granted  it  to  our 

prince  by  the  merit  of  your  prayers. And 

therefore  I,  tho'  a  vile  abjedt  worm  and  an  abor- 
tive monk,  would  not  be  wanting  to  declare  my 
fentiments  to  the  emperor  concerning  the  faith 
of  the  630  bilhops  in  the  council  oiChalcedon^ 
and  to  aflure  him  that  I  am  inviolably  fixed  to 
that  faith,  as  being  demonfbrated  and  confirmed 
by  the  inj^iration  of  the  H.  Ghoft.  For  if  our 
Saviour,  where  two  or  three  are  gathered  toge- 
ther in  his  name,  is  in  the  midfl  of  them,  how 
fliould  it  be  otherwile  than  that  the  H.  Ghofl 
fhould  be  from  the  beginning  and  afterwards 
with  (o  many  and  fo  holy  bifhops  in  the  coun« 

cil  ? .  Go  on  then  boldly  in  defence  of  piety 

like  Jefus  fon  oiNave^  that  trae  fervant  of  God, 
in  defence  of  the  people  of  Ifrael.  I  humbly 
defire  you  would  falute  from  me  the  clergy  obe- 
dient to  your  fan<aity,  with  all  the  faithful  and 
hlefTed  people, 

5.  Bafil  to  whom  he  writ  did  not  long  fiir- 
yive  this  letter :  he  was  fucceeded  by  Acacius^ 
who  was  fcarce  inflalled  but  a  dreadful  earth, 
quake  happened  at  Antidchy  which  they  reckon 
to  be  the  fixdi  fince  the  foundation  of  that  city, 
and  which  ^^^  a  priefl  there  pathetically  de- 
:|cribed  in  verfe.  •  This  Ifaac  had  compofcd  fe- 

veral 
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Veral  other  works  in  the  Syrian  language^  die 
chief  of  which  were  againft  the  Neftorians  and 
Butycbians.  The  fame  year  with  this  Bqfil  died 
Bafil  of  Sekucia^  Juvenal  of  Jerujalem^  and 
AnatoUus  of  C.  P.  ^ij^/  of  Seleucia'%  cowardice 
in  the  mock-council  of  Epbefus^  and  his  poor 
excu^  in  the  council  of  Chakedon^  traniinit  to 
pofterity  no  favorable  idea  of  his  life :  his  40  ho- 
milies on  the  fcriptUre,  perchance^  may  be  more 
agreeable  to  fome  taftes :  they  contain  a  num- 
ber of  pompous  expreffions  that  as  it  were  rarify 
a  litde  ienfe  into  a  large  extent;^  and  (hew  the 
author  in  po0efiion  of  all  the  high  flight  and 
daring  figures  of  rhetoric,  which  he  fcatters  a- 
bout  with  a  profufion  that  cloys  infiead  of 
charming,  notwithfianding  the  finoothne&  of 
his  periods^  which  fall  away  with  an  almofl 
conilant  harmonious  Ibund.  Juvenal  was  fuc-* 
ceeded  \s^  Anafiajius^  accordmg  to  S.Euthy-^ 
mius*$  prophecy.  He  went  one  day  to  vifit  this 
holy  monk,  who  feeing  him  at  a  diilance  told 
his  companion  to  be  in  readineis  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  patriarch  oi  Jerufakm^  and  at  his 
nearer  aroroach  addrefied  hiniielf  to  him  as  to 
a  patriarcn.  Upon  which  his  companion  whif-* 
pered  him,  that  this  was  not  the  patriarch  but 
the  treafurer  AnaJiaJiuSy  as  plainly  appeared  by 
the  colour  of  his  cloaths*  S.  EutbymiuSy  migh- 
tily amazed  at  this,  &id  :  believe  me,  £)n,  till 
you  fpoke  to  me,  I  £iw  him  clad  in  white,  and 
then  i|)oke  out  sdoud:  af&redly  I  am  not, de- 
ceived :  doubtle&  God  will  accomplifh  what  he 
has  fi)releen  and  {xe^ordained :  for  bis  gifts  and 
calling  are  mtbsfut  repentance.    To  Anatolius 
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Succeeded  Gennadius^  who  chofe  for  his  CDcono- 
mift  one  Marxian,  formerly  a  Novatiart :  this 
ManUn  bid  no  fooner  teketl  poffelfion  of  his 
offtcft,  but  he  ordered  that  every  partitukr  church 
IhoUld  take  their  offerings :  whereas  before  the 
great  chufch  had  all  the  offerings  of  particular 
ones.  This  put  a  ftop  to  the  oecoftomifts  r*. 
pacious  avarice.  * 

6.  The  council  of  C.  P.  tookxare  to  defttoy 
it  in  its  mofl  pernicious  branch,  by  enforcing  the 
canons  againft  fittiony :  nothing  more  of  this 
council  is  ext&nt,  tho'  it  is  not  to  be  doubted 
but  the  main  defign  of  it  was  to  abolilll  Euty- 
chianifm ;  for  which  end  the  pope's  legates  and 
lb  many  metropolitans  ^^^ere  adfembled  together. 
Some  add,  that  the  magnificent  ilrudure  of  the 
chunch  Anaftafia^  fbrmeriy  8.  Gregory b  habita- 
tion, wa$  now  finiffaed,  and  the  dedication  ce- 
kfcratcd  by  thefe  bifhops :  but  this  ftcms  to  have 
been  performed  long  brfbrc  under  ftbiddofius^ 
iho'  probably  the  anniverfary  dedication  might 
be  kept  with  more  than  ufud  folcmnity  on  ac* 
count  of  the  virgin  and  martyr  8.  Anaftajia\ 
relicks,  which  had  laft  year  been  translated  thi- 
ther ;  by  which  means  that  church  had  the  title 
of  Anafiafia  upon  a  double  icore,  firft  for  the 
refunedicm  (of  the  faith)  \h  greek  anafiafis,  and 
theft  for  this  holy  lady's  rdiques.  At  that  time 
they  deiired  the  emperor  to  turn  Elarus  out  of 
Alexandria ;  but  the  powerful  protedion  of  ^ 
par  and  Bajilijtus  hindered  for  a  while  the  ef- 
fefts  of  their  petition. 

7.  S.  Leo  direded  a  letter  to  the  bifhops  of 
Campania  to  break  off  a  cuftom  they  had  of 
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publiihing  out  of  a  paper  the  nature  of  iiich 
crimes  as  had  been  privately  .confeiTed  s  iince, 
feys  he,  the  manifefting  the  guilt  of  their  con- 
iciences  to  the  priefl  only  is  fuificient.    For  tho' 
this  may  feem  to  argue  the  power  of  their  traft 
in  Gody  when  the  fear  of  him  furmounts  all  the 
Ipprehenfions  of  (hame  from  man,  yet  fince  the 
fins  of  all  men  which  demajnd  expiation  by  pe« 
^ance  are  not  of  a  iiature  fit  to  be  publifiied,  let 
fuch  an  unauthoriibd  cuftom  be  removed,  for  fear 
of  driving  many  from  the  remedies  of  penance 
out  of  fhame  or  fear  of  letting  their  enemies  in-^ 
to  a  knowledge  of  their  guilt,  and  of  expofing 
themfelves  thereby  to  the  edge  of  the  laws.  For 
that  confeffion  fiifiices  which  is  firfi:  made  to 
God  and  then  to  the  prieft,  who  is  appointed  to 
intercede  with  God  on  behalf  of  the  penitents. 
And  then  greater  numbers  may  be  prevailed  on 
to  fubmit  to  penance,  if  the  iecrets  of  their  con<p 
fciences  are  not  made  public.  * 

8.  At  leneth  Gennadiui%  prefiing  infiances 
prevailed,  zna  Elurus  was  banifhed  to  Gangra: 
but  his  ft'iends  at  C.  P.  procured  orders  that  he 
(hould  Gx9i  Come  thither.  Gennadius  at  this 
took  the  alarm  and  writ  to  the  pope  about  it : 
and  the  pope,  who  apprehended  that  Elurus  by 
a  feigned  profefiion  of  faith  might  obtain  a 
peaceable  pofiefiion  of  the  iee  he  had  ufurped, 
writ  to^the  emperor  and  Gennadius :  to  the  em<- 
peror  to  extoU  his  refolution  and  greatnefs  of 
mind  in  banifiiing  Elurus,  and  to  exhort  him 
not  to  hearken  to  Elurus^  whole  crimes  were  of 
fo  black  a  nature  that  no  profefiion  of  faith, 
whether  troe  or  counterfeit,  could  capacitate  hm 
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for  any  bifboprick,  much  lefi  for  the  iecond  of 
the  univcrfe.     That  to  Gennadius  was  of  the 
fame  date,  W2;.  June  17,  and  to  the  femepur- 
pofe ;  with  a  caution  not  to  kt  any  at  C  P.  com. 
municate  with  Elurus.    Whether  Elurus  came 
to  C  P.  or  not  is  uncertain ;  but  this  we  know, 
that  his  ientence  of  banifbment  was  put  in  exe- 
cution, being  firft  conduced  to  Gangra^  and 
from  thence  for  feditious  difcourfes  removed  to 
the  Tauric  CberfonefuSy  and  about  the  middle  of 
July  a  new  patriarch  oi  Alexandria  was  defted, 
called  'timothy  Sahfacialj  that  is,  the  white.  He 
was  ordained  by  ten  Egyptian  biihops,  whereof 
he  immediately  lent  an  account  tO/the  pope. 
His  ordainers  and  clergy  did  the  feme,  and  the 
bearers  of  thefe  letters  were  Daniel  a  prieft  and 
Timothy  a  deacon.    The  pope  anfwered  them 
the  1 8th  oi  Aug.  congratulating  them  for  their 
ekdlion,  and  exhorting  them  to  peace  and  the 
ufc  of  gentle  methods  in  bringing  back  heretics 
to  the  church ;  and  defiring  the  bifhop  in  par- 
ticular to  write  to  him  from  time  to  time  what 
advances  were  made  in  his  church  towards  peace 
and  a  reunion  of  divided  members. 

9.  The  tmi^rd^Eudocia  died  the  24th  of  0^- 
tBber^  as  S.  Euthymius.  had  foretold  her  j  fhe  had 
built  a  church  in  honour  of  S.  Peter  about  a 
league  off  his  laura^  whither  (he  went  in  Eajler 
time  to  fee  a  large  ciftern  fhe  had  ordered  to  be 
made,  when,  cafting  her  eyes  on  the  cells  of  the 
laura  fcattered  up  and  down  the  delart,  flic 
found  her  heart  enlarged  with  a  fort  of  a  yet-un- 
felt  traniport  of  joy,  and  her  thoughts  fixed  with 
that  paflage  of  fcripture :   how  goodly  are  thy 
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tents^  O  Jacobs  and  thy  tabernacksy  O  Ifraell 
and  in  this  difpofition  fent  Gabriel  abbot  of  S^ 
Stephen  to  Eutbymius^  to  defirc  to  Ipeak  with 
him,  that  flic  might  receive  the  word  qf  lif^ 
from  his  mouth,  but  with  a  defign  of  fettling  * 
foundation  ,iot  his  laura.  At  meeting  Eutby^ 
tnius  fpoke  to  her  firft,  faying :  daughter,  fiiice 
your  departure  is  at  hand,  why  fliQuld  you  be 
folicitous  and  diiUpate  your  ipirit  by  a  mul^i^ 
plicity  of  concerns:  mind  only  thoie  things 
whicn  belong  to  your  paffage  from  this  life,  but 
neither  by  word  or  writings  think  of  me  as  to 
any  prefents  or  rents,  but  when  our  common 
Lord  fliall  have  taken  you  to  himfelf,  then  rf5r 
member  me,  and  implore  his  mercy  to  take  inp 
to  him  when  and  how  he  judges  beft.  E^udocia 
by  this  anfwer  perceived  be  had  read  her  thoughts, 
and  therefore,  afliired  of  the  tmth  of  his  predic- 
tion, prepared  herfelf  in  a  futable  mapner  for 
deadi.  She  was  now  67  years  old,  of  which  ihp 
had  reigned  36,  and  fpent  1 1  in  her  widowhood 
at  yerufalem.  She  had  founded  feva-al  monas- 
teries and  built  many  churches,  in  which  Bum*- 
ber  is  S.  StephetPsy  erefted  at  the  place  of  his  mar- 
tyrdom, which  was  capable  of  holding  io,poo 
perfons :  this  church  was  endowed  with  S.  Ste^ 
fheii^  body,  and  large  revenues  which  £he  left 
to  the  abbot  Gahrielh  adminiftration ;  ihe  built 
up  the  walls  of  "Jervfalem^  which  made  fcm^ 
people  apply  to  her  Ffalm  50.  u  18.  Do  good 
in  thy  eudokia  (/.  e.  good  will)  unto  Sion^  ifnd 
the  walls  of  Jerufalemjhall  be  built  up.  In  this 
pious  work,  and  in  her  other  charities  to  the 
poor,  the  churches,  hoipitals  and  monafteries, 
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befides  die  prdents  of  &cred  vaies^  (he  ipent  no 
lefs  than  2,480  pounds  of  gold.   She  was  a  per* 
fon  endowed  with  rare  qualifications  both  of 
mind  and  body,  but  very  much  inferior  to  P///-  . 
cberia  in  a  political  capacity :  for  this  princefi 
with  a  difoeming  eye  diftinguiflied  her  (ubje^s 
merits,  and  proportioned  to  them  offices  and  re- 
wards ;  whereas  Eudocia  was  often  governed  by 
c^ice  in  the  choice  of  her  officers^  and  ieems 
to  have  formed  that  wrong  notion  of  herielf  and 
others,  that  a  perfbn  excellent  in  any  kind  muft 
be  capable  of  every  thing :  of  w^ich  I  ihall  only 
give  one  inftance  in  her  making  Cyrus  her  ge- 
neral in  Africa  upon  his  pre&nting  her  with  an 
agreeable  copy  of  verfes  he  had  compoied ;  but 
his  fword  had  not  his  pen's  good  fuccefi,  for  he 
loft  the  capital  of  Africa^  and  brou^  no  lau- 
rels back  to  C  P.     Some  al^rfe  htt*  with  the 
baieft  of  crimes,  ingratitude ;   and  indeed  flie 
would  have  been  the  laft  of  womjmkind  had 
flie  comported  heri^f  to  Pukheria  in  the  man* 
ner  TbeopJkanes  defcribes :  but  it  wbuld  be  un« 
juft  to  fallen  on  her  (o  black  a  eharadter,  barely 
upon  the  credit  of  a  fabulous  authw.   She  wrote 
the  hiftory  of  S  S.  Cyprian  and  Jufiina  in  verfe, 
and  alfo  turned  into  verie  the  firft  eight  books  of 
the  fcripture,  with  the  prophets  Daniel  and  2ia^ 
chary  J  keeping  conftantly  clofe  to  the  letter  and 
refraining  from  poetic  licence^  left  by  endeavo* 
ring  to  enliven  ihe  fhould  alter  the  ienfe.     At 
the  end  of  every  book  flie  put  thefe  verfes :

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Thefe  verfions  are  no  longer  extant :  but  another 
work  by  fome  afcribcd  to  her  is,  w^?.  Cbrijf% 
tife^  in  the  very  words  and  verfes  of  Homer, 
therefore  called  Homers  centons ;  tho^  others  give 
the  honour  of  this  piece  of  labour  and  memory 
to  Pelagius  the  patrician. 

Of  Christ  461  to  467.  Of  Leo  5  fo  10, 
and  Majorian  5:  Of  Severus  i  to  4. 
Of  Leo  21.    Of  Hilary  i  to  6. 

I.  AT  this  time  died  S.Simeon  Stylites.  Ha- 
^jL  ving  bent  himielf  dovm  to  pray,  he 
remained  in  that  pofture  for  three  days,  that  is, 
Friday y  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Antony  his  dis- 
ciple wondering  at  this,  went  up  the  pillar  and 
laid :  rife  up,  my  mafter,  and  give  your  bene- 
didiion  to  me  and  the  people  here,  who  with 
longing  exped:ations  have  waited  for  it  three 
days  and  nights :  but  perceiving  he  did  not  an* 
fwer,  he  approached  gendy  his  ear  without 
touching  him,  and  found  him  breathle&  and 
motionleis  flretched  out  upon  the  ground,  but 
ihielt  at  the.&me  time  an  excellent  odour  ifliiing 
from  his  body.  Then  concluding  he  was  dead, 
he  kiiTed  his  eyes  and  beard,  crying  out:  to 
whom,  mailer,  do  you  leave  me  now  ?  Where 
ihall  I  find  your  angelic  dodrine  P  Who  can 
now  behold  your  pillar  without  you  and  contain 
his  tears  ?  What  anfwer  can  I  give  to  the  lick 
who  come  to  feek  you  ?  In  this  ftreis  of  forrow 
Antony^  being  agitated  with  various  concerns 
and  harraffed  out  with  cares,  iiink  into  deep,  in 
which  he  thought  S.  Simeon  appeared  to  him, 
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with  afiiimnce  that  be  would  never  abandon  tbat 
piU^r,  tb$it  mount,  thatf^e^  but  tbat  he  muil 
i^nd  Dews  of  bi6  death  with  great  fecrccy  to  An^ 
tmk.  Accordingly  awaking  be  acauainted  the 
Bjp#  Md^tyrius  with  it,  who  came  tor  the  body 
with  three  biftops,  and  a  troop  of  foidiers  to 
goard  %  for  fear  it  fhould  he  iciied  upon  by 
loiBCie  oi  the  ndghboring  towns.  It  was  carried 
'  toAntiocb  with  hymns  and  pfalms  5  hut  the  peo- 
jrfe  of  the  country  were  much  difpleafed  at  this, 
ai$  thinking  that  with  his  body  they  had  loA  hi^ 
prQispiStion,  and  that  the  more,  becauie  the  bifliop 
woyld  not  let  any  of  them  touch  it.  On  the  way 
it  wfi^ght  many  JXiiracles,  and  one  of  them  wa6 
ib^  curing  a  man  who  had  been:  1 1  years  deaf 
«pd  du0ib»  The  people  of  Antioch  with  fonge 
a^d  lighted  flambeaiuc  met  this  holy  body,  whieh 
was  fa^  dspofited  in  the  gmeai  chucch,  then  in 
Wither,  and  iaiUy  in  that  called  Finance^  where 
\t  was  the  iaftrument  of  gs^ater  miracles  than 
y^^^  periormed  m  his  life-^me. 

,2,  5,  Zr^(?  ioon  followed  %.Stylites  to  .eternal 
happineis*  He  was  Ailed  the  greats  a  title  which

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portance  was  anywhere tran^iS^ without  hinu 
To  him  all  the  particular  churches  had  lecourfe^ 
and  from  him  diey  learned  how  to  make  difiri* 
pline  flourifh,  and  the  ancient  canons  to  remain 
in  their  full  vigour.  To  him  Rome  once  owed 
her  liberty,  and  another  time  the  prelervation  of 
her  churches,  as  well  as  the  building  of  fome 
others  at  his  expencc,  as  alio  the  numbo'  of  fer* 
mons  which  he  preached,  in  ibme  rei|)ed:  the 
.moft  beautiful  tlmt  ever  adorned  the  latin  lan^ 
guagp.  It  mufl  be  acknowledged  indeed,  that 
the  thoughts  them&lves  are  not  often  properly 
bright,  tho'  they  are  every-where  juft ;  but  as 
they  appear  in  his  poliihed  ilile,  with  a  majefly 
of  expreffion  meaiiired  out  by  the  moil  hanno<- 
nious  cadences,  they  charm  the  ear  and  carry  the 
mind  beyond  what  the  tongue  can  utter.  The 
fame  may  with  proportion  be  appli^  to  his  lefe* 
ters.  He  governed  the  church  twenty  years,  and 
was  iiicceeded  by  Hilary  his  arch-deacon,  the 
fame  Hilary  (or  Hilarus)  who  had  been  his  le- 
gate in  the  council  of  £/i^j,  and  £>  well  de- 
luded there  the  rights  of  die  church. 

3.  Rome  lofl  the  fame  year  the  head  of  die 
wejlern  empire  as  well  as  tHe  head  of  the  church* 
For  Ricimery  who  was  Majoriarfs  general,  plot- 
ted with  Severus  and  murdered  him.  This  was 
a  £ital  blow  to  the  empire,  whoie  luftre  revived 
under  him,  tho'  only  like  a  winter's  fun,  that  ap- 
peared of  the  lateft  and  iimk  too  ibon  in  night. 
For  he  had  forced  the  Gotbs  to  iue  for  peace, 
and  ftruck  fuch  a  terror  into  Gen/eric  king  of 
the  Vandalsy  that  he  fblicited  peace  upon  terms 
veiy  advantageous  to  die  empire.  Majorianvns 
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iiicceedcd  by  Severus^  who  had  compiotted  his 
death. 

4.  In  Britain  Hengift^  not  content  with  what 
he  already  poiTefled,  proje<5led  means  of  acquis 
ring  more  by  treachery.     For  thi«  end  he  infi- 
nuated  to  the  Britijh  nobility  his  defire  of  peace 
with  them^  which  if  they  granted  he  promifed 
to  turn  his  arms  againft  the  PiSls  and  Scots :  to 
treat  of  this  more  amply  a  meeting  was  agreed 
upon^  with  this  provifo,  that  there  ihould  be  300 
only  of  each  fide,  and  they  unarmed  ;  the  place 
they  pitched  upon  was  Sali/bury-plain^  where 
H^^iji  pr^red  a  fumptuous  entertainment, 
towards  the  end  of  which,  at  a  fignal  given,  the 
SaxonSy  who  had  ihort  fwords  under  their  cloaths, 
drew  them  out  and  ilabbed  the  Britijh  nobility. 
Of  this  inhuman  ma£&cre,  committed  contrary 
to  public  faith  upon  their  unarmed  guefts,  amidft 
the  ibcial  intercourie  of  cups  and  converfation, 
there  was  not  long  after  erefted  a  monument, 
which  remains  to  this  day,  called  Stone-benge^  it 
being  a  place  encompafied  with  a  ditch,  in  which 
are  placed,  as  in  a  threefold  crown^  ftones  of  a 
vaft  bulk,  ibme  of  aS  foot  high  and  7  broad, 
over  which  ibme  are  laid  a-crofs,  and  others  fallen 
down  by  length  of  time.     Of  thefc  Mr,  Bevil 
Higgons  writes  thus. 

5.  Thefc  monuments  are  looked  upon  by  the 
ignorant  common  people  hereabouts  as  the  effedt 
of  magic,  for  which  they  h^ve  a  tradition,  that 
they  were  conveyed  to  the  place  where  they  now 
ftand  by  the  art  oi Merlin  a  famous  Britijh  en- 
chanter.  That  which  feems  to  give  credit  tp 
the  belief  of  the  people  is,  theyaft  bulk  of  the 
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ftones,  which  ard  too  heavy  fobfc  brought  fat  by 
any  carriage  known  in  that  age,  which  we 
muft  fuppofevcty  rtide  in  me<ihanic6,  there  be- 
ing noquarties  6f  ftone  whence  they  could  be 
brought  within  a  great  diftance :  befidcs,  they 
tell  you  it  is  impoffibte  to  number  thefe  ftones ; 
but  this  is  certainly  a  miftake,  the  difficulty  of 
the  numeration  arifing  from  the  confuibd  and 
irregular  order  in  which  fhey  lie,  as  my  Lord 
Bacon  obferves  in  optics,  Pturalitas  paHiumy 
tebi  ordo  abefi^  indwit  fmiliUidinem  infiniti^  ac 
hnpedit  comprehenfionem :  fo  the  ftars  by"  their 
eonfufed  appearances  hatfe  mkde  the  ignorant  oF^ 
All  agies  conchide  them  to  be  innumerable.  The 
difficulty  is  to  afifwer  how  thofe  vaft«  ftones 
cariie  thither  5  but  this  queftfc*  vrtli  fall  to  the 
ground,  if  we  febmit  to  the  opinion  of  the  ju- 
dicious, that  thefe  ftones  are  not  natural,  but 
artificial,  and  fo  confequently  toade  upon  the 
place.         ^ 

6.  At  the  fame  time  they  murdered  the  Bru 
tijh  nobility  they  toc4c  Vortigei'ft  ^nfov^^  bound 
him  in  chains,  and  threatehfed  him  wkh^ealh 
unlefs  he  furrendered  up  to  them  three  provinces. 
Vortigern  readily  complied,  ahd  *  they  took  pot 
feffion  of  three  provinces,  V^ch  oontiin  thefe 
five  counties,  EJjeXy  SuJJ'ex^  Surry^  Noffolk  and 
Suffolk.  Vi>rtigern  retired  into  WAk^^  the  peo- 
ple fled  fi-om  the  Saxms  fiii-y,  ahd  re)igk)tisin6ti^ 
iays  MaJmeJburyy  efcaped  to  dcfarts,  woods  and 
rocks,  carrying  with,  them  thferelickis'of  ^lnt&. 

7.  One  Hermes  was  ordained  ttftiop  df  Be^ 
isiers^  but  the  inhabitants  notadii^itting  dflAti 
becaufe  of  the  irregular  life  the^^  &id  he  liadicd, 
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he  went  to  Narbene^  and  was  put  in  pofeffion 
of  thsiX  churchy  to  which  he  was  nominated  by 
his  pnetl^ceffor  S.  Rujiicus.  Compkints  of  this 
were  fcnt  to  Rome^  firft  to  S.Leo  and  now  to 
Jiis  jfijcceflbr  Hilary^  who  demanded  of  Leotir^ 
twf  tbat  the  bilhq>s  on  both  fides  ihould  &nd 
up  to  Rome  their  atteftations  in  writing.  Thcfe 
writings  being  arrived^  and  the  deputies  of  both 
fidffs  being  hegrd^  the  pope  in  his  anniveriary 
coqncil  determined  that  out  of  love  to  peace 
Hermes  ftiould  remain  biihop  of  Narbone ;  but 
in  penalty  of  accepting  a  nomination  in  the  hi- 
fliop's  lifortime,  this  glaufe  (hould  be  added,  that 
he  ihould  qot  ordain  any  biihop,  but  that  tha| 
power  ihould  be  tranflated  to  the  biihop  of  Uzes 
till  Jiermes\  death,  and  then  return  back  to  thp 
je^  of  Narbone :  that  to  avoid  the  like  inconve^ 
nie^c^j  fi  provinci^  cpuncil  ihop}d  be  held  yearr 
ly^  where  lefler  matters  ihould  be  determined, 
4nd  the  grwter  ones  ^nt  to  the  .pope.  * 

jS.  H^  rcceivgd  frpm  ^ncx^  Gunderic  covcir 
plj^nts  of  M^ifnertus  of  Vierffia\  invading  the 
(errMory  of  Arkf^  by  ordaining*  a  bifliop  at  Dh 
S^S^^qA  4^  WJU  of  the  people,  and  again  it  thf 
r^gW^ion  determJAed  by  S.  L99*,V^ti  this  the 
pope  writes  to  LeQntius  of  .4^/f-f,  ^nd  blames 
hini  f^x  not  acquainting  him  wkh  thefe  jDjro-^ 
<»ediag*,  telling  him  to  p^t  In  .execution  his 
laft  y  w's  onJiAaflae  pf  a  yearly  qg^jncil  and  th» 
<^fo^ne  of  j(hie  'd^^^  and  fsf^  an  account  to 
him,  It  wa$  aficonjingly  ^nt  by  the  councij, 
co^fiftiflg  of  %Q  biihpps,  ani^  th?  pope's  an- 
fwer,  P^b,  84,  w^  t^flt  boiji  M^mertus  and  tha 
biflwp  9f  X>^  4e^ved  tp  l?e  4epofed,  but  for 
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peace  fiike  he  was  willing  to  ufe  more  modera- 
tion, and  only  charge  the  Bp,  Veranus^  one  of 
the  conncil,  as  delegate  of  the  holy  fee  to  admo- 
nifh  Mamertus  to  aefift  from  fuch  attempts  for 
the  future,  under  pain  of  being  deprived  of  the 
jurifdiftion  of  the  four  churches  of  his  province, 
and  fubjefting  them  to  Aries :  and  that  as  for 
the  bifliop  of  JD/V,  he  might  be  confirmed  in 
his  fee  by  Leontius  of  Arks  if  he  thought  fit. 

9.  This  affair  was  no  fboner  terminated,  but 
the  pope  received  new  complaints  out  of  Spain 
from  Afcanius  Bp.  of  Tarragona  and  his  fuf^ 
fragans,  oiSihanus  of  Calahorra,  a  bilhoprick 
of  the  fame  province,  on  the  borders  ofNavarr^ 
90  miles  E.  of  Burgos^  who  in  457  had  or- 
dained a  Bp.  that  the  people  had  not  demanded, 
and  inflead  of  mending,  upon  their  gently  re* 
xnonflrating  to  him  the  irregularity  of  this  con-^ 
dudt,  had  proceeded  to  other  innovations,  and 
taken  a  curate  of  a  little  town,  whom  he  made 
bifhop  of  the  place  againfl  his  will,  and  that 
alone,  without  the  afliflance  of  any  other  Bp. 
becaufe  the  bifhop  of  Sar ago/a  had  conjured 
them  not  to  join  him.  *  After  this  they  writ  a 
fecond  fetter  to  the  pope  about  Ireneus^  whom 
Nundinarius  bifhop  oi  Barcelona  had  made  his^ 
tmiverfal  legatee,  and  defired  he  might  fiicceed 
in  his  bifhoprick.  Now  this  Ireneus  was  already 
bifhop  of  a  church  originally  dependent  on  Bar-- 
celona^  and  was  a  perfbn  of  a  good  repute,  much 
defired  by  the  clergy  and  the  principal  people; 
fo  that  the  bifhops  affembled  in  council  confent- 
ed  to  this  tranflation,  and  defired  the  pope  to 
confirm  it.    The  pope  examined  thefe  afiairs 
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in  a  council  held  at  Rome  the  17th  oi November^ 
compoied  of  48  biftiops,  whereof  one  was  S. 
Maximus  of  Tuririy  and  the  refult  of  the  counr 
cil  was  contained  in  a  letter  to  the  bifliops  of 
Spain  dated  the  30th  of  December.  That  by 
reaibn  of  feveral  letters  from  the  magiftrates  and 
principal  people  of  Spain^  and  confidering  the 
neceflity  of  the  time$,  he  pardoned  Silvanus 
what  was  paft,  in  caie  that  for  the  fiiture  he 
never  attempted  to  ordain  any  one  without  the 
metropolitan's  confent :  as  to  Ireneus^  he  ordered 
he  (hould  return  to  his  firft  church,  and  made 
laws  againft  tranflations  from  one  to  another  bi- 
fhoprick,  againft  biihops  nominating  their  fiic- 
ceffors,  &c.  Theneceffity  of  the  times,  of  which 
the  pope  ipeaks,  feems  to  be  the  irraption  of 
Barbarians  and  the  Goths  in  particular,  and  5/7- 
'oanus'%  being  a  perfon  neceffary  to  the  ftate,  and 
of  too  great  authority  to  be  ufed  roughly,  tho* 
he  deferved  it. 

10.  Ingenuus  oiEmbrun^  metropolitan  of  the 
maritime  Alps^  who  was  prefent  at  xSm  council, 
complained,  that  in  that  of  462  Auxanius  had 
impofed  upon  the  pope,  and  by  obreptitious 
pretences  obtained  a  grant  to  the  prejudice  of 
his  metropolitan  dignity,  to  divide  the  dioceies 
of  Cemel^  and  Nice^  which  S.  Leo  had  united 
in  one  bifhoprick.  Upon  this  the  pope  orders 
Leontiusj  Veranus  and  ViBurus  to  revife  the 
caufe,  and  having  had  their  relation  of  it,  con- 
firmed this  union  of  thofe  two  fees,  which  were 
not  far  from  one  another.  Both  thefe  towns 
are  very  ancient  j  but  at  that  time  Nice  was  bvH; 
9^  jobfcure  town^  and  CemeU  a  handfom  city ; 
'  '  -  Dd  4  whereai 
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whereas  now  Nice  is  a  large  ftrong  town,  and 
Cemeli  nothing  but  a  heap  of  ruins, 

II.  C.P.  was  in  danger  of  being  reduced  to 
the  fame  condition.     For  a  dreadful  fire  broke 
out  that  burned  down  8  wards  of  the  city.     It 
hid  been  foretold  by  Daniel  Stylites^  and  that 
the  means  of  preventing  it  was*  to  deprecate 
God's  anger  by  public  pfayers  twice  a  week ; 
but  this  advic9  was  little  regarded  till  juftiiied 
by  the  event ;  and  then  the  tod  and  fruitlefs  re* 
tnembrance  of  his  words  made  them  run  to 
him,  with  lamentations  in  their  mouths  for  the 
lofe  of  their  houfes,  goods,  friends,  wives,  and 
children  :  the  feint,  touched  with  their  afflidli- 
&ns,  poured  out  his  teafs  and  fbetched  out  his 
hands  to  God  in  their  favour ;  and  bid  them 
return  affured,  that  the  fire  would  flill  rage  for 
^  days,  at  the  dole  of  which  it  would  entirely 
ceafe.    Then  the  emperor  and  empreis  came  to 
defire  him  to  pray  to  God  to  pardon  the  paft, 
and  give  them  fecurity  for  the  future.     When 
the  flames  blazed  with  the  utmoft  violence,  and 
threatened  immediate  deftruftion  to  the  celebra-- 
ted  AnaJlaJiSj  Marcian  the  ceconomift,  full  of 
faith,   mounted  the  roof  bf  this  church,   arid 
with  the  bible  in  his  hand  conjured  God  to  pre* 
ferve  it  ias  he  had  done  the  three  children  in  the 
fiery  furnace  of  Bafyhn,  and  not  let  tbR^riami 
boaft  of  the  rain  of  that  fabric,  thpt  had  tri- 
umphed  over  their  errors.    His  prayers  were 
heard,  and  the  flames  that  crackled  and  hified 
on  every  fide  of  this  flm<!lure  in  a  vifible  |nan<» 
ner  retreated  from  it,  to  ^e  great  ^ory  of  Ggd 
and  joy  of  the  faithfiil.      . 

12.  After 
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12.  After  this  fcourgc  of  fire,  fuch  cxccflivc 
rains  fell  at  C  F.  and  the  adjacent  places,  that 
they  carried  away  with  them  hills,  villages  and 
towns,  and  drowned  abundance  of  people.  With 
theie  rains  there  were  furious  winds,  that  threw 
down  many  buildings  and  broke  afunder  the 
irons  that  faftcncd  Daniel  Styliteis  pillar,  The 
emperor  hearing  this,  went  to  vifit  Daniel^  to 
iee  the  workmanflup  repaired  and  the  workmen 
puniflied  \  but  the&  he  pardoned  at  Daniel's 
intcrceffion.  Returning  home  the  emperor's 
horfe  threw  Mm,  in  iiicn  a  manner  that  his  gen- 
deman  thought  he  had  broke  his  neck,  and 
came  running  to  S^  Daniel  for  his  afliftance, 
who  affured  him  that  his  mailer  had  got  no 
hurt ;  and  ipoke  fo  powerfiiUy  to  him,  that  from 
an  jirian  he  became  a  Catholic. -This  Da- 
me/ was  the  child  of  prayers,  by  fOTce  of  which 
hia  mother,  who  had  been  many  years  barren, 
obtained  this  blefiing,  with  an  additional  pro^ 
mife  that  he  ihoiild  one  day  prove  one  of  the 
brighteft  luminaries  of  the  church.  He  was 
bom  at  a  vilbge  called  Maratha^  not  far  from 
the  sivtt.Ei^ibfaUs ;  and  his  parents,  willing  to 
oonjfecrate  tfadr  fon  betimes  to  God,  brought 
htm  to  a  mooaftery  at  five  years  old ;  but  the 
abbot  Ttfykd  19  take  him  fo  foon  on  the  ac- 
coum  of  his  tender  age.  At  1 2  his  ardour  could 
bo  no  longer  kept  back  by  the  flownefs  of  time ; 
he  then,  without  acquainting  any  one,  v^nt  to 
^mother  abbey  about  half  a  league  from  his  vil- 
la]^ threw  feimlelf  at  the  abbot's  fpet,  conjured 
him  to  give  him  the  habit,  and  angered  the 
ot^ec^ons  of  his  age  and  weakiie^  with  this  ^-. 
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aerous  laying :  I  come  here  to  live  to  Cbrift^ 
and  die  to  my  flefh;  and  if  that  links  under  me 
burden,  I  fhall  efteem  death  advantageous  to 
me,  rather  than  once  look  back.  The  abbot, 
admiring  a  refolution  fo.far  above  his  years,  with 
the  advice  of  his  religious,  received,  but  did  not 
cloath  him.  His  parents  found  him  out  at  the 
abbey,  animated  him  with  their  di&ouries  to 
perievere  in  his  good  intentions,  and  prefled  the 
abbot  to  cloath  him  in  their  prefence.  This 
function  over,  he  diimiffed  DameP%  parents^ 
with  an  admonition  of  coming  but  ieldom  to 
kit  their  fon.  Some  time  after  his  abbot  took 
him  with  fome  other  religious  to  jdntioch\  in 
the  way  they  came  to  S.  Simeon  Stylites  on  the 
pillar,  who  putting  his  hands  on  Damefs  head, 
foretold  him  that  God  would  give  him  grace  to 
fufier  much  for  his  glory.  At  length  }m  abbot 
dying,  the  religious  would  have  chofe  Daniel 
for  their  fuperior ;  but  he,  bent  upon  a  folitary 
life,  gained  upon  them  to  chufe  another  pedbn, 
and  then  went  away  him&lf  to  S.  Simeon  Sty^ 
Jites^  where  he  ilaid  14  days:  from  S.Simeon 
he  thought  to  go  to  Jerufakmy  to  viiit  the  phces^ 
iandified  by  our  Savio^r's  fiiffbrihgs,  and  then 
to  give  him&lf  up  entirely  to  fblitiude.  At  that 
time  fuch*  a  journey  was  very  dangerous,  becauib 
the  Samaritans  had  taken  up  arms  againft  the 
Cbrijiians ;  but  theie  dangers  could  not  deter 
him  from  his  purpoie,  mindful  of  that  &ying 
of  S.  Paul^  Whether  we  live  or  die  %ve  are  the 
Jjord's ;  till  a  venerable  ancient  perfon,  whom 
he  met  in  his  way,  (hewed  him  that  he  ought 
not  to  e:8:po(e  his  life  without  juft. grounds,  and 
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pcrfiiaded  him  to  go  to  C  P.  He  chearfiilly 
•followed  this  advice,  having  from  feveral  cir- 
cumftances  formed  his  judgment  that  Simeon 
had  appeared  to  him  under  diat  repreientation. 

13.  At  CP.  he  lodged  in  a  temple  infefted 
by  devils,  whom  he  drove  from  thence,  and 
then  (hut  himfelf  up  there,  only  leaving  a  place 
open  at  the  window  to  difcourfe  with  people 
and  take  in  his  vitals.  In  this  ftate  he  lived 
from  453  to  46 1,  by  fome  admired  as  a  miracle 
of  grace,  and  blackened  by  others  as  a  monfrer 
of  bypocrify :  Anatolim  the  bifhop  was  of  the 
firft  kind,  and  was  aicertained  of  the  juftneis  of 
his  judgment  by  Daniers  miraculoujQy  curing 
him  of  a  .dangerous  diftemper.  Having  ipenc 
there  about  nine  years  in  prayers  and  penance 
illuftrated  by  miracles,  he  had  a  vifion  that 
ieemed  to  intimate  to  him,  that  he  ought  to  imi* 
tate  S.  SimeofPs  life,  in  which  he  was  confirmed 
by  a  remarkable  adventure.  For  Simeon  dying, 
ordered  his  diiciple  Sergius  to  carry  his  cowl  to 
the  emperor  Leo ;  but  he  being  takeil  up  with 
afiairs,  the  monk  could  not  get  audience ;  and 
fo  v^s  upon  the  point  of  carrying  it  back  to 
Syria^  when  hearing  of  Daniel's  fame,  he  pre- 
fented  him  with  the  cowl,  and  afterwards  told 
him  he  had  a  vifioii  that  commanded  him  to 
leave  that  temple,  and  attempt  fomething  grea- 
ter. He  obeyed,  and  mounted  on  a  pillar  a- 
bout  three  leagues  N.  of  C.  P.  having  firil  ad- 
drefled  himfetf  to  God  with  this  prayer :  Jejhs 
Cbrijiy  my  God,  I  rend«-  you  glory  for  all  the 
benefits  you  have  heaped  on  me,  and  the  grace 
you  have  given  me  to  embrace  this  kind  of  life. 
'  ^  But 
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But  you  know,  O  Lord,  that  in  mounting,  this 
pillar  I  rely  upon  you  alone,  and  fropi  you  ex^ 
peft  the  happy  fuccefe  of  my  undertaking.  Fa- 
vour then  my  defign :  fortify  mc  to  run  this 
painful  race,  and  finifh  it  with  holinefe  ta  your 
glory.  This  prayer  ended  he  mounted  the  pil*- 
lar,  to  imitate  that  kind  of  life  S.Simean  ^rft 
began  without  example  s  and  as  that  faint  choi^ 
for  his  habitation  a  climate  fubje<5i  to  the  bnrh^ 
ing  Syrian  fun,  fo  this  pitched  upon  one  often 
covered  with  ihow  and  cxpofcd  to  bleak  and 
tempeftuous  winds.  Thither  Gennadius  bifliop 
of  C.  P.  went  and  obliged  this  TOortifi^  feint 
to  undergo  a  new  mortification  to  him,  and  re«- 
ceive  the  order  of  priefthood.  The  emperor, 
who  had  a  profound  reipe<%  for  him,  obtained 
u  fon  by  his  prayers ;  but  he  wa§  not  long-ljived, 
^nd  God  took  him  to  himielf.  When  Gubfls 
king  of  the  Laziam  came  to  renew  his  treaty 
with  the  Romans^  Leo  brought  him  to  &e  this 
miracle  of  his  empire.  This  king  prpftratcd 
himfelf  with  tears  before  his  pillar,  and  made 
him  the  arbitrator  of  his  treaty.  Gubas  at  his 
return  fpoke  much  of  this  great  mani  and  never 
fent  to  C.  P.  but  he  writ  to  him. 

14.  Severusy  who  by  Ricimer'h  means  uiiir^ 
ped  the  empire,  was  this  year  taken  off  (ais  it  i| 
thought)  by  the  fame  Ricimerh  poiibn^  AU  we 
know  of  him  is,  that  hi;  year$  of  ufiirpatioi^ 
were  more  tolerable  than  the  ^siUovrixig  one  of 
an  inter-reigi),  *  which  is  priocipaUy  remark^ 
able  for  a  law  L,€a  m^MJe  in  favour  of  perfony 
who  refiiged  themielvos  inchufic^^*wi^:i|£^ 
ceilary  clwles  to  prevcaM  the  ghnfts^  6k^  pi^i^ 
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Viteg*,  and  S.MaxtTnus  of  Turin*s  death.  Of 
whoiti  we  know  little,  but  that  he  flouriftied  in 
Himmus*^  time,  was  one  of  the  council  erf  il//- 
idn  in  451,  and  for  his  Ikn^ty  and  antiquity 
nominated  the  firfl:  after  the  pope  in  laft  yearns 
Romun  council  He  made  it  his  bufinels  to  pur- 
chafe  heaten  for  himfdif  and  his  flock  by  all  the 
^Hritual  and  corporal  works  of  mercy,  in  which 
laft  to  affift  others  he  was  forced  to  undergo  the 
pinches  and  fmarts  of  hunger.  He  had  a  won- 
dei&l  facility  of  preaching  extempore ^  and  pro- 
bably many  of  the  fermons  now  extant  were 
parched  in  that  manner,  becaufe  they  are  in  a 
£tt«^iar  ftile,  and  contain  the  common  topics 
for  fermons  in  the  common  track. 

15.  FoHi^ern^  after  Stme-henj^e  cntertam- 
meOt,  kitked  awhile  ingforious  in  the  ftecp  in- 
acceffible  mountains  of  Wales,  and  bulk  a  ca- 
ftle  there  for  his  fccurity,  leaving  the  middle 
provinces  of  Britain  hxcc  and  <llcfeDcck&  to  e- 
vory  mvader^  which  thus  abandoned  by  their 
fluggi^  prince  had  recouirfe  to  Ambrt^us  Au- 
relius  and  his  brother  Uter  Pendragon^  who  for 
foar  cf  f^^^igerm  2)fid  vedred  to  the  GaUic  Bri^ 
tam^  eameiSy  ditfjriia]g  tbem  to  aifert  their 
ceamry^  Jftxsfty,  axid  m^  out  Vmigern  and 
doe  Saxom^  This  ^urelim  hsA  ftood  candi* 
dMe  for  the  fai»gd0tti  wiiii  Fvnigem,  to  whkJi 
be  iiad  {)rob8dily  tbecier  ^HOtemsss,  as  being  al^ 
nm^ft  the  «tiiy  perfm  that  had  ;foirvived  thofe 
mmf  .ik)iM$  in  vvhich  his  ^anoeilors '  who  woie 
tke  v^y^l  puipb  we^e  llai^ ;  yet  bemg  a  fnc- 
deft  mM,  .iie  ymm^  hk  dii^tfuod  rigSit  with 
him  to  tfene  hft  <ioiimty,  imwhofe  cafe  upon 
.    '    .  this 
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this  embaffy  he  engaged  again.  The  Sax6hs 
attacked  him  at  Rocbborough  \w  Kent,  where 
they  gained  a  melancholy  vidlory,  for  they  loft 
fo  many  brave  men  there  that  for  a  long  time 
they  durft  not  invade  the  territories  of  the  con- 
quered, nor  the  conquered  venture  into  Kent. 
But  they,  under  their  \eziisx  Aurelius,  turned 
their  arms  againft  Vortigern^  and  befieged  him 
in  his  flrong  caftle,  which  they  could  not  take 
by  force  of  arms.  But  at  laft  a  fire,  whether 
coming  from  Ambrojlus  or  diredlly  from  hea- 
ven is  uncertain,  burned  down  the  caftle,  con* 
fumed  the  king  in  it,  and  burned  his  body  to 
afhes.  After  this  Ambrofius  was  elected  king, 
upder  whom  the  Britons  exerted  themJfelves  for 
the  public,  which  by  turns  was  either  relieved, 
or  deprefled,  as  their  or  the  Saxons  arms  pre^' 
vailed.

Of  HlLAKY  5.      0/*SlMPLICIUS  I  tO  7. 

I.  np  O  redrels  the  calamities  of  the  wefiern 
JL  empire,  occafioned  by  the  anarchy  of 
an  inter-reign,  Leo  conftitutcd  Antbemius  on- 
peror  of  the  Weji,  whofe  daughter  he  gave  ia 
marriage  to  Ricimer,  and  his  own  daughter  i>- 
ontia  to  Marcian,  Antbemius'^  fon.  He  was 
received  at  Rome  with  many  demonftrations  of 
joy,  which  was  much  allayed  by  an  enfuing 
plague.  He  had  brought  with  him  a  greater  in 
his  favorite  Pbihtbeus  a  Macedonian,  who  re- 
lying upon  his  credit  with  the  new  emperor 
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would  have  introduced  at  Rome  meetings  of 
different  feds  5  if  the  pope  had  not  generoufly 
oppofed  this  pernicious  enterprife,  and  prevailed 
with  the  emperor  to  take  his  oath  in  S.  Peter*% 
church  that  he  would  not  permit  it.  With  this 
important  fervice  done  to  the  church  S.  Hilary 
"crowned  his  days  and  his  rich  donatives  to  tro 
poor  and  to  the  churches.  He  built  in  the  Bap^ 
tifterium  of  Conjiantineh  church  three  oratories, 
viz.  of  S.  John  Baptiji^  of  S.  John  the  Evan^ 
gelijij  and  of  the  Holy  Crojs ;  in  which  laft  he 
put  a  piece  of  the  true  croft  cafed  in  another 
crofs  of  gold  adorned  with  precious  ftones  of 
20  pound  weight  In  the  £ime  Baptifierium 
he  placed  a  pcH-phyry  font^  with  three  filver  ftags 
pouring  out  water,  of  30  pound  weight  each, 
with  a  golden  lamb  and  a  gold  dove.  All  the 
chorch-veiTels  together  amounting  to  94  pounds 
of  gold  and  1,252  pounds  of  filver.  He  alio 
built  a  chappel  to  S.  Stephen^  and  put  there  two 
libraries,  or  rather  book-prefles.  Simplicius  of 
Tybur^  the  fbn  of  Cafiinus^  fucceedcd  him.  ♦ 

2.  Leo  having  provided  a  weftern  emperor 
thought  of  repreffing  the  infolence  of  Genferic^ 
who  had  lately  infefled  Illyrium  and  Pehponne^ 
fus ;  and  with  that  defign  rigged  out  a  fleet  of 
I,  too  fail,  well  manned  and  vidlualled,  under 
the  condud  oiBafilifcus  his  wife  Ferina's  bro- 
ther. But  this  expedition^  miicarried,  the  land-^ 
forces  were  worfled,  and  a  great  part  of  the 
fket  was  burned  by  fire*(hips  that  drove  with 
full  &il  down  upon  (hem ;  fo  ihsLtBafiliJcus  fled 
away  in  great  hafle  to  C.  P.  where  he  took  fanc- 
tuary  in  the  church ;  from  whence  by  bis  fifler's 
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means  he  was  permitted  to  retire  to  Perintho. 
Some  think  this  lofs  owing  to  Bajilifcui\  mis- 
management and  cowardife;  others  to  his  ava* 
,   rice,  which  made  him  have  iecret  correipon- 
denoe  with  Gen/eric  and  become  a  traitor  for 
African  gold  j  othets  impute  this  to  liis  ambi- 
tion ;  ioxAjpar^  who  had  promoted  Leo  to  the 
empire,  perceiving  he  did  not  indulge  the  v:/ri- 
cn%  £>  much  as  he  defired,  and  that  on  account 
of  his  religion  he  could  not  be  emperor  himfelf, 
told  Bafiltfcui  he  would  maice  him  emperor,  if 
under  the  name  of  a  Catholic  he  would  p'o- 
mote  the  y^r/tf«  intereft,  and:i^  an  earneft  of 
his  future  zeal  firft  correipond  with  his  bretlvea 
in  Africa^  whom  he  had  often  told  the  eiBpe- 
ror  would  he  too  ftrong.  for  him,  as  havia^g  a 
better  religion,    heo  became^  acquainled  w&^ 
this  defign,  but  fcai"ing  openly  tp  on^^AJpur 
pretended  ignorance,  heaped  n^w  favours  uppa 
him,  created  his  younger  fon  Patrkiui  Cefar^ 
and  gave  him  his  osiU^^  Ariadne  in  marriags; 
imagining  hj  this  means  either,  to.  bribe  him  in- 
to  loyalty,  or  lull  him  into  a  fenfelefe  iewrity.  * 
During  which  he  ovencame  the  Vandals^  arid 
publifhed  a  law  prohibiting  ievereJy  law^-iuits  a»d 
ihews  on  Sundays  and  feftivals^  land  another  v^ 
&idl  one  againft  iimany,  * 

3.  Patriciush  advancement  made  Afp{iir\  in- 
folence  infupportahle,  and  incenied  the  people  to 
that  degree,  that  they  infultied  him  in  the  Jiip^ 
podrome ;  at  wjiich  bewg  terrifiked  he  fle4  $0 
Chalcedony  .and  tpok  iani^uary  m  the  cfcurch  of 
S.  Euphemia  ;  but  upon  the  emper<]^'s  proo^ 
of  his  prote^ion,  jbe  quitted  (h^  ^n^Suary  aJ94 
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came  to  courtj  where  he  was  entertained  with 
great  outward  fliews  of  kindnefs ;  but  fecretly 
the  emperor  gave  orders  to  Zeno  the  IJaurian  to 
cut  oS  AJpar  and  his  fon's  heads  the  firft  time 
they  came  to  court.  *  Zeno  punftually  executed 
his  commiflion,  and  as  a  reward  for  this  mur- 
der obtained  the  emperor's  daughter  Ariadne  in 
marriage. 

4.  This  death  was  foretold  by  Matcelliis^ 
who  had  made  the  emperor  iwear  he  would 
not  create  an  Avian  Cafar-,  for  which  reafon  in* 
468  not  Ardaburius  his  eldeft  fon,  but  Pafri* 
cius  was  deftined  fucceffor  to  Leo  ;  and  this  i$ 
the  laft  aftion  we  read  of  this  holy  Acemete^ 
which  makes  me  believe  he  died  about  this  time- 
Some  time  before  Marcellus's  death,  Studius  the 
confui  of  454  founded  a  monaftcry  of  thofe  A* 
cemetes  "at  C  P.   afterwards  from  him  called 
Studites.     Peter  Cnapheus,  or  the  fuller ^  had 
been  an  Acernete  too,  but  was  turned  out  fron> 
among  them  for  holding  Eutychianifm  5  after 
which  he  infinuated  himfelf  fo  well  into  the 
good  graces  ofZenOy  that  he  took  him  with  him 
to  Antioch^  where  he  gained  fome  Appollina^ 
rijis  to  accufe  Martyrius  the  bifliop  of  Nejioru 
anifm^  and  added  to  the  Trijagion  (holy,  holy, 
holy).^^«  who  are  crucified  for  us^  have  mercy 
on  us.     By  which  addition  he  injfinuated,  that 
all  the  perfons  of  the  Trinity  had  fufFered,  and 
went  about  anathematifing  thofe  who  would 
not  fpeak  to  the  ian>e  tune.     Martyrius  was 
then  at  C.  P.  about  the  aiFairs  of  his  churchj 
when  feveral  falfe  accufations  were  brought  a- 
.gainft  him ;  but  Gennadius  of  C  P.  fupported 
Vox.  IV.  Ee  him 
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him  againft  them,  and  he  was  fent  home  ho- 
norably by  the  emperor.  He  had  not  been  long 
returned,  when,  tired  with  the  obftinacy  and  in- 
docility  of  his  people,  he  entered  into  the  church 
and  renounced  the  bifhoprick  in  this  manner : 
I  renounce  an  undifciplined  clergy,  a  rebellious 
people,  and  a  defiled  church  s  ftiU  refcrving  to 
myfelf  the  prieftly  dignity.  Upon  this  Peter 
ulurped  the  chair  of  Antiocbj  which  coming 
to  the  emperor's  ears  by  Gennadius  procured  his 
banifliment :  Peter  thought  it  would  be  better 
to  take  to  his  heels  than  be  confined  to  a  place 
of  the  emperor's  chufing,  and  fo  left  Antiocb  5 
^cr  which  Julian  was  eledted  by  common 
conient. 

5.  This  eledlion  was  juft  before  S.  Genna^^ 
dius*s  death.  This  faint's  firft  memorable  ac- 
tion was  not  to  his  advantage ;  that  is,  a  trea- 
tife  againft  S.  CyriVs  anathematifins,  which  he 
underftood  to  contain  quite  another  dodtrine 
than  what  it  did  in  reality ;  and  thereupon,  out 
of  zeal  and  notions  miftaken,  brought  down  a  , 
fet  of  arguments  againft  him,  delivered  with 
much  warmth  and  fignificancy.  But  he  was 
foon  brought  to  a  right  underftanding,  and  then 
had  fuch  a  reipedt  for  S,  Cyril^  that  at  his  defire 
he  communicated  with  S.  Proclus  of  Anthcb, 
which  he  had  refilled  to  do  before,  becaufePr^ 
clus  communicated  withjuvenaloi  Jerufalemy 
who  had  (o  vifibly  manifefted  his  ambition  in 
ercfting  by  ufurpation  his  new  patriarchate.  Af- 
ter this  he  did  nothing  to  tarnifli  his  charadter, 
but  lived  a  great  example  to  the  world;  he 
built  churches,  and  jftood  courageoofly  by  the 
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altar  againft  Elurus^  ^JP^^y  Peter ^  and  Zeno. 
He  maintained  the  di&ipline  as  well  a$  faith  of 
the  church  in  iiich  a  manner^  that  the  devil  ap-^ 
peared  and  owned  his  power  againft  the  church 
of  C  P.  was  bound  during  his  epifcopacy,  but 
that  he  would  exert  it  at  full  liberty  under  his 
fucceflbf  I  this  waj  Acacius^  whofe  conduA,  as 
we  ihall  fee,  but  tod  much  confirmed  this  truth, 
tho'  coming  from  the  father  of  lies :  to  whom, 
even  in  Gemadius^s  time,  one  Gharifius,  a  lec- 
tor of  S.  Efeutbirius*s  church,  was  devoted  by 
an  impious  life ;  for  which  being  feverely  repri- 
manded by  Oinnadius^  inftead  of  mending  he 
made  it  WOTfe  by  magic  and  murders.  Where- 
upon Gennadius^  in  the  angui(h  of  his  heart,  fent 
one  of  his  clo-gy  to  S.  Ekutberius*s  tomb  with 
this  rheflkge:  your  foldier  iaa  great  finner,  ei- 
ther mend  him^  of  root  him  out.  This  mef- 
4age  performed,  the  next  day  Cbarifius  was 
iaoxiA  dead,  to  the  wonder  and  terror  of  all 
C.  P.  particularly  of  the  clergy,  who  then  more 
readily  complied  with  his  defire  of  reforming 
them.  He  was  a  perfon  extremely  proper  for 
this  I  being  a  pattern  of  the  pureft  life  with  the 
fevereft  mortification.  His  affable  manner  did 
not  a  little  contribute  to  it;  noi*^  his  ferrtions 
Icfe,  which  difcovcfed  the  preacher  to  be  adorned 
with  a  lively  wit,  an  eloquent  tongue,  and  a 
memory  enriched  with  the  trcafiires  he  had  coU 

le&ed  from  the  works  of  the  ancients. Ben^ 

nadius  6f  Rbeims  dymgi  Remigius  a  young  man 
of  2a  years  old  (facceeded;  of  whom  hereaftci-. 
6*  This  yeaf  there  was  fo  viokht  an  eruption 
of  flttKW  atid.fite  froto  F0vio^  that  the  ve^y 
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alhes  darkened  a  large  part  of  £//r^/^,  and  were 
carried  as  far  as  C.  P.  This  calamity  was  foon 
fucceeded  by  another.  For  Ricimer^  ofiended 
at  AJpar'%  death  who  was  of  the  fame  country 
and  religion  with  himfelf,  laid  fnares  to  take  off 
Anthemhis  Leoh  friend  ;.  but  this  prince's  vigi- 
^  lance  preventing  him,  he  retired  to  Milan ;  and 
the  people,  apprehenfive  of  a  civil  war,  perliiadcd 
Epipbanius  bifliop  of  Pavia  to  negotiate  si  re- 
conciliation between  them.  Now  this  bifhop 
was  a  man  of  that  efteem  for  his  prpbity,  pru- 
dence, eloquence,  and  capacity,  that  jR/W/»rr 
.  knew  he  had  Anthemius  at  either  end  of  the 
dilemma  ;  for  if  he  refufed  the  propolals  from 
a  perfon  oi  Epipbanius' s  ianftity,  it  would  rain 
his  reputation  among  all  good  people;  and  if 
he  accepted  them,. it  was  but  renewing  his  old 
plot  again.  Antbemius  ^w  this  too,  but  chofe 
the  latter  part,  difmiffed  the  bifhop  with  ho- 
nour, and  maintained  for  awhile  a  feeming 
good  coirefpondence  with  Ricimer.  * 

7.  Ricimer  was  not  long  before  he  broke  it 
by  open  rebellion ;  he  befieged  Rome,  which 
during  the  fiege  raged  with  famine  and  the 
plague ;  and  taking  it  gave  it  to  plunder,  only 
two  regions  were  excepted,  in  which  he  had 
fettled  his  own  quarters :  he  put  his  father-in- 
l^w  Anthemius  to  death  the  nth  oijuly,  and 
put  in  his  room  Olybrius  who  was  married  to 
JPlacidia  Falentinian's  daughter.  Ricimer  did 
not  long  furvive  this  laft  piece  of  villainy,  but 
was  carried  off  by  a  violent  pain  of,  his  bowels 
the  1 8th  of  Auguji.  His  authority  was  fuch, 
that  in  fpite  of  the  Romans  he  put  tix^Arians 
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in  poffefEon  of  the  church  of  S^  Agafhuy  and 
adorned  it  with  the  images  of  our  Saviour  and 
the  12  apoftles  in  curious  moiaic  work ;  which 
church  \tit,Ariam  kept  till  S.  Gregory  the  great's 
time.  The  23d  of  OBober  Olybrius  followed 
Ricimer ;  then  happened  an  inter-reign  of  four 
months ;  after  which  Glycerins  took  the  tide  of 
emperor,  March  the  5th,  473  \  but  the  24th  of 
yune^  474,  he  was  depofed,  and  ordained  bifliop 
of  Salona :  NepoSy  made  in  his  place,  was  outed 
the  28th  K)i  Aug.  475,  and  fucceeded  by  Au" 
guftulus^  who  was  deprived  of  the  empire  the 
23d  di  Auguji  /^j6.  I  mention  thefe  together 
that  they  may  not  interrupt  the  courfe  of  my 
hiftory  5  and  obferve  the  ftrahge  viciflitude  and 
inc6nftancy  of  human  affairs  in  the  perfons  of 
the  emperors  of  Romey  who  like  fo  many  thea- 
trical ones,  only  juft  ftrutted  on  the  ftage  of 
empire  and  were  thruft  off  again ;  for  we  have 
feen  ten  appearing  upon  it  within  the  compafe 
of  twenty  years. 

8.  In  Gaul  the  bifhoprick  of  Clermont  being 
vacant  by  the  death  of  Eparchiusy  the  citizens 
obliged  Sidonius  to  fiicceed  him.  Sidonius  was^ 
a  native  of  hyons^  defcended  from  a  long  race 
of  illuftrious  anceftors,  his  father,  grandfather 
and  great-grandfather  having  fucceffively  been 
dignified  with  the  honors  of  prefefts  of  Gauly 
and  the  two  laft  with  the  badge  of  Chrifiianity. 
He  had  an  education  futable  to  the  dignity  of  his 
birth,  was  inftrafted  in  philofophy  and  poetry 
by  the  ableft  mafters  of  the  time,  and  omitted 
none  of  the  faftiionable  exercifes  and  ftudies  pro- 
per for  his  age,  which  he  purfued  with  indefa- 
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ti^able  ardour,  as  being  the  means  to  f(»ward  his 
ambition  and  diverficn,  which  were,  a$  he  pro- 
fefledly  avowed,  the  two  main  things  that  pvifli- 
ed  him  on  to  every  aftion.  He  was  very  face- 
tious in  converfation,  could  raifc  up  a  melan- 
choly temper  to  gaiety,  and  mortify  the  viciqus 
and  abfurd  with  the  niceft  Ikill  imaginable, 
ibmetimes  by  (hewing  gently  the  ridiculous  fide 
of  what  they  efteemed  beautifiil,  and  fometimcs 
by  picquant  raillery,  as  ^.  Peter  Clugny  obferves, 
lafhing  vice  after  an  agreeable  manncn  In  the 
field  on  feveral  occafions  he  was  difliinguiihed 
for  bravery,  on  the  bench  for  juftice,  and  in  the 
ordinary  commerce  of  life  for  /riendlhip :  he 
was  truly  defirous  that  his  friends  fhould  be  ad- 
vanced to  honois,  and  find  means  to  indulge 
their  genius  in  pleafures  v  and  in  this  he  Ihewed, 
but  not  according  to  the  ftandard  of  the  gofpel, 
that  he  loved  hjs  neighbour  as  himfclf.  He  mar- 
ried P^/rW/A/,  the  daughter  of  the  emperor 
AvituSy  by  whom  he  had  four  children,  Apol-- 
linaris^  Alcimus^  Se^erianay  and  Rofcia  \  and 
made  the  panegyric  for  Avitus  afluming  the 
purple  ztRome  before  the  fcnate,  for  which  be 
received  the  empty  honors  of  applaufe  and  a 
brazen  ftatue ;  from  Majorim  and  Theatric  he 
had  all  the  tokens  of  efteem  and  familiarity  at 
table  and  at  play,  and  from  Anthemius  he  re- 
ceived the  office  of  prefed  cf  Romey  and  the 
dignity  of  patrician.  He  defended  his  cpuntiy 
from  the  infults  of  SeromttUy  and,  diftinguifli- 
ing  in  Arvandtis  the  perfonal  friend  and  the  e* 
neoiy  to  his  country,  let  him  be  condemjaed 
ih  the  laft  capacity,  but  procured  his  pardon  ia 
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the  fifft.  Such  was  Sidmius^  guilty  of  i^o  (hamc- 
ful  vices  in  the  eye  of  the  world,  and  in  the 
fight  of  God  adorned  with  fcarce  any  other  than 
barren  virtues  in  order  to  eternal  life,  when  the 
people  obliged  him  to  take  the  bifhoprick  of 
Clermont i  to  which  God  had  called  him,  and 
made  him  by  his  future  life  worthy  of  it*

I.  C^  AI N  T  Eutbymius  was  now  called  to  re- 
l3  ccive  the  reward  of  his  labors.  To  what 
we  have  aheady  fpoke  of  him  I  (hall  fubjoin : 
that  Anajiajius  of  Jerufakm^  to  whom  he  had 
foretold  that  patriarchal  dignity,  defiring  to  vi* 
fit  him^  he  excufed  himfelf,  by  alledging,  that 
after  that  viut  he  muft  admit  of  others,  which 
would  break  in  upon  his  retirement,  and  force 
him  to  change  his  feat*  Anajiafius  accepted  of 
this  excufe,  but  in  466  laid,  hokl  of  the  occa- 
fion  of  Tbeo&iJius\  JFuneral  to  fee  him.  S.  Eu^ 
tbymius  paid  the  lail  dnties  to  the  memory  of 
hi$  infeparable  companion  in  all  his  mortifica*^ 
tion^  and  monaflic  cares,  and  he  could  not  but 
be  pkafed  to  fee  the  patriarch  of  Jerufolem  car. 
rying  his  reipeft  fctf*  his  deceafed  friend  beyond 
the  gra^^e.  An^^i  at  parting  kiflbd  S.  Eu^ 
thymuses  hsLods^  recommended  himfelf  to  his  ^ 
pray^js  and  a  frequent  epiftokry  corrcfpondcnce. 
In  S,7]^^tfius's  ^aco  $.  Eutbymius  conftituted. 
Marif  (ibe  broths  i>f  J^kte§ ;  but  he  dying 
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foon,  he  put  Longinus  in  his  place  in  468  :  at 
which  time  S.  Cyriacusy  being  19  years  of  age^ 
defired  to  be  one  of  Eutbymius^  religious  5  but 
it  not  being  the  cuftom  to  receive  any  one  fo 
young  to  the  laura^  he  fcnt  him  to  S.  Gerafi- 
mus'y  and  S.Sabas^  who  was  30  years  old,  at 
the  ^me  time  to  Longinus.  S.  Euthymius  was 
fo  well  fatisfied  with  Sabash  folidity  and  progrefs 
in  perfeftion,  that  he  called  him  the  young  old 
man^  and  took  him  with  Domitian  into  the  de- 
ftrt>  to  make  the  ufual  retreat  from  the  14th  of 
January  to  Palm-funday.  In  this  defiirt  Sabas 
was  overcome  with  fuch  a  burning  thirft  that  he 
fell  into  a  fwoon,  and  was  upon  the  point  of 
expiring,  when  Euthymius^  in  a  deep  concern 
for  his  difciple,  threw  himfelf  on  the  ground, 
and  begged  God  to  aflifl  him  in  this  prefHng 
neceffity.  His  prayers  were  heard  betimes,  for  he 
no  fooner  flruck  the  earth  thrice,  but  a  fpring  of 
Clearwater  gulhed  out  from  thence ;  from  which 
Babas  not  only  found  a  prefent  refreftiment,  but 
alfo  an  enlivening  vigour  to  enable  him  to  un- 
dergo all  the  harfti  fatigues  of  folitude,  which 
he  was  foon  to  bear  without  his  guide  Euthy^ 
mius.  For  the  13  th  oi  January  he  told  his  diit 
ciples  who  ufed  to  go  into  the  retreat  with  him, 
that  he  ftiould  not  go  into  it,  but  wou|d  ftay 
with  them  to  the  end  of  the  next  week,  i.  e.  to 
the  2Qth  oi  January y  and  then  leave  them.  The 
i6thj  on  the  vigil  of  S.  Antony  the  hermit,  he 
osdered  his  religious  to  be  calfed  together,  and 
told  them :  my  brothers,  I  am  going  the  v^y 
of  my  fathers ;  if  you  love  me,  keep  my  com- 
mjandments  :*  th^ii  deliring  to  know  who  they 
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V^ould  have  for  their  foperior,  they  all  unani- 
moufly  chofe  Hotmtian.  This  cannot  be,  fays 
Euthymius^  for  he  will  only  ftay  feven  days  after 
me  in  this  life.  So  in  the  fecond  eledion  they 
chofe  Elias^  to  whom  the  dying  faint  recom- 
mended the  care  of  his  religious,  foretold  him 
that  his  laura  fhould  become  a  monaftery,  and 
therefore  regulated  the  plan  of  the  building, 
hofpitality,  &c.  then  difmiffing  every  body  ex- 
cept  Domitian^  he  departed  this  life  on  Satur^ 
day  the  20th  oi  January.  He  was  then  96  years 
old,  of  which  he  had  paffed  67  in  the  defart  y 
and  yet  enjoyed  a  perfeft  health,  had  a  good 
fight,  and  all  his  teeth  in  his  head.  He  was  of 
a  fhort  fize,  a  round  face,  and  a  fair  complexi- 
on; had  a  brifk  eye^  affable  manners,  and  a 
beard  that  rpached  down  to  his  girdle.  At  the 
news  of  his  death  the  monks  and  lay-men  of 
all  the  country  round  about  flocked  to  his  fune- 
ral. Anajiafiusy  the  patriarch  of  Jerufalemy 
came  to  it  with  a  numerous  confluence  of  cler- 
gy, monks  and  lay-men  ;  he  fent  workmen  and 
materials  to  build  a  monaftery  in  the  place  of 
the  faint's  cavern,  with  a  beautiful  church,  in 
the  midfl  of  which  he  placed  his  tomb  railed 
in,  wjth  a  marble  ftone  to  cover  it,  and  a  filver 
urn  at  the  top  of  that.  Abundance  of  miracles 
\Vere  performed  there :  as  to  Domitian^  he  died 
feven  days  after  the  faint,  according  to  hie  pro- 
phecy, having  been  hi»  difciple  and  imitator  of 
his  virtues  upwards  of  50  years.  * 

2.  The  emperor  Leo  died  the  following  Ja--^^ 
nuaryy  in  the  17th  year  of  his  reign  in  the  cpn- 
fulfhip  of  his  grandfbn  JLe$^  fon  of  Zeno  and 
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his  daughter  Ariadne.    He  was  a  good  prince> 
and  might  have  been  reckoned  among  the  ex- 
cellent ones  had  not  the  neceflity  of  the  times 
made  him  at  firft  too  much  favour -4^ar  (with 
his  followers  Bafilifcus  and  the  Arians)  and 
then  take  him  off  by  treachery :  the  iamc  necefl 
fity  muft  excufe  his  pradcncc  in  the  choice  of 
Z^w,  which  yet  caft  an  ugly  refledion  upon  his 
brighteft  perfonal  merits,  upon  his  devotion,  his 
laws  in  favour  of  the  church,  and  his  church- 
buildings,  among  vvhich  the  BleJfedLady  at  the 
Font^  where  he  is  faid  to  have  placed  her  gar- 
ment,   ftands  diftinguiihed  fOr  its  beauty  and 
magnificence.     Zeno  after  his  death  reigned  as 
regent  to  Leo  the  younger  i  but  this  prince  fboa 
dying  left  hitn  in  full  poffellion  of  the  eaftern 
empire;  upon  which  he  immediately  plunged 
himfelf  into  the  moft  filthy  debauches  without 
any  manner  of  reftraint,  as  if  he  had  thought 
his  power  not  fufficiently  abfolute,   unleis  he 
ihewed  that  he  durft  obey  all  the  impious  die* 
tates  of  his  paflion ;  his  wild  imagination  form- 
ing it  a  meannefs  only  becoming  vulgar  pei^ons 
to  blufh  at  crimes,  or  &ek  the  covert  of  the 
night  to  veil  their  exceffes ;  but  a  graiadeur  wor- 
thy of  crowned  heads  to  fin  openly  in  the  fece 
of  day,  and  appear  as  much  above  the  ihame 
of  offending,  as  the  fear  of  punifhmcnt    His 
body  ioemed  particularly  tallied  but  ferhis  ibul, 
and  bore  rather  the  reiemblance  of  a  i&tyr  than 
of  a  rational  being ;  like  one  of  them  he  was 
covered  all  over  widi  hair,   had  a  monftrous 
fliapc,  and  a  ridiculous  turn  of  the  Ufx ;  but  the 
worft  was,  his  inclinations  m^dethofe  tremble 
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whom  his  counteiumce  made  laugh.  '  His  diilo- 
lute  reign  laid  the  empire  open  to  the  ravages  of 
the  Barbarians^  being  attacked  on  the  Eaji  by 
the  Sarajim  or  Arabian  Scemites^  and  on  the 
Weji  by  the  Jluns^  who  crofled  the  Danube 
without  refiftancc  and  plundered  Thrace. 

3,  \n  the  wejiern  empire  Nepos  was-  attacked 
on  every  fide.  But  his  neareft  formidable  ene- 
my was  Euaricjkmg  of  the  Goths^  who  feifed 
i<pon  Armagnac^  Rmergne^  Periguex,  Limojin^ 
and  at  kit  attempted  Clermont y  the  capital  of 
Auvergne  \  but  was  bravely  repulfed  by  Ecdi^ 
cius  ion  (^  the  late  emperor  ^^/>i/j,  and  bro« 
thernn^aw  to  S.Sidonius ;  for  he  having  recom- 
mended himfelf  to  ^.Martin^  in  a  pious  con- 
^uknce  of  his  aid,  iallied  out  of  the  town  with 
no  more  than  18  hode,  fell  upon  the  vant*guard, 
killed  Ibme  of  thcfe,  put  the  reft  to  flight, 
and  ftruck  ilich  a  tenor  into  the  enen^,  that 
he  put  th^ir  whole  camp  in  dlforder,  forced 
them  from  the  walls,  and  returned  home  with- 
oiit  lofiog  a  iingle  man.  After  that,  heading 
ibme  few  of  his  countrymen,  he  traverfed  thro* 
all  their  army,  marked  the  whole  way  with 
tracks  of  blood  and  ilaughter,  and  brought  his 
little  body  of  men  o£Fwith  the  lofi  of  only  two 
or  three  i  whereas  the  enemies  lois  mounted  fo 
high,  that  out  of  mere  ihame  to  hide  the  num- 
ber they  cut  q£F  the  heads  of  their  ilain,  that 
their  dead  might  not  be  reckoned  by  their  beards ; 
but  this  artifice  being  next  morning  diicovered, 
and  not  having  time  and  convenience  to  give 
them  the  ufual  rites  of  burial,  they  b^ped  up 
Mr  bodies  toj^etber  in  tents,  and  then  let  them 
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a-fire.  This  adlion  of  Ecdicius^  which  is  re- 
lated by  a  cotemporary  and  almoft  eye-witnefe, 
may  ftand  in  competition  with  the  greateft  of 
the  ancient  heroes,  and  fliew  that  in  the  expi- 
ring body  of  the  Roman  empire  there  were  ftill 
feme  members  animated  with  the  firft  ipirit^ 
and  exerting  its  utmoft  vigour  before  approach- 
ing death. 

4.  NepoSy  notwithftanding  this  advantage,  was 
defirous  to  flxike  up  a  peace  with  Euaric ;  for 
which  S.  Epipbanius  of  Pavia  was  chofen  em- 
baflador,  who  fufficiently  acquitted  himfelf  of 
his  commiflion,  and  made  the  Gothic  prince  ad- 
mire the  force  of  his  eloquence  fo  much  as  to 
fay:  that  he  fonndi {tic Roman  tongues  better 
inftruments  of  war  than  his  arms ;  and  upon 
the  bifhop's  promife  accorded  peace,  becaufe  he 
knew  that  his  promife  had  the  force  of  an  oath** 
Among  other  conditions  of  this  peace  one  was, 
that^«*i;^r§";^^fhould  be  delivered  up  to  Euaric, 
which  made  S.  Sidonius  blame  this  peace,  tho' 
generally  much  defired  by  the  emperor's  coun- 
cil, by  moft  of  the  Gallic  bifhops,  and  parti- 
cularly by  Leontius  of  Aries ^  Fauftus  of  RieXy 
and  Grecus  of  Marjeilles ;  but  they  foon  per- 
ceived it  was  difadvantageous  to  their  churches : 
(ovEuariCy  no  lefi  ambitious  of  extending  the 
Arian  herefy  than  his  dominions,  expelled  or 
impoverifhed  the  catholic  bifhops  and  paftors, 
and  when  any  of  them  died  buffered  none  to 
fucceed  ;  fo  that  the  churches  lay  wafte,  the  en- 
trances were  choaked  up  with  dirt  and  brambles, 
the  grals  grew  about  the  altar,  and  at  fomc 
places  the  beai^is,  which  got  in^at  the  doors  half 
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open  by  ruin,  broufed  there :  in  populous  cities 
the  churches  were  deferted,  G?r.  To  compleat 
the  people's  mifery,  famine  raged  throughout  this 
Gothic  prince's  new  acquifitions,  partly  through 
the  rapine  of  his  army,  and  partly  for  want  of 
hands  to  till  the.  ground. 
-  5.  Ecdicius,  to  fupply  the  wants  of  the  poor, 
fent  his  domeftics,  with  horfes  and  waggons,  to 
bring  them  of  the  neighboring  towns  to  his 
houfe.  Thefe  amounted  to  4,000  of  both  fexes, 
whom  he  maintained  during  the  dearth,  and 
then  furniflied  them  with  carriages  to  go  home. 
S.  Patient  bifhop  of  Lyons  fignalifed  himfelf  in 
the  feme  circumftances :  he  beheld  with  a  fad 
fiirvey  thofe  of  his  own  bifhoprick  trooping  off, 
and  upon  the  point  of  abandoning  it  for  want. 
To  affift  them,  he  gave  away  confiderable  fums 
of  money,  had  rccourfe  to  prayers,  watching, 
&c.  and  not  content  with  this,  extended  his  cha- 
rity to  the  utmoft  extremities  of  Gaul.  He  fent 
by  the  Rhone  and  Soane  a  great  quantity  of  corn, 
which*  he  diftributed  gratis  3  and  thus  relieved 
Arles^  Riez,  Avignon^  Orange^  Albi^  Valence^ 
and  Auvergne.  His  power  of  performing  thefe 
charities  was  in  -  a  great  part  due  to  the  efteem 
the  king  and  queen  of  the  Burgundians  hzd  for 
him,  who  admired  to  fee  fo  much  affability 
joined  with  fo  much  mortification,  and  fuch 
handfom  entertainment  from  a  perfon  worn  out 
with  fefts  and  abftinence.  S.  Sidonius  fent  him 
a  letter  of  thanks  in  the  name  of  Clermont  and 
all  Auvergne. 

6.  To  his  letters  we  are  indebted  in  a  great 
meaiare  for  the  knowledge  of  fome  ancient  bi-

ihopS)  and  among  other  to  that  of  S.Mamer-^ 
tus  of  Vienna.  The  firft  account  we  have  of 
him  is  his  ordaining  pf  a  bifhop  at  Die  in  463, 
n.  8.  for  whkh  he  was  &verely  blamed  by  pope 
Hilary i  tho'  probably  this  was  performed  in 
an  emergency,  to  hinder  the  ordination  of  a 
friend  to  i^i^Arians.  £e  that  as  it  will,  his  fu- 
ture condu(H:  made  appear  that  he  was  a  prelate 
worthy  to  govern  his  churchy  defend  and  ch<9- 
rifli  it  amidft  the  dreadful  calamities  of  thofe 
times,  Befides  the  incurfions  of  the  Barbaric 
am  in  the  neighboring  places^  there  happened 
in  his  dioceie  frequent  earthquakes,  conf^grati- 
ons,  and  hideous  noiies  that  diflurbed  the  filence 
of  the  night.  In  the  day  the  fearful  hinds  and 
other  wilder  animals,  or  the  phantoms  of  them, 
hysS.  jivitusy  came  into  the  ttiarket-irfacea  and 
herded  among  the  people.  One  time  a  dread- 
ful fire  broke  out  that  put  the  whole  town  into 
the  kit  confternation ;  but  the  j&int,  in  aflorance 
of  God's  protedtion,  walked  up  diredly  to  the 
flames,  which  at  his  preience  bent  backi  as  it  were 
to  avoid  his  power^  and  ceafed  then  to  ragp  at 
his  command.  It  broke  out  again  on  Eajkr^ 
night,  having  taken  hold  of  the  town-hoil& 
which  was  in  the  moft  eminent  part  of  the 
city,  and  frighted  the  people  from  the  devotiMi 
of  the  pafchal  folemnityi  but  the  generous  proi^ 
late  ftood  unmoved  before  the  altar,  and  joinifi| 
tears  to  the  ardour  of  his  faith,  with  them  ejttii^ 
guifbed  that  fire,  which  mocked  the  weak  at» 
tempts  of  the  watry  element.  The  pe(M>k  then 
returned  back,  and  the  joyow  w^b-fijpits  £ic- 
ceeded  the  mournful  gliimneriDg;i9f  tm  6sam% 
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which  left  fo  bright  a  track  of  God's  anger  and 
the  faint's  power,  that  the  mofl  inct^duloua 
durft  not  afcribe  them  to  the  common  refuks 
c^  fortune,  nor  refuie  the  methods  the  iaint 
ihould  propofe  to  avert  them. 

7.  He  then  formed  a  defign  of  eftabliOiing 
thofe  proceffions  which  are  now  performed  the 
three  days  of  Rogation  immediately  before  the 
feaft  of  the  Afcenjion.  S.  Sidonius  calls  them 
the  feafts  of  numiliated  heads,  the  ftation  of 
mourning,  and  the  proftrations  of  the  people. 
They  confifted  in  finging  of  pfalms,  confefiion 
of  fins,  and  an  humiliation  of  the  body  to  ex- 
prefe  the  forrow  of  thie  mind.  The  firft  day 
the  people  went  together  to  the  neareft  church 
out  of  town  I  but  the  feint  perceiving  their  de* 
vodon  would  well  bear  a  longer  proceffion^  the 
ne3Ct  day  he  led  them  to  a  church  at  a  greater 
diftance,  to  which  they  repaired  the  following 
years  in  their  annual  proceffions.  Thefe  had 
the  good  eflFeft  to  put  an  end  to  that  inundation 
of  calamities  which  threatened  to  opprcfi  them, 
and  made  other  churches  defirous  of  applying 
the  fame  method  for  their  fafety.  Sidonius  was 
the  firft  that  followed  Mamertus^s  example, 
which  was  at  length  univerfally  received  bj^  the 
whole  nveftem  church.  This  devotion  had  iieen 
a  cuftom  even  before  S.  Mamertus*^  time,  but 
then  it  was  without  any  fixed  day  or  faft,  and 
generally  onhr  to  pray  for  the  firuits  of  the  earth. 
We  are;  not  ntformed  when  S.  Mamertus  began 
It,  but  only  know  that  it  was  before  laft  year : 
and  before  this  was  the  tranilation  of  S.  yuiinn 
and  FtrreohtH  letiquee  to  a  new  church  he  had 
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built.  At  this  ceremony  feveral  abbots  and 
monks  were  prefent.  After  having  watched  all 
night,  the  ground  was  opened,  and  three  tombs 
found  there.  This  put  them  in  a  doubt  to. 
know  which  was  S.  Ferreolus\  when  a  flan- 
der-by  told  them  it  was  a  conflant  tradition  that 
S.  F^rreolu^^  body  and  S.  Julian'^  head  were 
placed  in  the  fame  tomb.  At  this  they  opened 
all  three  tombs,  and  in  one  of  them  found  a 
headlefs  body,  with  a  head  in  his  hand  entire 
and  all  the  hair  on,  without  the  leaf):  fign  of 
corruption,  but  with  a  freflinefs  refembling  ra- 
ther one  in  a  gentle  flumber,  than  a  dead  car— 
cafs  many  years  buried  in  a  grave. 

8.  S.  Mamertus  had  a  brother  called  Clau-^ 
dian  Mamertus^  who  from  his  youth  had  in  a 
monaflic  flate  been  inftruiSled  in  the  befl  greek 
and  latin  authors.  He  was  well  veried  in  geo- 
metry, poetry,  mufic,  rhetoric,  philofbphy,  and 
the  knowledge  of  the  fcriptures  :  his  learning 
was  accompanied  with  a  iblid  devotion  and  a 
love  for  his  neighbour,  that  exerted  itfelf  in  alms 
to  the  poor  and  all  the  works  of  mercy.  He 
wgs  vicar  to  his  brother,  and  diicharged  the 
duties  of  his  function  laudably  both  in  tempo- 
rals apd  fpirituals.  As  he  was  an  excellent  chan* 
ter  he  taught  the  other  churchmen  their  notes^ 
and  made  the  choir  reibund  with  an  exterior 
harmony,  expreflive  of  what  he  felt  within ; 
and  being  a  zealous  champion  for  the  trath^  he 
writ,  at  S.  Sidonius's  defire,  three  books  againfl 
Faujius  bifhop  of  Riez^  who  had  advanced  in 
a  little  treatiie  this  ailbrtion,  that  God  only  was 
incorporeal^  but  that  the  angels  and  man's  ibul 
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were  corporeal,  and  fecmcd  to  infinuate  that 
J.  C.  fofiercd  in  the  divine  nature.  The  title 
ofCkuJian's  books  is,  vftbe  nature  oftbefoul^ 
*  which  he  dedicated  to  S.  Sidonius  about  the  year 
473  :  who  tell$  him  that  he  is  much  obliged  to 
him  for  his  dedication  j  for  by  that,  iays  he,  I 
gain  that  advantage  I  could  never  hope  for  by 
tny  ovjrn  writings  of  perpetuating  my  reputation 
to  polterity.  Then  he  praifes  the  work  for  the 
ilrength  of  its  reafons  anci  the  concifenefe  and 
eafincfs  qf  the  ftile ;  and  thus  far  he  pronounces 
the  judgment  of  an  able  critic :  but  not  when  as 
an  orator  and  a  friend  he  ipies  in  it  all  the  beau- 
ties of  the  moft  celebrated  Chrijiian  and  Pagan 
writers.  Sidonius's  efteem  was  no  Icfe  for  i  lau^ 
dianh  hymn  of  tbepaffioriy  beginning  Pange  lin-^ 
gua  gloriofi  pralium  certaminisy  commonly  aA 
cx\\^  to  Fortunatus  I  which,  becaufe  of  the  great 
value  of  io  fhort  a  piece  of  poetry,  he  compares 
to  a  large  pearl  let  in  a  thin  cafe  of  gold.  Clau- 
dian  alfo  writ  ^  poem  to  fhew  that  Chrijiian 
poets  ought  to  abandon  propbane  fubjefts,  and 
fing  holy  hiftories.  At  his  death  Sidonius  writ 
his  epitaph^  of  which  this  is  an  imitation ; 

A  triple  Library' lies  in  this  tomb^ 

DoHrine  0/  Chrift,  <f  Grecians,  and  of  Rome ; 

His  brother^ s  joy y  his  comfort^  his  reliefs 
.  And  when  he  died,  but  nier  till  then^  his  grief . 

Fronfs  pen  and  tongue  harmonious  numbers  flow 
.  Above  improving  what  he  learned  below.

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How  long  S.  Mamertus  fiirvived  his  brotber  k 
UQcertain.  A  bi£hop  of  the  iame  name  how- 
ever is  mentioned  in  the  ads  of  a  council  held 
at  Aries  this  vear,  tho'  this  council  itiHf  is  by 
many  called  m  queftion.     See  note. 

9.  In  this  council  Fauftus  bifhop  of  Biez  ac-> 
cu&d  one  Lucidus  a  prieft  of  denying  free-will 
and  CbriJFs  death  for  all  mankind,  and  for  ad- 
vancing other  proportions  of  the  fame  nature ; 
which  having  in  vain  perfiiaded  him  to  retradt^ 
he  now  ient  him  a  letter  with  fix  propofitions^ 
four  of  which  Lucidus  was  fuppoled  to  hold, 
and  which  unleis  he  maintained  in  the  face  oi^ 
the  fynod  or  retraded,  he  fhould  be  look^  upoa 
as  convidled  of  herefy.  Lucidus  chofe  the  lat'^ 
ter  part,  and  fent  a  retradation  of  the  j^opofi- 
tions,  not  preciiely  as  put  down  by  Pat^us^  bi|t 
much  to  the  fame  purpofe.  After  which  the 
bifiiops  deiired  Fauftus  to  write  againfl  thofe 
that  carried  the  points  of  grace  and  predeflina-^ 
tion  too  bi^«  This  could  not  but  be  a  pkaiing. 
lafk  to  Fauftus,  who  had  £>  often  before  told 
his  friends  that  there  were  many  paiTages  in  Au'^ 
gujiin  fufpe^ted  by  all  tl^  learned.  So  he  writes, 
two  books  of  grace  and  free^will^  iufcribed  to 
Leontius  j  in  which  he  gives,  fo  much  to  the  laft, 
and  fo  little  to  the  firft,  that  he  fdl  into  errors 
fince  condenmed  by  the  ffttbers,  councils,  and 
chivch. 

10.  This  Fauftus  was  a  Britmy  who  had  ap- 
plied himfelf  to  phUofophy  and  the  eloquence 
of  the  bar,  at  which  it  is  thought  he  pleaded. 
From  thence  he  retired  to  the  monaftery  of  i>- 
rina^  and  fpmpprted  himfdf  fo  laudably  that 
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he  fuoceeded  S*  Maximus  in  the  goveroment  of 

the  monaftery^  and  afterwards  in  his  biihoprick 

of  Riez.    He  had  a  good  dehvery,  and  a  pretty 

talent  of  preaching  Mtemfwi  \  he  wrote  againft 

Gratui^  a  fblitary  peribn  and  a  deacon,  who  had 

fa3kn  into  Eutycbiani/m ;  but  in  confuting  him 

he  dropped  two  unguarded  eicpre0k>QS  whiich 

very  much  ^vored  his  adveriaiy'^  paufe.    He 

was  made  bifhop  after  the  year  4^4,  in  462  he 

wasprefent  at  a  oouncil  ixiR^me^  a;nd  in  464 

was  one  of  the  deputies  to  judge  the  lawfulnefs 

of  the  ordinalioa  of  the  biihcf)  of  Die.    Hb 

confuted  one  PW/;72/5,  who  maintained  that  a 

p^fon  bapti&d  holding  the  pruic^al  articles  of 

iaith^  wi»tever  crimes  he  cofomiMed,   ihouild 

only  undergo  a  temporary  pwiihrneot.     He 

ihewed  the  folly  anddanger  of  deaidi«-bed  repea- 

tances,  but  drained  hisa^umentis  by  a&mtif^ 

that  foch  a  repentance  is  uieleis  aod  of  fxo  effed, 

ai^  that  faith  whida  is  dead  without  good  works 

4::annQt  then  avail.    This  f  aiT^ge  afterwards  furi- 

prUed  GendebMd  king  of  the  Burg^nJiam ;  and 

S.  Avitus  of  VieMH^  aflpi^d  him  he  had  reaion 

to  be  furprifcd,  for  (i.)  the  fincwe  will  of  a- 

(cnendment  is  at  all  times  pleafing  to  God,  who 

(2.)  often  by  extraordinary  graces,  oven  at  the 

approach  of  death^  converts  the  finner  to  himfelf 

smd  accords  his  pardon;  amd  (3.)   be^:aufe 

faith  without  exterior  good  worjc^  avails,  when 

.thofe  good  works  are  impoflible.    Another  er^- 

xor  in  this  book  vwas.that  already  mentioned  ».  8^ 

of  holding  all  things  corporeal  b.u[t  God.*    His 

work  of  grace  and free^ivill ,  conies  next,  and 

then  a  trcatife  againji  the  Arians.    In  all  thefe 

Ff2  he 
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he  has  a  folcmn  obfcure  ftile,  with  frequent  re- 
petitions of  the  &me  thoughts,  and  in  di^rent 
treati&s  the  fame  words.  In  the  whole  he  wa(s 
a  perfon  of  a  limited  underftanding,  that  only 
ikimmed  upon  the  furface  of  difficulties,  and 
never  dived  to  the  bottom  of  any.  So  that  if 
he  defcrves  the  charadter  beftowed  on  him  by 
eminent  perfons  of  a  crafty  fox,  it  is  not  for  any 
lubtility  in  his  writings,  but  for  f6me  under- 
hand dealings  he  tifed,  to  defend  a  caufe  which 
he  judged  right:  and  indeed  I  cannot  but  think 
his  ignorance  the  beft  excufe  for  moft  of  his 
writings. 

I  u  NepoSy  after  his  peace  with  the  Gotbs^ 
was  outed  by  Orefies  his  general  the  28th  oiAu-^ 
giifty  and  fled  to  Glycerins  at  Salona  in  Dalma-- 
tia.  Orefies  got  his  fon  jiugujlulus  proclaimed 
emperor  the  laft  of  the  following  OStober.  A- 
bout  the  fame  time  Bafili/cus  ufurped  the  em- 
pire of  the  Eafiy  having  raifed  a  ftrong  feditipn 
againfl  Zeno^  who  finding  the  uproar  of  the 
people  high  againfl:  him  fled  away  with  his  wife 
Ariadne  in  a  precipitate  hurry  to  Ifauria.  Ba^ 
Jiliicus  was  as  bad  as  Zeno^  and  had  out  of  com- 
pliance with  his  wift' Zenonida  this  additional 
bad  quality  of  openly  protecting  the  Eutychians. 
Elurus  2l  little  before  this  revolution  had  ap- 
peared at  C.  P.  where  this  murderer  was  received 
by  his  faftion  with  that  blafphemous  applaufe 
of  crying  out  to  him  at  his  entry :  blejfed  is  be 
that  Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Peter  the 
fuller y  and  the  refl:  of  the  enemies  to  the  Chah 
cedon  council,  upon  the  news  oi  Baflifcush  uiiir- 
pation,  left  their  lurking  holes  and  flocked  in 
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crowds  to  C  P.  but  the  patriarch  and  the  peo- 
ple fo  vigoroufly  oppofed  thpm,  that  they  could 
not  obtain  one  church,  but  a£ted  their  &- 
crileges  in  private  houfes.  The  patriarch  was 
Acacius^  who  had  fucceeded  S.  Gennadius  in 
471.  He  was  a  peribn  of  a  handfom  make, 
and  a  countenance  that  commanded  therelpe<5t 
of  the  beholders:  he  had  proper  talents  for  go- 
verning, and  was  very  ambitious  of  making 
them  appear  j  for  which  he  had  recourfe  to  flat- 
tery and  addrefe,  and  by  them  had  Jike  to  have 
obtained  the  fee  of  C.  P.  when  S.  Gennadius 
was  made  bifhop.  After  his  death  being  inftall- 
ed,  he  gained  the  emperor  Leo  fo  entirely  that 
he  could  lead  him  where  he  pleafed,  and  (hew-^ 
pd  now  under  a  perfecuting  emperor  that  he  was 
not  to  be  led  away  from  his  duty  by  fear.  This 
is  the  charadker  of  .^r^r/^^j,  chequered  with  good 
and  bad :  among  his  flock  there  were  many 
more  zealous  (and  S,  Marcian  among  the  refl:, 
who  probably  died  foon  after  Elurus^s  entry) 
who  writ  to  the  pope  to  acquaint  him  vfith  tnQ 
ftate  of  the  church  aflTairs  at  Q.  P,

I.  nn  H  E  pope  not  yet  apprifed  pf  the  em- 
X  peror*s  misfortunes,  writ  two  IctterSj^ 
dated  January  the  loth,  on§  to  hixn  a^id  the 
other  to  Acacius :  in  that  to  the  emperor  he  ex- 
horts him  to  imitate  his  predeceffors  Marcian 
and  Leo's  faith,  and  drive  from  Alexandria  the 
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murderer  Elurus.    In  tteit  to  AcaciuSy  fepcon- 
ftitutes  him  his  legate  with  orckrs  to  join  1dm* 
felf  to  the  monks  that  refilled  Elurus^  and  with 
them  folicit  the  emperor  not  to  liiflfer  any  new 
council  to  be  calkd ;  which  never  ought  to  be 
done  but  upon  the  ftarting  of  Ibme  new  doc- 
trine.    Tuft  the  reverfe  was  done  of  what  the 
pope  acfvifed:    a  council  was  called  at  C.P. 
wherein  the  Chalcedon  council  was  condemned, 
after  which  Elurus  went  from  the  palace  to  the 
church  on  an  ais,  but  the  pleafiire  of  this  tri- 
umph was  fomewhat  abated  by   a   &li   thaft 
broke  his  foot.    This  council  would  probably 
have  done  little  harm,  had  it  not  been  backed 
by  Bajilifcus's  circular  letter,  orcfef ing  every  bi- 
ihop  to  anathematiie  and  burn  Leo'%  decifictfi, 
ana  every  thine  belonging  to  the  council  of  C&iaA 
cedofiy  from  me  decifions  of  faith  to  the  very 
diiputes  about  it :  but  at  the  £ime  time,  to  min-» 
gle  truth  with  lies,  he  condemned  all  fuch  that 
held  Cbrift  was  not  really  but  only  in  appear- 
ance incarnate  of  the  bkfled  virgin  Mary.  This 
laft  part  offended  the  rigid  EutychianSy  but  that 
did  not  much  difturb  Elurus^  becaufe  almoft  e- 
very  body  had  left  Eutycbes  upon  that  head :  his 
main  difficulty  was  to  cope  with  the  Catholics^ 
for  BaJlHJcUs  had  in  vain  attempted  AcaciuSy 
who  inflexible  to  the  tyrant's  frowns  and  caret 
'  fes,  not  only  refofed  to  fign  this  circular  letter^ 
but  went  to  the  great  church,  where  the  Catbo- 
ira  thronged  in  prodigious  numbers  to  animate 
their  paftor,  and  he  with  a  fuperior  fpirit  re- 
flediing  back  again  frefh  v^our  on  his  flock,  de- 
claimed againtt  Bajilifcuh  ktter^^  and  to  eiq>refe 
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tsiore  pathetically   the  miieraUc  ftatc  of  the 
church,  cloathed  himielf  in  bkck  and  covered 
the  altars  with  the  £une  mournful  drefi,  a  co^- 
jkxir  unknown  to  xhf^grecian  altars  but  only  up- 
on this  occafion.    Further,  he  deputed  bifhops 
to  S.  Daniel  Stylites  to  call  him  to  the  ailiftance 
of  the  diftrefied  church :  the  ufnrper  ient  his 
deputies  too,  to  varnifhoverhisproceeding^,  and 
with  a  load  of  calumnies  make  Acacius  the 
guilty  perfon«     Daniel  hcaad  both,  and  to  the 
ufurper's  deputies  rej^ied,  that  God  would  re^ 
iduce  to  nothing  Btifilifeus'%  powo*,  with  a  num*- 
ber  of  other  ilrong  eicpreffions,  which  the  de. 
puties  durft  not  deliver,  but  defiredhim  to&nd 
a  iealed  letter  to  their  mailer.    This  bated  no- 
thing of  what  he  had  iaid  by  word  of  mouth, 
]wt  described  him  as  anew  Dioclefian ;  and  be». 
£des  this  letter,  at  the  preffiog  inAances  of  the 
Ibiihops^  dnd  as  it  is  &id,  by  divine  tcvelation 
too^  he  defended  from  •  his  pillar,  came  to^^ 
i^^i^^/s  church,  exhorted -the  faithful  to  con^ 
Aancy,    and  denounced  approaching  puniih^ 
ments  to  Bajilifcus  for  perferuting  Cbriji  in  his 
members 

a.  £^/^iinoenfedatthis,  and  apprehend^f 
ing  a  popular  in£irredtion,  retired  to  his  coun« 
try  palace  4>f  the  Heidomon.  Daniel  fpfiowed 
him. thither  with  a.mimber  of  monks  and  peoip 
pie  w^.QMTied  him,  becaufe  his  feet  weite  h 
fytG  that  he  could  not  walk.  In  the  way  ht 
cured  a  leper  miraculbufly,  but  being  near  dia 
Hebdmon,  a  Gotb  of  quality  belonging  to  thft 
emperor  ridiculed  the  new  conful,  as  he  calkd' 
bim»  beqau&Uke  one  of  them,  h^washoroeupc^ 
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others  (boulders.  His  jeft  coft  him  dear,  for 
he  had  no  fboner  made  it,  but  he  fell  down 
dead  on  the  ipot :  as  for  Daniel^  he  being  re- 
fund audience,  ihook  off  the  duft  from  his  feet^ 
ordered  his  company  to  do  the  £ime^  and  re- 
turned to  C.  P.  There  he  received  repeated 
merges  from  Bajllifcus  to  return,  which  being 
rgeded  with  indignation^  Bafdifcus  came  him- 
jelf,  fell  at  the  faint's  feet  and  begged  his  pardon* 
But  the  &int  £iid  aloud,  that  this  feigned  humi- 
lity was  a  mere  artifice  to  cloak  his  craelty^which 
would  not  fcreen  him  from  the  power  of  God^ 
who  depofes  the  mighty  from  their  feats;  and 
with  this  predidion  and  many  miracles  he  re-^ 
turned  back  to  his  pillar, 

3.  Elurus  went  from  C.  P.  to  Epkefus^  re- 
eflablifhed  Paul  who  had  been  depofed,  but  we 
do  not  know  for  what,  made  Ephefus  a  patri- 
archal city,  procured  many  bifhops  fubfcriptions 
to  Bqfili/cus's  circukr  letter,  and  excommuni- 
cated Acacius.  From  Ephefus  he  went  to  ^- 
lexandriay  where  his  party  applauded  him,  as 
they  exprefled  it,  for  deceiving  his  enemies  and 
treating  them  as  children  ;  but  the  rigid  Euty-^ 
cbians  with  TbeoJotus  bifhop  of  Jopp^  at  their 
head,  who  had  been  ordained  by  Tbeodojius^  the 
fsMk  Bp.  of  Jerufakmj  were  difplea&d  at  the 
lafl  part  of  Bafilifcus's  circular  letter,  and  iepa« 
rated  themfelves  from  Elurus^s  communion.  Sa^, 
hfacial  the  catholic  bifhop  oi Alexandria  with- 
drew to  his.  monaflery  of  Canopus  to  avoid  Pr^- 
teriush  fate,  and  being  univerially  beloved,  jE- 
lurus  did  not  think  fit  to  perfccute  him  there. 
At  Antiocby  Peter  the  fuller  by  the  emperor's 
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orders  took  poflefiion  of  that  fee,  which  was 
now  vacant,  yulian  being  dead  with  grief  at 
the  ill  news  of  the  church's  troubles.  Peter  \m^ 
mediately  threw  anathemas  about  upon  allpeo^ 
pie,  who  did  not  fimply  and  without  diftindion 
add  tQliieTrtfagion,  who  was  crucified  for  us. 
He  ordained  one  John  Bp.  oiApamea^  who  had 
J^een  depofed  in  a  council,  but  the  people  would 
not  admit  of  him,  and  {o  he  returned  back  to 
jintiocb.  At  Jerufakm  they  put  up  Gerontius 
an  Euiycbian  monk  for  bifhop,  and  expUed  ^- 
najiafius. 

4.  In  the  ^^,  iVi?/w's  friends,  tired  with  the 
Gothic  uforpation  oiAuguftulus^  and  conclud- 
ing it  better  to  have  a  ftranger  of  their  own 
choice  than  one  forced  upon  them,  had  fent  let* 
ters  to  Odoacer  king  of  the  Heruli  to  rale  over 
them  in  Augufiulus^s  place.  Upon  this  invitati-* 
on^  S.  Severin  aiTuring  him  of  fuccefs  and  a 
reign  of  almoft  14  years,  he  pafTed  the  Danube^ 
bended  Pavia^  flew  Orefies^  took  Ravenna^ 
and  entered  jR^wr  the  23d  oiAugufi^  banifhing 
Augufiulus  to  a  little  town  of  Campania.  And 
thus  finiflied  the  toejiern  empire :  for  Odoacer 
did  not  fb  much  as  take  the  name  of  emperor^ 
but  only  that  of  king  oi Italy.  The  reft  of  this 
empire  was  parcelled  out  amongft  different  bar- 
barous princes  :  Africa  was  under  the  Vandals^ 
£^i^/;i  and  a  great  part  of  Gaul  nnditt  the  Goths^ 
the  other  part  of  it  under  the  Burgundians  and 
Franks^  and  a  great  part  of  our  Britain  under 
iki^  Saxons^  io  that  now  the  whole  Chri/iian 
world  was  under  the  dominion  of  heathen  or 
heretic  kings.     Thoic  pf  Perfia,  Britain  and* 
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G^£^/ were  heathens :  Bajilijcus  an  Eutyclnanj 
and  all  the  reft  Arians.  But  the  church,  that 
grew  up  amongft  periecutions  and  knew  the 
iirmnefs  of  the  rock  on  which  it  was  built,  ftood 
undaunted  and  unchanged  amidft  the  various 
fortunes  and  alterations  of  the  empire.  * 

5.  God  was  plea&d  to  make  one  in  itsBtvour 

by  taking  off  Bqfilifcus :  for  Zens  hearing  cf 

the  Catholics  difcontents,  and  being  aUtirod  of 

his  faithful  Ifaurians^  refolved  to  appear  again 

jh  arms  and  bid  fair  for  empire.     BaJUifcus  faw 

this,  and  to  gain  the  Catholics  recalled  and  an^ 

Dulled  his  circular  letter,  and  reilctf-ed  Acacius 

to  the  prif  ileges  he  had  taken  from  him.    But 

^his  too  late  timed  repentance  was  of  no  efied:: 

for  Zeno  was  received  at  C  P.  and  Bafili/cus  to 

&cure  himielf  fled  to  the  altar  he  had  mjaxodi 

laid  his  crown  upon  it,  hoping  for  refuge  or  par^ 

(don  there.    Acacius  kfs  mindful  of  the  £in<9i^ 

ty  of  the  refuge  than  of  the  vilencfe  of  die  re* 

fugees,  delivered  them  up  to  Zem^  after  he  had 

given  his  royal  word  that  he  wouki  not  cut  off 

iheir  heads.    If  this  promife  vras  underflood  lir 

terally,  Bafdifcus  had  nothing  to  hope  from  it  s 

and  if  Rieant  to  iignify  his  life  was  pardooicd,  h 

was  but  ill  kept,  for  Zeno  baniihed  him  aod  hii 

wife  to  Cappadocidj  there  ordered  the ,  door^  of 

the  houfe  to  be  walled  up,  and  tlms  made  thd 

unhappy  couple  perifh  with  hui^er.    Then  ho 

fhuck  up  a  peace  with  Genferic  king  df.  the 

Vandak^  who  departed  this  Ufe  xrowned  with 

great  worldly  felicity,  having  cpnqeered  the  two 

celebrated  and  formerly  rival  ctttes  of  the  uni^ 

Verfe,  ^ftabHfl^ed  his  kingdom  an  J^rica^  ami 
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left  a  numerous  liTue  behind  him.  He  made  a 
law,  that  the  ddeil  male  of  his  defcendents 
ibould  always  fucceed  to  the  crown,  by  which 
itde^nded  immediately  to  Huneric  his  eldcft 
fon,  butthen  was  topafs  to  his  brother  Tlieodo- 
ric  or  his  fons,  to  the  exclufion  of  Huneric*^ 
otiXy  one  Helderic^  becaufe  he  was  younger  than 
^beodonVs  fbns.  Huneric^  reign  began  with 
great  appearances  of  clemency  towards  the  Gz- 
tholics^  infcwnuch  that  they  returned  to  aflfemblc 
together  in  churches  where  they  were  prohibi- 
ted in  the  laft  reign  ;  but  for  the  Manicbees  he 
made  a  ftridt  fcarch  after  them,  and  finding 
their  priefts  and  deacons  to  be  all  Avians^  the 
difgrace  he  thought  they  did  to  his  religion  a- 
nimated  his  refcntments  more  againft  theih: 
There  was  a  monk  of  that  feft,  named  Clemen-- 
tian^  found  with  thefe  words  writ  on  his  thigh. 
Manes  difcipk  of  J.C 

6.  Upon  Zeno*s  reftoration,  xhtAJiatic  bi- 
ihops,  who  under  Bafilifcus  had  not  only  fign- 
ed  nis  circular  letter,  and  declared  thofc  impo* 
ftors  who  ^rcad  abroad  they  did  it  out  of 
fear,  but  likewife  earnc^ly  intreated  him  not  to 
recall  it,  now  varied  their  mercenary  ftile,  fworc 
that  they  had  fubfcribed  out  of  pure  fear,  and 
that  they  always  heW  the  do<^ine  of  the  coun- 
cil of  Cialcedon.  Zfw  overjoyed  at  his  reftora- 
tion writ  letters  to  the  pope  to  tell  him  the  a- 
greeable  news,  and  congratulate  with  him  and 
Acacius  for  refifting  the  Eutycbians.  The  pope's 
anfwer  was  congratulatory  too,  and  that  upon 
this  topic,  that  the  cmj^ror  had  reafon  to  rgoicc 
to  find  that  his  enemies  were  the  enanies  of 

God, 
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God^  and  that  the  church  and  his  empire  by 
pne  and  the  iiime  fate  were  re-eftabli(hed  toge* 
f her,  fo  that  God's  caufe»'and  his  being  the  fame, 
he  ought  to  employ  his  power  to  drive  out  ty- 
rants from  the  church,  as  God  had  done  from 
his  empire.  Zeno  at  iirft  ieemed  to  adt  accord<» 
ing  to  thefe  prefcriptions,  for  he  vifited  and 
thanked  S.  Daniel  Stylttes^  who  had  foretold  his 
being  ejected  from  his  kingdom  and  his  return, 
built  a  magnificent  church  in  honour  of  S.  Tbe^ 
da  J  whom  he  faid  appeared  to  him  and  afTured 
him  of  his  reftoration^  and  publifhed  an  edi£fc 
to  annul  £^/^2^/s  circular  letter  and  all  the 
confequences  of  it.  jicacius  did  not  a  litde 
contribute  to  this,  who,  according  to  die  pope's 
advice  which  he  had  defired^  applied  him&lf  to 
the  emperor  to  expell  the  ufiirpijig  ^utycbianSy 
and  not  let  the  bifhops  who  werQ  at  C.  -P.  fray 
there  too  long,  left  it  (hould  encourage  male-r 
content^  to  give  out  that  the  Cbak^don  definiti- 
on was  to  be  canvafTed  over  again  at  C.  P, 

7.  Accordingly  Zeno  dppofcd  Peter  ihefuU 
lety  once  dear  to  him,  before  b?  had  been  at- 
^ched  to  his  eneniy  Bafilifcus^  and  put  in  ^hi& 
place  yobn  of  Apamea^  Peterh  creature,  of 
whom  laft  year  n.  3.  but  he  was  expelled  three 
months  after,  and  with  Peter  the  fuller^  and 
PomI  of  Ephefus^  condemned  a^t  C  P.  by  Aca^ 
r/w  with  the  pope's  approbation.  AsforjE/w- 
rus  as  ibon  as  he  heard  of  Zeno's  reftoration,, 
thinking  him  to  be  as  fincere  a  catholic  as  he 
pretended,  he  chofe  not  to  outlive  his  approach- 
ing dilgrace  but  poilbned  himfeif.  His  difciplea 
reported,  that  he  had  foretold  his  d^ath,  whicU 
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was.no  diffituit  irlatter  to  do,  if  he  intended  to 
be  his  own  executiohcr.  His  party  chofe  the 
arch-deacon  P^/^r,  nicknamed  M);/^«j  or  Stam-^ 
merer^  for  fucceflbr,  and  got  him  confecrated 
at  night  by  one  bifliop.  But  the  emperor  drove 
this  fellow  from  Alexandria^  recalled  Timothy 
Salofacialy  and  condemned  all  the  Alexandria- 
ans  goods  to  confifcation  who  did  not  within 
two  months  time  communicate  with  him.  A- 
najiafius  of  Jerufalem  died,  and  S.  Martyrius 
lucceeded  him.  * 

8.  iS/z/g/ir/Wient  to  thank  the  emperor.  Gen- 
nadius  Bp.  oi  Hermopolis  his  coufin,  and  John 
Talaja^  formerly  a  monk  of  Campus^  then  oe- 
conomift  of  the  church  of  Alexandria  and  prielt. 
This  Talaja  infinuated  himfelf  into  the  good 
graces  of  Illus  the  only  confiil  for  this  year,  a 
perfon  verypowerfiil  at  court,  to  whom,  when 
he  returned  home  and  continued  there  in  qua- 
lity of  OBCoriomift,  he  frequently  made  rich  pre- 
fents,  neglefting  Gennadius  (who  ftaid  be- 
hind at  C.  P^  as  agent  to  Salofacial)  and  Aca^ 
cius,  which  proceedings  afterwards  proved  fatal 
to  the  churches  of  Egypt.  Acacius  having  fent 
the  pope  the  agreeable  news  of  all  the  changes  in 
the  Eajly  he  returned  him  thanks  the  13  th  of 
March  and  expreffed  his  joy,  but  blamed  Sala^ 
facial  for  having  named  Diofcorus  at  the  altar : 
he  was  foon  iatisfied  as  to  this  point,  for  Sale* 
faciah  deputies  arrived  at  Rome  with  letters  to 
notify  his  re-eftablifhment,  to  defire  he  would 
inftance  with  the  emperor  for  Mongus%  banifh- 
pient  who  lurked  in  Alexandria  ftill,  to  make 
bis  profefljon  of  faith,  to  alk  pardon  for  what 
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he  had  done  touching  Diofcorus\  name,  and  to 
afliire  the  pope  that  he  had  aboliihed  that  cuflom 
which  took  its  rile  from  immediate  fear  of  death. 
The  pope  writ  to  the  emperor  and  AcaciuSy  ac- 
cording to  SalofticiaFs  defire,  tobanifh  Mungus. 
Acadm  received  letters  from  Stephen  to  acquaint 
him,  that  he  was  ordained  bifliop  oiAniiocbm 
the  place  of  Peter  the  fuller  and  John  of  A- 
famea^  the  two  late  ufurpers  of  that  iee,  by  a 
council  of  the  Eajly  which  had  anathematiied 
them  both.*  - 

9.  This  holy  prelate  was  hurried  foon  from 
his  fee  by  a  violent  death^  for  the  Eutychians  at 
Antioch  enraged  at  his  zealous  defence  of  the 
faith,  fell  upon  him  in  the  church,  killed  him 
by  frrokes  of  {harp-pointed  canes,  dragged  his 
corpfe  about  the  town  and  then  threw  it  into  the 
river  Orontes.     The  emperor  made  the  princi- 
pal murderers  fu&r  condign  punifbment:  and 
the  innocent  citizens  b^ing  pardon  for  thek 
town,  fent  deputies  to  the  emperor  defiring  th^ 
to  obviate  the  like  diforders,  a  bifliop  for  Abh^ 
iioch  might  be  ordained  at  C.  P.  whioi  the  em- 
peror granting,  Acacius  ordained  another  Ste^ 
pben,  who  inherited  his  predeceflbr's  piety  as 
well  as  name.    But  this  ordination  being  centra** 
ry  to  the  canons,  the  emperor  and  Acacius  writ 
to  the  pope  to  defire  his  conient  to  what  w:as 
done  in  a  prefling  necefEty  merely  for  love  of 
peace.     The  pope  anfvvered  the  emperor,  that 
>f  he  had  hearkened  to  the  advice  he  had  givea 
him  by  Acacius  of  banifhing  Peter ^  Mongus^ 
&c.  there  would  have  been  none  of  thefe  mur-. 
ders  committed^  nor  no  dangers  to  ward  againil: 
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by  a  prcffing  neccffity  :  that  therefore  he  con- 
fented  to  what  was  done  at  prefent,  fb  that  this 
ordination  might  not  pais  for  a  precedent,  and 
that  he  would  now  expel  Peter  the  fuller^  Mon^ 
guSy  &c.  He  writ  to  Acacius  to  the  iame  pur-^ 
poie,  particularly  iniifting  on  this,  that  the  or- 
dination at  C.  P.  fhould  not  be  drawn  into  a 
cuftom.  Thcfe  letters  were  dated  Junetht  azd. 
The  emperor  followed  the  pope's  advice,  and 
lent  Peter  the  fuller  into  banilhment,  but  he 
made  a  fhift  to  efcape  in  the  way,  and  retired 
for  a-while  in  S.  Theodore's  monaftery. 

lo.  In  Gaul  S.  Lupus  deported  this  life,  whofe 
virtues  and  miracles  eminently  dignified  the  coun- 
try and  time  he  lived,  but  were  not  perpetuated 
to  poftcrity  by  any  author  who  defcends  to  par- 
ticulars. So  we  can  only  join  to  what  is  already 
mentioned,  p.  85,  117,  118,  that  his  piety  had 
the  fame  influence  over  other  barbarous  kings  as 
ovtxAttilay  and  that  as  he  fecured  Troyes  from 
his  fiiry,  fo  he  preferved  Briennes  from  flavery ; 
for  at  S.  Lupus'%  requeft  Gibuldes  king  of  the 
Mlkmans  rendered  back  their  captives  to  liberty, 
and  then  reftored  the  country  itfelf  to  the  peo- 
ple. His  falls  were  fevere,  hia  charity  fervorous, 
his  humility  {H'ofound,  and  his  zeal  for  church- 
difciplihe  unweaf ied.  He  was  the  firft  of  the 
Gallic  biihops  in  years  as  well  as  merits;  for 
which  realbn  be  was  named  thcitfibop  of  hi/hops 
by  S.  SidoniuSy  who  upon  bis  advancement  to 
his  bilhoprick  was  honored  with  a  letta:  from 
this  holy  prelate,  wherein  he  tells  him :  you 
ought  to  regwd  epifcopacy  as  an  ofike  of  humi- 
lity, which  makes  you  the  fcrvant  of  thofe  who 
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are  iubknitted  to  you.  S.  Stdonius  anfwered  wit& 
unafieded  ientiments  of  that  virtufe^  which  he 
eiideavored  to  copy  from  &.  Lupus.  Among 
many  miracles  fome  attribute  to  him  that  re- 
markable fingularity  of  the  fhambles  at  Troyes^ 
which  (ikysBangier  the  king's  lieutenaqt  in 
his  defcriptton  of  Champaign  for  the  inftradtion 
of  the  royal  princes)  will  &em  fabulous  to  thofe 
who  never  were  at  TroyeSy  or. did  not  mind  it 
when  there»  and  yet  is  a  thing  very  certain  : 
which  is^  that  no  flies  enter  the  fhambles,  tho' 
very  csipacious  ones,  and  tho'  in  the  ieafon  they 
hover  about  the  place  in  great  quantity.  To  be 
more  afliired  of  the  trath  of  this,  I  wrote  to  an 
acquaintance  at  ^royesy  who  went  to  fee  this 
wonder  him&lf,  and  gave  me  the  (ame  account^ 
of  it  at  large  as  M.  Bangier  had  done  in  ttkotu

!•  CJ  A I N  T  Lupicinuis  death  foon  followed 
O  S.  Lupus  ^.  This  faint  was  inffrufted  by 
his  elder  brother  Romanus's  example,  to  aban- 
don the  good  things  of  this  life  to  gain  upon 
eternity.  For  Romanus  had  for  fbme  time  re- 
tired to  a  barren  fpdt  of  ground,  encompaflcd 
with  rocks,  expofed  to  bleak  winds  and  the  re- 
flcfted  heats  of  the  fun,  without  any  other 
fhdter  than  a  fir-tree  to  icreen  him  from  the  in- 
fults  of  changing  feafons,  or  any  conveniencies 
of  life  befides  wild  herbs,  and  fuch  as  his  la- 
bour could  bring  forth  from  an  ungrateful  foil. 
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This  pkcc  is  upon  the  borders  of  Swijferland^ 
not  far  from  Genevay  now  called  S.  Claudius. 
Thither  his  brother  Lupicinus  (with  many  o- 
thers)  came  to  trace  out  the  ways  of  perfedion^ 
which  he  learned  fo  wcU,  that  he  was  with  his 
brother  conftituted  joint-fuperior  of  the  religious, 
whom  they  governed  with  a  perfedl  unity,  tho' 
their  tempers  were  vaftly  different:  for  Roma* 
nus  was  of  one  naturally  eafy  and  condefcend- 
ing,  whereas  Lupicinus  was  auftere  eve»  to  the 
conimon  lapfes  of  infirmity,  but  they  both 
knew  how  to  fiitged  their  tempers  to  God's  ho- 
nour; inibmuch  that  when  occafions  called,  Ro^ 
manus  was  not  wanting  to  aiTert  a  juil  authori- 
ty, nor  Lupkinus  to  foften  his  rigour  with  an 
eye  of  pity  to  others  in  what  he  would  never 
pardon  in  himfelf.  The  jK-udent  condudl  of 
theie  two  holy  brothers  attraded  fiich  numbers 
of  difciples,  that  they  were  fain  to  make  a  new 
monallery  in  the  neighboring  woods.  But  the 
devil  to  hinder  this  increafe  of  faints  rai&d  a  iu« 
rlous  temptation  among  them ;  for  God  having 
given  a  plentiful  harveft  one  year,  the  monks  were 
for  augmenting  their  diet  and  refining  upon  it 
too ;  and  this  was  a  dangerous  temptation,  be«- 
cau^  it  ieiied  upon  many  of  the  ancient  monks 
efteemed  for  learning  and  piety,  who  could  not 
be  brought  to  their  former  fpare  diet  by  S.  R(h- 
/w^a!»z^/s  gentle  remonflrances:  he  had  therefore 
rccourfe  to  his  brother  I.////w/«j,  who  mana*^ 
g^  the  affair  with  fuch  addrefe  that  no  one 
in  particular  was  offended,  tho'  it  made  twelve 
of  the  chief  perfons  &«•  thefe  relaxations  quit 
the  monailery^  On^e  venerable  monk  toldi  S. 
Vol.  IV.  G5  Romanusy 
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Romanus^  that  the  decline  of  regular  obfervance 
was  owing  to  his  eafy  reception  of  perfbns  with- 
out duediftindlion  :  to  which  the  faint  replied, 
that  the  difcerning  of  fpirits  was  not  eafy,  that 
various  changes  happen  in  the  progrefe  of  a  re- 
ligious triSl,  and  that  as  among  them  no  one 
was  obliged  to  ftay,  fo  he  hoped  and  inftanced 
in  fevcral  that  had  learned  in  his  monaftery  how 
to  live  pioufly  elfewhere,  tho'  they  could  not 
conform  to  the  rules  of  his  monaftery.  He 
fignalifed  his  charity  uport  many  occafions,  for 
which  he  admitted  all  forts  of  company  out  of 
his  monaftery  of  both  fexes,  whereas  S.  Lupi^ 
cinus  would  never  converfe  with  women.  Ro.-- 
manus  vvent  to  vifit  S.  Maurice's  relicks,  but 
being  benighted  on  the  road,  he  and  his  com- 
panion flieltered  themfelves  in  a  little  hut,  where 
they  had  not  been  long,  when  two  lepers,  father 
and  fon,  whofe  habitation  this  was,  came  in, 
and  were  furprifed  to  find  two  religious  there. 
S.  Romanus  inflamed  with  charity  kifled  both 
lepers,  and  having  eat,  drank  and  paffed  the 
night  with  them ;  in  the  morning  he  thankful- 
ly took  leave  of  his  hofts,  who  after  their  guefts 
departure  difcourfing  of  their  virtues,  found  to 
their  great  joy  and  amafement  themfelves  per- 
fectly recovered :  in  this  tranfport  they  ran  after 
their  benefadlors,  and  not  finding  them  pub- 
liftied  this  miracle  to  all  the  city  of  Geneva^ 
where  they  were  well  known  on  account  of  the 
alms  they  received  there.  With  Romanus\  cha- 
rity, the  top  of  virtues,  a  deep-rooted  humility 
was  conjoined,  which  made  him,  tho'  prieft 
and  fuperior,  little  diftinguifli  himfelf,  but  by 
.  fuperior 
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foperior  virtues  and  prieftly  fiindlions.  He  died 
in  460,  and  was  buried  at  Baume  a, neighboring 
monaftery  of  nuns,  who  under  his  fifter's  con- 
dud:  praftifed  the  perfedions  of  a  religious  ftate 
in  a  more  ftrift  confinement. 

2.  S.Lupicinus  furvived  his  brother  2oyears; 
to  the  other  religious  he  allowed  wine  and  oil, 
and  in  cafe  of  fickneis  eggs  and  njilk-meat  j  but 
none  of  thefe  to  himfclf ;  nor  a  portion  of  the 
taftelefs  food  betook,  but  only  every  third  day : 
hiscloaths  were  as  poor  aS  his  diet,  his  coat  was 
of  fkins  of  different  beads,  and  his  (hoes  wood- 
en ones:  his  bed  was  fometimes  the  floor,  and 
in  the  extremity  of  cold  weather  the  hollow 
bark  of  a  tree,  w^hich  he  warmed  a  little.  He 
provided  for  his  religious  wants  in  time  of  fa- 
mine by  miraculoufly  multiplying  the  corn,  la- 
ved Agrippinui  from  death  by  the  feme  mira- 
culous power,  and  foretold  the  impending  rain 
of  the  empire  as  it  arrived,  which  made  him  be 
efteemed  by  Chilperic  king  of  the  Burgundiafts^ 
who  took  care  to  maintain  his  monaftery  after 
his  death,  which  fcems  to  be  the  firft  in  that 
part  of  Swijferland,  and  had  at  his  death  150 
monks,  who  lived  in  a  rival  charity  without  jea- 
loufy  or  property. 

3.  Among  them  S.Eugendus  his  fucceflbr, 
Palladius  S.  Germanu%%  companion,  and  &a^ 
binian  a  deacon,  who  took  care  of  the  mill  and 
the  dam,  were  renowned  for  virtue.  Sabinian 
had  the  power  of  driving  out  devils,  but  this 
fwelling  him  up  to  vanity,  the  devil  poffefled 
and  violently  tormented  him.  In  this  wretched 
ftate  he  was  anointed  with  holy  oil,  at  which 
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the  devil  abandoned  his  body  and  pride  his  minct^ 
Another  difciple  called  Dativus  was  remarka- 
ble for  hisfweet  temper,  his  obedience  and  hu- 
mility :  but  the  devil  tempted  him  firft  into  a^. 
remifnefs  of  prayer,  and  then  into  a  pride  of  his. 
own  humility.     In  that  juncture  he  plied  him 
withxontradidlionsfrom  fomc  of  his  compani- 
ons to  that  degree,  that  he  concluded  to  quit 
them,  and  accordingly  came  away  dire<ftly  to 
^oursy  where  entering  S.  Martin*^  church,  a 
pofleifed  body  ran  to  him  and  cried  out :  O  ho ! 
lee  here  is  our  monk  of  mount  Jura.     Good 
morrow  dear  Dativus^    We  have  not  begun 
with  you  amils,  it  is  but  to  go  on  the  feme  way. 
This  brought  Dativus  to  a  fenfe  of  himiHf^  he 
returned  t^ck,  and  with  tears  begged  admiffion 
again,  but  after  two  years  relapfed  into  the  feme 
temptation,  and  publicly  aiked  his  cloaths  to  go 
away.     S.  Lupicinus  gave  them  him,  but  went 
to  prayers  to  avert  this  imminent  danger  of  lofing 
a  foul ;  and  they  had  that  efBcacy,  that  they 
made  Dativus  remain  in  the  court  for  a  fiiU  half 
hour  like  a  flunned  perfon,  and  then  he  threw  his. 
cloaths  to  the  door,  and  blowing,  asitwere^  a* 
gainft  the  devil,  feid :  carry  them  if  thou  wouldft. 
have  me  go.    And  from  that  time  he  got  the 

better  of  temptations. S.  Manvaus  Bp.  of 

Bajeux  in  the  lower  Normandy^  and  Senator 
Bp  of  MilaUy  died  this  year. 

4.  Carthage  had  been  24  years  without  a  ca- 
tholic bifhop,  when  now  Huneric  upon  an  em- 
bafly  from  Zeno^  and  at  the  folidtatipps  of  his 
fifter-in-law  the  princefs  PlacidiOy  permitted 
the  Catholics  to  chufe  what  biihop  they  pleafed, 
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lafid  i^nt  to,  :)iffift  at  the  eledicm  the  emperor's 
cftibaflador,  with  one  of  bis  notaries  called^/* 
thared^  who  read  there  publicly,  that  at  the  a- 
bove-n)entioned  inftances  he  had  granted  the 
CatboUct  liberty  of  eleftion,  of  laying  mafe 
throughout  Africa^  tSc.  on  condition  diat  the 
bifhops  of  his  religion  fhould  have  the  fame  li* 
berty  at  C  P.  in  the  Eaft ;  and  that  if  this  al- 
ternative was  notobferved,  that  the  new-ordain- 
ed bifliop  with  all  the  others  in  his  dominions 
muft  be  fent  to  the  Moors.  This  edid:  was  read 
the  1 8th  of  yune,  and  inftead  of  giving  joy  to 
the  widowed  churches  raifed  their  forrows  high- 
er :  the  clergy  crying  out  aloud,  that  rather  thaii 
have  a  biftiop  Upon  foch  dangerous  conditions, 
they  defired  to  have  no  biftiop  but  CbrJ^  ;  but 
the  ebibaiTadof  notwithftanding  urged  them  to 
an  eledibn,  and  they  chofe  one  Eugenius.  This 
eledion  was  wonderful  pleafing  to  the  young 
people,  who  had  never  feen  a  biftiop  in  his  pon- 
tifical robes  and  feat,  and  all  the  Catholics  re- 
joiced that  the  elei^ioii  had  fallen  upon  a  perfon 
fo  worthy.  He  wanted  none  of  the  epifcopal 
qualifications,  which  virere  all  crowned  with  an 
amazing  charity ;  for  he  diftributed  large  alms, 
notwithftanding  the  revenues  of  the  church  were 
in  the-rfr/tf»ipc^eflian,  without  refcrving  any 
mony  in  his  own  hands,  no  farther  than  wa* 
neceffary  for  that  day's  maintenance.  This  gain- 
ed the  love  of  the  people  and  the  envy  of  the 
Arian  biftiops,  who  were  contmually  plying 
JIuneric  with  ftorics  to  fet  a  perfccution  a-foot, 
which  the  Catholics  much  apprehended,  confi* 
dering  his  barbarous  temper  towards  the  Ariant 
G  g  3  thcmfelves. 
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themfclves.  For  finding  many  of  them  for  the 
obfervance  of  his  father's  law  in  regard  of  the 
eldeft  male  fucceeding,  he  iparcd  no  one  that 
did  but  the  leaft  feem  to  favour  Tbeodoric  or  his 
childrens  fucceffion :  for  this  he  made  one  of  his 
principal  courtiers  called  Gamut  be  put  to  work 
in  the  vineyards,  have  nothing  given  him  but 
brown  bread  and  water,  and  be  whipped  once 
a  month ;  nor  had  this  Gamut  efcaped  thus, 
but  that  he  took  refuge  in  an  Arian  church, 
and  only  came  out  from  thence  when  Huneric 
promifed  him  his  life.  His  brother  Heldica  a 
perfon  venerable  for  his  years  was  beheaded,  his 
wife  with  another  lady  burned  in  the  middle  of 
the  city,  the  remains  of  their  bodies  dragged 
about  and  fcarcely  fuffered  to  be  buried  at  the 
biftiop's  defire.  Thodoric*^  wife  being  a  princels 
of  an  infinuating  wit  and  addrefs,  and  her  eldefl 
fon  inftrufted  in  moft  fcienccs,  were  thought 
too  dangerous  perfonsto  live,  and  fo  were  taken 
oflFupon  a  falfe  accufation :  Tbeodoric  after  their 
lois  was  lent  into  baniftiment  without  a  fervant, 
or  even  neceflaries  for  life,  and  perifhed  in  this 
miferable  condition  :  a  juft  return  for  the  fuf- 
ferings  he  had  inflided  on  S.  Armogajies.  His 
children  were  baniflied,  &c.  But  Huneric^s 
burning  in  the  middle  of  Carthage  Jocundus 
the  chief  of  the  AJricanArians^  IHlolthe  pa- 
triarch, and  feveral  Arian  priefls  and  deacons, 
gave  the  mofl  dreadful  idea  of  his  lavage  difpo- 
fition,  and  made  the  Catholics  apprehend,  that 
he,  who  had  preyed  with  fuch  bloody  vengeance 
upon  his  own  priefts  and  kindred,  would  pcr- 
fcd:  hiscraelty  upon  them. 

5.  Befides 
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5.  Befides  this  natural  prognoftic  of  a  rifing 
ftgrm,  many  perfons  had  vifions  that  feemed 
clearly  to  intimate  it,  of  which  Victor  of  Vita 
recounts  five  and  omits  the  reft  not  to  be  tedi- 
ous, and  tho'  it  only  begun  with  vigour  in  482, 
yet  now  fome  preludes  of  it  appeared.*  For 
the  Arian  biftiops  perfuaded  Huneric  not  to  let 
Eugenius  preach,  and  oblige  him  to  hinder  any 
one's  coming  to  his  church  who  was  drefled  af- 
ter the  Vandal  faftiion,  which  was  the  drefs  of 
the  court  as  well  for  Catholics  as  others.  Eu^ 
genius  anfwering,  that  the  houfe  of  God  was 
open  for  all  the  world,  and  that  he  could  not  ex- 
pel thofe  who  offered  to  enter  there,  *  Huneric 
ordered  a  company  of  fellows  to  ftand  at  the 
church-doors  with  little  dented  flicks,  who, 
when  they  faw  any  one  in  a  Vandal  drcis  enter 
the  church,  twifted  thefe  flicks  in  their  locks, 
and  tore  off  their  hair  and  flcin  at  once  from 
their  heads,  which  made  fome  lofe  their  fight, 
and  others  their  lives.  Befides  this,  the  women 
were  led  about  the  town  with  their  flaid  heads, 
a  fliameful  and  glorious  fpedacle  to  men  and 
angels.  .  Huneric  perceiving  the  terror  of  this 
did  not  afi"ight  even  his  domeflics  from  their 
religion,  not  only  took  away  their  wages  and 
the  common  neceflitiesoflife,  but  charged  them 
over  and  above  with  the  mofl  painful  and  labo- 
rious toils.  Some  he  fent  fi-om  the  cafe  and 
pleafurcs  of  the  court  to  reap  the  harvefl  in  the 
burning  fun,  and  one  among  the  refl  with  a  wi* 
thereddry  arm  uncapable  of  work,  which  by  the 
prayers  of  his  fellow-fuflfering  j&ints  miraculouf- 
iy  was  reftored  to  flrength  and  vigour.    Other 
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fome  wete  baniflied  into  the  ifles  of  Sicily  ^sA  ^ 
Sardinia^  and  the  virgins  confecrated  to  God, 
were,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  modefty  and  hu^ 
manity,  vifited  by  Arian  matrons  and  mid- 
wives,  without  fiiffering  the  virgins  mothers  or 
any  catholic  woman  to  be  prefent:  then  hang- 
ing them  up  with  ponderous  weights  at  thek 
feet,  they  applied  red  hot  plates  of  iron  to  their 
backs,  bellies  aiKl  breafls,  and  amidft  the&  tor^ 
tures  denmnded  of  them  what  hiJhc^  or  [xiefts 
had  debauched  them.  Many  expired  under  the 
violence  of  thefe  tortures,  and  diey  who  efca- 
ped  with  life  became  crooked ;  but  not  one  could 
be  found  among  them  that  did  not  ccxiftantly 
avow  their  innocence,  which,  like  purefl:  gold 
from  the  furnace,  came  forth'  from  dbis  load  of 
calumny,  and  ihiaed  with  more  triumphant 
brightnefs^ 

6.  Huneric  was  refolved  to  remove  the  eccle- 
fiaftics  hecould  not  afperfe,  and  &nt  4,966  dE 
them  into  banifhment,  of  which  number  werd 
biihops  and  priefts,  who  through  age  had  Ic^ 
their  fight.  Felix^  who  had  been  44  years  Bp.  ^ 
of  Abbir^  tho*  ftruck  with  a  dead  paUy  that 
took  away  the  ufe  of  his  limbs  and  tongue,  to 
that  degree  thut  he  could  neither  ipeak  nor 
fcarce  feel,  was  not  exempted,  tho'  his  conditi- 
on was  repre&nted  to  the  king,  and  his  okl  age 
that  would  foon  make  him  quit  Carthage  and 
the  world.  But  the  barbarous  king  inAead  of 
Ning  moved  with  comj^fiion  told  them,  if 
your  bifhop  cannot  fet  his  horfe  let  him  be  tied 
to  wild  bulls,  ,aftd  they  (hall  carry  him  according^ 
ft)  my  orders^    In&ie,  they  threw  him  acro&  a 
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mute^  and ,  tkd  him  on  like  a  piece  of  wood. 
Sicca  and  Lares  were  the  two  towns  of  the  ge- 
neral rcndcvooz  for  thcfe  exiled  faints,  where 
Ae  Moors  were  to  come  and  cany  them  into 
the  defkrts ;  the  prifons  in  thefe  cities  were  to* 
lerabk  at  firft,  the  faithful  being  permitted 
to  have  accefi  to  them,  to  preach  and  celebrate 
the  divine  myfteries.  Some  of  thefe  prifoners 
were  young  bays  and  ledlors  of  the  church,  and 
to  many  of  them  their  feverai  mothers  came 
with  diffbrent  views,  fome  to  animate  their  chiU 
drens  courage,  and  others  to  perfiiade  them  by 
Arian  re-baptifm  to  free  themfelves  from  their 
pref^rt  foflferings  and  the  danger  of  approaching 
ones  :  but  io  ilrong  and  adult  was  the  faith  of 
thefe  iedtors,  that  not  one  of  them  yielded  to 
the  temptation.  ^ 

7.  From  this  prifon  the  confefTors  were  hur- 
ried to  another  unfupportable  one,  where  no-bo- 
dy was  permitted  to  vifit  them,  except  by  ftealth, 
and  then,  if  it  was  found  out,  the  guards  were 
punifhed  feverely.  The  prifoners  were  heaped 
one  upon  another  like  fo  many  grains  of  pureft 
wheat,  without  any  (pace  betwixt  them  to  cafe 
nature,  and  the  ftench  of  their  excrements  in  fo 
clofe  a  place  produced  an  infeftion  and  an  in- 
explicable horror.  S.  ViBor  of  Fit  a  ^  who  writer 
the  biftory  of  this  perfecution,  iays,  that  he 
and  fome  other  church-men  having  by  force  of 
mony  gained  entrance  from  the  Moors^  who  re- 
lieved the  guard  whilft  the  Vandals  flept,  were^ 
Up  to  the  knees  in  this  filth  to  come  at  them^ 
ind  beholding  their  imprifoned  brothers  condi- 
tion, lamented  vvith  ^^xo^hiu  Jeremiah^  that 
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they  who  had  fed  delicately  perijhed  in  the  ways^ 
and  they  who  were  brought  up  in  fear  let  em^ 
braced  diinghih.  Infine,  at  long-run  the  iWi^^jr^ 
with  great  (houts  told  the  prifoners  they  were  to 
march,  and  brought  them  out  one  Sunday  in 
this  pickle,  ftill  praifing  the  Lord  for  their  fii£. 
ferings.  Cyprian  Bp.  of  Uniziber  met  them 
in  the  way,  and  gave  them  what  he  had,  de- 
claring he  had  rather  be  their  companion  than 
comforter  in  their  fufferings ;  he  was  not  long 
without  his  wifh,  for  Huneric  clapped  him  up 
in  a  clofe  prifon  from  whence  he  was  only  re- 
leafed  by  banifliment.  The  people  thronged  on 
all  fides  to  behold  thefe  holy  confeffors  ;  the 
roads  were  too  narrow  for  the  prodigious  crowd, 
and  the  faithful  climbed  up  the  fides  of  the 
mountains  with  wax-lights  and  their  children  in 
their  hands  to  afk  their  blefling,  and  in  the  moft 
pathetic  terms  defcribe  the  afBiding  fenfe  of 
their  lofs.  Their  guards  hurried  them  away, 
and  if  the  weak  and  fickly  could  not  keep  their 
pace  they  threw  ftones  at  them  and  pricked  them 
on  with  their  darts,  or  tied  them  with  cords, 
and  fb dragged  them  on  like  deadheads  throfigh 
craggy  places,  that  tore  off  their  clothes,  man- 
gled their  members,  ripped  open  the  fides  of 
Ibme,  and  fi-adured  the  fcuUs  of  others ;  a  num- 
ber of  them  died,  as  appears  by  the  tomb-ftones 
eredted  in  the  high-way.  They  who  overcame 
the  fatigues  of  the  journey  arrived  at  a  dread* 
ful  defart,  where  they  were  allowed  nothing 
but  barley  for  thf ir  foodj  and  that  in  fcanty 
portions,  which  they  flopped  for  fome  days  : 
afterwards  they  gave  (hem  a  worfe  fort  of  un- 
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grounded  com,  and  then  fubftradled  that  too  ; 
but  God  who  rained  manna  for  the  Ifraelites 
provided  nourifliment  for  his  fervants  in  the  de- 
lart,  which  was  a  horrid  wafte  of  parched  earth, 
burning  lands  and  rocks,  barren  of  every  thing, 
but  ferpents  and  broods  of  poifon  that  tainted 
the  air,  murdered  with  their  very  breath,  and 
with  their  ftings  did  fuch  fecure  execution,  that 
no  man  was  known  there  to  have  felt  them  and 
not  died :  but  amidftall  thefe  dangers  God  pre- 
ferved  his  fervants,  infomuch  that  not  one  of 
them  perifhed  by  the  ferpents. 

8.  S.Severin  having  overcome  the  ancient 
ferpent  was  now  called  to  receive  the  rewards 
of  his  viftory.  From  Comagena  where  wc  kit 
him  in  454,  the  inhabitants  of  Faviana^  a 
town  on  the  Danube y  20  leagues  above  Vienna y 
and  8  from  Hollenburgb^  defired  him  to  come 
among  them,  whom  he  relieved  in  time  of  fa- 
mine by  miraculoufly  curing  a  rich  widow's  a- 
varice,  called  Procula^  and  caufing  a  thaw  up- 
on the  rivers  Inus  and  the  Danube^  for  the  im- 
portation of  corn.  He  came  to  a  village  where 
feveral  perfons,  who  outwardly  profefled  the 
Chrijltan  religion,  privately  praftifed  the  abo- 
minations of  the  Pagans ;  to  difcem  them  from 
the  reft,  he  ordered  every  body  to  bring  an  un- 
lighted  torch  with  him  and  hang  it  upon  the 
walls  of  the  church,  then  he  knelt  down  and 
prayed  a  long  time,  at  the  end  of  which  all  the 
true  Chriftian^s  torches  lighted  of  themfelyes,  and 
the  others  remained  unlighted :  but  the  grace  of 
God  expelled  the  darknefe  of  unbelief  from  their 
Jiearts,  and  made  them  beholdtheir  fins  with  hor. 
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ror.  He  ^xt&xs^Flacciteui^siArian  kiirg6f  liip 
Jtugians  from  many  dangers^  and  afiured  hioi 
of  a  peaceful  death :  his  fucxxflbr  Fava  alio  felt 
the  benefit  of  his  protedion,  and  on  his  account 
(topped  his  per&cution  of  the  Catholics^  but  the 
&int  obierving  t^iat  he  was  over-ruled  by  his 
wife  Gifa  to  mifchicf  and  cruelty,  he  doiputi- 
ced  the  ill  fate  that  attended  his  family  after  the 
faint's  death  in  487.  To  Odoacer  he  foretold 
his  fucce&  in  Italy  ^  and  the  precifb  ipace  of 
years  he  was  to  reign :  which  made  Odoacer 
refpea  him  as  his  father,  and  grant  him  what^ 
ever  he  afked.  He  cured  by  his  prayers  all 
forts  of  diflempers,  and  by  his  example  healed 
the  wounds  of  the  mind  ;  he  foretold  his  own 
death  two  years  before  it  arrived^  and  left  behind 
a   number  of  faints  for  difciples. 

9.  In  the  Eajl  died  Sahfacial  Bp.  oijOex^ 
andria^  and  Stephen  the  youf^er  ^^.oiAntU 
^h,  Calendion  lucceeded  Stephen^  being  ele^- 
ed  by  the  eafiern  bifhops  in  a  council  \  who 
immediately  fent  his  fynodical  letters  to  IRjome^ 
and  was  by  the  pope  confirmed  in  his  &e,  with 
orders  to  Acacius  to  treat  him  as  lawful  Bp«  of 
Antioch.  Calendion  obtained  the  emperor's  per^^ 
miflion  to  tranflate  thither  the  reUcks  of  S.  £1^^ 
Jlathius^  deceafedinbanifhmept,.  This  tranfla-* 
tion  was  performed  with  the  utmofi  folemnity^ 
the  people  oi  Antioch  coming  out  18  milesfromi 
the  city  to  meet  his  body^  and  at  .its  entry  th€t 
remainder  of  the  £i^tf/^/Vi»ii  who  fluck  out 
gfter  the  union  70  vears  pafl,  now  joined  in 
(^pmimunion  with  ^e  catholig  bifliop  and  hk 
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dock.    SaJqfacial  was  regretted  by  both  Cathq-^ 
lies  and  Eutycbians ;  the  Catholics  for  lofing  an 
orthodox  bimop,  and  the  Eutycbians  for  lofing 
a  mild  one,  (perhaps  too  remifs  towards  therti) 
by  whom  he  was  fo  beloved,  that  they  cried  out, 
tho*  we  do  not  communicate  with  you,  yet  we 
cannot  forbear  loving  yflu.    In  Salofaciah  place 
yohnTalaja  was chofen  canonically  to  the  great 
content  of  the  Catholics:  of  this  ordination  he 
fent  an  account  by  fynodi^l  letters  to  the  pope 
and  Calendion  oiAntioch.     He  writ  likewife  to 
Acacius  of  C.  P.  in  a  letter  inclofed  in  one  to 
IlluSy  to  whom  he  fent  a  courier  with  orders  to 
follow  lllui%  direftions  in  every  thing.     But  //- 
lus  being  unfortunately  then  at  Antiochy  Tala^ 
ja\  letter  was  not  delivered  to  Acacius  %  who 
taking  himfelf  to  be  affronted  by  this  ncgledt,  re- 
iblved  to  ruin  him,  tho' be  hazarded  his  fame, 
ibul,  conicience,  and  the  peace  and  religion  of 
the  church  befidcs :  for  this  he  perfiiaded  Zeno^ 
whom  he  could  perfuade  to  any  thing  but  vir- 
tue, that  it  would  be  dangerous  for  the  church 
Q&.  Alexandria  to  have  T^alaja  for  bifhop,  becaufe 
he  was  an  Eutychian  in  his  heart,  had  made  his 
predcceffor  place  Diofcorush  name  in  the  difh- 
ticsy  and  contrary  to  his  word  and  oath  caballed 
and  made  parties  to  get  this  bifhoprick :  the 
emperor  having  yielded  to  this,  Acacius  caft  a- 
bout  to  find  one  in  Thlaja's  place,  and  'imagin- 
ing thare  would  be  dilfficulties  and  delays  in  e- 
le^ing  a  new  pattiarch,  he  told  the  emperor; 
that  Peter  MonguSy  who  had  been  ordained  Bp.' 
before^  w?is  the  fitteft  perfon;  for  having  -novf 
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abandoned  his  former  errors,  no  one  was  fo  pro- 
per as  he  to  unite  the  Alexandrians  together  ; 
and  with  this  produced  Mongus'svQXxz&.dXiQn  or 
profeffion  of  faith.  The  emperor  approved  of 
Acacius^  advice,  and  immediately  writ  to  the 
pope,  that  Talaja  was  unworthy  of  the  bifhop- 
rick  ferpeijury,  and  that  for  the  union  of  the 
church  no  pcribn  was  (o  proper  as  Mongus. 

10.  Not  long  before  the  pope  had  Talaja's 
letters,  which  reprcfented  things  fo  well,  that 
he  was  juft  upon  the  point  of  confirming  his 
ordination ;  when  all  on  a  fuddain  he  was  flop- 
ped by  letters  from  the  emperor,  to  whom  he 
gave  this  anfwer,  that  he  had  upon  his  letter  fuf- 
pended  the  confirmation  of  Talaja^  but  as  for 
Mongus^  it  would  be  madnefsto  put  him  in  hiis 
place  ;  a  perfon  who  had  been  the  ring-leader  of 
the  heretics,  upon  a  bare  promife,  perhaps  with- 
out any  fincerity  at  the  bottom,  of  profefling  the 
true  faith  ;  which  if  ever  fo  fincere,  fhould  on- 
ly ferve  to  admit  him  to  the  communion  of  the 
church,  but  not  to  its  dignities :  and  that  Mon^ 
gus  ought  to  be  fo  much  the  more  iufpeifled,  be- 
caufe  he  had  the  recommendations  of  thofe  who 
feparated  themfelves  with  him  from  the  church. 
The  pope  writ  another  to  Acacius  with  the  lame 
contents,  dated  3^«/)?  the  15th.     The  emperor, 
who  was  not  a  man  to  give  up .  his  point  for 
motives  of  confcience  or  reafon,  was  refolved 
now  to  place  Mongus  on  the  fee  oi Alexandria : 
but  firft  by  Acacius'^  advice  put  out  his  benoti- 
cony  i.  e.  edi£I  of  union,  wherein  he  declares, 
that  no  one  ought  to  hold  any  other  fymbol  or 
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decifion  of  faith  befides  that  oiNice^  confirm- 
ed by  the  council  of  C.  P.  and  Ephefus^  with 
them  anathematife  Neftorius  and  Eutyches^  and 
approve  of  S.  Cyrils  12  anathematiims  :  then 
laying  down  fome  articles  touching  the  incarna- 
tion, which  both  Catholics  and  modern  Euty^- 
cbians  hold,  much  in  the  fame  terms  with  Ba^ 
filifcm\  edia,  he  goes  on  faying :  but  we  ana- 
thematife whoever  does  believe  or  has  believed 
otherwife,  whether  in  the  council  of  Chalcedon 
or  elfewhere,  principally  Neftorius^  Eutyches 
and  his  followers.  This  benoticon  being  finifh- 
ed,  Zeno  gave  orders  to  expel  Talaja  and  put 
Mongus  in  His  place,  upon  condition  the  ^id 
Mongus  flhould  t^ceive  this  benoticon^  vn-ite  fy- 
nodical  letters  to  the  pope,  to  Acacius^  and  o- 
ther  patriarchs,  and  admit  to  communion  thofe 
of  Proterius  and  Balofaciat^  party.  Mongush 
friends,  who  were  at  C.  P.  promifing  all  this 
in  his  name  and  accepting  the  benoticon^  tho' 
till  that  time  they  were  known  for  rank  Euty^ 
cbians,  were  admitted  by  Acacius  to  commu- 
nion, and  Mongus  %  name  into  the  diptics.  Af- 
ter this  the  emperor  fent  his  lieutenant  to  Alex-^ 
andria  to  ipat  Mongus  in  poffeffion,whichhedid 
at  his  zxtvf?\yTalaja  having  fled  oflT.  Mongus  pre- 
fcntly  received  &alofaciaV%  party  to  communion, 
read  the  benoticon  in  the  church,  accepted  it 
publicly,  Gfr.  writ  fynodical  letters  to  Acacius 
and  other  patriarchs,  and  one  to  the  pope, 
wherein  he  teftifieshisapprobation  of  the  coun- 
cil of  Chalcedon^ 
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1 1 .  Meantime  T^alaja  repairs  to  Illm  at  An-- 
tiocbl  who  advifes  him  toaddreis  himfelf  to  Gz- 
kndion^  and  Calendion  perfuades  him  to  appeal 
to  the  pope.     Befides  this  Calendion  writ  in  his 
favour  to  the  emperor  and  Acacius^    defcribing 
Mongus  as  an  adulteter,  who  had  feiied  upon  an- 
other's fpoufe,  and  had  dared  at  Alexandria  to 
anathematife  the  council  of  Chakedon.     The 
pope  received  Talaja's  appeal,  and  writ  in  his 
behalf,  notwithftanding  his  ficknefi.     Acacius 
anfwercd,  that  he  did  not  own  T^alaja^  but  only 
Mongus  for  the  patriarch  oi  Alexandria^  with 
whom  he  joined  in  communion  upon  his  re- 
ceiving the  benoticon^  to  contribute  to  the  peace 
of  the  church  and  the  emperor's  orders.     The 
pope  little  latisfied  with  this  anfwcr,  writ  back 
^gain  in  a  letter  now  loft,  that  Acacius  ought 
iK)t  to  receive  to  communion  of  his  own  autho- 
rity a  heretic  condemned  by  both  of  them,  elpe- 
cially  upon  fuch  flight  grounds  as  receiving  the 
henoticon :  but  that  he  ought  to  receive  the  coun- 
cil of  Cbalcedon  and  S.  Leo's  letter.

I E  F  O  R  E  Acacius  could  find  a  plaufi- 
>  ble  anfwer  Simplicius  departed  this  life, 
Befides  this  letter  already  mentioned,  he  writ 
one  to  conflitute  Zem  Bp,  of  Sevil  his  vicar  in 
Spain^  for  the  confervation  of  eccleiiailical  ca- 
nons there.  Another  to  John  Bp.  of  Ravenna^ 
dated  the  31ft  oiMay  482,  reprehending  him 
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feverely  for  ordaining  one  Gr^^^ry  Bp.  forcibly 
^gainft  his  will:  and  to  make  this  Gr^^ory  a- 
mends,  he  ordered  he  (hould  govern  the  church 
oi  Modena  without  having  any  thing  to  do  with 
the  biflioprick  of  Ravenna^  but  (hould  receive 
from  him  for  his  maintenance  a  fpot  of  ground 
of  a  competent  value,  which  fliould  return  to 
the  church  of  Ravenna  after  Gregory's  death  : 
and  that  if  the  faid  John  attempted  for  the  fu- 
ture to  ordain  people  againft  their  will,  he 
Ihould  be  deprived  of  the  power  of  ordaining^ 
He  had  taken  it  quite  away  in  475  from  one 
Gaudentius  Bp.  of  Ofena  in  Abruzzo  for  his 
unlawful  ordinations  and  given  it  to  one  Seve^ 
rus.  Of  the  church  revenues  he  allotted  to  G^«- 
dentius  the  fourth  part,  to  the  church  for  repa- 
rations and  hofpitality  two  other  parts  to  be  ad- 
miniflred  by  Onager  a  priefl,  and  the  remain- 
ing fourth  part  to  the  clergy  according  to  their 
merits.  This  pope  conftitut^d  weekly  peniten- 
tiaries for  four  parts  of  the  city  of  Rome^  the 
reft  being  probably  in  pofleflion  of  the  Arians; 
dedicated  many  churches  and  enriched  them 
with  valuable  prefents. 

2.  Six  days  after  S.  Simpliciuss  death  Felix  a 
Roman  fucceeded,  and  received  at  Rome  Talaja 
with  his  petition  for  re-eftablifhment,  and  an  ac- 
cufation  againft  Acacius^  who  now  protected 
that  Mongus^  whom  he  had  formerly  fb  well 
defcribed  in  the  blackeft  colours.  He  demanded 
of  his  council  what  expedient  they  judged  the 
moft  efFeftual,  and  the  refult  of  it  was  to  fend 
Mijenus  Bp.  ofCuma  in  Campania y  Fi talis  Bp. 
of  Fronto  in  Picenumy  and  Felix  a  defender  of

the  church  with  this  infira£tion :  xhslMcr^us 
ihould  be  t^K^Viodi  Alexandria^  i!bsx  Acacias 
ihould  anfwer  Talaja\  accu&tioo^  and  deaouncc 
anathema  to  Mongu$.  With  this  inftrudion  he 
lent  letters  to  the  emperor  and  Acacius :  and  a 
citation  to  the  laft  beiidea.  He  tells  the  empe*- 
ror,  that,  after  having  difcharged  his  duty  in 
paying  his  rcfye6h  upon  his  advancement  to  his 
&e^  he  did  what  he  thought  for  the  £ifety 
of  the  empire^  in  lending  his  legates  and  repre- 
ientatives  to  lay  open  to  him  the  wounds  of  the 
churchy  which  he  had  power  to  heal  and  clofe 
up  :  then  complaining  that  he  had  not  anfwer^ 
ed  his  predeceilor's  letters,  but  feemed  to  be  for 
fcparating  the  fee  of  S.  Mark  irom  the  commu- 
nion of  his  mafter^  and  thus  rending  the  feam<* 
lefs  coat  of  Cbrifiy  which  his  crucifiers  them- 
felves  left  intine^  ^^  proceeds :  confider  what  has 
caft  down  your  enemies,  and  what  has  replaced 
you  again  upon  the  throne. ....  They  fell  in  at- 
tacking the  oouncil  ofCbakedm  and  the  vnritings 
of  the  blefledpope  Leo  :  and  you  have  recovered 
your  power  in  rejedting  their  errors.  Permit  me^ 
O  prince,  to  open  my  heart  with  freedom  to  you, 
fince  filence  would  ill  become  me  now.  You 
are  the  only  perfon  that  bears  the  name  of  em- 
peror :  do  not  then  labour  to  deftroy  yourfelf  in 
ipite  of  all  my  care  and  defire  of  your  welfare, 
nor  weaken  the  confidence,  we  have  of  offering 
up  our  prayers  to  God  for  you :  but  fcek  the" 
means  not  to  provoke  heaven,  but  appeafe  it  I 
beg  and  conjure  you  to  take  this  into  ferious  con^ 
lideration,  for  I  tremble  with  fear,  and  am  in 
dreadful  apprehenfions,  left  with  the  change  of 
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caufes  (whicb  God  forbid)  the  event  of  things 
fhould  change :  behold  your  predeceifor^  of  au* 
guft  memory,  Mafcian  and  Leo^  and  follow 
their  faith,  whofe  legitimate  fucceffor  you  are.  «• 
Follow  that  which  you  have  pro^efled  yourjelf : 
make  the  archives  of  your  palace  be  fearched 
for  what  you  have  writ  to  my  predeceffor,whcii 
you  remounted  the  throne  ;  then  you  ipoke  of 
nothing  but  preserving  the  council  of  Cbalcedon 
and  recalling  Timothy  (Salofacial)  the  catholic 
bifliop.  And  if  you  in^edt  into  what  you 
writ  to  him,  to  congratukte  his'  return  to  A^ 
lexandria  as  a  true  biihop  of  his  flock ;  you 
'  will  find  that  you  looked  upon  him  that  was 

expelled  as  a  falfe  bi£bop^  &c How  can 

you  fuffa:  the  flock  of  J.  C  to  be  ravaged  by 
a  wolf  which  you  y^urielf  have  chafed  away 
» . .  .a  wolf  who  has  now  30  years  broke  out 
from  the  fold  of  the  catholic  church,  and  be- 
came the  follower  and  ring-leader  of  its  ene- 
mies, always  in  a  readineis  to  devour  and  fhed 
the  blood  of  the  children  of  the  church.  In 
that  to  Acacius^  the  pope  complains  of  his  af- 
fedicd  filence,  of  his  negligence  in  reprefcnting 
the  cafe  to  the.  emperor,  which  feems  to  look 
iiifpicious  confidering  his  great  credit  at  court; 
and  pities  him  as  one  changed  and  fallen,  from 
that  courage  with  which  he  fo  dangeroufly  re- 
fifted  Bqfilifcusy  to  the  bafeneis  of  a  mercenary 
pallor  who  flies  from  his  flock,  or  rather  to 
ibmeyet  viler  thing,  to  one  who  in  time  of  no 
danger  takes  a  pleafure  to  throw  his  flock  into 
the  jaws  of  devouring,  wolves.  That  it  is  not 
for  fear  of  the  church  that  he  iays  this,  which 
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is  too  well  foanded  upon  oor  SaTiour^spromifey 
to  dread  the  rifing  winds  and  tempefls;  bat  to 
warn  thofe  who  quit  the  helm  in  a  ftorm,  or 
ftrive  to  fink  the  unperifliable  veflel  of  the  church, 
that  they  are  in  danger  of  finking  to  the  bottom 
themielves ;  and  that  as  he  would  not  think  that 
to  be  Acaciush  defign,  fo  he  hoped  that  for  the 
fnture  he  would  avoidaB  occafions  of  favoring  the 
£i^cioni  of  it.  He  fentbefides  a  copy  of  51/- 
laji^%  accuiation  againft  him,  and  cited  him  to 
Rome  to  anfwer  it.  Before  thefe  legates  arrived 
at  C.  P.  Qyril  abbot  of  the  Acemites  writ  to  the 
pope  to  blame  his  flownefs :  and  the  pope  had 
fiich  ah  elkem  for  Cyril^  that  he  ordered  Mr- 
fenus  to  do  nothing  without  coniulting  him. 

3.  Meantime  Afe'/sr^^i  found  himielf  perplex- 
ed betwixt  the  Catholics  and  the  Eutychians ; 
the  firft  defiring  a  bifhop  entirely  orthodox,  and 
the  laft  falling  from  him  daily,  becaufe  he  did 
not  exprefly  condemn  the  council  of  Chalcedon: 
To  iatisfy  therefore  his  own  party,  at  leaft,  he 
pronounced  anathema  to  the  council  of  Ghake^ 
don  and  S.  Leo*s  letter,  took  S.  Proterius  and 
SalofaciaPs  nzmes  out  of  the  dyptics,  fubftitu- 
ted  Diofcorus  and  Elurus^s  in  their  place,  and 
caiifed  the  body  of  Sabfacial  to  be  dug  up  and 
removed  into  the  country.  Upon  this  &veral 
Catholics  quitted  MonguSy  fome  went  to  Rome 
with  their  complaints,  and  others  to  C.  P.  A^ 
cacius  v^s  at  a  loft  at  this  news,  which*  ieemed 
to  break  all  his  meafures,  and  fent  ibmeperfbns 
to  Alexandria  to  be  informed  of  the  trath,  but 
they  came  back  again  with  no  account,  but  on- 
ly an  z,&,  that  Mongus  drew  up,  and  got  fub^ 
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Icribed  by  many  that  they  never  heard  him  £iy 
what  he  was  accuied  of.  With  this  adt  he  fcnt 
a  letter  to  Acacius^  which  contains  (i.)  Acd-- 
^iuirs  praifes  ;  (2.)  that  he  received  the  council 
of  Chalcedon  ;  (3.)  that  his  accufers  had  no 
xeafon  to  blame  him  for  tranflating  the  relicks 
x)f  the  moft  holy  and  bleflcd  i2Xhsx  Timothy 
archbifhops  (4,)  that  he  never  condemned  the 
council  of  Chalcedony  but  ufed  fome  expreffi- 
ons  to  hinder  a  company  of  turbulent  monks 
from  quitting  the  church,  to  which  his  enemies 
had  given  an  ill  turn.  In  this  manner  he  wrote 
to  Acacius^  and  at  the  {ame  time  among  his 
party  condemned  the  councH  of  Chalcedon ;  by 
which  double  dealing  he  kept  his  bifhoprick,  bu( 
far  firom  uniting  his  flock,  he  made  them  fplit 
into  more  divifions  than  before  :  for  the  zealou? 
Catholics  and  zealous £///y^i&/^;/i  abandoned  him^ 
thefe  laft  forming  a  fe^  called  Accpbaliy  i.  e. 
without  a  head. 

4.  At  Carthage  on  Afcenjion-day  Huneric 
fent  the  following  edi<9:  to  Eugenius  and  other 
catholic  bifhops  to  be  read  in  their  chnrches. 
Huneric  king  of  the  Vandals  and  Alans^  to  all 
the  hom/Qou^n  bifliops.  Whereas  it  is  manifeft, 
that  your  priefts  have  not  only  once,  but  often 
been  prohibited  to  hold  afTcniblies  in  the  Van^ 
dais  partitions  left  they  feduce  Chrijlian  fouls, 
and  yet  have  in  contempt  of  this  prohibition  ce- 
lebrated maffes,  aiftrting  that  they  hold  the  rule 
of  faith  entire.  We  being  unwilling  to  fufFer 
this  fcandal  in  the  provinces  committed  to  oup 
care  by  God,  have  by  the  confent  of  our  holy 
bifljpps  ordered,  that  without  any  pretext  of  fear, 
Hh  3  that 
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that  yoiv  meet  at  Carthage  the  firft  of  next  Fir 
bruarvy  to  difputc  with  our  biihops,  and  de- 
fend n^om  fixipture  the  bomooufion  faith  you  pro*- 
fefi.    Given  the  20th  of  May^  &c.    All  the 
bifhops  regarded  this  edidt  &$  the  iignal  of  a 
pcrfecution,  and  concluded  to  put  a  requcft  to 
Hunerk  to  have  the  ultramarine  biihops  thetc^ 
iince  it  was  the  common  cauie  of  all  the  Catbo* 
lies.   To  this  jFfowr/V  anfwcred :  iiibgedaUthc 
earth  to  my  power  and  I  will  do  what  you  dc» 
fire.     Eugenius  anfwered,  that  the  king's  de- 
mand was  an  impoflibility,  whereas  it  was  aii 
eafy  matter  for  him  to  inforfl\  himfelf  by  the 
other  Cbri/iian  prmces  his  friends  and  allies, 
of  what  the  Catholics  held,  and  to  obtain  leave 
for  a  competency  of  their  bifliops  to  come 
to  CartbagCy  and  fhew  their  common  faith 
theiame  with  that  of  the  Roman  chyxxohy  which 
is  the  head  of  all  churches.     Eugenius  made 
this  addrefs,  not  that  there  were  wanting  bi» 
ihops  in  Africa  able  to  refute  their  adveria- 
ries  objeftions,  but  becaufe'  he  knew  the  ultra- 
marine biihops,  not  being  Huneric\  fubjefls, 
could  ipeak  with  more  liberty,  and  make  the 
catholic  world  acquainted^  with  their  grievous 
oppreffion.     Huneric  had  no  regard  to  thcfe 
remonilrances,    but  fought  every  occaiion  to 
prlecute  the  learnedft  catholic  biihops,  made 
the  6p.  Donatian  be  baflinadoed  with  a  han-^ 
dred  flrokes,  and  then  baniHied  him  and  Pre^ 
fidius  oiBufetula^  cauied  ththiOciO^Man^etus^ 
Germanusy  FufculuSy  and  many  others  to  be 
baflinadoed  ievcrely  :  and  forbid  Yii^Arian  fub.- 
jc<as  to  eat  with  the  C;^/M«r, 
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(^Christ  484.    (y  Zeno  m.    O/'Ojdo- 
ACEH  9*    Cif  Fblix  IIL  2« 

I.  /^  O  D  was  pleaied  to  fortify  them  in  this 
VJI  perfeciitionbyamanifeftmirack.There 
was  one  Felix  a  blind  citizen  of  Carthage  known 
by  the  whole  town,  who  upon  repeated  admo- 
nitions from  heaven  that  hefhould  repair  to  Eu^ 
,  genius  when  he  was  coniecrating  the  baptifmal 
fonts  on  the  feaft  of  the  Epiphany y  and  at  his 
touch  recover  his  fight,  made  himfeif  be  led  by 
his  iervant  to  church.     He  with  fome  difficulty 
got  audience  of  *the  biihop,  who  was  then  very 
bufy,  and  recounted  what  had  happened.    The 
biihop  readied,  that  it  was  better  for  him  to  re- 
tire, fOT  he  was  a  finner,  and  one  of  the  worft 
of  finners,  fw  which  reafon  he  was  referved  to 
theie  wretched  times.  But  Felix  periifting  ftill  in 
hisdemand, which  be  afked  in  th^  name  of  God 
who  commanded  it,  the  iaint  hleffed  the  font9, 
p^ed  up  his  prayers,  made  the  fign  of  the^  crois 
upon  his  eyes,  and  in  that  very  inftant  rcftored 
him  to  his  fight  This  miracle  was  a  great  con** 
iblation  to  the  faithful,  who  in  the  tranfports  of 
their  joy  divulged  it  evoy  wheire ;  which  made 
Huneric  take  a  ftrift  cognizance  of  the  fadt,  but 
neither  he  nor  his  Arian  bifhops  being  able  to 
dude  the  truth  of  it,  they  cried  that  Eugemu$ 
bad  performed  this  cure  by  roa^c.    A  wonder^ 
fui  blindneis  of  th6  heart !  which  ieems  to  be 
repreibited  by  the  cclipfe  of  the  14th  of  the  /amc 
month,  who&darkne&was  fuch  that  it  obfpured 
two  thirds  of  the  body  of  the  fun. 
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2.  Thcfirft  of  February  the  day  appointed 
for  the  conference  the  catholic  bifhops  appeared 
at  Carthage y  but  it  was  put  oflF  for  fome  days, 
and  before  that,  S.  Lcetu&  Bp*  of  Nepti^  being 
reckoned  one  of  the  ableft  di^utants,  was  burn- 
ed by  the  king's  orders,  with  adefign,  as  may 
be  fuppoied,  of  terrifying  the  reft.  At  length 
the  conference  opening)  the  Catholics  feledled 
ten  bifhops  to  enter  the  lifts,  who  were  made  to 
ftand,  whilft  Cyrila^  who  fucceeded  Jocundus 
burnt  in  480,  environed  with  his  guards  was 
ieated  upon  a  throne  of  uncommon  magnificence. 
At  this  fight  the  Catholics  demanded  who  was 
to  judge  both  fides  ?  Huneric's  fecretary  cried : 

the  patriarch  Cyrila^   ^  the  Catholics  in- 

termpting  him,  afked  who  gave  him  permifii- 
on  to  take  that  title  ?  Then  the  Arians  be- 
gan to  abufe  the  Catholics^  giving  every  one  of 
their  laity  prefenta  hundred  ftrokes  of  a  cudgel. 
At  which  S.  Eugenius  exclaimed :  you  fee  my 
God  in  what  manner  they  opprefe  us,  be  you 
the  judge  of  the  violences,  of  our  perfecutors  : 
then  turning  to  Cyrila^  defired  he  would  pro- 
pofe  what  queftions  he  pleafed,  to  begin  the  con- 
ferencci  But  Cyrila  confcious  of  his  own  weak- 
neisin  {o  bad  a  caufe,  told  them  he  could  not 
ipcak  latin  ;  tho*  the  contrary  was  well  known, 
and  with  this  and  other  chicanes  broke  up  the 
conference,  giving  out  that  the  Catholics  had  by 
their  noife  and  clamor  hindered  the  diipute.  The 
C^^^//V^guefied  at  this  artifice  befbre-hand,  and 
therefore  were  ready  with  a  profeffion  of  faith 
that  anfwered  the  main  objcftions  againft  the 
Trinity,  proved  the  reafonablenefs  of  the  word 
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hom(H>ufion^  and  the  divinity  of  Chriji  and  the 
H.  Ghoft- 

3.  Againft  thcfe   rcafons  Huneric  brought 
down  foldiers,   executioners  and  penal  kws ; 
publifhing  an  edidt  to  burn  all  books  that  de- 
fended the  homooufion  Trinity,  to  fhut  up  all  the 
catholic  churches  in  Africa^  to  confifcate  their 
and  the  biftiops  revenues,  forbidding  them  un- 
der grievous  penalties  to  hold  aflemblies,  ordain, 
or  even  baptife.   By  the  feme  edi(ft  the  lay- men 
were  to  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  making 
wills  or  receiving  any  thing  by  them,  and  fub- 
jefted  to  other  arbitrary  puniihments;  allowing 
however  tothefirft  of  next  June  for  fuch  as 
would  before  that  fpace  of  time  comd  in  anct 
embrace  Arianifm  to  exempt  themfelves  from 
confifcation  of  goods.     This  ediift  was  executed 
:a\\  ovtv  jifrica  the  very  day  it  was  publiflied, 
Huneric  having  for  that  purpofe  privately  dit 
patched  his  officers  to  different  parts  of  his  do- 
minions: fo  that  the  churches  were  {hut  up 
and  their  doors  iqpimured  all  in  one  day,  and 
.  the  biflhops  goods  tort fifcated  whilft  they  were 
ftill  at  Carthage.    There  he  lent  to  the  biflbops 
lodgings  to  take  away  every  thing  from  them, 
leaving  them  neither  fervant,  horfe^  nor  any 
clothes  but  what  they  had  on,  and  then  expelled 
them  the  town  with  a  proclamation  that  none, 
on  pain  of  being  burned  with  his  family,  fliould 
prefume  to  give  them  fuftenancc  or  harbour. 
Thus-  driven  out  of  town  they  ftaid  about  the 
walls  in  the  open  air,  when  Huneric  rid  out  by 
chance  that  way.     The  holybifhops  in  this  mi- 
fcrable  condition  approached   him,    and  the 
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mournful  fight  alone  would  have  touched  any 
heart  that  was  not  poffefled  by  the  fury  of  he- 
refy  :  but  this  Barbarian  as  loon  as  he  began  to 
hear  their  complaints,  ordered  his  guards  to  fpur 
on  their  hories  among  them,  by  which  ibme 
were  rid  over  and  others  miiaably  bruiied. 

4.  Then  they  were  ordered  to  go  to  the  tem- 
ple oi Memory^  where  they  ^Ycre  prefented  with 
a  paper  fold^  up,  and  told^  that  if  they  would 
fwear  to  the  contents  of  it,  that  the  king  would 
reftore  them  to  their  churches.  They  anfwercd 
they  held  the  catholic  faith;  and  being  urged  a*- 
gain  to  fwear  to  that  paper,  Hortulanus  and 
Vakntinian  two  bifliops  took  up  the  word,  and 
afked  if  they  were  brute  beafts  to  fwear  to  a  pa- 
per at  a  venture  without  knowing  the  contents 
of  it:  the  ^r/tf/K^  replied:  fwear  that  you  deiirq 
that  after  the  king  our  mailer's  death  his  ion 
Hilderic  may  fuccced  to  the  crown,  and  that 
none  of  you  will  write  beyond  lea.  Some  of 
the  bifhops  were  for  taking  and  others  for  re- 
jecting this  oath,  alledging  that  the  golpcl  for- 
bid fwearing :  the  officers  divided  the  jurors  and 
non-jurors  into  twobands  firft,  and  then  clap-* 
ped  both  one  and  the  other  into  priibn,  telling 
the  firft,  that  fince  they  were  ready  to  fwear 
contrary  to  the  precept  of  the  gofpel,  the  king 
thought  fit  to  banifh  them  their  churches^  but 
give  them  out  fome  lands  to  cultivate,  with 
an  obligation  of  not  preaching,  reading  or  pray- 
ing together,  nor  of  chanting,  chriftening,  or^ 
daini^g  or  reconciling  people  :  and  the  non-ju- 
rors, that*fince  they  did  not  defire  the  prince's 
fucceiiioh,  that  the  king  banifhed  them  to  Cor- 
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fica  to  fell  timber  for  his  fliips.  Thegreateft 
part  of  thebifhops  were  banished  out  oi  Africa^ 
and  thofe  that  remained  were  generally  fent  to 
places  near  their  bifhopricks,  or  the  towns  of 
which  they  were  natives,  that  the  fight  of  what 
they  had  loft,  the  felicitation  of  their  friends 
and  relations  might  by  degrees  make  them  fore- 
go the  parity  of  the  faith  ;  to  which  Huneric 
thought  to  prepare  them  firft  by  the  terror  of 
torments,  which  he  inili<fted  upon  lay-pcrfons 
before  they  were  fent  to  the  place  of  their  exile. 

5.  His  murdCTing  executioners  were  difperfed 
diroughouf  all  Afrtca^  to  torment  the  faithful 
without  regard  to  age  or  fex.  Some  were  ba- 
fiinadoed  to  death,  others  hanged  and  burned, 
and  the  women  of  quality  particularly,  ftrippcd 
naked  and  ladied  with  whips!  Among  thefe 
was  one  Dionyjia^  a  lady  that  excelled  the  reft 
in  beauty,  and  had  a  courage  above  her  fex,  who 
tofcl  her  ^cecutioners  that  ftie  dcfired  no  mercy 
as  to  pain,  but  only  begged  they  would  allow 
fomething  to  modefty  and  not  cxpofe  her  na- 
kcdnefe ;  but  thefc  inhuman  butchers^  deaf  to 
the  &ntiment$  of compaflion  and  modefty,  made 
hsx  be  lifted  up  higher  to  cover  her  with  more 
confufion.  But  Dionyjia  colle<fted  within  her- 
fclf  triumphed  over  all  their  malice,  and  whilft 
the  warm  blood  ftreamed  from  her  iSdes,  (he 
pathetically  defcribed  the  glory  of  martyrs,  and 
animated  the  faithftil,  not  to  fly  from,  but  ear- 
neftly  embrace  their  ftiflferings.  And  her  dif- 
courfe,  which  was  founded  on  paflages  of  the 
holy  faipture,  very  properly  adapted  to  the  pre- 
fcnt  occafion,  was  not  caft  upon  barren  ground, 
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for  the  whole  country  prepared  their  ibuls  for 
martyrdom,  which  her  filler  Dativay  her  re- 
lation Emiliusy  LeontiUj  Tertius  znA  Boniface^ 
after  a  tedious  trial  of  various  torments  obtain* 
ed,  and  by  that  a  crown  of  eternal  glory.  D/- 
onyJui%  ion  Majoricus  gained  the  &me  prize  by 
his  mother's  exhortations :  the  poor  youth,  who 
had  been  ibftened  with  the  delicacies  of  this 
world,  ftood  trembling  and  (huddering  at  the 
gaftly  fight  of  the  torments  he  was  to  undergo, 
when  (he  with  a  piercing  eye  and  a  mother^s  au- 
thority reprimanded  him  for  his  degenerate  be- 
haviour, and  changed  the  timorous  youth  into 
a  confummate  hero ;  attentive  to  her  words  of 
bearing  the  nuptial  garment  he  had  obtained  by 
baptifin  in  the  name  of  the  Trinity  to  the  feafts 
of  eternal  bliis,  he  contemned  the  torments  de- 
figned  to  wrefl:  it  firom  him,  and  expiringbrave- 
ly  in  the  midft  of  them  appeared  a  choien  gueft 
in  the  fight  of  God  and  his  angels.  The  pious 
mother  poured  forth  her  thanks  without  inter- 
mifiion  before  the  throne  of  grace  for  this  fa- 
vour, embraced  his  holy  corps,  and  buried  it  in 
her  houie,  that  as  often  as  file  prayed  at  his 
tomb  to  the  holy  Trinity,  fhe  might  have  hopes 
of  being  united  to  him  for  all  eternity* 

6.  Serous  a  man  of  quality  of  Tuiurdo  was 
firfl  baflinadoed,  then  hoified  up  in  the  air  with 
puUies,  which  being  let  go  all  of  a  fuddain  he 
fell  down  every  time  upon  the  pavement  j  not 
thinking  this  enough,  they  dragged  him  along 
iharp-pointed  flones  that  tore  off  his  fkin,  infop 
much  that  it  hung  down  over  his  belly,  back 
and  fides.    He  had  fuffered  much  the  iame  pu^ 
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nifhment  under  Genferic  for  not  difcovering  a 
friend's  fecret,  but  underwent  it  now  with  in- 
finite more  joy  for  the  myfteries  of  the  faith, 
and  the  beft  of  friends  Cbriji  Jefus.  ViQoria 
expreflcd  her  name  in  her  courage,  (he  hung 
up  a  long  time  in  the  prefence  of  her  hufband, 
children  and  the  people.  The  hufband,  who  had 
abandoned  his  faith,  made  theutmoft  efforts  to 
have  her  his  companion  in'^poftacy.  But  Vic- 
toria  turned  the  deaf  ear  to  the  voice  of  the 
charmer,  was  regardlefs  of  her  childrens  cries, 
her  own  pains,  or  any  thing  that  could  retard 
her  flight  to  heaven.  At  length  the  torturers 
perceiving  that  her  fhoulders  were  diflocated  and 
removed  from  their  place,  and  that  fhe  was 
without  any  figns  of  life,  being  either  really  or 
only  fcemingly  dead,  they  cut  her  down.  She 
foon  came  to  herfelf,  and  told  them  (he  few  a 
virgin,  who  came  and  touched  her  broken  limbs, 
and  reftored  her  to  perfeft  health  in  the  manner 
they  now  beheld.  Vidlorian  a  native  of  Adru^ 
metum  and  governor  ai  Carthage -^I'Cci  FiStoriah 
courage  obtained  the  crown  of  martyrdom.  He 
was  one  of  the  wealthieft  citizens  of  jifrica 
and  much  in  the  king's  good  graces,  on  ac- 
count of  his  approved  fidelity;  to  him  therefore 
the  king  fent  a  familiar  meflage  to  afliire  him 
that  he  would  prefer  him  to  all  men  befides,  in 
cafe  he  would  embrace  the  Arian  religion.  To 
whom  ViSlorian  thus :  fecure  in  J.  C.  my 
Lord  andmy  God,  you  may  tell  the  king  this 
from  me:  he  may  expofe  me  to  devouring 
flames,  to  favage  beads,  to  every  kind  and  ipe- 
cies  of  torment,  but  none  of  them  ihall  make 
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me  viokte  my.baptifin  received  in  the  catholic 
church.  Moreover^  were  there  no  other  life 
but  this^  and  not  the  life  eternal  which  is  the 
only  true  life,  I  would  not  for  a  (hort  pafBng 
glory  be  ungrateful  to  my  God,  who  h^s  givea 
me  to  know  and  believe  in  him.  Thisanfwer 
added  fuel  to  Hunerich  rage,  who  condemned 
him  to  torments  inexpreffible,  over  which  Vic-- 
torian  triumphed  and  died  a  conqueror  coni» 
feffed, 

J.  There  were  multitudes  of  them  at  Typa^ 
fus  in  the  Cefarean  Mauritania^  on  occafionof 
ordaining  there  Cyrihas  fecretary  for  their  bi- 
fhop,  which  grieved  the  inhabitants  to  that  de^ 
gree  that  th^y  all  took  (hipping  for  Spain^  ex« 
cept  fome  few  who  had  not  the  coavenience» 
The  new  bifliop  hoped  at  leaft  to  make  thefe  his 
own,  but  finding  that  in  fpite  of  all  his  arts, 
they  refufed  his  communion,  publicly  met  to* 
gether  and  celebrated  the  divine  myfteries,  he 
fcnt  private  news  of  it  to  Huneric  ;  who  in  a 
rage  fent  a  count  with  orders  to  bring  the  ge- 
nerous fouls  into  the  market-place,  and  there  in 
the  prefence  of  the  whole  province  to  cut  their 
right-hands  off,  and  cut  out  tl^eir  tongues  at 
(he  roots,  which  was  punctually  executed.    In 
vain  by  this  the  tyrant  thought  to  filence  trathj 
for,  ftrange  to  tell !  thefe  very  perfons  without 
their  tongues  articulately  confeiTed  their  faith, 
9nd  all  their  lives  after  held  difcourfe  as  diilindl-* 
ly  as  before  ;  and,  being,  many  in  number  and 
aifperfed  into  different  parts  of  the  world,  be- 
came fo  many  preachers  of  the  divinity  of  the 
eternal  Wiidom,  who  opens  the^  /nouths  of  the 
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dwrA.    This  miracle  was-done  in  the  face  of  o- 
pen  day  in  the  prefence  of  thoufands  of  people, 
whereof  many  remained  living  witneifes  till  the 
middle  of  the  next  age.    S.  Vi&or  oiVita^  from 
whom  we  take  the  whdle  hiftory  of  Huneric's 
per&cution,  in  which  he  had  a  large  fhare  of 
fqjSerings  himfelf,  relates  it  as  an  eye-witnefs, 
and  adds,  that  among  others  ftill  living  there 
was  then  at  C  P.  one  Reparatm  a  fub-dcacon, 
who  without  a  tongue  had  an  excellent  delivery 
in  his  ^)eech,  was  rcfpefted  by  all  the  world  in 
the  emperor  Zf:«^'s  palace,  and  efleemed  by  the 
empre&  with  a  fingukr  veneration.     E?ieas  of 
Gaxa  2l  Platonic  philofopher  and  co-temporary 
writes,  that  he  not  only  heard  thefe  people  pro- 
Bounce  their  words  diftindtly,  but  to  have  his 
eyes    affured  of  the  matter  looked  into  their 
mouths,  beheld  them  without  tongues  v^hich 
were  cut  out  at  the  roots,  and  vyras  aftonifhed 
not  only  to  hear  iiich  po-fons  ipeak,  but  to  fee 
them  aUve,     Count  Mareellinus  another  hifto- 
riao  of  the  fame  time  adds  to  this  relation,  that 
among  thefe  tonguelefs  fpeakers  there  was  a  boy, 
who  notwithftanding  he  was  born  dumb,  had 
Ijsacned  the  Cbrijiian  dodrine,  which  he  would 
not  renounce,  and  therefore  had  his  tongue  cut 
out,  after  which  he  gave  God  thanks  in  arti- 
culate words.     The  emperor  Jujiinian  in  his 
edift  publiihed  after  his  conqueft  of  Africa j 
teftifiies  he  had  ieen  many  of  them  and  heard 
them  fpeak.     Procopius  an  hiftorian  under  that 
emperor,  and  fecretafy  to  his  general  Betifarius^ 
nient»ns  alfo  feveral  who  had  the  ufe  of  Ipeech 
without  the  wgan ;  but  that  two  of  them  over- 
come 
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come  by  the  love  of  women  fell  into  inconti^ 
nence  and  loft  this  miraculous  gift.  S.Gregory 
the  great  ixySy  that  when  he  was  buncio  at 
C*  P.  that  a  grave  bifhop  told  him  he  had  ieen 
many  of  theie  miraculous  talkers,  and  one  of 
them  who  by  his  incontinence  became  dumb 
again. 

8.  At  Carthage  there  were  two  merchants^ 
both  named  Frumentius^  crowned  with  mar- 
tyrdom. .  There  Liberatus  a  phyfician  and  his 
wife  had  a  profpedl  of  obtaining  the  &me 
crown:  they  were  caft  into  the  iameprifon, 
but  kept  icparate  from  each  other,  that  each 
might  be  betrayed  into  Arianifm  by  believing 
their  counter-part  had  led  the  way.  Thisiham 
being  detedted,  they  were  lent  into  banifhment  ^ 
with  their  children,  whom  they  took  from  them 
on  the  road ;  Liber atush  foul  was  then  pierced 
to  the  quick,  and  the  father's  forrows  were  up- 
on the  point  of  burfting  out  at  his  eyes,  when 
his  wife  flopped  their  courfe  by  this  lively  re- 
monftrance :  dear  hulband,  will  you  lofe  your 
foul  for  the  love  of  your  children  ?  Think  of 
them  now  no  more  than  if  they  were  unborn. 
y.  C.  will  be  a  father  to  them,  for  do  you  not 
hear  them  cry  out  they  are  his  children,  in  that 
voice  of  theirs  ^ying,  we  are  Chrijliam  ? 

9.  Another  Liberatus^  abbot  in  Cap/a  in  the 
Byzacene  province,  and  fix  monks  were  feifed 
and  brought  to  Carthage^  where,  being  proof 
againft  careil^s  and  torments,  and  exemplary 
lelTons  of  patience  to  the  faithful,  who  vifited 
them  by  corrupting  the  guards,  they  were  put 
^board  a  £hip  full  of  chips  and  bruih-wood,  to 
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which  the  king's  officers  fet  fire  feveral  times  j' 
but  as  often  as  they  lighted  the  fire  it  was  ex-- 
tinguifhed  after  a  ftrange  manner  in  the  fight ; 
of  all  the  people.     At  this  the  tyrant,  red  with- 
£hame  and   anger,  commanded  to  knock  out 
their  btains  with  the  oars,  and  throw  their  dead 
bodies  into  the  fea ;  but  the  waves  that  very  hour 
bore  them  triumphant  to  the  (hore  in  fiich  an 
unufual  manner  as  terrified  the  tyrant,  and  gave 
two  deacons  with  other  catholics  an  opportuni- 
ty of  burying  them  honorably.     Thfcfe  deacons 
were  Salutaris  and  Muritta^  who  had  thrice 
before,  and  now  a  fourth  time  profeflfed  their 
faith  in  torments :  for  all  who  belonged  to  the 
church,  from  the  priefts  and  deacons  down  to 
the  leftors  and  finging-boys,  were  firft.variouC* 
ly  tormented,  and  then  banifhed.     In  this  pcr- 
fecution  none  was  fo  buiy  as  one  ElpidiphoruSy 
who  had  been  chriftened  in  the  catholic  church, 
and  fincc  his  apoftacy  made  a  judge,  in  which* 
office  he  comported  himfelf  with  the  rage  of  a 
maftilF  broke  loofe  to  worry  the  fheep  of  Chrijti 
Miiritta^  who  in  his  turn  was  to  be  tormented 
on  the  horfe-rack  in  his  prefence,  as  he  was  go* 
ing  to  be  ftripped,  drew  out  the  linnen  clothes 
which  had  covered  Elpidiphorus  at  his  coming 
forth  of  thebaptifmal  font,  fpread  them  abroad 
in  every  one's  fight,    and  thus  addrefled'himi 
Yo\x  S^diphor us ^  who  are  the  minifter  of 'er- 
ror, behold,  the  linnen  that  fliall  accufe  you  \k^ 
fore  the  majefiy  of  God  when  he  comes'  td 
judge  mankind.     This   I  have  preferved  to  be 
a.witnefs  of  the  apoftacy  which  (hall  plunge 
you  iBto  an  abyls  of.  fire -and  fulphur  i*  thii 
Vol.  IV.        .         li  which 
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whicli  was  wrapt  about  you  when  you  were 
born  by  the  water  of  baptifin,  (hall  redouble 
yQur  punifhment  When  you  fhall  be  buried  in 
the  eternal  flames.  The^  words  drew  tears  from 
all  who  were  prefent,  and  ftung  the  guilty  judge's 
confcience^  who  wa^  {o  confounded,  that  for 
fome  time  he  could  not  fpeak.    At  length  they 
were  ient  into  baniihment,  and  on  the  road  the 
Arians  took  from  them  that  -little  provifion  of 
food  and  clothes  which  the  charity  of  the  faith- 
fill  had  fumi(hed  them  with :  at  which  nothing 
dejected,  every  one  glwified  God,  laying,  na- 
ked I  came  from  my  mother*s  womb,  and  na- 
ked I  go  to  baniihment :  God  is  able  to  feed 
the  hungry  and  cloth6  the  naked  in  the  de£ut. 
One  Teficarius  a  reader,  who  before  his  apo- 
ftacy  had  taught  fbme  young  children  to  fing 
church  muiic,  would  by  no  means  part  with  12 
of  them  who  excelled  in  their  voices  and  ikill ; 
ind  therefore  the  Arians  forcibty  ieparated  them 
from  the  reftf  making  them  with  their  iwords 
qpXt  the  h(^d  they  had  of  their  companions 
necks  and  knees^  and  brought  them  to  Carthage^ 
where   in  fpite  of  blandifhments  at  firft,  and 
whips  and  cudgels  afterwards,  they  remained 
immoveable  in  ^eir  religion,  and  furvivingthe 
per&cution,  were  foefteemedby  the  people,  as 
to  becalled  the  1 2  apofrles. 

10.  The -^r/<j»  bifliops  refined  upon  Hune- 
ruf%  perfecution,  marching  along  with  fwords 
by  their  fides  to  iniiilt  the  Catholics  \  one  of  them 
Antony  hj  name,  Bp.  oiTamaluma  near  Tripo^ 
//,  (hewed  him&lf  as  fiery  a  zeabt  that  way  as 
his  brethren.  He  had  S.  Eugenius  of  Carthage 
-   .  under 
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Und£r  his  cuftody,  and  he  took  care  that  no« 
thing  fhoukl  be  wanting  to  make  his  narrow 
prifon  as  Uneafy  to  him  as  poffible^  hiiidringaliiy 
one  to  iee  oi:  adminiflertohimtheleaft  conib- 
lation,  in  hopes  he  would  die  under  the  vesEati- 
on.  But  S.  Eugenius  on  the  contrary^  think* 
ing  all  this  too  httle^  added  of  himfelf  tbemoi-^ 
tification  of  wearing  hair^cloth  next  his  ikin. 
Theie  aufterities  threw  him  into  a  palfy^  (o 
that  he  was  only  able  to  ipeak  a  few  broken 
words  3  at  which  Antony  overjoyed  ran  with 
the  ftrongeft  vinegars  and  forced  them  down 
his  throat,  hoping  loon  to  fee  him  expire; 
but  tho'  this  made  his  diftemper  worib  it  did 
not  kill  him,  and  God  in  his  goodnels  was 
pleaied  to  reilore  him  to  his  health.  Habitdeum 
Bp.  of  another  Tamaluma  was  ^Uovuintof^^s 
power  ;  who  not  being  able  by  any  means  to 
gain  upon  him,  bound  him  hand  and  foot  with 
thick  cords,  and  ilopped  his  mouth  that  he 
could  not  cry  out^  then  poured  water  upon  his 
body  to  te^baptiie  him ;  faying^  my  dear  bro* 
ther  you  are  now  a  Chrijiian  as  well  as  we  art, 
what  then  remains  but  to  obey^the  king's  will? 
Habetdeiim  replied  :  I  have  always  maintained 
the  feme  faith,  and  my  heart  (poke  whilft  my 
mouth  was  (hut,  making  a  proteftation  which 
the  angels  have  writ  down  to  prefent  to  Qod^ 
This  baptifm  by  force  was  a  common  trick  *• 
mongthem:  they  fentout  icoutsof  J^Wtf&  to 
leiie  upon  the  paiTengers  on  the  road  and  l^-ing 
them  before  the  biihops  who  re-baptifed  thefil 
and  g^ve  them^  certificates  of  it  in  wnting ;  ^x\^ 
without  theie  there  was  no  gping  abroa^^  io^ 
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that  literally  was  then  accomplifhed  apoc.  xHl. 
16,  17,  that  no  one  could  btoy  or  fell  unlefe  he  had 
the  name  of  the  beaft  on  his  forehead,  or  in  his 
hand.  The  biihops  went  about  the  cities  and 
towns  in  the  night-time  with  a  pack  of  feUows 
at  their  heels,  broke  open  the  peoples  houfes, 
and  brought  water,  with  which  they  fprinklcd 
people  when  they  were  afleep,  and  then  cried 
out,  they  had  made  them  Cbrtjiians.  Some 
were  fo  filly  as  to  think  this  had  made  them  ^- 
riansy  but  the  wifer  fort  laughed  at  the  bifhops 
mock-haptifm,  and  to  exprefi  their  deteftation 
of  it  publicly  threw  the  baptifinal  linnens  into 
the  fink.  A  noble-man's  fon  of  7  years  old  be- 
ing taken  up,  he  boldly  cried  out  in  the  way, 
I  am  a  Chrtftiafiy  I  am  a  Cbrijiiany  and  to  fi- 
lence  him  they  flopped  his  mouth  and  dipped 
him  in  the  water :  and  thus  they  ferved  men, 
women  and  children  of  all  forts  and  degrees  ; 
few  could  efoape  with  only  thefe  leflfer  punifti- 
mcnts,  and  to  avoid  the  greater  ones,  multi- 
tudes fled  to  barren  rocks  and  caverns,  where, 
defiiitute  of  food  and  all  the  fopports  of  life, 
they  dropped  dqwn  dead  to  rife  to  a  happy  im- 
mortality, 

1 1 .  The  pope  writ  to  Zeno  to  redrefs  the  mi- 
feriesof  the  African  church  by  his  mediation, 
for  which  purpofe  he  fcnt  one  tfranius  embaflfa- 
dor  thithiei*,  who  at  his  coming  boafted  that  he 
was  the  defender  of  the  catholic  churches,  tho* 
he  proved  not  cveii  a  feeble  fupport  unto  them. 
For  Hunericiti  contempt  of  this  embafly  tor- 
tured his  ^//W^/  fubjefts  in  the  public  places 
*rith  greater  j/ariety  of  torments  than  the  othersr, 
'    ^  -  for 
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for  which  he  made  engines  of  fo  many  different 
ibrts,  that  a  lift  of  their  bare  names  would  be 
tirefom  5  but  their  eflfedts  appeared  in  deform- 
ed figures  of  men,  without  hands  or  feet, 
nofes,  ears  or  eyes,  flcin  or  hair  to  their  heads, 
which  were  now  no  longer  the  raoft  elevated 
feats  of  life,  but  were  diftorted  and  fallen  be- 
low the  fhoulders  5  others  had  their  brains  dafli- 
ed  out  againft  the  pavement,  fome  their  bones 
broken  by  falls  from  the  tops  of  houfes,  where 
they  hung  like  whirligigs  to  be  thejeft  and 
iport  of  the  people.  Dagila  Huneric's  cup- 
bearer's wife,  who  had  been  a  female-confeflbr 
of  Chrift,  was  now  again  fubjedled  to  whips 
and  baftinadoes,  and  then  hurried  from  her  huf- 
band,  children  and  eftate,  toabarren  inhoipita- 
ble  wafte  devoid  of  all  human  comforts,  but^ 
{o  fraught  with  heavenly  confolations,  that  flie 
rejoiced  in  her  fufferings  .and  refufed  to  leffen 
them  by  removing,  as  it  was  afterwards  granted 
her,  to  a  more  tolerable  place  of  banifliment. 
.  12.  Thefe  numbers  of  exiled  Catholics  did 
not  difpeople  the  country  fo  much  as  the  enfu- 
ing  dreadful  famine  that  laid  all  Jtfric  wafte  5 

♦  for  then  no  foft  ftiowers  or  kindly  dews  fell  from 
the  heavens  to  refrefti  the  earth  j  the  fprings  of 
clear  vvater  were  dried  up,  and  none  were  to  be 
found  but  troubted  ones  impregnate  with  ful- 
phtir  bubbling  up:  there  was  then  to  be  feen 
only  a  bare  livid  face  of  land ;  the  vines  were  no 
longer  fcreened  from  the  fcorching-  heat  of  the 
fun  by  the  fpreading  leaves  and  fwelling  ftems  ; 
the  vernal  olive  that  boafts  an  eternal  green  la- 

.  liiented  its  blafted  fhades ;    and  earth,  beafts, 
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birds  and  men  were  ibmnk  up  by  a  dry  famine. . 
.  . ..  The  Vandals^  who  hgd  the  riches  of  all 
Africa y  no  longer  able  to  piirchafe  food  for 
themfclves,  gave  their  flave?  liberty  to  go  where 
they  plea&d^  but  far  they  could  not,  for  death 
and  famine  determined  their  progrefs :  the  peop 
pie  of  die  country  came  crowding  to  the  ckaes, 
but  Huneric^  fearing  their  reception  would  cauie 
the  plague  of  which  there  were  noff  many 
fymptoms,  drove  them  back  again  to  perifli  in 
the  fields.  The  Catbelic$  by  this  mortaUty  reap^ 
^d  the  benefit  of  being  e^pmipt  from  worldly 
temptations,  for  the  richefl  Ariffns  were  in 
want  of  food  themselves,  and  could  not  part 
with  the  leaft  moriel  for  a  bribe.  In  themidfl 
of  this  fanaine  the  hand  of  God  fell  upon  the 
tyrant  Huneric^  for  he  expired  like  Arius^ 
voiding  his  bowels,  after  his  body  had  been 
eaten  up  with  worips,  and  his  rotten  limbs  had 
£^len  from  him^  fo  that  his  burial  was  not 
properly  of  a  corps,  but  of  feparate  putrcfaft- 
ed  members.  Gondamond  his  brother  Gentori^ 
£}n  fucceeded. 

13.  Zem^  who  was  for  preferving the  church 
in  tlumric's  dominions,  waged  war  with  it  in 
hi$  own/  He  arretted  the  pope^  le^tes  Vitalis 
^ndMi/enusztAiy(hs^  imiH*iibned  them,  iei&d 
their  papery,  and  threatened  them  with  death, 
unle&  they  communicated  with  Acacius.  To 
threats  were  added  carefles,  money,  preftnts, 
and  perjury  ;  for  both  emperor  and  patriarch 
fwore,  that  they  would  remit  the  judgment  of 
the  whole  affair  to  the  pope,  and  that  therefore 
th^  need  not  i^raple  to  communicate  with  A^ 
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cactus  for  the  interim.  Thefe  various  niocivei 
prevailed'With  the  legates  to  quit  their  priibUi 
and  go  publicly  to  cnurch  with  him,  accom'^ 
panied  by  Mongus*s  agents,  tho'  of  this  kft 
part  they  pretended  to  be  ignorant.  They  af- 
fifted  at  the  divine  myfteries,  and  heard  Peter\ 
(Mongus)  name  read  aloud  at  the  recital  of  the 
dyptics^  whereas  hitherto  Acacius  had  only  tead 
his  name  fb/dy,  vf hich  made  the  heretics  cry 
out  with  joy  that  Mof^us  viras  confirmed  in  h^ 
fee,  and  caft  the  i^atholics  into  a  deep  afflidi- 
on,  yAxo  comforte4  themfelves  fomething  by  a 
triple  proteftation  they  made  ag^inft  the  legates 
prevarication:  the  iirft  proteilation  was  faften^ 
ed  to  the  legate's  habit  in  public  by  fome  one 
that  eicaped  i^idiicovered  ;  (2*)  was  thrown  in 
by  way  of  billet,  and  (3.)  brought  in  a  baiket 
of  herbs.  The  legates  were  regardleis  of  the 
proteflations  as  well  as  of  the  pope's  commiffi- 
ons,  ai^ting  dired:ly  contrary  to  their  orders  ; 
for  they  perceived,  after  the  nrft  felfe  ftep,  there 
was  no  retiring  from  the  precipice  where  they 
had  put  themfclves,  Felix  the  defender  was  de- 
tained by  a  fit  of  ficknefs  from  coming  with  the 
legates,  and  at  his  arrival  found  his  companion's 
confummate  prevarication ;  but  far  from  falling 
by  their  example,  inprifon  and  every  where  he 
fhewed  a  courage  worthy  the  fee  of  which  he 
was  a  minifter. 

14.  The  legates  returned  toRomey2,ndi  brought 
with  them  the  emperor^s  and  Acaciui%  letters^ 
They  are  both  encomiums  upon  Mongus  (  for* 
his  orthodoxy,  faith,  and  receiving  the  council' 
of  Chalcedon)  with  whom  they  avow  they  arc^ 
I  i  4  joined 
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joined  in  communion,  acHnowlcdge  him  the 
lawful  Bp,  of  Alexandria^  arid  look  upon  Ttf- 
laja  in  many  refpefts  unworthy  of  it.  The 
emperor  in  his  calls  T^alaja  perjured,  and  af- 
firms xh^tMongus  admitted  the  council  oiChal^ 
cedon.  Thefe  letters  were  a  fufficient  condem- 
nation of  the  legates  condufl:,  and  the  moriks 
who  fent  deputies  to  Rome  before  the  legates  re- 
turn reprefented  Acacius  and  the  legates  hiftory 
to  the  laft  extremity  of  evidence.  The  whole 
matter  was  examined  in  a  council  of  67  bifhops 
at  Rome;whtxt  the  legates  were  deprived  of  their 
cpifco]f)al  dignity  and  communion.  Anathemas 
were  again  pronounced  againft  Mongus  \  and 
Acacius's  caufe  examined.  He  was  found  guil- 
ty:; (i.)  for  compujriicating  with  Afow-^J,  who, 
hsiiung  been  ordained  by  one  only  biSiop,  and 
he  a  heretic  too,  had  ufurped  the  fee  of  Alexan^ 
dridy  anathematifed  the  council  of  Chalcedony 
^nd  beenguilty  of  other  crimes,  of  all  which 
Axuzcius  had  formerly  accufed  him  in  bis  letter 
to  Simplieius  *,  ihzt  Mongus  had  not  recanted^ 
and  if  he  had,  was  ftill  unworthy  of  a  biftiop- 
mk  ;  (2,)  in  ordaining  John  of  Apamea^  an 
heretic,  Bp.  of  T^r^  in  another's diflri<a;  (3.) 
in  ordaining  Himerius  an  excommunicated  per- 
ibii  prieft ;  (4.)  in  not  anfwering  his  citation  to 
?a%V?'s  accofation  ;  (5.)  in  afironting  and  a- 
bufing  his  legates.  For  all  thefe  crimes  the  pope 
and  council  concluded  to  excommunicate  him, 
and  the  fentcnce  was  drawn  up,  where  after  an 
enumeration  of  his  crimes,  it  lays  :  take  then 
your  portion  with  ihofe  whofe  interefts  you 
embrace,  and  by  this  preferit  fentencc,  winch 
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we  diredl  to  you  by  a  defender  of  the  church, 
jQUi  are  depofed  of  your  epifcopal  honour^  de- 
prived of  catholic  communion,  and  cut  off 
from  the  body  of  the  faithful.  Know  then, 
that  the  name  and  dignity  of  a  prieft  is  taken 
from  you,  that  you  are  condemned  by  the  judg- 
ment of  the  H.  Ghoft  and  apoftolic  authority, 
lan^d  never  to  be  releafed  from  the  bonds  of  this 
anathema.     Given  ^.kal.  Aug.  i.  e.  yuly  28. 

15,  T^utus  was  chofen  defender,  and  charged 
with  this  fcntence,  and  two  letters,  one  to  the 
emperor,  another  for  the  clergy  and  people  of 
C  P.  wherein  the  pope  gives  an  account  of  his 
annulling  and  disavowing  what  his  legates  ha4 
done,  of  his  excommunicating  AcaciuSy  and 
ordering  them,  and  all  who  would  not  be  ex- 
communicated themfelves,  to  feparate  themfelves 
from  his  communion,  to  acknowledge  Salomon^ 
depofed  by  Acacius^  for  prieft,  and* to  have  no 
regard  to  any  ofAcadus's  depofitions.  Tufus 
very  dextcroufly  performed  his  commiflion,  and 
eluded  the  diligence  of  thofe  who'  lay  in  wait  to 
apprehend  him ;  he  got  lafe  to  C.  P.  delivered 
his  letters,  and  by  the  means  of  the  Acemetes  of 
Dius  at  C  P.  publifhed  Acacius'^  esccommuni- 
cation,  for  which  fome  of  thofe  Acemetes  loft 
their  lives.  But  after  he  had  begun  fo  well,  he 
followed  the  legates  fteps,  and  not  being  proof 
againftu^If/zr/Wsgold,  communicated  with  him. 
An  account  of  this  was  foon  fent  to  Rome:^  fo 
that  Tutus  at  his  return  not  being  able  to  deny 
the  fadt,  was  excommunicated,  and  this  cx- 
pommunication  notified  to  the  monks  of  C.  P, 
&nd  Bithynia^  with  inftraftions  for  competing 
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tbemfelves  towards  the  monks  who  embraced 
Acacius'%  party  :  viz.  that  they  were  to  ik^ 
rate  themielves  firom  iuch  as  had  fallen  without 
compuliion^  but  to  admit  ^ie^  who  had  yield- 
ed by  torments,  to  their  cells^  to  expiate  their 
fault  by  penance.  Acacius  for  his  part,  fiip- 
ported  by  the  emperor,  did  not  much  trouble 
bimielf  with  chuich-ceniures,  but  went  on  com- 
municating withAf(7;3r^2^x,  celebrating  the  divine 
myfleries,  and  to  compleat  all  took  the  pope's 
name  out  of  xhtdyptics.  And  there  being  now 
no  hopes  of  7alaja*s  eftablifhment  at  Akxan^ 
dria^  the  pope  conferred  on  him  the  biihoprick 
9f  Nola  m  Italy.

Lix  III.  3  toy. 

I,  f^A  L  E  NDIO  N  Bp.  of  Antiocb  was  in 
^  communion  with  ualaja  and  rejefted 
Mongus^  for  which  Zem  and  Acacius  looted 
ppon  him  with  an  ill  eye,  and  now  depoied 
him  under  pretext  of  his  haviidg  favored  Mlus 
(who  had  rebelled  againft  the  empsror)  and  e- 
ven  taken  the  emperor's  name  out  of  the  dyp^ 
tics.  It  is  uncertain  what  grounds  there  were  for 
this  accuiation,  for  the  matter  was  never  exa- 
mined by  a  council  of  bifhops,  but  the  rumor 
of  it  ferved  the  emperor  to  banifh  him  to  Oafs. 
J^cter  the  fuller  was  put  in  his  place  with  A-- 
cacius\  confent,  and  then  a  great  number  of 
bi(hop  were  driven  from  their  fees  for  not  fign- 
ing  the  bemticon.    Cyrus  ofHierapolis  was  one 
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of  thcfe,  in  whofc  place  Teter  the  fuller  put  in 

tTA  Xenaias  (a  fellow  whom  Calendion  had 

turned  out  of  Antiocb  for  his  ill  behaviour)  and 

):)ecau(e  \MPerfian  nanie  Xenaias  did  not  found 

fo  well  he  clunged  it  into  Pbiloxenus.    Not 

long  after  fomc  P^r^/i«bifhops  earning  that  way 

proved  to  Peter ^  tnat  his  Bp.  oiHierapolis  was 

a  fugitive  flavc  who  had  never  been  baptifed^but 

lAifiifuUer  not  troubling  himfelf  about  that,  told 

them,   that  epifcopal  Ordination  fupplied  the 

place  of  baptifm.     TK\^  Xenaias  v/2iS  the  firft 

perfon  that  attacked  holy  images ;  thole  of  the 

angels  he  tore  and  blotted  in  many  places,  and 

hid  thofe  of  our  Saviour.     Such  were  the  JuU 

ler^iusfw  bifliops:  fome  of  the  old  ejefted  ones 

came  to  C.  P.  to  little  purpofe,  for  Acacius  was 

againft  them,  who  tho*  ne  would  not  openly 

communicate  with  iht  fuller^  yet  he  did  it  at 

fecondhand,  that  is,  by  communicating  with 

Mongus^  who  publicly  communicated  with  the 

fuller.     When  the  news  of  thefe  tranfacTtions 

came  to  Romey  the  pope  and  a  council  of  44 

bifliops  found  exemplified  in  Acacius's  perfori 

that  verfe  of  ^t  proverbs  \  the  impious  when  he 

Jhall  come  into  the  depth  of  fins  contemnetby  and 

to  fliew  their  further  abhorrence  of  his  crimtcs, 

ratified  the  pope's  fcntcnce  a-new,  and  refufed 

communion  to  all  iuch  as  communicated  with 

Acacius ov  his  communicants.* 

2.  After  this  fentence  a  principal  part  of  the 
Eafi  was  divided  fi'om  the  church,  tho*  many 
monks  and  fome  churches  gready  broke  ofFfi-ocr^ 
the  ruling  party.  Amidft  thefe  cfiflTenfions  Mar^^ 
tyrius  Bp.  of  Jemfakm  departed  this  life.     He 
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was  a  native  of  Cappadociay  and  fbmetime  an 
anchoret  in  NitriCy  whence  he  removed  upon 
the  troubles  that  followed  Proterius's  maflacre, 
9nd  put  himfelf  under  S.  Eutbymius*s  conduct, 
who  loved  him  tenderly,  and  took  him  and  S. 
Gerafimus  for  companions  in  his  annual  retreat 
from  the  14th  of  January  to  Palm-junday.  Si 
'Euthymim  foretold  that  Martyr ius  fliould  be  pa  * 
triarch  oijerufakmy  as  he  had  foretold  Anajla^ 
Jius  before,  who  upon  S»  Euthymiuss  death  or- 
dained  him  prieft,  and  afTcciated  him  to  the 
clergy  of  the  H.  Sepulchre.     Anajiajius  dying, 
Marty rius  fucceeded  in  478,  and  dilpatched  his 
deacon  Fidus  with  letters  to  C  P.  touching  thq 
fchifm  at  Jerufalem.     F/V/«5  took  ihipping  at 
Joppi^  but  was  ftiipwrecked  in  the  night,  and 
efcaped  drowning  by  means  of  a  broken  plank; 
in  this  extremity  he  invoked  S.  Euthymius^s  aid, 
who  appeared  to  him  walking  on  the  fea,  and 
told  him,  that  his  journey  about  the  fchifm 
would  be  to  no  purpofe,  for  that  breach  would 
be  clofed  up  under  Martyrius^  and  that  pow  he 
.had  no  more  to  do  but  to  tell  him  to  change  his 
laura  into  a  monaftery.     This  fpeech  ended,  he 
wrapt  Fidus  up  in  his  cloak,  and  Fidus  found 
himfelf  all  on  a.fuddain  on  the  fhore  and  then 
^t  his  hbufe  in  Jerufalem  without  knowing  how 
he  came  thither.     He  related  to  Martyrius  the 
whole  adventure, who  affifted  Fidus  in  executing 
S.  Eutbymiuis  will  j  the  laura  became  a  mona- 
ftery,  the  old  church  was  made  a  refeftory,  and 
a  new  one  built,  which'Aftf r/yr///i  folemnly  de- 
dicated, placing  under  the  altar  the  relicks  of 
7}iracus^  Probus  and  Andronicus  martyrs,  th6 
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th  of  May  485.     Soon  after  Fidus  was  made 

tp.  of  Dora^  and  the  fchifmatics  of  Jerufakm 

were  united. Salujlius  fucceeded  Marty

3.  In  Britain  new  lupplies  from  Germany 
feifed  upon  moft  of  SuJ/eXy  and  whilft  Ambro^ 
Jius  /iurelius  was  buiy  in  defending  his  country 
againft  them,  Hengiji  entered  into  a  league 
with  the  PiBs  and  Scots^  with  whom  he  took 
many  towns,  demolifhed  the  churches,  and 
built  caftles.  Aurelius  hearing  of  this  marched 
againft  him,  and  beholding  the  deadly  wafte 
Hengiji  had  made  could  not  contain  his  tears^ 
but  made  a  vow,  that  if  he  obtained  the  viifto- 
ry  he  would  repair  the  churches :  in  confidence 
of  which  he  gave  Hengiji  battle,  and  after  a 
bloody  refiftance  routed  him.  Hengiji  fled  to 
a  town  called  Cdenconan^  now  Conin^ury^  but 
confidering  that  was  too  weak  to  hold  out,  he 
tmfted  once  more  to  his  arms,  and  again  was 
l)eaten  and  moft  of  his  Saxon  forces  put  to 
the  fword ;  Hengiji  himfelf  loft  his  life,  and 
EJca  his  fon  narrowly  efcapcd  into  Kent^  where 
he  iiicceeded  his  father.  Aurelius  gave  Gcd 
thanks  with  great  devotion  for  gaining  the  day 
amidft  fb  many  dangers,  and  iirimediately  em- 
ployed workmen  to  repair  the  churches.  At 
that  time  it  is  faid  S.  Bridget  came  to  Britain^ 
and  paffed  fome  years  near  Glajlenbury^  in  a 
place  called  Bekery  or  the  little  IJlandy  and,  leav- 
ing behind  her  fcrip,  chain  and  bell,  returned 
to  Ireland.  Of  this  holy  virgin  the  martyro- 
loges  of  Rome^  Bede  and  Ado  have  thefe  words : 
this  day  {Feb.  i.)  is  celebrated  the  memory  of 
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S.  Brigida  a  virgin^  who  in  teftimony  of  her 
virgibity  having  touched  the  wood  of  an  altar 
it  prefendy  became  grten.  Her  death  and  bu-^ 
rial  at  Down  in  Ireland  (omc  aflign  to  this  year^ 
which  more  probably  is  to  be  deferred  till  the 
next  age. 

4,  In  Africa  Gondamond  Kunerich  iiicceilc^^ 
this  year  the  third  of  his  reign,  recalled  S.  £2^- 
genius  and  the  lay-catholics  from  banifhment, 
allowed  them  a  place  for  their  prayers^  tolerated 
monafleries,  and  much  foftened  the  rigour  of 
Huneric\  perfecution.  Then  many  fallen  ca- 
tholics deplored  their  apoflacy,  and  defired  re- 
admiflion  into  the  church  they  had  abandoned  1 
♦  for  whom  the  pope  with  a  council  of  40  bi- 
iQiops  at  Rome  refolved,  that  bifhops^  priefts^ 
and  deacons,  who  had  ^Uen  even  by  force  of 
torments,  Hiould  be  d^aded^  fubjed^  all  their 
lives  to  the  penance  of  hearers,  and  at  their 
death  only  be  admitted  to  lay-communion  : 
that  die  other  clerks,  monks,  nuns  and  ieculars, 
ihould  be  3  years  hearers,  7  years  proftrates, 
and  2  confidents ;  that  children  who  had  fallen 
mufl  undergo  fbme  penance  and  never  be  adr 
mittedto  orders:  that  the  Catechumens  muflbe 
put  back  3  years  among  the  hearers,  &c.  but  if 
the  bifhops  fhould  judge  it  proper  to  add  or  o- 
mit  fome  of  thefe  inftrudlions,  they  had  but  to 
confult  the  holy  fee,  which  would  readily  com- 
ply with  what  they  found  jufl  and  reafonable. 
Several  copies  of  thele  ordinances  were  fent  a- 
bout,  and  the  date  put  to  them,  as  it  isthought^ 
of  the  day  they  were  fent,  which  makes  thofe 
now  extant  be  the  1 5th  oiMarcb^  488. 
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t.  A  Kttlc  htforeyviz.  Ffiruafy  3,  the  pope 
had  writ  to  Cefarius  of  Arks  to  caution  him 
againil  precipitous  ordinations,  which  had  beei> 
the  occafion  of  bi&ops  abandoning  their  charge 
and  pafling  to  a  iecular  life  ;  that  long  trials  of 
their  integrity  ought  to  be  made  before  the  im-* 
poiition  of  hands,  &c.     Peter  the  fuller^  who 
did  more  mifchief  to  the  church  in  ufiirpbg 
than  all  thofe  in  quitting  their  bifliopricks,  not 
iatisfied  with  what  he  l^d  already  caufed  in  the 
patriarchate  of  Antiocb^  endeavoured  to  txitnA 
his  malignant  power  to  Cyprus ;  he  claimed 
jurifdidtion  over  it,  and  got  fomeperfonsin  the 
name  of  tfie  church  of  Antiocb  to  cite  Antbe-^ 
mius  Bp.  of  Salamis  the  metropolis  of  Cyprus 
to  give  inhi$  reafons,  againft  thejurifdi£iion  he 
^xiownedyto  Acacius.    Anthemius^  who  was  « 
man  of  an  unqueftionable  life,  but  not  proper 
for  a  law-difpute,  ivas  in  great  anxiety  about 
this  citation,  and  in  fuipence  whether  he  (hould 
go  to  C.  P.  or  not :  when  S.  Barnabas  vefted 
with  fplendors  of  glory  appeared  to  him  in  his 
fleep,  aflurcd  him  of  his  proteftion,  and  told 
him  where  he  was  interred.     Thither  the  next 
mwning  he  went  proceffionally,  and  found  S, 
Barnabai%  body,  which  at  the  opening  exhaled 
a  rich  perfume,  *with  the  golpel  of  S,  Matthew 
in  his  own  hand- writing  lying  on  his  breaft  in 
a  cafe  of  precious  wood.    After  he  had  paid 
his  thanks  to  God,  he  fealed  up  the  body,  left 
people  to  ling  by  it,  and  went  with  the  principal 
biftiops  of  Cyprus  to  C.P.  and  lodged  at  the 
patriarch's  who  was  to  examine  the  caufe.   An- 
tbemius  pleading  for  this,  that  the  council  of 
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Epbefus  had  rcfufed  to  iubjcift  Cyprus  to  Anti^ 
ecbj  and  that  his  church  was  apoftolic  as  well  as 
jintiocbi  Acacius  j^ronounced  in  his  favour;  upon 
which  the  emperor  prohibited  Peter  to  difturb 
the  liberty  of  the  church  of  Cyprus  ^  and  de- 
fired  Antbemius  to  fend  him  S.Matt&ew'sgoC- 
pel,  which  upon  the  reception  hereverendy  fcif- 
iedy  placed  it  covered  with  gold  in  a  chapel  of 
the  palace,  and  cMrdered  the  goipel  to  be  read  in 
it  every  Holy  Thurfday.  He  and  the  principal 
men  of  C.  P.  made  Antbemius  zhoictipx^&uxSi 
with  which  he  built  a  church  on  the  place  of  S^ 
Barnabas*^  tomb,  with  a  monaftery  of  monks, 
and  an  hofpital  for  pilgrims, where  many  mira- 
cles were  wrought  Peter  tbe  fuller  died  loon 
after,  and  had  a  fucceffor  of  the  lame  ilamp 
named  Palladius. 

6.  Ptf/W/z^i  immediately  joined  in  commu- 
nion with  MonguSy  who  was  now  become  more 
daring  and  open  in  his  impiety.  For  he  pub- 
licly over  and  over  again  condemned  the  coun- 
cil of  Cbalcedon  and  S.  Leo's  letter,  and  ana- 
thematifed  all  fuch  as  refilled  to  receive  the  wri- 
tings of  Diofcorus  and  Elurus.  By  this  means 
he  brought  fome  of  the  Acepbali  to  communi- 
cate with  him,  and  turned  out  a  great  number 
of  monks  for  refufing  his  communion,  who 
putting  up  their  complaints  to  the  emperor  were 
re-inflated  in  their  monafteries.  The  emperor 
would  fain  have  reconciled  thefe  Acepbali  to 
Mongus^  and  gave  them  a  hearing  ^  but  ieeing  he 
could  not  compals  his  point,  becaule  they  ob-^ 
ftinately  held  one  only  nature  in  Cbrifiy  he  dis- 
placed John  of  Magi  la  a  rank  Eutycbian  Bp. 
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from  the  government  ojF  the  monaftery  of  DioU 
cbus  and  put  one  Amman  in  his  place* 

7.  And  now  S.  ViSior  Bp.  of  Vita  writ  his 
hiftory  of  the  pcrfccution  in  Africa^  related  in 
484,  concluding  it  with  a  prayer  addreffed  to 
the  angels,  the  patriarchs,  the  prophets,  to  SS. 
Peter^  Paul^  Andrew  and  the  other  apoftles, 
that  they  would  prcfent  to  God  the  miferies  and 
groans  of  xht  African  church,  that  they  would 
app^fe  his  anger  by  their  interceflion,  and  ob- 
tain a  delivery  from  the  miferies  that  overwhelm- 
ed them.     The  author  of  this  hiftory  wanted 
fome  perfon  like  himfelf  to  write  his  life,  for 
•  we  know  very  little  of  it,  only  that  he  had  the 
relation  of  S.  Maxima  s  combats  from  her  jay- 
lor  ^nd  probably  from  herfelf,  was  prefent  atthe 
eledlion  of  S.  Eugenius^  and  one  of  thofe  who 
was  againft  making  any  biftiop  in  thofe  cir* 
cumftances,  was  with  S.  Eugenius  when  the  vi- 
iion  portending  a  perfecution  wgs  related^  ac- 
companied the  banifhed  bifliops  on  their  jour- 
ney to  affift  them,  and  bribed  the  Moors  to  be 
permitted  to  fee  them.     He  came  to  Carthage 
before  the  edid:  of  the  conference,  at  which^ 
tho'he  was  then  Bp.  oiVita^  he  did  not  appear, 
being  hindered  by  ficknefe  or  fome  other  impe* 
diment.     We  may  conjedlure  that  he  was  the 
Vi£lor  who  laft  year  made  one   of  the  Roman 
council,  that  this  year  he  was  in  EpiruSy  where 
he  writ  his  hiftory,  in  a  ftile   generally  plain, 
fbmetimes  florid  and  always  afiefting :  it  feems 
to  want  nothing  but  length  and  a  continuation 
down  to  the  author's  imprifonment  in  the  next  age, 
which  would  then  in  all  likelihood  have  furnifh- 
.     Vol.  IV.  K  k  ed 
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ed  us  with  the  memoirs  of  SS.  Vindemialh^ 
Longus  and  Letus's  martyrdoms^  and  the  tra- 
gical events  of  the  fufFering  churches  in  Sardi- 
nia and  Corficd^  now  unmentioned. 

8.  Figilius  oiTapfus  ftands  the  laft  upon  the 
roil  of  the  baniihed  Byzacene  bifhops.  As  be 
lived  in  a  time  when  his  country  was  under  the 
ArianSy  and  the  Eaji  infedted  with  Neftorians 
and  Eutycbiansy  he  employed  his  pen  to  oppofe 
them,  but  did  it  generally  under  the  name  of 
the  fathers  of  the  church  who  lived  before  him, 
that  by  fuppreffing  his  own  name  he  might  cf- 
cape  perfecution,  and  his  works  have  a  better 
t&€k.  In  this  manner  he  compofed  two  con-' 
ferences,  wherein  S.Atbanafius  zxid  Arius  zxt 
introduced  diiputing  before  Probus  a  judge  at 
Laodicea.    In  a  fecond  edition  Vigilius  adds 

^  another  book  with  Sabellius  and  Pbotinus  di£- 
puting,  and  here  he  owns  the  fidlion  he  made 
ufe  of;  as  he^alfo  does  in  his  five  books  againft 
Eutycbes^  the  only  ones  he  has  publifhed  under 
his  own  name;  andthefe  are  natural,  folidand 
ftrong.  He  feems  well-verfed  in  the  writings  of 
the  fathers,  but  has  produced  a  confufion  among 
them  by  the  above-mentioned  artifice,  and  given 
encouragement  to  feveral  ipurious  pieces.     He 

'  committed  a  great  many  miftakes,  fays  Du 
Pin^  for  want  of  an  exaifl  knowledge  of  church- 
hiftory. 

9.  Gelajius  of  Cyzicus,  fon  of  a  prieft  of 
that  church,  upon  the  perfecution  of  BaJiUjfcus 
in  476,  began  to  think  of  writing  the  hiftory  of 
the  council  of  Nice.  He  concluded  at  firft,  that 
all  his  bufincfs  vvould  be  tocQpy  out  the  ancient 
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afts  of  that  council,  whidi  heretofore  had  be- 
longed toDalmatius  Bp.of  Cyzicus^  and  which 
were  fallen  into  his  father's  hands;  but,  finding 
them  imperfedty  he  made  ieveral  additions  ex- 
tra<5ted  chiefly  from  Eujebius  and  Rufinusy  and 
fome  from  Socrates^  Theodt^ret,  &c.  This  work, 
fays  Photius^  is  mifnaraed  the  a<5ts  of  the  firft 
lynod,  but  is  the  hiftory  of  it^  which  he  relates 
diligently  in  a  low  ftile, 

10.  S.  Severin's  tomb  being  .  opened,  his 
corps,  beard  and  hair  were  found  -entire,  free 
from  corruption,  and  emitting  fpicy  odours : 
and  upon  their  tranflation  to  a  more  honorable 
place,  a  dumb  man  obtained  the  ufeof  Ipeech. 
His  difciple  Antony ^  the  heir  of  his  virtues  and 
prophetic  gifts,  afraid  of  growing  vain  of  the 
applaufe  given  him,  retired  to  the  monaftery  of 
Lerina  to  hide  his  perfections  from  the  fight  of 
men,  and  brighten  them  to  appear  in  their  full 
luftre  before  God*

I .  j4  Cj4S  lUS  was  called  to  appear  before 
-^  him  and  receive  hirfcntence  for  making 
a  dreadful  fchifin  in  the  church  out  of  a  perfon^ 
pique,  for  his  vain-glory  in  procuring  his  pic- 
tures to  be  placed  in  all  the  churches  of  the  town, 
and  in  that  near  the  arfenal,  w^ith  the  proud  re- 
prefentation  of  our  Saviour  pointing  to  jka£i* 
us,  and  faying  to  Gennadius:  deflroy  thistem- 
Kk  2  pie. 
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pic,  and  I  win  rebuild  it  under  your  fucceffor. 
Flavita  (or  Fravita)  fucceedcd  Acaciusy  who 
diipatched  away  immediately  upon  his  creation 
fynodical  letters  to  the  pope  and  to  Mongus. 
That  to  the  pope  was  carried  to  Rome  by  catho- 
lic monks ;  *  but  before  receiving  Fravita  to 
communion,  he  afked  if  Fravita  rejefted  the 
names  of  Mongus  and  Acacius.  The  monks 
replied,  they  had  no  orders  to  treat  of  that, 
and  the  pope  furprifed  at  this  anfwer  refufed 
them  communion,  and  writ  very  fine  letters  to 
the  emperor  and  Fravita  to  juftify  his  condudt. 
He  alfo  writ  to  Vetr anion  a  bifhop,  to  defirc 
Iiinii  to  ufe  the  intereft  he  had  with  the  empe- 
ror for  the  good  of  the  church  :  and  to  Thalaf- 
Jius  abbot  at  C.  P.  to  remain  firm,  and  not 
join  Fravitah  communion  tho'  he  fliould  take 
Acacius  and  Mongus'^  names  out  of  the  dyptics^ 
iinlefs  he  found  he  was  in  communion  with  the 
holy  fee.  This  letter  is  dated  May  i.  but  be- 
fore it  was  writ,  Fravita  had  departed  this  life, 
^nd  Eupbemius  fucceeded,  who  receiving  the 
pope's  letters  and  Mongus*s  written  to  his  pre- 
decefTor,,  and  finding  this  laft  anathematifing 
the  council  of  Chalcedony  he  took  his  name  out 
of  the  dyptics  and  put  the  pope's  in.  Mongus 
afli-onted  at  this  aftion  of  Euphemius  was  for 
calling  a  council  againft  him,  but  was  prevented 
by  death,  having  for  the  heir  of  his  fee  and 
impiety  one  Athanajius.  The  patriarch  Euphe- 
mius  affifted  at  S.  Daniel  aS/^/zV^j's  fimeral,  who 
after  celebrating  the  divine  myfteries  on  his  pil- 
lar departed  this  life  at  80  years  of  age. 
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2.  S.  Sidonius   of  Clermont  took  the  fame 
happy  journey,  having  governed  his  church  with 
much  efteem,  and  defigned  prophetically  ^- 
prunculm  for  his  iuqceffor.     During  his  epi£. 
copacy  he  improved  his  natural  affability  into  an 
intgife  charity  towards  his  neighbour,  and  wean- 
ed himfclf  from   moil  of  his  divcrfions  tho' 
innocent  in  themfelves ;  for  tthis  reafon  he  rc- 
fufed  to  write  the  hiftory  of  his  times,  judging 
his  ftate  debafed  when  employed  in  fecular  con- 
cerns, and  reftrained  his  vein  of  poetry  to  iiib- 
je<fts  of  piety,  which  otherwife  ufed  to  flow 
with  much  eafe  upon  all  occafions.     His  wri^ 
tings  gained  him  the  univerfal  applaufe   of  his 
cotemporaries  ;    which  continued   in  the  fiic- 
ceeding  ages,  as  appears  from  Flodoardy  Guu 
berty  Helinandj  Trithemius^  and  from  Peter  of 
Clugms  charadler,  of  being  the  livelieft  genius 
of  his  time.     We  muft  therefore  diftinguiih  in 
his  wrorks,  the  writer  and  the  age  he  lived  in, 
and  to  this  laft  impute  the  fafliionable  exprefli- 
ons  of  corrupted  Latin^  the  forced  pafTages  of 
erudition,    and   learned   obfcurity,    which  are 
however  hut  thinly  fowed,  as  well  as  the  anti-p 
thefes  and  turns  of  words,  which  come  too  of- 
ten, and  offend  by  flriving  too  much  to  plealc : 
to  the  firfl  we  afcribe  his  great  variety  of  mat- 
ter,   his   beautiful  defcriptions,   his  ingenious 
ftarts  of  thought,  his  bold  metaphors,  whicl\ 
being  generally  new  and  uncommon  are  often 
furprifingly  agreeable,  and  always  admirable  to 
different  tafles,  tho' not  with  the  fame  kind  of 
admiration.     P^Aarg'/wj  a  patrician  was  a  poet, 
who  took  more  pains  in  his  compofitions  than 
K  k  3  S.  SU 
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S.  Sidonius ;  he  wrote  a  hiftory  in  verfe,  begin- 
ing  from  Augujius  Cefar^  and  put  out  the  Cen- 
tons  of  Homer y  of  which  I  have  fpoke  already. 
But  the  works  of  his  pen  fell  vaftly  fhort  of  his 
other  works,  and  the  generous  advice  he  gave  to 
Zeno  of  reforming  his  life  is  worth  more  thaif  all 
hisveffes ;  but  the  abandoned  emperor,  inftead  of 
mending  by  it,  took  hold  of  Ibme  occafion  this 
year  to  have  him  ftrangled.  He  with  his  dying 
breath  protefted  his  innocence,  and  called  to 
heaven  for  puniflbment  on  his  murderers.  * 

3.  Heaven  heard  his  prayers  betimes  ;  for 
Zeno  foon  after  was  feifed  with  the  falling- fick- 
neis,  during  which  fit  he  was  fhut  up  in  a  cof- 
fin, and  coming  to  himfelf  before  it  was  open, 
had  gnawed  his  flboulders  in  pieces  out  of  hun- 
ger and  vexation.  After  his  death  many  were 
for  putting  up  his  brother,  but  Ariadne  oppofed 
this  motion  in  favour  of  Anajlafius^  and  with 
great  difKculty  carried  the  point.  Euphemius 
the  patriarch  with  others  had  ftrongly  withftood 
his  advancement,  becaufe  they  fuipefted  him 
;not  to  be  a  found  Catholic:  and  what  Jncreafed 
their  fufpicions  was,  that  his  mother  was  aikf^- 
nicbee  and  his  brother  Clearchus  an  Afian ;  but 
the  crmprcfsAriadne  preflcd  fo  irrefiftably  in  his 
behalf,  that  upon  his  giving  in  writing,  that  he 
held  the  dodlrine  of  the  council  of  Chalcedony 
aYid  that  he  would  make  )io  innovations  in  religi- 
on, Euphemius  crowned  him  the  i  ith  of  April, 
and  foon  after  in  a  council  of  bifhops  confirm- 
ed the  council  of  Chalcedon.  Anajlajius  mar- 
ried Ariadne,  expelled  informers  out  of-C.P. 
abolifhed  the  tax  cbryfargyroriy  and  burned  the 
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tax-regiftcr;  left  all  religious  and  churches  as  he 
found  them,  and  every  one  with  a  full  liberty  of 
condemning  or  receiving  the  council  of  Chalce^ 
don ;  or  of  being  neuter.  Felix  writ  him  a  con- 
gratulatory, *  and  foon  after,  viz.  the  2  5th  of 
February y  changed  his  mitre  here  for  a  crown 
in  heaven.  He  built  the  church  of  S.  Agapu 
tus  near  S.  Laurence^  writ  eloquent  arid  nervous 
letters  in  defence  of  the  faith  and  ecclefiaftical 
difcipline,  which  he  fo  ftrenuoufly  maintained, 
that  he  became  a  pattern  to  his  fucceffors,  parti- 
cularly to  S.  Gregory  the  great ^  a  defcendant  of 
the  ^me  illuftrious  family. 

4.  Gelajlus  ion  of  Valerius  an  African  fuc- 
ceeded,  and  writ  a  refpedtful  letter  to  the  em- 
peror, without  receiving  an  anfwer  %  Euphemi^ 
us  on  the  contrary,  to  whom  the  pope  had  n9t 
"writ,  fent  him  two  letters,  of  which  one  is  loft ; 
in  the  other  he  complains  that  the  |^pe  had  not 
notified  to  him  his  advancement  according  to 
cuftom,  but  that  however  he  is  tranfported  with 
joy  in  beholding  the  mercies  of  God,  that  had 
provided  for  his  church  a  pope,  who  wanted 
not  the  inftmftions  of  others ;  but  was  himfelf 
able  to  diffipate  the  mifts  of  contention  that 
had  divided  the  church,  and  recall  long-banifh- 
ed  peace  by  a  prudent  condefcenfion.  Then 
writes  his  profeflion  of  faith  entirely  catholic, 
with  proteliations  of  embracing  the  council  of 
Chalcedon  ;  talks  of  people  baptifed  and  ordained 
hy  Acacius  fince  his  depofition,  and  brings  fe- 
veral  reafons  for  allowing  Acacius  s  name  in  the 
dyptics^  which  we  may  find,  without  repeating 
th^,  in  Gelafius\  anfwer,  to  this  purpofe :  To 
K  k  4  th« 
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the  moft  beloved  brother  Euphemius^  Gelqfius  : 
It  is  the  ancient  cuftom  of  our  fathers  to  impart 
the  news  of  their  ordinations  to  thofe  who  are 
joined  in  communion  ;  but  you  have  preferred 
a  foreign  fociety  to  thatof  S.Prf^r,  and  talk  of 
condefcendance,  which  is  indeed  laudable  when 
it  ftoops  to  lift  up  the  fallen,  but  not  when  it 
rolls  down  a  precipice  for  company ;  where* 
fore  I  willingly  condefcend,  that  the  baptifed 
and  ordained   by  Acacius  may  exercife  their 
♦  funftions,  by  applying  the  remedy  eftablifhed 
by  the  tradition  of  our  fathers.     You  condemi^ 
EutycheSj  hnt^Acaciusyoxx  fay  has  advanced  no- 
thing againft  faith :  as  if  it  was  not  worfe  to 
know  the  trath,  and  yet  to  join  with  its  enemies^ 
You  fay  you  receive  the  council  of  Chakedon^, 
and  yet  you  do  not  hold  thofe  condemned  in  ge- 
neral and  particular,  who  have  communicated 
-  with  thofe  who  have  condemned  it.    Yoii  can- 
not pretendithat  Mongus^  with  whom  Acacius 
communicated,  is  juftified  ^  of  whofe  justifica- 
tion no  proof  can  be  brought,  but  on  the  con-, 
trary  down-right  evidence  of  his  Eutycbianifm^ 
nor  are  you  to  flatter  yourfelf  with  your  profef- 
fion  of  faith  and  condemnation  of  Eutycbes^ 
without  (hewing  it  eflfeftually  by  renouncing  to 
the  communion   of  heretics,    and  thofe  who 
communicated  with  their  fucceffors.     But  you 
are  forced  to  it.     Give  me  leave  to  tell  you,  that 
expreflion  is  unbecoming  a  bifhop   where  the 
caufe  of  God  and  faith  lie  at  flake,  but  if  you 
plead  defence  from  the  topic  of  fear,  let  me  tell 
you  that  I  have  my  fears  too,  and  tremble  at 
the  thoughts  of  the  dreadful  judgment  of  God  j 
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it  IS  the  duty  of  a  paftor  to  guide  his  filock^  and 
not  follow  them  in  their  errors ;  for  it  is  not  the 
flock  that  is  to  render  account  of  their  paftor, 
butthepaftor  of  his  flock.  We  fhall  appear, 
my  dear  brother  Euphemius^  we  fhall  appear 
before  the  awful  tribunal  of  J.  C.  where  chi- 
canes, excufes,  dilguifes,  will  be  of  no  ufe : 
there  it  will  be  manifefted  to  all,  whether  I  am 
morofe,  untraftable  and  obftinate,  or  you  who 
refufe  the  remedy  of  life,  becaufe  unpalatable, 
and  infl:ead  of  being  cured  defire  your  own  and 
your  physician's  death.  S.  Gelafius  had  before 
premifed,  that  this  letter  ought  not  to  be  takea 
as  a  mark  of  communion,  but  only  as  an  ef- 
fed:  of  that  general  charity  which  Cbrijiianity 
qbliges  us  to  have  for  all  the  world. 

5.  At  the  fame  time  S.  Gelafius  received  a  let- 
ter from  Laurence  Bp.  oiLignida  in  lUyriutn^ 
containing,  that  the  churches  of  Thejfalonica 
had  anathematifed  Acacius  and  thofe  who  com- 
municated with  him,  anddefiredthepopeto  fend 
a  profeflionof  faith  as  an  antidote  againfl  hereiy. 
The  pope  accordingly  fent  one,  which  explica- 
ted after  a  clear  manner  the  myfl:ery  of  the  in- 
carnation againfl:  Eutycbesy  and  told  him  he 
hoped  the  emperor  would  put  an  end  to  thefe 
rafli  dilputes,  and  that  for  his  part  he  would 
have  fent  fome  body  from  him  iolllyrium^  if  the 
prefent  ftate  of  afiairs  could  have. permitted  it : 
by  which  he  means  the  troubles  in  Italy  and  7Z- 
lyrium  which  were  then  upon  the  point  of  chang- 
ing their  matter.  For  T^beodoric  king  of  the 
Ofirogoths  who  had  invaded  Italy y  and  gained 
two  battles  of  Odoacer  in  489  and  one  in  490, 
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had  zMfX  fince  kept  him  blocked  up  in  Raven^ 
nuj  *  and  now  obliged  himtofiirrender  himfelf 
up  with  a  promife  of  dividing  Italy  betwixt 
them,  but  not  long  after  put  him  to  death, 
pretending  that  Odoacer  had  plotted  againft  his 
life.  Thus  ended  the  firft  king  of  Italy ^  an  ^- 
rian  by  religion,  but  favorable  to  Catholics  :  he 
had  diipoffeffed  the  king  of  the  Rugians  of 
his  country,  but  Theodoric^  to  whom  he  fled  for 
fiiccour  not  only  put  him  in  pofTefl^ion  again, 
but  defeated  and  murdered  his  enemy. 

6.  Theodoric  endeavored  to  confirm  himfelf 
in  his  new  dignity  by  powerful  alliances  ;  for 
he  married  Audoflinda  daughter  of  Clouis  king 
of  the  Franks^  and  diipofed  of  both  his  own, 
one  to  Alaric  king  of  the  Vifi-goths^  and  the 
other  to  Sigifmund  king  of  the  BurgundianSy 
made  peace  with  the  Vandals  in  Africa^  and 
difpatched  two  illuftrious  perfons  Faujlus  and 
Ireneus  embafladors  to  C  P.  with  refpedlfol 
letters  to  the  emperor  to  defire  they  might  live. 
in  peace  and  good  underftanding  with  one  ano- 
ther; which  was  readily  granted,  becaufe  Zen^% 
brother  was  up  in  arms  and  pretended  to  the 
empire.  The  pope  did  not  write  by  thefe  em- 
baffadore,  becaufe  the  emperor  had  not  anfwer- 
ed  his  congratulatory,  and  had  forbid  thofe  he 
fent  to  Rome  to  fee  the  pope,  and  yet  the  empe- 
iw  feenied  much  furprifed  that  he  had  no  letter 
from  him.  Faujlus  fent  one  to  the  pope  with 
an  account  of  the  Grecians  complaints  of  and 
objcSions  againft  his  proceedings  :  and  the  pope 
ih  his  anfwer  gave  him  the  following  inftra<ai- 
ons  how  to  comport  himfelf  and  fc^ve  all  their 
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objeftions,  ^t%.  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  any 
bifliop  to  condemn  thofe  who  are  joined  in  com- 
munion with  notorious  heretics,  but  much  more 
in  the  power  of  the  firft  fee  to  whofe  examine 
the  canons  have  decreed  the  appeals  of  the  whole 
church  fhould  be  brought  without  any  appeal 
from  thence ;  fo  that  it  judges  the  whole  church, 
but  is  judged  by  none.  And  in  this  very  affair, 
Elurus^  the  Falkr,  Mongus^  Peter,  PauUnd 
yohn  were  depofed  by  the  fele  authority  of  the 
apoftolic  fee,  of  which  judgment  Acacius  was 
not  only  a  witnefs  but  alfo  an  executor,  and 
therefore  deferved  to  be  condemned  by  his  own 
teftimony,  who  communicated  with  thofe  very 
perfons  he  bimfelf  had  condemned.  And,  of  all 
perfons,  Acacius  ought  not  to  complain  of  the 
pope's  depofing  bifhops,  fince  he  himfelf  with- 
out any  council  had  depofed  Talaja^  Calendioriy 
and  a  great  number  of  other  innocent  biftiops. 
That  Acacius  had  never  afked  pardon,  but  re- 
fifted  the  efforts  of  the  illuftrious  Andromachus 
Faujluss  brother,  as  he  declared  upon  oath,  of 
hnnging  Acacius  to  tesSon  and  the  communion 
of  the  church.*  That  the  pope  had  not  con- 
demned the  emperor,  bqt  the  emperor  had  con- 
demned himfelf  J  for  he  only  condemned  here- 
tics and  thofe  who  communicated  with  them, 
{q  that  if  the  emperor  woi^ld  join  the  excom- 
municated it  mufl  be^mpqted  to  himfelf.  But 
they  fay  we  mufl  pardon  :  but  let  them  give  one 
inflance  fince  the  firfl  foundation  of  C6r//?/^?;^/- 
/y,  of  bifhops,  apoflles,  or  of  our  Saviour  him- 
felf, pardoning  where  there  was  no  amendment. 
We  read  that  Chriji  has  raifed  the  dead :  but  ne- 
ver 
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vcr  that  he  abfolved  perfons  dead  in  their  error. 
He  gave  S.  Peter  power  to  unbind,  but  only  to 
unbind  upon  earth. 

7.  About  the  feme  time  the  pope  received  a 
letter  from  the  bifhops  of  Dardania^  fubfcribed 
by  y^i&»bifhop  of  Scopia  the  metropolis  of  the 
province,  and  five  other  bifliops.     The  direfti- 
on  is  to  Gelafius ....  the  father  of  fathers,  and 
the  contents  to  affure  him  they  had  condemned 
AcaciuSy  and  defired  he  v^rould  fend  to  them 
ibme  peribn  in  v^rhofe  prefence  they  might  re- 
gulate the  concerns  of  religion.     To  this  end 
Gelafius  pitched  upon  JJrficinus  a  bifhop,  and 
with  hini  fenta  letter  excufing  his  not  acquaint- 
ing them  with  his  promotion,  which  he  had 
done  fboner  but  that  the  troubles  of  Italy  ob- 
Dxuded  epiftolary  commerce.  He  writ  another 
letter  to  Houorius  a  biftiop  in  Dalmatia  to  (hake 
off  his  remiffnefs  and  reprefs  the  Pelagian  he- 
reiy,  which  he  had  heard  began  again  in  thofe 
parts,  tho*  condemned  by  fix  popes,  ZofimuSy 
Boniface^  Celejiiney  Sixtus  and  Leo.  Honorius 
in  his  anfwer  feems  furprifcd  at  the  pope's  fbli- 
citude  for  his  church,  becaufe  he  had  always 
held   found  doftrine  as  to  that  point.    The 
pope  returned,  that  from  all  times  the  holy  fee 
had  the  care  of  all  the  churches  in  the  world, 
and  laid  down  inftru(9:ions  for  every  article  up- 
on that  head. 

8.  This  Pelagian  herefy  if  it  was  in  Dalma- 
tia  fpread  it  felf  to  the  neighboring  part  of  //tf- 
iyy  i.  e.  Picenum.  For  an  old  fellow  there  cal- 
led Seneca  fufi:ained  that  there  vv-as  no  original 
fin,  and  that  one  might  be  blefled  evermore  by 
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the  mere  force  of  free-will.     From  fpeculatioii 
he  came  to  pradlice,  and  allowed  clerks  and 
monks  to  dwell  under  the  feme  roof  with'  vir- 
gins confecrated  to  God,  as  having  nothing  to 
fear  but  their  own  inclinations  which  were  in 
their  own  power.     He  talked  very  contemptu- 
oufly  of  SS.  Aujiin  zridyeromj  and  excommu- 
nicated a  prieft  that  refifted  his  errors.   The  old 
fellow  being  brought  to  the  pope,  he  (hewed 
that  he  was  mighty  ignorant,  and  had  nothing 
to  defend  himfelf  with  but  obftinacy,  of  which 
he  had  fo  confidcrable  a  flock,  that  all  Gelafi^ 
uss  reafons  could  not  overcome  it ;  however,  to 
hinder  the  fpreading  of  this  herefy,  he  writ  a 
treatife  to  (hew  that  man  cannot  live  without 
fin,  explicated  the  myftery  of  tht  rcliirreaion^ 
and  that  paffage  of  S.  Paul  (i  Cor.  7.)  the  un^ 
faithful  man  isfanSHfed  by  the faithfulwoman. 
Talaja  prefented  him  with  an  apology  againft 
the  Pelagians^  at  his  return  from  C.  P.   He  had 
been  there  laft  year  to  ufe  his  intereft  with  ^- 
najiajius  to  recover  his  fee,  and  his  hopes  feem- 
ed  pretty  well  grounded,  for  he  had  entertained 
him  when  he  was  a  private  perfon   and  naked 
after  a  fhipwreck  with  abundance  of  charity 
and  affedlion  5  but  the  ungrateful  prince,  inflead 
of  making  returns  of  civility,  commanded  he 
fhould  be  fent  into  banifliment,  and  Talaja  to 
avoid  the  rigor  of  that  fentence  fecretly  made  off 
for  Rome.     Gennadius  priefl  of  Marfeilles  Was 
not  wholly  weaned  from  the  errors  of  the  Semi- 
pelagians^  who  in  his  catalogue  of  Church  wri- 
ters  praifes  Faujlus  bifliop  of  Riez^  blames  S. 
Prober  for  attacking  CaJJian^  and  docs  not  pafs 
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S.  Aujlin  without  a  wipe.  The  laft  author  he 
mentions  is  S.  Hanorafus  Bp.  of  Marfeilles.  He 
was  (fays  Gennadius)  very  eloquent,  and  had  a 
happy  talent  of  preaching  extempore.  He  was 
brought  up  from  his  infancy  in  the  fear  of  God, 
and  habituated  himfelf  betimes  to  ecclefiafticsd 
affAirs.  His  mouth  was  a  treafurc  of  divine  iSbrip- 
tures,  and  he  compofed  feveral  homilies  to  ex- 
plicate the  faith  and  confound  heretics.  Not  on- 
ly the  bifhops  and  priefts  in  his  neighborhood 
were  charmed' with  his  fcrmons,  but  diftant 
churches  obliged  him  to  preach  there,  when  any 
occafion  brought  him  that  way.  Even  the  h<>- 
ly  pope  Gelajius  Bp.  of  Rome  being  apprifed  by 
Honor iussvfni\Xig%  of  the  integrity  oif  hisfaith^i 
ihewed  by  his  anfwer  how  much  he  efteemed 
hinx.  He  writ  the  lives  of  the  holy  fathers  for  the 
edification  of  poftejrity,  principally  that  of  S.  fl/- 
lary  of  Arles^  to  whom  he  owed  his  education, 
and  did  what  lay  in  his  power  with  the  people  to 

implore  the  naercy  of  God  by  proceffions. 

Thus  far  Gennadius ^  who  bcf^cshlseccle/ia/ficai 
writers  compofed  a  treatife  of  ecckftajik,  doc^ 
trines^  and  both  thefe  are  yet  extant :  8  books 
againji  herejiesy  6  againji  NeJloriuSy  3  again/l 
PelagiuSy  z  txGs^ti&  of  the  tboujdnd  yearsywhich 
are  all  loft.  His  ftileis  clear  and  eafy,  bat  he  in- 
clines a  little  to  Semi-pelagianifmy  from  which  it 
is  uncertain  if  ever  he  got  quite  free,  noaintains 
Faujlus'^  opinion  that  all  things*  but  God  arc 
corporeal,  and  puts  down,  kys  Du  Piny  fomc 
difputed  points  tor  articles  of  faith :  fo  that  his 
'  works,  tho' fent  to G^Ajf^^i,  did  not  comeback 
withapprobationlike  S.  Honoratus's. 
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9.  In  the  fecond  yeatof  this  pope  there  hap« 
pened  a  wonderful  app'ition  on  mount  Garga^ 
nus  in  Apulia  j  for  a  bull  breaking  from  the  reft 
of  the  herd,  came  and  flopped  at  the  entrance 
of  a  den  on  the  top  of  this  ntKHintain,  which 
one  of  thofe  who  puriiied  the  bull  feeing,  fliot  at 
him  an  arrow,  but  that  returning  back  upon  the 
(hooter,  the  whole  company  in  a  confternation 
confulted  the  bifhop  about  it,  who  after  order- 
ing a  three-days  faft  and  prayers,  told  them  that 
den  was  under  S.Michael  tht  arch-angel's  pro- 
tection, and  going  thither  with  the  people,  found 
it  in  form  of  a  chapel ;  upon  which  the  divine 
office  was  there  celebrated.  S.  Richard^  zBri^ 
ton  by  birth  and  bifhop  in  thofe  parts,  was,  ac- 
ceding to  our  Englijh  martyrologe,  prefent  at 
thisibkmnity.  His  actions,  as  well  as  thofe  of 
Bracbanus  prince  d  Brecknock/hire^  the  happy 
father  of  24  &ints,  his  fbn  Canock  and  his  virgin 
daughters  Keyna  and  Almedha  (hone  outconQ)i- 
cuous  in  the  age  they  lived,  and  appeared  trium- 
phantly bright  in  the  eyes  of  God,  but  ait  fo 
covered  wkhthe  raft  of  antiquity,  and  have  fo 
ftrong  a  mixture  of  romance,  that  I  fhall  only 
venture  to  defcribe  two  paflages,  one  relating  to 
S.  Keyna  and  the  other  to  S.  Almedha.  That  of* 
S.  Keyna  I  take  from  Capgrave^  who  tdls  us, 
that  this  princefs  to  avoid  the  importunities  of 
herfuitors  abandoned  her  native  air,  crofTed  the 
Severn  and  came  into  SomerfetJIAre^  where  (he 
defired  the  prince  wou|d  grant  her  a  woody  fpot 
of  ground  (he  had  chofe  for  retirement  and  con- 
templation :  the  prince  told  her  he  would  wil- 
lingly grant  her  requeft,  but  that  the  place  was 
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infeded  with  fuch  a  multitude  of  ferpents  and 
venomous  animals,  HSk  the  cattle  could  not  a- 
bide  there,  and  by  confequeiice  was  not  proper 
for  her :  but  the  princefe  affured  of  the  protec- 
tion of  heaven,  demanded  at  her  own  peril  the 
grant  of  her  petition,  which  having  obtained, 
Ihe  by  her  prayers  turned  all  the  ferpents  and  vi- 
pers there  into  ftones.  And  to  this  day,  lays 
CapgravCy  the  ftones  of  that  region  rcfemble 
the  windings  of  ferpents  through  all  the  fields 
and  villages,  as  if  they  had  been  framed  fo  by 

the  hand  of  the  engraver. Of  this  Cambden 

in  hisfearch  after  antiquities  has  as  follows:  on 
the  weftern  bank  of  Avon  is  feen  the  town  of 
Cainjham:  fome  are  of  opinion  that  it  was  na- 
med fo  from  Keyna  a  moft  holy  britijh  virgin, 
who,  according  to  the  credulous  perfuafion  of 
former  ages,  is  believed  to  have  turned  ferpents 
into  ftones,  becaufe  fome  fuch  like  miracles  of 
fporting  nature  are  there  found  in  the  quarries. 
I  myfelf  iaw  a  ftone  brought  from  thence  re- 
prefenting  a  ferpent  rolled  up  in  a  fpine :  the  head 
of  it  ftuck  out  in  the  outwvd  furface,  and  the 
end  of  the  tail  terminated  in  the  centre. 

lo.  S.Keynas  ti^cv  Almedha  was  crowned 
with  martyrdom,  and  her  feaft  celebrated  Au^ 
guji  I.  whereto,  ixysGiraldusCambrenfiSy  great 
numbers  of  people  languiftiing  with  various  in- 
firmities reforted,  and  by  the  merits  of  this  holy 
virgin  obtained  their  defired  health.  One  thing 
feems  very  remarkable,  which  happens  ufually 
on  every  folemnity  of  this  virgin.  Then  and 
there  you  may  behold  men  and  young  women 
dancing  round  the  Cc^miUriumy  fall  down  on  a 
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liiddain  to  the  ground,  and  there  lie  quiet  for  a- 
while  as  if  they  were  rapt  in  an  extafy,  and 
then  prefently  jump  up  as  if  they  were  poflefled 
with' a  frenzy,  and  with  their  hands  and  feet  re- 
prefent  the  works  they  have  upon  feftlvals  un- 
lawfully performed.  There  .you  may  fee  one 
move  as  if  he  was  holding  the  plough,  another 
as  if  he  was  pricking  the  oxen  on  with  a  goad, 
and  both  of  them  finging  Ibme  rade  uncouth 
tune,  as  it  were  to  beguile  their  labours :  one  aft- 
ing  a  fhoe-maker,  a  fecond  a  tanner,  a  third  a 
Ipinfter,  and  a  fourth  with  all  the  poftures  of  a 
maid  bufy  at  weaving  (which  Giraldus  defcribes) 
but  what  is  moft  furprifing  is,  that  as  fooh  as 
thefe  people  are  brought  into  the  church  with 
their  oblations  to  the  altar,  they,  as  it  were,  wake 
from  their  frenzy  and  come  to  themfelves.  And 
thus  by  the  divine  mercy,  that  rejoices  in  the 
converfion  rather  than  the  deftruftion  of  finners, 
it  is  certain  that  many  have  by  their  own  expe- 
rience and  the  example  of  others  been  corredied 
of  their  faults,  and  incited  to  obferve  feftivaldays. 

1 1.  Whilft  thefe  heroic  fouls  were  conquer^ 
ing  heaven  by  holy  violence,  king  Ambrofius 
Aurelius^  prince  Arthur^  and  others,  moved  in 
an  inferior  orb,  and  defended  their  country  at 
the  hazard  of  their  lives.  They  had  fought  ma^ 
ny  bloody  battles  againl);  the  North  and  Kentijh 
Saxons  with  various  turns  of  fortune  j  but  the 
meantime  a  new  company  of  Saxons  under  the 
conduft  of  prince  Ella  landed  in  Suffix y  befieg^ 
^A^AndredeceJier,  and  after  frequent  fkirmifh^s 
and  repulfes  took  the  town  this  orlaftyear,  put 
the  inhabitants  to  the  fword  without  fparing  fo 
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much  as  one,  razed  the  city  to  the  ground,  and 
cftabliflied  the  kingdom  of  the  South-Saxony 
pontaining  Sujfex  arid  Surrey.  Aurelius  was  too 
much  taken  up  to  relin:  or  meddle  with  theie 
new-comers,  'but  fell  upon  his  enemies  at  Bad^ 
des'dowtiy  now  Bdth-Jioney  near  Bathy  and  put 
them  to  flight  to  the  degree  of  a  prodigious 
flaughter.  This  viftory  was  in  a  great  meafurc 
owing  to  prince  Arthur^  whofe  heroic  adlions, 
that  deferved  at  leaft  what  immortality  hiftorian^ 
pan  give,  areobfcured  by  the  fenfelefs  addition 
of  idle  tales  to  that  degree,  that  every  extraordi- 
nary atchievement  of  his,  however  true  in  itfelf, 
paffes  now  for  fabulous,  doubtful,  or  fufpedled, 
12.  In  the  Eaji,  Saluji  Bp.  oijerufalem  fi- 
niftied  his  courfe,  and  was  fiicceeded  in  his  bi- 
^wprick  by  Elias^  who  had  fucceeded  S.  Euthy- 
mius  in  the  government  of  his  monks.  Two 
years  before  he  had  ordained  prieft  S.  Sabas  the 
lupport  of  the  Catholics  in  Palejiine.  This  S. 
Sabas  was  born  in  439  in  Cappadocia^  in  447 
pntered  into  a  monaftcry  of  70  perfons,  and  ex- 
celled them  all  in  humility  and  obedience.  Ii^ 
457  he  came  to  S.  Euthymius^  and  had,  under 
his  condud:,  thofe  adventures  we  related  /.  423. 
After  S.Eutbymimh  death,  thinking  the  mona- 
fttxy  fallen  from  its  obfervance,  he  retired  into  a 
defart  *nd  overcame  great  temptations  of  the 
devil.  Having  dwelt  there  four  years,  he  was 
ordered  by  revelation  to  fettle  in  a  cavern  near 
the  torrent  of  Cedron^  where  he  remained  five 
years  alone,  but  in  484  began  to  have  difeiples, 
who  increafed  fo  faft,  that  he  had  foon  a  com- 
munity of  7opcrfons  under  his  dire<ftion.    In 
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the  midft  of  the  torrent  he  erefted  an  oratory 
and  a  confecrated  altar,  and  when  any  prieft 
came  to  fee  him,  he  dcfired  hinii  to  offer  up  la- 
crifice  there.  The  number  of  his  difciples  being 
now  multiplied  to  150,  feme  of  *them  began  to 
be  tired  with  his  fuperiority,  and  demanded  of 
Snluft  Bp.  of  yerujalem  an  abbot :  to  them  Sa-  ' 
luji  thus:  what  place  are  you  of  ?  Monks.  Of  the 
torrent  of  the  delart.  SaluJi.'Whsit  torrent  ?  Monks. 
Of  that  which  Ibme  call  the  torrent  of  Sabas. 
Saluji.  The  abbot  Sabas,  where  is  he  ?  Monks. 
He  is  a  very  rough  unpolifhed  body,  by  no  means 
proper  to  have  the  conduct  of  a  monaftery  ;  and 
to  be  plain,  he  has  received  no  orders  himfelf, 
nor  fuffered  any  one  elfe  of  his  flock  to  be  or- 
dained :  how  can  fuch  a  body  govern  150  per- 
fons  ?  ^ir ictus  guardian  of  the  cro6  was  pre- 
fcnt,  and  alked  themj.  did  you  receive  him,  or 
did  he  receive  you  ?  Monks.  He  received  us, 
but  has  not  the  capacity  to  govern  us,  fince  cur 
number  is  augmented.  Saluji.  Thinkwell  up- 
on it,  and  come  back  to  morrow.  Meantime 
he  fent  for  S.  Sabas  on  Ibme  other  account,  and 
then  ordained  him  prieft  in  the  prefence  of  hi» 
accufers,  laying  to  them:  behold  your  father  and 
abbot  of  your  lauray  whom  God  has  chofcn 
and  not  men.  He  then  went  with  them  to  the 
laura^  and  dedicated  their  church,  called  TCheoc^ 
tiji^  \.  e.  God'lfuilty  confecrating  an  altar  there, 
under  which  he  placed  feveral  relicksof  martyrs. 
The  fame  time  he  received  into  his  laura^  J^re^ 
my  an  Armenian  with  his  two  difciples  Peter 
and  Pauly  and  John  aBp.  oiCohnia  in  Arme* 
nia^  who,  coming  to  C  P.  to  complain  of  his 
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brother-in-law  Pafinicus  the  governor  of  yfr- 
menia  for  perfecuting  the  church  and  invading 
the  rights  of  fenduary,  obtained  orders  for  a 
redrefs,  and  leaving  that  with  his  company  dipt 
oflf  to  yerufatemy  >frhere  he  beheld  a  luminous 
crofi,  and  heard  a  voice  bidding  him  follow  it 
to  be  laved  :  he  obeyed  the  call,  and  the  hea- 
venly phaenbmenon  conducted  him  to  S.  Sabas.

I.  J^L  IAShcceedcdSaluJi,y/hcn  the  churches 
•^  of  the  Eafi  and  fF^  were  juft  upon  the 
point  of  a  total  mpture,  which  the  pope  flxovc 
in  vain  to  prevent,  whilft  the  emperor  favored 
it :  but  T^beodorich  embafladors  at  their  return 
to  Rome  telling  the  pope  that  the  emperor  won- 
dered he  had  not  writ  to  him,  he  began  from 
thence  to  conceive  fome  hopes^  and  immediate- 
ly penned  an  excufe  from  the  circumftances  of 
the  two  laft  years,  which  intimated  his  letters 
would  have  been  unwelcome,  and  then  proceed- 
ed as  follows  :  there  are  two  things  by  which  the 
world  is  principally  governed,  that  is,  the  &cred 
authority  of  biftiops,  and  the  regal  power  j  and 
the  bifhops  charge  is  fo  much  the  greater,  as  they 
are  to  give  an  account  of  kings  themfelvestothc 
divine  judgment.  For  you  know,  moft  clement 
ibn,  that  tho'  your  dignity  has  railed  you  above 
the  reft  of  mankind,  yetyou  devoutly  bow  down 
your  head  to  prelates,  from  them  demand  the 
inftrumentsot  falvation,  and  in  receiving  the  la- 
craments,  by  the  order  of  religion,  fubjeftyour- 
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felf  to  them  inftead  of  prefiding,  and  yield  to 
their  judgment,  inftead  of  making  them  comply 
with  your  will.  If  the  biftiops  obey  your  laws 
as  to  civil  government  and  temporal  afFairi, 
knowing  you  have  received  this  power  from  on 
high,  with  what  afFeiflion  ought  you  to  fubmit 
yourfelf  to  thofe  who  are  appointed  by  God  to 
diftribute  the  fecraments  ?  And  if  the  faithful 
in  general  are  obliged  to  fiibmit  to  their  bifliops 
righdy  treating  divine  things,  with  how  much 
more  reaibn  ought  they  to  conform  to  the  Bp. 
of  that  fee,  whom  thefupreme  majefly  of  God 
has  placed  above  all  bifliops,  and  has  been  con^ 
ftandy  acknowledged  as  fuch  by  the  piety  of  the 
univerial  church  ?  — .  Wherefore  purely  and  fin- 
cerely  in  the  fight  of  God,  I  obteft,  defire  and 
deprecate  your  piety  that  you  will  not  take  my 
rfcmonftrance  in  ill  part,  but  rather  hear  me  now 
a  petitioner,  than  find  me,  which  God  forbid, 
your  accufer  at  the  divine  judgment.  I  am  not 
ignorant  of  the  love  of  piety  which  appeared  ia 
your  private  life,  nor  how  earneftly  you  defired 
to  become  partaker  of  the  promifes  of  eternity  i 
do  not  then,  I  conjure  you,  be  angry  with  him 
who  loves  you  fo  well,  that  he  wifhes  you  a  per- 
petual kingdom,  and  defires  fbat  as  you  govern 
this  world  you  may  reign  with  Chriji  in  the 
next. rThen  demanding  how  his  prefent  de- 
portment can  be  of  a  piece  with  his  paft  life 
zealous  for  the  church  of  God,  he  muftcrs  up 
all  the  forces  of  reafon  to  convince  him  of  the 
Deceflity  of  razing  Acacim\  name  from  the 
dyptics. 
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2.  The  pope  finding  this  letter  had  no  cfFe^ 
with  the  emperor,  wrote  to  the  bifliops  of  Dar^ 
dania  and  lllyrium  a  congratuktory  for  their 
£rm  adhefion  to  the  holy  iee,  and  cautioned  them 
in  regard  of  Andrew  Bp.  oiTTjeffahnica,  who 
after  ieveral  refiifels  of  condemning  ^^^r/^j,  had 
been  cut  off  from  communion :  fhews  them  that 
Acacius  died  condemned,  and  that  the  throw- 
ing his  name  out  of  the  dyptics  was  not  a  bare 
point  of  difcipline,  but  concerned  the  faith  and 
fiibftance  of  religion.    The  \A(ho^soi Dardania 
in  their  anfwer  fiiew  that  the  fchifmatics  objedli- 
on,  viz.  that  Acaiius  was  not  condemned  law- 
fully nor  by  a  council,  had  fomething  touched 
them  :  therefore  the  pope  rcfolved  to  treat  the 
matter  with  the  utmoft  exadlnefs  both  hiftorical- 
ly  and  theologically,  which  he  performed  next 
year.     In  this  he  held  a  council  of  70  bifliops, 
wherein  he  publiftied  a  decree  touching  the  di- 
ftindion  of  authentic  and  apocryphal  books.  It 
contains  firft  the  catalogue  of  the  books  of  fcripr 
ture,  which  is  the  fame  with  what  the  catholic 
church  receives  at  prefent,  only  that,  according 
to  moft  copies  of  it,  there  is  mentioned  only 
one  book  of  Machabees.  After  this  catalogue  he 
goes  on  thus :    tho'   all  the  catholic  churches 
^read  throughout  the  world  are  but  one  nuptial 
bed  of  J.  C.  yet  the  holy  Roman  catholic  and 
apoftolic  church  is  preferred  to  all  the  reft,  not 
by  iynodical  conftitutions,  but  by  the  evangeli*' 
cal  voice  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  faying:  thou 
art  Peter ^  and  upon  this  rock^  &c.     To  S.  Pe-^ 
ter  the  veffel  of  election  S.P^uI  was  affociated, 
-    -  and 
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fettd  fufFered  martyrdom  the  fame  day  with  hipi, 
and  not  at  another  time  zt  tlie  heretics  give  out

dria  \\\  S. Peter' ^ napie  by S. MgrkYix^ difciple : 
the  third  fee  eftabliflied  at  Antioch  bears  S,  Pe-^ 
ter's  name,  becaufe  he  dwelt  there  before  he  can^e 
to  Ratrie^  and  there  the  name  of  Chrijii^ns  w^s) 

firft  given  to  the  new  behevers. After  the 

fcriptures  the  holy  Roman  chtirch  receives  the 
four  councils  of  Nice^  Q  P,  Ephefus  and  ChaU 
cedon^  and  after  them  the  other  councils  autho- 
rifed  by  the  Tathers.  Like  wife  the  works  of  S  Si 
Cyprian^  Gregory  oi  Nazianzum^  BafiUAtha^ 
nafiusy  Cyril  of  Alexandria^  J^M  of  w^  P-  (i.  P^ 
Cbryjofiom)  oiTheopbilus  oiAkxandriaj  ofSSi 
Hilary^  Ambrofe,  Aujiin^  jferot^^  Projper^  ^nd 
the  letter  of  S.  Leo  to  Flavian  \  infinc,  the 
works  of  all  the  fathers  deceafed  in  the  commu-* 
nion  of  the  Roman  church,  and  the  pgpe's  de^ 
cretals.  As  to  the  ads  of  martyrs,  the  ancient 
cuftom  of  the  Roman^^wr^  is,  for  furety-fake^ 
Hot  to  read  them  ^  becaufe  the  names  of  the  per- 
fons  there  mentioned  are  altogether  unknown, 
and  altered  by  infidels  or  ignorant  people :  in 
•  this  number  are  the  a<3:s  of  SS.  Cyriacus  and 
yulitta,  and  feveral  others  compofed  by  here- 
tics. On  this  accctint,  to  avoid  the  lead  occafi- 
on  of  raillery,  they  are  not  read  in  the  Roman 
church,  tho'  that  church  honors  with  an  entire 
devotion  all  the  martyrs  and  their  combats,  more 
known  to  God  than  to  men.  The  council  re-^ 
ceives  with  honour  the  lives  of  the  fathers,  viz^ 
ofSS.Paulj  Antony y  H/7^m«  and  others  writ 
by  S.  Jerom.  It  permits  the  ads  of  S.  Sihejier 
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pope,  thofe  of  the  invention  of  the  crofs,  and  ,. 
the  new  relations  of  the  invention  of  S.  yobn*% 
Head:  but  with  caution.  It  permits  in  the  lame 
manner  the  works  of  Rufinus  and  Origeny  in- 
afmuch  as  they  are  not  reprehended  by  S.  ye- 
rem.    But  it  approves  that  of  Orofiusy  and  the 

poems  of  Sedulius  and  Juvencus. -Among 

the  apocryphal  books  it  ranks  the  council  6i 
Rmtniy  the  itinerary  of  S.  Peter  under  S.  Cle^ 
menfs  nzmty  the  adls  of  SS.  Andrew ^  Thomas^ 
Petery  Philip  :  the  gofpels  of  SS.  ihaddaus^ 
Mattbiasy  Peter y  yames^  Barnabas^  TbomaSy 
BartbohmeWy  Andrew  :  thofe  which  Lucian 
and  Hejycbius  have  falfified.  The  book  of  the 
infancy  of  our  Saviour y  of  the  nativity  rf  our 
Saviour y  of  Mary  and  the  midwife,  with  fe- 
veral  others  :  of  which  the  moft  noted  are  the 
foundation  and  treafure  of  the  Manichees^  the 
centos  of  Firgil  attributed  to  Proba  Falconia^ 
and  the  revelation  of  S.  Pauly  the  aSls  of  S. 
Theclay  the  paffage  or  the  ajfumption  of  holy 
Mary^  the  penance  of  Adam^  the  penance  of  O- 
rigeny  the  lots  of  the  apoftles^  the  letter  oj  J.  C. 
to  Abgary  thepafory  the  canons  of  the  apojlles. 

The  works  of  fome  heretics,  as  Tertulliany 

MontanuSy  Fauftus  the  ManicheCy  Tychonius 
the  Donati/ly  and  of  fome  catholics  who  have 
fwerved  fiom  fome  point  of  the  dodlrine  of  the 
catholic  church :  as  LaSiantius^  S.  Clement  of 
Alexandriay  ArnobiuSy  CaJJian^  Fauftus  oiRiez. 
The  council  alio  condemns  all  charadcrsor  pre- 
servative billets  that  bear  the  names  of  angels  : 
and  the  writings  of  all  heretics  in  general,  whofe 
names  it  mentions  from  Simon  the  magician 
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to  Acacius  of  C.  P.  and  aixathematiics  them  all. 
Such  is  the  cenfure  of  books  in  this  council  fbut 
the  variety  of  ancient  copies,  lays  Fleury^  may 
make  one  doubt,  if  the  names  of  ibme  authors 
have  not  flipt  in  which  the  council  never  con- 
demned. 

3.  In  the  £ime  council  he  wrote  to  the  bi- 
ihops  of  Lucania^  the  Brutii  (that  ii,  to  the 
bifhops  of  Calabria  and  thereabouts)  and  Sici^ 
ly^  to  relax  ibmething  of  the  rigor  of  ecclefia* 
ftical  difcipline  in  regard  of  interftitiums  in  or- 
dinations; becaufe  the  late  wars  httwixtlTjeodo-- 
ric  and  Odoacer  had  laid  the  churches  defolate. 
So  after  ftriftly  prohibiting  the  ordinations  of  ier- 
vants,  criminals,  or  energumeni,  he  grants  them 
leave  in  their  preient  necefiity  to  ordain  lay-mea 
priefts  a  year  and  a  half  after  they  had  received 
their  firft  ordination,  and  monks  a  year  after,  in 
the  following  manner  :  the  firfl  ordination  they 
may  receive  all  the  lefler  orders  except  that  of 
acolyte^  which  may  be  conferred  upon  thera 
three  months  after,  and  the  like  interjiitium  of 
three  months  mult  be  obferved  betwixt  that  of 
acolyte  and  lub-deacon,  lub-deacon  and  deacon^ 
deacon  and  prieft,  and  performed  on  the  Satur^ 
days  of  the  fefts  of  the  fourth,  feventh,  and 
welfth-month,  and  the  beginning  oiLent.  That 
the  veil  for  conlecrated  virgins  muft  only  be  giv- 
en on  the  feafts  of  Epiphany ^  Eajiery  and  the  A-- 
pojllesy  unlels  the  holy  virgins  dangeroully  lick 
delire  not  to  die  without  that  conlblation.  That 
baptifm  is  to  be  performed  only  at  Eajler  and 
Wbitfuntide^  unlcfs  in  cale  of  neccffity.  That 
women  muft  not  fcrve  at  the  altar,  and  that 
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the  priefts  hinder  that  abufe  under  paUi  of  d^ 
pofition;  nor  pricfts  ofier  to  blels  the  chrifin  or 
confirOT.  That  widows  muft  not  receive  the 
veil.  That  a  diftribution  of  the  church  reve- 
nues be  made  much  after  the  manner  prefcribedj 
in  483,  n.  I. 

4.  TT:>eodoric^  whofe  arms  had  di^erfed  the 
paftprsof  thephurch,  cait  all  Italy  into  aeon- 
ilernation  by  a  law  he  made^  that  deprived  the 
followers  oiOdaacer  to  make  their  will$,  or  dif- 
pofe  of  their  goods.  The  people  in  this  diftreis 
applied  themfelves  to  S.  Efiphanius^  of  Pavi^j 
to  intercede  for  them  to  the  king.  He  had  been 
fucccfsful  in  many  other  deput^tioi^Sj  but  refii- 
fed  to  undertake  this  without  a  companion ;  fp 
S.  Laurence  of  Milan  went  with  him  to  Ua- 
^enna  where  the  king  kept  his  court.  S.Epi- 
phanius  was  the  Ipeaker,  and  obtained  what  hfi 
demanded,  except  the  pardon  of  fbme  ring-lead- 
ers. His  embally  being  thus  happily  concluded, 
the  king  called  him  apart  and  told  him,  you  fee 
how  the  fertile  lands  oi  Italy  Y\t  wafte  by  reafon 
of  the  multitude  of  inhabitants  the  Burgundians 
have  carried  away  captives,  whom  I  am  willing 
to  ranfom,  and  know  no  body  among  the  bi- 
ihops  fo  proper  for  this  commiflion  as  yourfelf. 
Go  then  to  king  Gondebaud  who  refpe€ls  ypur 
perfon  and  defires  to  fee  you,  and  I  fhall  furni^i 
you  with  what  mony  is  neccflary.  S.  Epipba- 
nius  accepted  this  commiffion,  with  a  provilb 
ihaxViSlor  Bp.  of  Turin  fhould  be  jojned  in  if. 
By  this  occafion  the  pope  writ  to  Rtffiicius  Bp. 
of  Lyons  S.  Patient'^  fucceflbr,  and  to  Eoni^s 
Bp.of^rles^  thanking  them  fot  the  afliftance 
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they  had  fentto  redrefs  the  miferics  of  thepeo*- 
pie  in  Italy :  and  in  that  to  Rufticius  complains 
of  the  impious  Acacius^s  proceedings,  defires  to 
know  his  judgment  in  this  matter  and  to  af!ift 
Epiphanius  in  his  negotiation.  This  letter  is  dar- 
ted January  the  25th. 

c.  Epiphanius  however  begun  his  journey 
only  in  the  month  of  Marcb^  and  paffed  tl^ 
^^^jtho'  it  was  ftill  cold  nipping  weather,  and 
the  rivers  frozen.  The  people  from  all  parts 
crowded  in  to  iee  him,  and  brought  him  pre/ents 
and  all  forts  of  provifions,  which  he  gencroufly 
diftributed  among  the  poor.  He  arrived  in  a 
little  time  at  Lyons^  where  the  bifhops  went  out 
to  meet  him  and  give  him  an  infight  into  Gon-- 
debauSs  artful  temper.  Epiphanius  made  an  e- 
loquent  ipeech  perfuading  him  to  fet  the  captives 
at  liberty  without  ranfom :  to  which  Gondebaud 
replied  with  much  addrefi,  affiiring  him  that  in 
this  he  would  confult  the  intereft  of  his  foul  and 
kingdom.  Then  taking  the  advice  of  his  friends, 
he  fcnt  this  anfwer  to  the  bifliops,  that  he  de- 
manded no  ranfom  except  for  thofe  who  were 
taken  in  arms  againft  him ;  for  as  for  them  they 
belonged  to  the  foldiers,  who  would  murmur  if 
they  were  defrauded  of  the  rights  of  war.  This 
was  joyful  news  to  the  holy  bifliops  and  the  cap- 
tives, who  were  releafed  to  the  number  of  6,000 
gratis  :  the  mony  Ty&^^^nV  had  given  was  em- 
ployed in  redeeming  others,  to  which  Syagria 
a  woman  of  quality,  S.Avitus  of  Vienna^  &c. 
largely  contributed.  S.  Epiphanius  apprehend- 
ing, that  the  mafters  of  thefe  captives  in  the 
places  remoter  from  court  would  make  a  difficul- 
ty 
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ty  of  parting  with  them,  went  to  Geneva  where 
Qodegejil  king  Gondebaud^s  brother  refided,  and 
finding  him  in  the  fame  diipoiition  as  the  king, 
came  away  with  fuch  numbers  of  captives,  that 
that  part  of  Gaul  ieemed  in  a  manner  de&rted; 
aihidft  the  troops  of  thcfe  S.  Epipbanius  their 
deliverer  returned  to  Italy  as  in  triumph,  and 
was  welcomed  in  by  the  acclamations  and  bleff* 
ings  of  the  people. 

6.  S.  Epipbanius  was  a  native  of  Pavia^  Ion 
of  Maurus  and  Focaria^  defcended  from  the 
family  of  S.  Miracles  Bp.  oi  Milan.  He  was 
born  in  438,  and  at  8  years  of  age  was  ordained 
lector ;  he  had  a  fine  fhape,  a  haiEidfome  counte- 
nance, adorned  with  a  fingular  modefly,  and  a 
beautifiil  exterior  in  the  whole ;  his  voice  was 
harmonious,  his  diicourfe  infinuating,  and  his 
talents  for  learning  and  infhufting  excellent.  If 
he  was  moleiled  with  any  impure  dream,  he 
combatted  the  temptation  by  ftandingalong 
time  ftrait  up,  by  watching  and  by  failing.  He 
read  the  icripture  continually,  had  a  great  part 
of  it  by  heart,  and  in  pra<3:ice.  He  was  made 
fub-deacon  at  18  years  old,  and  deacon  at  20, 
by  S.  Crijpin  Bp.  ofPavia^  who  notwithftand- 
ing  his  youth  eptrufted  him  with  the  admini- 
Aration  of  the  church  revenues,  and  employed 
him  to  intercede  in  his  name  for  people  in  di- 
ftrefe.  He  acquitted  himfelf  of  thefe  funftions 
with  a  great  deal  of  fiiccefs,  and,  tho'  there  were 
many  admirable  perfons  among  the  clergy  of  Pa-- 
viay  as  the  arch-deacon  Silvejier^  Bonofus  the 
prieft,  &ch  yet  he  proved  the  chief  confola- 
don  of  his  bifhop,  and  pppn  his  changing  his 
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earthly  abode  to  be  united  with  the  iaints  in  hea- 
ven, Succeeded  in  his  place  in  466,  being  then 
only  28  years  of  age.    From  that  time  he  ne- 
ver would  uie  the  bath,  nor  eat  above  one  nieat 
a  day,  which  generally  cohfifted  of  herbs  and 
pulfe,  with  a  very  little  wine.    At  firft  he  eat 
no  dinner,  but  finding  that  an  obftacle  to  hos- 
pitality, he  changed  his  meal,  and  eat  no  fupper. 
In  thefharpeft  feafbn  of  the  year  he  was  the  firft 
at  the  mid-night  office,  and  what  time  he  could 
ipare  firom  his  devotions  he  employed  in  corporal 
labour,  and  in  aflifting  the  miferable.    The  re- 
putation of  his  virtue  made  him  often  employ** 
cd  in  public  affairs,  as  in  his  embafTy  to  Anthe^ 
mius  in  471,  to  Evaric  king  of  the  Vifi-goths 
in  474,  to  Odoacery  fi'om  whom  he  obtained 
many  perfbnsfi'eedom,  particularly  of  the  female 
lex,  repaired  the  townof  P^'z;/Vaand  the  churches 
without  any  other  fund  than  that  of  providence. 
He  had  other  deputations  to  Odoacer^  and  feveral 
to  Tbeodoric^  in  all  which  he  proved  a  focce&ful 
advocate  for  the  diftreiTcd.  Tbeodoric  was  high- 
ly pleafed  with  the  efficacy  and  addrefs  of  his 
laft  embafTy,  and  in  fb  favorable  a  jundlure  the 
feint  prevailed  with  him  to  make  has  generofity 
compleat,  and  reflore  thefe  captives  to  their  ef- 
fefts  as  well  as  their  liberty. 

7.  Gondebaud  not  long  after  this  embafTy  had 
the  news  of  his  niece  Chtildis  being  brought  a- 
bed  of  a  young  prince  called  Ingomirus.  I  fhall 
be  the  more  particular  in  relating  this  young  la- 
dy's hiftory,  becaufe  fhe  will  appear  one  of  the 
brighteft  ornaments  of  her  fex,  and  a  mighty 
fopport  to  Cbriftianity.    To  begins  Gonderk 
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king  of  the  Burgundians  dyiog,  kft  behind  him 
four  fons  Gondebaud^  Godegifil^  Cbilderic  and 
Gondemar^  who  all  <^  them  pretended  to  fuc- 
ceed,  and  the  younger  l^-other's  fortune  prevail* 
ing,  the  two  ekieft  fled  away,  and  were  for  a 
time  thought  dead ;  but  watching  a  &vorabIe  op- 
portunity they  came  upon  their  younger  brother$ 
at  Vienna  in  Dauphine^  negligent  of  danger  and 
jfecure  of  fate,  and  in  ^  mangier  furprifed  them 
with  iuch  terrors  as  if  the  grave  had  given  up 
the  dead  to  arm  againft  them.    Cbilderic  was 
ilain  fword  in  hand,  and  Gondemar  was  burned 
in  a  tower  to  which  he  fled  for  refuge,  and  his 
wife  and  children  were  thrown  into  a  well  and 
drowned.     Cbilderic's  eldefl  daughter  Mucuri^ 
na  was  made  a  veflal  without  hopes  of  marriage 
or  poflerity,  and  his  youngefl  Clotildis  then  in 
the  cradle  brought  up  in  Gondebaud'^  palace. 
With  an  increafe  of  years   tne  perfeftions  of 
Chtildis's  mind  diiplayed  themfel  ves  after  a  won* 
derful  manner ;  and  her  beauty  ripened  to  fuch 
^  degree,  that  fhe  became  the  difcourfe  of  all 
the  neighboring  courts,  and  the  almofl  conftant 
theme  of  the  Franks ^  who  frequently  reforting 
to  Gondebaud's  palace,  had  occafion  to  fee  her 
and  be  acquainted  with  her  virtues.     Clodoveus 
king  of  the  Franks^  framing  from  their  relati- 
ons the  finefl  idea  of  this  young  princefs,  &nt 
propo£ils  to  her  privately  of  marriage,  hyAu^ 
relian  z  peribn  of  approved  faith  ;  and  he,  not 
to  give  any  umbrage  of  jealoufy  to  Gondebaud^ 
who  might  think  fuch  an  alliance  an  attempt 
upon  his  throne,  found  means  in  the  difguife  of 
a  beggar  to  declare  his  mafler's  love  and  deliver 
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Jbis  prefents.  She  made  fome  difBciilty  of  ac, 
cepting  this  offer,  becaufe  Chdoveus  y^^szHea^ 
fhen  and  flie  a  CatMiCy  tho*  bred  tip  ih  her  un- 
cle's palace  who  was  an  Artan^  but  confented  to 
it  upon  Aurelian's  engaging  for  his  conVerfion. 
The  lady's  confent  being  obtained,  he  fent  laft 
year  folemnly  to  demand  her  oi  Gondebaud^  and 
he,  not  daring  to  do  otherwife,  confented.  God 
bleffed  their  marriage  this  year  with  a  ibn,whoni 
Clotildh  defired  might  be  baptifed  and  trained 
up  in  her  religion,  and  the  king,  who  every  day 
was  more  and  more  charmed  with  her  granted 
all  fhe  alked ;  but  the  child  dying  within  the 
week  of  his  baptifm,  the  king  could  not  forbear 
.  upbraiding  her  with  fuperftition,  which  hefaid  had 
piurdered  his  boy.  To  whom  the  queen  replied  : 
I  give  my  God  immortal  thahks,  that  he  has 
pleafed  to  accept  of  the  firft-bbrh  of  my  womb, 
iand  heir  of  our  crown,  and  take  him  to  his 
kingdom,  infinitely  preferable  tb  ours.  The 
king  had  already  upon  feveral  occafions  fhewed 
his  love  to  Cbrijiian  bifhops,  tho'  an  heathen 
himfelf :  and  Gondamond  in  Africa^  who  had 
foftened  his  predeceffor*s  perfecution,  this  year 
made  it  ceafe,  by  allowing  the  Catholics  to  opecj 
their  churches.

1.  np  H  E  ift  of  February  the  pope  writ  the 
X  anfwer  he  promifed,  to  the  bifhops  of 
Dardania  objeding  Acacius^s  not  being  con- 
demned in  a  council.  Run  over,  fays  he,  what- 
ever has  pailed  fince  the  time  of  the  apoftles, 
and  you  will  lee  that  our  fathers  the  catholic 
bifhops,  having  once  condemned  in  a.  council 
each  nerefy,  held  their  decifions  firm  and  irre- 
verfible^  not  fuflfering  them  to  be  called  in  que- 

ftion Thus  Sabellius  was  condemned  in  a  * 

council,  thus  xhtAriansm  the  council  oiNice^ 
Aus  Eunomius^  MacedoniuSy  Nejiorius.  We 
therefore  do  affure  you  what  no  ChrijliancsLti 
be  ignorant  of,  that  it  belongs  principally  to  the 
firfl  fee  to  put  in  execution  the  decrees  of  councils 
approved  by  the  confent  of  the  uniyerlal  churchj^ 
becaufe  that  fee  confirms  councils  by  its  autho- 
rity  The   church  throughout  the  world 

knows  that  the  fee  of  S.  Peter  hks  a  right  to  loof^ 
en  whatever  is  bound  by  the  fentence  of  any  one, 
and  judge  every  church,  without  being  judged 
itfelf ;  fince  the  canons  ordain  that  appeals  may 
be  made  to  it  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  but 
none  from  it . .  . .  tl^c  holy  fee  treading  in  the 
tracks  of  its  anceflors,  has  often,  without  a  pre- 
ceding council,  abfolved  what  a  council  unjufUy 
condemned,  and  condemned  thofe  whodeferved 
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It.     Of  this  he  gives  inftances  in  abfolving  SS/ 
AtbanafiuSy  Chryjbftom  and  Flavian  condemned 
in  illegal  councils  \  and  of  cpndemning  Diof^ 
corns  and  the  council  that  approved  him ;  he 
continuegto  fliew,  that  there  are  legal  and  illegal 
councils :  the  illegal  is  one  that  a<fts  contrary  to 
fcripture,  the  tradition  of  the  fathers,  the  canons 
approved  by  the  whole  church,  and  principally 
by  the  holy  fee ;  the  legal  is  one  which  adts  ac- 
cording to  all  thefe.     Thence  he  proceeds  to  art 
account  oiAcacius's  crimes  related  in  thecourfe 
of  this  hiftory ;  then  obviates  an  objection  from 
the  dignity  of  C.  P.  which  he  ftiews  does  not 
impart  to  it  any  epifcopd  pre-eminence,  no  more 
than  to  Ravenna^  Mtlan^  Treves  and  Sirmium^ 
alfo  imperial  cities;  for  the  largenefs  of  the  ci-- 
ties  confers  nothing  in  point  of  religious  jurif^ 
didion,  and  C.  P.  has    the  weakeft  preten- 
ces,   as   not  being  a  patriarchal,    nor   even  a 
metropolitan  fee,  but  fubjeft  to  Heraclea.     Be- 
fidcs  this  letter,  which  is  an  elaborate  piece  of 
erudition,  he  v^^rit  three  other  treatifes  upon  the 
fame  fubjedt;  the  (i.)  contains  fome  ftrongex- 
prefiions  againft  Peter  Mongus^  extr^dted  from 
the  letters  of  pope  Simplicius^  pope  Felix  atid 
Acacit^s:  the  (2.)  a  reprimand  of  the  eafiern 
bifliopi  for  liifFering  P^/^r  the  fuller  ^X^Antioch: 
the  (3.)  is  of  the  bond  of  excommunication  ;  it 
anfwers  this  objedlion,   that  if  the  council  of 
Cbalcedon  be  received,  the  Bp.  of  C.  P.  ought  • 
to  have  the  Yecond  rank  j  by  diftinguifhing  its 
definitions  in  matters  of  faith,  received  by  the 
whole  church  and  confirmed  by  the  holy  fee, 
from  points  of  djfcipline,  which  the  legates  had  - 
Vol.  IV.  Mm  no 
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no  commhlion  to  meddle  with ;  and  that  Ana^^ 
iclius  gave  up  this  pretended  privilege  of  C.  P.  it 
be>ng  contrary  to  the  privileges  of  the  oniverial 
church.  After  this  it  explains  the  claufe  of  Fe^ 
k'x's  ientence  zffan&jicaciusj  p.  489,  to  be  un- 
derftood  in  cafe  of  his  continuing  obfti^ate ;  for 
otherwife  the  never  to  be  rekajed  adds  nothing  to 
the  condemnation*  He  held  a  council  where 
SS.  Epipbanius  of  Pavia^  Laurence  oiMilan^ 
with  43  other  bifhops  were  preient :  it  ended 
the  13  th  of  May  y  and  in  it  were  treated  at  length 
the  particulars  of  Mifenush  penance.  He  and 
Vitalis  had  been  excommunicated  for  their  pre- 
varication at  C.  P.  and  in  this  ftate  Vitalis  had 
been  taken  off  by  a  fuddain  death,  which  much 
ajarmed  Mi/enuSy  who  gave  in  an  humble  peti- 
tion to  the  council  to  compaflionate  his  ag^  and 
infirmities,  and  not  let  him  perifli  with  Vitalis. 
Anafiajius  deacon  (probably  Gelajtus'^  fiiccef- 
for)  read  this  petition,  upon  hearing  which  the 
pope  bid  Mifetms  ?nter,  who  proftrate  on  tibe 
^ound  pre&nted  another  petition  and  anallie* 
matifed  Eufycbes  znd  his  faercfy,  with  Diojcorus 
his  follower,  and  their  fuccefTors  and  afibciates, 
EluruSy  Mongus^  Peter  the  fuller ^  AcaciuSy 
and  all  their  accomplice  and  communicants^ 
&c.  Then  Gelajius  demanding  the  council's  ad« 
vice,  the  biihops  and  priefts  rofe  up,  and  widi 
njany  acclamations  dcfired  Mifenu^^  .purdoa; 
bping  i(^ted  again,  Gelajius  f^A^  the  holy  £be  in 
conckmning  Mifenus  and  Vitalis  did  not  cut 
off  their  hopes  oi  pardon,  Vitalis  fell  under  the 
ju^gmwts  of  God  without  our  being  able  to 
iuccour  him^  but  now  we  ought  to  help  Mi^ 
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Jenm^  aftd  accordingly  he  (hall  be  fcftored^-io 
communiotY  aild  the  dignity  of  prieft.  All  the 
bi(hops  acclaimed  the  pope  ?icardr  Cbrijl^  with 
repeated  wifties  of  S.  Peter^t  years. 

2.  Thecmpefof,  farfix)m  repentance,  fortified 
hii^If  in  obftinacy  againff  tfie  church,  depo- 
fed^  Euphemius  out  of  hatred  to  his  orthodoxy, 
tho'  under  pretence  of  his  hating  favored  the  /- 
/auridni  revolt ;  andcSLukdMacedomas  the  trea- 
ibrer  of  the  church  to  be  ordained  in  his  place. 
The  people  buftled  mtuch  for  Euphemius^  run- 
ning  to  the  Hippodrome  and  finging  the  litanie^, 
but  to  little  purpofe,  for  the  emperor  banifhed 
hito  into  Paphlagonia.    Before  ne  left  C.  F.  he 
Was  willing  to  have  Macedonim's  word  that 
he  fhouki  be  fefelycondu^d  thither:  for  which 
cffed:  Maceddnius  came  to  him  mihtbapti/ieri-^ 
umy  h\x%  made  his  pallium  be  taken  off  by  his 
deacon  before  he  entered,  becaufe  he  would  uot 
wear  it  in  Euphemius'^  preferice,  and  borrowed 
ifiony  to  defray  Eupbeffiius's  charge!     This  dc- 
pbfition,  to  which  the  bifhops  then  at  C.  P.  a- 
greed  to,  was  approved  of  hyAtbanafius  of  A^ 
kxandria  and  PaBadimoi  Antioch^  but  not  by 
Elias  of  yerufalem.    Elias  had  built  a  mona- 
stery near  the  cathedral,  where  he  affembled  thtt 
moft  virtuous  perlbnrhe  could  find  of  the  chlrrch 
of  the  H.  Sepulchre y  who  were  before  dilperfed 
ahout  the  tower  of  David.  *    He  communi- ' 
cated  with  Eupbemius  of  C.  P.  and  after  his  de- 
pofitioA  with  Matedoniusy  Who  received  the' 
council  of  Cbalcedofij  but  not  With  Palladius  6t 
Athanafim^  who  rgefted  it^    Atbanafivs  died' 
«  Mm  a  foon

ibon  after,  and  had  for  the  fucceilor  of  his  fee 
and  ichifin  one  ^ohn  Hemoula  or  Mela. 

3.  S.  GelafiusdKo  departed  this  life.    Befides 
his  works  already  mentioned,  he  writ  a  treatiie 
againft  Andromacbus  a  ienator,  and  other  jR^- 
mans^  who  were  for  reviving  the  fuperftition  of 
the  JjUpercalia  lately  fuppreffed.  What  is  to  be 
wondered  at  is,  thatthefe  people  profefiedGfer/- 
fiianity^  and  yet  were  not  afhamed  to  maintain 
publicly,  thar  the  caufe  of  their  diftempers  was 
the  anger  of  the  god  Februarius^  whom  they 
did  not  appeafe.     Gelafim  begins  with  demon- 
ftrating  the  inconfiftency  ofworfhippingGodand 
idols,  of  being  a  member  of  Chriji  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  devils,  and  then  goes  on :  tell  me,  fays 
he,  when  the  plague  fo  often  raged  in  this  city, 
and  that  with  iiich  violence  as  to  take  the  peo- 
ple off  by  thouiands,  and  make  a  deiblation  in 
thofe  warlike  times  that  difabled  them  from  raif- 
ing  foldiers  ;  was  iacrifice  then  wanting  to  your 
god  Februarius^  or  your  god  Februarius  want- 
ing to  your  affiftance  ?  Was  not  then  th?  Lu^ 
percalia  celebrated  with  folemn  facrifices  ?  For 
you  cannot  pretend  they  were  not  then  be- 
gun,   fince   Evander  before  Rowulus^s   time 
brought  them  into  Italy :  and  thefe  Lupercalia^ 
as  Livy  in  his  fecond  decad  affures  us,  were  not 
inftituted  remedies  for  ficknefe,  but  for  women's 
barrennels  ;  and  therefore  the  omiflion  of  them 
in  your  own  heathenifli  fcheme  can  only  be  a 
hindrance  to  the  fruitfiilnels  of  your  wives,  but 
not  to  your  lands.     When  the  emperor  Antbe^ 
tnius  came  to  RomCy  the  Lupercalia  were  cele- 
brated. 
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brated,  and  yet  there  was  an  infupportable  plague. 
So  that  thefe  calamities  are  not  derived  from  that 
omiffion,  but  from  the  omiffion  of  good  works, 
and  from  the  perpetration  of  the  moft  horrid 
crimes,  of  murders,  adulteries,  oppreffions,  and 
what  is  ftiU  worfe,  of  playing  feft  and  loofe  with 
Godhimfelf,  by  facrjlegesand  magic  arts  dreadful 
to  the  very  Pagans :  of  which  that  verfe  of  old  : 

Whatever  Roman  crimes  dejerv'd  to  lofe. 

Virg.  Dryd. 

But  you  mighty  patrons  of  the  Lupercalia ^who 
judge  them  fo  beneficial  to  mankind,  if  they 
have  that  excellence  you  pretend,  to  you  we 
muft  impute  this  train  of  evils,  to  you  who  ce- 
lebrate thefe  divine  gifts  with  a  negligence  de- 
generating from  your  anceftors  devotion.  For 
among  them  men  of  the  firft  quality  ran  naked 
up  and  down  the  ftreets  with  the  Luperci^  and 
ftrack  the  venerable  matrons  on  the  hands  and 
bellies  with  a  goat-fkin ;  whereas  you  content 
yourfelves  with  fubftituting  in  the  place  of  thefe 
great  names,  the  very  lees  and  refufe  of  the  peo- 
ple. Why  do  not  you  imitate  your  anceftors,. 
and  confecrate  a  public  nakcdnels  of  nobility  to 
your  heavenly  inftitution  1  If  thefe  are  fo  excel- 
lent,  fo  divine,  fo  beneficial,  if  the  integrity  of 
your  lives  depends  upon  them,  why  do  you  trant 
fer  the  honour  upon  your  flaves,  andbluftito 
perform  them  yourfelves  ?  Why  are  you  Chri-^ 
Jiians  by  halves  and  mungril  idolaters  ?  Why  as 
heathens  do  you  not  facrifice  in  the  capitol  and 
the  temple  of  demons,  and  why  as  Chrijiiam 
do  you  defend  thefe  execrable  rites,  thofe  infa- 
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mous  ibngSy  which  prompt  to  wickedne&,  and 
deftroy  the  laft  remains  of  modefty  ?  But  theie 
rites  have  the  prcfcription  of  antiquity,  and  have 
been  hitherto  tolerated  in  Cbrijiian  times.  1$ 
this  a  confequence  that  they  muft  Hill  remain  ? 
Every  pope  has  at  different  times  put  down 
Ibmc  criminal  or  idle  lu'perftition.  Pnyfic  does 
not  cure  all  diftempers  at  once,  but  begins  with 
the  moft  dangerous  ones,  for  fear  the  body  {hould 
not  have  force  to  undergo  the  remedies.  Infine, 
as  to  what  regards  me,  I  declare  no  bapti&d 
prfon,  no  Cbriftian  can  celebrate  thefe  rites, 
Dut  the  Pagans  only,  a  part  of  whofe  religion 
it  is :  but  am  obliged  to  acquaint  Chrijlians  that 
they  are  fatal  and  pernicious  to  them.  ,1  will 
difcharge  my  confeience^  and  let  them  look  to 
it  who  neglefl:  to  obey  thefe  juft  admonitions. 
And  I  do  not  doubt  but  my  predeceffors  have 
d6ne  as  much  and  folicited  the  emperors  to  abo- 
lifli  this  abufe,  which  becaufe  they  did  not 
hearken  to,  they  and  their  empire  perifhed, 
and  the  Roman  name  fiink  into  ruin,  whilft 
the  Lupercalia  flouriflied.  How  they  proceed- 
ed I  know  not,  but  every  one  muft  anfwer  i(x 
hispwncondu^. 

4.  He  alfo^ompoi^  a  large  treatife  againft 
Eutyches  and  Nejiorius.  Whether  that  which 
is  now  extant  and  bears  his  name  be  his  is  much 
diiputed  by  critics,  whole  reafons  may  befeen  in 
fwte.  He  made  a  decree  forbidding  communion 
under  one  kind  only,  to  difcover  i^itManicbeeSy 
who  abhorred  wine.  See^.  202.  He  com- 
poied  hypans,  prefaces,  and  probably  thcjacra- 
mntary^  whicn  contains  the  mafles  throughout 
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the  year,  and  the  forms  of  the  &craments  :  of 
which  Tbomqffinus  at  large.     It  is  divided  into 
three  books.     In  the  ( i .)  are  the  three  mafles  of 
Cbrijimafsy  the  maifes  of  Lent^  Eafter^  Af-  - 
cenfion^  Whitfuntide^  &c.  with  the  ceremonies  . 
praftifed  in  the  collation  of  every  order,  and 
the  ceremonies  of  baptifm  by  exorcifms,  &c. 
It  takes  notice  of  two  mafles  iaid  upon  Holy 
Tburfday^  one  in  the  morning  and  the  other  in 
the  evening;  it  has  the  fame  canon  ofthemais, 
theiame  prayers  on  Good  Friday  as  we  have  at 
prefent,  die  fame  adoration  of  the  crofe,  (Sc. 
In  (2.)  the  mafles  of  feints,  who  in  this Jacra-^ 
tnentary  are  all  martyrs.     In  (3.)  the  mafles 
for  Sundays^  votive  maflTes,  mafles  for  the  dead, 
Gfr.     The  pope's  manners  correlponded  with 
his  learning  and  dignity,  which  lafl:  he  efleem- 
ed  not  as  it  gave  him  means  to  domineer  over 
but  to  be  ierviceable  to  others.     His  whole  oc« 
cupation  was  praying,  reading  or  writing  upon 
neccflfary  fiibjefts  \  but  when  he  allowed  himfelf 
fome  recite  from  his  labours^  he  took  a  delight 
in  converting  with  the  &rvants  of  God  and 
difcourfing  of  fpiritual  things.    He  Ihunned 
idlenefs,  and  inured  himfelf  to  failing  and  pover- 
ty,  whilft  he  feafted  the  poor.     He  looked  up- 
on the  leail  negligence  in  a  bifliop  as  a  thing 
very  dangerous  to  fouls.  He  governed  the  chtifch 
with  much  pradence  and  patience  in  the  diffi- 
cult circumftances  of  his  pontificate.     This  is 
the  charaifter  Dtnis  the  little  gives  this  holy 
bifliop.     In  his   time  and  by  his  authority 
S.  Severin  of    Noricia'%  body  was  tranikted 
to  Naples^  and  in  the  way  fcvo'al  miracles 
Mm  4  were 
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were  performed,  faithfully   mentioned  in  511 
by  the  prieft  Eugippus  his  difciple  and  eye-wit-  ' 
nefe  of  them. 

5.  Anajiafius  II.  a  Roman  by  birth  liiccecd- 
edS.GelaJiuSj  and  writ  a  letter  to  Clodaveus 
'king  of  the  Franks  to  congratulate  with  him 
for  his  converfion  to  the  catholic  church,  and 
that  in  the  fame  year  he  commenced  his  pontifi- 
cate. The  Franks  ov  French  were  a  German  nati- 
on known  about  240  years  before ;  they  dwelt  at 
iirft  about  the  lower  Rhine y  and,  having  paffed 
that  river,  entered  into  G^7«/about  420  under 
the  conduct  of  Pharamond  their  firft  king.  C&- 
dion  fucceeded  him  in  428,  and  was  fucceeded 
himifelf  in  448  by  Meroveus  who  helped  to  ex- 
pel Atttla.  Childeric  fucceeded  Meroveus  in 
458,  and  advanced  as  far  as  the  Loire^  and  C&- 
doveus  fucceeded  his  father  Childeric  in  48 1, 
In  493  he  married  Clotildis^  by  whom  he  had 
afecond  fon  laft  year,  at  the  baptifmal  font  na- 
med Clodomire^  who  prefently  after  fell  deipe- 
rately  ill,  which  made  the  king  tell  Clotildis^ 
that  he  would  follow  his  brother,  and  that  it 
could  not  be  otherwife,  fincc  he  had  like  him 
received  the  baptifin  of  her  Chriji.  But  by  Clo^ 
tildis's  prayers  the  child  recovered  to  Clodoveus\ 
great  joy,  who  began  to  entertain  a  more  favor- 
able  idea  of  the  Chrijlian  religion.  •  Clotildis  u- 
fed  all  her  power  and  addrefe  to  improve  thefe 
good  inclinationsi  and  by  the  fweetneis  of  her  ' 
temper,  by  periuafive  arguments,  and  a  wife's 
endearments  ftrove  to  foften  his  fierceneft  and 
render  him  obedient  to  the  law  of  Chriji.  Long 
he  refilled :  but  her  prayers^  conquered  heaven, 
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^nd  heaven  him.  For  being  in  a  battle  at  T(?/- 
biac  now  Zulpick  near  Cologne^  where  ,his  foot 
were  routed,  &]g-^^^r/ their  general  wounded,  a 
part  of  the  cavalry  which  he  himfclf  command- 
ed put  to  flight  j  and  no  human  appearance  of 
efcaping  left,  he  thus  invoked  the  divind  affiC. 
tance:  O  Cbriji^  whom  Clotildis  adores  and 
^raifes  as  God  the  moft  powerful  aflifter  of 
the  diftrefTed,  if  you  grant  me  viftory  over 
my  enemies,  I  vow  to  be  baptifed  and  pay  o- 
bedience  to  your  laws.  This  vow  was  fcarce 
made,  when  his  Ibldiery  found  themfelves  ani- 
mated with  a  new  courage,  and  the  enemies,  as 
ifpofleffed  with  panic  terrors,  quitted  the  field, 
in  which  their  king  was  flain,  and  they  to  es- 
cape Clodoveush  anger,  who  fought  with  hea- 
ven on  his  fide,  redeemed  their  livesby  a  yearly 
tribute. 

6.  The  king  with  eager  joy  haftened  to  tell  his 
loved  Clotildis  the  glad  tidings  of  his  being  a 
double  conqueror  over  his  errors  and  the  Ale^ 
ptanniy  as  flie  a  conqueror  over  him.  C/?///- 
dis  went  to  meet  him  as  far  as  RbeimSy  where 
fhe  confulted  S.  Remigius  the  bifliop  of  that  fee 
about  meafures  for  inftrafting '  the  king  while 
the  frefti  impreffions  remained  of  the  favour 
Ijitely  received  :  and  the  king  himfclf  not  to  de- 
fer his  vows  took  for  the  fame  pious  purpofe 
from  ToulS.  Vedajlus^  afterwards  Bp.  of -^rr^j; 
and  now  his  only  difficulty  was  how  to  fatisfy 
the  foldiers,  who  would  not  quit  their  falfegods, 
for  which  end  he  had  framed  an  harangue,  but 
before  he  pronounced  it,  they,  touched  by  the 
hand  of  God,  cried  out,  with  one  voice  :  we  a- 
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bandon  the  mortal  gods,  and  are  ready  to  follow 
the  immortal  God  whom  Remigius  preaches* 
After  which,  all  things  were  prepared  for  thc^ 
king's  baptifin  zg^xnK  Cbrj/imafs^day.  The 
iheets  were  covered  with  tapemy  from  the  king's 
palace  to  the  churchy  and  illuminated  with  per-* 
fumed  wax-lights,  but  the  bapttjlerium  exhaled 
Aill  more  precious  odors:  thither  they  went  in 
proceflion^  hearing  the  goipels,  the  crofs,  and 
nnging  the  litanies:  many bi£hops  were  prefent 
at  thisfblemnity,  but  Remigius  led  the  king  by 
the  hand,  followed  by  the  c^en  and  the^people. 
In  the  way  the  king  alked  S.  Remigius  if  this 
was  the  kingdom  he  promi&d  him,  to  which  the 
bifhop  replied  it  was  not,  but  the  road  to  it, 
and  baptifins  him  (aid  :  bow  down  your  head, 
fierce  Sicamorian^  adore  what  you  have  burned, 
and  burn  what  you  have  adored.  Then  he  bap- 
tifed  Andofieda  the  king's  fitter,  and  3,^00  fol- 
diers,  and  confirmed  his  other  fifter  LantildiSj 
upon  her  renouncing  Arianifm.  Andofieda  died 
ibon  after,  and  Remigius  writ  to  comfort  her 
brother  Clodoveus,  with  the,  hopes  that  ihe  had 
pireferved  her  baptifmial  innocence  and  obtained 
the  crown  of  virginity.  The  king  after  his 
baptifm  made  a  prefent  to  S.  Remigius  of  feve- 
ral  lands,  and  the  great  men  of  bis  dominions 
followed  his  example ;  but  S.  Remigius  would 
not  keep  them  for  his  own  church,  but  diftribu- 
ted  them  among  feveral  churches,  for  fear  the 
Franks  fliould  Mpcd:  that  he  labored  for  their 
converfion  firom  a  motive  of  intereft. 

7.  S.Remi^ 
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7.  S.  Remigius  was  born  of  noble  parents, 
and  conceived  of  his  mother  at  an  age  when 
fhe  was  naturally  paft  child-bearing,  Monta-^ 
nus  a  holy  blind  anchoret  foretold  his  birth^ 
with  the  fignal  iervice  he  was  to  render  the 
church  in  France ;  and,  in  teftimony  of  the 
truth  of  his  predi<Aions,  added :  that  he  fhould 
recover  his  fight  by  having  his  eyfs  rubbed  with 
her  milk  when  flic  was  brought  a-bed  of  this 
miraculous  child.  The  event  anfwering  the 
prediction,  Remigius^s  parents  took  care  to  cul- 
tivate his  mind  with  learning  and  virtues,  to  fit 
him  for  the  great  work  he  was  defigned.  How 
far  he  fucceeded  in  learning  may  be  gathered 
from  S.  Sidoniusy  who  ranks  him  among  the 
moil  eloquent  peribns  of  his  time  ;.  and  his  pro^ 
grefs  in  piety  appeared  in  the  voice  of  the  peo- 
ple, who,  after  Bennadius\  death  in  47i,would 
not  reft  till  they  had  fixed  him  his  fucceflbr  in 
the  fee  of  Rbeims.  In  vain  Remigius  declined 
this  honour  by  remonftrating  his  canonical  in- 
capacity as  to  years  (he  being  then  only  22) 
and  his  more  real  one,  in  his  own  opinion,  as 
to  piety  and  government  j  this  refiftance  only 
increafed  their  defire,  which  he  ftill  refolutely 
withftood,  till  God'vifibly  approved  the  people's 
judgment.  For  a  ray  of  light  deicending  from 
heaven  vefted  his  head, wheire  fbme  time  after  an. 
ointment  of  an  unknown  kind,  but  of  an  ex-* 
quifite  fcent  diffiifed  itfelf ;  then,  not  to  com-p 
mit  a  manifeft  diibbedience  to  the  will  of  hea-< 
ven  declared,  he  fuflfered  himfclf  to  be  ordained, 
and  the  epifcopal  grace  poured  itfelf  into  his 
heart  and  foul  io  fuch  anap^  meaiiiies^  that  he 
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difcharged  the  duties  of  his  fun6lion  with  cha- 
rity, humility  and  a  prudence  that  guided  all 
his  aftions.  He  had  his  own  youth  continual- 
ly in  his  eye,  and  kept  down  the  heats  of  that 
age  by  fuch  mortifications  as  would  have  raifed 
his  pity  had  he  beheld  them  in  another. 

8.  GonJamomi  king  of  the  Vandals  in  Jifrica 
died  the  24th  of  September y  and  was  fucceeded 
by  his  brother  Tbrafimund.  InBritain^  the 
natives  were  infefted  not  only  with  the  fwarms 
of  G^r/wjw  already  mentioned,  butalfowitha 
new  fet  of  them,  who  in  494,  under  the  con- 
duit of  Cerdic  and  his  fon  Cernic  landed  in 
the  province  of  the  Iceni^  now  comprehend- 
ing Norfolk  and  Suffolk^  and  gained  in  two 
years  Ipace  a  confiderable  footing :  and  to  com- 
pleat  the  ruin  of  the  country,  Pafcentius  a  fon 
of  Forfigern,  who  had  taken  refuge  beyond 
fea,  returned  with  a  numerous  body  of  men  to 
claim  his  father's  crown,  Aurelius  Ambrojius 
met  him  in  the  North  where  he  landed,  gave 
him  batde,  and  forced  him  to  retire  into  Albion^ 
but  he  did  not  long  enjoy  the  effefts  of  his  vic- 
tory, *  for  falling  fick  at  Winchefter^  Pafcen^ 
tius  bribed  a  fellow  to  give  him  poifon  inftead 
of  phyfic.  Having  thus  made  away  with  his. 
enemy,  he  tried  his  fortune  once  more,  which 
was  too  weak  to  W\th&3SidL  Aurelius' s  brother  C7- 
ther  PendragorPs  revenge,  to  which  Pafcentius 
and  his  chief  commanders  fell  vidlims  in  the 
field,  encompaffed  with  large  piles  of  vulgar 
dead.  After  this  viftofy  Utber  Pendragon  was 
folemnly  crowned,  and  immediately  attacked 
by  Efca  Hengifi^^  fon  and  0£ia  his  grandfon, 
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who  made  the  Britons  quit  the  field  and  fly  to 
a  place  called  Danet^  from  whence  iallying  out 
in  the  night  they  furprifed  both  EJca  and  OSia^ 
took  them  prifoners,  and  routed  the  whole 
army. 

9.  Vo^Anaftafius  writ  to  the  emperor  A- 
najiqfius^  highly  extolling  his  piety  in  a  private 
life,  and  conjuring  him  to  procure  the  peace  of 
the  church,  which  was  difturbed  by  the  bare 
n^vcitoi  Acaciusy  who,  lays  he,  has  already  re- 
ceived his  fentence  at  the  divine  tribunal,  where 
his  and  .F^//Ar's  anions  appear  in  their  true  light ; 
that  this  would  efFedhially  root  out  the  fcandal 
{o  prejudicial  to  the  church,  and  not  offend  A- 
caciuSy  whole  judge  does  not  diftribute  rewards 
and  punifhments  according  to  the  judgment  of 
men,  but  according  to  the  merits  and  demerits 
of  the  peribn.  That  what  Ibme  have  given  out 
of  Acacius's  ordinations  and  Ipiritual  fonftions 
being  invalid  after  his  condemnation  is  entirely 
groundlefs,  fince  the  indignity  of  the  minifter 
cannot  enervate  the  virtue  of  the  facraments. 
The  bearers  of  this  letter  were  two  bifliops  Cref 
conius  and  GermanuSy  who  accompanied  Fejius 
the  patrician  to  C.  P.  whither  he  was  deputed 
upon  public  af&irs ;  there  they  met  with  two 
agents  of  the  church  of  Alexandria^  who  gave 
them  a  memorial  for  the  pope  in  order  to  be  re- 
ceived into  his  communion :  the  liibftance  of 
it  was,  that  their  Reparation  proceeded  from  a 
falfe  tranflation  of  S.  Leo'^  letter  to  Flaviany 
performed  by  Theodoreth  party,  where  errors 
are  contained,  which  are  by  no  means  in  the 
original,   as  Andrew  of  Tiejfalonica  and  the ' 

pope

pope  himlelf  had  ft^Sciently  fhewn ;  io  that  no« 
thing  now  remained^  as  they  thought^  but  to 
give  in  a  prc^effion  of  their  faith.  Thi$  pro- 
fefiion  differed  littk  frcxn  the  benotkoity  but 
had  this  additional  poiibn,  that  it  defended  Du 
efcarus^  Elurus^  Mortgus^  &c.  whom  they  pre- 
tended held  tb:  £u»e  doctrine  with  the  pope. 
Fejius  at  C.  P.  obtained  that  the  fcftival  of  SS. 
Peter  and  Paul  ihould  be  kq>t  more  folemti- 
ly  th^  ufual,  but  with  aU  this  dbvotion  he 
let  the  emperor  tamper  wkh  him  fo  far  aboot 
Im  hemticony  that  he  en^ged  him&lf  to  per^ 
fiiade  the  pope  to  accept  of  it  S.  Efipbanius 
oi  Paviay  having  obtained  from  Thecdoric  a 
diminution  of  taxes  for  his  poor  flock^  went  to 
.  receive  the  reward  of  his  labours  the  b^imu&g 
of  this  year.

I.  T)  OPE  AnaftetfinsvmA  to  receive  his  the 
JL  28th  of  November  before  Feflm  reach- 
tARome.  ThS&FeftuSy  according  to  fome  au- 
thors, caballed  to  make  one  Laurence  pope,  who 
in  return  was  to  {yMcx^xk^henGticon.  Whe- 
ther he  was  the  author  of  diis  ichiiin  is  uncer- 
tain, but  one  there  was,  which  for  a  while  left 
all  things  at  Rome  in  perplexity ;  for  two  popes 
were  choien  Symmachus  and  Laurence ^  \x^  of 
them  having  many  a^erents,  as  is  ufual  in  inch 
cafes.    Symmachus  a  deacon  and  native  oSBar^ 
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iinia^  was  ordained  in  the  church  of  Conftan-^ 
tine  with  much  the  greater  number ;  Laurence 
thearch-prieft  the  fame  day  in  the  church  of  S. 
Mary.  Of  his  ^  was  one  Fafchajius  a  man 
of  a  pious  life  and  extremely  charitable  to  the 
poor^  who  writ  two  books  in  a  clear  method 
upon  the  divinity  of  the  H.  Gho&y  but  main- 
tained Laurenc?^csixxk  to  his  dying  day.  Which 
t^  Baronius  underfknds  exclufivdy,  becaufe 
S.  Gregory  the  great  relates  of  him,  how  after 
his  death  in  pc^  Symmaeiuf  s  time  a  pofTeffed 
peribn  touching  his  dalmatka  was  delivered  of 
the  dssiik^  and  that  he  af^pearing  to  Germanus 
Bp«  of  Capun  de£red  his  prayers,  becau&  he 
hod  out  of  igncxance  fided  wi&  the  wrong  pope : 
and  that  by  virtue  of  thmi  he  was  freed  otit  of 
the  place  of  punifliment.  To  terminate  this 
ichifia  it  was  agreed  upon^  that  the  contending 
parties  ffaoiold  p»t  it  to  king  Heodoric's  judg. 
ment.  Arum  as  he  was.  7beodoric  was  then 
at  Ravenna^  and  his  judgment  was^  that  the 
firft  ordained,  or  that  had  the  moft  votes  fhould 
be  efleemed*  the  lawful  pope,  and  this  being 
found  to  be  Sytnmachus^  he  was  as£ich  acknow- 


z.  The  firft  of  March  he  held  a  council  of 
'72  biihops  to  prevent  fedfeions  in  efedting  of 
popes,  for  which  tilree  ifecr^ses  were  read  ;  the 
(i.)  importing,  if  anyj^ieft,  deacon,  orcfcrk 
whatever,  by  oath  or  note,  promifes  his  &f- 
frage  for  a  future  pope,  without  the  prefent  one's 
confent,  or  even  deKberates  about  it  in  a  parti- 
cular ai^mbly,  he  fliall  be  ^g^kA  and  excom- 
municated :  the  (2.)  if  the  pope  die  iiiddenly, 
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without  providing  for  the  eledion  of  his  liicccA 
ibr^  he  (hall  be  efteemed  the  true  pope  who  hasf 
all  or  the  majority  of  the  voices  of  the  clergy: 
(3.)  that  if  any  perfbn  difcovers  and  proves  any 
of  thofe  intrigues  mentioned  in  the  firft  decree, 
he  fhall  not  pnly  be  pardoned,  if  he  is  an  ac- 
complice, but  alfo  rewarded.  Not  long  after 
this  council  Fejius  and  Probtnus  with  fome  fe- 
oators,  having  fubborned  falfe  witncffes,  ac- 
cufed  the  pope  of  horrid  crimes,  which  they 
fent  to  Theodoric  at  Ravenna^  and  defired  he 
would  fend  fonie  bifhop  viiitor,  as  the  cuftom 
was  in  the  time  of  the  fee's  vacancy.  Tloeodoric 
accordingly  fent  Peter  Bp.  of  dltino  with  orders 
when  he  came  to  Rome^  to  go  to  pope  Symtna^ 
cbus  and  demand  the  flaves  of  him  whom  the 
other  party  pretended  to  produce  witneffcs  a- 
gainfl  him,  that  they  might  be  ftridlly  examined 
by  the  bifhops.  Peter  of  Altino  diredly  con- 
trary to  his  orders  went  firft  to  the  fchifmatics, 
at  which  the  catholics  were  much  ofiended,and 
more,  that  any  vifitor  fliould  be  fent  to  Rome^j^ 
which  they  faid  was  contrary  to  cuftomand  the 
canons.  *  Theodoric^  that  matters  might  be  car- 
ried on  quietly  came  to  Rome^  where  he  was  re- 
ceived with  incredible  joy,  and  a  council  was* 
called  to  be  held  the  following  year.  The  pope 
writ  to  the  emperor  Anajiafius  to  notify  his  pro- 
motion to  the  holy  fee,  and  was  not  wanting 
with  lively  remonftrances  to  conjure  him  to  dc- 
fift  from  protecting  heretics.  The  emperor, 
who  was  probably  for  Laurence  the  anti-pope, 
did  not  anfwerhim  at  firft,  but  afterwards  up- 
braided him  with  many  crimes.     He  &e\^ 
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himibif'  aiifo  faigbiy  inccnftd  againft  Macedoniui 
of  C.  P.  for  hddiDg  the  couo^il  of  ChalcedoHi 
and  againA  Flavian,  wbo  ip  49S  or  499  had 
hfxx^cd  Balkdius  in  the  fte  ciAntiocb^  be^ 
caule  he  wfoj(^  to  communicate  with  ^obn  of 
Bgfptj  but  communicated  with  Maceuonius  of 
C.  P.  and  £/rtf  J  of  ^erufakm. 

3.  In  this  ftate  wa«  the  church.  The  Edfi 
Was  torn  irojoi  die  j^^  hy  the  pride  of  Acdciui^ 
i^  tjoe  fatd  difputes  and  di&rences  in  religion^ 
by  benotfcons^  new  forme  of  wwds  and  fc^ten^ 
ingcceed^,  whi^hgavj^  &^ndaltotheweaJk,  di-^ 
wfion  tQ  the  ath^s,  and  arguments  to  die 
heathens,  bfor  wme  oniy  catholics  and  here« 
tics  at  variance  with  one  another^  but  diicord 
feparated^heiedaries  in  the  Eaft  among  them-^ 
ieives,  and  blew  it«  46adly  contagion  from  eve^ 
ly  poiht  4)f  intereiji:,  f)ai!ion,  pride  and  mifta-^ 
ken  zeal.  Even  Rome  the  centre  of  unity  was 
miier^blj^  di(ka^ed  hf  fchifin  3  the  fehatord 
afid  people  there  being  bandied  out  into  parties 

fndliufried  on  with  tran^orts  of  an  ungovern- 
ble  warmth^  which  j^oceeded  to  the  degree  .of 
Bii^rders,  and  %lmoft  to  the  deftrudiqn  of  ^ 
dty,  in  abetting  his  pretenfions,  whom  tjhey 
iiq^g^  was,  or  wiftied  toh^Anaftafiu^i  fiic- 
cpflfor.  It  was  to  be  hoped  that  the  late  coun- 
<jii  would  have  laid  tfheie  heats,  which  had  fuf- 
ficicotlydeaFcd  the  point  in  refpedt  of  reafbna- 
IjlcpcricMJs,  buthad  no  cffe6t  upon  others,  who 
periftiadcd^bytfaofebofom  orators  of  pride  and 
fclf-cpnceit,  th^rt  it  would  be  inglorious  to  a* 
baiudon  a  caufe  in  which  they  had  once  engisi'^ 
Vol,  IV-  ^  N  n  gcd> 
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ged^  concluded  rather  than  .fcem  to  have  been 
ever  in  the  ^yrong,  always  to  continjac  ^.  r 

4.  While  other  part§  were  in  this  deploraWc 
condition,  the ,  moft  weftcrn  ifland  of  Murope 
fliined  in  the  brightneiiS  erf  ianftity ;  which,  iicxt 
to  God,  w^8  owing  to  S.  Patrick^  i  wl^o  diis 
year  was  taken  from  hence  to  receive  the  :re- 
compenoe  of  a  long  life  empbyed  in  hisibrvice. 
Being  ordained  bifliop,  aqd  having  ^furmount-- 
ed  the  difficulties  that  oppo&d  his  miflion,  he 
came  into /r^AiW,  which  he  fouud  parcelled 
put  among  a  number  of  petty  princes,  fwarm- 
ing  with  magicians,  ap4  obfcured  by*  idolatry 
thatpoffeffed  the  whole  ifland,  to  the  fseferveof 
a  very  few  fcattered  Cbrijiidm.  Ancient  au- 
thors have  not  informed  us  of .  the  nature  of  this 
idolatry,  but  we  may  conjei^ure  from.  S.  Pa-^ 
trick' ^  confeffion,  that  one  fpecies  of  it  was  the 
wqrfhip  of  the  fun.  Whatever  it  was,  S.  Pj- 
trick  exerted  all  his  powers  to  change  it  into 
the  knowledge  of  the  true  God,  for  which  end 
he  eagerly  embraced  contempt,  poverty^  hun- 
ger, and  would  with  joy  have  laid  down  his^ 
life,  had  God  thought  him  worthy  of  it  (zs 
heexpreffes  it)  or  rather  had  not  providence 
preferved  him  for  the  cpnverfion  and  blei£ng  of 
the  ifland.  Fearleis  of  dangers  he  frequently 
paffedfronri  one  extremity  of  it  to  the  other, 
and  by  his  prodigious  miracles,  too  numerous 
to  be  recited  here,  'his  chearfulnefe  in  foflfcrings, 
his  powerful  exhortations,  &c.  m^de  infinite 
numbers  embrace  Cbrijiianity  by  baptifm,  and 
perfevere  firm  in  their  vocation.     In  moft  parts 
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he  ordained  people  to  take  care  of  the  new-con- 
verted flock,  and  in  fomc,  where  he  erefted  e- 
pifcopal  fees,  he  confecrated  biihops  to  root  out 
errors,  plant  the  faith,  and  water  it  with  the 
word  pf  life.  He  infpired  them  not  only  with 
the  duties,  but  with  the  decorums  and  excellen- 
cies of  the  Cbrifiian  religion  ;  infomuch  that 
from  him  many  women  learned  to  prad:ife  a 
more  exalted  kind  of  piety,  and  widows  to  re- 
nounce fccond  marriages  for  the  fake  of  a  ne- 
ver-dying continence.  By  him  the  men  were 
formed  to  embrace  a  monaftic  life,  and  young 
virgins  to  confecrate  themfelves  to  J.  C  many 
of  whom  were  nobler  mens  children,  andfome 
of  the  young  ladies  the  king's  or  prince's  daugh- 
ters, whofe  ardour  could  not  be  reftrained  by 
their  parents  frowns,  aflS-onts,  or  cruelty  :  feveral 
flaves  with  fouls  fuperior  to  their  ftate  imitated 
the  princeffes  examples,  and  remained  Chrijiians 
and  Virgins,  tho'  continually  expofed  to  the  an- 
ger and  temptation  of  their  mailers. 

5.  The  new  converts,  and  particularly  thofe 
of  the  female  fex,  were  very  defirous  of  teftify- 
ing  their  gratitude  to  him  by  choice  prefents,  but 
feeing  he  would  take  none  from  their  hands, 
they  laid  them  on  the  altar,  hoping  he  would 
not  refufe  their  offerings  there.  But  the  faint, 
that  he  might  be  an  irreprehenfible  pattern  to 
the  new  Cbri/iianSy  made  it  his  duty  to  do  no- 
thing that  relifhed  of  felf-intefefl,  and  there- 
fore of  the  thoufendswhomhebaptifed,  of  the 
great  number  he  ordained,  he  never  took  any 
thing,  and  frequently  returned  the  gifts  of  the 
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altar,  ebufirig  rather  to  ^iefe  the  f^thfsl  thaii 
caft  an  afperfion  of  coTe{oQ(h66  on  th^  mini-^ 
ftry  of  the  gofpel  On  ihe  coritrary  he  mado 
prefents  both  to  Chrijfiiani  and  Pagans,  diftri^ 
puted  in  hisjournieskrgealmstbthepbdr^  mado 
preients  to  the  princes  df  the  country,  and  main# 
tained  the  children,  who,  contrary  to  their  pa- 
rents will,  embraced  Cbr^ftiunity.  However^ 
they  ieiied  upon  their  bene&€tor  With  a  defign 
cf  murdering  him,  but  God  did  not  permit 
their  wicked  defigns  to  be  compleated  ;  io  that 
»fter  being  loaded  with  iron  chains  ibr  14  days, 
and  ffaripped  of  all  he  had^  he  was  &t  firee,  re- 
joicing that  by  his  poverty  he  was  conformed 
tp  the  imagp  of  th6  Son  of  God,  and  earhtft- 
ly  deiiring  a  nearer  re&mblance  by  (bfibring  a 
t:rael  death  for  the  honour  of  his  name, 

6.  Some  of  his  converts  had  a  (hare  of  hisi 
perfccutions,  whp^  having  been  newly  bapti&d 
and  as  yet  veiled  with  the  white  garment  of  the 
ibleninity,  wcrf?  furprifcd  by  Corotic  a  petty 
prince  of  Britainy  who  made  a  dcfcerit  into 
that  part  of  Ireland  where  they  were  baptifed, 
putting  fome  of  them  to  the  fword,  and  ihip^ 
ping  off  others  to  be  fold  flaves  to  infidels.  Thq 
faint  next  day  in  a  deep  cohcem  for  theflaughr 
ter  of  his  brethren,  and  the  ftop  it  mi^t  put 
to  the  progrcls  of  the  gofpel,  fince  it  was  per- 
petrated  by  a  Chrijiian  prince,  lent  him,  by  a 
prieft  ht  md  brought  up  fiom  his  infancy,  and 
other  ecclefiaftics,  a  letter  on  that  fubjcft,  de- 
manding the  people  hick  ^  and  at  leaft  a  prt  of 
the  pliinder.     Bjit  thi?  m?fikge  bping  lec^ved 
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with  ic6m  and  ndktildiis  jefts^  be  wdt  ft  §imA 
letter  ti^  hitn^  not  ill  ]»ifMr  tf  bdbttt^  twt  ti&be 
made  jteUic  ind  kndwn  to  aU  ihe  &hhftil^  that 
sndcrftandkig  his  and  his  aflbeiate^efime^^  ^tf 
might  knt^  the^ftlfea  0b)i|ed  fd  itfofd  him 
all  cdmihdrce  Md  toinmiinion^  eitfi  dt  ttbte^ 
and  not  fii  tiiuch  as  receive  hi$  abii^^  till  h«  hid 
reftcred  the  &rvant8  erf  Ood  to  thtif  liheftyj  idd 
e&ced  his  crime  by  a  whdlfdm  fititfadfcidn^ 
This  letter  as  well  as  his  confeflion  is  writ  in  a 
itile  not  porfbdly  latirty  which  often  renders  it 
obfcure,  but  through  tbat  obfcurity  there  fhines 
fuch  folid  ienfe,  &ch  an  apoftolic  ipirit,  and 
fuch  a  knowledge  bf  tht  icf lptlil'#«  fd  ptiXy  and 
properly  adapted  tq  the  occafion,  that  we  wifh 
their  memory  bleffed  who  have  preferved  this 
treafure  for  the  world.  We  are  apt  to  think 
from  Jofceliriy  that  this  letter  had  no  good  effca 
upon  Corotic,  but  that  he  died  a  memorable  ex- 
ample of  divine  vengeance  in  Britain.  S.  Pa-^ 
(rick  had  a  great  defire  of  retUi'ning  thither  to 
behol4 againnis native  liuid and  rsktions,  and 
then  pafs  into  O^iar/  tt)  vifit  tfatt  feints  of  his  ac- 
quaintance ;  but  tidi  darlttg  tollbadtldn  his  flock, 
he  fore- went  every  dtfilt  iftd  ^atftd  no  labour  to 
feve  them.  Thefe  pious  dii^fitions  were  crown- 
ed with  a  wonderful  iiiccels,  infomuch  that  du^ 
ring  the  courfe  of  his  miffion  he  converted  the 
nation,  iettled  bishops  throughout  the  land^  e- 
itablifhcd  there  the  hierarchy  of  the  church, 
framed  rules  in  councils  for  ecclefiailical  diicL- 
pline,  and  among  his  converts  had  fuch  num- 
\xx^  of  peribns  epiinent  for  iandtity,  that  it  gave
